PART I 
GENERAL AND PERMANENT LAWS 


No. 1 


AN ACT to Raise Revenue for the Support of the State 
Government by the Levy and Collection of a Tax upon 
Income. 


Section 1. Article 1—Short Title and Definitions.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 


This Act shall be known and may be cited as the Income Tax Act 
of 1926. 


§ 2. Definitions.—For the purposes of this Act and unless 
otherwise required by the context: 


(1) The words “tax commission” mean the South Carolina Tax 
Commission. : 


2 . STATUTES AT LARGE 


(2) The word “taxpayer” means any individual, fiduciary, or cor- 
poration subject to the tax imposed by this Act. 


(3) The word “fiduciary” means a guardian, trustee, executor, 
administrator, receiver, conserver, or any person, whether individual 
or corporate, acting in any fiduciary capacity for any person, estate 
or trust. 


(4) The word “person” includes individuals, fiduciaries, partner- 
ships or corporations. : 


(5) The word “corporation” includes joint-stock companies or as- 
sociations and insurance companies. 


(6) The word “business” includes trade, profession, occupation 
or employment. : 


(7) The words “tangible property” mean real property and cor- 
poreal personal property and do not mean money, bank deposits, 
shares of stocks, bonds, credits, evidences of debt, choses in action 
or evidences of an interest in property. 


(8) The words “intangible property” mean all property other 
than tangible property. 


(9) The words “income year” mean the calendar year or the fiscal 
year, upon the basis of which the net income is computed under this 
Act; if no fiscal year has been established they mean the calendar 
year. 


(10) The words “fiscal year” mean an income year ending on the 
last day of any month other than December. 


(11) The word “paid” for the purpose of the deductions under 
this Act, means “paid or accrued” or “paid or incurred,” and the 
words “paid or accrued,” “paid or incurred” and “incurred” shall be 
construed according to the method of accounting upon the basis of 
which the net income is computed under this Act. The word “re- 
ceived” for the purpose of the computation of the net income under 
this Act means “received or accrued,” and the words “received and 
accrued” shall be construed according to method of accounting upon 
the basis of which the net income is computed under this Act. 


(12) The words “foreign corporation” mean any corporation 
other than a domestic corporation. 
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§ 3. Article Il—Imposition of the Tax—Tax on In- 
dividuals.—A tax is hereby imposed upon every individual resid- 
ing in the State of South Carolina, which tax shall be levied, col- 
lected, and paid annually, with respect, to the entire net income of 
the taxpayer, as hereinafter defined, and upon income earned within 
the jurisdiction of this State of every non-resident having a business 
of agency in the State, or from the sale or rentals of property within 
this State, computed at the following rates, after deducting the 
exemptions provided by this Act: 


On the excess over the amount legally exempted up to twenty-five 
hundred dollars, one per cent. 


On the excess above twenty-five hundred dollars and up to five 
thousand dollars, one and one-half per cent. 


On the excess above five thousand dollars and up to seven thou- 
sand five hundred dollars, two and one-half per cent. 


On the excess above seven thousand five hundred dollars and up 
to ten thousand dollars, three and one-half per cent. 


On the excess above ten thousand dollars and up to fifteen thou- 
sand dollars, four and one-half per cent. 


On the excess over fifteen thousand dollars, five per cent. 


§ 4. (a) Tax on corporations.—Every corporation or- 
ganized under the laws of this State shall pay annually an income 
tax, with respect to carrying on or doing business equivalent to four 
per cent of the entire net income of such corporation, as herein de- 
fined, received by such corporation during the income year; and 
every foreign corporation doing business within the jurisdiction of 
this State shall pay annually an income tax equivalent to four per 
cent. of a proportion of its entire net income, to be determined as 
hereinafter provided in this Act. 


(b) Railroads and public service corporations: basis of 
ascertaining net income.—The basis of ascertaining the net 
income of every corporation engaged in the business of operating a 
steam-or electric railroad, express service, telephone or telegraph 
business, or other form of public service, when such company is re- 
quired to keep records according to the standard classification of 
accounting of the Interstate Commerce Commission, shall be the 
“net operating income” of such corporation as shown by their 
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records kept in accordance with that standard classification of ac- 
counts, when their business is wholly within the jurisdiction of this 
State, and when their business is in part within and in part without 
the State their net income within the jurisdiction of this State shall 
be ascertained by taking their gross “operating revenues” within this 
State, including in this gross “operating revenues” within the juris- 
diction of this State the equal mileage proportion within the juris- 
diction of this State of their interstate business and deducting from 
their gross “operating revenues” the proportionate average of 
“operating expenses,” or “operating ratio,’ for their whole business, 
as shown by the Interstate Commerce Commission standard classi- 
fication of accounts. From the net operating income thus as- 
certained shall be deducted “uncollectible revenue,” and taxes paid 
in this State for the income year, other than income taxes, and the 
balance shall be deemed to be their net income taxable under this 
Act: Provided, That interest paid or accrued and rentals may be 
deducted from gross operating revenues in the event that they have 
not been deducted by the above provisions. 


(c) Car hire considered.—lIn determining the taxable income 
of a corporation engaged in the business of operating a railroad 
under the preceding section (Section (b)), in the case of a railroad 
located entirely within the jurisdiction of this State, the net income 
shall be increased or decreased to the extent of any credit balance 
received or paid, as the case may be, on account of car hire; and 
when a railroad is located partly within and partly without the 
jurisdiction of this State, then said net operating income shall be 
increased or decreased to the extent of an equal mileage proportion 
within the jurisdiction of this State of any credit or debit balance 
received or paid, as the case may be, on account of car hire. 


(d) Tax on fiduciaries.—The tax imposed by this Act shall 
be imposed upon resident fiduciaries and upon non-resident fiduci- 
aries having in charge funds or property for the benefit of a resident 
of this State, which tax shall be levied, collected, and paid annually 
with respect to: 


(1) That part of the net income of estates or trusts which has 
not been distributed. (2) The net -income received during the in- 
come year by deceased individuals who, at the time of death were 
residents and who have died during the tax year or income year 
without having made a return. (3) The entire net income of resi- 
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dent insolvent or incompetent individuals whether or not any portion 
thereof is held for the future use of the beneficiaries, where the 
fiduciary has complete charge of such net income. (4) The fax 
imposed upon a fiduciary by this Act shall be a charge against the 
estate or trust. 


§ 5. Exemptions.—There shall be deducted from net income 
the following exemptions : 


(a) In the case of a single individual, a personal exemption of 
fifteen hundred ($1,500.00) dollars. 


(b) In the case of a married individual, living with husband or 
wife or the head of a household, twenty-five hundred ($2,500.00) 
dollars. 


(c) Four hundred ($400.00) dollars for each individual other 
than husband or wife dependent upon and receiving his chief sup- 
port from the taxpayer if such dependent individual is under twenty- 
one years of age or is incapable of self support bécause mentally or 
physically defective. 


(d) In the case of a fiduciary if taxable under clause (a) supra, 
a personal exemption of one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars; if tax- 
able under clause (b) supra, the same exemption as would be al- 
lowed the deceased if living; if taxable under clause (c) supra, the 
same exemptions to which the beneficiary would be entitled. ~ 


§ 6. Organizations that are exempt.—The following or- 
ganizations shall be exempt from taxation under this Act: 


(1) Fraternal beneficiary societies, orders or associations, (a) 
operating under the lodge system or for the exclusive benefit of the 
members of a fraternity itself operating under the lodge system and, 
(b) providing for the payment of life, sick, accident or other benefits 
to the members of such society, order or association or their de- 
.pendents. 


(2) Building and loan associations and co-operative banks with- 
out capital stock, organized and operated for mutual purposes and 
without profits, and insurance companies. 


(3) Cemetery corporations and corporations organized for re- 
ligious, charitable, scientific, or educational purposes, or for the 
prevention of cruelty to children or animals, no part of the net earn- 
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ings of which inures to the benefit of any private stockholder or 
individual. 
(4) Business leagues, chambers of commerce, or boards of trade, 


not organized for profit and no part of the net earnings of which 
inures to the benefit of any private stockholder or individual. 


(5) Civic leagues or organizations not organized for profit, but 
operated exclusively for the promotion of social welfare. 


(6) Farmers’ or other mutual hail, cyclone, or fire insurance com- 
panies, mutual ditch or irrigation companies, mutual or co-operative 
telephone companies or like organizations of a purely local character, 
the income of which consists solely of assessments, dues, and fees 
collected from members for the sole purpose of meeting expenses. 


(7) Farmers’, fruit growers’ or like organizations, organized and 
operated as sales agent for the purpose of marketing the products 
of members and turning back to them the proceeds of sales, less the 
necessary selling expenses, on the basis of the quantity of produce 
furnished by them. 


(8) Labor, agricultural or horticultural organizations, no part of 
the net earnings of which inures to the benefit of any private stock- 
holder or member. ; 


§. 7. Article II1I—Computation of Tax—Net income de- 
fined.—The words “net income” mean the gross income of a tax- 
payer less the deductions allowed by this Act. 


§ 8. (1) The words “gross income” mean the income of a 
taxpayer derived from salaries, wages or compensation for personal 
service, of whatever kind and in whatever form paid, or from pro- 
fessions, vocations, trades, business, commerce, or sales, or dealings 
in property, whether real or personal, growing out of the ownership 
or use of or interest in such property, also from interest, rent, 
dividends, securities, or the transaction of any business carried on 
for gain or profit, or gains, or profits, and income derived from any 
source whatever. The amount of all such items shall be included 
in the gross income of the income year in which received by the tax- 
payer, unless, under the methods of accounting permitted under this 
Act, any such amounts are to be properly accounted for as of a 
different period. 
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(2) The words “gross income” do not include the following items 
which shall be exempt from taxation under this Act: 


(a) The proceeds of life insurance policies and contracts paid 
upon the death of the insured to individual beneficiaries or to the 
estate of the insured. 


(b) The amount received by the insured as a return of premium 
or premiums paid by him under life insurance, endowment or annuity 
contracts,. either during the term or at the maturity of the term 
mentioned in the contract or upon surrender of the contract. 


(c) The value of property acquired by gift, bequest, devise or 
descent (but the income from such property shall be included in 
gross income). 


(d) Interest upon the obligations of the United States or its pos- 
sessions, or of the State of South Carolina, or any political sub- 
division thereof. 


(e) Salaries, wages, or other compensation received from the, 
United States by officials or employees thereof, including persons in 
the military or naval forces of the United States. 


(f) Any amounts received through accident or health insurance 
or under workmen’s compensation acts, as compensation for personal 
injuries or sickness, plus the amount of any damages received 
whether by suit or agreement, on account of such injuries or sick- 
ness. 


§ 9. Basis of return of net income.—(1) The net income 
of a taxpayer shall be computed in accordance with the method of 
accounting regularly employed in keeping the books of such tax- 
payer; but if such method does not clearly reflect the income, the 
computation shall be made in accordance with such method as in the 
opinion of the Tax Commission does clearly reflect the income. 

_ Taxpayers whose accounting period of twelve months ends as of the 
last day of some month other than December and the books of such 
taxpayer are kept accordingly, may, with the approval of the Tax 
Commission, and subject to such rules and regulations as it may 
establish, return their net income under this Act on the basis of such 
fiscal year in lieu of that of the calendar year. 


(2) A taxpayer may, with the approval of the Tax Commission 
and under such regulations as it may prescribe change the income 
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year from fiscal year to calendar year or otherwise, in which case his 
net income shall be computed upon the basis of such new income 
year: Provided, That such approval must be obtained from the Com- 
mission at least thirty days prior to the end of such income year. 


(3) An individual carrying on business in partnership shail be 
liable for income tax only in his individual capacity, and shall in- 
clude in his gross income his distributive share of the net income of 
the partnership for each income year, whether distributed or not. 


(4) Every individual taxable under this Act who is a beneficiary 
of an estate or trust shall include in his gross income the distribu- 
tive share of the net income of the estate or trust, received by him 
or distributable to him during the income year. Unless otherwise 
provided in the law, the will, the deed, or other instrument creating 
the estate, trust or fiduciary relation, the net income shall be deemed 
to be distributed to the beneficiaries (including the fiduciary as a 
beneficiary, in the case of income accumulated for future distribu- 
tion) ratably in proportion to their respective interests. 


§ 10. Determination of gain or loss.—For the purpose 
of ascertaining the gain or loss from the sale or other disposition of 
property, real, personal or mixed, the basis shall, be in the case of 
property acquired before January first, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-one, the fair market price or the value of such property 
as of that date, and in all other cases, the cost thereof: Provided, 
That in the case of property which was included in the last preceding 
annual inventory used in determining net income in a return under 
this Act, such inventory value shall be taken in lieu of costs or 
market value. 


The final distribution to the taxpayer of the assets of a corpora- 
tion shall be treated as a sale of the stock or securities of the cor- 
poration owned by him, and the gain or loss shall be computed ac- 
cordingly. 


§ 11. Exchanges of Property.—(1) When property is ex- 
changed, whether or not of a like nature, the gain or loss shall be 
the difference between the cost or value January Ist, 1921, if ac- 
quired prior to that date, of the property exchanged and the value 
of the property received, whether the same be bonds, stocks, securi- 
ties, or other tangible or intangible property. 
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(2) In the case of the organization of a corporation, the stock or 
securities received shall be considered to take the place of property 
transferred thereto, and no gain or loss shall be deemed to arise 
therefrom. 


(3) When in connection with the organization, merger, or con- 
solidation of a corporation, a stockholder receives, in place of stock 
or securities owned by him, new stock or securities, the basis of 
computing the gain or loss, if any, shall be, in case the stock or 
securities owned were acquired before January first, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-one, the fair market price or value thereof 
as of that date, and in all other cases the cost thereof. 


§ 12. Inventory.—Whenever in the opinion of the Tax Com- 
mission it is necessary in order clearly to determine the income of 
any taxpayer, inventories shall be taken by such taxpayer upon such 
basis as the Tax Commission may prescribe, conforming as nearly 
as may be to the best accounting practice in the trade or business and 
most clearly reflecting the income. 


§ 13. Deductions.—In computing net income there shall be 
allowed as deductions: 


(1) All the ordinary and necessary expenses paid or accrued (in 
case the books are kept on the accrual basis) during the income year 
in carrying on any trade or business, including: 


(a) As to individuals, reasonable wages of employees for services 
actually rendered in producing such income. 


(b) As to partnerships, reasonable wages of employees and a 
reasonable allowance for copartners or members of a firm, for ser- 
vices actually rendered in producing such income, the amount of 
such salary allowance to be included in the personal return of the 
copartner receiving same. 


(c) As to corporations, wages of employees and salaries of of- 
ficers, if reasonable in amount, for services actually rendered in 
producing such income. 


(2) Rentals or other payments required to be made as a condi- 
tion of the continued use or possession, for the purpose of the trade, 
of property to which the taxpayer has not taken or is not taking title 
or in which he has no equity. 
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(3) All interest paid during the income year on indebtedness ex- 
cept interest on obligations contracted for the purchase of non-tax- 
able securities or stock. Dividends on preferred stock shall not be 
deducted as interest. 


(4) Taxes for the income year, except taxes on income, inherit- 
ance taxes, and taxes assessed for local benefit of a kind tending to 
increase the value of the property assessed. 


(5) Dividends from stock in any corporation the income of which 
shall have been assessed and the tax on such income paid by the 
corporation under the provisions of this Act. 


(6) Losses sustained during the income year on property used in 
trade or business, or of property not connected with trade or bus- 
iness, if arising from fire, storms, shipwrecks or other casualties, or 
theft and if not compensated for by insurance or otherwise. 


(7) Debts ascertained to be worthless and actually charged off 
the books of the taxpayer within the income year. 


(8) A reasonable allowance for the depreciation and obsolescence 
of property used in the trade or business; and in the case of mines, 
other natural deposits, and.timber, a reasonable allowance for deple- 
tion, for brick buildings more than three years old a deduction of five 
per cent of the value thereof; wooden buildings more than three 
years old a deduction of ten per cent of the value thereof shall be 
allowed: Provided, That in computing the deductions allowed un- 
der this paragraph, the basis shall be the cost plus any additions and 
improvements (including in the case of mines, and other natural 
deposits, the cost of development not otherwise deducted). 

In the case of leases the deductions allowed may be equitably ap- 
portioned between the lessor and the lessee. 


(9) Resident individuals and corporations having an established 
business in another State, or investment in property in another State, 
may deduct the next income from such business or investment. The 
deduction authorized in this subsection shall in no case extend to any 
part of the income of resident individuals and corporations from 
personal services, or mortgages, stocks, bonds, securities, and de- 
posits. 


(10) In the case of a non-resident individual, the deductions al- 
lowed in this Section shall be allowed only if, and to the extent that, 
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they are connected with income arising from sources within the 
State; and the proper apportionment and allocation of the deduc- 
tions with respect to sources of income within and without this State 
shall be determined under rules and regulations prescribed by the 
Tax Commission. 


§ 14. Items not deductible.—In computing net income no 
deduction shall in any case be allowed in respect of : 


(a) Personal, living, or family expenses. 


(b) Any amount paid out for new buildings or for permanent 
improvements or betterments, made to increase the value of any 
property or estate. 


(c) Any amount of expenses in restoring property for which an 
allowance is or has been made. 


(d) Premiums paid on any life insurance policy. 


§ 15. (1) Non-residents and foreign corporations.— 
If the entire trade or business of a non-resident individual or a 
foreign corporation is carried on in the jurisdiction of this State the 
tax imposed by this Act shall be computed upon the entire income 
of such non-resident individual or foreign corporation: Provided, 
further, Except as herein provided, each and every foreign corpora- 
tion, non-resident individual engaged in the business of mantufactur- 
ing within the jurisdiction of the State of South Carolina shall make 
returns and pay annually an income tax from business done and 
transacted within the State, computed on a proportion of its entire 
net income to be determined according to the following rules: The 
proportion shall be such a proportion of the entire net income de- 
rived from all sources as the fair cash value of the real estate and 
tangible personal property located, and actually used in the conduct 
of the business, in the State of South Carolina (no deductions on 
account of encumbrances) is to the cash value of the entire real estate 
and tangible personal property actually used in the conduct of the 
trade or business wheresoever located (no deduction on account of 
encumbrances). Such property shall be taken at its actual value, 
which in the case of property valued or appraised for purposes of 
inventory, depreciation, depletion, or other purposes shall be the 
highest amount at which so valued or appraised, and which in other 
cases shall be deemed to be its book value in the absence of affirma- 
tive evidence showing such value to be greater or less than the actual 
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value. The average value during the taxable year or period shall 
be employed. The average value of property as above prescribed 
at the beginning and end of the taxable year or period ordinarily 
may be used, unless by reason of material changes during the tax- 
able year or period, such average does not fairly represent the aver- 
age for such year or period, in which event the average shall be 
determined upon a monthly or daily basis: Provided, further, That 
when a foreign corporation or non-resident individual shows to the 
satisfaction of the Tax Commission that their books of account are 
kept in such a manner as to reflect the true net income accruing or 
arising from business transacted within the State, the return may, 
with the approval of the Tax Commission, be based upon such books 
of account and the tax paid upon the net income so determined. 


(2) Gross income derived from the sale of personal property by 
non-resident individuals of foreign corporations produced (in whole 
or in part) by the taxpayer without and sold within the State shall 
ibe treated as derived partly from sources within and partly from 
sources without the State, computed as follows: 


The net income shall first be computed by deducting from the 
gross.income derived from sources partly within and partly without 
the State the expenses, losses, or other deductions properly ap- 
portioned or allocated thereto and a ratable part of any expenses, 
losses, or other deductions which cannot definitely be allocated to 
some item or class of gross income. Of the amount of net income 
so determined one-half shall be apportioned in accordance with the 
value of the taxpayer’s tangible property within and without the 
State the portion attributable to sources, within the State, being 
determined by multiplying such one-half by a fraction the numerator 
of which consists of the values of the taxpayer’s tangible property 
within the State and the denominator of which consists of the value 
of the taxpayer’s tangible property both within and without the 
State. The remaining one-half of such net income shall be appor- 
tioned in accordance with the gross sales of the taxpayer within ana 
without the State, the portion attributable to sources within the State 
being determined by multiplying such one-half by a fraction, the 
numerator of which consists of the taxpayer’s gross sales for the 
taxable year or period within the State, and the denominator of 
which consists of the taxpayer’s gross sales for the taxable year or 
period both within and without the State. “Gross sales within the 
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State” means the aggregate amount of all the sales made during the 
taxable year which were principally secured, negotiated or effected 
by employees, agents, offices, or branches of the taxpayer’s business 
resident or located in the State. 


(3) The term “tangible property” as used in this Article includes 
only the property held or used to produce income which is derived 
from sources partly within and partly without the State (including 
all property held or used to produce income which is allocated or ap- 
portioned to other classes of income). Such property should be 
taken at its actual value, which in the case of property valued or 
appraised for purpose of inventory, depreciation, depletion, or other 
purposes shall be the highest amount at which so valued or appraised 
and which in other cases shall be deemed to be its book value in the 
absence of affirmative evidence showing such value to be greater 
or less than the actual value. The average value during the taxable 
year or period shall be employed. The average value of property 
as above prescribed at the beginning and end of the taxable year or 
period ordinarily may be used, unless by reason of material changes 
during the taxable year or period such average does not fairly repre- 
sent the average for such year or period, in which event the average 
shall be determined upon a monthly or daily basis. 


(4) In a case where there is no real estate or tangible personal 
property, or a non-resident individual or foreign corporation is en- 
gaged in buying and selling, the net income attributable to the State 
shall be arrived at by taking such a proportion of the total net in- 
come as the gross sales within the State bear to the total gross sales. 


(5) A rule shall not be deemed to be inapplicable merely because 
all of the real estate and tangible personal property is found to be 
situated outside the State, or because all of the gross receipts are 
found to have been received outside the State. 


§ 16. Article [V—lInformation returns.—That all in- 
dividuals, corporations and partnerships in whatever capacity acting, 
including lessees or mortgagees of real or personal property, fiduci- 
aries, and employers making payment to another individual, corpora- 
tion or partnership of interest, rent, dividends, salaries, wages, 
emoluments, or other fixed or determinable gains; profits and in- 
come of $1,000 or more in any taxable year, or in the case of such 
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payments made by South Carolina, the officers or employees of South 
Carolina having information as to such payments and required to 
make returns in regard thereto, shall render a true and accurate re- 
turn to the Tax Commission under such regulations as the Tax 
Commission may prescribe, setting forth the amounts of such gains, 
profits and income and the name and address of the recipient of 
same. 


§ 17. Persons and corporations required to make re- 
turns.—(1) Details of returns. Every resident or non-resident 
having a net income during the income year taxable in this State of 
$1,500.00 and over, if single, or if married and not living with hus- 
band or wife or haying a net income for the income year of $2,- 
500.00 or over, if married and living with husband or wife, and 
every corporation except those specifically exempted, shall make a 
return under oath, stating specifically the items of gross income and 
the deductions and exemptions allowed by this Act, and such other 
facts as the Tax Commission may require for the purpose of making 
any computation required by this Act. When the Tax Commission 
has reason to believe any person or corporation is liable for tax 
under this Act, it may require any such person or corporation to 
make a return. If a husband and wife living together have an ag- 
gregate net income of $2,500.00 or over, each shall make such a re- 
turn, unless the income of each is included in a single joint return. 


(2) If an individual taxpayer is unable ta make his own return, 
the return shall be made by a duly authorized agent or by a guardian 
or other person charged with the conduct of the business of the 
taxpayer. 


(3) The return by a partnership shall be made by any one of the 
partners and shall show the net income of the partnership and the 
amount of such income allocated to each partner. 


(4) The return of the net income of a trade or business carried 
on by an estate or trust shall bd made by the fiduciary and, under 
such regulations as the Tax Commission may prescribe, may be 
made by one of two or more joint fiduciaries, and such return shall 
show the net income of such estate or trust, and the distribution of 
such income to the beneficiaries. 


(5) The return by a corporation shall be sworn to by the presi- 
dent or other principal officer and by the treasurer or assistant treas- 
urer. 
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(6) The return of an individual who, while living, was carrying 
on trade or business in the State, during the income year and who 
has died before making the return, shall be made in his name and 
behalf by the administrator or executor of the estate and the tax 
shall be levied upon and collected from his estate. 


§ 18. Consolidated returns.—(1) Any taxpayer capable of 
exercising either directly or indirectly substantially the entire control 
of the business of another taxpayer, either by ownership or control 
of substantially the entire capital stock (if a corporation) of such 
other taxpayer or otherwise, may, under regulations to be prescribed 
by the Tax Commission, be permitted to make a consolidated return, 
showing the consolidated net income and such other information as 
the Tax Commission may require in order to compute the net income 
properly attributable to the State and to impose the tax upon the 
taxpayers concerned. 


(2) The Tax Commission may permit the filing of a consolidated 
return where substantially the entire control of two or more tax- 
payers liable to taxation under this Act is exercised by the same. 
interests. 


(3) Where the Tax Commission has reason to believe that any 
taxpayer so conducts the trade or business as either directly or in- 
directly to distort his true net income and the net income properly 

attributable to the State, whether by the arbitrary shifting of income, 
' through price fixing, charges for service or otherwise, whereby the 
net income is arbitrarily assigned to one or another unit in a group 
of taxpayers carrying on business under a substantial common con- 
trol, it may require such facts as it deems necessary for the proper 
computation of the entire net income and the net income properly 
attributable to the State and in determining the same the Tax Com- 
mission shall have regard to the fair profits which would normally 
arise from the conduct of the trade or business. 


§ 19. Returns when income year changed.—If a tax- 
payer, with the approval of the Tax Commission, changes the income 
year on the basis of which his net income is computed, he shall, at 
such time and in such manner as the Tax Commission may pre- 
scribe, make a separate return of his net income received during the 
period intervening between the end of his former income year and 
the beginning of the new income year in which return the specific 
deduction allowed in this Act shall be reduced to an amount which 
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bears the same ratio to the full deduction thus allowed as the number 
of months in such period bears to twelve months. 


§ 20. Time and place of filing returns.—Returns shall be 
in such form as the Tax Commission may from time to time pre- 
scribe and shall be filed with the Tax Commission on or before the 
fifteenth day of the third month next after the preceding income 
year. In case of sickness, absence or other! disability, or whenever 
in its judgment good cause exists, the Tax Commission may allow 
further time for filing returns. There shall be annexed to the re- 
turn the affidavit or affirmation of the taxpayer making the return, 
to the effect that the statements contained therein are true. The 
Tax Commission shall cause to be prepared blank forms for the said 
returns ‘to be furnished upon application, but failure to receive or 
secure the form shall not relieve any taxpayer from the obligation 
of making the return. 


§ 21. Failure to file returns—Supplementary returns.— 
If the Tax Commission shall be of the opinion that any taxpayer has 
failed to file a return, or to include in a return filed, either inten- 
tionally or through error, items of taxable income, it may require 
from such taxpayer a return, or a supplementary return, under oath, 
in such form as it shall prescribe, of all items of income which the 
taxpayer received during the year for which the return is made, 
whether or not taxable under the provisions of this Act. If from a 
supplementary return or otherwise, the Tax Commission finds that 
any items of income taxable under this Act have been omitted from 
the original return, it may require the items so omitted to be dis- 
closed to it, under oath of the taxpayer, and to be added to the 
original return. Such supplementary return and the correction of 
the original return shall not relieve the taxpayer from any of the 
penalties to which he may be liable under any provision of this Act. 
The Tax Commission may proceed under the provisions of Section 
502 of this Act whether or not it requires a return or a supplementary 
return under this Section. 


§ 22. Article V—Collection and enforcement of tax— 
Time and place of payment of tax.—(1) The full amount of 
the tax payable, as the same shall appear from the face of the return, 
shall be paid to the Tax Commission at the office where the return 
is filed, at the time fixed by law for filing the return. If the time 
for filing the return shall be extended, interest at the rate of six per 
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‘cent per annum, from the time when the return was originally re- 
quired to be filed, to the time of payment, shall be added and paid. 


(2) The Tax may be paid with uncertified check, during such 
time and under such regulations as the Tax Commission shall pre- 
scribe, but if a check so received is not paid by the bank on which it 
is drawn, the taxpayer by whom such check is tendered shall remain 
liable for the payment of the tax and for all legal penalties, the same 
as if such check had not been tendered. 


§ 23. Examination of returns.—(1) As soon as practicable 
after the return is filed, the Tax Commission shall examine it and 
compute the tax, and the amount so computed by the Tax Commis- 
sion shall be the tax. If the tax found due shall be greater than the 
amount heretofore paid, the excess shall be paid to the Tax Commis- 
sion within ten days after notice of the amount shall be mailed by 

the Tax Commission. 


(2) If the return is made in good faith and the understatement 
of the tax is not due to any fault of the taxpayer, there shall be no 
penalty or additional tax added because of such understatement, but 
interest shall be added to the amount of the deficiency at the rate of 
one per cent for each month or fraction of a month. 


(3) If the understatement is due to negligence on the part of the 
taxpayer, but without intent to defraud, there shall be added to the 
amount of the deficiency five per cent thereof, and in addition in- 
terest at the rate of one per cent per month or fraction of a month. 


(4) If the understatement is false or fraudulent, with intent to 
evade the tax, the tax on the additional income discovered to be taxa- 
ble shall be doubled and one per cent per month or fraction of a 
month on such doubled shall be added. 


(5) The interest provided for in this section shall in all cases be 
computed from the date the tax was orignally due to the date of pay- 
ment. 


(6) If the amount of tax found due as computed shall be less than 
the amount theretofore paid, the excess shall be ordered refunded 
by the Tax Commission. 


§ 24. Additional Taxes.—If the Tax Commission discovers 
from the examination of the return or otherwise that the income of 
any taxpayer, or any portion thereof, has been assessed, it may, at 
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any time within five years after the time when the return was due, 
assess the same and give notice to the taxpayer of such assessment, 
and such taxpayer shall thereupon have an opportunity, within thirty 
days, to confer with the Tax Commission as to the proposed assess- 
ment. ‘The limitation of five years to the assessment of such tax or 
additional tax shall not apply to the assessment of additional taxes 
upon fraudulent returns. After the expiration of thirty days from 
such notification the Tax Commission shall assess the income of 
such taxpayer or any portion thereof which it believes has not here- 
tofore been assessed and shall give notice to the taxpayer so as- 
sessed, of the amount of the tax and interest and penalties if any, 
and the amount thereof shall be due and payable within ten days 
from the date of such notice. The provisions of this Act with re- 
spect to revision and appeal shall apply to a tax assessed. No 
additional tax amounting to less than fifty cents shall be assessed, 
and no refunds for less than fifty cents shall be made. 


§ 25. Warrant for the collection of taxes.—-If any tax 
imposed by this Act or any portion of such tax be not paid within 
sixty days after the same becomes due, the Tax Commission shall 
issue a warrant under its hand and official seal directed to the Sheriff 
of any county of the State, commanding him to levy upon and sell 
the real and personal property of the taxpayer found within his 
county for the payment of the amount thereof, with the added 
penalties, interest and the cost of executing the warrant, and to 
return such warrant to the Tax Commission and to pay to it the 
money collected by virtue thereof by a time to be therein specified, 
not more than sixty days after the receipt of the warrant, and to 
file with the Clerk of Court of his county a copy thereof, and there- 
upon the clerk of the court shall enter in the judgment docket, in 
the column for judgment debtors, the name of the taxpayer men- 
tioned in the warrant, and in appropriate columns the amount of the 
tax or portion thereof and penalties for which the warrant is issued 
and the date when such copy is filed, and thereupon the amount of 
such warrant so docketed shall become a lien upon the title to an 
interest in real property or chattels real of the taxpayer against 
whom it is issued in the same manner as a judgment duly docketed 
in the office of said clerk. The said Sheriff shall thereupon proceed 
upon the same in all respects with like effect, and in the same man- 
ner prescribed by law in respect to executions issued against prop- 
erty upon judgments of a court, of record, and shall be entitled to 
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the same fees for his services in executing the warrant, to be col- 
lected in the same manner. If a warrant be returned not satisfied 
in full, the Tax Commission shall have the same remedies to enforce 
the claim for taxes against the taxpayer as if the people of the State 
had recovered judgment against the taxpayer for the amount of the 
tax. 


§ 26. Tax a debt.—Every tax imposed by this Act, and all 
increases, interest, and penalties thereon, shall become from the time 
it is due and payable, a personal debt, from the person or persons 
liable to pay the same, to the State of South Carolina. 


§ 27. Action for recovery of taxes.—Action may be 
brought at any time by the Attorney-General of the State, in the 
name of the State, to recover the amount of any taxes, penalties, and 
interest due under this Act. 


§ 28. Tax upon settlement of fiduciary’s account.—(1) 
No final account of a fiduciary shall be allowed by the probate court 
unless such account shows, and the judge of said court finds, that 
all taxes imposed by the provisions of this Act upon said fiduciary, 
which have become payable, have been paid, and that all taxes which 
may become due are secured by bond, deposit or otherwise. The 
certificate of the Tax Commission and the receipt for the amount 
of the tax therein certified shall be conclusive as to the payment of 
the tax, to the extent of said certificate. 


(2) For the purpose of facilitating the settlement and distribution 
of estates held by fiduciaries, the Tax Commission, with the approval 
of the Attorney-General, may, on behalf of the State agree upon 
the amount of taxes at any time due or to become due from such 
fiduciaries under the provisions of this Act, and payment in accor- 
ance with such agreement shall be full satisfaction of the taxes to 
which the agreement relates. 


§ 29. Article VI—Penalties.—1. If any taxpayer, without 
intent to evade any tax imposed by this Act, shall fail to file a return 
of income or to pay a tax, if one is due, at the time required by or 
under the provisions of this Act, but shall voluntarily file a correct 
return of income and pay the tax due, there shall be added to the 
tax an additional amount equal to five per cent thereof, and an 
additional one per cent for each month or fraction of a month during 
which the tax remains unpaid. 
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(2) If any taxpayer fails voluntarily to file a return of income 
or to pay a tax, if one is due, within sixty days of the time required 
by or under the provisions of this Act, the tax shall be increased by 
twenty-five per cent. 


(3) The Tax Commission shall have power, upon making a 
record of its reason therefor, to waive or reduce any of the addi- 
tional taxes or interest provided in subdivisions (1) and (2), (5) 
and (6) of this section, or in subdivisions (2), (3) and (4) of 
Section 23. 


(4) If any taxpayer fails to file a return within sixty days of the 
time prescribed by this Act, or judge of the Circuit Court, upon 
petition of the Tax Commission, shall issue a writ of mandamus 
requiring such person to file a return. The order of notice upon 
the petition shall be returnable not later than ten days after the 
filing of the petition. The petition shall be heard and determined 
on the return day or on such day thereafter as the court shall fix, 
having regard to the speediest possible determination of the case, 
consistent with the rights of the parties. The judgment shall include 
costs in favor of the prevailing party. All writs and processes may 
be issued from the clerk’s office in any county, and except as afore- 
said, shall be returnable as the court shall order. : 


(5) Any person who, without fraudulent intent, fails to pay any 
tax or to make, render, sign or verify any return, or to supply any 
information, within the time required by or under the provisions of 
this Act, shall be liable to a penalty of not more than $1,000.00, to 
be recovered by the Attorney-General, in the name of the people, by 
action in any court of competent jurisdiction. 


(6) Any person or any officer or employee of any corporation or 
member or employee of any partnership, who, with intent to evade 
any requirement of this Act, or any lawful requirements of the Tax 
Commission thereunder, shall fail to pay any tax or to make, sign 
or verify any return or to supply any information required by or 
under the provisions of this Act, or who, with like intent, shall make, 
render, sign or verify any false or fraudulent return or statement, 
or shall supply any false or fraudulent information, shall be liable 
to a penalty of not less than $500.00 or more than $500.00 to be 
recovered by the Attorney-General in the name of the people, by 
action of any court of competent jurisdiction, and shall also be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and shall upon conviction, be fined not to exceed 
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$5,000.00 or be imprisoned not to exceed five years or both, at the 
discretion of the court. 


(7) The Tax Commission may compromise any civil or criminal 
case arising under the provisions of this Act instead of commencing 
suit thereon, and may compromise any such case with the consent 
of the Attorney-General after suit thereon has been commenced. 
Where any case is compromised the Tax Commission shall keep on 
file in the office of the Tax Commission reasons for settlement of 
any case by compromise, together with a statement of the amount of 
tax assessed, the amount of additional tax or penalty or interest 
imposed by law in consequence of the neglect or delinquency of the 
person against whom the tax is assessed, and the amount actually 
paid in accordance with the terms of the compromise. 


(8) The failure to do any act required by or under the provisions 
of this Act shall be deemed an act committed in part at the office of 
the Tax Commission in Columbia, South Carolina. The certificate 
of the Tax Commission to the effect that a tax has not been paid, 

that a return has not been filed, or that information has not been 
supplied as required by or under the provisions of this Act, shall be 
prima facie evidence that such tax has not been paid, that such 
return has not been filed and that such information has not been 
supplied. 


(9) If any taxpayer who has failed to file a return or has filed an 
incorrect or insufficient return, and has been notified by the Tax 
Commission of his delinquency, refuses or neglects within twenty 
days after such notice to file a proper return, or files a fraudulent 
return, the Tax Commission shall determine the income’ of such 
taxpayer according to its best information and belief and assess the 
same at not more than double the amount so determined. The Tax 
Commission may in its discretion allow further time for the filing . 
of a return in such case. 


§ 30. Article VII—Revision remedies and proceedings 
for relief of taxpayers—Revision by Tax Commission.—A 
taxpayer may apply to the Tax Commission for revision of the tax 
assessed against him, at any time within one year from the time of 
the filing of the return, or from the date of the notice of the assess- 
ment of any additional tax. The Tax Commission shall grant a 
hearing thereon and if upon such hearing, it shall determine that the 
tax is excessive or incorrect, it shall re-settle the same accordingly. 
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The Tax Commission shall notify the taxpayer of its determination 
and shall refund to the taxpayer the amount, if any, paid in excess 
of the tax found by it to be due. 


§ 31. The collection of income taxes as provided in this Act or 
in prior Acts, shall not be stayed or prevented by any injunction, 
writ or order issued by any court or judge thereon; and no writ, 
order or process of any kind whatsoever staying or preventing the 
South Carolina Tax Commission from taking any step or proceed- 
ing in the assessment or collection of any income tax whether such 
tax is legally due or not in any case be granted by any court or the 
judge of any court; but in all cases whatsoever the person against 
whom any income tax shall stand charged by the South Carolina 
Tax Commission shall be required to pay the same in such funds 
and moneys as the said South Carolina Tax Commission shall be 
atithorized to receive by any Act of the General Assembly, and there- 
upon shall have his remedy as is hereinafter provided. 


§ 32. In all cases in which any income taxes are now or shall 
be hereafter charged by the South Carolina Tax Commission against 
any person, and the South Carolina Tax Commission shall claim the 
payment of the taxes so charged, or shall take any step’ or proceed- 
ing to collect the same, the person against whom such taxes are 
charged, or against whom such steps or proceedings shall be taken, 
shall, if he conceives the same to be unjust or illegal for any cause, 
pay the said taxes, which shall include the penalties, notwithstanding, 
under protest in writing in such funds and moneys as the said South 
Carolina Tax Commission shall be authorized to receive; and upon 
such payment being made the South Carolina Tax Commission shall 
pay the taxes, and penalties, if any, so collected into the State Treas- 
ury as now provided by law giving notice at the time to the State 
Tréasurer that the payment was made under protest; and the per- 
son so paying said taxes may at any time within thirty days after 
making such payment, but not afterwards, bring an action against 
the South Carolina Tax Commission for the recovery thereof in 
the Court of Common Pleas for any county having jurisdiction ; and 
if it be determined in said action that such taxes, and penalties if 
any, were wrongfully or illegally collected, for any reason going to 
the merits, then the court before whom the case is tried shall certify 
of record that the same were wrongfully collected and ought to be 
refunded, and thereupon the South Carolina Tax Commission shall 
issue its order to the State Treasurer to refund the said taxes, and 
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penalties if any, so ‘paid in conformity with the order of the court, 
which shall be paid in preference to other claims against the State 
Treasury ; there shall be no other remedy in any case of the illegal 
or wrongful collection of income taxes or attempt to collect such 
taxes than that provided in this Act. 


§ 33. Article V1lI—Administration—Tax Commission 
to Administer this Act.—The Tax Commission shall administer 
and enforce the tax herein imposed. 


§ 34. Power of Tax Commission.—The Tax Commission 
for the purpose of ascertaining the correctness of any return or for 
the purpose of making an estimate of the taxable income of any 
taxpayer, shall have power to examine or cause to be examined by 
any agent or representative designated by it for that purpose, any 
books, papers, records or memoranda, bearing upon the matters re- 
quired to be included in the return. Where any person who is 
required to make a return under this Act fails so to do at the time 
required, or delivers any return which, in the opinion of the Tax 
Commission is erroneous or refuses to allow any regularly author- 
ized agent of the Tax Commission to examine his books and records, 
it shall be lawful for the Tax Commission to summons such person 
or any other person having possession, care or custody of books of 
account containing entries relating to the business of such person, 
or any other person it may deem proper to appear before the Tax 
Commission and to produce such books at a time and place named 
in the summons and to give testimony and answer questions under 
oath, respecting any object of income liable to tax on the return 
thereof ; such summons shall in all cases be served by an authorized 
agent of the Tax Commission by an attested copy delivered to such 
person in hand, or left at his last or usual place of abode allowing 
such person one day for each twenty-five miles he may be required 
to travel computed from the place of service to the place of examina- 
tion; when the summons requires the production of books and re- 
turns, it shall be sufficient if such books are described with reasonable 
certainty ; and whenever any. person summoned under the provisions 
of this section, neglects or refuses to obey such summons as required, 
the Tax Commission may apply to any Circuit Judge of the South 
Carolina Circuit Court for an attachment against him for contempt. 
It shall be the duty of such Judge to hear the application and if 
satisfactory proof is made, to issue an attachment directed to the 
Sheriff of the county in which the person resides for the arrest of 
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such person and upon his being brought beforé him to proceed to 
a hearing of the case, and upon such hearing the Judge shall have 
power to make such order as he shall deem proper not inconsistent 
with existing laws for the punishment of contempt to enforce 
obedience to the requirements of the summons and to punish such 
person for his default or disobedience. 


§ 35. Officers, Agents and Employees.—(1) The Tax 
Commission may appoint and remove a person to be known as the 
Income Tax Director who, under its direction, shall have the super- 
vision and control of the assessment and collection of the income 
taxes provided in this Act; the Tax Commission may also appoint 
such other officers, agents, deputies, clerks and employees as it may 
deem necessary, such persons to have such duties and powers as the 
Tax Commission may from time to time prescribe. 


(2) The salaries of all officers, agents and employees employed 
by the Tax Commission shall be such as it may prescgibe, not to 
exceed such amounts as may be appropriated therefor by the Legis- 
lature, and the members of the Tax Commission and such officers, 
agents and employees shall be allowed such reasonable and necessary 
traveling and other expenses as may be incurred in the performance 
of their duties, not to exceed the amount appropriated therefor by 
the Legislature. 


(3) The Tax Commission may require such of the officers, agents 
and employees as it may designate, to give bond for the faithful 
performance of their duties in such sum and with such sureties as 
it may determine, and all premiums on such bonds shall be paid by 
the Tax Commission out of monies appropriated for the purpose of 
this Act. 


§ 36. Oaths and acknowledgment.—The members of the 
Tax Commission and such officers as it may designate, shall have the 
power to administer an oath to any person or to take the acknowl- 
edgment of any person in respect of any return or report required 
by this Act, or the rules and regulations of the Tax Commission. 


§ 37. Publication of statistics.—The Tax Commission shall 
prepare and publish annually statistics reasonably available with re- 
spect to the operation of this Act, including amounts collected, classi- 
fications of taxpayers, and such other facts as are deemed pertinent 
and valuable. 
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§ 38. Secrecy required of officials, penalty for viola- 
tion.—(1) Except in accordance with proper judicial order or as 
otherwise provided by law, it shall be unlawful for the members of 
the Tax Commission, any deputy, agent, clerk or other officer or 
employee, to divulge or make known in any manner the amount of 
income or any particulars set forth or disclosed in any report or re- 
turn required under this Act. Nothing herein shall be construed 
to prohibit the publication of statistics, so classified as to prevent 
the identification of particular reports or returns and the items 
thereof, or the inspection by the Attorney-General or other legal 
representative of the State, of the report or return of any taxpayer 
who shall bring action to set aside or review the tax based thereon, 
or against whom an action or proceeding has been instituted to re- 
cover any tax or any penalty imposed by this Act. Reports and 
returns shall be preserved for five years and thereafter, until the 
Tax Commission orders them to be destroyed. 


(2) Any offense against subdivision one of this section shall be 
punished by a fine of not exceeding One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dol- 
lars or by imprisonment not exceeding one year, or both, at the dis- 
cretion of the Court, and if the offender be an officer or employee of 
the State, he shall be dismissed from office and be incapable of hold- 
ing any public office in this State for a period of five years thereafter. 


(3) Notwithstanding the provisions of this section, the Tax Com- 
mission may permit the Commissioner of Internal Revenue of the 
United States, or the proper officer of any State imposing an income 
tax similar to that imposed by this Act, or the authorized representa- 
tive of either such officer, to inspect the income tax returns of any 
taxpayer, or may furnish to such officer or his authorized represen- 
tative an abstract of the return of income of any taxpayer or supply 
him with information concerning any item of income contained in 
any return, or disclosed by the report of any investigation of the 
income or return of income of any taxpayer; but such permission 
shall be granted or such information furnished to such officer or his 
representative, only if the statutes of the United States or of such 
other State, as the case may be, grant substantially similar privileges 
to the proper officer of this State charged with the administration of 
this Act. 


§ 39. Regulations.—The Tax Commission may, from time 
to time, make such rules and regulations, not inconsistent with this 
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Act, as it may deem necessary to enforce its provisions, and the 
same shall have full force and effect of law. 


§ 40. Article IX—Miscellaneous—Distribution of the 
Tax.—The Tax Commission shall pay to the State Treasurer on or 
before the twenty-fifth day of each month, to the credit of the general 
fund, all taxes, interest, and penalties collected under this Act during 
the preceding calendar month as appears from lists made and re- 
turns filed. Said payment shall be made by check drawn in favor 
of the State Treasurer, and signed by the Director of the Income 
Tax Division and countersigned by the Chairman of the Tax Com- 
mission or by the two other members of the Tax Commission. 


§.41. Unconstitutionality or imvalidity.—If{ any clause, 
sentence, paragraph or part of this Act shall, for any reason, be 
adjudged by any court of competent jurisdiction to be invalid, such 
judgment shall not affect, impair, or invalidate the remainder of this 
Act, but shall be confirmed in its operation to the clause, sentence, 
paragraph or part thereof directly involved in the controversy in 
which such judgment shall have been rendered. No caption of any 
section or set of sections shall in any way affect the interpretation 
of this Act or any part thereof. 


§ 42. That on the passage of this Act, the Income ‘Tax Act 
approved the 13th day of March, 1922, as amended, is repealed to 
take effect January 1st, 1925. 


§ 43. That the Income Tax Act of 1922, and amendments 
thereto, which is repealed by this Act shall remain im force for the 
assessment and collection of all taxes which have accrued or may 
accrue under the Income Tax Act of 1922, and amendments thereto, 
and for the imposition of all penalties and interests which have ac- 
crued or may accrue in relation to said Act. 


§ 43-A. That the South Carolina. Tax Commission shall 
use as far as possible and practicable for filing returns for income 
tax, blanks as used by the United States down to the net income part 
of said blanks. 


§ 44. Taking effect of the Act.—This Act shall take effect 
on January lst, 1926.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled An Act ‘Directing the 
County Treasurer of Lexington County to Require of 
any Bank or Trust Company with Which he Shall 
Deposit County Funds to Execute and Deliver to 
Lexington County an Indemnity Bond in Double the 
Amount of Such Deposits, or Deliver Marketable 
Securities in an Equal Amount, and to Provide Penal- 
ties for the Violations of the Provision of this Act” - 
Designated as Act Number 514, Approved on the 12th 
Day of March, A. D. 1926, by Reducing the Amount of 
Bond Required. 


Section 1. Act (1926, XXXIV Stats., 952) Amended— 
Amount of Bond for Deposits of Lexington County.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That an Act entitled an Act “Directing the County Treasurer of 
Lexington County.to require of any bank or trust company with 
which he shall deposit County funds to execute and deliver to Lex- 
ington County an indemnity bond in double the amount of such 
deposit, or deliver marketable securities in an equal amount, and 
to provide penalties for the violation of the provision of this Act,” 
and designated as Act Number 514, approved the 12th day of 
March, A. D. 1926, be amended by striking out the word “double” 
on line six of Section 1 of said Act and inserting in lieu thereof 
the words “equal to” so that when said Act is amended it will read 
as follows: 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: From and after the passage of this Act, it 
shall be unlawful for the Treasurer of Lexington County to de- 
posit public funds in his hands with any Bank or Trust Company 
unless and until such Bank or Trust Company shall execute an 
indemnity bond in favor of Lexington County in an amount equal 
to the amount of the contemplated deposit, or make an assignment, 
in blank, of marketable securities having par value in an amount 
equal to the amount of the contemplated deposit. 


Section 2. Any conviction for the violation of this Act shall 
be deemed sufficient grounds for removal of said County Treasurer 
from office, and the punishment for such violation, upon conviction, 
shall be by fine or imprisonment, or both, in the discretion of the 
Court. 
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Section 3. That any Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed.

Said Act may Apply to Marion County. 


Section 1. Act (1926, XXXIV Stats., 1001) Amended 
Act to Apply to Marion County.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend Section 9 of 
an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for the Construction of High- 
ways in the State Highway System, Etc., Known as Act 559 of 
the Acts of 1926,” by striking out of said section the word “Mar- 
ion” so that said section, when amended, shall read as follows: 


Section 9. The provisions of this Act shall not apply to Ches- 
terfield County, Lancaster County, Abbeville County, Kershaw 
County, McCormick County, Berkeley County and Laurens County, 
Charleston, Pickens, Chester, Union, York and Sumter Counties.” 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval . 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 4362, Volume 3 of the Code of; 
South Carolina of 1922, so as to Permit Railroad Cor- 
porations to Elect Fifteen Directors. 


Section 1. Sec. 4362, Code, 1922, Vol. 3, Amended— 
Directors of Railroad Corporations.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 4362, 
Volume 3 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina of 1922, be and 
‘the same is hereby amended by striking out the word “twelve” on 
the seventh line thereof and inserting in lieu thereof the word 
“fifteen” so that said section when so amended shall read as fol- 
lows: 


Section 4362. When not less than fifty per cent. of the capital 
shall have been subscribed by bona fide subscribers, in the case of 
canal, steamboat and street railway companies, and in the case of 
railroads when not less than five hundred dollars per mile shall 
have been subscribed by bona fide subscribers, the board of corpo- 
rators shall call the subscribers together and proceed to organize the 
company, with not less than three nor more than fifteen directors ; 
the election of officers shall be had in all respects as is provided for 
in the case of industrial corporations organizing under Section 
2787. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend the Fifth Subdivision of Section 4359 
and to Amend Section 4312 of Volume III of the Code 
of South Carolina of 1922, so as to Permit Railroad 
Corporations to Issue Common Stock in Shares Having 
no Par Value and. to fix the Charter Fees to be Paid 
Thereon, and to Validate and Confirm Certain Charters 
Heretofore Granted by the Secretary of State Au- 
thorizing the Isssuance of such Stock. 


Section 1. Sec. 4359, Code of 1922, Vol. III, Amended— 
Railroad Corporations may Issue Stock of no Par Value.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That subdivision five, Section 4359, Volume III, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1922, be, and the same is hereby amended 
by adding at the end of said subdivision five the following: “Pro- 
vided, That railroad corporations are hereby authorized to issue 
common stock in shares having no par value on stating the number 
of such shares to be issued,” so that said section when so amended 
shall read as follows: 


Fifth: The minimum amount of the capital stock upon which the 
corporation may organize, and the maximum amount to which said 
capital stock may thereafter be increased, and the par value thereof 
and how payable, if subscriptions are to be payable in installments, 
the date and amount of installments: Provided, That railroad cor- 
porations, are hereby authorized to issue common stock in shares 
having no par value on stating the number of such shares to be 
issued. 


§ 2. Sec. 4312, Code 1922, Vol. III, Amended—Incor- 
porations Fees upon Stock of no Par Value.—That Section 
4312, Volume III, Code of Laws of South Carolina, be, and the 
same is hereby amended by adding after the word “organizations” 
at the end of paragraph one, the following: “Provided, That in case 
of railroad corporations having shares of common stock of no par 
value, such shares for the purpose of estimating the fees to be paid 
hereunder, shall be considered to be of the par value of One Hun- 
dred ($100.00) Dollars per share,” so that said Section when so 
amended shall read as follows: 


(4312) The Secretary of State is hereby authorized and required 
to collect the following fees: Upon each charter issued or renewed 
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to any corporations, payable when the said charter is issued or re- 
newed, the sum of one mill on each dollar of the capital stock au- 
thorized up to and including One Hundred Thousand Dollars; the 
sum of one-half of a mill upon each dollar of the capital stock ex- 
ceeding one hundred thousand dollars and up to and including one 
million dollars; and the sum of one-fourth of a mill upon each 
dollar of the capital stock exceeding one million dollars; for re- 
cording each declaration, petition or return precedent to the grant- 
ing of any commission of corporators, charter, amendment of char- 
ter or increase, or decrease of capital stock, or renewal of charter, 
required by law to be recorded in said office, the sum of two dollars 
and fifty cents for each paper so recorded ; for filing each declaration 
or other paper, by any foreign corporation, five dollars; for filing 
each charter granted in another State and by-laws adopted there- 
under, or either required by law to be filed, five dollars: Provided, 
That nothing herein contained shall be construed to apply to munici- 
pal charters: Provided, further, That nothing herein contained 
shall be construed to increase the fees for churches, lodges, colleges, 
schools or other eleemosynary organizations: Provided, That in case 
of railroad corporations having shares of common stock of no par 
value, such shares for the purpose of estimating the fees to be paid 
hereunder, shall be considered’ to be of the par value of one hun- 
dred ($100.00) dollars per share. Upon the consolidation of any 
railroad company there shall be paid to the Secretary of State a fee 
upon the capital stock of the combined company as in the organiza- 
tion of anew company: Provided, That credit shall be given there- 
on for any charter fees paid by companies forming the consolidated 
company. All fees collected hereunder shall be paid into the State 
Treasury by the Secretary of State. 


§ 3. Charters Confirmed.—That any and all charters issued 
subsequently to July 1, 1926, to any railroad corporation or corpora- 
tions and therein authorized by the Secretary of State to issue com- 
mon stock in shares having no par value, be and the same are hereby 
ratified and declared valid as having been issued according to law 
as fully as if such shares had been authorized and permitted by law 
at the time such charters were issued. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 
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§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Fix the Expenses of the County Superintendent 
of Education for Colleton County 


Section 1. Expenses of County Superintendent of Educa- 
tion of Colleton County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That commencing on January 1, 
1927, the expenses allowed to the County Superintendent of Educa- 
tion of Colleton County per annum shall be Three Hundred ($300.- 
00) Dollars to be paid in monthly installments out of the funds of 
the County Board of Education. 


§ 2. That all Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
be and the same are hereby repealed. 


§ 3. That this Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
approval by the Governor. ;

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “ An Act to Provide for 
the Election of Trustees of Clover School District No. 
37, York County,” so as to Further Provide for the 
Manner of Election. 


Section 1. Act (1926, XXXIV Stats., 951) Amended—. 
Election of Trustees of School District No. 37, York County. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assemby of the State of South Car- 
olina: Amend an Act entitled an Act to provide for the election of 
. trustees of Clover School District No. 37, York County, by striking 
out all of Section 1 of said Act and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following, to be known as Section 1 of said Act: 


“Section 1. The board of Trustees of Clover School District No. 
37, York County, shall be composed of seven (7) trustees to be 
elected by the qualified voters of said school district on the second 
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Tuesday in January, 1927, and on the same date every alternate 
year thereafter. The trustees so elected shall be declared the trus- 
tees of Clover School District No. 37, York County, for a term of 
two (2) years and until their successors are elected and qualified: 
Provided, however, That any vacancy caused by death, resignation, 
or otherwise, shall be filled by appointment by the County Superin- 
tendent of Education.” 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor. :

AN ACT to Ratify an Amendment to Article VIII, Section 
7, and Article X, Section 5, of the Constitution, Relat- 
ing to Municipal Bonded Indebtedness, by Adding. 
a Proviso Thereto as to the Bonded Debt of the City of 
Charleston. 


Section 1. Amendment to Art. VIII, Sec. 7, and Art. 
X, Sec. 5, Constitution Ratified Bonded Debt of City of: 
Charleston.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Amendment to Article VIII, Section 
7, and Article X, Section 5, of the Constitution, relating to muni- 
cipal bonded indebtedness, so as to provide that the limitations there- 
of shall not apply to certain bonded indebtedness of the City of 
Charleston, submitted by the last regular General Assembly to the 
qualified electors at the next general election thereafter by a joint 
resolution, upon which said amendment a majority of the electors 
qualified to vote thereon voted in favor thereof, be, and the same is 
hereby ratified and made an amendment to Article VIII, Section 7, 
and Article X, Section 5, of the Constitution in form and words as 
follows: “That the limitations imposed by Article VIII, Section 7, 
and Article X, Section 5, of the Constitution shall not apply to the 
bonded indebtedness incurred by the City of Charleston where the 
proceeds of said bonds are applied solely to the replacement of 
funds heretofore used for purposes other than those for which the 
taxes represented thereby were levied and collected, or to the 
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funding or payment of any indebtedness incurred before March 15, 
1926, for municipal purposes, or to the laying, extension, repair and 
maintenance of drains, or to the costs of street improvement; and 
the General Assembly shall have power by special Act or Acts to 
authorize said City to issue bonds for all or any of the purposes 
aforesaid, without regard to limitations or restrictions and for the 
issuance of such bonds it shall not be necessary, unless the Act 
authorizing such issue shall require it, to submit the question of the 
creation of such debt to the freeholders and qualified electors of 
said City and for a prerequisite for holding such election no petition 
from the freeholders of said City shall be necessary, any provisions 
in Section 13 of Article II of the Constitution to the contrary not- 
withstanding.” 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Decrease the Number of County Commissioners 
for Lee County, and to Provide Compensation There- 
for. 


Section 1. Number of County Commissioners of Lee 
County—Compensation.—Be is enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the County Board of Com- 
missioners of Lee County be, and the same is hereby, decreased from 
five to two in number, and each shall receive as compensation Two 
Hundred and Forty ($240.00) Dollars per year, payable quarterly. 


§ 2. Appointment.—That the said two Commissioners shall 
be appointed by the Governor for a term of two years upon the 
recommendation of the majority of the delegation of the said County 
in the General Assembly. 


§ 3. That all Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 4. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon the 
approval by the Governor.

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No. 10. 


AN ACT to Provide a System of County Government for 
Colleton County 


Section 1. County Government of Colleton County.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Car- 
olina: That from and after the approval of this Act, the County 
Government of Colleton County shall be administered by one 
County Supervisor and two County Commissioners. 


§ 2. Powers of County Supervisor.—That the said County 
Supervisor for Colleton County is hereby vested with all the rights, 
powers and authority and charged with all the duties and obligations 
now vested in County Supervisors by the general law of South 
Carolina, except as hereinafter limited, modified, or otherwise 
provided. 


§ 3. Appointment—Term—Election of Successor— 
Term.—That B. R. Ulmer is hereby constituted County Supervi- 
sor for Colleton County under the terms and authority of this Act, 
and he is hereby authorized and empowered to assume said office, 
and all the rights, duties and obligations incident thereto as soon 
as he has given the bond hereinafter provided for and received his 
commissicn as provided by law for County Supervisors. That the 
said B. R. Ulmer shall hold office of County Supervisor for Colleton 
County until the first day of January, 1929, and until his successor 
is elected and qualified. That the successor to the said B. R. Ulmer, 
as County Supervisor for Colleton County, shall be elected by the 
qualified voters of Colleton County in the General Election of 1928 
at the same time and in the same manner as other County officers 
are elected, and shall hold office for a term of four years and until 
his successor 1s elected and qualified in like manner. 


§ 4. Bond.—That all County Supervisors for Colleton County 
designated or elected under the authority of this Act, before en- 
tering upon duties of the said office, shall give bond, with good 
and sufficient surety or sureties, for the faithful performance of 
his duties, in the sum of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars; the 
said bond to be approved by the Clerk of Court of Colleton County 
as to sufficiency. 


§ 5. Compensation—Clerk—County Attorneys—Travel 
Expense of Supervisor.—That the said Supervisor shall receive 
as compensation for his services an annual salary of Twenty-four 
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Hundred ($2,400.00) Dollars, payable in equal monthly installments, 
and he is hereby authorized and empowered to employ a clerk, who 
shall keep the books and records of his office and perform any other 
duties required by said County Supervisor, and shall receive a 
salary of Thirteen Hundred and Twenty ($1,320.00) Dollars per 
annum, payable in equal monthly installments, the term of office of 
the said clerk to be at the pleasure of the County Supervisor. That 
the said County Supervisor is likewise hereby authorized and re- 
quired to employ County Attorneys, upon such terms as he may 
deem to be to the best interest of the County, or as may be provided 
by law. That in addition to his salary hereinabove provided for, 
the sum of Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars shall be paid to the 
County Supervisor, in monthly installments along with his salary, 
to defray his travelling expenses over the County in the performance 
of his official duties. 


§ 6. County Commissioners—Term—Election of Suc- 
cessors— Term—Compensation—Bond—Districts.—That C. 
P. Carter and A. V. Willis are hereby designated and constituted 
County Commissioners for Colleton County under the terms and 
authority of this Act, and they are hereby authorized and empowered 
to assume said office and all the rights, duties and obligations inci- 
dent thereto as soon as they have given the bond hereinafter provided 
for, and they shall hold office for the same term as hereinabove 
provided for County Supervisor B. R. Ulmer, and until their suc- 
cessors in office shall have been elected and qualified. That at the 
expiration of the term of office of said County Commissioners 
above named. their successors shall be elected by the qualified voters 
of Colleton County as other County officers are elected, and as here- 
inafter provided, and shall hold office for the term of two years 
and until their successors are in like manner elected and qualified. 
That said County Commissioners shall be, and hereby are, vested 
with the same rights, powers and authority, and charged with the 
same duties and obligations as now provided by the general law 
of South Carolina, except as by this Act modified, limited, or 
otherwise provided. That each of said County Commissioners shall 
receive as compensation for his services Ten ($10.00) Dollars per 
day for not exceeding Twenty (20) days in any one year, and shall 
give bond for the faithful performance of their duties, each in the 
sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars, the said bond to be 
executed and approved as to form and sufficiency in the same man- 
ner as hereinbefore provided for the bond of the County Supervisor. 
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C. P. Carter is hereby designated as Commissioner for the Upper 
District, and A. V. Willis is hereby designated as Commissioner 
for the Lower District. The successors of the said C. P. Carter as 
Commissioner for the Upper District shall be selected by election 
as herein provided and shall be voted for at the following voting 
places: All voting places in Broxton, Warren and Bells Townships 
and Benton’s Mill and Snyder’s voting places in Heyward Township 
and Horse Pen voting place in Verdier Township. All of the re- 
maining voting places shall select the successors to the said A. V. 
Willis, as Commissioner for the Lower District. The successors of 
the said C. P. Carter shall reside within the territory of the voting 
places above named for the Upper District, and the successors of the 
said A. V. Wills shall reside within the territory of the voting places 
above named for the Lower District. 


§ 7. Board of County Commissioners—Powers. and 
Duties.—That the said County Supervisor and the said County 
Commissioners for Colleton County shall together constitute the 
Board of County Commissioners for Colleton County, which Board 
of County Commissioners shall exercise all duties and be vested with 
all the rights and powers now provided by the general law of South 
Carolina, except as by this Act modified, limited, or otherwise pro- 
vided. 


§ 8. Vacancies.—That any vacancy in the office of County 
Supervisor or County Commissioners for Colleton County, by death, 
resignation, or otherwise, shall be filled for the unexpired term by 
appointment of the Governor, upon the recommendation of the 
Legislative delegation, or a majority thereof, from Colleton County. 


§ 9. Road Work.—That all the work of building and main- 
taining roads, bridges and highways in Colleton County, which are 
under the jurisdiction of the County, shall be done and performed 
under the supervision, direction and jurisdiction of the County Su- 
pervisor, except that all contracts shall be awarded and all claims 
approved by the Board of County Commissioners as hereinafter pro- 
vided. , 


§ 10. Road Gangs.—That the said County Supervisor shall 
maintain four gangs for maintaining the public highways of the 
County. That each of such gangs shall consist of such number of 
men that may be needful for the efficient and economical operation 
thereof, together with necessary equipment and road working ma- 
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chinery, for the proper maintaining of said roads, highways and 
bridges of Colleton County. That one of said gang, known as gang 
No. 1, shall be located at Walterboro, and shall be used for the 
maintenance of the public roads and highways leading out of the 
said town as follows: All the roads in Verdier and Bell townships, 
and all of such roads in Warren township as are located east of 
and including the road leading from Bell’s to the Bamberg County 
line to Minus’ Bridge by Ruffin and Smoaks, except those covered or 
designated by assignment to other gangs. Gang No. 2 shall be lo- 
cated at Cottageville for the maintenance of highways in Glover, 
Sheridan and so much of the public highway in Verdier and Bell’s 
township as is embraced in road leading from Centreville, Jno. E. 
Kinsey’s, and Cannadays to the Bamberg County line at Minus’s 
Bridge over the Edisto River. Gang No. 3 shall be located at Lodge, 
and shall be used for the maintenance of the public highways in 
Broxton and Warren townships, except the road leading from 
Bell’s through Smoaks to the Edisto River at Minus’ Bridge, and 
the road leading from Walterboro via Mr. Carmer and N. M. 
Maxey’s and above road assigned to Gang No. 2. Gang No. 4 shall 
be located at Green Pond, for the maintenance of the highways in 
Blake, Lowndes, and Fraser townships and the roads in Verdier 
township leading from Pringle Bend to Hendersonville, and all the 
roads in Heyward township south of highway leading from Walter- 
boro to Crews’ Ford. 


§ 11. Contracts for Road Work.—That in the building and 
repair of roads, highways and bridges, where the work is of such 
character that it cannot be well done by the maintenance gangs 
hereinabove provided for, or by the chaingang, it shall be the duty 
of the said County Supervisor to have the same done by contracts ; 
no such contract to be awarded, however, where the aggregate sum 
thereof exceeds Fifty ($50.00) Dollars, until the same has been in- 
spected and the contract authorized by at least two members of the 
Board of County Commissioners. That before any claim for such 
building or repair can be approved, the work must be inspected and 
approved by at least two members of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, whether the amount exceeds Fifty ($50.00) Dollars or is 
for a less sum. 


§ 12. Purchases.—That in purchasing all supplies needed 
for the use of the County, it shall be the duty of the said Board of 
County Commissioners once in every three months, to advertise for 
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bids therefor, such advertisement to contain the kind, quality and 
amount of the supplies needed, and to be published once a week for 
three successive weeks in the County newspaper, and award the 
contract therefor to the lowest responsible bidder: Provided, how- 
ever, That if the bids are not satisfactory, the said Board of County 
Commissioners shall have the power to reject any and all bids. The 
seller of said supplies shall furnish a duplicate of invoice, receipted 
by the person receiving said goods or supplies, to the Clerk of the 
Board of County Commissioners, and no claims shall be approved or 
paid until these requirements are fully and faithfully complied with, 
and no supplies or other property shall be purchased or paid for 
except in the manner above provided. 


§ 13. Chaingang Supplies and Tools.—That it shall be the 
duty of the said County Supervisor to furnish to the foreman of 
the chaingang once per month or twice per month as in the judg- 
ment of the said County Supervisor may be deemed best, such 
quantities of groceries or supplies purchased and received as here- 
inabove provided as shall be sufficient in the judgment of the said 
County Supervisor to adquately feed the men constituting the gang, 
and to efficiently prosecute the work of such gang until the next 
supply. That the said County Supervisor shall exercise a diligent 
watch and supervision over such supplies and the use thereof, and 
shall hold the foreman in charge of the gang to a strict accounta- 
bility for all supplies so furnished. That all grain and forage fur- 
nished for the use of the mules, and other articles or tools furnished, 
shall be subject to the same provisions as are hereinabove provided 
in this Section with respect to food and supplies for the use of the 
men. ‘That it shall likewise be the duty of the said County Super- 
visor to take the receipt of the foreman for all implements, tools and 
other property furnished each of such gangs, and to hold such fore- 
man to a strict accountability for the safekeeping and proper use 
thereof. , 


§ 14. Payment of Claims—Quarterly Reports.—That the 
County Supervisor shall pay all claims against the County fixed by 
law, such as salaries and court expenses, without the approval of the 
County Commissioners, and shall see that the books of the office of 
the Board of County Commissioners are properly and accurately 
kept. That all other claims against the County, for road work, 
supplies or otherwise, shall be approved by the Board of County 
Commissioners, or a majority thereof, before payment of same. 
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That in the publication of quarterly reports by the County Supervi- 
sor, there shall be appended a comprehensive statement showing: 
First, the specific amounts appropriated in the general classification 
of the budget ; Two, the amounts expended under such classification ; 
Three, the balances remaining unexpended: Also the items in said 
quarterly report shall be by classification and total shown under each 
for each quarter. 


§ 15. State Highways.—That the County Supervisor and 
Board of County Commissioners shall have no jurisdiction or au- 
thority over such roads and highways in Colleton County as have 
been or may hereafter be by law turned over to and within the,ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of the State Highway Department or the Colleton 
County Road Commission, it being the purpose of this Act not to 
interfere in any way with the rights, duties or obligations of the 
Colleton County Road Commission. 


§ 16. County Highway Commission Abolished.—That 
from and after the approval of this Act and the qualifications of the 
County Supervisor and County Commissioners for Colleton County 
hereinabove provided for, the office of County Highway Commis- 
sioner and County Highway Commission shall be, and hereby are 
abolished, and the County Supervisor and the two County Commis- 
sioners for Colleton County are hereby substituted under the pro- 
visions, terms and restrictions of this Act. 


§ 17. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor, and all Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent 
with this Act are hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Provide for 
the Election of Master for Kershaw County, to Define 
His Qualifications and Fix His Compensation,” Appear- 
ing in Acts of 1924, as No. 612, by Striking out all of 
Section 2, After the Word “Law” on Line Three. 


Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII, Stats., 992), Amended— 
Compensation of Master of Kershaw County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
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Section 2 of an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for the Election of 
Master for Kershaw County, to Define his Qualifications and! Fix 
his Compensation,” appearing as No. 612, in the Acts of 1924, Page 
992, be amended by striking out all of Section 2 thereof after the 
word “Law” on line three, so that said Section, when so amended, 
shall read as follows: 


“Section 2. That the Master shall receive as compensation all 
fees and commissions as now allowed by law.” 


§ 2. That all Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

To Ratify an Amendment to Section 5 of Article X of 
the Constitution Relating to Bonded Indebtedness of 
‘Counties, Townships, School Districts, etc., by adding 
a Proviso Permitting the County of Spartanburg to In- 
cur Bonded Indebtedness to an Amount not Exceeding 
Fifteen Per Centum of the Assessed Value of all Tax- 
able Property Therein. 


Whereas, The General Assembly did, by a Joint Resolution ap- 
proved the 12th day of March, 1926, submit to the qualified electors 
of the State at the general election for representatives held next 
thereafter an amendment to Section 5 of Article X of the Constitu- 
’ tion of the State of South Carolina adding a proviso permitting the 
County of Spartanburg to incur bonded indebtedness to an amount 
not exceeding fifteen per centum of the assessed value of all taxable 
property therein ; and, 


Whereas, a majority of the electors qualified to vote for members 
of the General Assembly voting on said amendment at the general 
election next succeeding the passage of said Joint Resolution did 
vote in favor of said amendment; now, therefore, 


Section 1. Amendment to Art. X, Sec. 5, Constitution 
Ratified—Bonded Debt of Spartanburg County.—Be it 
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enacted by the General Assembly. of the State of South Carolina: 
That the amendment to Section 5 of Article X of the Constitution 
of South Carolina, relating to bonded indebtedness of counties, town- 
ships, school districts, etc., by adding a proviso permitting the 
County of Spartanburg to incur bonded indebtedness to an amount 
to exceeding fifteen per centum of the assessed value of all taxable 
property therein, submitted by the last General Assembly to the 
qualified electors of the State at the General Election for representa- 
tives held next thereafter, and upon which a majority of the electors 
qualified to vote for members of the General Assembly voting there- 
on at said last general election voted in favor thereof, be, and the 
same is hereby ratified and made a part of the Constitution of the 
State of South Carolina, in form and words as follows: 


“Provided, That the limitations as to bonded indebtedness im- 
posed by this Section shall not apply to Spartanburg County, and 
that Spartanburg County may incur bonded indebtedness to an 
amount not exceeding fifteen per centum of the assessed value of 
all taxable property therein, without regard to the amount of bonded 
indebtedness, now outstanding or hereafter created, of any municipal 
corporation or political subdivision located wholly or partly within 
said County.”

AN ACT Authorizing the Investment by Cities and Towns 
of the Proceeds of Sale of Public Utilities to Create 
Sinking Funds for Outstanding Bonds and Ratify Such 
Investments where Heretofore Made. 


Section 1. Investment by Municipal Corporations of 
Proceeds of Sale of Public Utilities for Which Bonds have 
been Issued and are Outstanding—Release of other Funds,— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: Wherever any city or town in this State has heretofore is- 
sued bonds for the acquisition, by construction, purchase, or other- 
wise, of any water works, lighting plant or other public utility and 
sells such utility prior to the maturity of said bonds, it shall be 
lawful for the City Council or other governing body of such city or 
town, to invest an amount of the proceeds of sale of such utility 
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equal to the amount of outstanding bonds, in duly secured notes of 
the purchaser of such utility, or otherwise, as the said City Council 
or other governing body may determine, and upon such investment 
being made, such City Council or other governing body may, by 
resolution, set apart the same as a sinking fund for the retirement 
of the said outstanding bonds, and when such investment is so made 
and set apart any other sinking funds on hand for the retirement 
of said bonds shall become freed of their character as sinking funds, 
and may be lawfully diverted to any other legal municipal purpose, 
and no further annual tax levy for the repayment of said bonds 
shall be necessary. 


§ 2. Investments Ratified.—Should any city or town in 
this State have heretofore sold any such utility and made any such 
investment as hereinbefore set out, such investment in lieu of further 
sinking funds is hereby ratified, authorized and confirmed, and the 
provisions of this Act shall apply to it with the same force and ef- 
fect as if such investment had been made after the passage of this 
Act. , 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

Amendment to Art. VIII, Sec. 7, and Art. X, 
Sec. 5, Constitution Ratified—Bonded Debt of Town of 
Conway.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Amendment to Section 7, Article 8, 
and Section 5 of Article 10, of the Constitution, relating to municipal 
bonded indebtedness so as to exempt the City of Conway, Horry 
County, from the provisions thereof, submitted by the last regular 
General Assembly to the qualified electors at the next general elec- 
tion thereafter by a joint resolution upon which said amendment a 
majority of the electors qualified to vote thereon voted in favor 
thereof be and the same is hereby ratified and made a proviso of 
Section 7, Article 8, and Section 5 of Article 10 of the Constitution 
of the State of South Carolina, in form and words as follows:

A JOINT RESOLUTION Ratifying Amendment to Section 
5, Article 10, of the Constitution Relating to Bond

Section 1. Amendment to Art. X, Sec. 5, Constitution 
Ratified—Bonded Debt of York County.—Be it resolved by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
_ amendment to Section 5, Article 10, of the Constitution, relating to 
the bonded indebtedness of counties, etc., by adding a proviso as to 
the County of York submitted by the last regular General Assembly 
to the qualified electors at the next General Election thereafter by 
a joint resolution, upon which said amendment a majority of the 
qualified electors, qualified to vote thereon, voted in favor thereof 
be, and the same is hereby ratified and made a proviso to Sec- 
tion 5, Article 10, of the Constitution of the State of South Caro- 
lina, in form and words as follows: ‘That the limitation herein 
provided as to the amount of bonded debt of any County shall not 
apply to the County of York, when the proceeds of such bonds are 
to be used for highway and bridge construction, in which case it 
shall never exceed eighteen per cent. of the assessed value of all 
taxable property in said County,” so that said Section, when so: 
amended, shall read as follows: 


“Section 5. The corporate authorities of counties, townships, 
school districts, cities, towns and villages may be vested with power 
to assess and collect taxes for corporate purposes; such taxes to be 
uniform in respect to persons and property within the jurisdiction of 
the body imposing same. All shares of stockholders in any banking 
association located in this State, whether now or hereafter incor- 
porated, or organized under the laws of this State, or of the United 
States, shall be listed at their true value in money, and taxed for 
municipal purposes in the city, ward, town or incorporated village 
where such bank is located, and not elsewhere: Provided, That the- 
words “true value in money” as used in line 12 (line 12 of the origi- 
nal manuscript, and line 9 as printed—Editor) of this Section shall’ 
be so construed as to mean and include all surplus or extra moneys,. 
capital, and every species of personal property of value owned or 
in the possession of any such bank: Provided, A like rule of taxa- 
tion shall apply to the stockholders of all corporations other than. 
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banking institutions. And the General Assembly shall require that 
all the property, except that herein permitted to be exempted within 
the limits of municipal corporations, shall be taxed for corporate 
purposes and for the payment of debts contracted under authority of 
law, The bonded debt of any county, township, school district, 
municipal corporation or political subdivision of this State shall 
never exceed eight (8%) per centum of the assessed value of all 
the taxable property therein. And no county, township, municipal 
corporation or other political division of this State shall hereafter 
be authorized to increase its bonded indebtedness if at the time of any 
proposed increase thereof the aggregate amount of its already ex- 
isting bonded debt amounts to eight per centum of the value of all 
taxable property therein as ascertained by the valuation for State 
taxation. And wherever there shall be several political divisions or 
municipal corporations covering or extending over the same territory, 
or portions thereof, possessing a power to levy a tax or contract a 
debt, then each of such political divisions or municipal corporations 
shall so exercise its power to increase its debt under the foregoing 
eight per centum limitation that the aggregate debt over and upon 
any territory of this State shall never exceed fifteen per centum of 
the value of all taxable property in such territory as valued for tax- 
ation by this State: Provided, That nothing herein shall prevent 
the issue of bonds for the purpose of paying or refunding any valid 
municipal debt heretofore contracted in excess of eight per centum 
of the assessed value of all the taxable property therein: Provided, 
That the limitation herein provided as to the amount of bonded debt 
of any county shall not apply to the County of York, when the pro- 
ceeds of such bonds are to be used for highway and bridge con- 
struction, in which case it shall never exceed eighteen per centum 
of the assessed value of all taxable property in said county.”

Tax in Cherokee County and Penalty for Non-Pay- 
ment. 


Section 1. Tax on Dogs in Cherokee County—“Dog”

South Carolina: There shall be levied on all dogs in Cherokee 


wn 
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County on January Ist of each year an annual license of One and 
25/100 ($1.25) Dollars per head. The word “dog” as used in this 
Act shall include all species, male and female, young and old, except 
suckling pups. 


§ 2. License Tax-—Tax in Lieu of all other Taxes—Use 
of Proceeds—Time of Payment.—That upon the payment of 
said annual license of One Dollar and Twenty-five Cents ($1.25) 
by the owner of any dog in Cherokee County to the County Treas- 
urer he shall issue to the owner therefor a metal tag marked “Dog 
License” and the year for which it is issued. Each, County Treas- 
urer shall keep a numerical record of every dog license, and, in 
addition thereto, furnish the owner of each dog such number 
stamped on metal tag, which license shall be paid to the County 
Treasurer not later than the 15th day of March of each year: Pro- 
vided, further, That this license shall be in lieu of all other tax or 
license on dogs, either county, municipal or otherwise: Provided, 
further, That all such license collected hereunder shall be credited to 
school district from which it is collected to be used in the support 
of the schools of the district: Provided, further, That said license 
shall become due and payable on or before the 15th day of March of 
each year. 


§ 3. Dog to Wear License Tag.—That every owner of a 
dog shall be required to place the aforesaid metal tag “Dog License” 
issued to him on the collar of the dog, to be worn by him at all times 
except when on a hunt or chase. 


§ 4. Non-payment—Misdemeanor—Penalty.—Any per- 
son owning, harboring or maintaining a dog failing or refusing to 
pay the license aforesaid between January Ist and the 15th, day of 
March of each year shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less than Five Dollars 
($5.00) together with the dog license of One and 25/100 ($1.25) 
Dollars, or imprisoned not more than five (5) days. One-half of 
said fine shall go to the person reporting said failure to pay said 
license and one-half to the school district in which the derelict oc- 
curs. 


§ 5. Fee of County Treasurer.—That the County Treasurer 
shall be allowed to retain twenty-five cents (25¢) of each license is- 
sued to reimburse him for furnishing the tags and keeping the

AN ACT to Ratify an Amendment to Article 8, Section 8, 
of the Constitution, Authorizing York, Abbeville, 
Aiken, Allendale, Cherokee, Charleston, Colleton, 
Calhoun, Edgefield, Greenwood, Berkeley, McCormick, 
Union, Richland, Orangeburg, Saluda, Chesterfield, 
Hampton, Lee, Clarendon, Sumter, Florence and Fair- 
field Counties, to Exempt Cotton or Textile Enterprises 
from County Taxes for Five (5) Years. 


Section 1. Amendment to Art. VIII, Sec. 8, Constitution, 
Ratified—Exemption of Textile Enterprises from Taxation 
in Certain Counties.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the amendment to Article 8, 
Section 8, of the Constitution, authorizing York, Abbeville, Aiken, 
Allendale, Cherokee, Charleston, Colleton, Calhoun, Edgefield, 
Greenwood, Berkeley, McCormick, Union, Richland, Orangeburg, 
Saluda, Chesterfield, Hampton, Lee, Clarendon, Sumter, Florence, 
and Fairfield Counties, to exempt cotton or textile enterprises from 
county taxes for five (5) years submitted by the last regular Gen- 
eral Assembly to the qualified electors at the next General Election

AN ACT to Provide for Securing Indebtedness Incurred 
for an Agricultural Purpose by a Mortgage of any 
Crop, Truck or Fruit Planted and/or Grown Within

Section 1. Requisites of Validity of Mortgages of Crops, 
etc.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That no mortgage shall be good and effective to convey 
to the mortgagee an interest in or create a lien on any crop, truck or 
fruit of whatsoever kind or description, other than that which shall 
be planted and/or grown within one year from the date thereof, and 
unless such crop, truck or fruit of whatsoever kind or description, 
together with the land whereon the same is or will be planted and/or 
- grown shall be described therein; but a mortgage which complies 
with provisions hereof, when indexed or recorded as required by 
law, shall constitute from its filing for record a prior lien on any 
crop, truck or fruit therein described, whether or not the same shall 
be at that time or thereafter planted and/or growing, in preference 
to a subsequent mortgage thereon and to the lien of any judgment 
or execution issued thereon.

AN ACT to Provide a Tax Collector for the County of 
Calhoun, Define His Duties, and to Fix His Compensa- 
tion. 


Section 1. Tax Collector for Calhoun County—Appoint- 
ment—Removal—Vacancies.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: There shall be appointed 
for the County of Calhoun one discreet person to be known as ‘“Tax 
Collector” such appointment to be made by the Governor upon the 
recommendation of a majority of the Legislative Delegation of said 
County. The said Tax Collector shall be subject to removal at any 
time by the Governor upon the recommendation of a majority of the 
Legislative Delegation of the said County, and any vacancy occur- 
ring in said office for any reason to be filled by appointment by the 
Governor, upon the recommendation of the Legislative Delegation 
of said County. 


§ 2: Term.—The term of office of such Tax Collector shall 
be for a period of two (2) years, unless removed sooner from of- 
fice as herein provided. 


§ 3. Tax Executions.—Immediately upon the expiration of 
the time allowed by law for the payment of taxes in any year the 
County Treasurer shall issue in the name of the State a warrant or 
execution in duplicate against such defaulting taxpayer in his County, 
signed by him in his official capacity directed to the tax collector of 
the county requiring and commanding him to levy the same by 
distress and sale of so much of the defaulting taxpayer’s estate real 
or personal, or both, as may be sufficient to satisfy the taxes, State, 
school, County and special of such defaulter, specifying therein the 
aggregate amount of his taxes, as well as the amount of each! fund; 
which warrant or execution shall run substantially in these words 
(filling the blank to suit each case) viz.:.........--- Treasurer of 
the County of Calhoun, to the Tax Collector of Calhoun County, or 
his lawful deputy; Whereas:............- has been duly assessed 
the sum of ............--.. dollars for defraying the charges of 
State, school, County and special, for the fiscal year beginning No- 
vember 1, 19.. as follows, to wit: For the State $.............. ;

§ 4. Fees of County Treasurer and Tax Collector— 
Proviso.—The Treasurer for such warrant issued shall have from 
each defaulter One ($1.00) Dollar, and the tax collector herein 
provided for shall take from each defaulter the following fees: 


In the execution of his office to wit: 


For serving each warrant One Dollar ($1.00) besides mileage 
at the rate of five cents for each mile actually traveled in execut- 
ing the warrant; for advertising sale twenty-five cents; for mak- 
ing sale and executing deed of conveyance and putting purchaser 
in possession..............000005 ($3.00) and for sums levied as 
aforesaid, five per cent, and the said Tax Collector is prohibited 
from demanding or collecting any greater sum therefor than is 
hereby allowed, and neither the Treasurer or the Tax Collector 
herein shall receive fees, upon nulla bona return: Provided, That 
the said County may by majority of vote of the Legislative Delega- 
tion supplement the fees of the said Tax Collector, by salary to be 
provided in the County supply bill or otherwise. 


§ 5. Levy of Executions—Sales.—Under and by virtue of 
said warrant or execution the said tax collector shall seize and take 
exclusive possession of so much of the defaulting taxpayer’s estate, 
real or personal or both, as may be necessary to raise the sum of 
money named therein and said charges thereon and proceed to ad- 
vertise and sell same and otherwise act in regard thereto as is pro- 
vided for Sheriff’s sale under Section 522 of the Code of Laws of 
1922, Volume III. 


§ 6. Powers and Duties Devolved—Outstanding Execu- 
tions—Duty of Sheriff.—It is understocd and is declared by this 
Act that all powers, duties, and authority now vested in the Sheriff 
of said County as to the collecting of delinquent taxes, seizure of 
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property, making of deeds, etc., is hereby conferred upon the tax 
collector herein named, and he is hereby given full power and au- 
thority to carry into effect all the laws, now pertaining to the-execu- 
tion of delinquent taxes, the making of deeds under tax execution 
sale, etc., the same as is now provided for the Sheriff, and the Sheriff 
of the said County is hereby relieved from the collection of any 
delinquent taxes after the approval of this Act by the Governor: 
Provided, 'The said Tax Collector shall within two days after his 
appointment to such office demand upon the County Treasurer of 
Calhoun County for lists of all tax executions issued by him and 
then in the hands of the Sheriff of Calhoun County, and the Treas-, 
urer of Calhoun County is hereby directed and required to furnish 
such list or lists of tax executions, with the names of the delinquents, 
dates, and amounts, to the said tax collector within ten (10) days 
after such demand is made upon him; and when such lists have 
been furnished the said Tax Collector by the said Treasurer as 
herein required, he shall make immediate demand upon the Sheriff 
of Calhoun County for all tax executions in the hands of the said 
Sheriff, and the said Sheriff within two (2) days after such demand 
is made upon him, is hereby directed and required to turn over to 
the said Tax Collector all tax executions in his hands of every kind 
and of every year and date whatsoever; and the said tax collector 
shall within two (2) days after the Sheriff has turned over to; him 
such tax executions, make a full report of same to the County Treas- 
urer, same to be checked by the said Treasurer and to become charge- 
able against the tax collector for collection ; and the said Sheriff of 
Calhoun Cotinty is hereby directed and required to make within 
fifteen (15) days after the passage of this Act, a full and complete 
settlement of all taxes collected by him, to the County Treasurer of 
Calhoun County and to pay over all moneys collected by him to the 
said Treasurer. , 


§ 7. Duties of Tax Collector.—That said tax collector shall 
be required to make settlement with the Treasurer on the first of every 
month, and make a written report upon all executions with respect 
to non-payment, error, double entries, nulla bona returns or any 
other necessary report connected therewith, so that the County Audi- 
tor or other officer charged with the duty may check up with the 
Treasurer. He shall also report to the County Auditor any execu- 
tions which are uncollectible and the Auditor shall so mark it on the 
tax books, and abstract of tax executions. He shall assist the 
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County Auditor in listing upon the tax books, persons, firms, or 
corporations who are escaping taxation. 


§ 8. Enforcement of Act.—That the provisions of this Act 
as to the several offices herein named are mandatory and not dis- 
cretionary and upon failure or refusal or any or either of them to 
do the things therein directed and required to be done by them, then 
the supervisor of Calhoun County shall immediately bring and in- 
stitute into the courts mandamus or such other proceedings as may 
“be proper or necessary to carry into effect the provisions of this Act. 
And the County Attorney is hereby directed to advise all officers 
herein named of their respective duties herein required of them and 
whenever necessary take such legal steps at the direction of the 
County Supervisor in the enforcement of same. 


§ 9. Bond of Tax Collector.—Before taking the office the 
tax collector of the County shall give bond in the sum of Five Thou- 
sand ($5,000.00) Dollars conditioned for the faithful performance 
of his duty. The bond shall be in the form now prescribed or used 
by the Sheriff. 


§ 10. All Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. |

AN ACT to Ratify an Amendment to Section 7 of Article 
VIII and Section 5 of Article X of the Constitution, so, 
as to Exempt the Town of Lancaster from the Provi- 
sions Thereof. 


Section 1. Amendment to Art. VIII, Sec. 7 and Art. X, 
Sec. 5, Constitution Ratified—Bonded Debt of Town of 
Lancaster.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: ‘That the amendment to Section 7, Article VIII, 
and Section 5 of Article X of the Constitution, relating to municipal 
bonded indebtedness, so as to provide that the limitations thereof 
shall not apply to certain bonded indebtedness of the Town of Lan- 
caster, submitted by the last regular General Assembly to the quali- 
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fied electors at the next general election thereafter by a joint resolu- 
tion (being No. 662 of Statutes at Large of South Carolina, 1926), 
upon which said amendment a majority of the electors qualified to 
vote thereon voted in favor thereof, be, and the same is hereby 
ratified and made an amendment to Section 7, Article VIII, and 
Section 5, Article X of the Constitution in form and words as fol- 
lows: ‘That the limitations imposed under Section 7 of Article 
VIII and Section 5 of Article X of the Constitution of the State of 
South Carolina, shall not apply to the bonded indebtedness incurred 
by the Town of Lancaster when the proceeds of any bonds issued by 
the said town are applied exclusively to the purchase, construction 
and maintenance of waterworks, construction and extension of the 
sewerage system, and for the purchase, construction and maintenance 
of streets and sidewalks where the abutting property owners are 
assessed as much as one-half the cost thereof, or for the payment of 
past indebtedness, and when the question of incurring such indebted- 
ness is submitted to the qualified electors of said municipality as 
provided by law.” 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby ° 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall, take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for a County Government for Lancaster 
County. 


Section 1. County Commissioners for Lancaster County 
—Appointment—Districts.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Governor, upon the 
recommendation of a majority of the legislative delegation from 
Lancaster County, shall appoint one qualified elector in each of the 
several townships of said County to be County Commissioner for 
said township, as hereinafter provided; that is to say, one Commis- 
sioner for Gills Creek Township, one for Cane Creek Township, 
one for Cedar Creek Township, one for Pleasant Hill Township, 
one for Flat Creek Township, one for Buford Township, one for 
Waxhaw Township, and one for Indian Land Township.

§ 2. Powers of Board.—That the said Commissioners so ap- 
pointed shall constitute and be the County Board of Commissioners 
for said County and have all the powers herein vested in them until 
their successors in office are elected and qualified as herein provided. 


§ 3. Election of Successors.—That at the general election 
held in said County on the second Tuesday in November, 1928, and 
thereafter at every election for State and County officers there shall 
be elected in each of said townships one qualified elector as County 
Commissioner for said township who after complying with the pro- 
visions of this Act, shall be commissioned by the Secretary of State 
as County Commissioner for Lancaster County for the period of 
two years. 


§ 4. Nomination.—That before any qualified elector can be- 
come a candidate for Commissioner of said County, such elector shall 
have first been nominated for said office in the primary election held 
in said County. 


§ 5. Oath.—That each person appointed Commissioner for 
said County or thereafter elected shall take and subscribe the oath 
prescribed by law for other officers of said County before entering 
upon the discharge of his duties. 


§ 6. Authority of Board.—That the qualified electors so ap- 
pointed or elected under the provisions of this Act shall, after re- 
ceiving their appointment from the Governor, or thereafter their 
commissions from the Secretary of State, be the County Board of 
Commissioners of Lancaster County, and shall have all of the au- 
thority herein vested in them as well as that under the general laws 
of the State. 


§ 7. Organization.—Immediately after the said qualified 
electors shall receive their appointment from the Governor or there- 
after their commissions from the Secretary of State, they shall meet 
and qualify and elect one of their number Chairman, and another 
Clerk of said Board, who shall hold office until the qualification of 
the next Board, unless sooner removed by a majority vote of said 
Board, or otherwise, in which event the Board shall elect their suc- 
cessors to fill out their unexpired term. 


§ 8 Powers of Chairman—Meetings.—The’ Chairman 
shall preside over all meetings of said Board; he shall have authority 
to call special meetings thereof whenever the public interest may

require ; he shall sign all vouchers drawn by said Board on any fund 
subject to its check, and shall see that said Board in all matters con- 
forms to the law: Provided, That said Board shall meet at least 
once a month on such day as it shall fix and remain in session until 
such business as may be before it shall be disposed of. 


§ 9. Duties of Clerk.—The Clerk shall keep the minutes of 
all meetings of said Board, and after verifying the correctness there- 
of, shall countersign all vouchers after they have been signed by the 
chairman, but no vouchers shall be so signed and countersigned ex- 
cept by authority of a majority of the members of said Board duly 
expressed at a meeting thereof. 


§ 10. Road Construction and Maintenance.—tThe said 
Board of County Commissioners shall have authority over all of 
the County highways and bridges in said County, and to open and 
construct new highways therein whenever the public interests de- 
mand; it shall, by the chaingang and such other forces as it employs 
see that the highways and bridges of said County are kept in proper 
repair (and, whenever it can be done without injury to the public 
good, said Board shall contract with the citizens of said County’ for 
the construction and maintenance of said highways) said mainte- 
nance, if let to contract, to be in sections of roads and to require the 
contractors to maintain said sections by repairing and scraping them, 
or otherwise, as directed by said Board in the contract, and subject 
to the approval of the County Engineer. 


§ 11. Buildings and Equipment—Inventories.—The said 
Board of Commissioners shall have authority over all of the build- 
ings and equipment of said County and the purchase of new equip- 
ment, and sale and exchange of old equipment, and every new Board 
of County Commissioners shall, immediately upon assuming office, 
have an inventory made of all such equipment owned by the County ; 
its condition and approximate value, and shall file the same with the 
Grand Jury of the County to be presented to the Judge of the Court 
of General Sessions at its first term thereafter. 


§ 12. Purchases of Supplies.—The said Board of Commis- 
sioners shall purchase all supplies necessary for the maintenance of 
the County Road forces monthly and by competitive bid so far as 
the same is possible: Provided, Said Board of Commissioners shall 
not purchase from any member of said Board, any employee, or any 
firm or corporation in which said Commissioner owns stock or in- 
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terest, any supplies, machinery, or equipment of any kind for the 
use of said County; and any attempted contract for such purchase 
shall be null and void, and any County Commissioner so attempting 
to deal with said board for himself, any said employee, firm or cor- 
poration shall be removed from office upon proof thereof ; and upon 
conviction in any Court of competent jurisdiction shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor and fined not less than Two Hundred ($200.00) 
Dollars nor more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars in the 
discretion of the Court. 


§ 13. County Engineer.—The said Board of Commissioners 
shall employ a competent, graduate Civil Engineer for such time as 
may be necessary, and all contracts for the construction and main- 
tenance of roads and bridges shall be under the approval and supervi- 
sion of said engineer, nor shall any voucher in payment for such 
work be issued except upon the approval of said engineer and a 
majority of said Board. 


§ 14. Bookkeeper—Records.—The said Board of Commis- 
sioners are authorized to employ a bookkeeper at such salary as they 
shall fix, and said bookkeeper shall be required to keep separate ac- 
counts showing equipment purchased, supplies purchased, chaingang 
expenses, hired force expenses, contracts for road construction, for 
maintenance of roads, and for every disbursement made through said 
office, so that said account may be separately examined, and he shall 
also keep an account of bills and accounts payable so that any amount 
due by the County at any time may be ascertained. 


§ 15. Publication of Statements.—The said Board of Com- 
missioners shall have published in some newspaper in said County, 
for such price as it may agree upon, one time every three months 
an itemized statement of all accounts paid through its office, and to 
whom paid and for what purpose, and upon its failure to do so the 
salaries of said Commissioners for the remainder of the year in 
which such default occurs shall be forfeited and said Board subject 
to removal therefor. 


§ 16. Compensation of Commissioners.—The chairman of 
said Board shall receive a salary of Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars, 
and each of the other members of said Board a salary of One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-five ($125.00) Dollars per annum to be paid quar- 
terly by the County Treasurer out of the road funds. 
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§ 17. Vacancies.—Upon the removal by death or otherwise 
of any member of said Board from office, the Governor shall ap- 
point some qualified elector of the township in which such removed 
member lived to fill out his unexpired term; such appointment to 
be made on the recommendation of the Senator and one Member of 
the House of Representatives from said County. 


§ 18. Removal of Commissioners.—Upon complaint filed 
with the Governor by a majority of said legislative delegation charg- 
ing official misconduct on the part of any of said County Commis- 
sioners, the Governor shall remove the Commissioner so charged, 
if such cause be shown, and appoint some qualified elector resident 
in such removed Commissioner’s township to fill out such unexpired 
term upon the recommendation of the Senator and one Member of 
the House of Representatives from said County. 


§ 19. Procedure upon Tie Vote of Commissioners.— 
In the event of a tie vote on any question before said Board of 
County Commissioners, the legislative delegation of said County 
shall be called to sit with said Board, and a majority vote of the 
whole shall settle the question at issue. 


§ 20. Road Funds.—All levies arising from the levy of taxes 
for road purposes fixed by the General Assembly, all fines and for- 
feitures from the Criminal Courts of the County; all funds from 
the State Highway Commission, or from any other source for roads 
shall be credited by the County Treasurer to the road fund and sub- 
ject only to the check of the said County Board of Commissioners 
as provided herein ; and the Auditor of Lancaster County is hereby 
directed to levy all such taxes fixed by the General Assembly. 


§ 21. Incumbent Board Abolished.—The offices of County 
Comissioners of Lancaster County as provided for in an Act 
entitled “An Act to Amend an Act Entitled ‘An Act to Create 
a Board of County Commissioners for Lancaster County and Define 
its Duties and Powers,’ approved the 26th day of February, A. D. 
1915, and appearing as Act No. 228 in the Acts and Joint Resolu- 
tions of the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina, 1915, 
so as to Abolish the Office of County Supervisor in Lancaster 
County, and to Provide for the General County Government,” ap- 
proved February 19, 1916, are hereby declared abolished and va- 
cated, and all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

Assembly to the qualified electors of the State at the General 
Election next thereafter, and upon which a majority of the electors 
qualified to vote for members of the General Assembly, voted there-

Section 1. School Trustees of Williamsburg County to 
meet with Township Board of Assessors—Notice—Duties.— . 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: The School Trustees of the counties of Williamsburg and 
of Georgetown shall meet once or more during the month of March 
in each year with the township Board of Assessors of the township 
in which they hold office. The township Board of Assessors shall 
give the school trustees in the township five (5) days’ notice of the

Section 1. Sec. 48, Code of Civil Procedure Amended, 
—Berkeley County Added to First Circuit.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend an 
Act entitled “An Act to amend Section 48 of the Code of Civil 
Procedure, 1922,” by striking out the word “Berkeley,” as it ap- 
pears in the Ninth Circuit. Amend further, by adding after the 
word “Orangeburg” the word “Berkeley,” so that said section when 
amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 48. “The State is divided into fourteen Judicial Circuits, 
as follows: The First Circuit shall be composed of the Counties of 
Calhoun, Dorchester, Orangeburg, and Berkeley. The Second Cir- 
cuit shall be composed of the Counties of Aiken, Bamberg and 
Barnwell. The Third Circuit shall be composed of the Counties of 
Clarendon, Lee, Sumter and Williamsburg. The Fourth Circuit 
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shall be composed of the Counties of Chesterfield, Darlington, Marl- 
boro and Dillon. The Fifth Circuit shall be composed of the Coun- 
ties of Kershaw and Richland. The Sixth Circuit shall be com- 
posed of the Counties of York, Chester, Lancaster and Fairfield. 
The Seventh Circuit shall be composed of the Counties of 
Cherokee, Spartanburg and Union. The Eighth Circuit shall be 
composed of the Counties of Abbeville, Greenwood, Laurens and 
Newberry. The Ninth Circuit shall be composed of the County of 
Charleston. The Tenth Circuit shall be composed of the Counties 
of Anderson and Oconee. The Eleventh Circuit shall be composed 
of the Counties of Lexington, McCormick, Saluda and Edgefield. 
The Twelfth Circuit shall be composed of the Counties of Florence, 
Georgetown, Horry and Marion. The Thirteenth Circuit shall be 
composed of the Counties of Greenville and Pickens. ‘The Four- 
teenth Circuit shall be composed of the Counties of: Allendale, Hamp- 
ton, Colleton, Jasper and Beaufort.”

Section 1. Amendment to Art. VIII, Sec. 8, Constitution 
Ratified—Tax Exemption of Manufactories in Florence and 
Georgetown Counties.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the amendment to Article 8, 
Section 8, of the Constitution, by adding a proviso authorizing Flor- 
ence and Georgetown Counties to exempt furniture factories, etc., 
submitted to the last regular General Assembly and the qualified 
electors at the next general election thereafter by a joint resolution, 
upon which said amendment a majority of the qualified electors 
qualified to vote thereon voted in favor thereof, be, and the same 
is hereby ratified and made a proviso to Article 8, Section 8, of the 
Constitution of South Carolina, in form and words as follows: 


“That, in Florence and Georgetown Counties Furniture Factories, 
Pulp and Paper Mills, and Cigarette and Tobacco Factories of value 
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above One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars, shall be ex- 
empt from all County Taxes, except for school purposes, for five 
(5) years from the time of their establishment.”

AN ACT to Provide for Election of School Trustees for 
Sardis School District No. 12 in Florence County. 


Section 1. Election of School Trustees in School Dis- 
trict No. 12, Florence County—Notice—Term—Vacancies. 
—Be it enacted by the General Asembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the County Superintendent of Education of Florence 
County shall on the first Tuesday in May, 1927, and on the same 
day in May of each year thereafter, call a meeting of the electors of 
Sardis School District No. 12, in Florence County to be held at 
some suitable place in the District, which said meeting shall duly 
be advertised three weeks before and in three conspicious places in 
said District, and at such meeting the electors attending shall organ- 
ize as a mass meeting and consider their school needs and _ shall 
nominate and recommend to the County Board three electors as a 
District Board of Trustees. It shall be the duty of the County Su- 
perintendent of Education to appoint such nominees as trustees of 
said District, to serve from date for terms of 1, 2 and 3 years re- 
spectively, and thereafter one trustee shall be nominated annually 
for said District for a term of three years, and until his successor 
is nominated and qualified; and electors in said District at each 
annual mass meeting nominating an elector for appointment as Trus- 
tee and the County Superintendent of Education always appointing 
the nominee or nominees of the mass meeting: Provided, That the 
County Superintendent of Education may at any time fill a vacancy 
in the Board of Trustees.

Ratified—Bonded Debt of School District No. 12, York 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the following Amendment to Section 5, 
Article 10, of the Constitution, relating to bonded indebtedness of 
counties, townships, school districts, etc., by adding a proviso as to 
Rock Hill School District No. 12, York County, submitted by the 
last regular General Assembly to the qualified electors at the next 
election thereafter by a joint resolution, upon which said amendment 
a majority of the qualified electors qualified to vote thereon voted 
in favor thereof be, and the same is hereby ratified and made a pro- 
viso to Section 5, Article 10, of the Constitution of the State of 
South Carolina in form and words as follows: 


“Provided, further, That the restrictions and limitations imposed 
by this section upon the purposes and the amounts of bonded debt 
and taxes shall not apply to Rock Hill School District No. 12, York 
County, said school district being hereby expressly authorized to 
issue bonds to an amount not exceeding Eight Hundred Thousand 
($800,000.00) Dollars, of which not exceeding Three Hundred 
. Thousand ($300,000.00) Dollars of bonds is hereby authorized to 
be issued for the purpose of constructing any building or buildings 
in said school district to be leased or sold by said school district to 
any educational institution or institutions in said school district, and 
said school district may levy taxes for the payment of said bonds:

Section 1. Sec. 5312, Code 1922, Vol. III, Amended— 
Recordation of Chattel Mortgages.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Sec- 
tion of the Code designated by Act number 50 of the Acts of 1925 
as Section 5312 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina of 1922, 
be, and the same is hereby amended by striking out of said Section 
the following: 


“Provided, That purchase money chattel mortgages shall be valid, 
so as to affect from the time of their execution or delivery the rights 
of subsequent creditors (whether lien creditors or simple contract

the nature of a mortgage of any property, real or personal ; all mar- 
riage settlements or instruments in the nature of a settlement of a 
marriage; all leases or contracts in writing made between landlord 
and tenant for a longer period than twelve months; all statutory 
liens on buildings and lands for materials or labor furnished on 
them ; all statutory liens on ships and vessels; all certificates of re- 
nunciation of dower, contracts for the purchase and sale of real 
property; and generally all instruments in writing now required by 
law to be recorded in the office of Register of Mesne Conveyances or 
Clerk of Court in those counties where the office of Register of

Amendment to Art. X, Sec. 5, Constitution 
Ratified—Bonded Debt of School District No. 38, Lancaster 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Amendment to Section 5, Article 10, of 
the Constitution of the State of South Carolina, submitted by the 
General Assembly of the said State to the qualified electors at the 
next general election thereafter, and upon which a majority of the 
said electors qualified to vote for the members of the General As- 
sembly voting thereon, voted in favor thereof, be and the same is 
hereby made, a part of the Constitution of the State of South Caro- 
lina. That the Amendment hereby ratified and made a part of Sec- 
tion 5, of Article 10, of the Constitution of this State is as follows:

AN ACT to Amend Section 4585-18 of Volume 3 of the 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, Relating to 
Municipal Taxes, in Order to Supply Parts of Acts 
Omitted Therefrom and to Revise the Same, so as to. 
Provide for the Creation of a Lien for Municipal Taxes 
Levied in Cities of More Than Five Thousand In- 
habitants and Prescribing Penalties for Non-payment 
Thereof. 


Section 1. Sec. 4585, Code 1922, Vol. III, Amended— 
Municipal Taxes—Levy—Penalties—Lien—Collection—for 
Interest, etc.—Proviso.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That Section 4585-18 of Volume 
III, of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, be and the same 
is, hereby amended by striking out said Section, and substituting in 
lieu and instead thereof, the following, to wit: 


4585-18. All municipal corporations containing more than five 
thousand inhabitants shall have power to impose by ordinance pub- 
lished at least ten days, setting forth the amount levied for the 
several purposes for which the levy may be made, an annual tax in 
such amount as in the discretion of the said municipal corporation 
may be necessary for corporate purposes, on all real estate lying 
within the corporate limits of said city or town, and all personal 
property within the same, including bonds and stocks of banks and 
insurance companies and other corporations, the real estate of 
churches and school associations from which such churches and 
school associations draw a revenue or which are intended to be 
rented out for such purpose, except such as is exempt from taxation 
under the Constitution and laws of this State. Such tax shall be 
levied by the town authorities on the property within the corporate 
limits as assessed for taxation for County and State purposes. The 
said Council shall also have power to provide for the payment of a 
penalty not exceeding fifteen (15) per cent of the taxes so levied 
for non-payment of the said taxes when due, payable when the said 
taxes become delinquent ; and the taxes so levied and also the penalty, 
shall constitute a lien upon the property upon which the said tax is 
levied until paid, paramount to all other liens except the lien for 
county and state taxes; and for the purpose of collecting the same, 
the said City or Town Council shall have the power to enforce the 
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payment of all such taxes and penalties levied and provided for, . 
under the authority of this article against the property of defaulters, 
to the same extent, and substantially in the same manner, as is pro- 
vided by law for the collection of State and County taxes and penal- 
ties, except that executions to enforce the payment of the said taxes 

and penalties due the said city or town shall be issued under the seal 
of the corporation by the Clerk thereof, and directed to the Chief 
of Police, or any other officer designated by the City or Town 
Council for that purpose; and except, further, that all sales under 
and by virtue of such executions shall take place in front of the City 
or Town Hall or other public place designated, by ordinance in such 
city or town. The said Clerk and the said Chief of Police, or other 
officer so designated as aforesaid, shall be allowed the same fees 
and costs in the enforcement of such executions, and for sales there- 
under as are allowed, respectively, to the County Treasurer and 
Sheriff, which fees and costs shall be enforcible and collectible in 

the same manner as fees and costs under county and State tax ex- 

ecutions and on sales thereunder. In addition to the annual tax 
authorized under this Section, the City Council shall have the right 

to levy such further annual tax as may be necessary to pay the 

interest on all outstanding bonds issued by said city or town and 
to create the necessary sinking funds for the redemption of said 
bonds at their respective maturities. All such additional taxes as 
have heretofore been levied for the purpose of paying interest on 
bonds and creating sinking funds are hereby validated in all respects : 
Provided, however, That no city shall have power to extend by 
- ordinance the lien herein provided for a longer term than three years 

after said tax shall become due and payable: Provided, That the 
Town of Bamberg shall include the levy for the health and drainage 

district in the per cent allowed under the provisions of this Section: 

Provided, further, That nothing in this Act contained shall be so 

construed as to prevent any city or town, the fiscal year of which 

differs from the fiscal year of the State, from enforcing payment of 

its taxes and penalties and executions therefor, according to the fiscal 

year of such city or town.

Known as Act 
No. 498, Approved the 24th of February, 1922, in so 
far as Same Relates to the June Term of the Court of 
Common Pleas. 


Section 1. Act (1922, XXXII Stats., 841), Amended— 
Jury Trials at Summer Term of Common Pleas for Green- 
ville County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Section 1 of an Act entitled “An Act to 
Amend the Law Relating to the Time for Holding the Courts of 
the Thirteenth Circuit,’ known as’Act No. 498, and approved the 
24th day of February, 1922, be and the same is hereby amended by 
striking out on lines 12 and 13 of said Section the following: “At 
which term only equity cases and matters shall be heard,” so that 
said Section when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 1. That the Courts of the Thirteenth Circuit shall be 
held as now provided by law, except in the County of Greenville. 
In the County of Greenville, the Courts shall be held as follows: 
The Court of General Sessions, at Greenville on the second Monday 
in January for two weeks ; the Court of Common Pleas, on the first 
Monday in February, for two weeks. The Court of General Ses- 
sions on second Monday in March, for two weeks; the Court of 
Common Pleas on the first Monday in April, for two weeks. The 
Court of General Sessions on the second Monday in May, for two 
’ weeks; the Court of Common Pleas on the second Monday in June, 
for two weeks.

AN ACT to Amend Section 394 of the 1922 Criminal Code 
so as to Enlarge the Fines Therein Provided for. 


Section 1. Sec. 394, Code 1922, Vol. I1, Amended— 
Penalty for Practice of Embalming without License.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Section 394 of the Criminal Code of 1922 of the State of South 
Carolina, be, and the same is hereby amended by striking out the 
word “five” on the fifth line of said Section and substituting therefor 
the words “one hundred,” and further amended by striking out the 
word “one” on line six of said Section and substituting therefor the 
word “five,” so that said Section when so amended shall read as 
follows : 


“Section 394. Any person who shall practice or hold himself or 
herself out as practicing embalming, without having complied with 
the provisions of Article 5, Chapter XXIII, Civil Code, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof in any Court 
of competent jurisdiction, shall be sentenced to pay a fine of not 
less than One Hundred Dollars nor more than Five Hundred Dol- 
lars for each and every offense. All fines assessed for the violation 
of any of the provisions of said Article shall be paid into the public 
school fund of this State.”

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction and Maintenance 


of Highways in the Several Townships of the County 
of York. ; 


Section 1. Control of Chaingang in York County—Pro- 
viso.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the work and control of the chaingang of 
York County shall at all times be under the exclusive supervision 
and direction of the County Supervisor: Provided, That the chain- 
gang shall be used on the main highways as now provided for in 
Sections 3250 and 20 of the Code of Laws of 1922, Volume III. 


§ 2. Engineer.—The County Supervisor and the County 
Commissioners may employ an engineer for such time as in their 
judgment may be necessary, fix a responsible compensation and 
prescribe his duties and powers. 


§ 3. Bridges—Contracts—Approval of Claims—Liabi- 
lity for Damages.—Highways in the County where bridges are to 
be rebuilt over streams of thirty-five feet or over in width, stone or 
concrete piers or abutments, and span the same with an iron or steel 
reinforced concrete bridges, or use the chaingang for said purpose, 
made absolutely or providentially necessary. ‘They may let con- 
tracts, after public notice, for the erection of piers or abutments or 
reinforced concrete bridges, or use the chaingang for said purpose, 
if in their judgment it can be done cheaper; and all contracts for 
iron or steel stands shall be let to the lowest responsible bidder, as 
per plans and specifications furnished by the engineer when so em- 
ployed. They may let all contracts for the other bridges or public 
works, after notice, to the lowest responsible bidder, when the 
amount is likely to exceed Fifty Dollars ; and the County Supervisor 
and the County Engineer, when employed, shall personally inspect 
all work done under contract, and unless the contract is fully com- 
plied with the claim shall not be valid; and all claims shall be ap- 
proved by the County Supervisor certified to by the engineer, when 
employed, and approved by a majority of the Board of County Com- 
missioners, before being paid by the County Treasurer. All such 
claims shall be paid out of the County Bridge Fund. The County 
Supervisor shall inspect the work of the Township Commissioners 
once a year, noting the deficiencies, if any, and incorporate the same 
in his annual report and file a copy of the same in his office: Pro- 
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vided, That the contracts for the construction and repair of all 
bridges in the County over ten feet in length shall be under the 
supervision and direction of the County Supervisor and County 
Commissioners, and that all such bridges shall be paid for out of 
the County Bridge Fund, and the County shall be responsible for all 
damages recovered from defects in said bridges. 


§ 4. Power of County Board of Commissioners.—The 
County Supervisor and County Commissioners shall, in their discre- 
tion, have the right and power to open up new roads, relocate, dis- 
continue, or change locations of old ones. They shall have the right 
to condemn land, surface, soil, trees or other material adjoining or 
near to the road for the purpose of relocating, widening, improving 
or constructing public highways; in case the rights of way, surface, 
soil, trees or other material cannot be secured by donation or agree- 
ment, the same may be taken for the use herein mentioned and the 
landowner may afterwards be compensated as in condemnation of 
rights of way as now provided by law. 


§ 5. Duties of County Supervisor.—The County Supervisor 
shall keep his office open at least one day each week. He shall keep 
on file all of his reports, and the reports of the Township Commis- 
sioners, in a systematic order for the inspection of the Grand Jury 
and the public. He shall call a meeting of the Township Commis- 
sioners the Wednesday after the first Monday in January each year 
to be held in his office for conference, interchange of views for 
working roads, and making suggestions for the improvement of the 
public road work. 


§ 6. Clerk.—The Clerk of the County Commissioners shall 
keep a detailed account of all transactions in regard to the various 
sections in a book specially provided for that purpose, which shall 
at all times be open to public inspection. 


§ 7. Annual Tax—Commutation Tax.—For maintenance 
and improvement of the public roads and highways, and for the 
building and repair of all bridges in said County, there shall be levied. 
an annual tax of two (2) mills on all real and personal property, 
which shall be levied and collected as all other taxes and at the same 
time; in addition to above levy of two mills on real and personal 
property for roads and bridges, there shall be a road tax of three © 
dollars on all male citizens in said County, between the ages of 
twenty-one and fifty-five years inclusive, except in the incorporated 
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cities and towns, and except persons who are deaf, dumb, blind, or 
wholly disabled, which road tax shall be levied and collected as all 
other taxes and at the same time: Provided, further, That any 
such citizen reaching his majority of twenty-one years of age by the 
first day of January of any year, shall become subject to the pay- 
ment of such tax for said year. 


§ 8. Allotment of Tax Funds.—The County Supervisor 
shall, from time to time, as collected, place to the separate credit of 
each township in a ledger kept for that purpose, any and all funds 
raised in said township by the two mills tax levy for roads and 
bridges, except that part of same derived from said two mill tax 
on insurance companies, express companies, telegraph and telephone 
companies, railroads and other like companies, which do not return 
their property by townships, which shall be kept as a separate county 
fund for the building and repair of bridges. All sums received 
from the commutation road tax, special tax for road purposes, and 
all other sources for roads and bridge purposes, each township road 
_ fund is to be kept separate and paid out as hereinafter provided, 
and the county treasurer shall make monthly settlements with the 
Township Commissioners and County Supervisor for the funds be- 
longing to each township road and bridge fund. 


§ 9. North-South Highway—Rock Hill-McConnellsville 
Road.—It shall be the duty of the County Supervisor and 
County Commissioners, whenever they begin the opening, building 
and grading of the main north-south highway, as now provided for 
by law to run through Fort Mill, Ebenezer, Catawba and Bethesda 
Townships to the Chester County line, to begin construction work 
at the most practcial point on the North Carolina line in Fort Mill 
Township, and to continue same through the Flint Hill and Gold 
Hill sections of Fort Mill township to the point they may consider 
best to connect with the highway from the town of Fort Mill to the 
Steel Creek Section of Mecklenberg County, North Carolina, fol- 
lowing as closely as practicable the road now running through Flint 
Hill and Gold Hill Sections of Fort Mill Township. Immediately 
upon completion of the Fort Mill work, the chaingang shall con- 
struct the road from Rock Hill to McConnellsville by the most practi- 
able route, and which will serve the greatest number of people. 


§ 10. Boards of Township Commissioners.—Upon the rec- 
ommendation of a majority of the York County Delegation in the 
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General Assembly, the Governor shall appoint three Commissioners 
in each Township, who shall be resident freeholders in said town- 
ship, and who shall be known as the Township Commission, who 
shall serve for two years, or until their successors are appointed and 
qualified, unless sooner removed by Resolution or Act of the General 
Assembly, or for cause by the Governor. They shall give bond, 
either personal or in some approved surety company, payable to the 
County Treasurer, for the benefit of the township in the sum of 
Five Hundred Dollars for the faithful discharge of their official 
duties. Any vacancies in said Board of Township Commissioners 
caused by death, resignation, or otherwise, shall be filled by appoint- 
ment by the Governor, as herein provided. 


§ 11. Organization—Vouchers—Compensation.—That 
said Township Commission shall elect from among their number 
a Chairman and a Clerk, who shall sign and countersign all vouchers 
issued out of their office and who shall receive as compensation for 
their services each the sum of Seventy-five Dollars per annum, and 
the other members of the said Commission shall receive as compensa- 
tion for his services the sum of Sixty Dollars per annum. 


§ 12. Contracts—Repair of Roads—Road Superinten- 
dent.—The said Township Commission may let contracts for the 
working of all sections of roads and the construction and repair of 
all bridges in their respective townships not over ten feet in length. 
It shall be the duty of the Township Commission to keep the roads 
constructed or improved by them in repair, and for this purpose they 
shall use the funds arising from the tax levies and the commutation 
road tax, as provided by law. They may employ, as they deem nec- 
essary, a competent road superintendent, whose duty shall be to 
superintend the construction, repairing and maintenance of public 
roads and highways of the township and perform such duties as 
the said Township Commission may deem to be for the best interest 
of the roads and highways of the township at a reasonable salary, 
to be determined by the said Township Commissioners. The said 
road superintendent shall enter into surety bond to be approved by 
the said Township Commissioners in the sum of Two Thousand 
Dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance of his official 
duties, the premiums on said bond to be paid out of the road funds 
of the township. 
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§ 13. Contract for Road Work—Condemnation—Rec- 
ords—Annual Loans.—It shall be the duty of the Township Com- 
mission to keep the roads constructed or improved by them in repair, 
and for this purpose they shall use the funds arising from the 
tax levies and the commutation road tax, as provided by law. They 
may divide the roads to be improved or repaired into sections of 
not less than one-half mile, or more than five miles, for the purpose 
of letting the same out for construction or improvement by con- 
tract to the lowest responsible bidder, according to plans and specifi- 
cations to be furnished by the said Township Commissioners, .of 
the letting of which contract ten days’ notice shall be given in 
at least four public places in the township in which the section or 
sections of road are to be let, of the time and place of the letting - 
of said contract, reserving in said notice the right to reject any 
and all bids; in case any sections are not let on bids, the Township 
Commissioners shall have such section improved and repaired by 
hired labor. The successful bidder shall enter into a bond for the 
faithful performance of his duty in double the amount of his bid. 
They shall have the right to condemn land, soil, trees, or other 
material adjoining or near the road, for the purpose of relocating, 
widening, improving, and repairing public roads: In case the right 
of way surface, soil, trees, or other material cannot be secured by 
donation or agreement, the same may be taken for the use herein 
mentioned, and the landowner may afterwards be compensated as 
in condemnation of rights of ways as now provided for by law. 
The Township Commissioners shall keep a book, open for public 
inspection at all reasonable times, setting forth all contracts made 
by it for the repairing and maintenance of public roads, which book 
may be inspected by the Grand Jury: Provided, That the Township 
Commission is hereby empowered to borrow for road purposes a 
sum of money not to exceed the amount accruing to their respective 
townships, from the tax levies and commutation road tax provided 
for by law, and pledge such tax levies as security thereof. 


§ 14. Bridges—Inspection of Road Work—-Claims— 
Proviso.—The Township Commission herein provided for shall ex- 
pend the township road road fund belonging to their respective town- 
ships for the improvement and maintenance of the public roads in 
their respective townships, for the construction of such bridges as 
are not over ten feet in length. They shall inspect, or cause to be 
inspected, all work done on the public roads in their townships, by 
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contract, or otherwise, and shall approve every claim against their 
township road and bridge fund. No Township Commission shall 
expend annually more than the amount of funds belonging to their 
township road and bridge fund: Provided, That the contracts for 
construction and repair of all bridges in the county over ten feet in 
length shall be under the supervision of the County Supervisor and 
County Commissioners, and that all such bridges shall be paid for 
out of the county bridge fund. 


§ 15. Machinery and Tools—Care—Inventories—Use. 
-—Each Township Commission may purchase for their township 
from the township road funds hereinafter provided for, such 
machines, road plows, scrapers and tools as may be necessary, or 
hire teams for the purpose of working and maintaining the roads 
in good condition. They shall be responsible for the township ma- 
chines, implements and tools and shall render an itemized state- 
ment of same on or before July Ist of each year to the County Super- 
visor for file in his office showing the amount expended and the 
value of implements, etc., on hand, and none of said machines, tools 
or implements belonging to any township shall be used otherwise 
than on the public roads of said township. 


§ 16. Township Road Funds.—The Township road fund 
shall consist of: (a) the funds arising from the two mill tax levy 
now provided by law; (b) the commutation road tax now provided 
by law: (c) and any funds arising from a local or special tax, or 
otherwise for roads and bridges in any of said townships for road 
purposes. 


§ 17. Use of Funds—Vouchers.—The salary of each of the 
Township Commissioners and all labor hired by them, all moneys 
due on contract for the purchase of materials and machines for 
maintenance and improvements of roads and building and repair of 
bridges, as hereinbefore provided, shall be paid by the County 
Treasurer from said township road and bridge fund, after the sworn 
itemized bills for same have been approved by the Township Com- 
mission upon warrants of the Chairman of the Township Com- 
missioners, countersigned by the Secretary thereof, and said war- 
rant shall indicate the purpose and same shall be a good and suffi- 
cient voucher for the Treasurer. 


§ 18. Township Highway Commission.—In case any town- 
ship that has heretofore issued bonds by an Act to enable town- 
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ships in York County to issue bonds for roads, approved the 11th 
day of March, A. D. 1919, or may hereafter issue bonds for roads, 
the Township Highway Commission provided for by said Act shall 
constitute and exercise all the powers and duties of the Township 
Commissioners provided for by this Act: Provided, That the Town- 
ship Commission for Fort Mill Township created by an Act of the 
General Assembly of 1922, is hereby continued, with terms of office 
of the members thereto to remain as now provided by law and 
vacancies on said commission to be filled as now provided by law. 


§ 19. All Acts inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed. 


§ 20. This Act shall take effect January 1, 1928.

AN ACT Directing the County Treasurer of Barnwell 
County to Require of any Bank or Trust Company with 
Which he Shall Deposit County Funds to Execute and 
Deliver to Barnwell County an Indemnity Bond, Equal 
in Amount to Three-Fourths of Such Deposits, or 
Deliver United States Government Bonds, County, 
Municipal or School District Bonds, or Notes, of Barn- 
well County, in an Equal Amount, and to Provide 
Penalties for the Violation of the Provisions of this Act. 


Section 1. County Treasurer of Barnwell County to Re- 
quire Security for Deposits—Amount—Kind—Proviso.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That it shall be unlawful for the Treasurer of Barnwell County 
to deposit public funds in his hands with any bank or trust com- 
pany, unless such bank or trust company shall execute an indemnity 
bond in favor of Barnwell County in an amount equal to three- 
fourths of the amount of the contemplated deposit, or make an as- 
signment in blank of United States Government, Federal Land Bank, 
County, Municipal, School District Bonds, or notes of Barnwell 
County having par value in an amount equal to the amount of three- 
fourths the contemplated deposit : Provided, That when an indemnity 
bond is used the premium shall be deducted from the interest earn- 
ings on such deposit. 
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§ 2. Penalties for Violation.—Any conviction for the viola- 
tion of this Act shall be deemed sufficient grounds for removal of 
said Treasurer from office, and the punishment for such violation, 
upon conviction, shall be fine, or imprisonment, or both, in the 
discretion of the Court. 


§ 3. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 4. That this Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Ratify a Joint Resolution to Amend Section 5, 
‘Article X, of the Constitution of South Carolina, Relat- 
ing to the Limit of the Bonded Debt of School Districis 
by Adding a Proviso Thereto as to Bishopville School 
District No. 1, of Lee County, South Carolina. 


Whereas, The General Assembly did, by a Joint Resolution, ap- 
-proved the 15th day of March, A. D. 1926, submit to the qualified 
electors of the State of the general election for representatives held 
next hereafter an amendment to Section 5, Article X, of the Con- 
stitution of the State of South Carolina, by adding a proviso thereto 
as to Bishopville School District No. 1, of Lee County, South Caro- 
lina; and 


Whereas, a majority of the electors qualified to vote for members 
of the General Assembly voting thereon at the general election next 
succeeding the passage of the Joint Resolution did vote in favor of 
the said amendment; Therefore 


Section 1. Amendment to Art. X, Sec. 5, Constitution 
Ratified—School District No. 1, Lee County.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly- of the State of South Carolina: That the 
amendment to Section 5, Article X of the Constitution of South 
Carolina, relating to the limit of the bonded debt of school districts 
by adding a proviso thereto as to Bishopville School District No. 
1, of Lee County, South Carolina, submitted by the last General 
Assembly to the qualified electors of the State at the general election 
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for representatives held next thereafter, and upon which a majority 
cf the electors qualified to vote for members of the General Assembly 
voting thereon at said general election voted in favor thereof, be, 
and the same is hereby, ratified and made a part of the Constitution 
of the State of South Carolina, in form and words as follows: Pro- 
vided, further, That the limitations imposed by this Section shall 
not apply to Bishopville School District No. 1, of Lee County, said 
school district being hereby authorized to vote bonds to an amount 
not to exceed fifteen (15) per cent, of the value of all taxable prop- 
erty in the territory embraced in said school district as valued for 
taxation by the State under such restrictions and limitations as the 
General Assembly may prescribe, and where the question of in- 
curring such indebtedness is submitted to the qualified electors of 
said school district as provided in the Constitution upon the ques- 
tion of bonded indebtedness. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Further Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to 
Amend Section 2 of an Act Entitled ‘An Act to Provide 
for the Payment of Salaries of School Teachers in all 
Schools in South Carolina and to Appropriate Funds to 
Meet Same,’ ” Known as Act 539 of Acts 1924, by Add- 
ing a Proviso Thereto as to Dillon County, Appearing 
as Act 545, Acts 1926, Page 987, so as to Provide an 
Increase in the Additional Levy of Three (3) Mills in 
Certain School Districts of Dillon County. 


Section 1. Act (1926, XXXIV, Stats., 987), Amended— 
School Levy in Dillon County.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That an Act entitled 
“An Act to Amend Section 2 of an Act entitled ‘An Act to Provide 
for the Payment of Salaries of School Teachers in all Schools in 
South Carolina, and to Appropriate Funds to Meet Same,’ Known as 
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Act 539 of Acts 1924, by adding a proviso thereto as to Dillon 
County, appearing as No. 545, Acts, 1926, Page 987, be further 
amended by striking out the words “two” and the figure “2” after 
the word “additional” on line 19, and inserting in lieu thereof the 
word “three” and by adding on line 20 the figure 4 and a comma 
before 8, and the figure 12 and a comma after 8 and a comma, so 
that said Section when so amended shall read as follows: Section 2. 
To meet the amount provided for in Section 1 of this Act, there is 
hereby levied upon all the taxable property of each County of this 
State four (4) mills, and in addition thereto the Constitutional three 
(3) mill tax in each school district, which levy of four (4) mills and 
the Constitutional three (3) mill tax shall be supplemented by an ap- 
propriation from the State in order to provide for the payment of the 
salaries for the six months term, as provided for in Section 1: Pro- 
vided, That each district or County shall be required to provide a 
sufficient amount to continue for one additional month its school 
or schools, in order to participate in the revenues provided in this 
Act: Provided, however, That in the County of Dillon the Auditor 
of said County shall levy a tax on all of the taxable property of 
the County sufficient to pay the salaries of all the teachers in all of 
the public schools in said county of Dillon for a period of two 
months on the basis of the schedules of salaries provided for in the 
following Sections of this Act: Provided, further, That the County 
Board of Education may, in its discretion, levy an additional one 
(1) mill on such districts as it deems advisable for the purpose of 
paying excess salaries, and may levy an additional three (3) mills 
in districts Nos. 4, 8, 12, 14 and 20 for the purpose of paying the 
salaries of elementary teachers for the ninth month: Provided, 
- further, That the levy or levies provided for in this Act, and the levy 
provided for in an Act known as Act No. 324 of the Acts of 1925 
shall be in lieu of all other levies in the school districts of Dillon 
County, except levies for bond purposes. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Create a County Board of Commissioners for' 
Anderson County, to Prescribe the Method of Appoint- 
ment and Tenure of Office, to Define the Powers and 
Duties and to Fix its Compensation. 


Section 1. County Board of Commissioners for Anderson 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That in the County of Anderson there shall be two 
County Commissions who, with the County Supervisor, shall con- 
stitute the County Board of Commissioners. 


§ 2. Appointment—Terms.—Upon the approval of this 
Act, the two Commissioners herein provided for shall be appointed 
by the Governor upon the recommendation of the members of the 
General Assembly from Anderson County, or a majority of them. 
They shall assume office and enter upon the discharge of their duties 
as soon as they are appointed and qualify, and their term of office 
shall be for two years and until their successors are appointed and 
qualified. 


§ 3. Chairman.—The said two Commissioners, with the 
County Supervisor as now provided by law, shall constitute and be 
known as the County Board of Commissioners, the Supervisor being 
the Chairman of said Board. 


§ 4. Duties.—In addition to the general duties now required 
by law governing the powers and duties of County Commissioners, 
it shall be the further duty of each Commissioner to look after the 
maintenance and upkeep of the roads and bridges of that section of 
Anderson’ County which shall be assigned to hith by the County 
Board of Commissioners, to see that the cross county roads therein 
are worked and kept in repair, to make frequent inspection of the 
public highways in his said section, and to report their condition 
and needs to the County Board of Commissioners for proper atten- 
tion. 


§ 5. Not to Contract with County—Penalty.—The Com- 
missioners herein provided shall not enter into any contract to sell 
supplies to the County, or to furnish labor for any of the County’s 
public works, and any sale of supplies to the County, or any labor 
furnished, by any commissioner, which is to be paid for out of 
County funds, shall be sufficient cause for his removal from office. 
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§ 6. Purchases.—The Board of County Commissioners, be- 
fore purchasing or placing an order for equipment, material, supplies, 
goods, wares and merchandise, or for anything whatsoever needed 
and used for County purposes, shall advertise, give reasonable 
notice for bids, in at least two issues of some newspaper or large 
circulation in Anderson County, asking for binds for equipment, 
material, supplies, goods, wares or merchandise that may be needed, 
and shall place an order or orders with the lowest bidder, or may 
reject any or all bids: Provided, That when a majority of the County 
Board of Commissioners deem it to the best interest of Anderson 
County, and shall so state in writing, such purchase or placing of 
order may be done by said Board or mafority thereof at private 
sale. 


§ 7. Violation of Act Malfeasance—Penalty.—Any 
member of said Board of County Commissioners, or any employee 
thereof, who violates any of the provisions of this Act, shall be guilty 
of malfeasance in office and shall be subject to removal in addition to 
the punishment now provided by law. 


§ 8. Compensation.—Ejach of the two Commissioners herein 
provided for shall receive for his service a salary of Six Hundred 
($600.00) Dollars per annum, payable monthly. 


§ 9. That all Acts and parts of Acts in conflict herewith be, 
and the same are hereby, repealed. 


§ 10. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend the Third Paragraph of Section 261, 
Volume 2, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, so 
as to Change the Time for Traffic in Seed Cotton in 
Greenwood County. 


Section 1. Sec. 261, Code 1922, Vol. 2, Amended—Time 
for Traffic in Seed Cotton in Greenwood County.—Be it: 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
paragraph three of Section 261, Volume 2, Code of Laws of South 
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Carolina, 1922,'be and the same is hereby amended by striking out 
on line four of the third paragraph of said Section the word 
“County” and inserting in lieu thereof the word “Counties.” 


Amend further by adding after the word “Laurens” on line four 
of said paragraph the words “and Greenwood.” 


Amend further by striking out the word “Greenwood” on line six 
of said paragraph, so that the said paragraph of said Section when 
amended shall read as follows: , 


“Any person who shall engage in the traffic of seed cotton within 
the period beginning August 15, and ending December 20, except 
in the Counties of Chesterfield and Marlboro, where they shall be 
licensed from January 1 to August 1; and except in the Counties 
of Laurens and Greenwood, where they shall be licensed, from 
February 1, to April 30; and except in the Counties of Lancaster, 
Lee and Kershaw, where they shall be licensed from April 1 to 
July 31; and except in the County of York, where they shall be 
licensed from May 1 to August 1; and except in the Counties of 
Williamsburg and Georgetown, where they shall be licensed from 
December 15 to August 1; and except in the County of Sumter, 
where they shall be licensed from January 20 to August 1 in each 
year, of any year without license, as herein provided, or between 
the hours of sunset and sunrise, or who shall fail to keep the book 
or record, as herein provided, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and on conviction shall be punished by a fine of not ex- 
ceeding One Hundred Dollars or imprisonment at the discretion of 
the Court.” 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

‘AN ACT to Amend Section 2487, Volume 3, Civil Code of 
South Carolina, 1922, so as to Fix the Qualifications for 
Embalmers within South Carolina. 


Section 1. Sec. 2487, Code 1922, Vol. 3, Amended— 
Qualifications of Embalmers.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 2487, Civil 
Code of South Carolina 1922, be amended in the particulars and 
manner following, to wit: 


(1) By striking out the word “six” on the 13th line of said Sec- 
tion and substituting therefor the word “three.” 


(2) By striking out the words “three months” on the 15th line 
thereof and substituting therefor the words “one year.” 


(3) By striking out that portion thereof commencing with the 
word “or” on the 15th line and continuing through and including 
the word “school” on the 16th line. 


(4) By striking out that portion thereof beginning on the 25th 
line and immediately following the word “Provided” and continu- 
ing through and including the word “law” on line 30, and substitut- 
ing therefor the following, to wit: 


“That any person who has engaged for three years in the practice 
of embalming dead human bodies under a license issued by the duly 
constituted authorities of any State, may appear for examination 
before the said State Board and receive such license if found en- 
titled thereto under the provisions of this Statute, whether such three 
months’ course has been taken by him or her or not.” 


(5) By striking out the words “One Dollar” on line 33 and sub- 
stituting therefor the words: “ Two Dollars.” 


So that the said Section when so amended shall read as follows: 
(2487) Every person desiring to engage in the practice of embalm- 
ing dead human bodies within the State of South Carolina, shall 
make a written application to the State Board of Embalming for 
a license, accompanying the same with a license fee of ten dollars, 
whereupon the applicant, as aforesaid, shall present himself or her- 
self before said Board at a time and place fixed by said Board, and 
if the Board shall find, upon examination, that the applicant is of 
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good moral character, possessed of skill and knowledge of embalm- 
ing, anatomy and the care and disposition of the dead and has a 
reasonable knowledge of sanitation and the disinfection of bodies of 
diseased persons, and the apartment, clothing and bedding in cases 
of death from infectious and contagious diseases, and has attended 
a school of embalming of recognized standards and merits as de- 
termined by said Board, and taken a three months’ course therein 
and served with an embalmer holding a license from the duly con- 
stituted authorities of any State for one year, the Board shall issue 
to said applicant a license to practice embalming and the care and 
disposition of the dead, and shall register such applicant as a duly 
licensed embalmer. Such license shall be signed by a majority of 
the Board and attested by its seal. All persons receiving a license 
under the provisions of this Act, shall also register the fact at the 
office of the Board of Health of the City and, where there is no 
Board of Health, with the Clerk of the Town, and, where there is 
no Clerk of the Town, with the nearest Magistrate, where it is 
proposed to carry on said practice, and shall display said license in 
a conspicuous place in the office of such licentiate: Provided, That 
any person who has engaged for three years in the practice of em- 
balming dead human bodies under a license isued by the duly con- 
stituted authorities of any State, may appear for examination before 
the said State Board and receive such license. If found entitled 
thereto under the provisions of statute whether such three months’ 
course has been taken by him or her or not and: Provided, further, 
That all licenses heretofore or hereafter issued by the State Board 
of Embalming of this State shall terminate on the 30th day of June 
of each year, but may be renewed on the day following by making 
payment of Two Dollars to said Board therefor.” 


§ 2. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall be effective immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT Directing the County Treasurer of Richland 
County to Require of any Bank or Trust Company with 
Which he Shall Deposit County Funds to Execute and 
Deliver to Richland County an Indemnity Bond Equal 
in Amount to Such Deposits, or Deliver United States 
Government Bonds, County, Municipal, or School Dis- 
trict Bonds, or Notes of Richland County, in an Equal 
Amount, and to Provide Penalties for the Violation of 
the Provisions of this Act. 


Section 1. County Treasurer of Richland County to Re- 
quire Security for Deposits—Amount—Kind—Proviso.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: It shall be unlawful for the Treasurer of Richland County to 
deposit public funds in his hands with any Bank or Trust Company, 
unless such Bank or Trust Company shall execute an indemnity 
bond in favor of Richland County in an amount equal to the amount 
of the contemplated deposit, or make an assignment in blank of 
United States Government, Federal Land Bank, County, Municipal, 
School District bonds, or notes of Richland County having par 
value in an amount equal to the amount of the contemplated deposit : 
Provided, That when an indemnity bond is used the premium shall 
be deducted from the interest earnings on such deposit. 


§ 2. Penalty for Failure.—Failure, refusal or neglect to 
comply with the provisions of this Act shall be deemed misconduct 
in office and it shall be the duty of the Governor, upon his own 
motion, to remove said County Treasurer summarily from office. 


§ 3. Investment of Sinking Funds.—The Treasurer of 
Richland County shall be authorized and empowered under this 
Act to purchase with any sinking fund which he may have on hand in 
his discretion, Liberty Bonds, United States Federal Land Bonds, or 
the Bonds of the State of South Carolina, or County of Richland, 
or any notes of the County of Richland, with said sinking fund or 
with any other funds which he may have on hand which are not 
subject to the payment of current expenses or current accounts: 
Provided, further, That in no event shall the Treasurer of Richland 
County be allowed to pay any more than the then existing market 
price for said bonds and notes, and in no event shall he pay a pre- 
mium on said bonds and notes in excess of two per cent. thereof ; 
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Provided, further, That upon the Treasurer of Richland County 
complying with the terms of this Section he shall not be held 
accountable for said funds so invested except the amount actually 
paid therefor which shall be represented by the bonds or notes 
purchased. 


§ 4. Sale of Investments.—The Treasurer of Richland 
County shall not be allowed or permitted to sell or dispose of any 
of said bonds or notes referred to in Section 3 hereof except at the 
price paid therefor or an amount in excess thereof without the per- 
mission in writing of the majority of the delegation: in the Legisla- 
ture from Richland County at said time. 


§ 5. Exchange.—The Treasurer of Richland County is 
further authorized to exchange any of said bonds so purchased at 
any time that he may be able to do so for the obligations of Rich- 
land County either by bond or note provided there is no loss to the 
County in said exchange. 


§ 6.- All Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed.

Patrons of Schools in Greenwood County to 
Elect Trustees.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That from and after the lst day of June, 
1927, the patrons of the various schools in Greenwood County may 
elect the trustees for respective school districts.

AN ACT to Further Provide for the Traveling Expenses of 
the Superintendent of Education of Kershaw County. 


Section 1. Additional Expense Allowance for County 
Superintendent of Education for Kershaw County.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That in addition to the amount now provided for the traveling ex- 
penses of the Superintendent of Education of Kershaw County, the 
County Board of Education of Kershaw County may, in its dis- 
cretion, allow annually an additional amount not exceeding two 
hundred dollars per annum to the Superintendent of Education of 
said County to cover the cost of travel, within or without the 
County, and incident to the duties of his office.

AN ACT to Provide a Tax Collector in the County of Mc- 
Cormick, Define His Duties and Powers, and to Fix 
His Compensation. 


Section 1. Tax Collector for McCormick County—Ap- 
pointment—Removal—Bond.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That there shall be ap- 
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pointed in the County of McCormick one discreet person to be known 
as “Tax Collector” which appointment shall be made by, and shall 
be removed by the Governor upon the recommendation of the majority 
of the Legislative Delegation from McCormick County. ‘That he 
shall be required to give bond in the sum of Four Thousand ($4000.- 
00) Dollars, by a surety company, for the faithful performance of 
his duties as said Tax Collector and the Supervisor of said County 
is hereby required to pay all cost and expenses incident to the 
same out of the general funds of said County. 


§ 2. Term.—The term of office of the said Tax Collector 
shall be for one year and until his successor shall have been ap- 
pointed and qualified, and subject to the recommendation of the 
Delegation in the General Assembly. 


§ 3. Tax Executions.—Within sixty days after the expira- 
tion of the time allowed by law for the payment of taxes of any year 
in the County of McCormick the County Treasurer of said County 
shall issue in the name of the State a warrant or execution in 
duplicate against such defaulting taxpayer or taxpayers in his 
County, signed by him in his official capacity, directed to the Tax 
Collector provided for in Section one of this Act, and requiring and 
commanding him to levy the same by distress and sale of so much 
of the defaulting taxpayer’s estate, real or personal, or both, as may 
be sufficient to satisfy the taxes, State, School, County, or Special, 
of such defaulter, specifying therein the correct amount of all his 
taxes as well as the amount of each fund; which warrant or execu- 
tion shall be substantially in form as that now used. 


§ 4. Fees—Cost of Sales—Commissions.—The Treasurer 
for every warrant issued shall add such cost and fees in the follow- 
ing manner: Treasurer, $1.00, and the Tax Collector herein pro- 
vided shall levy and collect from such defaulter, in addition to the 
taxes due and Treasurer’s costs of one dollar as aforesaid, the follow- 
ing fees in the execution of his office, to wit: For serving each 
warrant, $1.00, and mileage at the rate of five (5) cents for each 
mile actually traveled in executing the warrant; for advertising sale, 
twenty-five (25) cents; the actual cost of advertising the sale; for 
making sale and executing deed of conveyance and putting pur- 
chaser in possession $3.00; and for all sums levied as aforesaid, 
five per cent; and the said Tax Collector is prohibited from de- 
manding of collecting any greater sum therefor than is hereby 
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allowed, and no Tax Collector or Treasurer herein shall charge and 
receive any fees upon nulla bona returns: Provided, further, All 
fees herein charged against said execution, except the fees charged 
by the County Treasurer and the actual costs of advertising the 
sale, shall be paid the said Tax Collector for his services: Provided, 
further, That the said County may by majority vote of the Legisla- 
tive Delegation supplement the fees of the said Tax Collector, by 
salary to be provided in the County Supply Bill or otherwise. 


§ 5. Levies—Sales.—Under and by virtue of said warrant or 
execution, the said Tax Collector shall seize and take exclusive 
possession of so much of the defaulting taxpayer’s estate, real or 
personal, or both, as may be necessary to raise the sum of money 
named therein and said charges thereon and proceed to advertise 
and sell same as is provided for Sheriff’s sale under Section 522 
of the Code of Laws, 1922, Volume 3. 


§ 6. Powers Devolved.—lIt is understood and is declared by 
this Act that the power now vested in the Sheriff of McCormick 
County as to collection of delinquent taxes, seizure and sale of 
property, etc., is hereby conferred upon the Tax Collector herein 
named, and they are hereby given full power and authority to carry 
into effect all the laws now pertaining to the execution of delinquent 
taxes, the same as is now provided for the Sheriff of said County, 
and the Sheriff of said County is hereby relieved from the collec- 
tion of any delinquent taxes after the approval of this Act by the 
Governor: Provided, The said Tax Collector shall within ten days 
after his appointment to such office demand upon the County 
Treasurer of McCormick County for lists of all tax executions issued 
by him and then in the hands of the Sheriff of McCormick County, 
and the Treasurer of McCormick County is hereby directed and 
required to furnish such list or lists of tax executions, with the 
names of the delinquents, dates, and amounts, to the said tax col- 
lector within ten (10) days after such demand is made upon him; 
and when such lists have been furnished the said tax collector by 
the said Treasurer as herein required, he shall make immediate 
demand upon the Sheriff of McCormick County for all tax exe- 
cutions in the hands of said Sheriff, and the said Sheriff within ten 
(10) days after such demand is made upon him, is hereby directed 
and required to turn over to the said tax collector all tax executions 
in his hands of every kind and of every year and date whatsoever; 
and the said tax collector shall within ten (10) days after the 
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Sheriff has turned over to him such tax excutions, make a full 
report of same to the County Treasurer, same to be checked by the 
said treasurer and to become chargeable against the tax collector for 
collection; and the said Sheriff of McCormick County is hereby 
directed and required to make within fifteen (15) days after the 
passage of this Act, a full and complete settlement of all taxes col- 
lected by him, to the County Treasurer of McCormick County and 
to pay over all moneys collected by him to the said Treasurer. 


§ 7. Settlement—Reports—Assistance to Auditor—Out- 
standing Executions.—The Tax Collector shall be required to 
make settlement with the Treasurer on the first of every month 
and make a written report upon all executions with respect to non- 
payments, errors, nulla bona returns or any other necessary report, 
so that the County Auditor or other officer charged with that duty 
may check up with the Treasurer. He shall also from time to time 
report to the County Auditor any executions which are uncollectible 
and the Auditor shall so mark it on the tax books. He shall assist 
the County Auditor upon the tax books, firms or corporations, who 
are escaping taxation: Provided, further, The Sheriff of McCormick 
County shall turn over to the Tax Collector herein provided for, 
all tax executions in his hand as soon as practicable after the ap- 
pointment of said Collector and the passage of this Act. 


§ 8. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

lina: That Section 9 of an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for the 
Construction of Highways in the State Highway System Pursuant 
to Reimbursement Agreements between the State Highway System 
and Counties or Road Districts, to Authorize the Issuance of County 
and Road District Bonds for said Purpose and to Provide for the 
Payment of said Bonds and to Provide for the Creation of Road

Providing for the Nomination and Appointment of Trustees 
for Varnville School District in Hampton County. 


Section 1. Nomination of School Trustees in Varnville 
School District, Hampton County—Meetings—Voters—Re- 
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ports.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The Superintendent of Education for Hampton 
County shall issue a call to the citizens residing in Varnville School 
District in Hampton County for a meeting of such citizens to be 
held on or before the first Tuesday in April, 1927, and every two 
years thereafter, for the purpose of nominating trustees for said 
District, the time and place of meeting to be named by said Super- 
intendent, notice of which shall be published in some newspaper 
having circulation in said County, and shall be posted in at least 
three public places in said district for at least two weeks prior 
thereto: Provided, That in case said Superintendent shall fail to issue 
a call for said meeting as herein required, any three patrons of 
said school may call such meeting by giving notice in the manner 
hereinabove provided. Any white citizen of this State who resides 
within said district and returns real or personal property for taxa- 
tion therein or any bona fide resident of said District who is a patron 
of said school shall be eligible to vote and take part in proceedings of 
such meeting. Having assembled pursuant to the call of said 
Superintendent or said patrons, said citizens shall elect from their 
number a Chairman who shall preside over the meeting and a 
Secretary who shall record all proceedings thereof, and said citizens 
shall nominate, under such rules of procedure as they by majority 
vote adopt, three trustees for said school district; and the Secretary 
shall forthwith report the names of those so nominated, certified 
by the Chairman, to the Board of Education for Hampton County. 


§ 2. Appointment—Term—Duties and Powers.—Upon 
receipt of report, as provided in the foregoing Section, the Board 
of Education for Hampton County shall appoint as Trustees of 
said Varnville School District those nominated in accordance with 
the provisions of this Act, and said Trustees shall hold office for a 
term of two years from the date of their appointment and until their 
successors are appointed and qualified, and, when they have duly 
qualified, they shall be charged with all the duties and vested with 
all the powers as now provided by law for the trustees of said 
School District. 


§ 3. Vacancies.—In case of a vacancy occurring on the 
Board of Trustees of said School District, the said County Board 
of Education shall fill such vacancy by appointment, upon the rec- 
ommendation of the other members of said Board, and such ap- 
pointee shall hold office for the unexpired term only.

Section 1.. Tax Collector for Fairfield County—Appoint- 
ment—Removal—Bond.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That there shall be appointed in 
the County of Fairfield one discreet person to be known as Tax 
Collector, whose appointment shall be made by, and who shall be 
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removed by the Governor upon the recommendation of the majority 
of the Legislative Delegation from Fairfield County. That he shall 
be required to give bond in the sum of Four Thousand ($4,000.00) 
Dollars, by a surety company, for the faithful performance of his 
duties as said tax collector and the Supervisor of said County is 
hereby required to pay all cost and expenses incident to the same 
out of the general funds of said County. 


§ 2. Term.—The term of office of the said Tax Collector 
shall be for one year from his appointment, and until his successor 
shall have been appointed and qualified. 


§ 3. Duties and Powers.—The duties and powers of said 
Tax Collector in regard to the collection of taxes shall be as now 
imposed upon or vested in the Sheriff under the laws of this State, 
and he shall in addition have such other duties and powers as are 
hereinafter provided, and the Sheriff of Fairfield County is hereby 
relieved of such duties. 


§ 4. Census of Dogs—of Persons Liable to Poll or Com- 
mutation Tax—Assistance.—Said Tax Collector shall annually 
between the first days of January and April in each year take a 
census of all dogs in Fairfield County and a census of all persons 
liable for poll or commutation taxes and shall cause the same to be 
listed by the County Auditor on the tax books; and in the discharge 
of such duties said Tax Collector shall have authority to call for 
assistance upon the Rural Policemen and the School Trustees of the 
various School Districts. 


§ 5. To Assist Auditor.—Said Tax Collector is further au- 
thorized and directed to assist the County Auditor in striking off 
the tax books the names of persons not properly on said books. 


§ 6. Assessment of Property.—Said Tax Collector is 
further directed to report to the County Auditor any personal or 
real property which he finds is not now listed, or which in his 
opinion is undervalued or overvalued on the tax book and shall 
cause same to be entered upon said tax books at a fair value for 
assessment, his action in this regard being subject to review by the 
County Board of Assessors. 


§ 7. Compensation.—As compensation said Tax Collector 
shall receive all the fees and allowances now allowed by law to 
the Sheriff for levy and collecting tax executions, and shall receive 
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the sum of Twenty-five (25) Cents for each dog which he shall 
list for taxation when same has not been previously returned by 
the owner and he shall receive such further compensation as may be 
determined by the County Delegation, same to be payable out of 
ordinary County funds or out of contingent funds provided for in 
the County Supply Bill.

Section 1. Sec. 21, Code, 1922, Vol. II. Amended— 
Failure to Furnish Medical Attention to Dependents, a’ 
Misdemeanor.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That Section 21, Volume 2, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1922, be, and the same is hereby, amended 
by adding after the word “Lodging” on line four of said Section 
the following “or medical treatment,” so that when so amended 
said Section will read as follows: 


“Section 21. Whoever, being legally liable, either as parent, 
guardian, master or mistress, to provide for any child or children, 
apprentice or servant, idiot or helpless person, necessary food, cloth- 
ing or lodging, or medical treatment, shall wilfully and without 
lawful excuse refuse or neglect to provide the same, or shall unlaw- 
fully and maliciously do, or cause to be done, any bodily harm to 
any such child or children, apprentice, servant, idiot, or helpless 
person, so that the life of such child or children, apprentice, ser- 
vant, idiot or helpless person shall be endangered, or the health or 
comfort of such child, apprentice, servant, idiot, or helpless per- 
son shall have been, or is likely to be, permanently injured, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, 
shall be liable to a fine of not less than two hundred dollars nor 
more than one thousand dollars, or to be imprisoned for any term 
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not exceeding two years, with or without hard labor, one or both, 
at the discretion of the Court.”

That Section 342 of Article 3 of Volume 3 of the Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1922, as amended by an Act of the General Assembly 
of South Carolina for 1925, Designated as Act No. 187 of the Acts 
of the General Assembly for 1925, and appearing at page 282 of said 
Acts of 1925, be, and the same is herby amended as follows: By 
adding a new subdivision to be known as 28-A to be inserted after 
the words “special taxes” and before the figure “29” as follows: 


“28-A. That the Waverly Fraternal Hospital and the Good 
Samaritan Hospital in the City of Columbia, South Carolina, with 
all houses, furniture, real estate and property of every nature and 
kind belonging to the said hospitals and hereafter acquired and used 
for the purpose of said hospital, be and the same are hereby, 
exempt from taxation for County, school, State, municipal and 
special taxes, so that said Section when so amended shall read as 
follows: 


342. That the following property shall be exempt from taxa- 
tion, to wit: All public schools and the grounds actually occupied 
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by them not exceeding in any case three acres. All houses used. 
exclusively for public worship, the books and furniture therein, 
and the grounds actually occupied by them, not exceeding in any 
case two acres, and the parsonage and the lot on which it is situated, 
so long as no income is derived therefrom. All property, real and 
personal, owned by any organized religious society, or denomination, 
and used exclusively for the publication of a religious newspaper 
or other religious publication or publications, and all lands and build- 
ings and the contents thereof that may be owned by any religious 
society or denomination and used exclusively for the convenience 
of any activities or work of such society or denomination, shall be 
exempt from taxation: Provided, That the land hereby exempted 
shall in no single case exceed two acres. All incorporated public 
collegesy academies and institutions of learning, with the funds pro- 
vided for their support and the grounds and the buildings actually 
cccupied by them and not used with a view to pecuniary profit; 
but this provision shall not extend to leasehold estates held by others 
under the authority of any college or other institution of learning. 
All real and personal property, the rents, issues, incomes and profits 
of which have been or shall be given to any city, town, village, 
school district or sub-district in this State exclusively for the en- 
dowment or support of public schools therein, so long as such prop- 
erty or the rents, issues, incomes or profits thereof shall be used or 
applied exclusively for the support of free education in said schools 
by such city, town, village, district or sub-district. All graveyards, 
cemeteries, except such as are held with a view to profit or specula- 
tion in the sale thereof. All property owned exclusively by the 
United States or this State. All buildings owned by Counties and 
used exclusively as court houses, jails or public offices, with the 
grounds on which such buildings are or may be erected, not exceed- 
ing ten acres in any County. All lands, houses, fixtures and property 
owned by any County or City used exclusively for the support of 
the poor. All property belonging to the institutions of purely public 
charity and used exclusively for the maintenance and support of 
such institutions. All fire engines and other implements used in 
the extinguishment of fires, with the buildings and grounds used 
exclusively for the keeping and preservation thereof, when owned 
by any city, town or village, or any fire company organized therein. 
All public squares or grounds and market houses owned by any city, 
village or town and used exclusively for public purposes, and not 
for revenue. All city, town and village halls owned and used ex- 
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clusively for public purposes, and not for revenue, by any city, town 
or village. All water works to supply water for the uses of a town 
or city. The machinery and fixtures connected therewith, and the 
grounds occupied thereby when owned by any city or town. All 
bonds and stocks of this State. Ail municipal bonds in this State 
which, by the terms of this Act under which they are or may be 
issued, are or may be exempted from taxation. All bonds and stocks 
of the United States which are not authorized by the laws of the 
United States to be taxed under State authority. All rents accruing 
from real estate which shall not become due within two months after 
the first day of January of the year in which taxes are to be assessed 
thereon. All of any annuity not payable on or before August first 
of the year for which taxes are to be assessed. All pensions pay- 
able to any person by the United States or any State of the United 
States. All shares of the capital stock of any company or corpora- 
tion which is required to list its capital and property for taxation 
in this State. All the wearing apparel of the person required to 
make the return, and his family. Articles actually provided for the 
present subsistence of the person or his family, to the value of 
One Hundred Dollars. Fair grounds of agricultural and mechanical 
societies when used for purposes of profit. All houses, together 
with the grounds occupied by them, not exceeding in any case three 
acres, together with books, furniture and appurtenances therein, 
belonging to any Young Men’s Christian Association in this State 
-and used by them for the purpose of, or in support of such associa- 
tions are exempt from taxation for State, county, school and municipal 
and special taxes: Provided, That the exemption herein provided for 
‘shall not apply to such portions of the building as may be rented 
for other purposes, All bonds hereafter issued or sold, or to be 
hereafter issued or sold, by the Trustees of any school district, or 
school districts, pursuant to the vote of the majority of the qualified 
voters of such school district, or school districts, voting at an election 
heretofore or hereafter held for the erection of buildings, for equip- 
ment, for maintaining public schools in such districts, or for paying 
indebtedness of such district or districts, shall be exempt from all 
taxation for State, county, municipal or school purposes. All pre- 
‘mises owned in fee by any military organization in this State and 
-used by said organization solely for military purposes, and in case 
any premises owned in fee by such military organization be used 
in part by such military organization for military purposes and part 
for any other purpose, then the County Auditor shall reduce the 
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assessment on such premises in proportion that value of the part 
used solely for military purposes bears to the whole premises. All 
premises belonging to any Young Women’s Christion Association or 
to the Salvation Army in this State and used by them for the pur- 
pose of, or in support of, such association or army: Provided, That 
the exemption herein provided for shall not apply to such portions of 
any buildings as may be rented for other purposes. All bonds here- 
after issued by any city or county. That the South Carolina Baptist 
Hospital ir the City of Columbia, with all houses, furniture and 
property of every kind belonging to said hospital and used for the 
purpose of said hospital, be, and the same is hereby, exempt from 
taxation for State, county, school, municipal and special taxes. That 
the Waverly Fraternal Hospital and the Good Samaritan Hospital 
in the City of Columbia, South Carolina, with all houses, furniture, 
real estate and property of every nature and kind belonging to the 
said hospitals and hereafter acquired and used for the purpose of © 
said hospitals be, and the same is, hereby exempt from taxation for 
county, school, State, municipal and special taxes. All Building and 
Loan Associations heretofore chartered, or hereafter to be chartered, 
under the laws of the State of South Carolina for the purpose of 
lending money to be expended in the erection, repairs or improve- 
ments of buildings in this State, shall be exempt from the payment 
of any State, county or municipal taxes within this State: Provided, 
That no Building and Loan Associations be allowed to make loans 
under the provisions authorized by law to banks, banking houses or 
other corporations or persons, conducting business in the nature of 
banks or banking houses, except in the usual way of lending to in- 
individuals, without discount, and showing the evidence of the in- 
debtedness of such loans to be by promissory notes or bonds and 
secured by mortgages of real estate, or other securities: Provided, 
further, That no Building and Loan Association, or other corpora- 
tion conducting business in the nature of Building and Loan Associa- 
tions, chartered under the laws of this State, and desiring the bene- 
fit of this Act, shall be permitted to lend money to be used in the 
erection, repairs or improvements of the property located without the 
county limits in which they are located. That in computing for taxa- 
tion for State, county or municipal purposes, the true value in money 
in all shares of stock in any bank or banking association doing busi- 
ness in this State, there shall be deducted therefrom so much thereof 
as is invested in United States Liberty Bonds, or other bonds here- 
after to be issued by the United States Government and Federal Farm 
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Loan Bonds of the Federal Land Bank of Columbia, not, however, 
to exceed twenty-five per cent. of the capital stock and surplus of 
such bank or banking institution invested. 


§ 2. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Ratify an Amendment to Section 7, Article VIII, 
and Section 5, Article X, of the Constitution Relating 
to Municipal Bonded Indebtedness, by Adding a Pro- 
viso Thereto as to the Town of Dillon. 


Section 1. Amendment to Art. VIII, Sec. 7 and Art. 
X, Sec. 5, Constitution, Ratified—Bonded Debt of Town 
of Dillon.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the amendment to Section 7, Article 
VIII, and Section 5, Article X, of the Constitution of South 
Carolina, relating to Municipal Bonded Indebtedness, etc., by add- 
ing a proviso thereto as to the Town of Dillon, submitted by 
the last regular General Assembly to the qualified electors at the 
next general election thereafter by a Joint Resolution, upon which 
such amendment a majority of the qualified electors, qualified to 
vote thereon, voted in favor thereof be, and the same is, hereby, 
ratified and made a proviso to Section 7, Article VIII, and Sec- 
tion 5, Article X, of the Constitution of the State of South Caro- 
lina, as follows: 


That the limitations imposed by Section 7, Article VIII, and 
Section 5, Article X, of the Constitution of the State of South 
Carolina, shall not apply to the Town of Dillon, when the proceeds 
of such bonds are applied exclusively for the building, establishing, 
erecting, repairing, extending, improving, paving or maintaining of 
sidewalks, streets, fire department, City or Town Hall and guard 
house for such town, or for any or either of such purposes, or for 
payment of any indebtedness already incurred for any or either of 
such purposes; and when the question of incurring such bonded 
indebtedness is submitted to the qualified electors of said municipa- 
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lity by the Town Council of said Town, and a majority of those 
voting in such election or elections shall vote in favor thereof.

Section 1. Act (1925, XXXIV Stats., 115), Amended—

to Authorize and Empower Municipalities to Own, Operate and 
‘Develop Cemeteries” by striking out the whole of said Section 1 
and substituting in lieu therefor the following: “That the City or 
Town Council of every incorporated city or town in this State of 
more than One Thousand inhabitants is hereby authorized and 
empowered to purchase or otherwise acquire, to own, hold, operate, 
subdivide and develop land for cemetery or burial grounds and to 
dispose of lots or portions of land under such terms and conditions 
as the City or Town Council might direct,” so that said Act when 
amended shall read as follows: 


“(Section 1.) That the City or Town Council of every in- 
corporated city or town in this State, of more than One Thousand 
inhabitants, is hereby authorized and empowered to purchase or 
otherwise acquire, to own, hold, operate, subdivide and develop 
land for cemeteries or burial grounds and to dispose of lots or 
portions of lands under such terms and conditions as the City or 
Town Council might direct. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Create a Commission for the Townships of 
Ebenezer and Catawba in York County for the Pur- 
pose of Having Jurisdiction over the Employment and 
Direction of a Health Nurse for Said Townships, and 
to Provide for the Raising of the Funds to Meet the 
Expense of Same. 


Section 1. Health Nurse Committee Commission for 
Ebenezer and Catawba Townships, York County—Term— 
Removal—Vacancies.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That there is hereby created a 
Commission of three (3) persons, residents of the townships of 
Ebenezer and Catawba in York County, to be known as Health 
Nurse Committee Commission, said Commission to be appointed 
by the Governor upon the recommendation of a majority of the 
members of the General Assembly from York County, and to hold 
their term of office for two (2) years, unless sooner removed for 
cause, and any vacancy in said Commission may be filled by the 
same manner as these are appointed. 


§ 2. Duties.—It shall be the duty of said Commission, after 
duly qualified, to employ a health nurse for the townships of 
Ebenezer and Catawba in York County and direct her activities in 
the performance of her duties as such nurse. 


§ 3. Tax for Salary of Nurse—Loan.—In order to pro- 
vide sufficient funds to pay the compensation of such nurse one- 
half mill is hereby levied upon all of the taxable property in 
Ebenezer and Catawba Townships in York County to be collected 
by the Treasurer, as all other taxes are collected, and placed in the 
Treasurer’s office as a special fund for a health nurse in Ebenezer 
and Catawba Townships: Provided, That the Commission herein 
appointed is authorized and empowered to borrow a sufficient fund 
to pay the salary of said nurse, such fund, however, not to exceed 
the amount to be raised by the one-half mill herein provided for. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Authorize the County Board of Education for 
Laurens County to Call an Election for the Purpose of 
Selecting all Trustees in the Several School Districts 
of Said County, Fixing the Term of Office for Trustees, 
Fixing the Day of Such Election and Providing for the 
Conduct of Same. 


Section 1. School Districts of Laurens County—Election 
of Trustees—Petition—Conduct of Election—Term of Trus- 
tees.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: The number of School Districts and the Trustees of 
the several School Districts in Laurens County shall be as now 
constituted and provided for by law, except as may be altered or 
changed under an election to be held as provided for in this Act. 
The County Board of Education for Laurens County is hereby 
authorized, empowered and required to call an election to be held 
on the first Saturday in May, 1927, in each School District of 
Laurens County when it shall have received a petition requesting 
an election to be held in one or more Districts for the purpose of 
selecting Trustees: Provided, That said petition shall be signed by 
one-fourth of the patrons of the school making such request. The 
County Board of Education shall appoint the Trustees, after the 
election herein provided, for terms of years in their discretion, 
based upon the votes received by the Trustees in any election held 
hereunder. Any or all qualified electors only shall have the right 
to vote at any election held hereunder in the District in which he 
or she resides. The term of office of any Trustee selected under 
the provisions of this Act shall not be less than one year and not 
more than five years. The Superintendent of Education for Laurens. 
County shall give at least ten days’ notice of any election to be held 
hereunder in three public places in the School District to be held at. 
the several school houses in the School Districts, appoint managers. 
and furnish a sufficient number of ballots to be voted thereat; to 
receive the returns in writing, file the same in his or her office as a. 
public record, declare the result and notify the persons elected as 
Trustees as provided for in this Section. The expense for such. 
elections shall be paid from the current school funds of the respec-- 
tive School Districts petitioning elections. 
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§ 2. Election of Successors.—That on the first Saturday in 
May of each year after the election of 1927, and each one year 
thereafter, there shall be held an election to fill the vacancy of any 
retiring Trustees: Provided, The same is ordered in compliance with 
Section 1 of this Act. 


§ 3. Contracts with Teachers.—It shall be unlawful for any 
Board of Trustees as now exists in said County to contract with any 
School Teachers for a period longer than May 31, 1927, and any con- 
tract hereafter made by any School Trustees with Teachers to 
teach in any of the schools of said County shall be null and void 
after the last day of May, 1927, unless the same be ratified and con- 
firmed by the Board of Trustees elected, as provided for in this Act.

1922, by Striking out Sections 3536 and 3544 of Said

Regarding Unfair Discrimination and Sales for the Pur- 
pose of Injuring Competitors. 


Section 1. Secs. 3536 and 3544, Code 1922, Vol. 3, 
Amended.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Sections 3536 and 3544 contained and 
found in Article XIV, Volume 3, Code of Laws 1922, be, and the 
same are hereby repealed, and the following Sections to be known as 
Sections 3536 and 3544, Volume 3, Code of Laws 1922, be inserted 
in lieu thereof, the same to read as follows: 


Section 3536. No. 7. Unlawful to discrimmate unfairly to destroy 
competitor's business. Any person, firm, company, association or 
corporation, foreign or domestic, doing business in the State of South 
Carolina, and engaged in the production, manufacture or distribu- 
tion of any commodity in general use, that for the purpose of in- 
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juring or destroying the business of a competitor in any town, 
village, city or locality discriminate between different purchasers 
of such commodity in general use in such village, town or cities in 
this State, or discriminate between such purchasers in different 
sections, communities, cities or towns of this State, by selling such 
commodity at a lower rate to one purchaser in the same city, town, 
section, community than is charged for said commodity by a person, 
firm, company, association or corporation in another section of 
said city, town, community or locality in this State, after making due 
allowance for the difference, if any, in the grade, or quality, and 
in the actual cost of transportation from the point of production, 
if a raw product, or from the point of manufacture, if a manu- 
factured product, shall be deemed guilty of unfair discrimination, 
which is hereby prohibited and declared to be unlawful: Provided, 
That any plan, scheme, device or agreement which would take away 
or affect to an appreciable extent the business of a competitor and 
thus make it unreasonable financially for such competitor to compete 
with or meet the prices of such seller, shall be deemed and con-: 
sidered unfair discrimination under the terms of this Section, and 
each separate sale or transaction at the price or under the plan com- 
plained of shall be deemed a separate offense under the provisions. 
of this Article: Provided, further, That all proceedings under this 
Section shall be brought in the manner hereinafter required and 
provided, tried in a Court of competent jurisdiction in the same: 
‘ manner that proceedings at law are now tried and heard in such 
courts, 


Section 3544. No. 15. Sales at less than cost for purpose of injur-. 
ing competitors prohibited. If any person, persons, company, partner-- 
ship, association or corporation engaged in the manufacture, sale or 
distribution of any commodity in general use in this State shall, 
with the intent or purpose of driving out competition, or for the pur-- 
pose of financially injuring competitors, sell at less than cost of 
manufacture, or at less than the cost of such commodity bought in 
the open markets plus the freight and other charges to point of 
destination, or give away such product for the purpose of driving: 
out competition, or financially injuring competitors engaged in the- 
manufacture, sale or distribution of such commodity in this State, 
said person, persons, company, partriership, association or corpora- 
tion resorting to this method of securing a‘monopoly in the manu- 
facture, refining, sale or distribution of such commodity in this State,. 
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shall be deemed guilty of a conspiracy to form or secure a trust or 
monopoly in restraint of trade, and further deemed guilty of unfair 
discrimination, which is hereby prohibited and declared to be unlaw- 
ful: Provided, That suit shall be brought in the manner hereinbe- 
fore provided in Section 3537 and the same penalties therein pro- 
vided shall apply, and the Attorney General shall be authorized to 
proceed as provided in other Sections of this Article to enforce the 
provisions thereof: Provided, That each sale so proven under the 
provisions of this Section shall be considered a separate offense.

AN ACT Empowering and Directing the County Board of 
Commissioners for Richland County to Appoint Two 
County Physicians for Said County, Fixing their Duties 
and Compensation, and Repealing an Act Relating to 
the Appointment of Township Physicians for Richland 
County, Known as Act No. 72 of the Acts of 1925. 


Section 1. County Physicians for Richland County—Ap- 
pointment—Term.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the County Board of Commis- 
sioners for Richland County are hereby empowered and directed 
to appoint, each year after the approval of this Act, two (2) rep- 
utable physicians, residents of Richland County, who shall serve 
as County physicians for said County for the term of one (1) year, 
unless sooner removed, and whose duties and compensation shall 
be as hereinafter provided. 


§ 2. Duties.—That it shall be the duty of said County physi- 
cians, appointed as aforesaid, to administer to the pupils of the 
several schools of Richland County all needful typhoid inoculation, 
smallpox vaccination and serum used in the prevention of contagious 
disease: to treat all persons who are subjects of charity within said 
County, placing in the Columbia Hospital such of the charity patients 
as may be necessary for their proper care and treatment; to care for 
and render such medical treatment as may be necessary to all inmates

of the jail, and to prisoners on the chaingang of Richland County: 
Provided, however, Said County physicians shall not be required to 
furnish the necessary drugs in the cases required to be treated by 
them. It shall also be the duty of said County physicians, and they 
are hereby required, to hold all post mortem examinations that may 
be required within said County, the physician to attend and hold such 
examination to be determined by the call of the Coroner in each 
case. It shall likewise be the duty of the said County physicians to 
serve as examiners in all cases of lunacy when called on so to do by 
the Probate Judge of Richland County, and in every such case of 
lunacy arising within Richland County the Probate Judge is hereby 
directed to name at least one of said County physicians to make said 
examination. 


§ 3. Compensation—Substitutes.—That said County physi- 
cians shall receive the sum of Nine Hundred ($900.00) Dollars each 
per annum, payable monthly, as compensation in full for all services 
required of, them under the foregoing provisions of this Act, and in 
lieu of all travel and/or other expenses incurred by them in the per- 
formance of their said duties; and the said County Board of Com- 
missioners shall not approve payment of any other claims whatso- 
ever on behalf of anyone for services required to be rendered by 
the County physicians under the provisions of this Act: Provided, 
however, in case of inability of said County physicians, or either of 
them, to perform said duties when called upon, the said County 
Board of Commissioners may authorize a substitute physician to 
render service, and any sum so paid such substitute physician for 
such services shall be deducted from the salaries herein provided for 
the County physicians. 


§ 4. Removal.—Said County Board of Commissioners are 
hereby authorized and empowered to remove said County physicians 
for cause satisfactory to said Board, and to appoint other physicians, 
residents of Richland County, in their stead. 


§ 5. Act (1925, XXXIV Stats., 108), Repealed.—That 
an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for the Appointment of a Town- 
ship Physician in each Township in the County of Richland, fix 
his Compensation, Duties, etc., Therein and to Regulate the Dis- 
tribution of Serums for the Prevention of Epidemics,” Approved the 
sixth day of March, 1925, and known as Act No. 72 of the Acts 
of 1925, is hereby repealed.

General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That an Act en- 
titled “An Act to amend an Act entitled ‘An Act to provide for a 
State system of hard-surfaced, topsoil.and other dependable types 
of highways in this State, to define and describe said roads and to 
provide funds for construction, for maintenance, and for reimburse- 
ments to counties in certain cases,” known as Act No. 498, Acts 
of General Assembly of 1926, be amended by striking out all under 
the head of Oconee County in Section 1 thereof, and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: 


OCONEE COUNTY 


Hard-surfaced or other dependable types of roads: From Pickens 
County line near Clemson College northwesterly on State Route 
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No. 2, via Courtney, Seneca, West Union to western limits of the 
town of Walhalla, from Seneca southwesterly on State Route No. 
17 via Richland, Westminster, and Madison to the Georgia line at 
Tugaloo River. From Westminster northwesterly on State Route 
No. 18 to Walhalla: Provided, however, That beginning on Route 
No. 2 at the western limits of the Town of Walhalla; westerly over 
Stump House Mountain via W. R. Hunt’s Mountain Rest to Georgia 
State line, shall be sand clay macadamized : Provided, further, That 
nothing in this Act shall relieve from completing National Highway 
from Knox’s Bridge to intersection of Westminster-Fair Play road 
heretofore provided for in special Act: Provided, further, That the 
exact location of the road last mentioned in the foregoing sentence 
shall be within the discretion of the State Highway Commission and 
its engineers. 


Macadam-Surface. From Westminster northwesterly by Long 
Creek Academy to the Georgia line. 


Soft-Surface. From Oakway to Fair Play to the Anderson 
County line. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Raise Revenue for the Support of the State 
Government. 


DOCUMENTARY TAX 


Section 1. Taxes Levied.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That on and after the 
passage of this Act, there shall be levied, collected and paid, for 
and in respect of the several bonds, debentures or certificates of 
stock and indebtedness, and other documents, instruments, matters 
and things mentioned and described in Schedule A of this Act, or for 
or in respect of the vellum, parchment, or paper upon which such in- 
strument, matter, or things, or any of them, are written or printed, 
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by any person who makes, signs, issues, sells, removes, consigns or 
ships the same, or for whose benefit or use the same are made, 
signed, issued, sold, removed, consigned, or shipped, the several taxes 
specified in such schedule. 


§ 2. Exemption, Governmental and Municipal Securi- 
ties.—That there shall not be taxed under this Act any bond, 
note, or other instrument, issued by the United States, or by any 
foreign government, or by any State, Territory, or the District of 
Columbia, or local subdivision thereof, or municipal or other cor- 
poration exercising the taxing power; or any bond of indemnity 
required to be filed by any person to secure payment of any pen- 
sion, allowance, allotment, relief, or insurance by the United States, 
or to secure a duplicate for, or the payment of any bond, note, 
certificate or indebtedness, war-savings certificate, warrant or check 
issued by the United States. 


§ 3. Penalties for Evasion of Stamp Tax.—That who- 
ever: 


(a) Makes, signs, issues, or accepts, or causes to be made, signed, 
issued, or accepted, any instrument, document or paper of any kind, 
or description whatsoever without the full amount of tax thereon 
being duly paid. 


(b) Makes use of any adhesive stamp to denote any tax imposed 
by this Act without cancelling or obliterating such stamps as here- 
inafter provided: ‘ 


Is guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, shall pay a 
fine of not more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or be im- 
prisoned not more than thirty (30) days, for each offense. 


Cancellation of Stamps.—That whenever an adhesive stamp is 
used for denoting any tax imposed by this Act on documents except 
as hereinafter provided, the person using or affixing the same shall 
write, or stamp, or cause to be written or stampted thereon, the in- 
itials of his or its name and date upon which the same is attached or 
used, so that the same may not again be used. Stamps shall be affixed 
in such manner that their removal will require continued application 
of steam or water: Provided, That the South Carolina Tax Commis- 
sion may prescribe such other method for the cancellation of such 
stamps as it may deem expedient. 
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§ 4. Penalties for Fraud in Use or Reuse of Stamps.— 
That whoever : 


(a). Fraudulently cuts, tears, or removes from any vellum, parch- 
ment, paper, instrument, or writing, upon which any tax is imposed 
by this Act, any adhesive stamp used in pursuance of this Act; 


(b) Fraudulently uses, joins, fixes, or places to, with, or upon 
any vellum, parchment, paper, instrument, or writing, upon which 
any tax is imposed by this Act, (1) any adhesive stamp which has 
been cut, torn or removed from any other vellum, parchment, paper, 
instrument, or writing, upon which any tax is imposed by this Act; 
or, (2) any adhesive stamp of insufficient value; or, (3) any forged 
or counterfeited stamp; 


(c) Willfully removes, or alters the cancellation, or defacing 
marks of, or otherwise prepares, any adhesive stamp, with intent 
to use, or cause the same to be used, after it has already been used, 
or knowingly or willfully buys, sells, offers for sale, or gives away, 
any such washed or restored stamp to any person for use, or 
knowingly uses the same ;. 


(d) Knowingly, and without lawful excuse (the burden of proof 
of such excuse being on the accused) has in possession any washed, 
restored or altered stamp, which has been removed from any vellum, 
parchment, paper, instrument, or writing: 


Is guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, 
or by imprisonment for not more than five (5) years, or both. 


§ 5. Distribution of Stamps.—(a) That the South Caro- 
lina Tax Commission shall cause to be prepared and distributed for 
the payment of the taxes prescribed in this Act suitable stamps 
denoting the tax on the document to which the same may be affixed, 
and shall prescribe such method for the affixing of said stamps 
in substitution for or in addition to the method provided in this 
Act, as it may deem expedient. 


(b) Laws Extended for Collection.—AlIl revenue laws relat- 
ing to the assessment and collection of taxes are hereby extended to 
and made a part of this Act, so far as applicable, for the purpose of 
collecting stamp taxes omitted through mistake or fraud from any 
instrument document, paper, or writing named herein. 
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SCHEDULE A 


1. Bonds of Indebtedness.—On all bonds, debentures, or cer- 
tificates of indebtedness issued by any person, and all instruments, 
however termed, issued by any corporation with interest coupons 
or in registered form, known generally as corporate securities, on 
each One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars of face value or fraction 
thereof, Ten ($0.10) Cents: Provided, That every renewal of the 
foregoing shall be taxed as a new issue: Provided, further, That 
when a bond conditioned for the repayment or payment of money 
is given in a penal sum greater than the debt secured, the tax shall be 
based upon the amount secured. 


Mortgages which incorporate the certificate of indebtedness not 
otherwise shown in separate instrument are subject to a tax at the 
same rate. 


2. Capital Stock, Issued.—On each original issue, whether or- 
ganization or reorganization, of certificates of stock, or of profits, 
or of interest in property or accumulations, by any corporation, on 
each One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars of face value or fraction 
thereof Ten ($0.10) cents: Provided, That where a certificate is 
issued without face value, the tax shall be ten ($0.10) cents per 
share, unless the actual value is in excess of One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars per share, in which case the tax shall be Ten ($0.10) Cents 
on each One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars of actual value or fraction 
thereof. 


The stamps representing the tax imposed by this subdivision shall 
be attached to the stock books, and not to the certificates issued. 


3. Capital Stock, Sales or Transfer.—-On all sales, or agree- 
ments to sell, or memoranda of sales or deliveries of, transfers of 
legal title to shares or certificates of stock or of profits or of interest 
in property or accumulations in any corporation, or to rights to sub- 
scribe for or to receive such shares or certificates, whether made 
upon or shown by the books of the corporation, or by any assign- 
ment in blank, or by any delivery, or by any paper or agreement or 
memorandum or other evidence of transfer or sale, whether entitling 
the holder in any manner to the benefit of such stock interest, or 
rights, or not, on each One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars of face value 
or fraction thereof, Four ($0.04) Cents, and where such shares are 
without par or face value, the tax shall be four ($0.04) Cents on 
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the transfér of sale or agreement to sell on each share: Provided, 
That it is not intended by this Act to impose a tax upon an agreement 
evidencing a deposit of certificates as collateral security for money 
loaned thereon, which certificates are not actually sold, nor upon the 
delivery or transfer for such purpose of certificates so deposited, nor 
upon mere loans of stock nor upon the return of stock so loaned: 
Provided, further, That the tax shall not be imposed upon deliveries 
or transfers to a broker for sale, nor upon deliveries or transfers by a 
broker to a customer for whom and upon whose order he has pur- 
chased same, but such deliveries or transfers shall be accompained by 
a certificate setting forth the facts: Provided, further, That in case 
of sale where the evidence of transfer is shown only by the books 
of the corporation, the stamp shall be placed upon such books; and 
where the change of ownership is by transfer of the certificate, the 
stamp shall be placed upon the certificates ; and in cases of an agree- 
ment to sell or where the transfer is by delivery of the certificate 
assigned in blank there shall be made and delivered by the seller to 
the buyer a bill or memorandum of such sale, to which the stamp 
shall be affixed; and every bill or memorandum of sale or agree- 
ment to sell before mentioned shall show the date thereof, the name 
of the seller, the amount of the sale, and the matter or things to 
which it refers. Any person liable to pay the tax as herein pro- 
vided, or anyone who acts in the matter as agent or broker for such 
person, or who makes any such sale, or who in pursuance of any 
such sale delivers any certificate or evidence of the sale of any 
stock, interest or right, or bill or memorandum thereof, as herein 
required, without having the proper stamps affixed thereto with 
intent to evade the forgoing provisions, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, shall pay a fine of not exceeding 
One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or be imprisoned not more than 
thirty (30) days, or both. 


4. Notes, Written Obligations to Pay Money.—Promissory 
notes, except bank notes issued for circulation and executory con- 
tracts for the payment of money which are executed or carried out in 
an instrument of writing to which documentary stamps are affixed; 
non-negotiable notes; written obligations to pay money, except as 
may herein otherwise be provided for; assignment of salaries, wages 
or other compensation ; and for each renewal of same, for a sum not 
exceeding One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, four (4) cents; and 
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for each additional One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or fractional 
part thereof, four (4) cents. 


5. Conveyances.—Deed, instrument, or writing, whereby any 
lands, tenements or other realty sold shall be granted, assigned, trans- 
ferred, or otherwise conveyed to, or vested in, the purchaser or 
purchasers, or any other person or persons, by his, her, or their 
direction, when the consideration or value of the interest or property 
conveyed exclusive of the value of any lien or encumbrance remain- 
ing thereon at the time of sale, exceeds One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars, and does not exceed Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, or 
fractional part thereof, One ($1.00) Dollar, and for each additional 
Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars or fractional part thereof, One 
($1.00) Dollar. 


6. Proxies.—Proxy for voting at any election for officers, or 
meeting for the transaction of business of any corporation, except 
religious, educational, charitable, fraternal, or literary societies, public 
cemeteries, or mutual building and loan associations, Twenty ($0.20) 
Cents. | 


7. Powers of Attorney.—Power of attorney granting author- 
ity to do or perform some act for or in behalf of the grantor, which 
authority is not otherwise vested in the grantee, fifty ($0.50) Cents. 


§ 6. Duties and Powers of Tax Commission.—The South 
Carolina Tax Commission shall administer and enforce the taxes 
imposed by this Act. It shall have power to enter upon the prem- 
ises of any taxpayer and to examine, or cause to be examined by 
any agent or representative designated by it for that purpose, any 
books, papers, records, or memoranda bearing upon the amounts 
of taxes payable and to secure other information directly or indirectly 
concerned in the enforcement of this Act. County Treasurers and 
other County officers, designated by the Tax Commission, shall assist 
in the administration of this Act by distributing regulations, giving 
information, selling stamps, reporting violations of the Act, and in 
other ways not inconsistent with their respective offices, to the extent 
and in the manner required by regulations of the Tax Commission. 


Clerks of Court and Registers of Mesne Conveyance to 
Report Violation.—Clerks of Court and Registers of Mesne Con- 
veyance shall report to the South Carolina Tax Commission the names 
and addresses of any individuals, firms, or corporations who fail to 
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have affixed the required amount of stamps of any conveyance, or 
taxable instrument which may be recorded in their respective offices. 
Any Clerk of Court or Register of Mesne Conveyance who knowingly 
fails to report any such violation within thirty (30) days after the 
recording of any taxable instrument without stamps, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, shall pay a fine of 
not more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars for each offense. 


Administration of Act by Tax Commission.—That the ad- 
ministration of this Act is vested in the South Carolina Tax Com- 
mission, which shall prescribe rules and regulations pertinent to the 
enforcement of this Act. 


BUSINESS LICENSE 


§ 7. Taxes Levied.—That every person, firm or corporation 
doing business within the State of South Carolina and engaging in 
the business of selling such articles or commodities as are named 
in this Section, for the privilege of carrying on such business shall 
be subject to the payment of license tax which shall be-measured by 
and graduated in accordance with the volume of sales of such person, 
firm or corporation within the State. 


License Required.—Every person, partnership or corporation 
engaged in the business of purchasing, selling or distributing within 
this State, cigars, cheroots, stogies, cigarettes, snuffs, smoking or 
chewing tobacco, either or all, shall within thirty (30) days after the 
approval of this Act, file with the South Carolina Tax Commission 
an application for a license permitting them to engage in such busi- 
ness. The application for licenes shall be filed on blanks to be fur- 
nished by the South Carolina Tax Commission for that purpose and 
shall contain a statement including the name of the individual, the 
name of the partnership and of each individual partner, or corpora- 
tion, the Post Office address and the nature of business, whether 
wholesale or retail, in which engaged: Provided, That any person, 
partnership or corporation hereafter intending to engage in the busi- 
ness of buying, selling or distributing cigars, cheroots, stogies, ciga- 
rettes, snuffs, smoking or chewing tobacco, shall, precedent to en- 
gaging in such business, file an application for a license in the manner 
and from hereinabove required. Upon receipt of an application for 
a license to engage in the business above set forth, the South Caro- 
lina Tax Commission shall issue to such applicant a license per- 
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mitting the purchase, sale and distribution of the articles referred 
to in this Section. Such license shall be displayed at all times in 
some conspicuous place easily seen by the public. Nothing herein 
shall be construed as requiring a license for the privilege of buy- 
ing, selling or distributing leaf tobaccos: Provided, further, That 
the Tax Commission may re-classify a person, firm or corporation 
as a wholesaler or retailer as may be just and proper according to 
the business done: Provided, further, That every retail dealer when 
filing application for license shall state the kind and nature of busi- 


ness engaged in, whether drugs, grocery, hardware, general mer- 
chandise, etc. 


License may be Revoked and/or Restored.—In addition to 
the penalties imposed in this Act and after conviction for a second 
offense by a court of competent jurisdiction for any violation of 
the provisions of this Act the South Carolina Tax Commission 
may revoke any license which may have been issued to the party 
or parties adjudged guilty by the Court, and upon good cause shown 
by party whose license has been revoked, may issue a new license 
when, in its discretion, such applicant conforms to the provisions 
of this Act. No license issued permitting the sale and distribution 
of tobacco products shall be transferable, and any license issued to 
any individual, firm or corporation who shall afterwards retire from 
business, shall be cancelled: Provided, That anyone may be allowed to 
operate for ten days after purchase of stock in bulk, pending grant- 
ing of license, upon application made promptly upon such purchase. 


Penalties for Operating without License.—Any person, 
partnership or corporation engaging in the business of buying, sell- 
ing or distributing within this State, cigars, cheroots, stogies, ciga- 
rettes, snuff, smoking or chewing tobacco, without having secured 
the required license from the South Carolina Tax Commission shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, by a court of 
competent jurisdiction, shall be fined not less than Twenty ($20.00) 
Dollars nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or im- 
prisoned not more than thirty (30) days for each and every offense: 
Provided, however, That the provisions set out above shall not apply 
to churches, school and charitable organizations operating booths at 
State, County and Community Fairs: Provided, further, That the 
provisions above shall not apply to school or church entertainments. 
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There shall be levied, assessed, collected and paid in respect to the 
articles containing tobacco enumerated in this Section, the following 
amounts: 


(1) Little Cigars.—Upon cigars of all descriptions made of 
tobacco, or any substitute therefor, and weighing not more than 
three (3) pounds per thousand, one ($0.01) cent for each ten (10) 
cigars, or fraction thereof ; 


(2) Cheroots, Stogies, etc.—Upon cigars of all descriptions 
made of tobacco, or any substitute therefor, and weighing more than 
three (3) pounds per thousand, retailing for three ($0.03) cents 
each, or less Three ($3.00) Dollars per thousand; 


(3) Cigars.—Upon cigars of all descriptions made of tobacco, or 
any substitute therefor, and weighing more than three (3) pounds per 
thousand, retailing for over three ($0.03) cents each, Ten ($10.00) 
Dollars per thousand. 


For the purpose of computing the tax, Cheroots, Stogies, etc., 
are hereby classed as cigars. 


(4) Cigarettes.—Upon all cigarettes made of tobacco, or any 
substitute therefor: Upon each package retailing for five ($0.05) 
cents, or less, one ($0.01) cent; upon each package retailing for more 
than five ($0.05) cents each, an additional one ($0.01) cent for 
each five ($0.05) cents or fractional part thereof of the retail selling 
price in excess of five ($0.05) cents; 


(5) Snuff and Chewing Tobacco.—Upon snuff and chewing 
tobacco, one ($0.01) cent for each three ounces or fractional part 
thereof ; 


(6) Smoking Tobacco.—Upon all smoking tobacco, including 
granulated, plug cut, crimp cut, ready rubbed and other kinds and 
forms of tobacco prepared in such manner as to be suitable for 
smoking in a pipe or cigarette: Upon each package retailing for 
ten ($0.10) cents or less, two ($0.02) cents; Upon each package 
retailing for more than ten ($0.10) cents, an additional one ($0.01) 
cent for each ten cents or fractional part thereof of the retail selling 
price in excess of ten ($0.10) cents. 


(a) Whenever in this Section reference is made to cigars manu- 
factured or imported to sell at not over a certain price each, then 
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in determining the tax to be paid regard shall be had to the ordinary 
retail price of a single cigar. 


(b) When the retail or selling price is referred to in this Act as 
the basis for computing the amount of stamps required on any 
article, it is intended to mean the retail or selling price of the 
article before adding the amount of the tax. 


(7) Cartridges and Shells.—Upon all shot gun or other shells 
Four ($4.00) Dollars per thousand rounds ; 


Upon all cartridges, Four ($4.00) Dollars per thousand rounds. 


(8) Candy.—Upon all candy retailing at eighty ($0.80) cents 
per pound, and above, one ($0.01) cent for each ten ($0.10) cents or 
fraction of the retail price: Provided, That individual factory- 
wrapped packages of candy retailing for ten cents, or less, shall not 
be taxable. 


(9) Playing Cards.—Upon all playing cards a tax of five (5) 
cents on each fifty (50) cents or fractional part thereof of the re- 
tail selling price, the stamps in all such cases to be affixed to the 
individual package. 


(10) Glassware.—Upon cut glass, etched glass and art glass, a 
tax of one ($0.01) cent for each ten (10) cents or fractional part 
thereof of the retail selling price, the stamps on all such articles to 
be affixed to the individual article. 


(11) Sporting Goods.—Upon sporting goods, such as footballs, 
baseballs, gloves, mitts, bats, golf sticks and golf balls, fishing reels 
and other paraphernalia, articles or equipment comprised in the term 
sporting goods a tax of one ($0.01) cent for each ten (10) cents or 
fractional part thereof of the retail selling price, the stamps on all 
such articles to be attached to the individual articles: Provided, That 
no further tax for the privilege of selling ammunition than that 
levied in paragraph seven (7) shall be assessed or collected: Pro- 
vided, further, That no tax shall be imposed hereunder for the 
privilege of dealing in shotguns or marine equipment. 


Method of Paying Tax.—The license taxes imposed by this 
Section shall be paid by affixing stamps in the manner and at the time 
herein set forth: Provided, however, That the South Carolina Tax 
Commission is hereby authorized to promulgate rules and regulations 
governing the affixing of stamps to such products as are enumerated 
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or referred to in paragraphs and items 10 and 11 above, and in the 
event that the said Tax Commission should determine it to be im- 
practicable to affix stamps to such individual articles, then the said 
Commission may provide for the collection of the tax in such manner 
as may be reasonable. 


Method and Time of Affixing Stamps.—In the case of cigars, 
stogies, cheroots and chewing tobacco, the stamps shall be affixed 
to the box, or container, in which or from which normally sold 
at retail: Provided, That wholesalers and jobbers shall affix the 
required stamps within seventy-two (72) hours after such tobacco 
products are received by them: Provided, further, That any retailer 
shall have twenty-four (24) hours within which to affix the stamps 
after such tobacco products are received by him, or them: Provided, 
however, In the event any such tobacco products are manufactured 
within the State of South Carolina, they shall be stamped by the 
manufacturer when and as sold: Provided, however, the Tax Com- 
mission may, in its discretion, where it is practial and reasonable for 
the enforcement of the collection of taxes provided hereunder, 
promulgate such rules and regulations as to permit cigars, stogies 
and cheroots to remain unstamped in the hands of wholesalers and 
jobbers until the original case, or crate, is broken, unpacked or sold. 


In the case of cigarettes, snuff, smoking tobacco, chewing to- 
bacco wrapped in packages of two (2) pounds or less, the stamps 
shall be affixed to each individual package by wholesalers and job- 

. bers within seventy-two (72) hours after such tobacco products are 
received by them and by any retailer within twenty-four (24) hours 
of receipt by him or them of any such products: Provided, however, 
That such goods must be stamped before being sold: Provided, 

. however, In the event any such tobacco products are manufactured 

within the State of South Carolina, they shall be stamped by the 
manufacturer when and as sold: Provided, That all retail dealers 
in tobacco products purchasing or receiving tobacco products from 
without the State, whether the same shall have been ordered through 

a wholesaler or jobber in this State and/or by drop shipment and/or 

otherwise, shall within five days after receipt of the same mail a 

duplicate invoice of all such purchases or receipts to the South 

Carolina Tax Commission. Failure to furnish duplicate invoice 

as required shall be deemed a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, 
be punishable by a fine of not more than One Hundred ($100.00) 
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Dollars for each offense, or imprisonment for a period not exceed- 
ing thirty days. 


In the case of shot gun or other shells, cartridges, and upon all 
candy retailing for eighty (80¢) cents per pound or above, and upon 
playing cards, stamps must be affixed to the box or container in 
which or from which normally sold within twenty-four hours after 
same comes into ‘the possession of the retail dealer unless sooner 
offered for sale. 


In the case of all cut glass, etched glass and art glass and in case 
of sporting goods the stamps must be affixed in the manner provided 
in paragraphs 10 and 11 of this Section by the retailer within twenty- 
four hours after such articles, wares or merchandise shall come 
into his, possession, unless sooner offered for sale. 


The Tax Commission is hereby authorized to promulgate such 
rules and regulations for the affixing of stamps to cut glass, art 
glass, etched glass, and sporting goods as will allow retailers of 
all such commodities a reasonable time after the passage of this 
Act to affix stamps to merchandise on hand on the effective date of 
this Act. 


It is the intent and purpose of this Section to require all manu- 
- facturers within this State, wholesale dealers, jobbers, distributors 
and retail dealers, to affix the stamps provided for in this Section 
to taxable commodities, but when the stamps have been affixed as 
required herein no further or other stamp shall be required under | 
the provisions of this Act regardless of how often such articles may 
be sold or resold within this State. 


Commodities Subject to Confiscation.—Any cigarettes, snuff, 
smoking tobacco or chewing tobacco, cigars, stogies or cheroots - 
found at any point within the State of South Carolina, which said 
cigarettes, snuff, smoking tobacco or chewing tobacco, cigars, 
stogies or cheroots shall have been within the State of South 
Carolina for a period of twenty-four (24) hours, or longer, 
in possession of any retailer or for a period of seventy-two (72) 
hours or longer in possession of any wholesaler or jobber not hav- 
ing affixed to the packages as above defined the stamps, as above 
provided, are hereby declared to be contrabrand goods and the 
same may be seized by the South Carolina Tax Commission, or its 
employees, and/or by any peace officer of the State of South Caro- 
lina, without a warrant and the said goods shall be delivered to the 
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Tax Commission for sale at public auction to the highest bidder 
after due advertisement, but the South Carolina Tax Commission 
before delivering any of said goods so seized shall require the pur- 
chaser to affix the proper amount of stamps to the individual pack- 
ages as above defined. The proceeds of sale for any goods sold 
hereunder shall be turned over to the State Treasurer by the South 
Carolina Tax Commission as other funds collected by said Com- 
mission: Provided, however, That the time limits of twenty-four 
(24) hours or seventy-two (72) hours for affixing said stamps shall 
not apply to any person who, within said time limits shall offer for 
sale, either at wholesale or retail, any of the goods, wares or mer- 
chandise herein enumerated and all such goods, wares or mer- 
chandise when offered for sale, either at wholesale or retail without 
the stamps having been first affixed, shall be subject to confiscation, 
as hereinabove provided: Provided, further, That any vehicle, not 
a common carrier, which may be used for the transportation for the 
purpose of sale of unstamped articles as hereinabove enumerated 
shall likewise be subject to confiscation and sale in the same manner 
as above provided for unstamped goods, wares or merchandise: 
Provided, however, That the provisions requiring the stamping of 
articles herein required to be stamped within a period of seventy- 
two (72) hours, and the provisions for confiscating unstamped 
articles shall apply to manufacturers, wholesalers and jobbers of. 
such articles on and after July Ist, 1927. 


Procedure when Goods Confiscated.—lIn all cases of seizure 
of any goods, wares, merchandise, or other property hereafter made 
as being subject to forfeiture under provisions of this Act which in 
the opinion of the officer, or person making the seizure, are of the 
appraised value of Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars, or more, the said 
officer or person, shall proceed as follows: 


First. He shall cause a list containing a particular description of 
the goods, wares, merchandise, or other property seized to be pre- 
pared in duplicate and an appraisement thereof to be made by three 
sworn appraisers to be selected by him, who shall be respectable 
and disinterested citizens of the State of South Carolina, residing 
within the county wherein the seizure was made. Said list and 
appraisement shall be properly attested by the said officer, or per- 
son, and the said appraisers, for which service each of said ap- 
praisers shall be allowed the sum of One ($1.00) Dollar per day, 
not exceeding two (2) days, to be paid by the South Carolina Tax 
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Commission out of any revenue received by it from the sale of 
business license stamps. 


Second. If the said goods are believed by the officer making the 
seizure to be of less value than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars, no 
appraisement shall be made. The said officer, or person, shall pro- 
ceed to publish a notice for three (3) weeks, in writing, at three 
(3) places in the County where the seizure was made, describing 
the articles and stating the time and place and cause of their seizure 
and requiring any person claiming them to appear and make such 
claim within thirty (30) days from the date of the first publica- 
tion of such notice. 


Third. Any person claiming the said goods, wares, merchandise, 
or other property, so seized as contraband within the time specified 
in the notice may file with the South Carolina Tax Commission a 
claim stating his interest in the articles seized, and may execute a 
bond to the South Carolina Tax Commission in a penal sum equal 
to double the value of said goods so seized, but in no case shall said 
bond be less than the sum of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, with 
sureties to be approved by the Clerk of the Court in the County in 
which the goods are seized, conditioned that in the case of con- 
demnation of the articles so seized, the obligors shall pay to the 
South Carolina Tax Commission the full value of the goods so 
seized and all the costs and expenses of the proceedings to obtain 
such condemnation, including a reasonable attorney’s fee. And 
upon the delivery of such bond to the South Carolina Tax Com- 
mission it shall transmit the same with the duplicate list or de- 
scription of the goods seized to the Solicitor of the Circuit in which 
such seizure was made, and the said Solicitor shall prosecute the 
case to secure the forfeiture of said goods, wares, merchandise, 
or other property, in the Court having jurisdiction. Upon the 
filing of the bond aforesaid the said goods shall be delivered to 
the claimant pending the outcome of said case. 


Fourth. If no claim is interposed and no bond given within the 
time above specified, such goods, wares, merchandise or other prop- 
erty shall be forfeited without further proceedings and the same 
shall be sold as herein provided. And the proceeds of sale when 
received by the South Carolina Tax Commission shall be turned 
in to the State Treasury as other revenues are required by law to 
be turned in: Provided, That in seizures in quantities of less value 
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than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars, the same may be advertised 
with other quantities at Columbia, by the South Carolina Tax Com- 
mission, and disposed of as hereinabove provided. 


The proceedings against goods, wares, merchandise or other 
property, contrary to the provisions of this Act shall be considered 
a proceeding im rem unless otherwise herein provided. 


§ 8. Enforcement by Inspection—Penalties for Interfer- 
ing with Inspection.—(a) It shall be provided by regulations of 
the Tax Commission that methods of breaking packages, forms and 
kinds of containers, and methods of affixing stamps, shall be em- 
ployed by individuals and companies subject to the tax imposed by 
this Act which will make possible enforcement of payment by inspec- 
tion; and any individual or company subject to this tax, engaging in 
or permitting such practices as are prohibited by regulations of the 
Tax Commission, or in any other practice which makes it difficult 
to enforce the provisions of this Act by inspection, shall be deemed 
to be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, upon conviction, be fined 
not more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars for each offense, 
or imprisonment for a period not exceeding thirty (30) days, or 
both, in the discretion of the Court. 


(b) Discounts Allowed for Handling Stamps—When 
Bond Furnished Stamps may be Consigned—Refund for 
Stamps Affixed to Articles Shipped out of this State or Sold 
to the U. S. Government.—The Tax Commission is hereby au- 
thorized to engage any person, firm or corporation to sell tax stamps, 
and shall allow as compensation for receiving, selling and account- 
ing for such stamps, three (3%) per cent. In case of sales of Busi- 
ness License stamps made by the Tax Commission to any merchants 
(wholesale or retail) or manufacturers, for their individual use, 
the Tax Commission shall allow the following discounts: 


On a sale of $50.00 or over and less than $100.00 a discount of 
five per cent. on the entire amount of the sale; on a sale of $100.00 
or more, a discount of ten per cent. on the entire amount of the sale: 
Provided, That the commission allowed herein for purchasing, re- 
ceiving, selling and accounting for stamps shall become effective 
June Ist, 1927: Provided, That where wholesalers, jobbers, or manu- 
facturers are entitled to purchase stamps at a discount of ten (10) 
per cent. as ‘herein provided, instead of the South Carolina Tax 
Commission selling said stamps to such jobbers, wholesalers or

manufacturers, for cash, it may consign such stamps if, and when, 
such wholesaler or jobber shall give to the South Carolina Tax 
Commission, a good and sufficient bond executed by some surety 
company authorized to do business in this State, conditioned to 
securé the payment for the stamps so consigned, when and as they 
are used by such wholesaler, jobber or manufacturer, and to re- 
quire monthly, or such other periodic accounting and settlement 
periods for the use of said stamps as the South Carolina Tax Com- 
mission may require: Provided, further, That this proviso may 
be extended to all retail dealers in cut glass, etched glass and art 
glass, and all sporting goods, where the amount of stamps necessary 
to affix to merchandise on hand at the effective date of this Act 
is in excess of Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars: Provided, That in 
case any goods, wares or merchandise upon which business license 
stamps have been placed and which goods, wares and merchandise 
have been sold and shipped to a regular dealer in such articles in an- 
other State, the seller in this State shall be entitled to a refund of 
the actual amount of the tax paid upon condition that the seller in 
this State shall make affidavit that the goods were so sold and 
shipped and that he shall furnish from the purchaser a written 
acknowledgment that he has received such goods and the amount of 
stamps thereon, together with the name and address of the purchaser, 
whereupon the South Carolina Tax Commission shall issue to the 
seller in this State its warrant or order upon the State Treasurer for 
the amount thereof, which warrant, or order, shall be paid by the 
State Treasurer: Provided, further, That any goods, wares or 
merchandise requiring stamps that are sold to the United States 
Government for army, navy or marine purposes, and which shall 
be shipped from a point within this State to a place which has been 
lawfully ceded to the United States Government for navy, army or 
marine purposes, shall be refunded to the seller upon proof that such 
goods, wares or merchandise have been so sold and shipped and 
proof of such sale and refund may be made in like manner as the 
same is made in case of sales of such goods to merchants outside the 
State. The provisions of this proviso shall also apply to the sale of 
gasoline, any statute to the contrary notwithstanding: Provided, 
further, That the license tax now imposed on all oil companies for 
the privilege of selling, consigning, using, shipping or distributing 
gasoline, combinations thereof or substitutes therefor, shall be paid 
to the South Carolina Tax Commission instead of to the State Treas- 
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urer as heretofore provided: Provided, further, That the Tax- 
Commission may promulgate rules and regulations providing for the 

refund to dealers of the cost of stamps affixed to goods which by 

reason of damage become unfit for sale and are destroyed by the 

dealer. 


(c) Stamps shall be affixed in such manner that their removal 
will require continued application of steam or water. 


Penalties for Evading Stamp Tax—tTrial by Jury if De- 
sired.—Persons failing to properly affix the required stamps to any 
cigars, cheroots, stogies, cigarettes, snuff, smoking tobacco, chewing 
tobacco, candy, playing cards, ammunition, sporting goods, cut glass, 
etched glass and art glass, shall be required to pay as a part of the 
tax imposed hereunder a penalty of not less than Twenty ($20.00) 
Dollars nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, to be as- . 
sessed and collected by the South Carolina Tax Commission as 
other taxes are collected. And each article or commodity not hav- 
ing proper stamps affixed thereto as herein required shall be deemed 
a separate offense: Provided, That any cigars, cheroots, stogies, 
cigarettes, snuff, smoking tobacco, chewing tobacco, candy, playing 
cards or ammunition, in the place of business of any person required 
by the provisions of this Act to stamp the same, shall be prima facie 
evidence that they are intended for sale: Provided, further, That 
if within ten (10) days, and not thereafter, after notification, in 
writing, by the South Carolina Tax Commission, or its duly au- 
thorized agent, to the person or corporation of its failure to properly 
affix the required stamps to any article or commodity; or within 
ten (10) days after written notification to him that he has sold any 
article or commodity requiring stamps without having the stamps 
properly attached thereto as required by this Act, the party charged, 
or to be charged, with such omission as herein provided shall have 
the right within said time, and not thereafter, to demand a trial of 
the issue before a Court of competent jurisdiction in the manner 
now provided by law for the trial of civil actions or civil suits. 
The written notice herein required may be served by mail. When 
it is so served, the paper must be deposited in the postoffice ad- 
dressed to the person on whom it is to be served at his last known 
place of residence, and the postage paid, and the ten (10) days’ 
time herein provided shall begin to run from the date of mailing. 
Said notice may also be personally served by any agent of the South 
Carolina Tax Commission, or any other person, by delivering the 
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. same to the person or corporation charged, or by leaving the same 
in the place of business of such person or corporation: Provided, 
further, That the South Carolina Tax Commission, upon good cause 
shown, may, in their discretion, remit penalty, or any part thereof, 
prescribed last above herein: Provided, further, That any judgment 
rendered in favor of the South Carolina Tax Commission in any 
such civil action or suit shall be a first preferred lien for taxes upon 
all the property of the taxpayer and in the event of non-payment 
shall be filed in the office of the Clerk of Court in the County where 
taken and execution may be issued by the Tax Commission as now 
. provided by law. But the lien provided for in this Section shall not 
have priority over any bona fide lien recorded before the judgment 
is taken on any property belonging to the taxpayer other than that 
directly pertaining to and used in the conduct of the business in 
which such penalty was incurred. , 


Penalties for Fraud in Use or Reuse of Stamps.—That who- 
ever willfully removes or otherwise prepares any adhesive stamp, 
with intent to use, or cause the same to be used, after it has already 
been used, or knowingly or willfully buys, sells, offers for sale, or 
gives away any such washed or restored stamp to any person for, or 
knowingly uses the same, or, has in his possession any washed, 
restored or altered stamp, which has been removed from the articles 
to which it had been previously affixed or whoever, for the pur- 
pose of indicating the payment of any tax hereunder, reuses any 
stamp which has heretofore been used for the purpose of paying any 
tax provided in this Act, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon con- 
viction, shall be punished by a fine of not more than One Thousand 
($1,000.00) Dollars, or by imprisonment for not more than five 
(5) years, or both, in the discretion of the Court. 


§ 9. Powers of Tax Commission.—That the South Caro- 
lina Tax Commission shall administer and enforce the taxes im- 
posed by this Act. It shall have the power to enter upon the prem- 
ises of any taxpayer and to examine, or cause to be examined, by 
any agent or representative, designated by it for that purpose, any 
books, papers, records, or memoranda, bearing upon the amount of 
taxes payable, and to secure other information directly concerned 
in the enforcement of this Act. 


§ 10. Executions Issued for Unpaid Taxes or Penalties. 
—lIf any taxes or penalties imposed by this Act remain due and 
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unpaid for a period of ten-(10) days, the Tax Commission 
shall issue a warrant of execution, directed to the Sheriff of the 
County of the Sfate commanding him to levy upon and sell the real 
and personal property of the taxpayer found within his County for 
the payment of the amount thereof, with penalties, if any, and the 
costs of executing the warrant, and to return such warrant to the 
Tax Commission and to pay to it the money collected by virtue 
thereof. Upon receipt of such execution, the Sheriff shall file © 
with the Clerk of Court of his County a copy thereof and there- 
upon the Clerk of Court shall enter in his abstract of judgments 
the name of the taxpayer mentioned in the warrant and in proper 
columns the amount of tax, with penalties, and costs for which the 
warrant is issued and the date and hour when such copy is filed 
and shall index the warrant upon the index of judgments. The 
Sheriff shall thereupon proceed upon the warrant in all respects 
with like effect and in the same manner prescribed by law in re- 
spect to executions issued against property upon judgments of a 
court of record and shall be entitled to the same fees for his services 
in executing the warrant to be collected in the same manner. The 
taxes and penalties imposed by this Act shall be deemed a debt 
owing to the State by the party against whom the same shall be 
charged and shall be a lien upon all property of the party against 
whom the same shall be charged, but such lien shall be valid, so 
as to affect the rights of purchasers for value, mortgages or judg- 
ments or other lien creditors, only from the time when the warrant 
is entered upon the transcript of judgments in the County, in the 
case of real estate, where the real estate is situate and, in the case 
of personal property (where the taxpayer resides, if the taxpayer 
be a resident of this State, or, if the taxpayer be a non-resident 
in the County where the personal property is situate): Provided, 
however, That any license taxes or penalties imposed hereunder 
shall be a first preferred tax lien upon any and all of the personal 
property of the taxpayer used or to be used in said business and 
shall also rank in priority above all other liens on taxpayer’s prop- 
erty used in his business and incurred after the beginning of said 
business, 


ADMISSIONS 


§ 11. Taxes Levied—Exemption.—There shall be levied, 
assessed, collected and paid upon all paid admissions to places of 
amusement, public bathing places and public dance halls, or else- 
where, within the State of South Carolina, a license tax of one 
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($0.01) cent for each ten ($0.10) cents or fractional part thereof: 
Provided, That no tax shall be charged or collected on account of 
any stage play or any pageant in which local or non-professional 
talent or players are used, nor where tickets or admissions are sold 
by any incorporated college or university presenting any musical 
or purely literary entertainment: Provided, further, That the ex- 
emptions allowed in the last above proviso shall not apply in case 
the admissions inure to the benefit of any individual: Provided, 
further, That no tax shall be charged or collected on admissions to 
high school or grammar school games or on general gate admissions 
to the State Fair or of any County or Community Fair. 


Tax Payable Monthly—Penalties for Non-Payment—Exe- 
cution Issued for Unpaid Taxes and Penalties.—The license 
tax imposed by this Section shall be due and payable monthly be- 
tween the first and tenth day of each month, and the person, firm 
or corporation liable to such tax shall between the first and 
tenth of each month make a true and correct return to the South 
Carolina Tax Commission in such form as it may prescribe, showing 
the number and prices of admissions during the previous month, and 
remit the tax therewith. That in case of failure to make a true and 
correct return, the Tax Commission shall make the same upon such 
information as it may be able to obtain, assess the tax due thereon 
and add a penalty of ten (10) per centum, whereupon the Tax Com- 
mission shall mail notice to the taxpayer, and in case of failure to 
pay the tax within ten (10) days after mailing the notice, the South 
Carolina Tax Commission shall add an additional penalty of ten 
(10) per centum, whereupon the South Carolina Tax Commission 
shall mail notice of the amount of taxes and penalties to the party 
failing to make such return or to pay the tax, and if the tax and 
penalties are not paid within ten (10) days after mailing such notice, 
execution shall be issued in the manner and with the force provided 
hereafter in this Section. If any taxes or penalties imposed by this 
Act be not paid within ten (10) days after the same become due, the 
Tax Commission shall issue a warrant directed to the Sheriff of any 
County of the State commanding him to levy upon and sell the real 
and personal property of the taxpayer found within his County for 
the payment of the amount thereof, with penalties, if any, and the 
costs of executing the warrant and to return such warrant to the 
Tax commission and to pay it the money collected by virtue thereof. 
Upon receipt of such execution, the Sheriff shall file with the Clerk 
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of Court of his County a copy thereof and thereupon the Clerk of 
Court shall enter in the abstract of judgments the name of the tax- 
payer mentioned in the warrant and in the proper columns the amount 
of tax, with penalties, and the costs for which the warrant is issued 
and the date and hour when such copy is filed and shall index the 
warrant upon the index of judgments. The Sheriff shall thereupon 
proceed upon the warrant in all respects with like effect and in the 
same manner prescribed by law in respect to executions issued 
against property upon judgments of a court of record and shall be 
entitled to the same fees for his services in executing the warrant 
to be collected in the same manner. The taxes and penalties im- 
posed by this Act shall be deemed a debt owing to the State by the 
party against whom the same shall be charged, but such lien shall 
be valid, so as to affect the rights of purchasers for value, mort- 
gages or judgments or other lien creditors, only .from the time 
when the warrant is entered upon the transcript of judgments in 
the County, in the case of real estate, where the real estate is situate 
and, in the case of personal property (where the taxpayer resides, 
if the taxpayer be a resident of this State, or if the taxpayer be a 
non-resident, in the County where the personal property is situate). 
Provided, however, That any license taxes or penalties imposed 
hereunder shall be a first preferred tax lien upon any and all of the 
personal property of the taxpayer used or to be used in said busi- 
ness and shall also rank in priority above all other liens on tax- 
payer’s property used in his business and incurred after the be- 
ginning of said business. ; 


Errors Corrected by Tax Commission.—That the South Car- 
olina Tax Commission shall correct errors in returns, refund or re- 
assess where errors occur, and upon notice from the South Caro- 
lina Tax Commission the taxpayer shall pay the reassessment within 
ten (10) days, and when not so paid, the South Carolina Tax Com- 
mission shall assess the tax due, add a penalty of ten (10) per centum 
to the amount assessed, and if such tax and penalty is not paid to 
the South Carolina Tax Commission on or before the first day of 
the following month, the South Carolina Tax Commission shall issue 
a warrant of execution which shall have like effect and be collectible 
in the same manner as herein provided for warrants issued upon 
original assessments. 


Bond Required of Delinquent Taxpayers.—If any taxes or 
penalties imposed by this Section shall remain due and unpaid for 
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a period of thirty (30) days, the person, firm or corporation 
responsible for the payment of such taxes and penalties, either 
or both, shall as a condition for the privilege of further op- 
erating such place of amusement, or any other place of amusement, 
be required to furnish a good and sufficient bond to be executed by 
a surety company authorized to do business in South Carolina, and 
payable to the South Carolina Tax Commission for and on behalf 
of the State of South Carolina, and in sufficient amount to insure 
payment of all future taxes, the amount of which bond is to be 
determined by the South Carolina Tax Commission. Said bond 
shall be conditioned for the payment of all taxes and penalties that 
may be lawfully assessed against the taxpayer and shall continue 
in force so long as such taxpayer shall operate his, or its, place 
or places of amusement. And in case such taxpayer shall operate 
more than one place of amusement, the bond shall be given in sufh- 
cient amount to insure the payment of future taxes and penalties 
for the privilege of operating all of said places of amusement; and 
said bond may be decreased if such should be found by the South 
Carolina Tax Commission to be reasonable and said Commission 
may require additional bond or bonds, if for any reason a bond 
should be forfeited or become insufficient to secure the payment of 
the tax and penalties. 


No corporation which has an officer, director, manager or stock- 
holder who has failed to pay any amusement tax, or penalty as- 
sessed against him or against any corporation of which such person 
may have been an officer, director, manager or stockholder, shall 
be allowed to conduct or operate any place of amusement without 
first giving bond to secure the payment of all taxes and penalties 
provided for in this Section in like manner and form as bonds are 
required hereinabove. 


Penalties for Failure to Furnish Bond.—lIf any person, firm 
or corporation shall fail within thirty (30) days from the date of 
assessment to pay any of his or its taxes and penalties that may be 
lawfully assessed against him, or it, under the provisions of this 
Section, or shall fail to give bond or additional bond as hereinabove 
provided to secure the payment of future taxes and penalties, and 
shall thereafter operate a place, or places of amusement within this 
State, without having first paid said taxes and penalties or without 
having furnished the bond hereinabove required, shall be guilty 
cf a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction shall pay a fine of not less 
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than Twenty ($20.00) Dollars nor more than Two Hundred ($200.- 
00) Dollars or be imprisoned not less than ten (10) days nor more 
than sixty (60) days, and each day that such place of amusement 
is operated in violation of this Section shall constitute a separate 
offense. 


Sd 
Act Administered by Tax Commission.—That the adminis- 
tration of this Act is vested in the South Carolina Tax Commission, 
which shall prescribe rules and regulations pertinent to the enforce- 
ment of this Act. 


SOFT DRINKS 


§ 12. Taxes Levied.—(1) That every person, firm or cor- 
poration doing domestic or intra-state business within this State and 
engaged in the business of selling, manufacturing, purchasing, con- 
signing, using, shipping or distributing, for the purpose of sale with- 
in this State, any of the following articles, or things, viz.: soda water, 
ginger ale, coca cola, lime cola, pepsi cola, near beer, beer, fruit 
juices, ices, sundaes, confections, bottled drinks of every kind what- 
soever, and all fountain drinks and other beverages and things com- 
monly designated as “soft drinks”; for the privilege of carrying 
on such business shall be subject to the payment of a license tax, 
which shall be measured by and graduated in accordance with the 
sales of such person, firm or corporation within the State of South 
Carolina, except as may hereinafter be provided, as follows: 


(a) Fountain Drinks.—On all of the articles and things last 
above mentioned and on all other confections and drinks sold, a 
license tax of twenty (20) per centum of the entire receipts: Pro- 
vided, That the receipts from the sale of bottled drinks upon which 
the tax herein provided has already been paid by a bottler, or 
dealer within this State, shall not be included in the entire receipts 
for purposes of computing the tax herein levied. 


(b) Bottled Drinks—Drinks Shipped Outside of this 
State Exempt—Ice Cream and Milk Drinks Exempt.—On 
all bottled drinks one (.01) cent for each five (.05) cents or frac- 
tional part thereof of the retail selling price of the bottled drinks 
manufactured: Provided, That the license taxes imposed by this 
subdivision shall not apply in any case where bottled soft drinks are 
shipped to a purchaser outside of South Carolina: Provided, further, 
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That any person, firm or corporation selling, and shipping any of the 
bottled soft drinks mentioned and described in this subsection to any 
one without this State shall keep a permanent record showing. the 
amount or number of bottles sold and shipped, the date of sale and 
delivery thereof, the name and Post Office address of the purchaser. 
Upon failure to keep such record or faifure to exhibit the same to 
the South Carolina Tax Commission; or its duly authorized agents or 
representatives, no deduction for the purpose of the tax herein pro- 
vided shall be allowed on account of sales and shipments to persons 
without this State: Provided, however, That nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to levy a tax on ice cream or upon milk 
or.drinks of which whole milk forms the base: Provided, further, 
That drinks made powdered milk or other substitutes for whole 
milk shall be taxable. 


Record Required of Ingredients.—Every person, firm or cor- 
poration engaged in the business of making, mixing or compound- 
ing any of the soft drinks enumerated in this Act shall keep a dis- 
tinct, legible and permanent record of all extracts, flavorings, sugar, 
syrup, and other ingredients, except water, received by him, or it, 
that may be useful for mixing, compounding soft drinks, and the 
said record shall be open at all times for inspection by the South 
Carolina Tax Commission or any of its duly authorized agents. 
That said record shall show the amount or quantity of each of said 
commodities received, the date of receipt thereof and the name of 
the person or corporation from whom the same was secured or re- 
ceived and the said record shall be open at all times for inspection 
by the South Carolina Tax Commission, or any of its duly au- 
thorized agents. 


Method of Assessing Tax.—That upon the record hereinabove 
required to be kept and upon such other information as may be 
obtained, the South Carolina Tax Commission shall calculate the 
number or amount of soft drinks that are ordinarily manufactured, 
mixed or compounded from such ingredients in accordance with the 
standard or beverage formula used therefor by bottlers, mixers, 
and compoumders of soft drinks, and the result thus obtained shall 
be prima facie evidence of the sale thereof: Provided, That noth- 
ing herein contained shall be construed to prevent any bottler, 
mixer or compounder of soft drinks from showing that he has 
actually not sold the whole or any part of the amount of soft drinks 
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as determined by the above mode of calculation : Provided, further, 
That the South Carolina Tax Commission shall in making the 
above provided calculation allow as a deduction the reasonable aver- 
age loss for waste and breakage. 


(2) Tax Payable Monthly—Penalties for Non-Payment 
—Executions issued for Unpaid Taxes or Penalties.—In the 
case of soft drinks, ices, sundaes, confections, or drinks sold at 
fountains, be due and payable monthly between the first and tenth day 
of each month, and the person, firm or corporation liable to 
such tax shall between the first and tenth of each month make a 
true and correct return to the South Carolina Tax Commission in 
such form as it may prescribe, showing the amount of sales during 
the previous month, and remit the tax therewith. That in case of 
failure to make a true and correct return the Tax Commission shall 
make the same upon such information as it may be able to obtain, 
assess the tax due thereon and add a penalty of fifty (50) per 
centum, and in any case of failure to pay the tax, the South Carolina 
Tax Commission shall add a penalty of fifty (50) per centum 
whereupon the South Carolina Tax Commission shall mail notice of 
the amount of taxes and penalty to the party failing to make such 
return, or to pay the tax, and if the tax and penalty are not paid 
within ten (10) days after mailing such notice, execution shall be 
issued in the manner and with the force provided hereafter in this 
Section. If any license taxes or penalties imposed by this Act 
remain due and unpaid for a period of ten (10) days, the Tax Com- 
mission shall issue a warrant of execution directed to the Sheriff of 
the County of the State, commanding him to levy upon and sell the 
real and personal property of the taxpayer found within his County, 
for the payment of the amount thereof, with penalties and the costs 
of executing the warrant, and to return such warrant to the. Tax 
Commission and to pay it the money collected by virtue thereof. 
Upon receipt of such warrant, the Sheriff shall file with the Clerk of 
Court of his County a copy thereof, and thereupon the Clerk of 
Court shall enter in the abstract of judgments the name of the tax- 
payer mentioned in the warrant, and in the proper columns the 
amount of the tax with penalties and costs, for which the warrant 
is issued, and the date and hour when such copy is filed, and shall 
index the warrant upon the index of judgments. The Sheriff shall 
thereupon proceed upon the warrant in all respects with like effect 
and in the same manner prescribed by law in respect to executions 
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issued against property upon judgments of a court of record and 
shall be entitled to the same fees for his services in executing the 
warrant to be collected in the same manner. The taxes and penalties 
imposed by this Act shall be deemed a debt owing to the State by the 
party against whom the same shall be charged and shall be a lien 
upon all property of the party against whom the same shall be 
charged, but such lien shall be valid, so as to affect the rights of 
purchasers for value, mortgages or judgments or other lien creditors, 
only from the time when the warrant is entered upon the transcript 
of judgment in the County, in the case of real estate, where the 
real estate is situate and, in case of personal property (where the 
taxpayer resides, if the taxpayer be a resident of this State, or if the 
taxpayer be a non-resident, in the County where the personal prop- 
erty is situate): Provided, however, That any license taxes or 
penalties imposed hereunder shall be a first preferred tax lien upon 
any and all of the personal property of the taxpayer used or to be 
used in said business and shall also rank in priority above all other 
liens on taxpayer’s property used in his business and incurred after 
the beginning of said business. . 


Bond Required of Delinquent Taxpayer—Penalties for 
Failure to Furnish Bond—Exemption of Manufacturers of 
Drinks Retailing for 15 Cents or Above.—If any taxes or pen- 
alties imposed by this Section shall remain due and unpaid for a 
period of thirty (30) days, the person, firm or corporation respon- 
sible for the payment of such taxes and penalties, either or both, 
shall as a condition for the privilege of further carrying on 
the business of selling any of the soft drinks enumerated or 
referred to herein, be required to furnish a good and sufficient bond 
to be executed by a surety company authorized to do business in 
South Carolina, and payable to the South Carolina Tax Commission, 
for and on behalf of the State of South Carolina, and in sufficient 
amount to insure the payment of all future taxes, the amount of 
which bond is to be determined by the South Carolina Tax Commis- 
sion. Said bond shall be conditioned for the payment of all taxes 
and penalties that may be lawfully assessed against such taxpayer 
and shall continue in force so long as such taxpayer shall operate 
such business. And in case such taxpayer shall operate more than 
one place of business, the bond shall be given in sufficient amount to 
insure the payment of future taxes for the privilege of carrying on 
such business. If any person, firm or corporation shall within 
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thirty (30) days from date of assessment fail to pay any of its taxes 
and penalties that may be lawfully assessed against him, or it, under 
the provisions of this Section, or shall fail to give bond, or additional 
bond, as herein provided to secure payment of future taxes and 
penalties, and shall thereafter carry on the business of selling any 
of the soft drinks enumerated or referred to in this Section, within 
this State, or without having paid said taxes, or without having fur- 
nished the bond hereinabove required, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction, shall pay a fine of not less than 
Twenty ($20.00) Dollars, or more than Two Hundred ($200.00) 
Dollars, or be imprisoned for not less than ten (10) days nor more 
than sixty (60) days, and each day that such business is carried on 
in violation of the provisions of this Section shall constitute a 
separate offense. . 


(3) It is hereby declared to be the intent and purpose of this Sec- 
tion to impose the taxes herein provided in the case ot bottled drinks 
upon the person, firm or corporation making first sale within this 
State, and in all other cases upon the person, firm or corporation 
making sale or disposition of all other articles to the final consumer: 
Provided, That in case of bottlers whose output is contained in 
bottles to be retailed at fifteen (15) cents, or above, and which is 
sold through jobbers, such bottler may file with the South Carolina 
Tax Commission at the end of each month, or at such times as may 
be prescribed by the Tax Commission, a verified statement showing 
the quantities of bottled drinks sold and delivered to all jobbers with- 
in this State and thereupon the tax shall be collected from such job- 
ber. 


(4) Records Required—Penalties for Failure to Keep Rec- 
ords—Drinks Sold United States Government Exempt.— 
Every person, firm or corporation engaged in the manufacture or 
sale or distribution of soft drinks are hereby required to keep an 
accurate account of all daily sales, sales slips, bill, invoices, delivery 
slips, statements, bills of lading, freight bills, credit memoranda, etc., 
for a period of not less than eighteen (18) months from the date 
shown thereon. All such records shall, at any time, be open to in- 
spection by duly authorized agents of the South Carolina Tax 
Commission. 


Every such person, firm or corporation shall keep a record, or 
records, showing the value and the gross receipts derived from en- 
gaging in any business taxable under this Section, and such record 
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shall, at all times, be subject to inspection by any agent of the South 
Carolina Tax Commission: Provided, That in case of any person, 
firm or corporation engaging in a temporary, transient, or itinerant 
business which is taxable under the provisions of this Act the entire 
tax shall be paid upon demand by the South Carolina Tax Commis- 
sion, or any authorized agent thereof, and in case the tax is not paid 
upon demand, all penalties provided for by this Act shall imme- 
diately apply. If any person, firm or corporation required under 
the provisions of this Section to keep any record, book or papers 
shall fail to keep such true and correct records, books or papers, 
either or all, or shall fail or refuse to submit the same for the in- 
spection of the South Carolina Tax Commission or its duly author- 
ized agent, shall willfully make a false or fraudulent return, then and 
in each such event such person, firm or corporation shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be subject to a fine of 
not less than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars, nor more than Two Thousand 
($2,000.00) Dollars or imprisonment of not less than thirty (30) 
days or more than twelve (12) months, or both, in the discretion of 
the Court: Provided, That the license tax herein provided shall not 
apply in case any bottled drinks are sold to the United States Govern- 
ment for army, navy or marine purposes, and which shall be shipped. 
from a point within this State to a place which has been lawfully 
ceded to the United States Government for navy, army or marine 
purposes: Provided, further, That the sum of $50,000.00 received. 
from the taxes herein imposed be, and the same hereby is, allocated 
to the State Park for tubercular patients. 


In case any person or corporation is liable to the payment of any 
tax under the provisions of this Act and has not paid the same and 
it is made to appear that such person or corporation is insolvent, or 
that the strict enforcement of the payment of the tax would probably 
render the taxpayer insolvent ; then, and in such case, the Tax Com- 
mission may settle and compromise such tax as may be for the best 
practical interest for the State and as may under all circumstances | 
be just to the taxpayer. 

§ 13. Act Administered by Tax Commission.—That the 
administration of this Act is vested in the South Carolina Tax Com- 
mission, which shall prescribe rules and regulations pertinent to- 
the enforcement of this Act. 


§ 14. Taxes Imposed by this Act in Addition to Other: 
Taxes.—That the license tax or taxes imposed by this Act shall be: 
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in addition to all other licenses and taxes levied by law as a condi- 
tion precedent to engaging in any business, or doing any act taxable 
hereunder. 


§ 15. Parts of Act Independent—Taxes to be Paid 
Under Protest, Sue for Recovery.—That if any clause, sen- 
tence, paragraph or part of this Act shall, for any reason, be 
adjudged by any court of competent Jurisdiction to be invalid, 
such judgment shall not affect, impair or invalidate the remainder 
of this Act, but shall be confined in its operation to the clause, 
sentence, paragraph or part thereof directly involved in the con- 
troversy in which such judgment shall have been rendered. No 
caption of any Section, or set of Sections, shall in any way affect 
the interpretation of this Act or any part thereof: Provided, 
That the collection of the license taxes imposed under the 
provisions of this Act shall not be stayed or prevented by any in- 
junction, writ or order issued by any Court or Judge thereon. In 
all cases in which any license or tax is required to be paid hereunder 
by any person, firm or corporation and the Tax Commission shall 
claim the payment of the taxes so assessed, or shall take any step or 
proceedings to collect the same, the person, firm or corporation 
against whom such license taxes are charged, or against whom such 
step or proceedings shall be taken, shall, if he conceives the same to 
be unjust or illegal for any reason, pay the said taxes notwithstand- 
ing, under protest, in such funds and monies as the South Carolina 
Tax Commission shall be authorized to receive, and upon such pay- 
ment being made said South Carolina Tax Commisison shall make 
proper note that the same was paid under protest; that the person, 
firm or corporation so paying said license taxes may at any time 
within thirty (30) days after making such payment, but not after- 
wards, bring an action against the said South Carolina Tax Commfs- 
sion for the recovery thereof in any Court of competent jurisdiction 
in the County where the tax is assessed and if it be determined in 
said action that such taxes were wrongfully and illegally collected 
for any reason owing to the merits, then the Court before which the 
case is tried shall certify of record that the same were wrongfully 
collected and ordered to be returned with interest thereon at the rate 
of four (4%) per centum per annum. Whereupon the Tax Com- 
mission shall issue its warrant upon the State Treasurer for refund- 
ing the taxes and interest so paid, which shall be paid in preference 
to other claims against the treasury. 
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§ 16. Tax Commission may Compromise Criminal Ac- 
tion.—The South Carolina Tax Commission may, in its discre- 
tion, compromise any criminal action arising under the provisions of 
this Act, either before or after prosecution commenced. 


§ 17. Former License Tax Acts Held in Force.—That 
Act No. 11, page 12, Acts of 1923 and Act No. 197, page 299, Acts 
of 1925 and Act No. 475, page 897, Acts of 1926, and all 
amendments thereto, which are repealed by this Act shall re- 
main in force for the assessment and collection of all taxes and penal- 
ties which have accrued or may accrue under Act No. 11, page 12, 
Acts of 1923 and Act No. 197, page 299, Acts of 1925 and Act No. 
475, page 897, Acts of 1926, and all amendments thereto, and for 
the imposition of all penalties and interests which have accrued or 
may accrue in relation to said Acts. 


§ 18. Remittance to State Treasurer.—That all persons, 
firms or corporations taxable under the provisions of this Act shall 
pay said license tax or taxes to the South Carolina Tax Commis- 
sion. The Tax Commission is hereby directed to remit to the 
State Treasurer, on or before the tenth (10th), twentieth (20th) 
and last day of each month, all monies collected under the pro- 
visions of this Act, and all such remittances shall be accompanied 
with a typewritten statement showing the sources from which the 
said license tax or taxes were derived. That the South Carolina 
Tax Commission shall furnish the Comptroller General with a true 
copy of all remittance sheets which said Tax Commission is re- 
quired by this Act to send to the State Treasurer. 


§ 19. Parts of Act Independent.—If any clause, sentence, 
paragraph, or part of this Act shall for any reason, be adjudged 
by any Court of competent jurisdiction to be invalid, such judg- 
ment shall not affect, impair, or invalidate the remainder of this 
Act, but shall be confined in its operation to the clause, sentence, 
paragraph or part thereof directly involved in the controversy in 
which such judgment shall have been rendered. No caption of any 
Section or set of Sections shall in any way affect the interpretation 
of this Act or any part thereof. 


CONTRACTORS 


§ 20. Taxes Levied.—Taxes levied by this Section shall be 
imposed as a license tax for the privilege of carrying on business 
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or doing the act named and nothing contained in this Section shall 
be construed to relieve any person, firm or corporation from paying 
the tax as required by existing Statutes. 


Annual License Reauired.—License issued under this Section 
shall be for twelve (12) months and shall expire on the 31st day 
of December of each and every year. Such license thus obtained 
shall be a personal privilege and shall not be transferable. 


(1) Annual License Fee.—Every person, firm or corporation 
who for a fixed price, commission, fee or wage, offers or bids to con- 
struct or to superintend the construction of any building, highway, 
street, sidewalks, bridge, culvert, sewer or water system, draining or 
dredging system, electric or steam railway, reservior or dam, 
hydraulic or power plant, or transmission line, tower, dock, wharf, 
excavation, grading or other improvements or structures, or any part 
thereof the cost of which exceeds the sum of $10,000, shall pay 
an annual license tax of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, which 
tax shall be due and payable on June Ist, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-seven, and annually thereafter, or prior to offering 
_or submitting any bid for any of the above mentioned projects: 
Provided, That for the year 1927 such license shall run from July 
1 to December 31, and that the license tax for such period shall 
be Fifty ($50.00) Dollars: Provided, however, That the license 
above imposed shall not appy to individuals employed on a per 
diem or monthly basis or to persons whose sole business is that of 
supervision. 


Additional License Fee.—In addition to the above tax herein 
levied every person, firm or corporation who for a fixed price, com- 
mission, fee or wage undertakes or execute a contract for the con- 
struction or for the superintending of the construction of any of the 
above enumerated projects shall before entering into such contract 
pay an annual license tax as follows: Where the contract price or 
estimated cost of the undertaking is more than $10,000 but not 
more than $50,000, a tax of $100.00; where the contract price or 
estimated cost of the undertaking is more than $50,000, but not 
more than $100,000 a tax of $200.00; where the contract price or 
estimated cost of the undertaking is more than $100,000 but not 
more than $250,000 a tax of $300.00; where the contract price or 
estimated cost of the undertaking is more than $250,000 but not 
more than $500,000 a tax of $500.00; where the contract price or 
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estimated cost of the undertaking is more than $500,000 a tax of 
$750.00; these licenses shall apply to all individual contracts and 
not to the gross annual business: Provided, further, That the 
license above imposed shall not apply to individuals employed on a 
per diem or monthly basis or to persons whose sole business is 
that of supervision. 


Application for license under this section shall be made to the 
South Carolina Tax Commission and shall be accompanied by the 
affidavit of the applicant, stating the contract price if known, and if 
contract price is not known, his estimate of the entire cost of said 
improvement or structure, and if the applicant proposes to super- 
intend or construct only a part of said improvement or structure, 
the contract price, if known, or his estimated cost of the part of the 
project he proposes to superintend or construct. 


Several Contracts Considered One Contract.—Jn the event 
the construction of any of the above mentioned improvements or 
structures shall be divided and let under two or more contracts to 
the same person, firm or corporation, the several contracts shall be 
considered as one contract for the purpose of this Act, and the 
South Carolina Tax Commission shall collect from such person, 
firm or corporation, the license tax hereinabove designated, as if 
only one contract has been entered into for the entire improvement 
or structure. 


In the event the construction of any of the above mentioned im- 
provements or structures shall be divided and let under two or more 
contracts to the same person, firm or corporation, the several con- 
tracts shall be considered as one contract for the purpose of this Act, 
and the South Carolina Tax Commission shall collect from such 
person, firm or corporation, the license tax hereinabove designated, 
as if only one contract has been entered into for the entire improve- 
ment or structure. 


In the event any person, firm or corporation has procured a license 
in one of the lower classes above provided for and desires to con- 
struct or to superintend the construction of any of the above men- 
tioned improvements or structures, or parts thereof, the completed 
cost of which is greater than that covered by the license already 
secured, application shall be made to the South Carolina Tax Com- 
mission, accompanied by the license certificate held by the applicant, 
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which shall thereupon be surrendered to the South Carolina Tax 
Commission, and upon paying the difference between the cost of the 
license surrendered and the price of the license desired, the South 
Carolina Tax Commission shall issue the applicant the license ap- 
plied for, showing thereon that it was issued on the surrender of the 
former license and the payment of the additional tax, and except 
when paid, shall be good in every county in the State, and except 
as above provided, only one license shall be annually collected from 
any person, firm or corporation, and no county, city or town shall 
charge or collect any additional license tax, greater than $10.00 from 
any person, firm or corporation paying the State license tax under 
this Section. Provided, however, That the county in which such 
contractor resides, and has his or its principal office or place of bus- 
iness, may charge such person, firm or corporation an annual liense 
tax not exceeding $50.00, and in case such person, firm or corpora- 
tion is a non-resident, then the county in which such person, firm 
or corporation first undertakes to construct or superintend the con- 
struction of any improvement or structure above mentioned, or any 
part thereof may charge such person, firm or corporation an annual 
license tax not exceeding $50.00. No additional tax shall be levied 
or collected from any bona fide employee whose employer has paid 
the tax required by this Section. 


The said tax shall be paid at, or prior, to the time of entering into 
the contract for such undertaking. The application for the license 
under this Section shall be accompanied by an affidavit from the 
architect or engineer by whom the plans or specifications were pre- 
pared which affidavit shall include his estimate of the entire cost of 
such building, bridge, dam, water work, road, railroad, street paving, 
highway, or other work, or any part thereof, completed. 


(2) Time of Payment—Penalties for Failure to Secure 
License.—Every person, firm or corporation who engages in any 
business for which a license is required by this Section shall procure 
said license in advance on or before the first day of July, 1927, and 
annually thereafter on or before the first day of February, or be- 
fore engaging in the business for which a tax is levied by this sec- 
tion. Any person, firm or corporation who engages in any business 
for which a license is required by this Section without first having 
procured a license therefor shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction by a court of competent jurisdiction, be fined not 
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more than one hundred ($100.00) dollars and not less than twenty 
($20.00) dollars, or imprisoned not more than thirty (30) days in 
the discretion of the court for each and every offense. 


(3) Penalties for Failure to Secure and Post License.—It 
shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to carry 
on any business, for which a license is required by this Sec- 
tion, without having the special tax license therefor posted in con- 
spicuous place at or in the place where such business is carried on. 
Any person violating the provisions of this Section shall be liable 
for a penalty of not more than one hundred ($100.00) dollars nor 
less than twenty ($20.00) dollars, or be imprisoned not more than 
thirty (30) days, and each day that such business is carried on in 
violation of the provisions of this Section shall constitute a separate 
offense. 


(4) Enforcement by Tax Commission—County Officers to 
Assist.—The South Carolina Tax Commission shall enforce the pro- 
visions of this Section and all taxes imposed by this Section shall be 
paid to the South Carolina Tax Commission and all licenses required 
herein shall be issued by the South Carolina Tax Commission ; and 
the South Carolina Tax Commission shall have prepared suitable 
forms of licenses to be issued and blank forms for making applica- 
tion for licenses without additional tax or cost to licensee: Pro- 
vided, That Sheriffs, Deputy Sheriffs, Tax Collectors, Magistrates 
and Magistrates’ Constables, shall make diligent inquiry to ascertain 
whether all parties liable for the payment of a tax under the provi- 
sions of this Section have paid the same; and if, after the expiration 
of the time for securing the license required in this Section, any 
person, firm or corporation is found to be carrying on any business 
for which license is required by this Section without such license, it 
shall be the duty of the Sheriffs, Deputy Sheriffs, Tax Collectors, 
Magistrates and Magistrates’ Constables, to report to the South 
Carolina Tax Commission any and all violations of this Section. 


(5) Tax Commission may Compromise Criminal Action. 
— Provided the South Carolina Tax Commission may, in its dis- 
cretion, compromise any criminal action arising under the provisions 
of this Section either before or after prosecution commenced. 


(6) Power of Tax Commission.—The South Carolina Tax 
Commission shall have the power to enter upon the premises of any 
taxpayer and to examine, or cause to be examined, by any agent 
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or representative, designated by it for that purpose, any books, 
papers, records, or memoranda bearing upon the amount of taxes 
payable, and to secure other information directly or indirectly con- 
cerned in the enforcement of this Section. 


§ 21. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith be and the 
same are hereby repealed. 


§ 22. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Master of Greenville County to 
Take Testimony in Certain Cases, and to Provide for 
the Taxation of Costs Therefor. 


Section 1. Powers of Master of Greenville County— 
Costs.——Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Master of Greenville County is hereby au- 
thorized to employ a competent person or persons to take testimony 
in cases referred to him whenever he may deem the same necessary ; 
that for such services he shall charge the sum of fifty cents (.50¢) 
per page for the taking and transcribing the same. The Master is 
hereby authorized and directed to tax the same as a part of the costs 
in said cases in the same manner as is now provided by law for the 
taxation of costs in other civil actions. All of said costs will be paid 
over to the Treasurer of Greenville County when collected, as is pro- 
vided under the terms of Act No. 47 at page 78 of the Acts of 1925. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed to the extent of their inconsistency. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the 
Governor.

AN ACT to Exempt Darlington County from the Provisions 
of an Act Entitled “An Act to Provide for the Construc- 
tion of Highways in the State Highway System Pursuant 
to Reimbursement Agreements Between the State High- 
way System and Counties or Road Districts, to Au- 
thorize the Issuance of County Bonds and Road Dis- 
trict Bonds for Said Purpose and to Provide for the 
payment of Said Bonds and to Provide for the Creation 
of Road Districts,’”’? Known as No. 559 of the Acts of 
1926, and all Amendments Thereto. 


Section 1. Act (1926, XXXIV Stats., 1001) Amended 
—Darlington County Exempt.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Darlington County is 
hereby exempted from the provisions of an Act entitled “An Act to 
Provide for the Construction of Highways in the State Highway 
System Pursuant to Reimbursement Agreements Between the State 
Highway System and Counties or Road Districts, to Authorize the 
Issuance of County Bonds and Road District Bonds for Said Pur- 
pose and to Provide for the Payment of said Bonds and to Provide 
for the Creation of Road Districts,” known as No. 559 of the Acts 
of 1926, and all amendments thereto.

Section 1. Amendment to Art. VIII, Sec. 8, Constitution, 
Ratified—Tax Exemption of Manufactories in Williamsburg 
and Laurens Counties.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That the amendment to Section 8, 
Article &, of the Constitution of the State of South Carolina sub- 
mitted by the General Assembly of the said State to the qualified 
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electors at the next general election thereafter and upon which a 
majority of the said electors qualified to vote for the members of the 
General Assembly voting thereon voted in favor thereof be, and the 
same is hereby made a part of the Constitution of the State of South 
Carolina. That the said amendment is as follows: 


Provided, In Williamsburg and Laurens Counties all such 
manufactories of value above one hundred thousand dollars shall be 
exempt from all county taxes, except for school purposes, for five 
years from the time of their establishment, so that said Section when 
so amended, shall read as follows: . 


Section 2. Cities and towns may exempt from taxation, by general 
or specific ordinance, except for school purposes, manufactories 
established within their limits for five successive years from the time 
of the establishment of such manufactories: Provided, That such 
ordinance shall be first ratified by.a majority of such qualified electors 
of stich city or town as shall vote at an election held for that pur- 
pose: Provided, In Williamsburg and Laurens Counties all such 
manufactories of value above One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) 
Dollars shall be exempt from all County taxes, except for school pur- 
poses for five years from the time of their establishment.

AN ACT Relating to Contract Surety Bonds Required by 
the State Highway: Department, Road Districts or 
County. 


Section. 1. Surety Bonds of Contractors for Highway 
Work.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That subsequent to the passage of this Act 
any contractor or contractors engaged in the building of a public 

_road or highway in any County of this State and required by 
the State Highway Department, road district or County to file with 
said department, road district or County a surety bond as guaranty 
of the faithful performance of the contract, shall furnish said bond 
through some surety company authorized to do business in this State 
and in the particular County in which such road or highway is being, 
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or is to be, constructed and each such bond shall be countersigned 
by an agent resident in the County in which such road is being, or 
is to be constructed: Provided, There is such resident agent willing 
to furnish said bond at the usual premium thereof : Provided, further, 
That in any case where a single project covered by a single contract 
extends into two or more counties, the bond herein referred to may 
be furnished through a resident agent in any one of the Counties 
affected. 


§ 2. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for a State Service Officer Under the’ 
Adjutant General, Providing for His Appointment, 
Duties and Salary. 


Section 1. State Service Bureau Created—Commission 
—State Service Officer.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That a Service Bureau is hereby 
created for the purpose of assisting ex-service men in securing the 
benefits to which they are entitled under the provisions of Federal 
Legislation and under the terms of insurance policies issued by the 
Federal Government for their benefit. This Bureau shall be under 
the direct supervision of a commission consisting of the Governor as 
Chairman, the Attorney General for the purpose of giving legal ad- 
vice, and the Adjutant General. For the purpose of carrying on this 
work the Governor is hereby authorized, directed and empowered to 
appoint a State Service Officer who shall be charged with the duty 
of assisting all ex-service men, regardless of the wars in which their 
service may have been rendered, in filing, presenting and prosecuting 
to final determination all claims which they have for money com- 
pensation, hospitalization, training and insurance benefits under the 
term of Federal Legislation relative thereto. This Service Officer 
shall be a person versed in Federal Legislation relating to these 
matters, and in the rules, regulations and practice of the Veterans’ 
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Bureau as created by Congress. He shall be appointed by the 
Governor upon the recommendation of the Executive Committee 
of the American Legion, Department of South Carolina, and shall 
be subject to removal by the Governor for cause. 


§ 2. Appropriations for Expenses of Bureau——Pro- 
viso.—That for the purpose of carrying out the work herein im- 
posed upon the State Service Officer there shall be appropriated the 
following sum:

§ 3. Office.—The office of the State Service Officer herein 
provided for shall be located in Columbia either in space provided 
by the Veterans’ Bureau or in the office space assigned to the 
Adjutant General.

§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Appointment of Township 
Road Supervisors in the County of Spartanburg and to 
Fix their Compensation and Term of Office. 


Section 1. Township Road Supervisors in Spartanburg 
County—Appointment—Term—Vacancies.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That there 
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is created the office of Township Road Supervisor, one for each 
Township in Spartanburg County, who shall be appointed by the 
Governor of the State of South Carolina, upon the recommendation 
of the majority of the Spartanburg Delegation in the General 
Assembly, and who shall hold office for a term of two years from 
the date of his appointment, and until his successor is appointed 
and qualified. The Legislative Delegation shall name such person, 
or persons, as may have been nominated in the previous primaries. 
In the event of a vacancy in said office, the County Board of Spartan- 
burg County shall appoint some suitable person from the Town- 
ship from which said vacancy occurs to fill such vacancy. 


§ 2. Compensation.—Each of said Township Roaa Super- 
visors shall receive a salary of Four Hundred ($400.00) Dollars per 
year plus fifty (.50) cents per mile for mileage in excess of one 
hundred miles. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

Section 1. Act (1926, XXXIV Stats., 1001), Amended 
—Act to Apply to Certain Counties.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the pro- 
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visions of an Act entitled “An Act to provide for the Construction 
of Highways in the State Highway System Pursuant to Reimburse- 
ment Agreements between the State Highway System and Counties 
or Road Districts, to Authorize the Issuance of County Bonds and 
Road District Bonds for said Purposes and to Provide for the Pay-

AN ACT to Provide for the Registration of all Hunting 
Clubs and Game Preserves in South Carolina, Giving 
the Name and Location of Said Club or Game Preserve, 
and the Name and Resident Address of Each Member 
of Said Hunting Club or Game Preserve; to Require 
Each Hunting Club or Game Preserve to Make Report 
at the End of Each Hunting Season as to the Number 
and Kind of Game Birds or Game Animals Killed or 
Taken During Said Season, and to Prescribe Penalties 
for Violation of the Provisions of this Act. 


Section 1. Registration of Hunting Clubs and Game 
Preserves—Data Required—Time for Registration.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That from and after the passage of this Act all Hunting Clubs and 
Game Preserves in South Carolina shall register with the Chief 
Game Warden of the State the name and location of such club or 
game preserve, giving the name and post office address of each club 
or game preserve and the name and residence address of each and 
every member of said club or game preserve. That such registra- 
tion shall be made on or before July lst of each year of all clubs 
or game preserves in this State by that time, and all new clubs or 
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game preserves established after July Ist of each year shall be 
promptly registered with the Game Warden. All new members 
taken into any hunting club or game preserve shall be promptly reg- 
istered with the Chief Game Warden at the time they become 
members thereof. 


§ 2. Reports.—That between March Ist and April Ist of each 
year each and every hunting club or game preserve shall file report 
with the Chief Game Warden giving the number and kind of game 
birds and game animals killed or taken by the members of said 
hunting club or game preserve during the hunting season ending 
March Ist of each year. 


§ 3. Penalty for Violation.—That the penalty for violating 
each and every provision of this Act shall be a fine of not less than 
Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars, nor more than One Hundred ($100.- 
00) Dollars, or imprisonment for not less than thirty (30) days 
nor more than six (6) months. 


§ 4. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act, 
be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Known as Act No. 504 of the 
Acts of 1926, so as to Further Extend the Time for 
Making Application for Licenses, and the Penalty. 


Section 1. Act (1926, XXXIV Stats., 940), Amended 
—License of Motor Vehicles.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend an Act entitled 
“An Act to Facilitate the Licensing of Motor Vehicles in the State 
of South Carolina by Extending the Time for Making Application 
for Such Licenses,” known as Act No. 504 of the Acts of 1926, by 
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striking out Section 1 and Section 1-A and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following: 


Section 1. That annually on or before the 31st day of December, 
all owners of motor vehicles shall procure from the South Caro- 
lina State Highway Department motor vehicle licenses for the 
fiscal year next succeeding and beginning on the Ist day of January, 
and the Highway Department is hereby authorized and directed to 
issue such licenses during the months of November and December. 
No license plate shall be displayed on any motor vehicle prior to the 
first day of January of the year for which such license was issued, 
but any person, firm or corporation who shall operate any motor 
vehicle on or after the first day of January of each and every year 
without license for the then current year shall be subject to the 
penalties now provided by law. After a license plate has been 
issued for a particular motor vehicle no refund of the license fee 
shall be made, nor shall any such license plate be transferred by the 
Highway Department to any other motor vehicle. 


Section 1-A. All applications for license shall be filed with the 
Highway Department on or before the 31st day of December of 
each and every year, and any person, firm or corporation who shall 
fail to file such application before said date, except for a car which 
had been in his, her, or its possession less than ten days, shall pay 
an additional fee of fifty (50) cents, and all funds arising from 
such additional fees shall go to the law enforcement fund of the 
Highway Department. 


Section 1-B. The State Highway Department shall have the 
period, January 1 to January 15, of each year, in which to make 
delivery of licenses applied for on or before December 31 of each 
year ; and all enforcement Acts for not displaying licenses shall not 
become effective until after January 15 of each year. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Section 1. Sec. 1310, Code, 1922, Vol. III, Amended— 
Election of Township Commissioners in Cherokee County.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That Section 1310 of Volume III, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1922, Relating to the County Government of Cherokee 
County, as amended by Section one of an Act entitled “An Act to 
Amend Sections 1310, 1311, 1312, 1313, 1314 and 1315, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, Volume III, Relating to the County Government 
of Cherokee County, so as to provide for Township Commissioners, 
etc.,” known as No. 699 of the Statues at Large of South Carolina, 
1924, be and the same is hereby amended by striking out on lines 
seven (7) and eight (8) of the Section as amended by an amenda- 
tory Act the following words “appointed by the Governor on the 
recommendation of the Grand Jurv of said County,” and inserting 
in lieu thereof the following: “To be elected by a majority of the 
qualified electors in the respective Township at the election to be 
held as the terms of office now provided expire, or at the first general 
election occurring subsequent to the election of the said term,” so 
that said Section one of the amendatory Act when so amended shall 
read as follows: 


“Section 1310. That the County Government of Cherokee County 
shall be administered by a County Board of Commissioners, consisting 
of a Supervisor, whose term of office shall be four years, to be elected 
by the people as now provided by law, and who shall receive a salary 
of eighteen hundred dollars per annum, and six Commissioners, one 
from each township, the said Commissioners to be elected by a 
majority of the qualified electors in the respective Townships at 
the election to be held as the terms of office now provided expire, or 
at the first general election occurring subsequent to the election of 
the said term, none of whom shall be eligible while acting as a 
grand juror from Cherokee County, and to receive a salary of One 
Hundred Dollars each per annum, paid quarterly.”

Section 1. Act (1923, XXXIII Stats. 175), Amended— 
Juries in Municipalities Under Commission Form of Govern- 
ment.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That an Act entitled “An Act to amend an Act 
entitled ‘An Act to Provide a Method of Preparing and Drawing 
Juries in Municipal Courts in Towns of Less than Five Thousand 
(5,000) Inhabitants,’ approved February 11, 1918, Limiting Jurors 
to Male Electors,” approved the 16th day of March, 1923, be and the 
same is hereby amended by striking out of Section 4 thereof the 
following: “Provided, The provisions of this Act shall not apply to 
cities and towns operating under the commission form of Govern- 
ment,” so that said Section 4 of said Act when so amended shall 
read as follows: 


“Section 4. After a jury has been drawn in the manner herein 
provided, it shall be the duty of the presiding officer, or person ap- 
pointed by him, to place all ballots so drawn out of apartment A of 
said box in apartment B thereof, and the same shall remain in said 
apartment until all the names have been exhausted in drawing juries 
from apartment A, at which time all the names in apartment B shall 
‘be returned to Apartment A, and thereafter juries shall be con- 
tinued to be drawn therefrom in the manner herein provided.” 
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. § 2. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Fix the 
Salary, Fees and Duties of Register of Mesne Convey- 
ances in Greenville County,” Known as Act No. 74 of 
the Acts of 1925, so as to Further Provide for a Fee for 
Satisfaction of Chattel Mortgages. 


Section 1. Act (1925, XXXIV Stats., 110), Amended— 
Fees of Register of Mesne Conveyance in Greenville County. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: Amend an Act entitled “An Act to Fix the Salary, Fees 
and Duties of Register of Mesne Conveyances in Greenville County,” 
by striking out all of Section 1 and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following, to be known as Section 1: 

“Section 1. The Register of Mesne Conveyances for Greenville 
County shall hereafter be entitled to charge and receive the follow- 
ing fees, to-wit: For recording deed to real estate, with or without 
renunciation of dower, and certifying same on the back thereof, 
one dollar; for recording each mortgage on real estate, with or 
without renunciation of dower, and certifying same on the back 
thereof, one dollar: Provided, Such Deed or Mortgage does not ex- 
ceed fifteen hundred words, and he shall be entitled to receive and 
collect an additional sum of eight cents for every hundred words 
in excess thereof; for recording each chattel mortgage in excess of 
one hundred dollars and certifying the same on the back thereof, 
seventy-five cents: Provided, Same does not exceed One Thousand 
words, and he shall be entitled to receive and collect the sum of 
eight cents for every one hundred words in excess thereof; for in- 
dexing each chattel mortgage for one hundred dollars or less, and 
certifying the same on the back thereof twenty-five cents; for in- 
dexing each agricultural lien and certifying the same on the back 
thereof, twenty-five cents ; for recording or copying plats of not more 
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than six corners, one dollar; for every corner more than six, six 
cents; for every probate in writing, twenty-five cents; for every 
certificate, twenty-five cents, except the certificate entered on the 
back of a paper recorded by him; for the recording of the satisfac- 
tion of any chattel mortgage or deed of trust covering personal prop- 
erty, twenty-five cents. He shall be allowed twenty-five cents for 
every search made by him in his office, and for recording any other 
paper required by law to be recorded in his office, eight cents for 
every one hundred words. It shall be unlawful for the Register 
of Mesne Conveyances of Greenville County to receive or to file 
for record any instrument unless the same be accompanied by the 
full fees, in cash, for the filing and registry thereof. The said 
Register of Mesne Conveyances is hereby authorized to require the 
payment of his fees in advance, and he may refuse to receive any 
paper for record before the payment of fees, and may refuse to do 
any work required by law to be done by him until the payment of 
his fee for the same: Provided, That if he shall receive any paper 
for record without requiring the payment of his fee in advance, he 
shall record the same and shall be responsible for the fee. 


§ 2. Repealing Clause.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsis- 
tent with this Act are hereby repealed, but all Acts or parts of Acts 
not directly inconsistent herewith are hereby specifically re-enacted 
and confirmed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Require all Magistrates and Peace Officers of 
the County ‘of Charleston to Furnish Receipts for any 
Fines, Penalties, Bonds or Pledges for Appearance. 


Section 1. Peace Officers in Charleston County to Re- 
ceipt for Money Collected—Copies.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Whenever any 
magistrate or peace officer in the County of Charleston shall re- 
ceive any money or thing of value on account of the imposition of 
a fine or penalty or for a bond or for any purpose whatsoever, he 
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shall make out a receipt for the same in triplicate, showing the 
amount, or thing received, the name of the person from whom re- 
ceived and the purpose for which received, and bearing his signa- 
ture and official position; he shall deliver the original copy to the 
person from whom the said money or thing of value has been re- 
ceived, one duplicate copy to the Clerk of Court for Charleston 
County and shall keep one duplicate copy for his records. 

§ 2. Forms.—The Supervisor of Charleston County shall 
cause to be printed receipt books for the purposes hereinabove 
mentioned in some form to be designated by him, which shall be the 
form of receipt to be used as hereinabove provided, and shall furnish 
a sufficient number of such books to each of the Magistrates and 
peace officers in Charleston County as shall be necessary and upon 
his or their request for the same. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are ‘ 
hereby repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the 
Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for Compulsory Fire Drills in the Public 
Schools of South Carolina, and to Provide a Penalty for 
the Violation of this Act. 


Section 1. Fire Drills Required in Public Schools— 
Penalty.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That all teachers or superintendents in charge of 
the schools of South Carolina, which are supported in whole or 
in part by taxation, are hereby required to conduct fire drills at 
least once each month. Any teacher or superintendent failing to 
observe the provisions of this Act shall be fined not less than Ten 
($10.00) Dollars nor more than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars for 
each offense, which amount shall be deducted from his or her salary 
and turned over to the County Treasurer for ordinary County pur- 
poses. 
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§ 2. Certificate of Compliance—Collection of Penalty. 
—tThat the principal or supervising teacher of each school be re- 
quired to indicate on his or her monthly pay voucher whether said 
principal or supervising teacher has complied with the requirements 
of this Act, and should it appear that he or she has failed to do so 
the Superintendent of Education shall deduct from that teacher’s 
salary the minimum fine for the first offense and the maximum 
fine for each following offense. 


§ 3. Copies of Act to be Exhibited.—It is hereby made the 
duty of the County Superintendent of Education of the counties of 
this State to have copies of this law printed in suitable form and 
have at least one placed in a conspicuous place in each of the public 
school buildings of his County. 


§ 4. This Act shall become effecfive immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for a Capitation License Tax on Dogs 
in Spartanburg County, to Direct the Application of 
the Proceeds Derived Therefrom, and to Provide for 
the Enforcement of the Law. 


Section 1. Tax on Dogs in Spartanburg County—Listing 
—Collection.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: There shall be levied on all dogs, irrespective of 
age, in the County of Spartanburg, an annual license tax of One 
and 25/100 Dollars ($1.25). Every dog shall be returned or listed 
with the County Auditor at the same time and in like manner as 
personal property is now listed, and the license tax thereon shall 
be collected at the same time and place as property taxes are now 
collected, and shall be in lieu of all other property tax, or license by 
municipalities. 


§ 2. Penalty for Failure to Return and Pay Tax.— 
There shall exist no property or other right in or to any dog whose 
owner shall fail to list or return for the payment of said license or 
whose owner shall fail to pay the license tax thereon within the 
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time prescribed by law, and all dogs which are not licensed are 
hereby declared to be nuisances and a menace to the health and prop- 
erty of the people of Spartanburg County. 


§ 3. Census of Dogs.—To the end that every dog in Spartan- 
burg County shall be licensed, the Board of County Commissioners 
for Spartanburg County may appoint such agent or agents as they 
may deem necessary for the purpose of taking a census of all dogs 
in Spartanburg County, and listing same with the County Auditor. 
Said agent or agents shall also be authorized to collect the license 
tax and penalty and otherwise enforce the penalties herein pro- 
vided in case said license tax shall not have been paid within the 
time provided by law. 


§ 4. Penalty for Failure to Return—Impounding.—The . 
owner of any dog who shall fail to make return of said dog for 
licensing as herein provided, shall be liable to a further penalty of 
One and 25/100 ($1.25) Dollars for failure to make such return, 
and the agent or agents herein provided for are hereby authorized 
and directed to kill or impound any dog whose owner shall fail to 
pay the license tax herein provided for. In case any dog shall be 
impounded, the same shall be kept for a period of from three to 
ten days, in the discretion of the impounding officer and then killed,- 
unless the owner thereof, or some other person shall pay the license 
tax and penalty herein provided. 


§ 5. Compensation of Agents—Use of Proceeds of Tax. 
—The Board of County Commissioners shall fix the compensation 
for said agent or agents and pay the same out of the proceeds of 
such taxes as may be collected under the provisions of this Act. 
The balance of said license taxes collected in accordance with this 
Act shall be credited to the respective School Districts of Spartan- 
burg County from which same shall be collected, to be used for 
school purposes. 


§ 6. County Auditor to Furnish List of Dogs Returned. 
—At the expiration of the time for listing or returning said dogs 
for the payment of license taxes thereon, the County Auditor shall 
furnish to the agents appointed by the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, a list of the owners of all dogs who have made the return 
herein required, which list shall also state the number of dogs re- 
turned by each individual owner. 
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§ 7. Secs. 351 and 352, Code 1922, Vol. III, Amended. 
— That Sections 351 and 352 of the Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1922, Volume ITI, shall not apply to the County of Spartanburg, 
nor shall any other provisions of law relating to the collection of a 
dog license tax in this State, except the provisions of this Act. 


§ 8. This Act shall take effect immediately upon the approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Paragraph One of Section 4431 of 
Volume 3, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922 by 
Adding a Proviso with Reference to the Filling of 
Vacancies Caused by Death or Resignation of Com- 
missioners in Cities of Fifty Thousand Inhabitants or 
More. 


Section 1. Sec. 4431, Code 1922, Vol. II, Amended— 
Vacancies in Office of Commissioner of Public Works in 
Cities of Fifty Thousand Population.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That paragraph 
one (1) of Section 4431 of Volume 3, Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1922, be amended by inserting after the words “without 
compensation” the following: “The Board of Commissioners shall 
fill any vacancy occurring in the said Commission by death, resigna- 
tion or otherwise, by appointment for the unexpired term, appoint- 
ment to be made by the remaining Commissioners, except in the 
case of an ex officio member of the Commission,” so that said para- 
graph one (1) when so amended shall read as follows: 

“At such election for bonds, the elector shall vote for three citizens 
of such town or city, whose terms of office shall be respectively two, 
four and six years, and until the general election for municipal 
officers next following the expiration of the short term, and until 
their successors are elected and qualified. The classification above 
designated as to the term shall be ascertained by the Commissioners 
after election by lot. At each general election for municipal officers 
following the expiration of the term of the Commissioner holding the 
short term, and at every such election every two years thereafter, 
one such Commissioner shall be elected for a term of six years, and 
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until his successor is elected and qualified. The officers so elected 
and their successors in office shall be known as the Commissioners 
of Public Works of such municipality, and by that name may sue 
and be sued in any of the Courts of this State. At the first meeting 
of the Commissioners after election, and after any election for 
full term, they shall organize by the election of one of their number 
as Chairman. The Clerk or Recorder of the municipality shall act 
as Secretary of the Commissioners. The Mayor and Alderman of 
the city or the intendant and Wardens of a town shall fill any 
vacancy occurring in said Commissions by death, resignation or 
otherwise, by appointment for the unexpired term. ‘The persons 
elected or appointed to such office shall qualify by taking the same 
oath as the election officers of the municipality take. The Mayor 
of the City or the Intendant of the town shall notify the persons 
so elected as members of the Commissioners of Public Works of 
their election, within ten days after the results of such election are 
declared: Provided, That there shall: be no Board of Commissioners © 
of Public Works in the City of Laurens and the City of Camden 
and the Town of Clinton and in the City of Abbeville and St. 
George, but all the duties, powers and responsibilities of the Board 
of Commissioners of Public Works are hereby devolved upon the 
City Council of the City of Laurens and the City of Camden and 
the Town of Clinton, and the City of Abbeville and the Town of 
St. George: and Provided, further, That there shall be no Board 
of Commissioners of Public Works in the City of Chester, but all 
the duties, powers and responsibilities of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of Public Works are hereby devolved upon the City Council 
of the City of Chester. In the Town of Gaffney said Board of 
Public Works shall consist ex officio of the Mayor and Treasurer 
and Clerk of the Town Council of Gaffney, who shall give bond for 
the faithful performance of the duties of their office in the sum of 
Ten Thousand Dollars each: Provided, That there shall be no Board 
of Public Works for the City of Cheraw, but all the duties, powers 
and responsibilities of the Board of Public Works are hereby de- 
volved upon the City Council of the City of Cheraw: Provided, 
That in the City of Orangeburg, which city has adopted and is now 
operated under the commission form of government, the Board of 
Commissioners of Public Works is hereby abolished, and all the 
powers, duties and responsibilities of the said Commissioners of 
Public Works, including all powers and duties in relation to issuing 
and selling bonds for municipal purposes, are hereby devolved upon 
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the City Council of Orangeburg: Provided, further, That there shall 
be no Board of Commissioners of Public Works in the City of 
Georgetown, but all the duties, powers and responsibilities of the 
Board of Commissioners of Public Works are hereby devolved upon 
the City Council of the City of Georgetown: Provided, That in 
cities of fifty thousand (50,000) inhabitants or more, that in addi- 
tion to the three Commissioners of Public Works to be elected as 
provided for in this Section, the Mayor of any such City and the 
Chairman of the Committee on Water Supply, if there be such 
Committee, shall be ex officio members of said Commissioners of 
Public Works: And Provided, That in such cities said Commis- 
sioners of Public Works shall serve without compensation: The 
Board of Commissioners shall fill any vacancy occurring in the said 
Commission by death, resignation or otherwise, by appointment for 
the unexpired term, appointment to be made by the remaining Com- 
missioners, except in the case of an ex officio member of the Commis- 
sion: Provided, further, That the Board of Commissioners of Public 
Works in and for the City of Sumter be, and the same is hereby, 
abolished, and the duties heretofore imposed by law upon said Board 
are hereby devolved upon the Council of the City of Sumter: Pro- 
vided, further, That the Commissioners of Public Works for the 
City of Spartanburg shall receive as compensation for their services 
‘Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars a month, except the Chairman, who 
shall receive Seventy-five ($75.00) Dollars, all salaries to be paid 
monthly: Provided, further, That there shall be no Board of Com- 
missioners of Public Works in the Town of Blacksburg, and the 
same is abolished as it now exists but all the duties, powers and 
responsibilities of the Board of Commissioners of Public Works are 
hereby devolved upon the Mayor and Town Council of Blacksburg 
as hereinabove established, which Board shall give bond in the sum 
of $2000.00 each, payable to the municipality of Blacksburg, for the 
faithful performance of the duties of their office: Provided, That 
there shall be no Commissioners of Public Works in the City of 
Aiken, and the same as it now exists is abolished, but all the duties, 
powers and responsibilities of the Board of Commissioners of Public 
Works are hereby devolved upon the Mayor and City Council of 
the City of Aiken. That the old Board of Commissioners of Public 
Works of the City of Aiken shall, upon demand to do so, turn over 
to the Mayor and City Council of Aiken, as the new Board herein 
established, all property, books, vouchers, records and moneys now 
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in their hands, and thereafter among the other duties devolving upon 
the Mayor and City Council of Aiken, they shall make a full state- 
ment at the end of each month of their receipts and disbursements 
of all kinds during the preceding month, which shall be open to 
public inspection: Provided, further, That the provision relative to 
the City of Aiken shall be taken and deemed inoperative unless an 
amendment to the provisions of this Section shall have been voted 
for and approved by the qualified electors of the City of Aiken at 
an election directed to be held at Aiken on the second Tuesday in 
June, 1916, in accordance with the provisions of an Act of the 
General Assembly of South Carolina approved the 25th day of 
March 1916: Provided, There shall be no Board of Commissioners 
of Public Works in the Town of Dillon, but all the duties, powers 
and responsibilities of the Board of Commissioners of Public Works 
are hereby devolved upon the Mayor and Town Council of said 
Town of Dillon, and that the offices of the said Commissioners of 
Public Works in and for said town are hereby abolished and that 
said Commissioners of Public Works are hereby required, forthwith 
upon the approval of this Act, to turn over to the said Mayor and 
Town Council the records of their offices, and to account to the 
said Mayor and Town Council for their acts and doings as said 
Commissioners of Public Works since their last monthly report to 
the said Mayor and Town Council and all of the legitimate obliga- 
tions and debts incurred by the said Commissioners of Public Works 
shall be assumed and paid by the said town.”

AN ACT to Amend Section 4473, Civil Code of Laws, 1922, 
Relating to Special Elections as to the Issue of 
Municipal Bonds so as to Provide a Limit of the Bonded 
Indebtedness of the City of Georgetown. 


Section 1. Sec. 4473, Code 1922, Vol III, Amended— 
Bonded Debt of City of Georgetown.—Be it enacted by the 
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General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend Section 
4473, Civil Code of Laws, 1922, by adding at the end of said Sec- 
tion the following proviso: Provided, further, That the bonded in- 
debtedness of the City of Georgetown shall not exceed fifteen (15% ) 
per cent. of the taxable value of the property of said city,” so 
that said Section as amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 4473. It shall be the duty of the municipal authorities 
of any incorporated city or town in this State, upon a petition of 
a majority of the freeholders of said city or town, as shown by its 
tax books, to order a special election in any such city or town for 
the purpose of issuing bonds for the purchasing, repairing or im- 
proving of city or town hall, or park or grounds therefor, markets 
and guardhouse; enlarging, extending or establishing electric light 
plants, or other lights, or waterworks or sewerage; erecting, repair- 
ing, or altering school buildings, fire protection purposes, improve- 
ment of streets and sidewalks, or any corporate purposes set forth in 
said petition: Provided, That in exercising the powers conferred by 
this Section and other Sections authorizing the issuance of bonds, 
the city or town shall observe the limitations applicable to such 
city or town, imposed by the Constitution of South Carolina, upon 
the amount of bonded indebtedness of cities and towns: Provided, 
further, That the bonded indebtedness of the Town of Bamberg 
shall not exceed fifteen (159%) per cent. of the taxable value of 
the property of said town: Provided, further, That the bonded in- 
debtedness of the city of Georgetown shall not exceed fifteen (15%) 
per cent. of the taxable value of the property of said city. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor. :

AN ACT to Authorize Cities and Towns to Sell and Dispose 
of Electric Lighting and Power Plants and Water 
System, Either or Both, Contract for Electric Currents, 
and Water, Either or Both and Grant Franchise 
Therefor. 


Section 1. Municipalities may Dispose of Light or Water 
Plants—Election on Sale.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Should the City or Town 
Council of any city or town in this State, which owns its electric 
light plant and water system, either or both, at any time receive 
an offer for such electric light plant or water system, either or both, 
of said city or town, the said City or Town Council is ‘hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to order a special election in said city or 
town for the purpose of determining whether or not the said offer 
shall be accepted. 


§ 2. Notice of Election.—In the event of such election be 
ordered, three weeks’ notice thereof shall be given by publication of 
the same in a newspaper of general circulation in such city or town 
once each week for three weeks preceding the date of such election; 
the said notice to contain in substance the terms of the offer for 
said property. 


§ 3. Managers—Electors.—The said City or Town Council 
shall conduct the said election, appoint managers therefor, and can- 
vass and declare the result thereof in the manner now provided by 
law in reference to general elections in said city or town, and all 
qualified electors of said city or town registered at the last general 
election shall be entitled to vote in the said election. 


§ 4. Registration.—For said election the city or town reg- 
istration books shall be opened three weeks previous thereto, and 
remain open for one week, for the purpose of registering all per- 
sons who shall have become qualified electors since the last election 
in said city or town. 


§ 5. Effect of Election.—That in the event the result of 
said election is in favor of the acceptance of the offer so submitted 
to the people, the City or Town Council of such city or town, is 
hereby authorized, empowered and directed to accept the same, and 
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complete the sale by the conveyance to the purchaser of the property 
purchased, and to execute and deliver proper deeds of conveyance 
therefor. 


§ 6. Contracts with Purchasers.—In connection with such 
sale, such City or Town Council is further authorized and empow- 
ered to make and enter into an agreement with the purchaser or pur- 
chasers, for the operation of the property so purchased, and the 
furnishing to the people of the said city or town electric current 
or water, or both, as the case may be, and to fix maximum rates 
therefor, during such period as may then be agreed upon. 


§ 7. Franchises.—In connection with such sale such City or 
Town Council of any city or town in this State, is hereby empowered 
to grant to the purchaser an exclusive or non-exclusive franchise 
for furnishing electric current or water, or both, to said city or 
town, and the inhabitants thereof, provided that no such franchise 
shall exceed the period of thirty years or affect any existing con- 
tractual rights. 


§ 8. Bond of Purchaser to Comply with Offer.—Prior to 
the ordering of such election, such city or town council is authorized 
to take from the proposed purchaser or purchasers such security: 
as it may deem sufficient for the performance of the offer of pur- 
chase in the event of its acceptance. 


§ 9. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 10. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Ratify an Amendment to Section 5 of Article 10, 
of the Constitution, Relating to School District Bonded 
Indebtedness by Adding a Proviso Thereto as to Clio 
School District No. 9. 


Section 1. Amendment to Art. X, Sec. 5, Constitution 
Ratified—Bonded Debt of Clio School District.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
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amendment to Section 5, of Article 10, of the Constitution of the 
State of South Carolina submitted by the General Assembly to the 
qualified electors of this State at the next general election there- 
after under the provisions of a Joint Resolution approved February 
18, 1926, and designated as No. 664 of the Acts and Joint Resolu- 
tions of the General Assembly for that year, and upon which a 
majority of the said electors qualified to vote for the members of 
the General Assembly voting thereon voted in favor thereof, be, 
and the same is hereby made a part of the Constitution of this 
State, and the said amendment is added at the end of said Section, 
to wit: Section 5 of Article 10, in form and words as follows: 
“Provided, further, That the limitations imposed by this Section 
shall not apply to Clio School District No. 9, said school district 
being hereby expressly authorized to vote bonds to an amount not 
exceeding sixteen per cent of the value of all taxable property in 
such territory as valued for taxation by the State under such re-- 
strictions and limitations as the General Assembly may prescribe, 
and where the question of incurring such indebtedness is submitted 
to the qualified electors of said school district as provided in the 
Constitution upon the question of bonded indebtedness.”

AN ACT to Provide for the Nomination of Magistrates for: 
Greenwood County in the Democratic Primary Election 
in 1928, and Every Two Years Thereafter, and to De-. 
fine their Civil, and Criminal Jurisdiction, Districts and. 
Fix Term of Office. 


Section 1. Nomination of Magistrates in Greenwood 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That in the General Democratic Primary election 
in 1928, and every two years thereafter all magistrates for Green— 
wood County shall be nominated in the General Primary Election 
under the rules of the Democratic Party. 


§ 2. Residence of Magistrates.—There shall be nominated’ 
in the General Primary Election in 1928, Magistrates at Greenwood,. 
Ninety Six, Ware Shoals, Hodges, Bradley, Troy, Callison, Kirksey- 
and Dyson or Cambridge. 
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§ 3. Magistrate at Ware Shoals.—That the voters living 
in Walnut Grove Township shall at their respective voting precincts 
vote for the Magistrate at Ware Shoals, who shall be a resident of 
Walnut Grove Township. 


§ 4. At Hodges.—That the voters living in Cokesbury and 
Hodges Townships shall vote in their respective voting precincts, 
for the Magistrate at Hodges, who shall be a resident of either 
Hodges or Cokesbury Township. 


§ 5. At Greenwood.—That the voters living in Greenwood 
City, Greenwood, Coronaca and Verdery Townships shall vote at 
their respective voting precincts for Magistrate at Greenwood, who 
shall be a resident of either Greenwood City, Greenwood, Coronaca 
or Verdery Townships. 


§ 6. At Bradley.—That the voters living in Bradley Town- 
ship, shall vote at their respective voting precincts for Magistrate 
at Bradley who shall be a resident of Bradley ‘Township. 


§ 7. At Troy.—That the voters living in Troy Township shall 
vote at their respective voting precincts for a Magistrate at Troy 
who shall be a resident of Troy Township. 


§ 8. At Callison.—That the voters living in Callison Town- 
ship shall vote at their respective voting precincts for Magistrate at 
Callison who shall be a resident of Callison Township. 


§ 9. At Kirksey.—That the voters living in Phoenix and 
Kirksey Townships shall vote at their respective voting precincts for 
Magistrate at Kirksey, who shall be a resident at either Phoenix 
or Kirksey Township. 


§ 10. At Ninety Six.—That the voters living in Ninety Six 
and Fellowship Townships shall vote for Magistrate at Ninety Six, 
at their respective voting precincts, who shall be a resident of 
either Ninety Six or Fellowship Township. 


§ 11. For Brooks and Kinard Townships—Where Court 
Held.—That the voters living in Brooks and Kinard Townships 
shall vote, at their respective voting precincts, for Magistrate for 
Brooks and Kinard Townships, and this Magistrate shall be either 
a resident of Brooks or Kinard Township. When the resident of 
Brooks Township is nominated Magistrate, the Court to be held at 
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Cambridge, and when a resident of Kinard Township is nominated 
Magistrate, the Court to be held at Dyson. 


§ 12. Jurisdiction.—That Magistrates at Ware Shoals, 
Hodges, Troy, Callison, Kirksey, Ninety Six and Bradley, Kinard 
and Brooks Townships shall have Criminal and Civil Jurisdiction 
in their respective districts in all matters provided by Constitution 
of South Carolina, 1895. 


§ 13. Jurisdiction of Magistrate at Greenwood.—That 
the Magistrate at Greenwood shall have exclusive Criminal and 
Civil Jurisdiction in his district and concurrent jurisdiction through- 
out Greenwood County in all matters conferred upon Magistrates 
by the Constitution of South Carolina, 1895. 


§ 14. Terms of Office.—That the term of office for Magis- 
trates in Greenwood County shall be for two years, commencing on 
the fourth Tuesday in January after each primary election year, 
and shall be commissioned by the Governor on the approval of the. 
Senator from Greenwood County and confirmed by the Senate.

AN ACT to Amend Section 88, Volume 1, Code of Laws,, 
1922, Page 434, so as to Provide an Equal Number of 
Challenges for the State in Misdemeanors. 


Section 1. Sec. 88, Code of Criminal Procedure Amended 
—Challenges by the State.—Be it enacted by the General Assem- 
bly of the State of South Carolina: That Section 88, Volume 1, Code 
of Laws, 1922, page 434, be, and it hereby is, amended by striking 
out the word “two” on line eight, and inserting in lieu thereof the 
word “five” and by adding the following proviso at the end of said 
Section: “Provided, further, That in misdemeanors where there is 
more than one defendant jointly tried shall more than ten peremp- 
tory challenges be allowed in all to the defendant,” so that said 
Section when so amended shall read as follows: 


Section 88. Any person or persons who shall be arraigned for 
the crime of murder, manslaughter, burglary, arson, rape, grand 
larceny or forgery, shall be entitled to peremptory challenges not- 
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exceeding ten; and the State in such cases shall be entitled to per- 
emptory challenges not exceeding five; and any person or persons 
who shall be indicted for any crime or offense other than those 
enumerated above shall have the right to peremptory challenges not 
exceeding five, and the State in such cases shall be entitled to per- 
emptory challenges not exceeding five. But no right to stand aside 
jurors shall be allowed to the State in any case whatsoever: Pro- 
vided, That in no case where there shall be more than one defendant 
jointly tried shall more than twenty peremptory challenges be allowed 
in all to the defendants: Provided, further, That in misdemeanors 
where there is more than one defendant jointly tried shall more 
than ten peremptory challenges be allowed in all to the defendants. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for a Tax Collector in the County of 
Marion, Define the Duties and Fix the Compensation. 


Section 1. Tax Collector for Marion County—Appoint- 
ment.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: There shall be appointed in Marion County one 
discreet person, to be known as the Tax Collector for said County, 
such appointment to be made by the Governor upon the recommenda- 
tion of a majority of the members of the General Assembly. 


§ 2. Term—Removal.—tThe term of office of the said Tax 
Collector when appointed shall serve for two (2) years unless sooner 
removed upon sufficient cause: Providad, The said Tax Collector 
may be removed from office at any time upon the request of a 
majority of the members of the Legislature. 


§ 3. Tax Executions.—Immediately upon the expiration of 
the time allowed by law for the payment of taxes in any year, the 
County Treasurer of said County shall issue, in the name of the 
State, a warrant or execution in duplicate against such defaulting 
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taxpayer in said County, signed by him in his official capacity, 
directed to the Tax Collector of said County, requiring and com- 
manding him or them to levy the same by distress and sale of so 
much of the defaulting taxpayer’s estate, real or personal, or both, 
as may be sufficient to satisfy the taxes, State, school, County and 
special, of such defaulter, specifying therein the aggregate amount 
of all his taxes, as well as the amount to each fund; which warrant 
or execution shall run substantially in these words (filling the 
blank to suit each case), viz.:

Sig eniishete heh atealinte ines Dollars the charges hereof; and for so doing 
this shall be your sufficient warrant. Given under my hand and 
seal this ............ ay OF ica vivedsacaaeee ees A. D.,19.... 


§ 4. Fees—Proviso.—The Treasurer. for every warrant 
issued shall have from each defaulter $1.00, and the Tax Collector 
herein provided for shall take from each defaulter the following 
fees: In the execution of his office, to wit: 


For serving each warrant, $1.00 besides mileage at the rate of 
five cents for each mile actually traveled in executing the war- 
rant; for advertising sale twenty-five cents; for making sale and 
executing deed of conveyance and putting purchaser in possession, 
$3.00, and for all sums levied as aforesaid, five per cent. and the 
said Tax Collector is prohibited from demanding or collecting 
any greater sum therefor than is hereby allowed, and neither the 
Treasurer nor the Tax Collector herein shall receive the fees upon 
nulla bona return: Provided, All money, fees and costs provided for 
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in this Section shall be turned over to the County Treasurer for 
general County purposes, except the sum of Six Hundred ($600.00) 
Dollars, as provided for in Act No. 18 of 1925, 24th Statutes at 
Large of South Carolina; that is to say, the Treasurer of Marion 
County shall not receive from salary, fees or other compensation any 
amount above Twenty-Four Hundred ($2,400.00) Dollars annually. 


§ 5. Salary of Collector.—The Tax Collector, as herein 


provided for, shall receive an annual salary of Eighteen Hundred 
- ($1,800.00) Dollars per annum. 


§ 6. Levy of Executions—Sales.—Under and by virtue of 
said warrant or execution the said Tax Collector shall seize and 
take exclusive possession of so much of the defaulting taxpayer’s 
estate, real or personal, or both, as may be necessary to raise the 
sum of money named therein and said charges thereon and proceed 
to advertise and sell same and otherwise act in regard thereto as 
is provided for Sheriff’s sale under Section 522 of the Code of 
Laws of 1922, Volume III. 


§ 7. Duties Devolved—Outstanding Executions.—It is 
understood and is declared by this Act that all power, duties and 
authority now vested in the Sheriff of said County as to the collection 
of delinquent taxes, seizure and sale of the property, the making 
of deeds, etc., is hereby conferred upon the Tax Collector herein 
named, and he is hereby given full power and authority to carry into 
effect all the laws now pertaining to the execution of delinquent 
taxes, the making of deeds under tax execution sale, etc., the same 
as is now provided for the Sheriff, and the Sheriff of ‘the said 
County is hereby relieved from the collection of any delinquent 
taxes: Provided, the Sheriff of Marion County shall turn over to 
the Tax Collector herein provided for, all delinquent taxes, tax 
returns, immediately upon the passage of this Act, and is hereby 
required to make immediate settlement of all taxes collected to the 
County Treasurer of Marion County. 


§ 8. Settlements—Duties of Collector.—The said Tax 
Collector shall be required to make settlement with the Treasurer 
on the first of every month, and make a written report upon all exe- 
cutions with respect to non-payment, error, double entries, nulla 
bona returns or any other necessary report connected therewith, so 
that the County Auditor or other officer charged with the duty may 
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check up with the Treasurer. He shall also report to the County 
Auditor and the County Board of Directors any executions which 
are uncollectible and the Auditor shall so mark it on the Tax Books 
and abstract of Tax Executions. He shall assist the County Auditor 
in listing upon the tax books, persons, firms, or corporations who 
‘are escaping taxation. 


§ 9. Bond.—Before taking the office the Tax Collector in 
said County shall give bond in the usual form in the sum of Ten 
Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, conditioned for the faithful per- . 
formance of his duty. This bond shall be in the form as now 
prescribed or used by the Sheriff. 


§ 10. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 11. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Ratify an Amendment to Section 7 of Article, 
8, and Section 5 of Article 10, of the Constitution Re- 
lating to Municipal Bonded Indebtedness by Adding 
Provisos to the Same Exempting the Town of Clio 
from the Provisions of Said Sections. 


Section 1. Amendment to Art. VIII, Sec. 7 and Art. X, 
Sec. 5, Constitution Ratified—Not Applicable to Town of 
Clio.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Amendments to Section 7, of Article 8, 
and Section 5, of Article 10, of the Constitution relating to Municipal 
Bonded Indebtedness by adding provisos thereto exempting the 
Town of Clio from the provisions of said Section, submitted by the 
last regular General Assembly to the qualified electors at the next 
general election thereafter under the provisions of the Joint Resolu- 
tion approved February 18, 1926, and designated as No. 656 of the 
Acts and Joint Resolutions of the General Assembly of 1926, upon 
which said Amendments a majority of the qualified electors qualified 
to vote thereon, voted in favor thereof, be, and the same hereby 
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are ratified and made provisos to Sections 7 of Article 8 and 5 of 
Article 10 of the Constitution of the State of South Carolina, and 
added at the end of each of the said Sections in form and words as 
follows: 


“That the limitations imposed by this Section of the Constitution 
shall not apply to bonded or other indebtedness of the Town of Clio, 
said Town being hereby expressly authorized to vote bonds to an 
amount not exceeding sixteen (16) per cent of the value of all taxable 
property within the corporate limits of said Town as valued for 
taxation by the State under such restrictions and limitations as the 
General Assembly may prescribe, and where the question of incurr- 
ing such indebtedness is submitted to the qualified electors of said 
Town as provided in the Constitution upon the question of bonded 
indebtedness.”

AN ACT to Fix the Term of Office of School Trustees of 
McCormick School District No. 4, of McCormick 
County, and to Provide for the Election of Same. 


Section 1. Number of Trustees of School District No, 
4, McCormick County—Term.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the number 
of trustees of the several school districts of McCormick County, 
South Carolina, their term of office and manner of appointment and 
election, shall remain as now provided by law, except McCormick 
School District No. 4, of said County, in which district the number 
of trustees shall remain at five, as now provided, and the term of 
cffice of the trustees of said district No. 4 shall hereafter be four 
years, as herein provided. 


§ 2. Incumbents—Election of Successors—Term.— 
That the three trustees last elected for said District No. 4 shall remain 
in office with full power of trustees for said district until the first 
Tuseday in May, 1929, when their successors shall be elected as 
now provided by law, and their term of office shall be for four years, 
and the present term of office of the other two trustees of said 
district shall expire on the first Tuesday in May, 1927, when their 
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successors shall be elected as is now provided by law, and their term 
of office shall be for a period of four years, and as the term of 
office of each set of trustees herein provided for shall expire by 
operation of law, their successors shall be elected for a term of four 
years. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

Section 1. Mt. Pleasant Precinct, Chester County.—Be * 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That in addition to the voting precincts now established by law in 
Chester County, there shall be, and is hereby, another precinct 
established at Mt. Pleasant School House, near Mt. Pleasant 
Presbyterian Church in Baton Rouge Township, Chester County to 
be known as Mt. Pleasant Precinct. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT Relating to the County Government of Union 
County. 


Section 1. Chaingang Officers in Union County—Road 
Overseers—Superintendent of County Home.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
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That the Supervisor and the Advisory Board shall appoint an- 
nually the chaingang overseer and guards, and fix their salaries. 
They shall also appoint road overseers, and fix their salaries. They 
shall have also the power to discharge, at any time, the various road 
and chaingang overseers, whenever they think it is for the best in- 
terests of the County. The overseer of roads and chaingang shall 
be under the direct control of the Supervisor. The Supervisor and 
Advisory Board shall select annually a Superintendent of the County 
Home. 


§ 2. Engineer.—In laying out and re-locating roads, the Sup- 
ervisor, with the Advisory Board shall employ an Engineer, if 
they think best, said Engineer to be paid out of road funds, sum 
not to exceed One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars. 


§ 3. Purchases of Gas and Oil.—The various trucks and 
motor vehicles used by the County shall buy their gas and oil from 
reliable dealers in the various parts of the County, and the driver 
of said vehicle shall get a duplicate and send in to the Supervisor. 
They shall not use the various tanks at their home throughout the 
County. 


§ 4. Rural Policemen.—The Sheriff shall appoint three (3) 
Rural Policemen. ‘The said Rural Policemen shall be under the 
supervision of the Sheriff and he shall have, at any time, the power 
to discharge them. 


§ 5. County Attorney—Physician.—The Supervisor alone 
shall have the power to name the County Attorney and the County 
Physician. 


§ 6. Tuition of High School Pupils from Non-High 
School Districts.—That after the expiration of the six months’ 
school term, as provided for in Section 1l-a of Act No. 539, of the 
Laws of 1924, the tuition charges for the remainder of the school 
term for high school pupils who come from non-high school districts 
shall be paid by the district Board of Trustees of said non-high 
school district, from the school funds of their respective districts, 
and in case there are no funds available for this purpose, then the 
School Trustees of such districts shall authorize and direct the 
County Auditor, not later than July Ist, to add a levy to the general 
school levy of such district sufficient to pay such tuition, and the 
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same shall be collected as other taxes are, and shall be paid out by 
the said trustees on order of the County Board of Education. 


§ 7. Purchases of Supplies.—That all supplies of every 
description whatever to be used by the County or any officer or any 
department thereof and paid for out of the public funds, shall be pur- 
chased by the Advisory Board and Supervisor. Any officer needing 
supplies shall first file a written requisition with the Board, giving 
in detail a full description of the article or articles wanted, together 
with such other information as the Advisory Board may require. 
This Advisory Board shall carefully examine same, and shall pre- 
pare a list of all supplies and equipment needed. They shall then 
advertise in one issue of a paper in Union County, and also serve 
written notice, at least three days prior to the time of opening bids, 
on several business houses carrying such supplies as may be needed, 
inviting bids for such supplies, and the contract of purchase shall be 
awarded to bidder: Provided, That in case of emergency, said Ad- 
visory Board may make purchases when the cost of same does not 
exceed Fifty ($50.00) Dollars. For such purchase a majority of 
the Board shall certify on the claim thereof the necessity thereof. 


§ 8. Inventories.—The Advisory Board shall require the 
Supervisor to immediately take an inventory of all personal prop- 
‘erty owned by the County, such as teams and road working equip- 
ment, tools and supplies for chaingang and for other departments. 
The office record shall show at all times in whose possession the 
said property should be, and the party having same shall be supplied 
with a list of the property in his hands and shall be required to 
furnish to the County Advisory Board at the end of each month an 
inventory thereof. 


§ 9. “Bills Payable’? Book.—The County Supervisor shall 
keep a book of “Bills Payable,” in which he shall enter, as when 
made, all notes or loans in anticipation of collection of taxes. The 
entries therein shall show (1) Note Number; (2) Date of Note; 
(3) Date Due: (4) Payee; (5) Amount; (6) Rate of Interest 
(7) Date Paid. Said notes shall be numbered in the order in which 
they may be executed. 


§ 10. “Bond Book.”—The County Supervisor shall keep a 
book called “Bond Book,” in which shall be entered all bonds out- 
standing and hereafter issued. This Book shall be printed and ruled 
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with appropriate columns showing: (1) Series Number; (2) Title 
of Bonds; (3) Date of Issue; (4) Date due; (5) Interest Rate; 
(6) Interest Payable; (7) Interest amount due January 1; (8) 
Interest Amount due July 1; (9) Number of Bonds; (10) Bond 
Number; (11) Denominations; (12) Total Value Issued; (13) 
Remarks. 


§ 11. Expenditures not to Exceed Appropriations— 
Proviso.—The Cotinty Supervisor is hereby prohibited from draw- 
ing any warrant upon the County Treasurer to be paid out of any 
of the several funds specifically appropriated for any purpose other 
than that for which the same shall have been appropriated, and it 
shall be unlawful for the County Treasurer to pay any such inhibited 
warrant. It shall be unlawful for the County Supervisor, Advisory 
Board, or any member thereof, to create, by contract, express or im- 
plied, any obligation against the County which, with the obligation 
then existing and chargeable to any particular item of appropriation 
shall exceed the amount specifically appropriated therefor: Pro- 
vided, That in case of emergency, with the written consent of the 
County Delegation, this requirement may be dispensed with should 
the County Supervisor, County Advisory Board, or any member 
thereof, violate the provisions of the paragraph next preceding in 
this Section, the claim resulting therefrom shall be declared null 
and void as against the County, and the officer offending shall be held 
responsible to the claimant therefor upon his official bond. It is 
hereby made the duty of the County Advisory Board to so apportion 
the appropriation for the maintenance of convicts and road working 
organization as to cover the total expense on account of these items 
for the entire fiscal year for which they may be respectively 
appropriated. 


§ 12. Warrants.—The County Supervisor shall state upon 
each warrant drawn by him upon the County Treasurer the item 
of the appropriation in the County Supply Act on account of which 
it shall have been drawn. He shall also, in a tabulated form upon 
such warrant, state the amount of such appropriation, the amount 
theretofore drawn against it, the amount of the warrant then drawn, 
‘and the balance against which future warrants may be drawn. No 
warrant shall be paid by the County Treasurer or be allowed as a 
credit to him in his settlement unless it conforms with this re- 
quirement.

§ 13. Record of Payments.—The County Supervisor shall 
keep a clear and concise record of payments made through his office, 
keeping a separate account for the chaingang, another for each of 
the forces employed by the County, another for all work done by 
contract, another for bridge work, another showing equipment 
. purchased, and a general account, and such account shall be kept 
in such a manner as to show clearly the transaction covered thereby, 
showing as far as possible what roads such sums -were spent on, class 
of work done, and in what township located, and such amounts 
shall be open to public inspection. 


§ 14. Reports of Road Forces—Estimates.—The Super- 
intendent of the chaingang and the foreman of all other forces em- 
ployed by the County, shall file in the office of the County Supervi- 
sor for public inspection, on the first day of every month, a state- 
ment showing the number of hands, number of mules, and the 
equipment worked under him during the preceding month; the 
mileage of road worked, what kind of work done, what roads worked, 
what equipment purchased by his force, what supplies consumed, 
what repairs and by whom made, and shall give the Supervisor an 
estimate of the supplies and new equipment needed for his force for 
the ensuing month; and for his failure to file said statement and 
estimate, shall be liable to forfeit his pay. 


§ 15. Bids for Contracts.—All the contracts other than for 
labor made by the said Advisory Board for any amount exceeding 
Twenty ($20.00) Dollars shall be let by competitive bid, ten days’ 
notice to be given before such work is to begin. 


§ 16. Loans to County—Deposits of County Officers.— 
That no money shall be borrowed by the County Advisory Board 
without giving ten days’ notice in one of the local newspapers at 
Union, of the time and place when bids will be considered. The 
said Advisory Board shall accept the lowest bid from one bank only; 
money thus borrowed shall be kept on deposit in the bank from 
which it is borrowed, and only checked out in the regular course of 
business. The County Treasurer shall draw out said money thus 
borrowed by check showing the name of the person the County is 
indebted to and the same shall correspond to the voucher issued by 
the County Supervisor. No interest shall be paid by the Bank thus 
lending the County money on said County deposit. That all official 
money of the Probate Judge, ex officio Master; Treasurer, Clerk of 
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Court, Sheriff, Sinking Fund Commission, and all other official 
money held by any County Officer, not specifically provided for, 
shall be deposited by said officer in the banks of Union County so 
as to equally distribute said public funds throughout the County. 
The Banks receiving such deposits of public funds on call deposit 
pay interest at the rate of two per centum (2%) per annum on 
said average balance, and said interest shall be collected by the 
custodian who deposits such funds, and become a part of said fund. 
The Advisory Board shall have the right to reject any and all bids 
for said loan and re-advertise for loans as hereinafter set forth. 


§ 17. Reports to Legislative Delegation.—That the County 
Supervisor for Union County shall fyrnish to the County Delegation 
an itemized statement of each department of the County for the 
year 1928, stating in detail, in budget form, the amount estimated 
for the various offices and County departments for the year 1928, 
and the said Supervisor shall furnish the said County Delegation 
with an itemized statement of expenditure of each department and 
each office that was spent during the year 1927, also amounts taken 
in by way of fees and commissions for the year 1927. 


§ 18. Changes in Act.—The Delegation to the General 
Assembly from Union are hereby given express authority to make 
any alterations, changes or additions to this Act whenever they, as 
a unit, may agree to do so. 

§ 19. Parts of Act Independent.—In the event any Sec- 
tion of this Act shall be declared unconstitutional, the remaining 
Sections shall not be affected. 

§ 20. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
_ hereby repealed. 

§ 21. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the 
Governor.

Section 1. Sec. 295, Code 1922, Vol. III, Amended— 
Hours for Primary Elections in City of Spartanburg.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Section 295, Volume 3, of the Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1922, be, and the same is hereby, amended by inserting between 
the word “Columbia” and the word “the” on line twenty (20) the 
words “and Spartanburg,” so that said Section when so amended 
shall read as follows: 


“Section 295. For the purpose of nominating candidates for 
Governor, Lieutenant Governor, and all other State officers, includ- 
ing Solicitors in the respective Circuits, United States Senator and 
Congressmen in their respective districts, and all county officers, 
except Masters, Magistrates and Supervisors of Registration, a 
direct primary election shall be held on the last Tuesday in August 
of each election year, and a second and third primary each two weeks 
successively thereafter if necessary: Provided, That the County 
Committee of any county shall be at liberty to order a primary elec- 
tion for Masters and Magistrates, but not for members of the 
County Board of Control of the dispensaries, nor for County dis- 
pensers, 


The managers at each voting place shall arrange the table, desk 
or other place upon which the ballot boxes shall be placed, so that 
there shall be no crowding or confusion immediately around the 
boxes, and suitable means shall be provided to enable each voter to 
approach the boxes, and deposit his ballot without interference or 
shindrance, and the right of each person regularly enrolled to vote 
and the secrecy of the ballot shall be preserved at all times. 
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The managers shall open the polls at 8 o’clock a. m., and shall 
close them at 4 o’clock p. m.: Provided, That in the cities of Charles- 
ton and Columbia and Spartanburg the polls shall open at 8 o’clock 
a. m., and close at 6 o’clock p.m. ‘The managers shall then proceed 
publicly to count the votes. After tabulating the result, the 
managers shall certify the same and forward the ballot box, con- 
taining the ballots, poll list and all other papers, including the 
club roll, relating to such election, by one of their number to the 
Chairman of the County Committee within 36 hours after the close 
of the polls. 


Each County Committee shall furnish the managers at each voting 
precinct two ballot boxes, one for State officers and United States 
Senator and one for County officers, Congressmen and Solicitors. 
The managers, before opening the polls, shall take and sign the 
following oath: “We do solemnly swear that we will conduct this 
election according to law and the rules of the party, and will allow 
no person to vote whose name is not regularly enrolled in this 
club, and we will not assist any voter to prepare his ballot and 
will not advise any voter as to how he should vote at this election.” 
The managers shall direct each voter, if requested, to the proper 
box for his ticket, but the boxes in all cases shall be marked in a 
suitable manner so as to designate in which box the respective 
tickets shall be placed. 


The managers at each box at the primary shall require every 
voter to take the following oath and pledge, viz.: “I do solemnly 
swear that I am a resident of this club district and am duly qualified 
to vote at this election...... , and that I have not voted before at - 
this election.” 


Each voter shall deposit in the appropriate box a ballot on which 
shall be printed the names of the candidates for the offices to be 
filled, with the titles of the respective offices. The tickets shall be 
furnished by the State Committee for all except County officers, 
Congressmen and Solicitors, for which the County Committee shall 
furnish the tickets. Each ticket shall contain the names of all 
candidates for the respective offices and no other tickets shall be used. 
One ticket shall contain the names of all persons running for State 
offices and United States Senator. The other ticket shall contain, 
the names of all persons running for members of the General 
Assembly, County offices, Congressmen and Solicitors. No vote 
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for the House of Representatives, nor for County Commissioners, 
shall be counted unless it contains as many names as the County is 
entitled to Representatives and to County Commissioners, respec- 
tively. 


Any ballot deposited in the wrong box shall not be counted. 


That in case the managers find more ballots in the ballot box than 
names on the poll list, the managers shall draw out the excess ballots 
and destroy them. 


* At any election when the right of a person to vote is challenged, 
the managers shall place the vote sd challenged in an envelope and 
indorse thereon the name of the voter and that of the challenger, 
and the person so challenged shall be allowed to vote, and the 
challenged votes shall be kept separate and apart and not counted, 
but turned over to the County Committee, who shall at its first 
meeting thereafter hear all objections to such votes, and where no 
person appears to sustain an objection made at the polls the ballot 
shall be removed from the envelope and mingled with the regular 
ballot and counted, but where the challengers appear, or produce 
witnesses in support of the challenge, the Committee shall proceed 
to hear and determine the question, and in all instances the voter 
shall have the right of appealing to the State Committee.

Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII Stats. 1016), Amended—

“An Act to Protect and Preserve the Fish and to Encourage the 
Fishing Industries in the Tide Waters of the State; to Provide for 
the Regulating Thereof and a Revenue Therefrom, and for Other 
Purposes,” known as Act No. 623 of the Acts of 1924, be and the 
same is hereby amended by striking out the words “March Ist to 
June 15th” on line three (3) of Section 88, and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: “March lst to October Ist” so that said 
Section when so amended will read as follows: 


Section 88. There shall be an open season for the catching and 
shipping of sturgeon and caviar from March 1st to October Ist, in-

Sales of Delinquent Lands—Purchases by 
Auditor—Title to Forfeited Land Commission.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: In all 
sales of delinquent lands, as now provided for by law within this 
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State, the Sheriff shall execute to the purchaser, or purchasers, of 
such delinquent lands a deed for same, and in case any delinquent 
lands shall be purchased by the County Auditor of any County in this 
State, as now provided by law, such purchase shall be made for the 
Forfeited Land Commission of his County, and it shall be the duty 
of the Sheriff to execute a deed to the Forfeited Land Commission 
in the County in which such land had been sold, as is now provided 
for by law for such deed to be made to the Sinking Fund Commis- | 
sion of South Carolina. 


§ 2. Sales by Commissions—Proceeds—Deeds.—All 
tands deeded under the terms of this Act to the Forfeited Land Com- 
mission of any County shall be held by them as assets of the County 
and State and sold to the best interest of the County and State, and 
the proceeds of such sale shall be divided between the State and 
County, according to their respective interests therein, and upon 
any such sale the said Forfeited Land Commission of such County 
shall execute a deed for the same. 


§ 3. Fees of Sheriffs.—In case of any delinquent lands 
being bought in and held by the Forfeited Land Commission the 
Sheriff of such County shall receive for his services the following 
compensation, and no more: For serving warrant and taking ex- 
clusive possession of property, One ($1.00) Dollar, and mileage at 
the rate of five (5) cents per mile for each mile actually travelled ; 
for issuing deed to the Forfeited Land Commission, One ($1.00) 
Dollar, and cost of advertising, as now provided for by law, same 
to be paid out of ordinary County funds on warrant of Countv 
Commissioners, or such officers in each County authorized to issue 
such warrants.

leton County” the words “and Town Council of the Town of West 
Greenville, Greenville County,” so that said section when so amended. 
shall read as follows: 


At such election for bonds, the elector shall vote for three citizens 
of such town or city, whose terms of office shall be respectively two, 
four and six years, and until the general election for municipal of- 
ficers next following the expiration of the short term, and until their 
successors are elected and qualified. The classification above desig- 
nated as to the term shall be ascertained by the Commissioners after 
election by lot. At each general election for municipal officers fol- 
lowing the expiration of the term of the Commissioner holding the 
short term, and at every such election every two years thereafter, 
one such Commissioner shall be elected for a term of six years, and 
until his successor is elected and qualified. The officers so elected 
and their successors in office shall be known as the Commissioners 
of Public Works of such municipality and by that name may sue 
and be sued in any of the Courts of this State. At the first meeting 
of the Commissioners after election, and after any election for full 
term, they shall organize by the election of one of their number as 
Chairman. The Clerk or Recorder of the municipality shall act as 
Secretary of the Commissioners. The Mayor and Aldermen of the- 
city or the Intendant and Wardens of a town shall fill any vacancy 
occurring in said Commissions by death, resignation or otherwise, 
by appointment for the .unexpired term. The person elected or 
appointed to such office shall qualify by taking the same oath as the 
election officers of the municipality take. The Mayor of the City 
or the Intendant of the town shall notify the persons so elected as. 
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members of the Commissioners of Public Works of their election 
within ten days after the results of such election is declared: Pro- 
vided, That there shall be no Board of Commissioners of Public 
Works in the City of Laurens and the City of Camden and the 
Town of Clinton and in the City of Abbeville and St. George, but 
all the duties, powers, and responsibilities of the Board of Com- 
missioners of Public Works are hereby devolved upon the City 
Council of the City of Laurens and the City of Camden and the 
Town of Clinton, and the City of Abbeville and the Town of St. 
George: And, Provided, further, That there shall be no Board of 
Commissioners of Public Works in the City of Chester but all the 
duties, powers and responsibilities of the Board of Commissioners 
of Public Works are hereby devolved upon the City Council of 
the City of Chester. In the Town of Gaffney said Board of 
Public Works shall consist ex officio of the Mayor and Treasurer 
and Clerk of the Town Council of Gaffney, who shall give bond for 
the faithful performance of the duties of their office in the sum of 
ten thousand dollars each: Provided, That there shall be no Board 
of Public Works for the City of Cheraw, but all the duties, powers, 
and responsibilities of the Board of Public Works are hereby de- , 
volved upon the City Council of the City of Cheraw: Provided, 
That in the City of Orangeburg, which city has adopted and is 
now operated under the commission form of government, the Board 
of Commissioners of Public Works is hereby abolished, and all the 
powers, duties and responsibilities of the said Commissioners of 
Public Works including all powers and duties in relation to issuing 
and selling bonds for municipal purposes, are hereby devolved upon 
the City Council of Orangeburg: Provided further, That there shall 
be no Board of Commissioners of Public Works in the City of 
Georgetown, but all the duties, powers and responsibilities of the 
Board of Commissioners of Public Works are hereby devolved. upon 
the City Council of the City of Georgetown: Provided, That in 
cities of fifty thousand (50,000) inhabitants or more, that in addi- 
tion to the three Commissioners of Public Works to be elected as 
provided for in this Section, the Mayor of any such city and the 
Chairman of the Committee on Water Supply, if there be such Com- 
mittee, shall be ex officio members of said Commissioners of Public 
Works: And Provided, That in such cities said Commissioners of 
Public Works shall serve without compensation: Provided, further, 
That the Board of Commissioners of Public Works in and for the 
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City of Sumter be, and the same is hereby abolished, and the duties 
heretofore imposed by law upon said Board are hereby devolved 
upon the Council of the City of Sumter: Provided, further, That 
the Commissioners of Public Works for the City of Spartanburg 
shall receive as compensation for their services Twenty-five ($25.00) 
Dollars a month, except the Chairman, who shall receive Seventy- 
five ($75.00) Dollars, all salaries to be paid monthly: Provided, 
further, That there shall be no Board of Commissioners of Public 
Works in the Town of Blacksburg, and the same is abolished as 
it now exists, but all the duties, powers, and responsibilities of 
the Board of Commissioners of Public Works are hereby devolved 
upon the Mayor and Town Council of Blacksburg, as hereinabove 
established, which Board shall give bond in the sum of $2,000.00 
each payable to the municipality of Blacksburg, for the faithful 
performance of the duties of their office: Provided, That there shall 
be no Commissioners of Public Works in the City of Aiken, and 
the same ag it now exists is abolished but all the duties, powers, and 
responsibilities of the Board of Commissioners of Public Works are 
hereby devolved upon the Mayor and City Council of the City of 
Aiken. That the old Board of Commissioners of Public Works of 
the City of Aiken shall, upon demand to do so, turn over to the 
Mayor and City Council of Aiken, as the new Board herein estab-. 
lished, all property, bocks, vouchers, records and moneys now in 
their hands, and thereafter among the other duties devolving upon 
the Mayor and City Council of Aiken, they shall make a full state- 
ment at the end of each month of their receipts and disbursements 
of all kinds during the preceding month, which shall be open to 
public inspection: Provided, further, That the provisions relative 
to the City of Aiken shall be taken and deemed inoperative unless 
an amendment to the provisions of this Section shall have been 
voted. for and approved by the qualified electors of the City of 
Aiken at an election directed to be held at Aiken on the second 
Tuesday in June, 1916, in accordance with the provisions of an 
Act of the General Assembly of South Carolina: approved the 25th: 
day of March, 1916: Provided, There shall be no Board of Com- 
missioners of Public Works in the Town of Dillon, but all the- 
duties, power and responsibilities of the Board of Commissioners of 
Public Works are hereby devolved upon the Mayor and Town Council’ 
of said Town of Dillon, and that the offices of the said Commissioners: 
of Public Works in and for said town are hereby abolished ancl: 
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that said Commissioners of Public Works are hereby required, 
forthwith upon the approval of this Act, to turn over to the said 
Mayor and Town Council the records of their offices, and to account 
to the said Mayor and Town Council for their Acts and doings as 
said Commissioners of Public Works since their last monthly report 
to the said Mayor and Town Council and all of the legitimate 
obligations and debts incurred by the said Commissioners of Public 
Works shall’ be assumed and paid by the said town: Provided, 
further, That before this Article shall become effective there shall 
be held an election in the Town of Dillon upon the question of 
abolishing the office of Commission of Public Works at which 
election the qualified electors shall vote for and against the Com- 
missioners of Public Works. If a majority of the electors vote 
,in favor of abolishing the offices of the Commissioners of Public 
Works then this Article shall immediately go into effect, but if the 
majority vote against abolishing said Commissioners of Public 
Works, this Article shall not take effect. Said election to be called 
by the Town Council of the Town of Dillon, and held according 
to the rules governing town elections, and shall be held at least one 
week prior to the election in said town for municipal officers: Pro- 
vided, That there shall be no Board of Commissioners of Public 
Works for the Town of Walterboro or Town of West Greenville, 
Greenville County, but all the duties, powers and responsibilities of 
the Board of Commissioners of Public Works are hereby devolved 
upon the Town Council of the Town of Walterboro in Colleton 
County and Town Council of Town of West Greenville, Greenville

AN ACT to Regulate the Issuance of Certificates of Deposit 
by Banks or Banking Institutions Doing Business in 
This State; to Provide for the Issuance of New Certifi- 
cates in Case of Loss and to Fix the Time Limit for 
Bringing Suit Thereon. 


Section 1. After Jan. 1, 1928, Transfer of Certificate of 
Deposit Binding on Bank only After Notice—Form of 
Certificate.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That on and after the lst day of January, 1928, 
no transfer or assignment of any certificate of deposit issued by any 
Bank or Banking Institution doing business in this State shall be 
valid or effective so as to bind the Bank issuing same by prejudicing , 
its rights, unless notice of such assignment has been given to said 
Bank and entry thereof made on its books; and every certificate 
of deposit issued by any Bank or Banking institution doing busi- 
ness in this State after the Ist day of January, 1928, shall have plainly 
printed thereon the following words. “This certificate of deposit 
shall not be negotiable so as to affect the rights of the Bank until 
notice of assignment has been made upon the books of this Bank.” 


§ 2. Lost Certificates—Issue of Duplicates.—That in 
case of loss of any certificate of deposit heretofore or hereafter 
issued, the party to whom such certificate was originally issued or 
his personal representative, may apply to the Bank for the issuance . 
of a new certificate when said Bank upon satisfactory evidence, 
by affidavit or otherwise, that said certificate has been lost or 
destroyed, shall cause a notice to be published in some newspaper 
of general circulation within the County in which said Bank is 
situate, a notice that an application has been made for the issuance 
of a new certificate; said notice shall plainly describe the certificate 
of deposit which has been lost or destroyed, and that application has 
been made for the issuance of a new certificate, said notice shall be 
published once each week for two successive weeks and at the 
expiration of sixty days from the publication of the final notice said 
Bank shall thereupon issue a new certificate to the person or per- 
sons entitled thereto and the former certificate shall become null 
and void. 


§ 3. Rights of Parties to Transfer as Between Them- 
selves not Affected.—wNothing contained in this Act shall affect 
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the rights of the parties to any transfer or assignment of any 
certificate as between themselves. 


§ 4. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Section 1. Sec. 1973, Code 1922, Vol. III, Amended— 
Sinking Fund Commission of Union County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend 
Section 1973 of the Civil Code of Laws, 1922, relating to Sinking 
Fund Commissioners of Union County by striking out all of said 
Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following to be known as 
Section 1973 of the Civil Code: 


“Section 1973. That the office of the present members of the 
Sinking Fund Commission for the County of Union, as now exists, 
is hereby declared to be vacant, and immediately upon the approval 
of this Act by the Governor he shall appoint three (3) electors of 
Union County as the Sinking Fund Commission of said County, 
whose term of office shall be four (4) years, such appointments to 
be made upon the recommendation of the Delegation of Union 
County, or a majority thereof, in the General Assembly, and any 
vacancy occurring from any cause on said Commission shall be 
filled for the unexpired part of term by appointment by the Governor, 
upon the recommendation of Union County Delegation, or a majority 
thereof.” 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed.

Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII Stats., 1193), Amended— 
State Highways in Williamsburg County.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend an 
Act entitled “An Act to Provide a State System of Hard Surface, 
Top Soil and Other Dependable Types of Highways in this State,” 
known as Act No. 731 of the Acts of 1924, by striking out on line 
six (6) under subdivision of Williamsburg County the word “Heine- 
man” and inserting in lieu thereof the words “Greeleyville, where 
it intersects route No. 261, thence,” so that said subdivision of 
Williamsburg County shall read as follows: Hard Surface or Other 
Dependable Types of Roads: From Kingstree westerly on route 
No. 26 to the Clarendon County Line. Beginning at Georgetown 
County line near Andrews and following route No. 44 westerly 
near Lanes to Santee River Bridge. From Florence County line 
near Lake City southerly on Route No. 41 by way of Cades, 
Kingstree and Greeleyville, where it intersects Route No. 261, thence 
‘ to the Santee River Bridge. From Kingstree southeasterly to 
Route No. 44. 


Soft Surface: From Florence County line at Ards Cross Roads, 
through Hemingway to Kingstree on Route No. 411. 

Soft Surface: From Kingstree easterly on Route No. 26 to the 
Georgetown County line near Rhens. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT Relating to Income Taxes. 


Section 1. Charitable Contributions Deductible upon In- 
come Tax Return.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: There shall be allowed as deductions 
contributions or gifts made by individuals within the taxable year 
to corporations or associations operated exclusively for religious, 
charitable, scientific, or educational purposes, or for the prevention 
of cruelty to children or animals, no part of the net earnings of 
which inures to the benefit of any private stockholder or individual, 
to an amount not in excess of fifteen (15%) per centum of the 
taxpayer’s net income as computed without the benefit of this Sec-. 
tion. 


§ 2. Depreciation.—There shall be allowed as deductions a 
reasonable allowance for the depreciation and obsolescense of prop- 
erty used in the trade or business; and in the case of mines, other 
natural deposits, and timber, a reasonable allowance for depletion: 
Provided, That in computing the deductions allowed under this 
paragraph, the basis shall be cost plus any additions and improve- 
ments (including in the case of mines, and other natural deposits, 
the cost of developments not otherwise deducted). In the cases of 
leases the deductions allowed may be equitably apportioned between 
the lessor and the lessee. 


§ 3. Exemption of Husband and Wife.—If a husband and 
wife living together make separate income tax returns, the personal 
exemption of $2500.00 may be taken by either or divided between 
them, but in no case shall a husband and wife living together receive 
but one personal exemption. If a husband and wife are legally 
separated each shall be entitled to the exemption allowed a single 
person. ’ 


§ 4. Understatement of Income Without Fault of Tax- 
payer.—If additional tax is found to be due upon the examination 
of an income tax return and the return is made in good faith and 
the understatement of the tax is not due to any fault of the tax- 
payer, there shall be no penalty added because of such understate- 
ment, but interest shall be added to the amount of the deficiency at 
the rate of one-half of one per cent, for each month or fraction of 
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a month from the date the tax was originally due until the date the 
deficiency is paid. 


§ 5. To What Years Applicable.—That this Act shall apply 
to income taxes for the year 1926 and thereafter. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts in conflict with the provisions 
of this Act be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 


§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT Authorizing Corporations Incorporated Under the 
Laws of This State to Issue Capital Stock Without Par 
Value. 


Section 1. Issues of Stock Without Par Value—Condi- 
tions of Issue—Valuation for Fixing Amount of Charter 
Fees.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That any corporation incorporated under the laws of the 
State of South Carolina may issue one or more classes of capital 
stock with or without nominal or par value with such designations, 
preferences, and restrictions, if any, as shall be stated and expressed 
by the certificate of incorporation or in any amendment thereof 
Preferred capital stock without nominal or par value if desired may 
be subject to redemption in such manner, at such time, or times, and 
at such price or prices, may be given such preferences as to assets 
upon dissolution or winding up of the corporation whether voluntary 
or involuntary, may be given the right to receive such cumulative 
or non-cumulative dividends, payable quarterly, half yearly or yearly, 
and payable as a whole or in part before any dividend shall be set 
apart or paid on the common stock, may be authorized to be issued 
in more than one series of the same class, each series carrying the 
same or different rates of dividends, may be made convertible into 
shares of other classes of preferred or common stock with or with- 
out nominal or par value, and may have such other preferences, 
designations, rights, privileges and powers and be made subject to 
such other restrictions, limitations and qualifications, as shall be 
stated and prescribed or provided in the certificate of incorporation 
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or in any amendment thereof. Such capital stock without nominal 
or par value, whether common or preferred, may be issued by the 
corporation from time to time for such consideration as may be 
fixed from time to time by the Board of Directors thereof, pursuant 
to authority conferred in the certificate of incorporation or in any 
amendment thereof, or if such certificate or amendment thereof 
shall not so provide, then by the consent of the holders of two- 
thirds of each class of stock then outstanding and entitled to vote 
given at a meeting called for that purpose in such manner as shall 
be prescribed by the by-laws, and any and all shares without nominal 
or par value so issued, full consideration for which has been paid 
or delivered, shall be deemed full paid stock and not liable to any 
further call or assessment thereon, and the holder of such shares 
shall not be liable for any further payments under the provisions of 
this Act. In any case in which the law requires that the par value 
of the shares of stock of a corporation be stated in any certificate 
or paper, it shall be stated, in respect of such shares, that such shares 
are without par value, and wherever the amount of stock authorized 
or issued is required to be stated, the number of shares authorized 
or issued shall be stated, and it shall also be stated that such shares 
are without par value. For the purpose of fees or taxes required 
to be paid to the Secretary of State and for no other taxing pur- 
pose, such shares shall be taken to be of the value of One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars per share unless it shall be shown to the satisfac- 
tion of the proper officer that such shares are of another and different 
value than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars per share, in which 
event such shares shall be taken to be of a par value equivalent to 
such other cr different value as so shown. 


§ 2. Act not Applicable to Banks.—That the provisions 
of this Act shall not apply to banks and banking corporations. 


§ 3. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
be, and the same are hereby, repealed.

amended by inserting after the word “committee” on line ten (10) 
thereof the words “or trustee’s,” and by inserting after the word

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“Section 5390: It shall be the duty of the Judge of Probate, in

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of Five Trustees for 
Hilda School District No. 9, in Barnwell County. 


Section 1. Number of School Trustees in School Dis- 
trict No. 9, Barnwell County—Election—Terms.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
On the second Tuseday in April, 1927, the qualified electors of 
Hilda School District No. 9 of Barnwell County, shall elect from 
among their number five trustees of said school district as hereinafter 
provided. One of the said trustees shall serve for one year, one 
for two years, one for three years, one for four years and one for 
five years. The Trustees elected shall decide by lot the term of 
office of each, whether for one, two, three, four or five years, at 
their first meeting after such election, and on the second Tuesday of 
April every year thereafter there shall be one Trustee elected for 
the term of five years. 


§ 2. Notice of Election—Managers—Returns—Proviso. 
—The County Superintendent of Education shall give at least two 
weeks’ notice of such election in some newspaper of the widest 
circulation in said school district, and shall appoint three managers 
of said election who shall certify to the Superintendent of Edu- 
cation the result of said election: Provided, That no irregularity 
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in the notice or appointment of managers shall in any way defeat 
the election if held on said dates.

ment. 


Whereas, The Congress of the United States has passed an Act 
approved by the President June 2, 1920, amended June 5, 1924, en- 
titled “An Act to Provide for the Promotion of Vocational Re- 
habilitation of Persons Disabled in Industry or Otherwise, and 
Their Return to Civil Employment.” and 


Whereas, It is provided in Section 3 of the Act aforesaid, that 
the grants of money authorized by this Act shall be paid to each State 
which shall, by action of its Legislature, consent to the provisions 
of this Act: now, therefore, 


Section 1. Consent of State Given to Requirements of 
Act of Congress—Acceptance of Grants.—Be it resolved by 
the Senate and the House of Representatives of the State of South 
Carolina: That the consent of the Legislature of the State of South 
Carolina is hereby given to the provisions and requirements of said 
Act, and that the Treasurer of South Carolina be, and he is hereby, 
authorized and empowered to receive the grants of money ap- 
propriated under this Act, and that the State Board for Vocational 
Education is empowered and instructed to co-operate with the 
Federal Board for Vocational Education in accord with the terms 
and conditions expressed in the Act of Congress aforesaid.

AN ACT Making it a Misdemeanor, to Set, Sell, Make, or. 
Use a Steel Trap or Any Like Device. 


Section 1. Misdemeanor to Set, Sell or Use Steel Trap. 
—Exceptions—Penalty.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That it shall be unlawful for any 
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person, firm, or corporation to set, sell, make or use a steel trap or 
any like device within this State: Provided, That the provisions of 
this Act shall not apply to any person setting a steel trap within 
two hundred yards of his residence or within twenty-five yards of 
any poultry house, which is set for the protection of his property, 
nor shall the same apply to merchants who have steel traps for sale 
outside of this State. Any person, firm or corporation violating the 
provisions of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall 
upon conviction be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred 
dollars nor less than twenty-five dollars, or imprisonment for not 
more than thirty days, for each offense. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect on the lst day of September, 
1927.

AN ACT to Provide for the Selection of Trustees in Smoaks 
School District No. 5 of Colleton County, South Caro- 
lina. 


Section 1. School Trustees in School District No. 5, Colle- 
ton County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Board of Trustees of Smoaks School 
District No. 5 of Colleton County, South Carolina, (the same being 
a consolidated school district composed of the following former 
school districts, to-wit: Edisto School District No. 8, Strickland 
School District No. 6, Tabernacle School District No. 46, and Smoaks 
School District No. 5) shall consist of five members who shall be 
appointed by the County Board of Education of Colleton County 
at the time of the appointment of other trustees for the various 
school districts of Colleton County, as now provided by law; and who 
shall hold office for terms as follows: One for a term of one year, 
two for a term of two years: two for a term of three years. 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor. 
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§ 3. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are herby repealed.

Term of Office of Saluda County Highway 
Commission—Salaries—Clerk—Expense Allowance.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That hereafter the term of office of the members of the Saluda 
County Highway Commission shall be two years and the salary of 
each member of said Commission shall be Two Hundred Fifty 
($250.00) Dollars per annum, payable monthly, and the salary of 
the Clerk of Saluda County Highway Commission shall be Two 
Hundred Fifty ($250.00) Dollars per annum, payable monthly: 
Provided, The provisions of this Act shall not affect the term of 
office or the salary of the members of said Commission holding office 
under their existing appointments: Provided, further, That each 
Commissioner be allowed Fifty ($50.00) Dollars for traveling ex- 
penses and the gross sum of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars be allowed for 
telephone and telegraph expenses of the said Commissioners. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Require the County Board of Education of. 
Dillon County to Furnish Each Year an Estimated 
Amount of Income to be Derived for Each School Dis- 
trict in Said County, and to Prohibit the Expenditure 
in Any School District in Excess of the Estimated In- 
come for Such District, and to Provide a Penalty for 
the Violation Thereof. 


Section 1. County Board of Dillon County to Furnish, 
Estimates of Income of School Districts.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County 
Board of Education for Dillon County shall as soon as practical 
furnish, or cause to be furnished, to the Trustees of every common 
school district and every high school in the County, and to the 
Treasurer and the Superintendent of Education of said County an 
estimate of the school income for this scholastic year and every 
scholastic year hereafter, during the month of January. 


§ 2. Payment of Excess Warrants Prohibited—Excep- 
tion.—That the Superintendent of Education is forbidden to ap- 
prove and the County Treasurer to pay any voucher, or vouchers, in 
excess of the estimated income from any district in the County except 
on the written approval of the County Board of Education. 


§ 3. Penalty for, Violation.—Any official found guilty of 
violation of the provisions of this Act shall be subject to a fine of 
not less than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars nor more than One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars, for each and every offense so committed. 


§ 4. Condition of Allowing Payment of Excess War- 
rants.—That the County Board of Education be required, as a pre- 
cedent to giving the written permission to the Superintendent of 
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Education to approve and the County Treasurer to pay any voucher, 
or vouchers, in excess of the estimated income of any district, or 
districts, to require the trustees of any district, or districts, over- 
drawing their account to execute a promissory note in favor of the 
County Board of Education covering such overdraft, which note 
shall be countersigned by both the County Superintendent of Edu- 
cation and the County Treasurer, which note or notes may or may 
not, in the discretion of the Board of Education, bear interest not 
to exceed the rate of seven (7) per cent. per annum, and maturing. 
at such time or times as the Board of Education in its discretion may 
name. 


§ 5. Intent of Bill.—It is the intent of this Bill that the 
Trustees of the various school districts overdrawing their accounts 
shall execute a note as of June 30th embodying the amount of such 
debt or overdraft as of that date.

AN ACT to Amend Section One of an Act Pertaining to the 
Jurisdiction, Powers and Duties of the Probate Court 
in Relation to Minors, Known as Act No. 158, of the 
Acts of 1925, Approved April 14, 1925, so as to In- 
clude in the Provisions Thereof Counties Having a 
Population of More Than 85,000 Inhabitants. 


Section 1. Act (1925, XXXIV, Stats. 231), Amended— 
Applicable to Counties Having 85,000 Inhabitants.—Be it. 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Section 1 of an Act pertaining to the jurisdiction, powers and 
duties of the Probate Courts in relation to Minors, known as Act No. 
158, of the Acts of 1925, approved April 14, 1925, be, and the same 
is hereby, amended by striking out the figures “90,000” on line 
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two of said Section, and inserting in lieu thereof the figures “85,000” 
so that said Section as amended shall read as follows: 


(Section 1) The Probate Court of counties having a population 
of between 85,000 and 100,000 according to the census of 1920, shall 
have exclusive original jurisdiction of any case of a child less than 
sixteen years of age and of all other persons involved with or 
contributing to the dependency or delinquency of any child, residing 
in or being at this time within the said county or any city herein. 


(A) Who is delinquent or who violates any municipal or State 
law or ordinance or who is truant, unruly, wayward, or misdirected, 
or who is disobedient to parents or beyond their control, or who 
is in danger of becoming so: or 


(B) Who is neglected, or who engages in any occupation, calling 
or exhibition, or who is found in any place where a child is for- 
bidden by law to be, and for permitting which an adult may be 
punished by law, or who is in such condition or surroundings or 
under such improper or insufficient guardianship or control as to 
endanger the morals, health or general welfare of such child: or 


(C) Who is dependent upon public support or who is destitute, 
homeless or abandoned, or whose custody is subject to controversy, 
or who is insane or feeble-minded or idiotic or epileptic or so far 
mentally deficient as to be unable to exercise proper control over 
his own affairs or whose mind is so deranged or impaired as to en- 
danger the health, person or property of himself or others. 


When jurisdiction has been obtained in the case of any child, un- 
less a Court order shall be issued to the contrary, or unless the child 
be committed to an institution supported and controlled by the 
State, it shall continue for the purpose of this Act during the mi- 
nority of the child. The duty shall be constant upon the Court to 
give each subject in its jurisdiction such oversight and control in 
the premises as will conduce to the welfare of such child and to 
the best interests of the State.” 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall be effective upon its approval by the 
Governor.

AN ACT Requiring the Treasurer of Colleton County to: 
Prepare Estimates in Relation to Deposits of Public 
Funds of Colleton County, and Requiring Banks to 
Furnish Bond or Security for the Protection of Public 
Funds in Said County. 


Section 1. County Treasurer of Colleton County to 
Estimate Bank Deposits—to Require Bond or Security for 
Deposits.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the County Treasurer for the County of 
Colleton is hereby empowered and directed, on or before April Ist, 
of each year, to estimate and prepare a statement showing the 
aggregate amount of public funds or moneys, including proceeds 
of bond issues, Sinking Funds, taxes to be collected for the en- 
using year, or any other funds, of the County of Colleton or other 
divisions thereof, coming under the custody or control of said 
County Treasurer as such official for the fiscal year beginning April 
lst, on which said estimate is made, and ending April Ist there- 
after, to be deposited in any bank or banking institution, respective- 
ly, during said period, which estimate shall likewise include what- 
ever balance said Treasurer may then have to his credit in any 
such bank or banks; that before depositing any of said funds in 
any such banks the said Treasurer shall first require said bank or 
banking institution, respectively, to execute a good and sufficient 
bond in an amount equal to one-third (1/3) of the aforesaid esti- 
mate for the protection of all deposits so made in any such bank, 
with some corporate surety company as surety thereon, the form 
and execution of said bond to be approved by the County attorney 
for Colleton County; that in lieu of furnishing bond, as aforesaid, 
the said bank or banks, respectively, may deposit with said Treasurer, 
as a protection against any loss on said deposits, State or County 
obligations or obligations of any political subdivision thereof, Liberty 
bonds or Federal Land Bank bonds in an amount equal to one-third 
(1/3) of said estimate: Provided, That in case it should be ascer- 
bonds or Federal Land Bank bonds in an amount equal to one-third 
two weeks notice being first given, said Treasurer may require said 
security to be increased to an amount which is equal to one-third 
(1/3)of the correct estimate, or said Treasurer may accordingly re- 
duce the security so given: Provided, further, That at no time shall 
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said security be less than one-third (1/3) of the amount of funds on 
deposit in any and all such banks. 


§ 2. Liability on Official Bond of County Treasurer.— 
That the said Treasurer of Colleton County shall be liable on his 
official bond for any loss sustained by reason of his failure to 
observe and carry out the provisions of this Act. But when said 
County Treasurer complies with the provisions of this Act, his 
official bond shall be liable only for gross negligence in the selection 
of the depositories for said public funds. 


§ 3. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the pre 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed. 


§ 4. That this Act shall take effect upon its approval by the 
Governor,

AN ACT to Provide for the Examination of Plumbers and 
to Establish a Board Therefor, and to Regulate the: 
Business of Installing Sanitary Plumbing and Supervis- 
ing and Inspecting Plumbing in Cities or Towns of 
This State Having a Population of Fifteen Thousand 
(15,000) Inhabitants or More, According to the Federal 
Census of 1920, or any Subsequent Federal Census, 
and to Provide Penalties for the Violation of this Act.. 


Section 1. Certificate Required to Instal Sanitary Plumb- 
ing in Cities of Over 15,000 Population—Proviso.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That from and after the passage of this Act, it shall be unlawful 
for any person, be he master plumber, employing plumber, or 
journeyman plumber, to install sanitary plumbing in any cities or 
towns having a population of fifteen thousand (15,000) inhabitants 
or more, as fixed by the Federal Census of 1920, or any subsequent 
Federal Census, until such person or persons above mentioned shall 
have made application to a Board of Examiners, hereinafter pro- 
vided for and shall have received from said Board a certificate as 
to his qualifications to perform such work: Provided, That the 
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provisions of this Act shall not apply to any licensed plumber who 
has been issued a license prior to the passage of this Act. 


§2. Local Boards of Plumbing Examiners—Appoint- 
ment—Vacancies.—That in every city or town embraced in the 
first Section of this Act, there shall be a Board of Plumbing 
Examiners, consisting of three members, one of whom shall be the 
Health Officer of the respective city or town, who shall be ex officto 
the Chairman of said Board of Examiners; the second member 
shall be a master plumber with not less than four years’ experience ; 
the third member of said Board shall be a journeyman plumber, 
with not less than four years’ experience; said second and third 
members of said Board shall be appointed by the Mayor of the 
respective city, if such city has a mayor; if not, then by the Govern- 
ing Board or Commission of such city or town; and each of the 
said appointees shall hold office for the term of one year, and until 
his successor is appointed as herein provided for. Upon the ex- 
piration of any term of office of said second and third member of 
said Board, his successor shall be appointed by said Mayor or 
Governing Board or Commission, as hereinbefore provided, and said 
successor shall hold office for the term of one year, and until his 
successor is appointed. In the event of a vacancy on said Board, 
caused by the death, resignation or removal from office of said 
second or third member, said vacancy shall be filled by appointment 
of said Mayor or Governing Board or Commission, as hereinbe- 
fore provided; and said appointees shall hold office for the un- 
expired term of his predecessor. Said first mentioned appointments 
shall be made within thirty days after this Act becomes’ a law. 


§ 3. Examinations for Certificates—Fees—Duration of 
Certificate.—That after organization, said Board of Examiners 
shall, as soon as possible, designate the time and place for the 
examination of all persons desiring to secure a certificate as herein 
provided for. Such applicants shall be compelled to pass such 
examination as to his qualifications as such Board may direct; said 
examination shall be made in whole or in part writing, and shall be 
of a practical and elementary character, but sufficiently strict to 
test the qualifications of the applicant, and if satisfied with the 
competency of such applicant, it shall be the duty of such Board 
of Examiners to issue a certificate to such applicant or applicants, 
authorizing him or them to engage in the business of installing 
sanitary plumbing and to install sanitary plumbing. The fee for 
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the certificate to the master or employing plumber shall be five ($5.- 
00) dollars; to journeymen plumbers the fee shall be two ($2.00) 
dollars. Said certificate shall be valid for the term of one year, but 
the same can be renewed on proper application to said Board and the 
payment of a fee of fifty cents. 


§ 4. Meetings of Board—Records—Compensation.— 
That said Board of Examiners shall not hold more than two meet- 
ings per month; that they shall elect from their number a Secretary, 
who shall keep in a well bound book the names of all persons to 
whom a certificate has been issued. Said examiner shall receive 
a compensation as designated by the Mayor or Commission of said 
city or town for each meeting, to be paid out of the money for the 
issuing of said certificates. The surplus, if any, to be paid into the 
treasury of the respective city or town within the provisions of this 
Act. 


§ 5. Cities to Provide by Ordinance Regulations for 
Construction—Permits—Plumbing Inspectors.—iIt shall be 
the duty of the cities or towns in this State, and within the pro- 
visions of this Act, to provide by ordinance, within three months 
after the passage hereof, rules and regulations for the construction 
of all plumbing and sewerage placed in or on any building or the 
premises thereof in such city or town, and no work of this character 
shall be done unless a permit be issued therefor, except that leaks 
may be repaired without securing such permit. It shall be the 
further duty of such cities or towns to provide for the appointment 
or election of a plumbing inspector and assistant, as is necessary, 
but said inspector or inspectors must be practical plumbers, whose 
duty it shall be to see that all rules and regulations touching such 
sanitary plumbing are faithfully and diligently observed and exe- 
cuted. 


§ 6. Violation of Act a Misdemeanor.—That any person 
violating any provision of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and shall, on conviction be fined not less than five 
($5.00) dollars nor more than one hundred ($100.00) dollars for 
.each offense. 


§ 7. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith be, 
and the same are hereby, repealed. 
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§ 8 Effective.—That this law shall become operative and 
take effect thirty days after the approval thereof by the Governor.

AN ACT to Declare all Roads in Darlington County Used 
by the Free Mail Delivery Carriers to be Public Roads. 


Section 1. Mail Routes in Darlington County Declared 
Highways—Repairs.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: All roads in Darlington County 
used by free mail carriers are hereby declared to be public highways, 
and to be maintained as other public highways in the said County 
are now maintained. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon it approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT Relating to the County Government of Union 
County. 


Section 1. Powers Supervisor and Advisory Board of 
Union County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The Supervisor and the Advisory Board 
shall appoint annually the chaingang overseer and guards, and fix 
their salaries, They shall also appoint road overseers, and fix their 
salaries. They shall have also, the power to discharge, at any time, 
the various road and chaingang overseers, whenever they think it is 
for the best interest of the County. The overseer of roads and 
chaingang shall be under the direct control of the Supervisor. ‘The 
Supervisor shall elect annually, a Superintendent of the County 
Home. That the Supervisor of Union County shall have exclusive 
and sole control of the County Home or Poor House. 


234 STATUTES AT LARGE 


Section 1-A: Advisory Board—Appointment—Term— 
Salaries—Vacancies.—The Advisory Board shall consist of four 
(4) members and the Supervisor. The said Advisory Board shall 
be commissioned by the Governor of the State of South Carolina 
upon the recommendation of the Union County Delegation. Their 
term of office shall be for a period of two (2) years. Each member 
shall receive a salary of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars a year. 
In the event of a vacancy on said Advisory Board, the said vacancy 
shall be filled by the Governor of the State issuing a commission 
for the unexpired term, upon the recommendation of the Union 
County Delegation. 


§2. County Engineer.—lIn laying out and re-locating roads, 
the Supervisor, with the Advisory Board shall employ an Engineer, 
if they think best, said Engineer to be paid out of road funds, sum 
not to exceed One Thousand ($1000.00) Dollars. 


§ 3. Purchases of Gasoline and Oil.—The various trucks 
and motor vehicles used by the County shall buy their gas and oil 
from reliable dealers in the various parts of the County, and the 
driver of said vehicle shall get a duplicate and send in to the Super- 
visor. They shall not use the various tanks at their home throughout 
the County. 


§ 4. Rural Police.—The Sheriff shall appoint three (3) 
Rural Policemen. The said Rural Policemen shall be under the 
supervision of the Sheriff, and he shall have at any time, the power 
to discharge them. That the Sheriff of Union County shall appoint 
the said Rural Policemen in the same way as now provided by law 
tor appointing Deputy Sheriffs, and the said Sheriff of Union County 
shall have the same control and authority over said rural policemen 
as he now exercises over the Deputy Sheriffs of Union County. 


§ 5. County Attorney—Physician.—The Supervisor alone 
shall have the power to name the County Attorney and the County 
Physician. 


§ 6. Tuition of High School Pupils from Non-high 
School Districts.—That after the expiration of the six months’ 
school term, as provided for in Section 11-A of Act No. 539, of the 
Laws of 1924, the tuition charges for the remainder of the school 
term for high school pupils who come from non-high school dis- 
tricts shall be paid by the district Board of Trustees of said non- 
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high school district, from the school funds of their respective dis- 
tricts, and in case no funds are available for this purpose, then 
the School Trustees of such districts shall authorize and direct the 
County Auditor, not later than July Ist., to add a levy to the 
general school levy of such districts sufficient to pay such tuition, 
and the same shall be collected as other taxes are, and shall be paid 
out by the said Trustees on order of the County Board of Education. 


§ 7. Purchases of Supplies etc.—Contracts.—That all 
supplies of every description whatever, to be used by the County 
or any officer or any department thereof and paid for out of the 
public funds, shall be purchased by the Advisory Board and Super- 
visor. Any officer needing supplies shall first file a written requisi- 
tion with the Board, giving in detail a full description of the 
article or articles wanted, together with such other information as 
the Adv’sory Board may require. This Advisory Board shall care- 
fully examine same, and shall prepare a list of all supplies and 
equipment needed. They shall then advertise in one issue of a paper 
in Union County, and also serve written notice, at least three days 
prior to the time of opening bids, on several business houses 
carrying such supplies as may be needed, inviting bids for such 
supplies, and the contract of purchase shall be awarded to bidder: 
Provided, That in case of emergency, said Advisory Board may 
make purchases when the cost of same does not exceed Fifty 
($50.00) Dollars. For such purchase a majority of the Board shall 
certify on the claim there the necessity thereof. That all contracts 
and agreements of the County must be reduced to writing and first 
accepted in writing by the Supervisor and Advisory Board before 
it shall be binding upon the Supervisor, and the Advisory Board. 


§ 8. Inventories of County Property.—The Advisory 
Board shall require the Supervisor to immediately take an inven- 
tory of all personal property owned by the County, such as teams 
and road working equipment, tools and supplies for chaingang and 
for other departments. The office record shall show at all times in 
whose possession the property should be, and the party having 
same shall be supplied with a list of the property in his hands and 
shall be required to furnish to the County Advisory Board at the 
end of each month an inventory thereof. 


§ 9. “Bills Payable’ Book.—The County Supervisor shall 
keep a book of “Bills Payable,” in which he shall enter, as when 
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made, all notes or loans in anticipation of collection of taxes. The 
entries therein shall show (1) Note Number; (2) Date of Note; 
(3) Date Due; (4) Payee; (5) Amount; (6) Rate of Interest; 
(7) Date Paid. Said notes shall be numbered in the order in 
which they may be executed. 


§ 10. “Bond Book.”—The County Supervisor shall keep a 
book called “Bond Book” in which shall be entered all bonds out- 
standing and hereafter issued. This book shall be printed and ruled 
with appropriate columns showing (1) Series Number; (2) Title 
of Bonds; (3) Date of Issue; (4) Date Due;'(5) Interest Rate 
(6) Interest Payable; (7) Interest Amount Due January lst.; (8) 
Interest Amount Due July 1st.; (9) Number of Bonds; (10) Bond 
Number; (11) Denomination; (12) Total Value Issued; (13) Re- 
marks. 


§ 11. Unlawful to Exceed Appropriations—Proviso.— 
The County Supervisor is hereby prohibited from drawing any war- 
rant upon the County Treasurer to be paid out of any of the several 
funds specifically appropriated for any purpose other than that for 
which the same shall have been appropriated, and it shall be unlaw- 
ful for the County Treasurer to pay any such inhibited warrant. 
It shall be unlawful for the County Supervisor, Advisory Board, 
or any member thereof, to create by contract, express or implied, 
any obligation against the County which with the obligation then 
existing and chargeable to any particular item of appropriation shall 
exceed the amount specifically appropriated therefor: Provided, That 
in case of emergency, with the written consent of the County Delega- 
tion, this requirement may be dispensed with, should the County 
Supervisor, County Advisory Board, or any member thereof, violate 
the provisions of the paragraph next preceding in this Section, the 
claim resulting therefrom shall be declared null and void as against 
the County and the officer offending shall be held responsible to 
the claimant therefor upon his official bond. It is hereby made the 
duty of the County Advisory Board to so apportion the appropria- 
tion for the maintenance of convicts and road working organiza- 
tion as to cover the expense on account of these items for the entire 
fiscal. year for which they may be respectively appropriated. 


§ 12. Statements on Warrants.—The County Supervisor 
shall state upon each warrant drawn by him upon the County 
Treasurer the item of the appropriation in the County Supply Act 
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on account of which it shall have been drawn. He shall also, in 
a tabulated form upon such warrant, state the amount of such ap- 
propriation, the amount theretofore drawn against it, the amount 
of the warrant then drawn, and the balance against which future 
warrants may be drawn. No warrant shall be paid by the County 
Treasurer or be allowed as a credit to him in his settlement unless 
it conforms with this requirement. 


§ 13. Records of County Supervisor.—The County Super- 
visor shall keep a clear and concise record of payments made through 
his office, keeping a separate account for the chaingang, another | 
for each of the forces employed by the County, another for all 
work done by contract, another for bridge work, another showing 
equipment purchased, and a general account, and such account shall 
be kept in such a manner as to show clearly the transaction covered 
thereby, showing as far as possible, what roads such sums were spent 
on, class of work done, and in what township located, and such 
amounts shall be open to public inspection. 


§ 14. Reports on Road Forces.—The Superintendent of the 
chaingang and the foreman of all other forces employed by the 
County, shall file in the office of the County Supervisor for public 
inspection, on the first day of every month, a statement showing 
the number of hands, number of mules and the equipment worked 
under him during the preceding month; the mileage of road worked, 
what kind of work done, what roads worked, what equipment pur- 
chased by his force, what supplies consumed, what repairs and by 
whom made, and shall give the Supervisor an estimate of the sup-. 
plies and new equipment needed for his force for the ensuing month; 
and for his failure to file said statement and estimate, shall be liable 
to forfeit his pay. 


§ 15. Competitive Bids on Contracts.—All the contracts 
other than for labor made by the said Advisory Board for any 
amount exceeding Twenty ($20.00) Dollars shall be let by competi- 
tive bid, ten days’ notice to be given before such work is to begin. 


§ 16. County Borrowing’s—Bank Deposits of Officers. 
—That no money shall be borrowed by the County Advisory Board 
without giving ten days’ notice in one of the local newspapers at 
Union, of the time and place when bids will be considered. The 
said Advisory Board shall accept the lowest bid from one bank only; 
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money thus borrowed shall be kept on deposit in the bank from which 
it is borrowed, and only checked out in the regular course of business. 
The County Treasurer shall draw out said money thus borrowed 
by check showing the name of the person the County is indebted to 
and the same shall correspond to the voucher issued by the County 
Supervisor. No interest shall be paid by the bank thus lending the 
County money on said County deposit. That all official money of the 
Probate Judge ex officio Master; Treasurer, Clerk of Court, Sheriff, 
Sinking Fund Commission and all other official money held by any 
County Officer, not specifically provided for, shall be deposited by 
' said officer in the banks of Union County so as to equally distribute 
said public funds throughout the County. The banks receiving such 
deposits of public funds on call deposit pay interest at the rate of 
two per centum (2%) per annum on said average balance, and said 
interest shall be collected by the custodian who deposits such funds, 
and become a part of said fund. The Advisory Board shall have the 
right to reject any and all bids for said loans and re-advertise for 
loans as hereinafter set forth. That the County Supervisor for 
Union County shall furnish to the County Delegation an itemized 
statement of each department of the County for the year 1928, stating 
in detail, in budget form, the amount estimated for the various offices 
and County Departments for the year 1928, and the said Supervisor 
shall furnish the said County Delegation with an itemized statement 
of expenditure of each department and each office that was spent 
during the year 1927 also amounts taken in by way of fees and com- 
missions for the year 1927. 


§ 18. Delegation May Amend Act.—The Delegation to 
the General Assembly from Union are hereby given express au- 
thority to make any alterations, changes or additions to this Act 
whenever they, as a unit, may agree to do so. 


§ 19. Portions of Act Independent.—In the event any 
Section, or part of any Section of this Act shall be declared uncon- 
stitutional, the remaining sections shall not be affected. 


§ 20. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 21. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower Certain Municipal 
Corporations in South Carolina to Purchase, Lease 
and Condemn or Otherwise Acquire, and to Take and 
Use Lands that May be Desired for Parks, and to 
Create Park Commissions for the Care and Mainten- 
ance of the Same; and to Define the Powers and Au- 
thority of Such Commissions. 


Section 1. Powers of Certain Municipalities as to Parks 
—Condemnation.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That every municipal corporation in this 
State having a population of between 7,200 and 7,500 based upon 
United States Census of 1920 is hereby authorized and empowered 
to purchase, lease or otherwise acquire, and to condemn, take and 
use any lands-that may be desired for a park or parks, whether the 
same be within or without its corporate limits, and to create, establish 
and maintain thereon one or more parks within or adjacent to the 
corporate limits of the municipality; and if and when the owner 
or owners of any land desired for the purpose ‘aforesaid, fails or 
refuses to sell or lease, or permit the town to acquire or have the 
same, the city or town council shall have the right to condemn and 
take such land in the manner prescribed by Section 4446, of Article _ 
1, of Chapter LI, of Volume III, of the Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1922, relatirig to the acquisition of lands for sewerage pur- 
poses. 


§ 2. Park Commissions.—That a Park Commission, con- 
sisting of five (5) members elected by the City or Town Council, 
may be created for the purpose of properly using, keeping, landscap- 
ing, cultivating, beautifying and maintaining any such park, or parks, 
with authority to employ and control all help and laborers and other 
persons whose services are needed for the purposes aforesaid, and 
to expend such amounts as may be appropriated therefor, from time 
to time, by the city or town council, or that may be donated or 
received from other sources. 


§ 3. Terms of Office.—That the term of office of each of 
said Commissioners, except those first elected, shall be ten (10) 
years, and the members first elected shall determine by lot the 
term of office of each, so that they shall serve respectively for two, 
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four, six, eight and ten years and until their successors are elected 
and qualify. 


§ 4. Reports.—That the said Commission shall make a full 
report of it acts and doings to the city or town council annually, and 
shall render an itemized statement showing all monies received and 
expended, together with the purposes for which all expenditures are 
made. 


§ 5. Organization.—That the said Commission shall elect 
from its members a Chairman and shall also elect a Secretary and 
Treasurer: Provided, That the offices of Chairman and Treasurer, 
or Secretary and Treasurer, may be united in one person. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Abolish the Board of County Commissioners 
for Fairfield County and to Devolve the Duties Thereof 
Upon the County Supervisor and to Otherwise Pre- 
scribe the Duties of Said Supervisor. 


Section 1. Board of County Commissioners of Fairfield 
County Abolished—Duties Devolved.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Board 
of County Commissioners for Fairfield County is hereby abolished 
and the duties of said Board are hereby devolved upon the County 
Supervisor. 


§ 2. Powers of County Supervisor.—The County Super- 
visor is hereby authorized and directed to redistrict the County 
into three (3) road districts having as near as practicable the same 
mileage, and one of the road scrape gangs shall be assigned to each 
of the said districts. The County Supervisor upon approval of 
the County Delegation in the General Assembly, may employ a 
County Engineer, whose fees and expenses for the current year 
shall not exceed the sum of Seven Hundred and Fifty ($750.00) 
Dollars. 


*§ 3. County Supervisor to Inspect Roads—Expense 

Allowance.—It shall be the duty of the County Supervisor to. 
make constant inspection of all of the public roads of the County, 
for which purpose he shall furnish his own car, but he shall be 
allowed the sum of Three Hundred ($300.00) per year, payable in 
monthly installments, for the upkeep and expense of said car.

AN ACT to Amend Section 5334 of the Civil Code of 
Laws, 1922, Relating to Illegitimate Children Inherit- 
ing From Their Mother so as to Provide for Collateral. 
Heirs to Inherit in Case the Mother or Child be Dead. 


Section 1. Sec. 5334, Code, 1922, Vol. HI, Amended—- 
Inheritance by/from IIegitimates from/by Next of Kin 
of Mother.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State: 
of South Carolina: Amend Section 5334, Volume III, Code of Laws. 
of South Carolina, 1922, by adding at the end of said Section the 
following: “In the event of the death of any illegitimate, intestate, 
leaving no one to take under the Statute Law of this State, Regulat- 
ing the descent of property of intestates, as it exists at the date of 
the passage of this Act, the. property of such illegitimate shall descend: 
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to and be distributed among the next of kin of such illegitimate 
on the mother’s side as if such illegitimate had been born in lawful 
wedlock ; and in the event that the next of kin of such illegitimate 
child on the mother’s side die intestate and without leaving anyone 
to take his property under the Statute Law of this State regu- 
lating the descent of property of intestates as it exists at the date 
of the passage of this’ Act, then, and in such event, and before such 
property escheats to the State, it shall descend to the illegitimate 
child, or children of the mother through whom the kinship exists,” 
so that when so amended, the said Section shall read as follows: 


“Section 5334. Any illegitimate child or children, whose mother 
shall die intestate, possessed of any real or personal property, shall 
be, so far as said property is concerned, an heir or heirs at law as 
to such property, notwithstanding any law or usuage to the con- 
trary. Whenever any illegitimate child shall die in this State, 
leaving property, real or personal, the mother of such child shall | 


have the same right to inherit from such child as she would have ~ 


if said child had been legitimate, and illegitimate children of the 
same mother shall have the same right to inherit from each other 
that they would have had they been legitimate; and all children of 
the same mother, whether legitimate or illegitimate, shall likewise 
inherit from each other, as to any property, real or personal, inherited 
from their mother. In the event of death of such illegitimate child, 
or the mother of such illegitimate child, by the wrongful or negli- 
gent act of another, such illegitimate child, or the mother or brother 
or sister of such illegitimate child, shall have the same rights and 
remedies in regard to such wrongful or negligent act as though such 
illegitimate child had been born in lawful wedlock. In the event 
of the death of any illegitimate, intestate, leaving no one to take 
under the Statute law of this State regulating the descent of property 
of irtestates, as it exists at the date of the passage of this Act, the 
property of such illegitimate shall descend to and be distributed 
among the next of kin of such illegitimate on the mother’s side as if 
such illegitimate had been born in lawful wedlock; and in the 
event that the next of kin of such illegitimate child on the mother’s 
side die intestate and without leaving anyone to take his property

AN ACT to Amend Section 2615 of the Civil Code of Laws, 
1922, Relating to Appointment of School Trustees, so 
as to Further Provide for the Election of Trustees in 
Marion County. 


Section 1. Sec. 2615, Code, 1922, Vol. III, Amended 
—Election of School Trustees in Marion County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
Amend Section 2615 of the Civil Code of Laws, 1922, Volume 3,. 
by adding at the end of said Section the following proviso: “Pro- 
vided, further, That all vacancies in the office of school trustees of 
Marion County shall hereafter be filled in the following manner: 
At eleven o’clock in the forenoon on the first. Tuesday in June of 
each year, the citizens of each school district shall meet in the 
principal school building of the district for the purpose of electing: 
trustees to the number of vacancies occurring on the following 30th 
day of June for their respective districts: Provided, That in the: 
Town of Marion the meetings shall be held in the Grammar School 
Building and in the Town of Mullins in the High School Building 
When duly assembled the meeting shall organize by electing from 
its number a chairman and a secretary; whereupon the meeting shall 
proceed to elect trustees in such manner as a majority of the meet- 
ing may prescribe. Those resident citizens of the District to the: 
number of vacancies existing receiving a majority of the votes cast 
shall be declared‘to be the duly elected trustees of the respective 
school districts and the persons elected at said meetings shall begin 
their term of office on the first day of July following and shall serve: 
a full term as successor to the trustee or trustees whose term of 
office expires on the 30th day of June of that year and shall be eli- 
gible for re-election. Any person qualified to vote in the Democratic: 
Primary Election last preceding said election of trustees shall be 
allowed to vote for trustees of the school district in which he or 
she resides. Once a week for two successive weeks preceding said 
election, the County Board of Education shall give notice of said elec-- 
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tion of trustees in each of the newspapers published in the County 
of Marion. The trustees of each school district shall meet during 
the month of July and organize by electing from their number a 
chairman and a secretary. The result of said election shall be re- 
ported at once to the County Superintendent of Education. Should 
the citizens of any school district fail to meet and elect trustees as 
provided for above, the trustees then in office shall hold over until 
the next election of trustees on the first Tuesday in June of the fol- 
lowing year. In casé a vacancy occurs in any schcol district the 
County Board of Education shall appoint some suitable person to 
fill such vacancy for the unexpired term; that such person before 
receiving appointment shall be recommended by the other trustees 
of the -said school district. Upon satisfactory information of the 
result of the election of school trustees, the County Board of Edu- 
cation shall issue commissions to those elected to fill said offices of 
trustees. To pay the expense of giving notice of said elections’ the 
County Board of Education is hereby authorized to pay the same 
out of the general school funds that may be available for school 
purposes: Provided, further, That all trustees now in office shall 
serve out their terms and shall be eligible for re-election: Provided, 
further, That no school trustee shall be removed by the County Board 
of Education, except for cause, and after said trustee shall have a 
hearing before said County Board of Education, and the said trustee 
shall have the right to appeal to the State Board of Education, 
who shall reverse or affirm the action of the County Board of Edu- 
cation, and in case the said trustee be removed from office, his 
or her successor shall be appointed by the County Board of Educa- 
tion, upon the recommendation of the other trustees of said school 
district,” so that said Section as amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 2615. Each County Board of Education on the first 
Tuesday of July, 1906, and on the first Tuesday in July every two 
years thereafter, shall appoint for each school district in their County 
three School Trustees, from the qualified electors and taxpayers re- 
siding in the district, who shall hold their office for two years, and 
until their successors are appointed and qualified, unless sooner 
removed by the County Board of Education: Provided, That no 
School Trustees shall be removed by the County Board of Educa- 
tion except for cause, and after said trustee shall have had a hearing 
before said County Board of Education, and the said trustee shall 
have the right of appeal to the State Board of Education. The 
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County Board of Education shall have power to fill, from time to 
time, all vacancies in the Board of Trustees. The School Trustees 
shall meet as a Board as soon and as often as practicable, and after 
having been appointed and qualified, at such place as may be most 
convenient to the district. At their first meeting they shall organize 
by electing one of their number chairman of the Board, who shall 
preside at the official meetings of the Board, and another Clerk of 
the Board, who shall record their proceedings in a book provided 
for that purpose. Each member of the Board of Trustees shall 
be duly notified of all meetings of the Board by the Clerk of the 
Board: Provided, That the foregoing provisions of this Section 
shall not apply to special and graded school districts created by 
special Acts; but that the trustees and School Commissioners of 
all special and graded school districts shall remain the same in 
number, and shall be elected or appointed in the same manner, and 
shall hold the office for the same time as is provided for in the 
respective special Acts; except that in the special school districts 
where the Trustees, or their succesors, are appointed by the State 
Superintendent of Education under the provisions of the special 
Acts, the Trustees shall hold office until they are appointed by 
the State Superintendent of Education on the first Tuesday in July. 
1906, on which day and on the same day every two years thereafter, 
the Trustees shall be elected by the qualified electors of such school 
district: Provided, That special school districts having a popula- 
tion of not less than five thousand inhabitants, and in which the 
Boards are not fixed by special or specific legislation, may elect on 
the second Tuesday in January, 1904, or on the second Tuesday in 
January of any alternate year thereafter, nine trustees to constitute 
a Board in their respective districts: Provided, further, That three of 
the said Trustees, to be elected at said election shall serve for a term 
of two years, three for a term of four years,and three for a term 
of six years; the term of each Trustee to be determined by lot, in 
the presence of the County Board of Education; and on the second 
Tuesday in January every two years thereafter, three Trustees shall 
be elected to serve for a term of six years. The election of all 
Trustees for all such school districts shall be by ballot, and shall be 
conducted under the supervision of three qualified electors residing 
within the district, who shall be appointed by the County Board of 
Education, at least ten days prior to the holding of the election. 
The managers shall report the result of the election to the County 
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Board of Education within ten days thereafter, which Board shall 
commission the Trustees so elected. The Board of Trustees of 
each special or graded school district shall elect from thier number 
a chairman, who shall preside at their meetings and a secretary or 
secretary and treasurer, who shall record the proceedings of the 
Board, and who shall keep a full and accurate account of all money 
received and expended showing the source and disposition of each 
item, and who shall make a complete itemized report of the re- 
ceipts and disbursements of each scholastic year to the County 
Superintendent of Education on or before the fifteenth day of July 
of each year. The books and vouchers of the secretary and treasurer 
shall be open at all times to inspection by the public: Provided, 
further, That upon the petition of one-third of qualified electors 
of School District No 13, in Abbeville County, filed with the County 
Superintendent of Education on or before the first day of June in 
any year, when School Trustees are to be appointed by the County 
Board of Education shall order an election to elect the Trustees 
for School District No. 13, in the manner herein provided for in 
the election of Trustees of special school districts: Provided, further, 
That upon the petition of one-third of the qualified electors of any 
school district in Chesterfield and Oconee Counties, except special 
and graded school districts, created by special Acts, filed with the 
Superintendent of Education of said County, on or before the first 
day of June, in any year when school trustees are to be appointed, 
the County Board of Education shall order an election to elect the 
Trustees for such school district in the manner herein provided for 
the election of trustees of special school districts: Provided, further, 
That nothing herein contained shall be construed to repeal any Act 
or Acts of the General Assembly heretofore passed providing for a 
different number of trustees than the number herein mentioned nor 
for a different method of selection or the election of school trustees of 
any particular school district the school districts of any particular 
County of the State: Provided, further, That in the County of Saluda 
the County Board’of Education, upon petition of a majority of the 
qualified electors in any school district shall order a special election 
for trustees: Provided, further, That all vacancies in the office of 
school trustees of Marion County shall hereafter be filled in the fol- 
lowing manner : At eleven o’clock in the forenoon on the first Tuesday 
in June of each year, the citizens of each school district shall meet in 
the principal school building of the district for the purpose of electing 
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trustees to the number of vacancies occurring on the following 30th 
day of June for their respective districts: Provided, That in the 
Town of Marion the meeting shall be held in the Grammar School 
Building and in the Town of Mullins in the High School Buiding. 
When duly assembled the meeting shall organize by electing from 
its number a chairman and a secretary ; whereupon the meeting shall 
proceed to elect trustees in such manner as a majority of the meeting 
may prescribe.

Section 1. Act (1927, No. 62, Acts), Amended—Medi- 
cal or Other Proper Treatment for Dependants Required. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That Section 21 of an Act entitled “An Act to amend Sec- 
tion 21, Volume 2, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922 by Re- 
quiring Parents or Guardians to Supply Necessary Medical Treat- 
ment to Children, Apprentices, Servants or Helpless Persons,” ap- 
proved by the Governor March 4, 1927, be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by adding after the word “treatment” and before the word 
“shall” on line four (4) thereof the following: “or other modes of 
treatment as recognized by Section 2400 of 1922 Civil Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, regulating the practice of medicine,” so that 
when so amended said Section shall read as follows: 


“Section 21. Whoever, being legally liable, either as parent, 
guardian, master or mistress, to provide for any child or children, 
apprentice or servant, idiot or helpless person, necessary food, 
clothing or lodging, or medical treatment, or other modes of treat- 
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ment as recognized by Section 2400 of 1922 Civil Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, regulating the practice of medicine, shall wilfully 
and without lawful excuse refuse or neglect to provide for the 
same, or shall unlawfully and maliciously do, or cause to be done, 
any bodily harm to any such child or children, apprentice, servant, 
idiot, or helpless person, so that the life of such child or children, 
apprentice, servant, idiot or helpless person shall be endangered, 
or the health or comfort of such child, apprentice, servant, idiot 
or helpless person shall have been, or is likely to be, permanently 
injured, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon con- 
viction thereof, shall be liable to a fine of not less than two hundred 
dollars nor more than one thousand dollars, or to be imprisoned 
for any term not exceeding two years, with or without hard labor, 
one or both, at the discretion of the Court.” 


.§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 164, Paragraph 2, of Volume 1 
of the 1922 Code of Laws of South Carolina Relating 
to Probate Courts so as to Include Spartanburg County 
Within the Provisions of Said Section. 


Section 1. Sec. 164, Code of Civil Procedure, 1922, 
Amended—Powers of Clerk of Probate Court in Spartan- 
burg County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Section 164, paragraph 2, of Volume 1 
of the 1922 Code of Laws of South Carolina, be and the same is 
hereby amended by adding after the word “Anderson” on line eight 
(8) the words “and Spartanburg.” Amend further by adding after 
the word “Anderson” on line ten (10) the words “and Spartan- 
burg.” Amend further by striking out the word “County” where 
ever it appears in said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the word 
“Counties,” so that said Section when amended shall read as follows: 


Section 164. The Court of Probate shall be a Court of Record, 
and have a seal; may appoint a Clerk, and may remove him at plea- 
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sure; and on failure of the Court to appoint such Clerk, the Judge 
of the Court shall perform all the duties of Clerk: Provided, That 
no person holding the office of Clerk of the Probate Court under 
and by virtue of the appointment of the Probate Judge of any County 
of this State, shall practice in such Court as an attorney or coun- 
sellor at law: Provided, That in Anderson and Spartanburg Counties, 
when so qualified, by appointment by the Probate Judge for said 
Counties, the Clerk may do and perform any and all of the duties ap- 
pertaining to the office of his principal. The said Probate Judge 
for Anderson and Spartanburg Counties may take such bond and 
security from his Clerk as he shall deem necessary to secure the 
faithful discharge of the duties of the appointment, but shall in 
all cases be answerable for the neglect of duty or misconduct in 
office of his Clerk. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Establish the Fiscal Year of Spartanburg 
County so that After June Thirtieth, Nineteen Hundred 
and Twenty-Eight Such Fiscal Year Shall Begin on 
the First Day of July of Each Year and Shall Term- 
inate on the Thirtieth Day of June Thereafter. 


Section 1. Fiscal Year of Spartanburg County.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The fiscal year of Spartanburg County and of all official Boards and 
Officers of Spartanburg County shall, after June 30th, 1928, begin 
on the first day of July of each year and shall terminate on the 
30th day of June thereafter. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Qualitative and Quantitative 
Analysis of the Mineral Elements Contained in all 
Products Grown or Produced in This State and Used as 
Food for Human or Animals. 


Section 1. Commission for Analysis of Food Products 
of State.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: The President of the University of South Caro- 
lina, the President of Clemson College and the Dean of the Medical 
College of the State of South Carolina, together with two (2) 
other members to be appointed by the Governor, be, and they are 
hereby constituted a Commission to have exclusive charge of the 
analysis of all products grown or produced in this State used as 
food for human or animals. 


§ 2. Organization—Assistants—to Issue Bulletin, etc.— 
Immediately upon the appointment by the Governor of the two (2) 
members herein provided for, they with the other three (3) herein 
named, shall meet and organize for the purpose of carrying into 
effect the provisions of this Act, and in doing so may select such 
chemists as they feel are best qualified to perform the duties re- 
quired, and such other help as they deem necessary, and upon the 
analysis of all products herein provided for, they shall issue a 
bulletin setting forth an accurate analysis of all such products; such 
bulletin may be issued in circular form and also placed in one or 
more daily papers in the State, or issued in such manner as will give 
wide publicity to all commodities produced in this State. 


§ 3. Powers for Making Analysis of Food Products.— 
The Commission herein created shall have the right and privilege, 
and it is hereby invested with authority to use any State laboratory 
of this State, and the equipments therein, for the purpose of carry- 
ing into full force and effect this Act, and shall, if, in their judgment 
deem it necessary, use any funds available from any source for 
food analysis, in analyzing any of the food products provided for 
in carrying into effect the provisions of this Act. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effct immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled an Act to Amend Sec- 
tion 2566, Volume 3, Code of Laws, Known as Act No. 
705, of the Acts of 1924, so as to Increase the Salary 
of the Chairman of the County Board of Education 
for Dillon County. 


Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII, Stats. 1156), Amended— 
Salary of Chairman of County Board of Education for Dillon 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: Amend an Act entitled an Act to Amend Section 
2566, Volume 3, Code of Laws, 1922, by striking out of said Section 
the words and figures “One Hundred and Fifty ($150.00 ) Dollars” 
and inserting in lieu thereof the words and figures “Three Hundred 
and Fifty ($350.00) Dollars,” so that said Section as amended 
shall read as follows: 


Section 2566. There shall be elected by the qualified electors of 
the County a County Superintendent of Education for each County, 
who shall hold office for a term of four years and until his succesor 
is elected and qualified. He shall before being commissioned and 
entering upon the duties of his office, give bond to the State, for 
the use of the County in which he is elected, for educational pur- 
poses, in the penal sum of one thousand dollars, except in Mc- 
Cormick County, where said bond shall be five thousand dollars, 
with good and sufficient sureties, to be approved by the County 
Board of Commissioners, conditioned for the faithful and impartial 
discharge of the duties of his office; and shall take and subscribe 
the oath of office prescribed in Section 26, Article III of the Con- 
stitution of this State, which he shall file in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State. When commissioned, he shall immediately enter upon 
the discharge of his duties. His failure to qualify within thirty 
days after notice of his election shall create a vacancy: Provided, 
That in any County where the term of office of the County Super- 
intendent of Education now expires in January, such term is 
hereby extended to July first following such expiration: And Pro- 
vided, further, That the term of office of the County Superintendent 
of Education shall run from July first throughout four consecutive 
scholastic years in each county: Provided, The provisions of this 
Section shall not apply to the County of Bamberg where the term 
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of office shall be two years: Provided, The provisions of this Sec- 
tion shall not apply to Berkeley County, but the term of office for 
the County Superintendent of Education for Berkeley County shall 
remain two years: Provided, That this Section shall not be construed 
to extend to four years the term of office of any Superintendent 
already elected for two years: Provided, That in the County of 
Dillon, the County Board of Education for Dillon County shall 
be composed of three (3) members to be appointed by State Board 
of Education upon the recommendation of the Legislative Delegation 
from said County, one of whom shall be the Chairman at a salary 
of Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars per annum, and whose term 
of office shall be for three years. The other two shall serve for 
a period of two (2) years and (1) year respectively, and shall re- 
ceive as compensation Five ($5.00) Dollars per day when actually 
in attendance upon a meeting of the said Board, and the two years 
and one year members’ terms to be allotted by drawing of the two 
members so appointed ; and the County Superintendent of Education 
shall be an ex Officio member of the said Board. The said Board, as 
herein appointed shall meet at least once a month, and oftener if ne- 
cessary, and perform all the duties and exercise all the power and au- 
thority now vested by law in County Boards of Education together 
with any additional authority and power which may be necessary and 
conducive to the welfare of the schools of Dillon County. The County 
Superintendent of Education shall have an equal vote with the other 
members of said Board and in case of a tie vote between the ap- 
pointed members and the County Superintendent of Education the 
recommendation of the appointed members shall prevail: Provided, 
further, That the County Superintendent of Education for Dillon 
County shall be appointed by the Governor upon the recommenda- 
tion of the County Board of Education, or a majority thereof, 
and shall perform all the duties now imposed by law upon County 
Superintendents of Education, devoting his entire time and attention 
exclusively to the supervision of schools and the welfare of schools 
in Dillon County and in addition thereto shall perform any and all 
duties as directed under the supervision and control of the County 
Board of Education of Dillon County; and the compensation for 
his services as such Superintendent of Education shall be paid an- 
nually a salary of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars, payable 
monthly, and Four Hundred ($400.00) Dollars additional for an- 
nual expenses of travel, payable monthly. 
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§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Prohibit the Operation of Motor Vehicles 
Under Improper License Plate and to Prevent Giving, 
Lending, Selling, Stealing, or Borrowing Motor Vehicle 
License Plates and to Provide Penalty for Violations. 


Section 1. Use of Motor Vehicle with Improper License 
Plate, or Loan, etc. of License Plate Prohibited.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: It 
shall be unlawful for any person to run, drive or operate any 
motor vehicle on or along or across any public road, street or high- 
way of the State of South Carolina displaying thereon a motor 
vehicle license plate which was issued for some other motor vehicle ; 
and it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to give, sell, lend, 
steal or borrow any motor vehicle license plate issued for a particular 
motor vehicle for the purpose of using said license plate upon any 
cther motor vehicle: Provided, That owner may use a plate on 
another car of the same class and kind in case of wreck of the car 
in case car cannot be used. 


§ 2. Violation a Misdemeanor——Penalty.—Any person or 
persons violating the provisions of this Act shall be deemed guilty 
of misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars nor more than 
Fifty ($50.00) Dollars, or imprisonment for not less than fifteen 
days nor more than thirty days. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 


hereby repealed. This Act shall not be construed to repeal Section 
631, Volume 2, Code of 1922 or Section 3062, Volume 3, Code of 
1922, but shall be held cumulative thereto. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize Counties to Issue Bonds in Anticipa- 

, tion of the Receipt of Moneys to be Paid to the Counties 
by the State Highway Commission Under Reimburse- 
ment Agreements Made Prior to April 2, 1926, and 
to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds and for the 
Application of the Proceeds of the Sale Thereof. 


Section 1. Bond Issues by Counties in Anticipation of 
Payments under Reimbursement Agreements made Prior 
to April 2, 1926—Use of Proceeds—Amount.—Be it enacted — 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That any 
County in this State may issue bonds of the County in anticipation 
of the receipt of moneys which the State Highway Commission of 
South Carolina has, by agreement made with the County under Sec- 
tion 6 of Act No. 731 of the Acts of 1924, prior to April 2, 1926, 
agreed to pay to the County by way of reimbursement for the cost of 
constructing State highways or bridges in the County. The proceeds 
of the sale of said bonds shall be placed in a special fund and used 
only for the purpose of constructing or improving public roads or 
bridges in the County or for the payment of indebtedness heretofore 
or hereafter incurred for said purpose. No bonds shall be issued 
under this Act in anticipation of the receipt of moneys heretofore 
pledged for the payment of indebtedness now outstanding, unless the 
bonds are issued for the purpose of paying such outstanding 4in- 
debtednes. The aggregate principal amount of bonds issued by any 
County under this Act shall not exceed the total amount of the moneys 
in anticipation of the receipt of which the bonds are issued, as esti- 
mated by the State Highway Department. 


§ 2. Method of Issue—Terms—Execution.—The | said 
bonds shall be issued pursuant to a resolution or resolutions adopted 
by the governing body of the County in whose name the bonds are 
issued. The expression “governing body” as used herein shall be 
construed as referring to the county board of commissioners of the 
county, or, if the county has no county board of commissioners, the 
county board or governing commission or other body having the 
powers usually possessed by a county board of commissioners, Before 
bonds are issued under this Act by any county, the governing body of 
the county shall procure the written consent of the Senator and a 
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majority of the members of the House of Representatives represent- 
ing the county in the General Assembly, which written consent may 
prescribe such conditions for the issuance of the bonds as said Senator 
and Representatives may deem advisable. The said bonds shall bear 
interest at a rate not exceeding six per centum per annum, payable 
semi-annually, and shall mature not more than twenty-five years after 
the date of the bonds. The bonds shall be signed by such officer 
or officers and shall be issued in such form and denomination as the 
governing body may determine. They shall be sold by the governing 
body for not less than par and accrued interest. In fixing the time 
or times of maturity of the bonds, the governing body shall consider 
the probable amounts applicable to the payment of said bonds to be 
received each year from sources other than property taxes and shall 
endeavor to so arrange the time of maturity of said bonds that the levy 
of property taxes will not be necessary in order to pay the principal 
of said bonds. 


§ 3. Payment.—The full faith, credit and taxing power of 
each County issuing bonds under this Act are hereby irrevocably 
pledged for the punctual payment of the principal and interest of said 
bonds as such principal and interest become due. The County Audi- 
tor of such County is hereby authorized and directed to levy an- 
nually on all taxable property in such County a tax sufficient to 
pay said principal and interest as they respectively become due, and 
the County Treasurer of such County is hereby authorized and 
directed to collect such tax and apply it to said purposes. But 
the moneys received by the County from the State Highway Com- 
mission in anticipation of the receipt of which the bonds were issued 
shall be applied to the payment of the principal of said bonds and 
to the reduction of said tax. It is the intention of this Act that 
all bonds issued hereunder shall be direct and general obligations of 
the County issuing them, payable primarily by means of said prop- 
erty tax. 


§ 4. Repealing Clause—Act Cumulative.—All Acts and 
parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed. This 
Act shall not be construed to be inconsistent with or as repealing 
any other Act or Acts authorizing the issuance of bonds or other 
obligations for the purposes for which bonds are hereby authorized 
to be issued, but shall be held and construed to be cumulative thereto. 
Any County may, at its option, issue bonds either under this Act, 
or under any other Act applicable to the County. 
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§ 5. This Act shall apply to all counties in the State except 
Darlington County. 


§ 6. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT Relating to the Appointment of School Trustees in 
Abbeville County. 


Section 1. Nomination of School Trustees in Abbeville 
County—Petitions—Conduct of Primary—Effect.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
upon the filing with the Superintendent of Education of Abbeville 
County of a petition signed by at least one third (1/3) of the patrons 
of any school district in Abbeville County, requesting the calling of 
a primary election for the purpose of naming trustees for such school 
district, not less than forty days before the expiration of the terms 
of office of the trustees of such district, it shall be the duty of the 
County Board of Education to ascertain the preference of the 
Democratic voters of such school district for trustees, the same to 
be determined in a primary to be ordered by it to be held in the said 
district at such time and place as shall be fixed by it, and after giving 
notice thereof by posting in at least three (3) conspicuous places 
in said district. Said election to be held at least ten (10) days before 
the date of the expiration of the offices of the school trustees then 
in office. The said County Board shall appoint the managers for said 
primary, prescribe the method and manner of voting, receive the 
returns and declare the result. If the persons designated and named 
in such primary are qualified under the law to hold the office of school 
trustee and are otherwise suitable, in the opinion of the County Board 
of Education, then the County Board of Education shall appoint 
them as school trustees for such district, and who shall hold office 
for the terms specified by law and until their successors are ap- 
pointed and qualified. The expenses of holding any such primary 
election shall be paid from the school funds of the district wherein 
it is held. In such primary the Democratic voters in such district 
shall participate. 
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§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for Making Effective the Means of 
Payment Provided for Bonds and Notes of Counties, 
Townships, Cities, Towns, School Districts and Other 
Political Subdivisions of this State Which Have or May 
Hereafter Issue Bonds or Obligations, and Provide for 
Supervision of Such Means by the Comptroller General 
and Making Non-Compliance with its Terms a Mis- 
demeanor and Fixing a Penalty. 


Section 1. Reports of Obligations Issued.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That on or 
before May Ist, One Thousand Nine Hundred and Twenty-seven, 
it shall be the duty of every Board, Commission, Bureau or other 
authorized Issuing Body or officer of every County, Township, City, 
Town, School District and other political subdivision in the State of 
South Carolina which has heretofore issued obligations maturing 
more than one year from date of issue and which is still unpaid in 
whole or in part, to file with the Comptroller General a statement 
giving the amount thereof, the date of issue, the time or times of 
maturity of principal and of interest payable thereon, the rate of 
interest borne, the place or places at which principal and interest are 
payable, the denominations of the obligations and the purpose of 
issuance and the amount of sinking fund in hand for the retirement 
of such obligations and how invested; such statement shall also state 
what officer, board or body is authorized to levy taxes to pay such 
obligations and what officer is entrusted with the duty of paying the 
same and shall give a reference to the law under which said obligations 
were issued. 


§'2. Reports of Obligations to be Issued.—That within 
thirty days after any obligations maturing more than one year from 
date of issue shall hereafter be issued by any aforesaid political sub- 
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division, the said Board, Commission, Bureau or other Authorized 
Issuing Body or Officer shall file with the Comptroller General a like 
statement as to such obligations. 


§ 3. Blank Forms.—tThat it shall be the duty of the Comp- 
troller General to prepare and furnish to the Board, Commission, 
Bureau and other Authorized Issuing Body or officer of each of the 
aforesaid political subdivisions of the State blank forms upon which 
such statements may be made, and to keep such statements made 
under this Act in a proper file, properly indexed, or to record the 
same in book form to be kept by the Comptroller General. 


§ 4. Comptroller General to Give Notification of Obli- 
gations to be Met in the Following Year.—That it shall be 
the further duty of the Comptroller General to mail to each of the 
taxing authorities, or their recording officer, of all political sub- 
divisions as to which statements have been so filed, at least thirty 
days before the time for the levy of taxes in each year, a statement 
of the amount to be provided by taxation or otherwise, for the pay- 
ment of interest and principal due upon such obligations within the 
following year, as well as the amount to be so provided for a sinking 
fund in case no part of the principal of such obligations shall fall 
due within the following year, and at the same time to direct the 
attention of such officials to Section 5 of this Act and to enclose a 
copy of said Section 5, or a copy of the entire Act. 


' § 5. Penalty for Failure to Provide Payment of Obli- 
gations.—That if any Taxing Authorities so notified by the 
Comptroller General shall fail or refuse to make the necessary pro- 
vision for payment of interest or principal or sinking fund of any 
obligation by the levy of taxes or otherwise, at or before the time 
provided for such tax levy, any individual officer who constitutes 
such taxing authority and any member of a Board or Body com- 
posing such taxing authorities who shall be present at the time for 
such levy and shall not have there voted in favor thereof, or who 
shall not there have caused his request that such provision be made 
to be recorded in the minutes of the meeting, shall be subjct to a 
penalty of Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars which he shall forfeit 
and pay to any taxpayer or to any holder of such obligations 
who may sue for the same. 


§ 6. Misappropriation a Misdemeanor.—That any mem- 
ber of any Board or Body who shall vote for the payment or ap- 
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propriation of money raised by taxation or otherwise for the pay- 
ment of principal or interest of said obligations or sinking fund 
for any other purpose until all of such obligations shall have been 
paid, and any disbursing officer who shall pay out any of such money 
otherwise than to the payment of such obligations until all there- 
of shall have been paid, whether or not such appropriation or pay- 
ment shall have been ordered by any officer, board or body, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished by imprisonment 
for a term of not less than thirty (30) days and not more than 
one (1) year, and a fine of not less than Two Hundred ($200.00) 
Dollars and not more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, either 
or both within the discretion of the Court. 


§ 7. Comptroller General to Give Notification of Time 
and Place and Amount of Payments.—That it shall be the 
further duty of the Comptroller General to mail to each, disbursing 
officer of each political subdivision having outstanding obligations as 
to which stateménts have been filed under this Act, at least thirty 
(30) days before the time fixed in such obligations for the pay- 
ment of the principal or interest thereupon, giving the amount of 
such required payment and the place at which the same is to be paid, 
with a brief description of the obligations upon which such payment 
is to be made, and to call the attention of such disbursing officer 
to the provisions of Section 8 of this Act and to enclose a copy of 
said Section 8, or of the entire Act. 


§ 8. Failure to Make Payment or Remit Funds for Pay- 
ment a Misdemeanor.—That if any disbursing officer shall fail 
or refuse to make payment of any obligations when they shall fall 
due, at his office, or shall fail or refuse to remit funds for such 
payment to the agreed place for payment in sufficient time for such 
payment, funds for such payment being in his hands, whether or 
not such payments or remission for payment shall have been ordered 
by any board or officer, the disbursing officer so failing or refus- 
ing shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by imprisonment for a term of not less 
than thirty (30) days and not more than (1) year, and a fine of not 
less than Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars and not more than Five 
Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, either or both within the discretion of 
the Court: Provided, however, That nothing contained herein shall 
be construed to impose any penalty upon any officer who, after due 
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diligence, is unable to secure the information necessary to make a 
report as provided in this Act, in regard to any bonds issued prior

§ 9. Annual Statement of Obligations of Political Sub- 
divisions.—That the Comptroller General shall publish as a part 
of his annual report a statement of the obligations of all political 
subdivisions with substantially the details herein required for report 
of such obligations by the issuing authorities. He shall publish, 
County by County, giving all bonds of every kind, City, County, 
Township and School Districts of each and every County in the 
State, showing the bonded indebtedness in each. He shall give also 
the amount of the State bonded indebtedness. 


§ 10. Violations of this Act to be Reported to Solicitor. 
—That it shall be the duty of the Comptroller General to report 
to the Attorney General and Solicitors for investigation and action 
thereon, any violation of this Act which may come to his attention. 


§ 11. Publication of This Act.—That this Act shall be 
immediately published and that a copy of same shall be mailed im- 
mediately upon publication by the Secretary of State to the Clerk 
of each city, town and school district within this State, and the Clerk 
of each Board of County Commissioners or Board of Highway 
Commissioners or other board functioning in respect of County 
affairs, and to the recording officer of all other boards or bodies and 
to all officers empowered by law to issue the obligations of political 
subdivisions. 


§ 12. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

Bond Issues of Counties, etc., Required to be 
Payable Serially—Provisos—Section Inapplicable in Green- 
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ville and Laurens Counties.—Be it enacted by. the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That in no State, County, 
or other subdivision of the State authorized under the law or here- 
after to be authorized to issue bonds shall issue any bonds other than 
serial bonds: Provided, however, That the foregoing shall not apply 
to bond issues where the total amount of such issue does not exceed 
Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars; And Provided, further 
That the first bonds to mature may be allowed to mature five years 
from the date of issue: Provided, further, That the provisions of this 
Act shall not affect or apply to bonds issued to refund a debt con- 
tracted prior to the-passage of this Act: Provided, further, That this 
Section shall not apply to Greenville and Laurens Counties or any 
political subdivisions hereof. 


§ 2. Retirement of Bonds—Reimbursement Bonds— 
Certain Counties Exempted from Act.—That all serial bonds 
issued by such subdivisions shall be retired in annual amounts equal 
to not less than two and one-half cent (214) of the principal sum: 
Provided, That counties, individually or in group, issuing bonds for 
highway purposes pursuant to reimbursement agreement with the 
State Highway Commission, may provide for retirement of said 
bonds in such manner as may be consistent with the provisions of 
the respective reimbursement agreements: Provided, further, ‘That

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managers of the said election, and the County Superintendent of 
Education shall commission such persons trustees for said school dis- 
trict for one year: Provided, That if less than five of the persons 
voted for receive a majority of the votes cast, that another election 
shall be held at the same voting place one week after the previous 
election, at which election the candidates receiving the next highest 
number of votes cast only shall be voted to fill out the said Board 
of Trustees: Provided, further, That said elections shall continue to 
be held as herein provided until five trustees are duly elected.

AN ACT Relating to the Printing of the Statutes and Joint 
Resolutions of the General Assembly. 


Section 1. Duties of Code Commissioner. and State 
Printer as to Publication of the Statutes.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That it shall 
be the duty of the Code Comissioner to furnish to the State Printer, 
within thirty days after the adjournment of the General Assembly, 
in any regular or special session, all Acts and Joint Resolutions 
passed at each Session, which have been approved by the Governor. 
and it shall be the duty of the State Printer, within thirty days after 
the delivery of such Acts and Joint Resolutions, to furnish the Code 
Commissioner with page proofs of all such Acts and Joint Resolu- 
tion. It shall thereupon be the duty of the Code Commissioner to 
deliver to the State Printer, within fifteen (15) days after the re- 
ceipt of such page proofs, a complete index of said Acts and Joint 
Resolutions. Within twenty days after the receipt of such index the 
Public Printer shall deliver to the State Librarian at least two-thirds 
of the entire number of such Acts contracted for and to deliver 
the remainder within ten more days. 


§ 2. Penalty on Public Printer for Delay.—That for 
failure to comply with the provisions of this Act the Public Printer 
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shall be subject to the following penalty, which shall be deducted 
from any compensation due him or them for the printing of such 
Acts: For the first five days of such delay, Five ($5.00) Dollars 
per day, for the next ten days of such delay, Ten ($10.00) Dollars 
per day and for each subsequent day of delay thereafter, Twenty 
($20.00) Dollars per day. It shall be the duty of the Joint Committee 
on Printing to enforce the provisions of this Section: Provided, 
That in case of fire, war or accident beyond the control of the 
Public Printer, the Joint Committee on Printing shall have power in 
it’s discretion, to remit in whole or in part, the penalty above pro- 
vided.

(311) No. 1. Provisions and Regulations —That in counties 
containing a city of forty thousand inhabitants or more the follow- 
ing provisions shall obtain for all primaries: State, County and 
Municipal Books of enrollment for voting in all primary elections 
shall be opened by the Secretary of each club at such place or places 
as may be designated by the municipal or County Executive Com- 
mittee on the second Tuesday in June in each year, wherein a State 
or County election is to be held on the twelfth Tuesday, prior to 
the Monday preceding the date of the primary in each year where- 
in a municipal election is to be held. Notice thereof shall be given 
by the County or Municipal chairman showing the names of the 
clubs, the boundaries of the club districts, when the clubs are in 
cities or towns or adjacent thereto the names of the secretaries such 
other information as the respective County or Municipal Chairman 
may desire to give, and when the books are to be opened.

Supplies in Saluda County, and Define His Duties. 


Section 1. Purchasing Agent for Saluda County—Ap- 
pointment—Duties—Removal.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Saluda County Dele- 
gation in the General Assembly is hereby authorized and directed 
to appoint annually some person, resident of Saluda County, as 
Purchasing Agent for said County, whose duty it shall be to pur- 
chase all of the necessary supplies to be used by the Supervisor 
and Board of Commissioners of Saluda County for the mainten- 
ance of the County government, the operation of road working 
organizations, the County poor farm and such other institutions as 
are maintained and operated by the County Supervisor and Board 
of Commissioners: Provided, The County Delegation may remove 
such Purchasing Agent at such time and for such cause as it may 

‘deem advisable. 


§ 2. Estimates of Requirements—Bids—Emergency 
Purchases.—It shall be the duty of the County Supervisor and 
Board of Commissioners of Saluda County, on or before the 20th day 
of each month, to furnish to Purchasing Agent herein provided for, 
a list of supplies needed by the Supervisor of said County and Board 
of Commissioners for the next succeeding calendar month for the 
purposes enumerated in Section 1 hereof, and it shall be the duty of 
the said Purchasing Agent to advertise for bids for such supplies 
as may be needed though some newspaper published in Saluda 
County, and shall purchase such necessary supplies from the lowest 
responsible bidder: Provided, however, That said Purchasing Agent, 
in cases of emergency, may purchase supplies not exceeding Fifty 
($50.00) Dollars in value without advertising as provided for 
herein. 


§ 3. Approval of Claims.—lIt shall be the duty of the 
County Supervisor and County Commissioners to approve for pay- 
ment only such claims as may be presented and approved by the 
Purchasing Agent: Provided, All such claims shall be itemized and 
sworn to by the seller or such person or persons as may own the 
same, as such claims are now required to be itemized and sworn 
to by law. 
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§ 4. Reports.—It shall be the duty of said Purchasing Agent 
to make a report to the Grand Jury of his actions and doings at 
each session of the Court of General Sessions, submitting to them 
a copy of the list of supplies furnished to him by the Supervisor 
and Board of County Commissioners, and such supplies as have been 
bought by him. 


§ 5. Salary—Bond.—The said Purchasing Agent shall re- 
ceive a salary not exceeding Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars per 
year, payable monthly. Said Purchasing Agent shall give bond in 
some surety company in the sum of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) 
Dollars, the premium of same to be paid by said County. 


§.6. Appropriation of County Supplies a Misdemeanor 
. —Penalty.—It shall be unlawful for any officer or employee of 
said County to use any gasoline, motor oil, or other supplies belong- 
ing to said County for his own use and benefit, and said supplies shall 
be used only for County purposes.

Notes, of Richland County, in an Equal Amounts, and to 
Provide Penalties for the Violation of the Provisions of 
this Act,” Approved March 1st, 1927, so as to Eliminate 
Notes of Richland County from Provisions of Said 
Act. 


Section 1. Act (No. 53, Ante), Amended—Notes of 
Richland County Not to be Accepted as Security for County 
Deposits.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That an Act entitled “An Act Directing the County 
Treasurer of Richland County to Require of any Bank or Trust 
Company with which he Shall Deposit County Funds to Execute 
and Deliver to Richland County an Indemnity Bond Equal in Amount 
to Such Deposits, or Deliver United States Government Bonds, 
County, Municipal or School District Bonds, or Notes, of Richland 
County, in an Equal Amount, and to Provide Penalties for the Viola- 
tion of the Provisions of this Act,” approved March Ist, 1927, be 
and the same is hereby, amended by striking out all after the word 
“bonds” on line 8, and before the word “provided” on line 9 of Sec- 
tion 1 of said Act. Amend further by striking out on line 6 of Section 
3 the words ‘or any notes of the County of Richland.” Amend 
further by striking out on lines 10 and 11 of Section 3 the words “and 
notes.” Amend further by striking out on line 2 of Section 4 the 
words “or notes.” Amend further by striking out on lines 3 and 4 
of Section 5 the words “either by bond or note,” so that said Sec- 
tion, when so amended, shall read as follows:

Section 3. The Treasurer of Richland County shall be authorized 
and empowered under this Act to purchase with any sinking fund 
which he may have on hand in his discretion, Liberty Bonds, United 
States Federal Land Bank Bonds, or the bonds of the State of 
South Carolina, with said sinking fund, or with any other funds 
which he may have on hand which are not subject to the payment 
of current expenses or current acccounts: Provided, further, That in 
no event shall the Treasurer of Richland County be allowed to pay 
any more than the then existing market price for said bonds, and in 
uo event shall he pay a premium on said bonds: Provided, further, 
That upon the Treasurer of Richland County complying with the 
terms of this Section, he shall not be held acccuntable for said funds 
so invested, except the amount actually paid therefor, which shall be 
represented by the bonds or notes purchased. 


Section 4. The Treasurer of Richland County shall not be 
allowed or permitted to sell or dispose of any of said bonds referred 
to in Section 3 hereof except at the price paid therefor, or an amount 
in excess thereof, without the permission in writing of the majority 
of the delegation in the Legislature from Richland County at said 
time.

AN ACT to Provide for the Purchase, Quality and Form 
of Hunting Licenses: the Display of Licenses by: 
Licensees While Hunting: To Prohibit the Borrowing 
Exchange or Loan of a License and to Prescribe Pen- 
alties for Violation of the Provisions of this Act. 


Section 1. Form of Hunting License.—Be it enacted by 
the General Asesmbly of the State of South Carolina: That the form 
of all hunting licenses shall be a button, of such quality and design 
as may be designated by the Chief Game Warden, the cost of same to 
be paid for out of the Game Protection Fund. 


§ 2. Tobe Displayed While Hunting.—That every licensee 
shall wear the hunting license button conspicuously displayed at all 
times when hunting, and failure to so display said button when hunt- 
ing shall constitute a violation of this Act. 


§ 3. Loan Etc., of License Unlawful.—That it shall be 
unlawful for any person to borrow, loan or exchange a hunting 
license button with another person. 


§ 4. Issue of Duplicates—Fee.—That duplicate hunting 
license buttons shall only be issued by the Chief Game Warden, 
upon affidavit from licensee as to loss of original hunting license 
button purchased, upon payment by licensee of the cost of the dupli- 
cate. 


§ 5. Penalty for Violation.—That the penalty for violating 
each and every provision of this Act shall be the same as now pres- 
scribed by law for hunting without license. 


§ 6. Penalties for Lending Etc., License—for Hunting 
After Forfeiture of License—Disposition of Fines, Etc.,— 
Joint Committee on Printing to Supply Licenses and Re-: 
ceipts.—Any person convicted of borrowing, lending or exchang- 
ing a hunting license button with another person, in addition to 
suffering the penalties set forth in Section five of this Act, shall for- 
feit said hunting license button and all right to said hunting license 
button, and be prohibited from procuring another hunting license 
button for the season for which the hunting license button so bor- 
rowed, exchanged or loaned was issued, and should a person attempt 
to hunt or hunt while laboring under such prohibition, said person

Section 1. Additions to State Highway System Con- 
firmed—Allotment of Cost of Construction—Future Addi- 
tions—Proviso.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: The additions made to the State Highway 
System by the South Carolina State Highway Commission since the 
passage of the “Pay-as-You-Go Act” be, and the same are hereby, 
confirmed and ratified. Where any additions have been made for con- 
struction, the cost of such construction, whether by reimbursement 
or otherwise, shall be charged to the allotment of the County or 
Counties in which the individual project is located, and such addi- 
tions for construction shall not increase the annual percentage of 
construction funds available to each County as determined by the 
State Highway Department, to wit:

AN ACT to Establish a Childrens’ Court in Greenville 
County, and to Define its Powers and Duties. 


Section 1. Childrens’ Court for Greenville County— 
Jurisdiction—Continuance of Jurisdiction.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That there 
is hereby established a Childrens’ Court in Greenville County, 
South Carolina, which shall have jurisdiction concurrent with the 
Greenville County Court and the Circuit Courts of any case of a 
child less than sixteen years of age, and of all other persons in- 
volved with or contributing to the dependency or delinquency of 
any child, residing in or being at the time within the said County, 
or any city therein. 


(a) Who is delinquent, or who violates any municipal or State 
law or ordinance, or who is truant, unruly, wayward or misdirected, 
or who is disobedient to parents or beyond their control, or who is 
in danger of becoming so: or, 


(b) Who is neglected or who engages in any occupation, calling 
or exhibition, or is found in any place where a child is forbidden 
by law to be, and for permitting which an adult may be punished 
by law, or who is in such condition or surroundings, or under such 
improper or insufficient guardianship or control as to endanger the 
morals, health or general welfare of such child: or, 
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(c) Who is dependent upon public support, or who is destitute, 
homeless or abandoned, or whose custody is subject to controversy, 
or who is insane or feeble minded or idiotic or epileptic or so far 
mentally deficient as to be unable to exercise proper control over 
his own affairs, or whose mind is so deranged or impaired as to 
endanger the health, person or property of himself or others. 


When jurisdiction has been obtained in the case of any child, 
unless a Court order shall be issued to the contrary, or unless the 
child be committed to an institution supported and controlled by 
the State, it shall continue for the purpose of this Act during the 
minority of the child. The duty shall be constant upon the Court 
to give each subject in its jurisdiction such oversight and control 
in the premises as will conduce to the welfare of such child and to 
the best interest of the State. 


§ 2. Judge.—The Childrens’ Court hereby established shall 
be held by a Judge, who shall be appointed by the Governor, upon 
the recommendation of a majority of the Legislative Delegation 
of Greenville County, and the Judge shall hold his office for a term 
of two years and until his successor is duly appointed and qualified, 
and whose compensation shall be such as is provided by the Green- 
ville County Delegation. 

§ 3. Provisions of Act (1923, XXXIII, Stats., 207), Ap- 
plicable.—That all provisions of an Act entitled “An Act to En- 
large and Define the Duties and Powers of the Probate Court in 
Relation to Minors in Counties Having a Population According to 
the Census of 1920 of Between 90,000 and 100,000, and Regulating 
the Procedure Therein,” approved March 27th, 1923, and all amend- 
atory Acts thereof, shall obtain and be applicable in the said 
Childrens’ Court.

AN ACT to Provide for the Election of Trustees in School 
District No. 4 in Charleston County. 


Section 1. Three School Trustees in School District No. 
4, Charleston County—Term—Election.—Managers—Bal- 
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lots—Expenses.—Be it enacted by the General Asembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That there shall be elected by the qualified 
electors residing in School District No. 4 of Charleston County and 
known as St. Phillips, St. Michaels and Little Goose Creek Districts, 
three trustees who shall go into office at the expiration of the cur- 
rent school term on May 5th, 1927, the first election shall be held 
and the trustees so elected shall serve until January Ist, 1929, or 
until their successors have been elected; that in the general election 
to be held in 1928 and in each succeeding general election, there 
shall be elected in the same manner and for the same purposes, three 
trustees to succeed those hereinabove mentioned, who shall serve 
for a term of two years, or until their successors have been elected, 
the term of office of each of such trustees to begin on January Ist, 
next, after the date of their election. Such electicn shall be con- 
ducted as other elections are now by law required to be, and the 
managers at each club in said district No. 4 shall be appointed by 
the President, Secretaries and Executive Committeemen of the 
separate clubs in said district, and after such election the managers 
shall declare the result to the County Board of Education of Charles- 
ton County, who shall thereupon declare such persons elected to be 
the trustees provided for in this Act. The executive committee of 
each separate club shall provide sufficient ballots in their clubs for 
such election and all expenses incident to said election shall be paid 
from the school fund of that district. 


§ 2. Appointment of Two Additional Trustees—Term. 
—That the Board of Trustees for School District No. 4 of Charles- 
ton County, and known as St. Phillips, St. Michaels and Little 
Goose Creek Districts, shall consist of five members, three of whom 
shall be elected as hereinabove provided and the other two shall be 
appointed by the County Board of Education; the two members to 
be appointed by the County Board of Education shall serve concur- 
rent terms with the trustees elected as hereinabove provided. 


§ 3. Organization—Records—Reports.—The Board of 
Trustees elected as hereinabove provided for shall select from their 
number a chairman and secretary, or secretary-treasurer; they shall 
keep a thorough and accurate record of all proceedings of their 
board and account of all moneys received and expended, and not 
later than July 15th of each year shall make a complete itemized 
report of all receipts and disbursements for the scholastic year to 
the County Superintendent of Education.

Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That any person, firm or 
corporation desiring to engage in the business of raising, breeding 
and selling live pheasants, partridge, quail, Hungarian or gray leg 
partridge or other game bird in a wholly enclosed preserve, or 
entire island of which he is the owner or lessee, may make appli- 
cation in writing to the Game Warden of the State of South Caro- 
lina for a license to do so and said Game Warden when it shall 
appear that such application is made in good faith shall upon the 
payment of a fee of two dollars and fifty ($2.50) cents issue to 
such applicant a breeder’s license, permitting such applicant to 
raise, breed and sell pheasants, partridge, quail, Hungarian or gray 
leg partridge or other game bird on such preserve or entire island, 
and to sell the same at any time for breeding or stocking purposes 
and said license shall expire on the last day of January of each 
year, 


§ 2. Penalty for Violation.—That it shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to engage in the raising, breeding, 
and selling for stocking purposes the game birds in this Act 
mentioned without first obtaining a license therefor and any viola- 
tion of this Act shall be punishable by a fine of not less than 
Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars, or imprisonment for not more than 
thirty (30) days.

Estimated Revenue for Such District and to Provide a 
Penalty for the Violation Thereof. 


Section 1. County Superintendent of Education of 
Darlington County to Furnish Estimates of Incomes of 
School Districts.—Be it enacted by the General Asesmbly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the County Superintendent of 
Education for Darlington County shall not later than April the 
first of each year, furnish, or cause to be furnished, to the trustees 
of every common school district and every high school in the 
county and to the County Treasurer of said county an estimate of 
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the school income for the respective school districts of the said 
county for such scholastic year. 


§ 2. Payments in Excess of Estimates Prohibited.—That 
the Superintendent of Education of Darlington County is for- 
bidden to approve, and the County Treasurer to pay any voucher 
or vouchers in excess of the estimated income from any district 
in the said county. 


§ 3. Duties and Powers of County Superintendent of 
Education.—That the Superintendent of Education of Darlington 
County shall use all care and diligence in the carrying out of the 
provisions set out in Section 1 of this Act, and in case there should 
be a shortage in the amount estimated in any one or more school 
districts, due from shrinkage in revenue, the Superintendent of 
Education of Darlington County shall require the Trustees of said 
district to take care of same each year and not allow any indebted- 
ness to accrue from year to year, and if necessary in order to carry 
out the provisions of this Section the Trustees of any such school ’ 
districts shall with the County Auditor levy a tax of not more than 
two mills: Provided, That nothing herein shall apply to any past 
indebtedness now on any districts.

Section 1: That upon a petition of one-half of the qualified

AN ACT to Amend Section 607 of Volume I, Code of Laws, 
1922, so as to Provide for the Issuing of Executions by 
the Clerks of Court of any County in Which the Judg- 
ment has Been Docketed or Transcribed. 


Section 1. Sec. 607, Code of Civil Procedure, Amended 
—lIssue of Execution upon Transcript of Judgment.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That paragraph 1 of Section 607, Volume I, Code of Laws, 1922, 
be amended by inserting after the words “docketed” on line 3 in 
said paragraph and before the word ‘‘when” on line 3 in said 
paragraph the following: “by the Clerk of Court in which the 
judgment was originally entered up or by the Clerk of Court of 
any County where the judgment is docketed or transcribed,” so that 
said Section when so amended shall read as follows: 


13—A. & J. R. 
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Section 607. When the execution is against the property of the 
judgment debtor, it may be issued to the Sheriff of any county 
where judgment is docketed by the Clerk of Court in which the 
judgment was originally entered up or by the Clerk of Court of 
any County where the judgment is docketed or transcribed. When 
it requires the delivery of real or personal property it must be is- 
sued to the Sheriff of the County where the property, or some part 
thereof is situated. Executions may be issued at the same time to 
different counties. 


Property adjudged to be sold must be sold in the county where 
it lies except as hereinafter otherwise provided, and in the follow- 
ing manner. 


All sales of real estate under the orders of the Probate Court 
shall be made by the Judge of Probate; all sales under the order of 
the Court where the title is to be made by the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court shall be made by the Clerk. In those counties where the 
office of Master exists, the Master shall make all sales ordered by 
the Court in granting equitable relief, conformable to the practice 
of the Circuit Court, or to the practice of the Courts of Equity of 
this State before said Courts were abolished. And whenever real 
estate is adjudged to be sold by a Master, such sale may take place 
by consent of the parties to the cause, or their attorneys, or, when 
infants are parties, by consent of their guardians ad litem, or their 
attorneys, in any county which the Court may direct. 


Whenever the Court of Common Pleas in any county shall have 
acquired jurisdiction over real estate lying in another county, it 
shall be lawful for the Master for the County in which the action 
is brought to sell such real estate in the county in which the land is 
situated. 


All other judicial sales shall be made by the Sheriffs, as now 
provided by law. 


Upon such sale being made, and the terms complied with, the 
officer making the same must execute a conveyance to the purchaser, 
which conveyance shall be effectual to pass the rights and interests 
of the parties adjudged to be sold. 


All execution may issue against a married woman, and it shall 


direct the levy and collection of the amount of the judgment’ 


against her from her separate property, and not otherwise. 
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§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act be 
and the same are hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Ratify an Amendment to Section 5 of Article: 
X of the Constitution, Relating to School District 
Bonded Indebtedness, by Adding a Proviso Thereto as 
to School District Known as Marlboro Graded School 
District Number 10. 


Section 1. Amendment to Art. X, Sec. 5, Constitution, 
Ratified—Bonded Debt of Marlboro Graded School District 
No. 10.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the amendment to Section 5, Article X, of 
the Constitution of the State of South Carolina, submitted by the 
General Assembly of the said State to the qualified electors at the 
next general election thereafter, and upon which a majority of 
the said electors qualified to vote for the members of the General 
Assembly voting thereon voted in favor thereof be, and the same 
is hereby ratified and made a part of the Constitution of the State 
- of South Carolina, in form and words as follows: 


That the limitations imposed by this Section shall not apply to 
the school district known as Marlboro Graded School District No.. 
10, said district being hereby expressly authorized to vote bonds 
to an amount not exceeding sixteen per cent. of the value of all 
taxable property in such territory as valued for taxation by the 
State under such restrictions and limitations as the General As- 
sembly may prescribe and where the question of incurring such 
indebtedness is submitted to the qualified electors of said school 
district, as provided in the Constitution upon the question of bonded 
indebtedness. 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Further Regulate the Service of Summons in 
Civil Actions and Jurisdiction Over Domestic Corpora- 
tions. 


Section 1. Sec. 390, Code of Civil Procedure Amended 
—Service of Summons on Domestic Corporation—Venue of 
Action.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That Subsection 1 of Section 390, Volume 1, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, be, and the same is hereby, 
amended as follows: By adding a proviso at the end of said Sub- 
section to read as follows: “Provided, further, That in the case of 
domestic corporations service as affected under the terms of this 
Section shall be effective and confer jurisdiction over any domestic 
corporation in any County where such domestic corporation shall 
own property and transact business regardless of whether or not 
such domestic corporation maintains an office or has agents in that 
County.” So that Subsection I of Section 390, Volume 1, Code 
of Laws of Sottth Carolina, 1922, when so amended shall read as 
follows: 


(390) No. 8. The summons shall be served by delivering a 
copy thereof as follows: 


“1. If the suit be against a corporation, to the President or 
other head of the corporation, Secretary, Cashier, Treasurer, a 
Director or Agent thereof. Service upon any person occupying an 
office or room in any railway station, and attending to and trans- 
acting therein any business of any railroad, shall be deemed service 
upon the corporation under the charter of which such railroad is 
authorized by law; and such person shall be deemed the agent of 
said corporation, notwithstanding he may claim to be agent of any 
other person or corporation claiming to operate said railroad by 
virtue of any lease, contract or agreement. 


Such service can be made in respect to a foreign corporation 
only when it has property within the State, or the cause of action 
arose therein, or where such service shall be made in this State 
personally upon the President, Cashier, Treasurer, Attorney or 
Secretary, or any agent thereof: Provided, further, That in the case 
of domestic corporations service as affected under the terms of this 
Section shall be effective and confer jurisdiction over any domestic 
corporation in any County where such domestic corporation shall 
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own property and transact business regardless of whether or not 
such domestic corporation maintains an office or has agents in that 
County.” 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor. ;

AN ACT to Declare the Offices of all Public Cotton 
Weighers and Cotton Seed Weighers in the County of 
Florence Vacant, and Provide for the Appointment of 
Public Cotton Weighers and Public Cotton Seed 
Weighers in Said County and Fix Their Compensation. 


Section 1. Offices of Cotton Weighers and Cotton Seed, 
Weighers in Florence County Declared Vacant.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That upon the approval of this Act the offices of public cot- . 
ton weighers and public cotton seed weighers in the County of 
Florence are hereby declared vacant. 


§ 2. Appointment of Successors.—That to fill the vacancies 
created by this Act all public cotton weighers and public cotton 
seed weighers in the County of Florence shall be appointed by the 
action of a majority of the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 3. Compensation of Cotton Weighers.—That the public 
cotton weighers in the County of Florence shall receive as com- 
pensation for services rendered twenty (20c) cents for each bale 
of cotton weighed, one-half (1/2) of which shall be paid by the 
seller and the other half by the purchaser. 


§ 4. Compensation of Cotton Seed Weighers.—That the 
public cotton seed weighers in the County of Florence shall receive 
as compensation for services rendered, thirty (30) cents per ton 
for each ton of seed weighed, one-half thereof to be paid by the 
seller and the other half by the buyer: Provided, That in all cases 
where practicable the same person shall act in both capacities: 
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Provided, further, That the public weighers shall furnish their own 
scales. 


§ 5. Where Effective.—That the provisions of this Act shall 
go into effect only at such places within the County as the Legis- 
lative Delegation may deem necessary. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith the hereby 
repealed. 


§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT Providing for Grading of Watermelons for Ship- 
ment in Car Lots, Requiring Shippers to Certify as to 
Grades, Regulating Issuance of Bills of Lading’ for 


Shipments and Providing Penalties for Violations 
Thereof. 


; Section 1. Certificate as to Grading of Watermelons in 

Car Lot Shipments—Contents—Disposal of Certificates— 
Bill of Lading.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the shippers of watermelons in car 
lots from any point within this State, before applying to any rail- 
road, railway, common carrier, or agent thereof, for a bill of lading 
for any such shipment, shall first certify whether or not said water- 
melons contained in said shipment have been graded according to 
the standard of grades hereinafter provided, which certificate shall 
be made in writing on appropriate paper or cardboard, signed by 
the shipper in the presence of two disinterested witnesses and stat- 
ing the variety, grade and number of melons contained in said car, 
the date said melons were picked and the date loaded, or if not 
graded, shall so state, which certificate shall be securely nailed to 
the inside of said car near the door; and a duplicate of said certifi- 
cate shall be furnished to carrier’s agent; that the agent of the rail- 
road, railway or other common carrier shall incorporate in its bill 
of lading the fact that said duplicate certificate had been delivered 
to him by the shipper certifying that said car contains melons of a 
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certain grade or melons of no grade, according to representation 
made in the aforesaid certificate. 


§ 2. Standard of Grading—Grading Optional.—That all 
watermelons shipped in car lots from any point within this State as 
“Graded Melons” shall be graded according to the following 
standard, that is to say: 

Grade 1 shall weigh not less than 44 pounds with car average of 
not less than 46 pounds. 

Grade 2 shall weigh not less than 40 pounds with car average of 
not less than 42 pounds. 

Grade 3 shall weigh not less than 36 pounds with car average of 
not less than 38 pounds. 

Grade 4 shall weigh not less than 32 pounds with car average of 
not less than 34 pounds. 

Grade 5 shall weigh not less than 28 pounds with car average of 
not less than 30 pounds. 

Grade 6 shall weigh not less than 24 pounds with car average of 
‘ not less than 26 pounds. . 

Grade 7 shall weigh not less than 20 pounds with car average of 
not less than 22 pounds. 


Provided, That said melons of whatever grade shall have been 
picked from live vines of a merchantable quality, shall be ripe, free 
from rotten ends, free from necks and blisters: Provided, further, 
That the grading of watermelons, as aforesaid, shall be optional 
with the shippers. 


§ 3. Penalty for Violation of Act or False Certificate.— 
That any person or persons who shall ship, or undertake to ship, 
watermelons in car lots from any point within this State in viola- 
tion of the provisions of this Act, or who shall sign, or cause to 
be signed, any false certificate as to the grade and kind of melons 
shipped, as aforesaid, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction shall be punished by fine or imprisonment, or both 
fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for a Referendum Vote in Marlboro. 
County, South Carolina, Upon the Question of Reform- 
ing the County Board of Education, of Appointing a 
Superintendent of Education for Said County, and to, 
Provide for the Re-Districting of Said County in High 
School Districts, the Appointment of Trustees There- 
for, and to Provide for the Raising of Funds to Main- 
tain Schools Therein. 


Section 1. Primary Election in Marlboro County on 
Change in County Board of Education Etc.,—Conduct of 
Election.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That there shall be held in the County of Marl- 
boro, South Carolina, on Tuesday the 16th day of August, during 
the usual hours of elections in said County, an election to be con- 
ducted by the present County Board of Education according to the 
rules and regulations prevailing as to primary elections in said 
County, except as the same may be changed or modified upon the 
questions of educational policy and system set up in this Act. Said 
County Board of Education shall provide a ballot on which shall be 
plainly written the words ‘Change in County Educational System 
—Yes—No.” ‘Those qualified electors who desire to adopt the 
changes in the educational system of Marlboro County as set forth 
in this Act shall vote “Yes” and those qualified electors who shall 
be opposed to the changes set forth in this Act shall vote “No.” 


§ 2. Present County Board to Direct Election.—It shall 
be the duty of the present County Board of Education, Marlboro 
County, to appoint all managers of election, provide all necessary 
ballots, to canvass the votes cast in said election, and generally to 
direct and regulate the holding of said election according to the 
usual practices and the law applying to primary elections upon other 
subjects in Marlboro County. 


§ 3. Changes Proposed.—The changes proposed in the 
Educational System of Marlboro County to be voted upon in said 
election as set forth herein are, to wit: 


There shall be established in the County of Marlboro a County 
Board of Education, which shall be charged with the general duties of 
providing for the educational welfare of the people of said County, 
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and the said Board shall be composed of one member to be selected 
as hereinafter set forth from each of the Centralized High School 
Districts of said County, that is, one member of said County Board 
of Education shall be chosen from each of the Centralized High 
School Districts and appointed by State Board of Education upon 
the recommendation: of the Legislative Delegation of Marlboro, 
County, the terms of office of each member of the said County 
Board of Education shall be for six (6) years. Two members shall 
be appointed each alternate year and shall assume office upon the 
16th day of August in the year in which they are appointed. One 
member of the said County Board shall be elected Chairman by 
the members of the Board, and shall receive an annual salary of 
Three’ Hundred ($300.00) Dollars, payable out of the school funds 
of said County. In case of death, resignation or incapacity to act 
before the regular expiration of his term, another member of said 
Board shall be appointed by the State Board of Education from 
the Centralized High School District in which the vacancy occurs 
to fill the unexpired term. Each member of the said County Board 
shall hold office until his successor is legally appointed as herein- 
before set forth. 


§ 4. Centralized High School Districts.—Now, until the 
said County Board of Education shall divide Marlboro County into 
High School Districts, the said members of the County Board of 
Education shall be chosen from the districts hereinafter enumerated, 
and the districts hereinafter enumerated: are hereby established 
under the terms of this Act as Centralized High School Districts, 
to wit: 


High School District No. 1: Centralized High School District 
No. 1 shall be made up of the present school districts of Browns- 
ville, Key, Blenheim, Drake, Oak Grove, Salem. 


High School District No. 2: Centralized High School District 
No. 2 shall be made up of the present school districts of Dyers Hill, 
Bennettsville, Dargan, Beauty Spot, Ebenezer, Dudley. 

High School District No. 3: Centralized High School District 
No. 3 shall be made up of the present school districts of Hebron, 
Harmony, Wesley, Dunbar, Clio, Willis. 

High School District No. 4: Centralized High School District 
No. 4 shall be made up of the present school districts of McColl, 
Tatum and Pee Dee. 
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High School District No. 5: Centralized High School District 
No. 5 shall be made up of the present school districts of Lester, 
Fletcher, Boykin, Brightsville and Pineville. 


High School District No. 6: Centralized High School District 
No. 6 shall be made up of the present school districts of White’s 
‘Creek, Pegues, New Hope, Kollock, Wilson, Irby. 


§ 5. One Member of County Board from Each High 
School District.—The above group of Centralized High School Dis- 
tricts shall be subject to change or alterations at any time in the judg- 
ment and discretion of the County Board of Education herein pro- 
vided for, but until there shall be a change or alteration of said High 
School District, one member of the County Board of Education 
shall be chosen as above specified from each of the said High School 
Districts. 


§ 6. Terms of Office.—The term of office of all members of 
the County Board of Education first to be appointed in Marlboro 
County as set forth above shall expire August 16, 1928. Of the 
new members appointed to the County Board of Education to 
assume office from and after August 16, 1928, two members, as 
determined by lot, shall hold office until August 16, 1930. T'wo 
members, to be determined by lot, shall hold office until August 16, 
1932, and two members, to be determined! by lot, shall hold office 
until August 16, 1934. Thereafter the terms of all members on 
the County Board of Education of Marlboro County shall hold 
office for the full term of six years. 


§ 7. Meetings of County Board—Powers and _ Duties.— 
The County Board of Education of Marlboro County shall meet 
at least once a month and oftener upon the call of the Chairman 
or a majority of the members. It shalll perform all the duties 
and exercise all the power or authority now vested by law in the 
County Board of Education of Marlboro County, and shall ex- 
ercise general supervision over the schools of Marlboro County, 
and the said Board is hereby clothed with power and authority to 
make such rules and regulations as may be necessary and con- 
ducive to the welfare of the schools of Marlboro County. 


§ 9. To Select Successors to Incumbent County Super- 
intendent of Education—Qualification—Duties.—From and 
after the expiration of the term of the present County Super- 
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intendent of Education it shall be the duty of the said County Board 
of Education to select by a majority of said Board a new Super- 
intendent of Education who shall be an experienced school man 
and well equipped by training to supervise the school work of the 
County. And the said County Superintendent of Education, so to 
be chosen, shall perform all the duties now imposed by law upon the 
County Superintendent of Marlboro County, and shall have all the 
rights and power pertaining to said office as now constituted by 
law. The said County Superintendent of Education shall in ad- 
dition perform such other duties as may from time to time be im- 
posed upon him by resolution duly adopted by the County Board 
of Education of Marlboro County. 


§ 10. Division of County into High School Districts— 
Bodies Corporate—Trustees—Powers of Trustees—Pro- 
visos.—The County Board of Education of Marlboro County as 
herein constituted is hereby authorized, empowered and directed as 
soon as practicable after the approval of this Act by the Governor to 
divide the County of Marlboro into not more than six Centralized 
High School Districts, and each of said Centralized High School 
Districts is to be so laid off by the said County Board of Educa- 
tion as to best serve the educational interests of Marlboro County. 
Each of said High School Districts so to be formed, or as formed 
under the terms of this Act, shall be a body politic and corporate 
with a Board of High School Trustees to be chosen as hereinafter 
set forth. The said Board of High School Trustees for each of 
said Centralized High School Districts established, or to be es- 
tablished under the terms of this Act, is hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed to establish a High School in each of their 
respective Centralized High School Districts at such point in each 
High School District as the Board of High School Trustees at that 
particular Centralized High School District may deem for the best 
interest of its District. Now, each of the Centralized High Schools 
so established shall be entitled to all the privileges and benefits of 
Centralized High School Districts approved by the State Board of 
Education: Provided, That if there is already established an ac- 
credited high school in any of the Centralized High School Dis- 
tricts to be laid off and established under authority of this Act, that 
such high school buildings shall be used by the Centralized High 
School District in which it is located until another high school 
building shall be provided by the Board of High School Trustees 
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for that Centralized High School District: Provided, also, That if 
any Centralized High School District established under authority 
of this Act there is not already established an accredited high school, 
the Board of High School Trustees for such Centralized High 
School District may transport the high school pupils of said 
Centralized High School District to any high school or high schools 
in the State approved and accredited by the State Department of 
Education, subject to the approval of the County Board of Educa- 
tion. 


§ 11. Appointment of High School Trustees—Proviso. 
—That the Board of High School Trustees of each of the Centralized 
High School Districts to be established by the County Board of 
Education under this Act shall be composed of one member from 
each of the common school districts, or major portions of com- 
mon school districts combined for high school purposes to form 
such Centralized High School District, and that such Trustees 
shall be appointed by the County Board of Education of Marlboro 
County for the same term and with the same qualifications as are 
now provided by law for the trustee of the common school districts 
of Marlboro County: Provided, That in any Centralized High 
School Districts to be established under this Act containing a town 
of more than one thousand inhabitants, the High School Board of 
Trustees for such Centralized High School district shall be com- 
posed of the Board of Trustees of the common school district con- 
taining such town, and. one member from each of the other com- 
mon school districts, or major portions of common school districts, 
combined for high school purposes to form such Centralized High 
School District. 


§ 12. Powers of High School Board of Trustees—Bond 
Issues.—The High School Board of Trustees for each of the 
Centralized High School Districts to be established under this Act 
shall be, and hereby is, vested with power to do all acts necessary 
and adapted to the establishment and maintenance of a central 
high school in their respective Centralized High School District, 
and to that end may purchase or lease lands, purchase, erect or 
lease buildings, equip said lands or buildings and purchase vehicles 
for transporting and conveying high school pupils to and from the 
central high schools established hereunder; and to provide funds 
for the above named purposes, may call and hold an election to 
issue bonds not exceeding eight per centum of the assessed valu- 
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ation of the taxable property in said Centralized High School Dis- 
trict: Provided, That this Act shall not authorize the issuance of 
bonds in excess of the limit proposed by the Constitution of this 
State. 


§ 13. Tax for Transportation of Pupils and Teachers 
Salaries—For High Schools—For County Board Fund.— 
For the purpose of transporting and conveying all high school 
pupils in Marlboro County to and from such centralized high 
schools as are established under this Act, and to pay the salaries 
of all high school teachers in all the central high schools of Marl- 
boro County for three months according to a County schedule of 
uniform salaries for high school teachers, the County Board of 
Education is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to levy on 
all the taxable property in the County annually a sufficient tax, not 
exceeding four mills. The County Board of Education is also 
authorized, empowered and directed to levy on all the taxable prop- 
erty in each Centralized High School District such additional tax, 
not exceeding four mills, as the Board of High School Trustees 
for such Centralized High School District shall request, said tax 
to be levied annually and collected annually, at the same time and 
in the same manner as other taxes, and to be used and expended 
on the warrant of the Board of High School Trustees in the 
Centralized High School District in which said tax is collected, 
and said tax to be used and expended for the payment of excess 
teachers’ salaries above the minimum schedules set up by the 
County Board of Education and by the 6-0-1 law, and for any 
other lawful expenses of operating said Central High School as 
determined by the Board of High School Trustees for each dis- 
trict. The County Board of Education is also authorized and em- 
powered to levy a uniform annual tax of not more than one mill 
on all the taxable property in the County, and to use the funds 
derived therefrom as a County Board Fund, to be expended as the 
County Board of Education shall determine. 


§ 14. Levies Uniform in High School Districts.—In each 
Centralized High School District all levies for bonds under this 
Act shall beat the same uniform rate on all the taxable property 
of said Centralized High School District. 


§ 15. Reduction of Existing Levies.—That the Board of 
Trustees of the local school districts are hereby empowered to re- 
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duce the present existing levies on their respective districts to such 
an extent as they deem proper and wise. 


§ 16. Bonds Tax Exempt.—That any and all bonds issued 
under this Act shall be exempt from State, County and municipal 
taxation. 


§ 17. Corporate Existence of Local Districts not Im- 
paired.—That the corporate existence and entity of each and 
every local school district by this Act authorized to be combined 
into a Centralized High School District for high school purposes 
shall not be deemed to be impaired or affected by this Act. 


§ 18. Portions of Act Independent.—That in case any por- 
tion or provision of this Act shall by a court of competent juris- 
diction be held to be unconstitutional, the validity of the remaining 
portions or provisions shall in no way be construed or held to be 
impaired thereby, but such remaining portions shall remain in full 
force and effect, and shall be deemed and held a valid act. 


§ 19. Repealing Clause.—Any and all Acts or parts of Acts 
inconsistent with this Act be, and the same are hereby repealed, 
insofar as their provisions apply to Marlboro County. 


§ 20. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

That an Act entitled “An Act to Require Depository Bonds for all 
Deposits of County Funds in Charleston County,” approved March 
25, 1927, be, and the same is hereby, repealed. 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Ratify an Amendment to Section 7 of Article 
8 and Section 5 of Article 10 of the Constitution by 
Adding a Proviso Thereto as to the Limit of Bonded 
Debt of the Town of Mullins in the County of Marion. 


Section 1. Amendment to Art. VIII, Sec. 7 and Art. X, 
Sec. 5, Constitution, Ratified—Bonded Debt of Town of 
Mullins.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the amendment to Section 7 of Article 8 and 
to Section 5 of Article 10 of the Constitution, relating to municipal 
bonded indebtedness so as to exempt the City of Mullins in the 
County of Marion from the provisions thereof, submitted by the 
last regular General Assembly to the qualified electors at the next 
general election thereafter by a Joint Resolution upon which said 
amendment a majority of the electors qualified to vote thereon voted 
in favor thereof, be and the same is hereby ratified and made a 
proviso of Section 7, Article 8, and Section 5, Article 10, of the 
Constitution of the State of South Carolina, in form and words as 
follows: 


“That the limitations imposed in Section 7, Article 8, and Section 
5, Article 10, of the Constitution of the State of South Carolina, 
shall not apply to the Town of Mullins, in the County of Marion to 
the extent herein provided when the proceeds of any bond or other 
obligation issued by said Town are applied to past indebtedness, street 
paving and other improvements of said streets; but the Town of 
Mullins is hereby authorized to issue bonds or other obligations for 
past indebtedness, street paving and other improvements of streets 
to an amount not exceeding Seventy Thousand ($70,000.00) Dollars 
in addition to the limitations now imposed by the Constitution.”

AN ACT to Repeal Section 493, Volume 3, Code of Laws. 
of South Carolina, 1922, Insofar as Provisions of Said 
Section Apply to the County of Berkeley, in This State. 


Section 1. Sec. 493, Code 1922, Vol. III, Amended— 
Not to Apply to Berkeley County.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That insofar as 
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the provisions of law of Section 493, Volume 3, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1922, apply to the County of Berkeley, be, and the 
same are hereby repealed. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are re- 
pealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon approval. 
Approved the 21st day of February, A. D. 1927.

AN ACT to Amend Sections 1 and 3 of an Act Entitled 
“An Act to Require all County Officers for Greenwood 
County to Give Bond for the Faithful Performance of 
Their Duties, to Fix the Amount of Said Bond and to 
Provide a Penalty for the Violation of the Provisions 
of this Act,” Known as Act No. 512 of the Acts of 
1926, so as to Apply to the Master of Greenwood 
County. 


Section 1. Act (1926, XXXIV, Stats., 950), Amended 
—Bond of Masters in Greenwood County—Premium.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Section 1 of an Act entitled “‘An Act to Require all County 
Officers for Greenwood County to give Bond for the Faithful Per- 
formance of their Duties, to Fix the amount of Said Bond and to 
Provide a Penalty for the Violation of the Provisions of this Act,” 
known as Act No. 512 of the Acts of 1926, be, and the same is hereby 
amended by inserting the words and figures, “and the Master in 
Equity, Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars” after the word ‘“‘dol- 
lars” and before the word “that” on line ten (10) of said section, 
so that said Section as amended shall read as follows: 


Section 1. That the bonds of the County officials of Greenwood 
County shall be as follows: County Treasurer, Twenty-five Thou- 
sand ($25,000.00) Dollars; Sheriff, Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) 
Dollars; Judge of Probate, Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars; 
County Superintendent of Education, Five Thousand ($5,000.00) 
Dollars; Clerk of Court, Seven Thousand ($7,000.00) Dollars; 
County Auditor Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars ; County Super- 
visor, Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, and the Master in Equity, 
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Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars. That the bonds of the County 
officials herein designated shall be annual bonds, and a new bond 
shall be given for each year during their respective terms of office. 
Amend further, by adding at the end of Section 3 the following: 
“Provided, The premium on the bond of the Master in Equity shall 
be paid by said Master,” so that said section as amended shall read 
as follows: 


Section 3. That the premiums of the bonds herein required shall 
be paid by the County of Greenwood upon a verified statement 
presented by the officers herein named to the County Supervisor. 
It shall be the duty of the officers herein named to have the bond 
herein required recorded in the Clerk of Court’s office in Greenwood 
County, and to file same with the officer now required by law to 
hold the same, and it shall be his duty to exhibit to the foreman of 
the Grand Jury a receipted bill annually showing premium paid for 
the annual bond herein required, and to exhibit the said receipt to 
foreman of the Grand Jury upon request, and upon his failure to do 
so, or his failure to keep the annual bond in force shall subject him 
to a fine in the amount of the penalty of the said bond, and shall be 
a sufficient cause for his removal from office: Provided, The prem- 
ium on the bond of the Master in Equity shall be paid by said Master. 


§ 2. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Define the Council-City Manager form of 
Government for Cities of More Than Sixty Thousand 
Inhabitants, and to Provide for its Adoption. 


Section 1. Title of Form of Government.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
form of government hereinafter provided shall be known as the 
Council-City Manager Form of Government for Cities of more than 
Sixty Thousand inhabitants. 
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§ 2. What Cities may Adopt.—Any City or town, which 
by the last preceding United States census heretofore or hereafter 
made and published, may have more than Sixty Thousand inhabi- 
tants, may adopt the form of government herein provided for upon 
a vote of the qualified registered electors as herein provided. 


§ 3. Election on Adoption—Ballots—Conduct of Elec- 
tion—Effect—Voters.—There shall be held in every City then 
coming w’thin the provisions of Section 2 of this Act, on the 15th 
day of June, 1927, an election on the question of the adoption or 
rejection of the form of government herein provided. At such elec- 
tion there shall be provided by the Board of Commissioners of 
Elections, as hereinafter provided for ballots, upon which shal? be 
written: “Shall the City of (name of City) adopt the form of 
government known as the Council-City Manager Form, for cities of 
more than Sixty Thousand inhabitants? Yes. No. (Erase one 
answer.)” Each qualified registered elector shall be allowed to vote 
one ballot: the said election being conducted, and the vote can- 
vassed and the result declared as hereinafter provided. If the ma- 
jority of the votes cast shall be “Yes” (the word “No” being erased), 
the Board of Commissioners of Elections shall declare that the said 
City has adopted the form of government provided for herein. If 
there be not a majority of the ballots with the word “Yes” thereon, 
and the word “No” erased, the Board of Commissioners of Elec- 
tions shall declare that the said form of government has been 
rejected. Immediately after the result of said election is declared, 
if it be in favor of the adoption of the said form of government, 
the said Board of Commissioners of Elections shall forthwith file 
with the Secretary of State a certificate stating the result of said 
vote, which certificate shall be recorded in the office of the Secretary 
of State, and shall be sufficient record and notice that the said City is 
thereafter operating under the said form of government: Provided, 
however, That the Mayor and Council and other officers then in the 
office shall continue and remain in office until the expiration of the 
term of office of the Mayor in office when said election is held and 
until their successors shall be elected and shall qualify as hereinafter 
provided ; and all ordinances, resolutions, or other provisions there- 
tofore of force and not inconsistent with the provisions of this article 
shall remain until altered or repealed by the Council elected as here- 
inafter provided: For the election on the adoption of this form of 
government the registered electors entitled to vote shall be those on. 
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the latest list that may have been registered, except as herein pro- 
vided for. 


§ 4. Commissions of Electors.—Within ten days from and 
after the passage of this Act, the Governor of the State shall appoint 
from among the registered electors of any City then coming within 
the provisions hereof, five discret and trustworthy men to serve as 
a Board of Commissioners of Elections for said. City, three of said 
Commissioners to be appointed upon the recommendation of the 
majority of the legislative delegation of the County in which said 
City is situate, and two to be appointed upon the recommendation 
of the City Council of said City: Provided, That in default of such 
recommendation the Governor of the State shall have full power to 
appoint the remaining members of said Board. The members of 
said Board of Commissioners of Elections shall serve for said City 
for the term of four years unless sooner removed by the Governor 
and until their successors are appointed and have qualified, any 
vacancy to be filled by the Governor; their compensation to be One 
Hundred Dollars a year each, to be paid by the City Treasurer. 
Said Commissioners shall take the oath of office as prescribed by 
Section 26, Article III, of the Constitution, and shall organize as a 
Board by appointing one of their number Chairman of the Board, 
and such Chairman shall be empowered to administer oaths. 


§ 5. Managers of Elections.—The said Board of Commis- 
sioners of Elections shall forthwith appoint, from among the regis- 
tered electors qualified to vote in said City, three discreet and trust- 
worthy men to serve as Managers of Elections for each polling pre- 
cinct in said City, for the term of four years unless sooner removed 
by said Board of Commissioners of Elections and until their succes- 
sors are appointed and have qualified, any vacancy to be filled by the 
said Board of Commissioners of Elections, each Manager to be paid 
three Dollars for each election in which he serves, upon a warrant 
on the City Treasurer, drawn by the Chairman of the Board of 
Commissioners of Elections. The Managers of Elections shall take 
the oath of office as prescribed by Section 26, Article III, of the 
Constitution, and that they will fairly and impartially conduct every 
election according to law and make a true return of the result there- 
of. They shall keep the polls open from eight in the morning until 
eight in the evening, and upon the closing of the same shall im- 
mediately proceed to count publicly the votes cast, and shall continue 
such count until the same is completed, and shall make a statement 
of the whole number of votes cast in such election, together - with 
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the number of votes cast for each person voted for, or for or against 
a proposition submitted, upon the completion of which they shall 
transmit such statement to the Board of Commissioners of Elections 
for said City, through the Chairman of said Board of Commissioners 
ot other member designated to receive said election returns, and 
shall at the same time deliver the ballot boxes, with the ballots which 
have been cast at said election sealed up therein. , 


§ 6. Election Returns.—The said Board of Commissioners 
of Elections shall immediately, upon the receipt of such statement 
or report of the Managers, open and publish the same and tabulate 
all the returns, and in case of a very close election or a seeming 
probability of error, or for other cause, in the discretion of the said 
Board of Commissioners, shall recount the ballots, and on the second 
day succeeding the said election shall declare the result and shall file 
a certified statement of the results of the balloting by precincts and 
in aggregate with the City Clerk, and also with the Clerk of Court 
for the County, and in the case of an election to determine the ques- 
tion of adopting or of abandoning the form of government provided 
for in this Act, the said Board of Commissioners of Elections shall 
file such statement of the result also with the Secretary of State for 
record in his office. The Board of Commissioners of Elections shall, 
as judicial officers, decide all protests or contests that may arise, and 
if necessary may adjourn from day to day and withhold the deci- 
sion and the declaration of the result of an election for a period not 
exceeding three days from the second day after the election. No 
merely technical irregularities in any of the details hereinabove pre- 
scribed shall be held to vitiate an election, provided, that it appear 
that the will of the registered electors was ascertained. 


§ 7. Registration of Voters.—In any such City the books 
of registration, both municipal and county, shall be open for the 
registration of electors for ten consecutive days, except Sunday, at 
least five hours per day, and shall be closed after said ten days at 
least thirty days before the date of said election: Provided, That 
the registration of voters in said City shall be in charge of the 

‘municipal registration officers of said city, and they shall be pro- 
vided by Council with the necessary books, and shall keep, subject 
to public inspection and under the supervision of the Board of Com- 
missioners of Elections, a permanent record of their transactions 
with regard to said registration: Provided, further, That the regis- 
tration herein provided for shall be supplementary to the latest gen- 
eral registration of electors of said City, and that those persons who 
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hold registration certificates issued at said general registration shall 
not be required to register in order to vote at said special election. 


§ 8. Incumbents.—All persons holding office in any such 
City adopting the provisions of this Act shall continue in office and 
in the performance of their duties until provision shall have been 
made in accordance with the terms of this Act for the performance 
or discontinuance of the duties of any such office. When such provi- 
sion shall have been made, the term of any such officer shall expire 
and the office shall be ipso facto abolished. In case of dispute, the 
Council may by resolution declare when the functions and duties of 
any such office or position have been provided for and the said of- 
fice or position abolished, and its decision thereon shall be final. The 
powers which are conferred and the duties which are imposed upon 
any officer, board, commission or department of the City under the 
laws of the State shall, if such office, board, commission or depart- 
ment is abolished by this Act, expressly or by necessary implication, 
be thereafter exercised and discharged by the officer, board, commis- 
sion or department upon whom are imposed corresponding functions, 
duties and powers under the provisions of this Act. 


§ 9. City Contracts—Public Works.—All contracts en- 
tered into by the City or for its benefit prior to the taking effect of 
this Act shall continue in full force and effect. All public works 
begun prior to the taking effect of this Act shall be continued and 
completed hereunder. Public improvements for which legislative 
steps shall have been taken under laws in force at the time this Act 
takes effect may be carried to completion in accordance with the 
provisions of such laws. 


§ 10. City Council.—The governing body of such City as 
shall adopt the form of government herein provided shall be a Coun- 
cil, which shall have full power and authority, except as herein 
otherwise provided, to exercise all of the powers conferred upon the 
City. It shall by ordinance fix the salaries of all officers and em- 
ployees of the City, except the salaries of its own members, which 
shall be as provided in this Act; and may, so far as is not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act, define the powers and prescribe the 
duties of all such officers and employees. 


§ 11. Election of Council—Term.—The Council shall con- 
sist of five members, who shall be elected on a general ticket at large, 
and shall serve for a term of six, years from the Monday next fol- 
lowing the date of their election and until their successors have been 
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duly elected and qualified: Provided, however, That they shall be 
subject to recall, in accordance with the provisions of this Act: 
And, Provided, That at the first election hereunder, the two candi- 
dates having the highest number of votes shall serve for six years, 
and the two candidates having the next highest number of votes 
shall serve for four years; the candidate having the lowest number 
of votes shall serve for a period of two years. The Council shall 
be a continuing body, and no measure pending before such body 
shall abate or be discontinued by reason of the expiration of the 
term of office or removal of the members of said body or any of 
them. 


§ 12. Candidates for Council—Use of Improper Means 
a Misdemeanor—Penalties.—Any person qualified to vote in 
said City shall be eligible to the office of Councilman therein. No 
candidate for the office of councilman shall promise any money, 
office, employment, or other thing of value, to secure a nomination 
or election, or expend in connection with his candidacy any moneys 
except as permitted by the general election laws of the State; and 
any such candidate violating this provision shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, or imprisoned for a term 
not exceeding six months, or both, in the discretion of the Court, 
and shall forfeit his office, if elected; in which event, the person 
receiving the next highest number of votes, who has not violated the 
said provision, shall be entitled to said office. 


§ 13. Vacancies.—Any vacancy in the Council, except as 
otherwise provided in this Act, shall be filled by an election. If by 
reason of resignation, death, or other circumstances, one or more 
vacancies exist or occur at the same time in said Council, then the 
remaining members of the Council shall forthwith order a special 
election to fill said vacancies, said election to be held in the manner 
and subject to the conditions hereinafter provided with respect to 
recall elections in so far as the same shall be applicable. The fore- 
going provisions of this Section are subject to the further provision 
that any vacancy resulting from a recall election shall be filled in the 
manner provided in such case: Provided, That if the vacancy or 
vacancies are for a term of less than six months, they may be filled 
for this period by a majority of the remaining members of the Coun- 
cil. 
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§ 14. Failure to Call Special Election.—In the event of 
the failure or refusal of Council at any time to order a special elec- 
tion as hereinabove provided, it shall be the duty of the Governor to 
cali such election forthwith upon information filed by any registered 
elector of such City and due ascertainment of the facts. 


§ 15. Pay of Council.—Each member of the Council shall 
receive, subject to the provisions of this charter, a salary of Six 
Hundred ($600.00) Dollars per year, except the President, whose 
salary shall be Nine Hundred ($900.00) Dollars per year, such sala- 
ries to be payable in equal monthly installments. 


§ 16. Council to Act only Through City Manager— 
Violation a Misdemeanor.—Neither the Council, nor any of its. 
members, shall dictate the appointment of any person to office or 
employment by the City Manager, or in any manner interfere with 
the City Manager, or prevent him from exercising his own judgment 
in the appointment of officers or employees in the administrative 
service. Except for the purpose of inquiry, the Council and its 
members shall deal with the administrative service solely through the 
City Manager, and neither the Council nor any member thereof, 
shall give orders to any of the subordinates of the City Manager 
either publicly or privately. Any such dictation, prevention, orders 
or other interferences on the part of a member of the Council with 
the administration of the City, shall be deemed a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof the member so convicted shall be fined not 
exceeding One Hundred Dollars and may, in the discretion of the 
Court, be removed from office. The Court of General Sessions for 
the County in which such City is situate shall have sole jurisdiction 
of offenses triable under this Section. 


§ 17. Elections by Council—Procedure—Records— 
Quorum.—The Council shall elect annually one of its members as 
chairman, who shall be entitled President of the Council; and shall 
also elect a City Manager, a City Clerk, and a City Attorney. The 
said Council shall also appoint the members of such Boards and Com- 
missions as are hereinafter provided for. All elections by the Coun- 
cil shall be viva voce and the vote recorded in the journal of the 
Council. The Council may determine its own rules of procedure; 
may punish its members for misconduct, and may compel the at- 
tendance of members in such manner and under such penalties as 
may be prescribed by ordinance. It shall keep a journal of its pro- 
ceedings. A majority of all the members of the Council shall con- 
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stitute a quorum to do business, but a smaller number may adjourn 
from time to time. 


No person elected to the Council, whether he qualify or not, shall 
during the term for which he was elected, be elected or appointed to 
any position or office of trust or profit under the City government. 


§ 18. City Clerk—Attorney.—Prior to the first day of 
January, 1928, and prior to the first day of every year thereafter, 
the Council shall elect a City Clerk, and a City Attorney, each of 
whom shall serve for a term of one year from the first day of Janu- 
ary next following the date of his election, and until his successor 
shall have been elected and qualified. 


§ 19. Council Meetings.—At eight o’clock P. M. on the 
Monday next following the regular municipal election, the Council 
shall meet at the usual place for holding meetings of the legislative 
body of the City, at which time the newly elected councilmen shall 
assume the duties of their office. Thereafter the Council shall meet 
at such times as may be prescribed by ordinance or resolution: 
Provided, That it shall hold at least one regular meeting each week. 
The President of the Council, any member thereof, or the City 
Manager, may call special meetings of the Council at any time 
upon at least twelve hours written notice to each member, served 
personally, or left at his usual place of business or residence; or 
such meeting may be held at any time without notice, provided all 
members of the Council attend. All meetings of the Council shall 
be public, any citizen may have access to the minutes and records 
thereof at all reasonable times. 


§ 20. Absence from Council Meetings.—For each absence 
of a Councilman from a regular meeting of the Council, there 
shall be deducted from his pay, a sum equal to two per cent. of his 
annual salary. Absence from five consecutive regular meetings 
shall operate to vacate the seat of a member unless the absence is 
excused by the Council by resolution setting forth the reason there- 
of, and entered upon the journal. 


§ 21. Ordinances.—Except in dealing with questions of 
parlimentary procedure. the Council shall act only by ordinance or 
resolution, which shall be introduced in writing, and all ordinances 
except ordinances making appropriations, or authorizing the con- 
tracting of indebtedness or issuance of bonds or other evidences 
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of debt, shall be confined to one subject, which shall be clearly ex- 
pressed in the title. Ordinances making appropriations or author- 
izing the contracting of indebtedness or the issuance of bonds or 
other obligations and appropriating the money to be raised thereby 
shall be confined to those subjects respectively. Nothing herein 
shall be construed to prevent the Council from authorizing in and 
by the same ordinance the making of any one public improvement 
and the issue of bonds therefor. 


The enacting clause of all ordinances passed by the Council shall 
be, “Be it ordained by the Council of the City of (Name of City) ;” 
the enacting clause of all ordinances submitted to popular election 
by the initiative shall be, “Be it‘ordained by the people of the City of 
(Name of City).” No ordinance, unless it be an emergency 
measure, shall be passed until it has been read at two regular meet- 
ings not less than one week apart, or the requirement of such read- 
ing has been dispensed with by the affirmative vote of four of the 
members of the Council. No ordinance or section thereof shall 
be revised or amended by its title or section number only, but the 
new ordinance shall contain the entire ordinance, or section as re- 
vised or amended. The ayes and noes shall be taken upon the 
passage of all ordinances or resolutions and entered upon the 
journal of the proceedings of the Council, and every ordinance or 
resolution shall require, on final passage, the affirmative vote of 
at least three of the members. No member shall be excused from 
voting except on matters involving the consideration of his own 
official conduct, or where his financial interests are involved. 


In authorizing the making of any public improvement, or the 
acquisition of real estate or any interest therein; or authorizing the 
contracting of indebtedness or the issuance of bonds or other 
evidences of indebtedness (except temporary loans in anticipation 
of taxes or revenues or of the sale of bonds lawfully authorized) ; 
or authorizing the sale of any property or rights in property of 
such City or granting any public utility franchise, privilege, lease, 
or right of any kind to use any public property or easement of any 
description or any renewal, amendment or extension thereof, the 
Council shall act only by ordinance: Provided, however, That after 
any such ordinance shall have taken effect, all subsequent proceed- 
ings incidental thereto and providing for the carrying out of the 
purposes of such ordinance may, except as otherwise provided in 
this charter, be taken by resolution of the Council. 
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§ 21-A. When Ordinances Effective—Emergencies.— 
All ordinances and resolutions passed by the Council shall be in 
effect from and after thirty days from the date of their pas- 
sage, except that the Council may, by the affirmative vote of four 
of its members, pass emergency measures to take effect at the time 
indicated therein. An emergency measure is an ordinance or reso- 
lution for the immediate preservation of the public peace, property, 
health or safety, or providing for the usual daily operation of a 
municipal department in which the emergency is set forth and de- 
fined in a preamble thereto. Ordinances appropriating money for 
any such emergency may be passed as emergency measures, but no 
measure providing for the sale or lease of city property, or making 
a grant, renewal or extension of a franchise or other special privi- 
lege, or regulating the rate to be charged for its service by a 
public utility, shall be so passed. 


§ 22. Record of Ordinances—Publication.—Every ordin- 
nance or resolution upon its final passage shall be recorded in a 
book kept for that purpose, and shall be authenticated by the signa- 
tures of the presiding officer, and the City Clerk. Every ordinance 
of a general or permanent nature shall be published in full once 
within ten days after its final passage in a newspaper, or news- 
papers of general circulation published in the municipality; and, 
where legally permissible, such publication shall be made but once: | 
Provided, That the foregoing requirements as to publication shall 
not apply to ordinances re-ordained in or by a general compilation 
or codification of ordinances printed by authority of the Council. A 
record or entry made by the City Clerk or a copy of such record or 
entry duly certified by him shall be prima facie evidence in all 
Courts of the terms of the ordinance and its due publication. 


§ 23. Chairman of Council.—The President of the Council 
shall preside at meetings of the Council, and perform such other 
duties consistent with his office as may be imposed by the Council. 
He shall be entitled to a vote, but shall possess no veto power. He 
shall be recognized as the official head of the City for all ceremonial 
purposes, by the Courts for the purpose of serving civil process, 
and by the Governor for military purposes. He may use the title 
of Mayor in any case in which the execution of contracts or other 
legal instruments in writing, or other necessity arising from the 
general laws of the State may so require, but this shall not be con- 
strued as conferring upon him administrative or judicial functions, 
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or other powers or functions, of a Mayor, under the general laws 
of the State. In time of public danger or emergency, he may, 
with the consent of the Council, take command of the police ard 
maintain order and enforce the laws. During his absence or dis- 
ability, his duties shall be performed by another member appointed 
by the Council. 

The powers and duties of the President of the Council shall be 
such as are conferred upon him by this Act together with such 
others as may be conferred by the Council in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of this Act and no others. 


§ 24. Regular Elections.—A municipal election shali be 
held on the first Tuesday in December, 1927, and on the first Tues- 
day in December of every second year thereafter, which shall be 
known as the regular municipal election for the election of Council- 
men. Any matters which, by the terms of this Act, may be sub- 
mitted to the electors of the City, at any special election, may be 
submitted at a regular municipal election. 


§ 25. Nomination of Councilmen—Petitions.—Candidates 
for the Council under the provisions of this Act shall be nominated 
only by petition. Any qualified voter of the City may be nominated 
as provided herein. Subject to the provisions of Sections 26 and 
27 hereof, there shall be printed on the ballots to be used in any 
municipal election for the election of Councilmen, the names of all 
candidates who have been nominated by petition as provided herein, 
and no others. A nominating petition shall conform substantially 
to the following requirements : 

(a) Such petitions shall state the name and place of residence 
of each person whose name is presented for a place upon the ballot, 
and shall request such person or persons to become a candidate or 
candidates for the office of Councilman for such City. 

(b) Such petitions shall be signed by at least two hundred quali- 
fied electors of the City. 

(c) Each elector signing a petition may subscribe to one nomina- 
tion for each of the places to be filled at the ensuing election, and 
no more. 

‘(d) Such petition shall not be signed by any elector more than 
fifty days prior to the day of such election, and such petition shall 
be filed with the Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas not less than 
thirty days previous to the day of such election. 
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§ 26. Acceptance.—Any person whose name has been sub- 
mitted for candidacy by any such petition shall file his acceptance, 
of such candidacy with the Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas 
at least twenty days previous to the date of such election, otherwise, 
his name shall not appear on the ballot. The filing of such accept- 
ance shall be deemed equivalent to the filing of notice of candidacy 
under the general election laws of the State, and no other notice of 
candidacy need be given by the person filing the same. 


§ 27. Ballots.—The ballots used in all elections provided 
for in this charter for the election of councilmen shall be without 
party marks or designations. 


§ 28. Regulations for Voting.—The candidates at any re- 
gular municipal election for the election of councilmen, equal in 
number to the places to be filled, who shall receive the highest num- 
‘ber of votes at such elections, shall be declared elected. 


In any such election each elector shall be entitled to vote for as 
many persons as there are vacancies to be filled, and no more; and 
no elector shall in such election cast more than one vote for the 
same person. 


In counting the vote any ballot found to contain a greater number 
of names for the office of councilman than the number of vacan- 
cies in the Council to be filled shall be void, but no ballot shall be 
void for containing a less number of names than is permitted hereby. 


§ 29. Recall—Petitions.—Any member of the Council may 
be recalled and removed from office by the electors by the follow- 
ing procedure: A petition for the recall of the councilman or coun- 
cilmen designated, signed by at least five hundred of the electors of 
the City, and containing a statement in not more than two hundred 
words of the grounds of the recall, shall be filed with the City Clerk, 
who shall forthwith notify the councilman or councilmen sought to 
be removed, and such councilman or councilmen may, within five 
days after such notice, file with such Clerk a defensive statement in 
not exceeding two hundred words. The said Clerk shall immediately 
upon the expiration of said five days cause sufficient printed or 
typewritten copies of such petition, without the signatures, to be 
made, and to each of them he shall attach a printed or typewritten 
copy of such defensive statement or statements, if any such shall 
have been furnished him within the time provided. He shall pre- 
serve the original petition in his office and shall cause one copy 
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of such petition with a copy of the defensive statement, if any, at- 
tached to be conveniently placed in his office, and provide facilities 
for there signing the same, and shall also cause one copy, with a copy 
of the defensive statement, if any, attached to be placed in each of 
the several fire engine houses of the City, and provide facilities for 
there signing the same, and for the proper custody thereof. The 
said Clerk shall immediately cause notice to be published in some 
newspaper of general circulation published in the City, of the places 
where the said copies may be found, and of the time within which 


the same may be signed. i 


The said copies of such petitions shall remain on file in the several 
places designated for a period of thirty days, during which time 
any one of them may be signed by any elector of the City, including 
those who signed the original petition. 


§ 30. Examination of Petitions.—At the expiration of said 
period of thirty days, the City Clerk shall assemble all of said copies, 
and shall file the same as one instrument with the Clerk of the Court 
of Common Pleas, who shall examine the same, and ascertain and 
certify thereon whether the persons whose names are signed thereto 
are qualified voters of said City, equal in number to fifteen per cent 
of the number of electors who cast their votes at the last preceding 
regular municipal election for the election of Councilmen. If such 
signatures do amount to such percentage, the Clerk of the Court of 
Common Pleas, shall at once serve notice of that fact upon the 
Councilman or Councilmen designated in the petition. 


§ 31. Recall Elections.—If the Councilman, or Councilmen, 
or any of them, designated in such petition, file with the City Clerk, 
within five days after the last mentioned notice from the Clerk of 
the Court of Common Pleas, his or their written, resignation or re- 
signations, the said City Clerk shall at once notify the Clerk of the 
Court of Common Pleas of that fact, and such resignation, or resig- 
nations, shall be irrevocable, and shall be filed and preserved in the 
offices of the City Clerk, and the Council shall proceed to fill 
the vacancy or vacancies, subject to the provisions of Section thirteen 
of this charter. In the absence of notice from the City Clerk that 
such resignation or resignations have been filed, as aforesaid, the 
Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas shall upon the expiration of 
said period of five days forthwith present to said Court or to the 
Judge thereof in vacation, the said copies with his certificate as 
to the percentage of qualified voters whose names are signed there- 
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to, and a certificate as to the date of the service of the notice given 
by him to the Councilman or Councilmen designated in the petition, 
as above provided, and thereupon the said Court or the Judge thereof 
in vacation shall forthwith enter an order calling and fixing a date 
for holding a recall election for the removal of the Councilman or 
Councilmen named in said petition, who have not resigned as afore- 
said. Any such election shall be held not less than thirty nor more 
than sixty days after the date of the entering of said order. If any 
other election is to be held within the said period, the said Court or 
the Judge thereof in vacation shall direct that the said recall election 
be held at the same time. No councilman shall be subject to recall 
more than twice in any term of six years. 


§ 32. Ballots—Effect of Election—Election of Suces- 
sors.—The ballots at such recall election shall conform to the follow- 
ing requirements: With respect to each person| whose removal is 
sought, the question shall be submitted: “Shall (name of person) 
be removed from the office of Councilman by recall?” Immediately 
following each such question, there shall be printed on the ballots, 
the following propositions, in the order here set forth: “For the 
recall of (name of person).” “Against the recall of (name of per- 
son).” In any such election the voter shall draw a line, with pen 
or pencil, through the proposition he does not wish to vote for, leav- 
ing the proposition he does wish to vote for unscratched. In any 
such election if the majority of the votes cast on the question of the 
removal of any Councilman are affirmative, such councilman shall 
be deemed removed from office upon the ascertainment and certi- 
fication of the results of such election by the Commissioners of 
Election, and the vacancy or vacancies caused by such recall shall be 
filled by the remainder of the Council, according to the provisions 
of Section thirteen of this Act. If, however, an election is held for 
the recall of more than two Councilmen, candidates to succeed them 
for their unexpired terms shall be voted upon at the same election, 
and shall be named by petitions signed, dated and certified in the 
manner required for petitions presenting the names of candidates 
for the Council at a regular municipal election for the election of 
Councilmen similar in form to such petitions, and signed by at least 
two hundred qualified voters, and filed with the Clerk of the Court 
of Common Pleas at least thirty days prior to the holding of such 
recall election, but no such nominating petition shall be signed or 
circulated until after the time has expired for signing the copies of 
the petition for the recall, and no signatures thereon antedating such 
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time shall be counted. The person or persons nominated by such 
petition shall file with the Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas 
his or their acceptance of such nomination at least twenty days prior 
to the date of holding such recall election, and the filing of such 
acceptance shall be equivalent to notice of candidacy under the 
election laws of the State, and no other notice of such candidacy need 
be filed. Candidates shall not be named to succeed any particular 
Councilman, but, if only one Councilman is removed at such elec- 
tion, the candidate at such election receiving the highest number of 
votes shall be declared elected to fill the vacancy, and if more than 
one Councilman is removed at such election, the candidates receiv- 
ing the highest number of votes, equal in number to the number of 
councilmen removed, shall be declared elected to fill the vacancies, 
and among the successful candidates those receiving the greater 
number of votes shall be declared elected for the longer term. 


§ 33. Recall of Entire Council.—No proceedings for the 
recall of all of the members of the Council at the same election shall 
be defeated in whole or in part by the resignation of any of them 
or all of them, but in any such case the proceedings for the recall 
of Councilmen, and the election of their successors shall continue 
and have the same effect as though there has been no resignation. 


§ 34. No Recall Within First Year of Service—Recall 
Cummulative.—wNo petition to recall any Councilman shall be filed 
within one year after he assumes the duties of his office. 

The method of removal herein provided: shall not be deemed or 
held exclusive, but is in addition to such other methods as are now 
or may hereafter be provided by general law. 


§ 35. Petition for Ordinance.—Any proposed ordinance or 
ordinances, including ordinances for the repeal or amendment of an 
existing ordinance, may be submitted to the Council by petition sign- 
ed by qualified voters equal in number to ten per cent. of the number 
of electors who cast their votes at the last preceding regular muni- 
cipal election for the election of Councilmen. Such petition shall 
contain the proposed ordinance in full, and shall have appended 
thereto or written thereon the names and addresses of at least five 
qualified voters, who shall be officially regarded as filing the peti- 
tion, and who shall constitute a committee of the petitioners for the 
purposes hereinafter stated. 


§ 36. Filing Petitions—Hearings.—All papers comprising 
the petition shall be assembled and filed with the City Clerk, as one 
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instrument, within one hundred and twenty days from the date of 
the first signature thereon, and when so filed, the Clerk shall sub- 
mit the same to the Council at its next regular meeting, and provi- 
sion shall be made for public hearings upon the proposed ordinance. 


§ 37. Action on Petitions—Election on Ordinance.—The 
Council shall at once proceed to consider such petition and shall take 
final action thereon within thirty days from the date of the sub- 
mission thereof. If the Council rejects the proposed ordinance, 

"or passes it in a form different from that set forth, in the petition, or 
fails to act finally upon it within the time stated, the committee of 
the petitioners may require that it be submitted to a vote of the elec- 
tors in its original form, or that it be submitted to a vote of the 
electors with any proposed change, addition or amendment, by the 
following procedure: Said Committee shall present to the Clerk of 
the Court of Common Pleas a petition for such election, addressed 
to said Court and signed by qualified voters equal in number to 
twenty-five per cent. of the number of electors who cast their votes 
at the last preceding regular municipal election for the election of 
Councilmen. Said petition shall contain the proposed ordinance in 
full in the form in which it is proposed to submit the same to the 
electors. The said petition and all copies thereof shall be filed with 
the Clerk of said Court as one instrument. Within ten days after the 
filing théreof the said Clerk shall ascertain and certify thereon 
whether the required number of qualified voters have signed the 
same. If it be found that the required number of qualified voters 
have signed the said petition, then the said petition, with the certi- 
ficate of the said Clerk thereon, shall be presented by said committee 
to the Court of Common Pleas, or to the Judge thereof in vacation, 
and thereupon, the said Court or the Judge thereof in vacation, shall 
forthwith enter an order calling and fixing a date for holding an 
election for the purpose of submitting the proposed ordinance to 
the electors of the said City. Any such election shali be held not 
less than thirty nor more than sixty days after the date of the enter- 
ing of said order. If any other election is to be held within the said 
period said Court or the Judge thereof shall direct that such pro- 
posed ordinance shall be submitted to a vote of the electors at such 
election. At least ten days before any such election the Clerk of the 
said Court shall cause such proposed ordinance to be published once 
in one or more newspapers of general circulation in said City. 
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§ 38. Ballots—Effect.—The ballots used when voting upon 
any such proposed ordinance, shall state the title of the ordinance 
to be voted on, and below the following propositions in the order 
here set forth: “For the ordinance.” “Against the ordinance.” In 
any such election the voter shall draw a line with a pen or pencil 
through the proposition he does not wish to vote for, leaving the 
proposition he does wish to vote for unscratched. If a majority 
of the electors voting on such proposed ordinance shall vote in favor 
thereof, it shall upon the ascertainment and certification of the re- 
sults of such election by the Commissioners of Election become an 
ordinance of the City. 


§ 39. Repeal of Ordinance Voted by Electors.—No 
ordinance adopted by the vote of the electors, as herein provided, 
shall be repealed or amended, except by vote of the electors; but the 
Court of Common Pleas, or the Judge thereof in vacation, may, on 
request of the Council, by resolution, order an ordinance to repeal 
or amend any ordinance so adopted, to be submitted to the electors 
at any regular election, or at any special municipal election called 
for some other purpose: Provided, That the Clerk of said Court shall 
cause notice of the proposed submission of such ordinance repealing 
or amending an ordinance, to be published once in one or more 
newspapers of said city, not more than sixty nor less than thirty 
days prior to said election. If an amendment is so proposed, such 
notice shall contain the proposed amendment in full, and such sub- 
mission shall be in the same’manner and the vote shall have the 
same effect as in the case of an ordinance submitted to election 
by popular petition. 


§ 40. When Ordinances Effective.—No ordinance passed 
by the Council, unless it be an emergency measure, as hereinbefore 
defined, or the annual appropriation ordinance, shall go into effect 
until the expiration of thirty days after its final passage. If at 
any time within said thirty days a petition signed by qualified voters 
equal in number to twenty-five per cent. of the number of electors 
who cast their votes at the last preceding regular municipal elec- 
tion for the election of Councilmen be filed with the City Clerk, re- 
questing that any such ordinance be repealed, or amended, as stated 
in the petition, such ordinance shall not become operative until the 
steps indicated herein shall have been taken or the time allowed for 
taking any such step shall have elapsed without action. Such peti- 
tion shall state therein the names and addresses of at least five 
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electors, who shall constitute a committee to represent the petitioners, 
who shall be officially regarded as filing the petition, and shall 
constitute a committee of the petitioners for the purposes herein- 
after stated. Referendum petitions need not contain the text of 
the ordinance or ordinances, the amendment or repeal of which is 
sought, but shall contain the proposed-amendment, if an amendment 
is demanded. 


§ 41. Recall of Ordinances.—The City Clerk shall present 
the said petition to the Council at its next regular meeting, and 
thereupon the Council shall proceed to reconsider the ordinance. 
If, within thirty days after the filing of such petition, the ordinance 
be not repealed or amended as requested in such petition, the City 
Clerk shall, if so requested by a writing signed by a majority of 
the said committee and presented to the said City Clerk within 
twenty days after the expiration of said period of thirty days, pre- 
sent to the Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas, the said petition 
and all copies thereof as one instrument together with a copy of the 
ordinance the repeal of which is sought. Within ten days after 
the filing of said petition, the Clerk of. said Court shall ascertain 
and certify whether the required number of qualified voters have 
signed the same. If it be found that the required number of 
qualified voters have signed the said petition, then within: five days 
after the expiration of said ten days the said petition, with the 
certificate of the Clerk thereon, shall be presented by the said 
committee to the Court of Common Pleas, or to the Judge thereof in 
vacation, and thereupon the said Court or the Judge thereof in 
vacation, shall forthwith enter an order calling and fixing a date 
for holding an election for the purpose of submitting the said or- 
dinance to the electors of said City. Thereupon the said ordinance 
shall ipso facto be further suspended from, going into effect until 
such election shall have been held and shall then be deemed repealed 
unless approved by a majority of those voting thereon. Any such 
election shall be held not less than thirty nor more than sixty days 
after the date of the entering of such order. If any other election 
is to be held within the said period, said Court or the Judge thereof 
in vacation shall direct that the said ordinance shall be submitted to 
the vote of the electors at such election. At least ten days before any 
such election the Clerk of said Court shall cause the said ordinance 
to be published once in one or more newspapers of general circula- 
tion published in said City. 
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§ 42. Ballots—Effect.—The ballots used when voting upon 
such ordinance shall conform in all respects to the ballots required 
for an initiative election under Section 38 hereof, and the method 
of voting in any such election shall be as prescribed in said election. 


If in any such election the ordinance so referred or submitted 
be approved by a majority of the electors voting thereon, the said 
ordinance shall upon the ascertainment and certification of the re- 
sults of such election by the Commissioners of Election, go into 
effect as an ordinance of the City. 


§ 43. Ordinances Subject to Referendum.—Ordinances 
submitted to the Council by initiative petition and passed by the 
Council without change or passed in an amended form, and not re- 
quired to be submitted to the vote of the electors by the Committee 
of. the petitioners, shall be subject to the referendum in the same 
manner as other ordinances. 


§ 44. Conflicting Ordinances.—If two or more ordinances 
adopted or approved at the same election conflict in respect of any 
of their provisions, such ordinances shall go into effect in respect 
of such of their provisions as are not in conflict, and the one re- 
ceiving the highest affirmative vote shall prevail insofar as their 
provisions conflict. 


§ 45. Emergency Ordinances not Subject to Referen- 
dum.—Ordinances passed as emergency measures providing for any 
work, improvement or repairs certified by the City Manager to be 
immediately necessary to protect public property or health from 
imminent danger, or to protect the City from imminent loss or 
liability, shall not be subject to the referendum. The certificate of 
the City Manager in any such case shall be conclusive. All other 
ordinances, passed as emergency measures, shall be subject to the 
referendum in like manner as other ordinances, except that they shall 
go into effect at the time indicated in such ordinances. If, when 
submitted to a vote of the electors, an emergency measure be not 
approved by a majority of the voters thereon, it shall be considered 
repealed as regards any further action thereunder ; but such measure 
so repealed shall be deemed sufficient authority for payment in ac- 
cordance with the ordinance of any expenses incurred previous to 
the ascertainment and certification by the Commissioners of Ellec- 
tion of the result of the referendum vote thereon. 
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§ 46. Steps Pending Vote on Bonds, Etc.—In case a peti- 
tion be filed requesting that measure passed by the Council provid- 
ing for the expenditure of money, for a bond issue or a public im- 
provement be submitted to a vote of the electors, all steps prelimin- 
ary to such actual expenditure, actual issue of bonds or actual sign- 
ing of a contract for such improvements may be taken prior to the 
election. 


§ 47. Conduct of Elections.—All elections for the election of 
Councilmen, and all initiative, referendum and recall elections, shall 
be conducted, and the result canvassed and certified by the regular 
Election Officials provided in this Act, and all such elections shall 
be governed by the said general election laws. 


§ 48. Signing of Petitions.—All petitions for the nomina- 
tion of councilmen and all petitions in connection with the initiative, 
referendum or recall shall be signed in ink or indelible pencil by the 
elector in person and not by agent or attorney. Each person signing 
any such petition shall place opposite his name the date of his signa- 
ture, and his place of residence by street and number. The signa- 
tures to any such petition need not all be appended to one paper, but 
to each such paper (except in the case of copies of recall petitions, 
which may not be circulated) there shall be attached an affidavit by 
the circulator thereof stating that each signature appended thereto is 
the genuine signature of the person whose name it purports to be 
and that it was made in the presence of the affiant on the date indi- 
cated. All copies of any such petition shall be treated as origi- 
nal. No such petition shall be deemed invalid by reason of the 
fact that it is signed by one or more persons who are not qualified 
voters, but the names of such persons shall not be counted. As used 
in this Act the terms “elector,” “qualified elector” and ‘‘qualified 
_ voter” are synonymous. 


§ 49. Presumptions as to Petitions.—AlI signatures to any 
petition mentioned in the preceding Section hereof shall be accepted 
and treated as prima facie genuine. For the purpose of certifying 
the number of qualified voters whose names are signed to any such 
petition, the Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas shall presume 
that any person whose name appears thereon is a qualified voter 
if such person (a) is exempt from the payment of poll taxes as a 
prerequisite to voting, or (b) appears from the County Treasurer’s 
list of persons who have paid their poll taxes to have complied with 
the law as to payment of poll taxes so as to be a qualfied voter 
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on the date of his signature under the provisions and within the 
meaning of Section 50 hereof, assuming him to be duly registered. 
All such petitions substantially complying with the requirements of 
this Act and certified by said Clerk to bear the required number of 
signatures of qualified voters shall be accepted and treated as prima 
facie sufficient. The burden of proving the insufficiency of any such 
petition in any respect shall be upon the person alleging the same. 


§ 50. Test of Qualifications of Signer.—The question 
whether any person is a qualified voter for the purpose of signing 
any nominating petition or any petition in connection with the initia- 
tive, referendum or recall shall be determined as provided in the 
Constitution, to-wit, as follows: Residence in the State for two 
years, in the County one year, in the polling precinct in which the 
elector offers to vote four months, and the payment six months 
before any election of any poll tax then due and payable: Provided, — 
That ministers in charge of an organized church and teachers of 
public schools shall be entitled to vote after six months’ residence in 
the State, otherwise qualified: Provided, Further, That such person 
shall be duly registered as provided by law. 


§ 51. Proposed Ordinance to be Submitted to City At- 
torney.—Before any ordinance or amendment proposed by popular 
petition shall be submitted to the Council, it shall first be approved 
as to form, by the City Attorney, whose duty it shall be to draft 
such proposed ordinance or amendment in proper legal language, 
and to render such other service to persons desiring to propose such 
ordinances or amendments as shall be necessary to make the same 
proper for consideration by the Council. 


§ 52. Impersonation and Forgery—-Misdemeanor.—No 
person shall: (a) Falsely impersonate another in the signing of 
any nominating petition or petitions for the initiative, referendum 
or recall, or forge any name thereto; or deface, destroy, or remove 
from any of the places designated in this Act, any copy of a peti- 
tion for recall with intent to interfere with or defeat such recall; (b) 
sign any nominating petition or petition for initiative, referendum 
or recall with knowledge that he is not a qualified voter of the City, 
or purposely write his name or residence falsely in the signing of 
any such petition: sign or intentionally permit to be signed any peti- 
tion for recall at any other place than one of the places hereinbefore 
designated for the signing of such petitions; employ or pay another 
or accept employment on the basis of the number of signatures 
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subscribed thereto, for circulating any petition permitted by this 
Act to be circulated. 


Any person violating any of the provisions of paragraph (a) of 
this Section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and con- 
viction thereof shall be fined not less than One Hundred Dollars, nor 
more than Five Hundred Dollars, and imprisoned not less than thirty 
days nor.more than six months. 


Any person violating any of the provisions of paragraph (b) of 
this Section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction thereof shall be fined not less than Ten Dollars, nor more 
than Two Hundred Dollars. 


The foregoing provisrons shall not be deemed or held to be exclu- 
sive of, but in addition to, all laws of the State prescribing penalties 
for the same offenses, or for other offenses relating to the same 

, matter. 


§ 53. Fees of Clerk of Court.—For his services in connec- 
tion with any proceedings under the foregoing Sections relating to 
the initiative, referendum and recall, the Clerk of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas shall be paid by the City such reasonable fees as are 
now or may hereafter be provided by law for similar services in 
other cases. 


§ 54. City Manager—Selection—Compensation—Term 
—Absence.—The City Manager shall be the administrative head 
of the municipal government. He shall be chosen by the Council 
without regard to his political beliefs, and solely upon the basis of 
his executive and administrative qualifications. The choice shall 
not be limited to inhabitants of the City or State, unless otherwise 
required by the Constitution of the State. The City Manager shall 
receive such compensation as shall be provided by the Council by 
ordinance, not to exceed $15,000.00 per annum. He shall be ap- 
pointed for an indefinite period, and shall serve at the will of the 
Council: Provided, However, That he may not be removed within 
twelve months from the date on which he assumed his duties, except 
for incompetence, malfeasance, misfeasance or neglect of duty. In 
case of his removal within said period he may demand written 
charges and a public hearing thereon before the Council prior to the 
date on which his final removal shall take effect; but the decision 
and action of the Council on such hearing shall be final, and pend- 
ing such hearing the Council may suspend him from duty. During 
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absence or disability of the City Manager the Council shall designate 
some properly qualified person to perform his duties. 


§ 55. Duties and Powers.—The City Manager shall be 
responsible to the Council for the efficient administration of all af- 
fairs of the City. He shall have power, and it shall be his duty: 
(a) To see that all laws and ordinances are enforced; (b) Except 
as otherwise provided in this Act, to appoint all heads or directors 
of departments, and all subordinate officers and employees of the 
City in both the classified and unclassified service with the power 
to discipline and remove any officer or employee so appointed ; and 
in the classified service all appointments and removals to be subject 
to the Civil Service provisions of this Act. 


(c) To exercise supervision and control over all departments 
and divisions created herein, or that may hereafter be created by the 
Council. 


(d) To attend all regular meetings of the Council, with the right 
to take part in the discussion, but having no vote. He shall be 
entitled to notice of all special meetings. 


(e)’ To recommend to the Council for adoption such measures as 
he may deem necessary or expedient. 


(£) To see that all terms and conditions imposed in favor of the 
City, or its inhabitants, in any public utility franchise, are faith- 
fully kept and performed; upon knowledge of any violations there- 
of, to call the same to the attention of the City Attorney whose 
duty it shall be forthwith to take such steps as are necessary to pro- 
tect and enforce the same. 


(g) To make and execute all contracts on behalf of the City ex- 
cept as may be otherwise provided in this Act or by ordinances 
passed in pursuance thereof. 


(h) To act as budget commissioner, and as such to prepare and 
submit to the Council the annual budget, after receiving estimates 
made by the heads or directors of the departments, or of any board 
or commission not within a department. 


(i) To keep the Council at all times fully advised as to the finan- 
cial condition and needs of the City. 


(j) To perform all such other duties as may be prescribed by 
this Act, or be required of him by ordinance or resolution of the 
Council. 
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§ 56. Investigations of City Affairs—The Council, the 
City Manager, and any officer, board or commission authorized by 
them, or either of them, shall have power to make investigations as 
to City affairs, and for that purpose to. subpoena witnesses, admin- 
ister oaths, and compel the production of books and papers. The 
Civil Service Commission shall have power to make investigations 
relating to the civil service, with the like power to subpoena wit- 
nesses, administer oaths and compel the production of books and 
papers. 

Any person refusing or failing to attend, or to testify, or to pro- 
duce such books and papers, may by summons issued by such board 
or officers be summoned before the Police Justice of said City by 
the board or official making such investigation, and upon failure to 
give satisfactory explanation of such failure or refusal, may be 
fined by the Police Justice not exceeding One Hundred Dollars or 
imprisoned not exceeding thirty days, such person to have the right 
to appeal to the Court of General Sessions. Any person who shail 
give false testimony under oath at any such investigation shall be 
liable to prosecution for perjury. 


§ 57. Departments—Directors.—The following administra- 
tive departments are hereby created: (a) Department of Law; (b) 
Department of Public Works; (c) Department of Public Welfare; 
(d) Department of Public Safety; (e) Department of Finance, 

The Council may, by ordinance adopted by the affirmative vote 
of at least four of its members, create now departments or sub- 
divisions thereof, combine or abolish existing departments, and dis- 
tribute the functions thereof or establish temporary departments for 
special work. 

At the head of each department there shall be a director; pro- 
vided that until the Council shall otherwise provide by ordinance 
adopted by the affirmative vote of at least four members, the City 
Manager shall be the director of the Department of Public Safety, 
and of the Department of Finance. 

The Director of each department shall be chosen on the basis of 
his general executive and admintrative ability and experience, and of 
his education, training and experience in the class of work which he 
is to administer. 

The Director of each department, except the department of Law, 
shall be appointed by the City Manager, and may be removed by 
him at any time. 
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The Directors of the several departments shall be immediately 
responsible to the City Manager for the administration of their 
respective departments, and their advise in writing may be required 
by him on all matters affecting their departments. They shall pre- 
pare departmental estimates, which shall be open to public inspec- 
tion, and they shall make ail other reports and recommendations 
respective departments, and their advice in writing may be required 
by the City Manager, under such rules and regulations as he may 
prescribe. 


§ 58. City Attorney.—The City Attorney shall be the head 
of the Department of Law. He shall at the time of his appoint- 
ment have practiced law in the State of South Carolina for at least 
five years and in the City for at least two years. He shall be the 
legal adviser of and attorney and counsel for the City, and for all 
officers and departments thereof in matters relating to their official 
duties. He shall prosecute all suits, actions and proceedings for 
and on behalf of the City, and defend all suits, actions and pro- 
ceedings against the same, and shall prepare all contracts, bonds 
and other instruments in writing, in which the City is interested 
or concerned ; and shall endorse on each his approval of the form 
and correctness thereof: Provided, That in the case of bonds to be 
issued by the City, it shall be sufficient if he certify to the Council 
his approval thereof as to form in a separate writing, to be filed 
and preserved with the records of the Council. 


He shall be the prosecuting attorney for the prosecution of the 
violation of City ordinances, 


He shall have such number of assistants as the Council by ordin- 
ance may provide, such assistants to be nominated by him and 
confirmed by the Council. 


The Council, the City Manager, the Director of any department 
or any officer, board or commission not included within a Depart- 
ment may require the opinion of the City Attorney upon any ques- 
tion of law involving their respective powers and duties. 


The City Attorney shall apply in the name of the City to a court 
of competent jurisdiction for such injunction or injunctions as may 
be necessary to restrain and prevent the misapplication of the funds 
of the City, or the invasion or abuse of its corporate powers, or the 
usurpation of authority by any city official, or the execution or 
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performance of any contract made in behalf of the City in con- 
travention of law, or which was procured by fraud or corruption. 

When an obligation or contract made on behalf of the City grant- 
ing a right or easement or creating a public duty is being evaded 
or violated, the City Attorney shall institute and prosecute such 
suit or suits as may be necessary to enforce the forfeiture thereof, 
or. the specific performance thereof, as the nature of the case may 
require. 

In case any officer, board, or commission shall fail to perform 
any duty required by law, the City Attorney shall apply to a court 
of competent jurisdiction for a writ of mandamus to compel the 
performance of such duty. Whenever the City shall purchase or 
otherwise acquire real estate or any interest therein, unless other 
provision is made by the Council, the City Attorney shall examine 
and certify the title thereto before the purchase price thereof shall 
be paid. The said City Attorney shall perform such other duties 
as may be required of him by ordinances or resolution of the Council. 


§ 59. Director of Public Works.—The head of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works shall be known as the Director of Public 
Works. He shall be by profession as engineers who has had experi- 
ence in municipal engineering. Subject to the supervision and con- 
trol of the City Manager, in all matters, he shall manage and have 
charge of the construction, improvement, repair, maintenance and 
use of streets, sidwalks, alleys, lanes, bridges, viaducts and other 
public highways; of sewers, drains, ditches, culverts, canals and 
streams and water courses, of all public buildings, boulevards, 
squares and other public places and grounds belonging to the City 
or dedicated to public use, of the establishment, development and 
maintaining of parks, playgrounds and cemeteries, but not the man- 
agement and supervision of such parks, playgrounds and cemeteries ; 
and shall manage all sewage disposal and reduction plants and all 
other public utilities owned or operated by the City. He shall have 
charge of the enforcement of all the obligations or privately owned 
or privately operated public utilities enforceable by the City. He 
shall have charge of the making and preservation of all surveys, 
maps, plans, drawings and estimates for any public work, and shall 
also have charge of the cleaning, sprinkling, and lighting of the 
streets and public places, the collecting and disposal of waste, and 
the preservation of contracts, papers, plans, tools, appliances and 
equipment belonging to the City, and pertaining to said department. 
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The Director of Public Works shall perform such other duties 
relating to his department as may be required of him by the City 
Manager. 


The Council may by ordinance provide for the establishment and 
organization within the said department, and subject to the super- 
vision of the Director thereof, of a division of surveying and of 
such other divisions or bureaus as the Council may see fit, and may 
distribute the functions and duties of said department among such 
divisions or bureaus as it may deem expedient. The head of the 
division of surveying shall be by education a civil engineer. The 
fees for such services as may be required of him in the capacity of 
surveyor shall be collected in advance by him and turned into the 
City Treasurer. He shall give bond in such penalty as the Council 
may by ordinance provide. 


§ 60. City Planning Commission.—There shall be a City 
Planning Commission of three members, consisting of the Director 
of Public Works and two citizens to be elected by the Council. 
The said citizen members shall be chosen because of their knowl- 
edge of City planning and kindred subjects, shall serve without 
compensation, and shall hold their positions at the pleasure of the 
Council. The Council may in its discretion appropriate such sums 
of money as shall be needed to defray the necessary expenses of 
said Commission. 


The duties of the City Planning Commission shall be advisory 
only to the Director of Public Works, and in general said duties 
shall be as follows: 


(1) To keep itself informed of the progress of City planning 
in this and other countries, to make investigations into existing 
physical conditions in such City and vicinity and compile information 
relative thereto. 


(2) To determine and report upon what should be done to im- 
prove those conditions. 


(3) To prepare a comprehensive City plan for the future im- 
provement and growth of the City within and without the City 
limits, including recommendations for: 


(a) Improvement of the river and harbor fronts. 
(b) Extension of streets and opening of new sub-divisions. 
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(c) Improvement of entrances and terminals to and from the 
City, particularly those of the public service corporations, looking 
to the future harmonious development of a City plan. 

(d) A rapid transit system including terminal projects when the 
same may become advisable. 

(e) Extension of car lines into outlying districts. 

({) Playgrounds, parks and boulevard systems. 

(g) Location of public buildings and other public works as, in 
the opinion of the Commission, will tend to make such City a more 
convenient and attractive City. 

(4) After money to cover the cost thereof shall have been appro- 
priated by the Council, to cause the necessary survey to be made, and 
to prepare a plat for the extension of the City for such distances 
beyond the City limits as said Commission shall deem advisable, 
which plat shall harmonize with projected improvements, within 
the present City limits; shall carefully conserve the typography of 
the land as may be requisite for sanitary influences and purposes, 
and shall make. ample provision for factory and other commercial 
territory with efficient transportation service, and may provide resi- 
dence areas apart from the commercial and industrial zones: Pro- 
vided, That such plat shall not include territory within the corporate 
limits of any other City or town. 

(5) To suggest, upon the written approval of its Chairman and 
of the City Manager, such legislation as may be necessary to facili- 
tate the carrying out cf the Commission’s recommendations. 


§ 61. Director of Public Welfare—Public Health— 
Markets—Charities.—The head of the Department of Public 
Welfare shall be known as the Director of Public Welfare. Sub- 
ject to the supervision and control of the City Manager in all mat- 
ters he shall administer the affairs of his department, which shall 
include the management and supervision of all charitable, correc- 
tional and reformatory institutions and agencies belonging to the 
City, the use of all recreative facilities of the City, including parks 
and playgrounds other than school playgrounds; the maintenance 
and preservation of shade trees and shrubbery; the inspection and 
supervision of all public amusements and entertainments, and of 
the places where the same are held; the enforcement of all laws, 
ordinances and regulations relative to the preservation and promo- 
tion of the public health; the prevention and restriction of all dis- 
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ease including the enforcement in time of threatened epidemic, of 
such quarantine and isolation regulations, as are appropriate to the 
emergency ; the prevention, abatement and suppression of nuisances ; 
the sanitary inspection and supervision of the production, transpor- 
tation, storage and sale of food and foodstuff; the inspecting, test- 
ing, measuring and weighing 6f any commodity or article of con- 
sumption or use within the City, as well as the inspection of weights, 
measures and meters used for the purpose aforesaid. The said depart- 
ment shall keep a complete and accurate system of vital statistics. 

The Council shall provide for the establishment and organiza- 
tion within the said department and subject to the supervision of 
the director thereof, of the following divisions or bureaus: 

(a) Bureau of Public Health Which shall be charged with the 
conservation of the public health, with the supervision, manage- 
ment and control of all hospitals, municipal clinics and dispensaries, 
of all detention or isolation stations for contagious disease; the sani- 
tary inspection of all plumbing, buildings, grounds, and premises, 
including public buildings and public school buildings; the physical 
inspection of the pupils of public schools, and the administra- 
tion to such pupils of such medical and surgical supervision and 
attention as the Council may by ordinance provide; the sanitary 
inspection and supervision of the production, transportation, storage 
and sale of all foods and foodstuffs and of all articles and things 
intended for human consumption; and the keeping of a complete 
record of vital statistics. 

The Superintendent of the Bureau of Public Health shall be the 
Health Officer of the City. He shall be a member of the medical 
profession, and shall at the time of his appointment have practiced his 
‘profession at least five years. He shall have such assistants as the 
Council may by ordinance provide. 

(b) Bureau of Markets; which shall be charged with the super- 
visior, management and control of all public markets; and with 
the collection of all market fees, and the proper accounting for the 
same. 

(c) Bureau of Recreations and Charities, which shall be charg- 
ed with the supervision and control of all charitable, correctional 
and reformative agencies and institutions conducted by or belonging 
to the City, and of all recreational facilities of the City, including 
parks and playgrounds, other than school playgrounds; with the 
management and supervision of all public amusements and enter- 
tainments and of the places where the same are held. 
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The Director of Public Welfare shall endeavor to correlate all pri- 
vate and public charities within said City, and so far as is practicable, 
to avoid duplication of effort. 

The Council shall make no appropriation of public funds to- 
wards the maintenance and support of any private charity except 
upon condition that the City shall have representation upon the 
Board of Directors, Board of Managers or other governing body of 
such private charity, and that a detailed financial report, showing 
all receipts and disbursements by such private charity shall be made 
to the Director of Public Welfare at least once in each year. But 
nothing herein shall be construed to prevent the City from contract- 
ing with any private hospital or similar institution for the care of in- 
digent sick or injured persons, or for other services. 

The Director of Public Welfare or such other person within said 
Department as he may designate, shall represent the City on the 
Board of Directors, Board of Managers, or other governing body 
of any charity to which public funds shall have been contributed 
upon the conditions aforesaid. 

(d) Bureau of Standards, which shall be charged with the in- 
spection and testing of all weights, scales, meters and measures 
for the weighing or measuring of any article or commodity of 
consumption or use within the City, including the inspection and 
testing of the quality and sufficiency of electric current and gas and 
meters used in measuring the same. 

The Council may by ordinance add to the functions and duties 
of the said several divisions or bureaus; or rearrange and group the 
‘said functions as said Council may deem expedient. 


§ 62. Director of Public Safety.—The head of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety shall be known as the Director of Public 
Safety. 

Subject to the supervision and control of the City Manager in all 
matters, he shall be the executive head of the divisions of police and 
fire. He shall also be the chief administrative authority in all mat- 
ters pertaining to the erection, maintenance, repair, occupancy and 
inspection of buildings under such regulations as may be ordained 
by the Council. 


§ 63. Police.—The Police Force shall be composed of a 
Chief of Police and of such officers, patrolmen and other employees 
as the City Manager may determine. The Chief of Police shall have 
the immediate direction and control of the said force subject, how- 
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ever, to the supervision of the Director of Public Safety, and to 
such rules, regulations, and orders as the said Director may 
prescribe, and through the Chief of Police the Director of 
Public Safety shall promulgate all orders, rules and regulations 
for the government of the whole force. In case of the dis- 
ability of the Chief of Police to perform his duties by reason of 
sickness, absence from the City, or other cause, the Director of 
Public Safety shall designate one of the Captains of Police to act 
as Chief of Police during such disability, and the officer so designat- 
ed shall serve without additional compensation. The members of the 
police force other than the Chief shall be selected from the list of 
eligibles prepared by the Civil Service Commission, and in accordance 
with such rules as the said Commission may prescribe: Provided, 
That in case of riot or emergency, the Director of Public Safety 
may appoint additional patrolmen and officers for temporary ser- 
vice, who need not be in the classified service. Each member of 
the police force, both rank and file, shall have issued to him a war- 
“rant of appointment signed by the Director of Public Safety, in 
which the date of his appointment shall be stated, and such war- 
rant shall be his commission. Each member of the said force 
shall, before entering upon the duties of his office, take and sub- 
scribe an oath that he will faithfully without fear or favor per- 
from the duties of his office, and such oath shall be filed and pre- 
served with the records of said department. And in addition the 
several officers of the said force shall, if so required by the Council, 
give bond in such penalty and with such security as the Council 
may by ordinance prescribe. 

No person except as otherwise provided by general law or by this 
Act shall act as special police, special detective or other special police 
officer for any purpose whatsoever except upon written authority 
from the Director of Public Safety. Such authority when conferred, 
shall be exercised only under the direction and control of the Chief 
of Police and for a specific time. 

The officers and privates constituting the police force of said 
City shall be and they are hereby invested with all of the power 
and authority which pertains to the office of Constable at common 
law in taking cognizance of and in enforcing the criminal laws of _ 
the State and the ordinances’ and regulations of said City, and it 
shall be the duty of each officer and private to use his best endeavors 
to prevent the commission within the said City of offenses against 
the laws of the State, and against the ordinances and regulations of 
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said City; to observe and enforce all such laws, ordinances and 
regulations, to detect and arrest offenders against the same; to 
preserve the good order of said City, and to secure the inhabitants 
thereof from violence, and the property therein from injury. Such 
policeman shall have no power or authority in civil matters, but 
shall execute any criminal warrant or warrants, of arrest that 
may be placed in his hands by any Justice of the City, and shall 
make due return thereof. Such policeman shall not receive any 
fee or other compensation for any services rendered in the perfor- 
mance of his duty, other than the salary paid him by the City, nor 
shall he receive a fee as a witness in any case arising under the 
criminal laws of the said State, or under the ordinances or regula- 
tions of the said City. 

The Director of Public Safety shall prescribe the uniforms and 
badges for the members of the police force, and direct the manner 
in which the members of the said force shall be armed. Any person 
other than a member of said force who shall wear such uniforms 
or badge as may be prescribed as aforesaid, may be subjected to 
such fine or imprisonment or both as may be prescribed by the 
Council by ordinance. 


§ 64. Fire Department.—The fire force shall be composed 
of a Chief and of such other officers, firemen and employees as 
the City Manager may determine. The Fire Chief shall have imme- 
diate direction and control of the said force, subject, however, to 
the supervision of the Director of Public Safety, and to such 
rules and regulations and orders as the said Director may prescribe, 
and through the Fire Chief the Director of Public Safety shall 
promulgate all orders, rules and regulations for the government of 
the whole force. 

The members of the fire force other than the Chief shall be ap- 
pointed from the list of eligibles prepared by the Civil Service 
Commission and in accordance with such rules and regulations as 
may be prescribed by the said Commission: Provided, However, 
That in case of riot, conflagration or emergency, the Director of 
Public Safety may appoint additional firemen and officers for 
temporary service who need not be in the classified service. 

The Chief of the Fire Department and his assistants are authoriz- 
ed to exercise the powers of police officers while going to, attend-. 
ing or returning from any fire or alarm of fire. The Fire Chief 
and each of his assistants shall have issued to him a warrant of 
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appointment signed by the Director of Public Safety, in which the 
date of his appointment shall be stated, and such warrant shall be 
his commission. The Director of Public Safety shall prescribe the 
uniform and badges for the members of the fire force. 


§ 65. Suspension of Policemen and Firemen.—The Chief 
of Police and Fire Chief shall have the right and power to suspend 
any of the officers and employees in their respective divisions who 
may be under their management and control for incompetence, neg- 
lect of duty, immorality, drunkenness, failure to obey orders given 
by proper authority, or for any other just and reasonable cause. If 
an officer or employee he suspended as herein provided, the Chief 
of the Division concerned shall forthwith in writing certify the fact 
together with the cause for suspension, to the City Manager, who 
shall, after hearing, render judgment thereon, which judgment, if 
the charge be sustained, may be a reprimand, fine, suspension, reduc- 
tion in rank, or dismissal, and in every case shall be final. 


§ 66. Suspension of Chief of Police and Fire Chief.— 
The City Manager shall have power to suspend or dismiss the Chief 
of Police and Fire Chief at any time, and his action in every such 
case shall be final. 


§ 67. Director of Finance.—The head of the Department 
of Finance shall be known as the Director of Finance. He shall 
have direct supervision over the Department of Finance and over 
the administration of the financial affairs of the City, including 
the keeping of accounts and financial records, the collection of taxes, 
special assessments and other revenues, the custody and disburse- 
ment of City funds and moneys, and shall perform such other 
duties as the Council may by ordinance provide. 


§ 68. City Auditor—Annual Report.—The City Manager 
shall appoint, subject to confirmation by the Council, a City Auditor 
who shall be an experienced accountant, preferably one who has had 
experience in municipal accounting. He shall install and have 
supervision over the accounts of all departments and offices of the 
City. Such accounts shall show in detail the financial transactions 
of all departments. So far as it practicable, the books of financial 
account for all departments shall be kept in the office of the Depart- 
ment of Finance. Accounting procedure shall be devised and main- 
tained for the City, adequate to record in detail all transactions af- 
fecting the acquisition, custody and disposition of values, including 
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cash receipts and disbursements. The Director of Finance shall 
cause a monthly statement to be presented to the Council at a regular 
meeting in each month showing the aggregate receipts and expendi- 
tures of each department of the City for the preceding month, and 
such statement shall be published by the Council in such manner as 
to afford full publicity thereto. 

At the end of each fiscal year the Council shall cause to be print- 
ed an annual report in pamphlet form giving a classified: statement 
of all receipts and expenditures, assets and liabilities of the City, a. 
detailed comparison of the revenues and expenditures for such year 
with those of the preceding year, a summary of the proceedings of 
the Council, and a summary of the operations of the administrative 
departments for the preceding twelve months. The said report 
shall contain a certificate by the certified public accountant mentioned 
in Section 83 of this Act, to the effect that the financial statement 
contained therein is a true and accurate statement of the financial 
condition of said city as shown by the books of account of the several 
departments thereof. A copy of this report shall be furnished to. 
any citizen who may apply therefor at the office of the City Clerk. 


§ 69. Annual Budget.—At least sixty days before the end. 
of each fiscal year the City Manager shall prepare and submit to 
the Council an annual budget for the ensuing fiscal year, based upon 
detailed estimates furnished by the several departments and other: 
divisions of the City government according to a classification as 
nearly uniform as possible. The budget shall present the following: 
information: 

(a) An itemized statement of the appropriations recommended: 
with comparative statement is paralled colums showing appropria- 
tions made for the current and next preceding year. 

(b) An itemized statement of the taxes required and of the esti- 
mated revenues of the City from all other sources for the ensuing’ 
fiscal year, with comparative statements in parallel columns of the- 
taxes and other revenues for the current and next proceeding year,. 
and of the increases or decreases estimated or proposed. 

(c) A fund statement showing condition of the various appro-- 
priations, the amount of appropriations remaining unencumbered,. 
and the amount of revenues remaining unappropriated. 

(d) Explanatory text relative to the conditions, reasons, etc.,. 
connected with the estimates for the ensuing year; also a work. 
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program showing the undertakings to be begun and those to be 
completed during the next year and each of several years in ad- 
vance. 

(e) <A statement of the financial condition of the City, and 

(£) Such other information as may be required by the Council. 

Copies of such budget shall be printed and available for distri- 
bution not later than two weeks after its submission to the Council; 
and a public hearing shall be given thereon by the Council before 
final action. 


§ 70. Annual Appropriations—Tax Levy.—At least thirty 
days before the end of each fiscal year the Council shall pass an 
annual appropriation ordinance which shall be based on the budget 
submitted by the City Manager; and shall levy such tax for the en- 
suing fiscal year as may be necessary to meet the appropriations 
made and all sums required by law to be raised for account of the 
city debt, together with such addition, not exceeding five per cent 
as may be necessary to meet commissions fees and abatements from 
the estimates in the amount of taxes collected. The total amount 
of appropriations shall not exceed the estimated revenues of the 
City. The general City tax levy for any year shall in no case exceed 
forty-five (45) mills. 


§ 71. Unexpended Appropriations.—At the close of each 
fiscal year, or upon the completion or abandonment at any time 
within the year of any work, improvement or other object for which 
a specific appropriation has been made, the unencumbered balance 
of each appropriation shall revert to the respective fund from which it 
was appropriated, and shall be subject to further appropriation. 
No money shall be drawn from the Treasury of the City, nor shall 
any obligation for the expenditure of money be incurred except 
pursuant to the appropriations made by the Council. 


§ 72. Disbursements.—Payment by the City shall be made 
only upon vouchers certified by the head of the appropriate de- 
partment or other division of the City government, and by means 
of warrants on the City Treasurer, issued by the Director of Finance 
and countersigned by the City Manager. During such time as the 
City Manager shall act as Director of Finance, such warrants shall 
be issued by the City Auditor and countersigned by the City 
Manager. The Director of Finance, or, if the City Manager be 
acting as Director of Finance, then the City Auditor shall examine 
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all pay rolls, bills and other claims and demands against the City ; 
and shall issue no warrant for payment unless he finds that the 
claim is in proper form, correctly computed and duly certified; that 
it is justly and legally due and payable; that an appropriation has 
been made therefor which has not been exhausted, or that the pay- 
ment has been otherwise legally authorized; and that there is money 
in the City Treasury to make payment. The City Manager or the 
City Auditor, as the case may be, may require any claimant to make 
oath to the validity of a claim; may investigate any claim, and for 
such purposes may examine witnesses under oath; and if such claim 
be found fraudulent, erroneous or otherwise invalid, shall not issue 
a warrant therefor. 


§ 73. No Contracts, Etc. Unless Funds Available.—No. 
contract, agreement or other obligation involving the expenditure 
of money shall be entered into, nor shall any ordinance, resolution 
or order for the expenditure of money be passed by the Council or 
be authorized by any officer of the City, unless the City Auditor 
shall first certify to the Council or to the proper officer, as the case 
may be, that the money required for such contract, agreement, obli- 
gation or expenditure, is in the city treasury to the credit of the 
fund from which it is to be drawn, and not appropriated for any 
other purpose, which certificate shall be filed and preserved. The 
sum so certified shall not thereafter be considered unencumbered, 
until the city is discharged from the contract, agreement or obli- 
gation. 


§ 74. Funds Deemed in Treasury.—All moneys actually 
in the Treasury to the credit of the fund from which they are to 
be drawn and all moneys applicable to the payment of the obliga- 
tion or appropriation involved that are anticipated to come into the 
Treasury before the maturity of such contract, agreement or obli- 
gation from taxes, assessments, license fees, or for sales of prop- 
erty or of services, products, or by-products of any City undertak- 
ing, and moneys to be derived from lawfully authorized bonds, for: 
the purpose of such certificate shall be deemed in the Treasury to. 
the credit of the appropriate fund and subject to such certification. 


§ 75. City Treasurer.—The City Treasury shall be appointed 
by the City Manager, subject to confirmation by the Council. He- 
shall give bond in such sum not less than One Hundred Thousand 
($100,000.00) Dollars, as the Council may prescribe, with surety 
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to be approved by the Council, conditioned for the faithful discharge 
of his official duties in relation to the revenue of the City, and of 
such other official duties as may be imposed up n him by this Act 
and the ordinances of the City. Subject to the supervision of the 
Director of Finance, he shall collect and receive all City taxes, 
levies, assessments, license taxes, rents, fees, and all other revenue 
or moneys accruing to the City. He shall be the Custodian of all 
public money of the City, and of all other money coming into his 
hands as City Treasurer. The City Treasurer shall keep and pre- 
serve such moneys in such banks or trust companies as may be 
determined by ordinance or by the provisions of any law applicable 
thereto. The aggregate deposit of City Funds with any one bank 
or trust company shall not, at any one time, exceed twenty-five 
per cent. of the capital, surplus and undivided profits of any such 
institution. It shall be the duty of the City Treasurer to conduct 
all the proceedings and render all services necessary to perfect the 
sale and transfer of real estate in said City, where the same shall 
be sold or advertised for sale for the non-payment of any taxes or 
assessments imposed by the Council. Ha shall, subject to the super- 
vision of the Director of Finance, perform such duties not incon- 
sistent with the laws of the State in relation to the assessment of 
property and licenses as may be required by the Council for the 
purpose of levying City taxes and licenses. He shall have power 
to administer such oaths as may be required by the Council in the 
assessment of license taxes for the City. He shall make such re- 
ports in regard to the assessment of both property and licenses, or 
either, as may be required by the Council or by the Director of 
Finance. He shall perform such other duties, have such powers, 
and be liable to such penalties as are now or may hereafter be 
prescribed by law or ordinance. For all such services the City 
Treasurer shall receive such compensation as the Council may from 
time to time prescribe by ordinance. 


§ 76. City Purchasing Agent.—The City Purchasing Agent 
shall be appointed by the City Manager, and shall in manner pro- 
vided by ordinance, and under the supervision of the Director of 
Finance, purchase all supplies for the City, and sell all personal 
property of the City that may have been condemned as useless 
by the Director of a department. He shall have charge of such 
store rooms and store houses of the City as may be provided by 
‘ordinance in which shall be stored all supplies and materials 
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purchased by the City and not delivered directly to the various de- 
partments, and he shall inspect, or cause to be inspected, all sup- 
plies delivered to détermine quality and quantity and conformity to 
specifications, and no voucher shall be honored unless the ac- 
companying invoice shall be endorsed as approved by the City 
Purchasing Agent. 


The City Purchasing Agent may require from the Director of 
each Department at such times as contracts for supplies are to be 
let, a requisition for the quantity and kind of supplies to be. paid 
for from the appropriation of the department. 


Upon certification that funds are available in the proper appro- 
priations such goods shall be purchased and shall be paid for from 
funds in the proper department for that purpose. However, this 
procedure shall not prevent the City Purchasing Agent from 
purchasing goods for cash to the credit of the store’s account, to 
be furnished the several departments on requisition; goods so 
furnished to be paid for by the department furnished therewith 
by warrant made payable to the credit of the store’s account. 


The City Purchasing Agent shall not furnish any supplies to or 
purchase any supplies for any department unless there be to the 
credit of such department an available appropriation balance in 
excess of all unpaid obligations sufficient to pay for such supplies. 


Before making any purchase or sale, the City Purchasing Agent 
shall give opportunity for competition, all proposals to be upon 
precise specifications, and under such rules and regulations as the 
Council shall establish. Whenever practicable, the City Purchasing 
Agent shall furnish standard specifications and invite bids or pro- 
posals on the basis thereof. Each order of purchase or sale shall 
be approved and countersigned by the City Manager, or the person 
discharging his duties for the time being. 


§ 77. Emergency Purchases.—lIn cases of emergency, pur- 
chases may be made without competition, if a sufficient appropria- 
tion has therefore been made against which such purchases may 
lawfully be charged. In such cases, a copy of the order issued shall 
be filed with the City Purchasing Agent, together with a certificate, 
by the head of the Department, stating the facts constituting the 
emergency. A copy of this certificate shall also be attached to and 
filed with the voucher covering payment for the supplies. 
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§ 78. Contingent Fund.—Provisions shall be made in the 
annual budget and in the annual appropriation ordinance for a 
reasonable contingent fund for use in any of the administrative 
departments of the City. Such contingent fund shall be under the 
exclusive control of the City Manager. In case of emergency 
upon written request by the head of any department, stating the 
facts constituting such emergency, the City Manager may in writing 
authorize the transfer from the contingent fund to the credit of the 
department making such request of a sum sufficient to meet the 
proposed emergency expenditure. He shall transmit a copy of such 
written authority to the City Auditor and likewise to the depart- 
ment making such request. Upon the receipt by the City Auditor 
of such copy of the said sum shall be available for the purpose 
aforesaid. He shall at least once in each quarter report to the 
Council in writing all such emergency payments, together with a 
statement of the facts constituting the emergency in each case. 


§ 79. Contracts for Public Works.—Any public work or 
improvement costing more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, 
except as provided in the next succeeding Section, shall be executed 
by contract. All contracts for more than One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder after 
public advertisement and competition, as may be prescribed by 
ordinance. But the City Manager shall have the power to reject 
any and all bids and all advertisements shall contain a reservation 
of this right. 


§ 80. Public Work not by Contract.—<After the bids shall 
have been advertised for and received for making any public im- 
provement or doing any public work, the Council may authorize 
the making of such improvement or doing of such work by the 
direct employment of the necessary labor and purchase of the 
necessary materials and supplies on the basis of detailed estimates 
submitted by the department authorized to execute such work or 
improvement: Provided, The probable cost of such work or im- 
provement as shown by such estimates is less than the bid of the 
lowest responsible bidder for the same work or improvement: and, 
Provided, further, That the City Manager shall certify to the Coun- 
cil that in his opinion the cost of making such improvement or 
doing such work will not exceed the said estimate. Separate ac- 
counts shall be kept of all work and improvements so done or made. 
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In an emergency requiring immediate action the City Manager 
may cause any such improvement to be made or other public work 
to be done by direct employment of the necessary labor and purchase 
of the necessary material and supplies without previously advertis- 
ing for or receiving bids therefor. Every such case shall be re- 
ported by him in writing to the Council at its next regular meeting, 
with a statement of the fact constituting such emergency. Separate 
accounts shall be kept of all such work: Provided, That nothing 
in this or the next preceding Section shall prevent the said city from 
doing maintenance and repair work by direct labor and from main- 
taining a reasonable force of men for that purpose. 


§ 81. Alterations of Contracts.—When it becomes neces- 
sary in the prosecution of any work or improvement under con- 
tract to make alterations or modifications of such contract, such 
alterations or modifications shall be made only on the order of the 
City Manager. No such order shall be effective until the price to 
be paid for the work and material, or both, and the credits, if any, 
to be allowed the city, under the altered and modified contract shall 
have been agreed upon in writing and signed by the contractor and 
by the City Manager. 


§ 82. Public Advertising.—All public advertising or publica- 
tions necessary under this Act shall be in a daily newspaper of 
general circulation, published in the city, and shall be done by con- 
tract. Such contract shall be with the publisher of a newspaper ; 
it shall be entered into only after opportunity has been given for 
competition under such rules and regulations as the Council may 
provide, and for a term not exceeding one year. 


§ 83. Audits of Accounts.—Upon the death, resignation, re- 
moval, or expiration of the term of any fiscal officer of the City 
other than the Director of Finance, the Director of Finance shall 
make an audit and investigation of the accounts of such officer, 
and shall report the result thereof to the City Manager and to the 
Council. .As soon as practicable after the close of each fiscal year 
an annual audit shall be made of all of the accounts of all City 
officers, and upon the death, resignation, removal or expiration of 
the term of the Director of Finance, an audit shall be made of his 
accounts. Such annual audits and the audit of the accounts of the 
Director of Finance shall be made by certified public accountants 
selected by the Council, who have no personal interest, direct or 
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indirect, in any of the officers or employees of said City, or in the 
financial affairs of said City: Provided, That no such certified 
public accountant who is otherwise qualified shall be disqualified 
to make such audits by reason of his being a resident of said City 
and taxpayer therein. The Council may at any time provide for 
the examination or audit of the accounts of any officer or depart- 
ment of the City government. 


§ 84. Civil Service Commission.—The Council shall elect 
three qualified voters to constitute the Civil Service Commission 
of said City, who shall be elected for terms of two, four and six 
years, respectively, from the first day of January, 1928, and until 
their respective successors shall have been elected and qualified; 
and prior to the first day of January of every second year there- 
after, the Council shall elect a qualified voter as a member of the 
said Commission who shall serve for a term of six years from the 
first day of January next following the date of his election, and 
until his successor shall have been elected and qualified. 

The Commission shall elect one of its members President and 
two Commissioners shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
of business at any meeting thereof. It shall appoint a Secretary 
to the Commission who by education and experience is qualified 
to conduct the ordinary examinations required by Section 87 here- 
of, and to act as Secretary of the Efficiency Bureau hereafter pro- 
vided for. Each Commissioner, before entering upon the duties of 
his office shall take the oaths prescribed by the Constitution of this 
State. Any vacancies in the Commission shall be filled by election 
by the Council for the remainder of the unexpired term. 


g 85. Classification of Employees.—The Civil Service 
Commission shall classify all the offices and places of employment 
in the City with reference to the examinations hereinafter pro- 
vided for, except those offices and places mentioned in Section 88 
of this Act. The offices and places so classified by the Commission 
shall constitute the classified civil service of the City, and no ap- 
pointment to any such offices and places shall be made except ac- 
cording to the rules hereinafter mentioned. 


§ 86. Powers and Duties of Commission—Rules.—The 
Civil Service Commission shall prescribe, amend and enforce rules 
for the classified service, which shall have the force and effect of 
law, shall keep minutes of its proceedings and records of its 
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examinations, and shall make investigations concerning the en- 
forcement and effect of said rules. It shall make an annual report 
to the Council. 

Rules shall provide: 


(1) For the classification of all positions in the classified ser- 
vice. 

(2) For open, competitive examinations to test the relative fit- 
ness of the applicants for such positions. 

(3) For public advertisement of all examinations at least ten 
days in advance in at least one newspaper of general circulation, 
published in the City. 

(4) For the creation of eligible lists, upon which shall be entered 
the names of successful candidates in the order of their standing 
in examination. Selections for positions to be filled in the classi- 
fied service shall be made from the five standing highest on said 
list. Such lists shall remain in force not longer than two years. 

(5) For the rejection of candidates or eligibles who fail to 
comply with the reasonable requirements of the commission in 
regard to age, residence, sex, physical condition, or who have been 
guilty of crimes or of infamous or disgraceful conduct, or who 
have attempted any deception or fraud in connection with an ex- 
amination. 

(6) For the furnishing of the eligible list to the City Manager or 
other appointing power. 

(7) For a period of probation not to exceed six months, before 
appointment or promotion is made complete, during which period a 
probationer may be discharged or reduced at the will of the City 
Manager. After such period of probation, no officer or employee 
in the classified service shall be reduced in rank, removed or dis- 
‘charged except for cause and upon written charges, and after an 
opportunity to be heard in his own defense. Such charges will be 
investigated and disposed of by the City Manager, whose decision 
shall be final. 

(8) For non-competitive examinations for menial positions in 
the City institutions, when competition is found to be impractical. 

(9) For temporary employment by the City Manager, without 
examination, but no such temporary employment shall continue 
longer than sixty days, nor shall successive temporary employment 
be allowed. 
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(10) For transfer from one position to a similar position in the 
same class and trade, and for reinstatement within one year of 
persons who, without fault or delinquency, are dismissed from thé 
service, or reduced. 


(11) For promotion, based on competitive examination and 
records of efficiency, character, conduct and seniority. Lists shall 
be made and promotions made therefrom in the same manner as 
prescribed for original appointment. An advancement in rank or 
increase in salary beyond the limit fixed for the grade by the rules 
shall constitute promotion. Whenever practicable, vacancies shall 
be filled by promotion. 


(12) For the appointment of unskilled laborers and such skilled 
laborers as the Commission may determine and after such test of 
fitness as the Commission may prescribe. 


§ 87. Examination of Applicants.—AlIl applicants for 
offices or places in the classified service, except as otherwise pro- 
vided, in this Act, shall be subjected to examination, which shall 
be public, competitive and free to all persons eligible under the 
law, with specified limitations as to residence, age, health, habits 
and moral character. Such examinations shall be practical in their 
character, and shall relate to those matters which will fairly test 
the relative capacity of the persons examined to discharge the 
duties of the positions to which they seek to be appointed, and 
shall include tests of physical qualifications and health, and, when 
appropriate, of manual skill. No questions in any examination 
shall relate to political or religious opinions or affiliations. The 
Commission shall control all examinations and may, whenever an 
examination is to take place, unless the same is to be conducted 
by the Secretary, designate a suitable number of persons, either in 
or not in the official service of the City, to be examiners, and it 
shall be the duty of such examiners, and, if in the official service, 
it shall be a part of their official duty, without extra compensation, 
to conduct such examinations as the Commission may direct, and 
to make return or report thereof to said Commission, and the Com- 
mission may at any time substitute any other person, whether or 
not in such service, in the place of any one so selected; and the 
members of the Commission may themselves at any time act as 
examiners, and without appointing examiners. 
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§ 88. Positions not in Classified Service.—Officers who 
are elected by the people or who are elected or confirmed by the 
Council, pursuant to this Act, members of the School Board, the 
teachers in the public schools, and all other persons employed by 
said School Board, heads of the administrative departments of the 
City, and heads or chiefs of bureaus and divisions within said de- 
partments, members of the Law Department and Civil Service 
Examiners, shall not be included in such classified service. 


§ 89. Efficiency Bureau.—The heads of the Administrative 
Departments, the Chiefs of Police and Fire Departments, the 
President of the Civil Service Commission together with the City 
Manager as Chairman, shall constitute an Efficiency Bureau, whose 
duty it shall be to fix standards of efficiency, to investigate and 
co-ordinate the methods of operation of the various departments, 
and to recommend measures for increasing individual, group and 
departmental efficiency and to provide fcr uniformity of compen- 
sation and for.simplicity of operation. The head of each adminis- 
trative department shall ascertain and report the comparative ef- 
ficiency of employees. in the classified service in his department, 
and shall recommend for dismissal to the City Manager those who 
fall below the standard of efficiency established. The Secretary 
of the Civil Service Commission shall also act as Secretary to the 
Efficiency Bureau. It shall be his duty to attend the meetings of 
the Bureau, and keep such record of its proceedings as may be re- 
quired by the bureau. 


§ 90. Technical Positions.—In case of a vacancy in posi- 
tion requiring peculiar and exceptional qualification of a scientific, 
professional or expert character, upon satisfactory evidence that 
competition is impracticable and that the position can best be filled 
by the selection of some designated person of recognized attain- 
ments, the Civil Service Commission may, after public hearing and 
by affirmative vote of all three commissions suspend competition, 
and recommend to the appointing power the appointment of the 
person so selected, but no such suspension shall be general in its 
application to such position, and all such cases of suspension shall 
be reported, together with the reasons therefor, in the annual report 
to the Commission. 


§ 91. Incumbents.—All persons in the City Service who, at 
the time this Act takes effect, hold positions in the classified service 
as established pursuant to the provisions hereof shall be deemed 
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to be on probation for six (6) months from that date in accordance 
with paragraph seven (7) of Section 86 hereof. If retained at the 
completion of the period of probation, they shall hold their positions 
until discharged, reduced, promoted or transferred in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act. 


§ 92. Record of Classified Service.—The Civil Service 
Commission shall maintain a list of all persons in the classified 
service, showing in connection with each name the position held, 
the date and character of every appointment and of every subse- 
quent change in status. The head of each administrative depart- 
ment shall promptly transmit to the Commission all information 
required for the establishment and the maintenance of said list. 


§ 93. Payments for Services.—Neither the City Treasurer 
nor any other disbursing officer shall pay any salary or compensa- 
tion for service to any person holding or performing the duties of 
a position in the classified service unless the person paid shall have 
been appointed or employed and are performing service in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this Act relating to Civil Service 
and of the rules established thereunder. It shall be the duty of the 
Civil Service Commission to furnish the Treasurer and all other 
disbursing officers a list of all persons in the classified service, 
together with the changes from time to time. Any taxpayer of the 
City may maintain an action in the name of the City in any Civil 
Court of record to recover in its behalf any sums paid contrary 
to the provisions of this Section from the person or persons making 
such payment or to enjoin the payment of any sums of money in 
violation hereof. 


§ 94. Political, Etc., Opinions of Employees and Appli- 
cants not to be Considered.—No person in the classified ser- 
vice, or seeking admission thereto, shall be appointed, reduced or 
removed, or in any way favored or discriminated against because of 
his political or religious opinions or affiliations. 


§ 95. Political Contributions.—No officer or employee of 
the City shall, directly or indirectly, solicit or receive, or be in any 
manner concerned in soliciting or receiving, any assessment, sub- 
scription or contribution for any political party or political purpose 
whatever, or for a testimonial for any official. No person shall, 
orally or by letter, solicit, or be in any manner concerned in soliciting 
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any assessment, subscription or contribution for any political party 
or purpose whatever from any person holding a position in the classi- 
fied service. 


§ 96. Active Participation in Politics Prohibited for 
Employees.—No person holding a position in the classified service 
shall take any part in political management or in political cam- 
paigns other than to cast his vote and to express privately his 
opinion. 


§ 97. Violation of Foregoing a Misdemeanor.—Any per- 
son willfully violating any of the provisions of Sections 94, 95, and 
96 hereof shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less than Ten Dollars nor 
more than One Hundred Dollars. 


§ 98. Expenses of Civil Service Commission.—The 
Council shall appropriate each year a sum of money sufficient to 
defray the expenses of the Civil Service Commission, and the City 
Manager shall include the same in the annual budget. 


§ 99. Reports of Commission.—Within thirty days after 
the first day of January of each year the Civil Service Commission 
shall make a report to the Council showing its own action, the 
rules in force, the practical effects thereof, and any suggestions it 
may have for the improvement of the classified service. The 
‘Council may require a report from the said Commission at any other 
time. 


§ 100. City Clerk’s Office.—The City Clerk may by and 
with the consent of the Council appoint one deputy and such number 
of assistants as may be provided for by ordinance. He shall be 
the Clerk of the Council; shall keep a record of its proceedings 
and either he or his Deputy shall attend all meetings thereof. He 
shall keep all books and papers which by the provision of this Act 
or by direction of the Council, are required to be kept by or filed 
with him. He shall be the keeper of the City seal, and shall affix 
and attest the same when so directed by the Council. He shall 
transmit to the City Auditor and the City Treasurer, copies of all 
ordinances or resolutions appropriating money or authorizing the 
payment of money or the issue of bonds or notes, and shall like- 
wise transmit to the City Manager copies of all ordinances and 
’ resolutions relating to the administrative departments of the City. 
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He shall give information to persons presenting communications 
or petitions to the Council of the final action of the Council thereon. 
He shall, except as otherwise expressly provided in this Act, publish 
or cause to be published, all reports, ordinances, and other docu- 
ments required by this Act to be published, and also such other 
reports as the Council may by ordinance or resolution direct. He 
shall perform such other duties as are required by this Act, and in 
general shall perform such acts and duties as the Council shall, by 
ordinance or resolution, require of him. Any of the duties of said 
City Clerk may be performed by his deputy. The City Clerk and 
his deputy shall receive such compensation and give such bond as 
the Council may by ordinance provide. 


§ 101. City Records.—All books, records and documents 
used by any City officer in his office, or pertaining to his duties, 
shall be deemed the property of said City, and the chief officer in 
charge of such office shall be responsible therefor. Any such officer 
or person made by this Section responsible for the keeping of such 
books, records and documents shall, within ten days after the end 
of his term of office, or within ten days after the date of his 
resignation or removal from office, as the case may be, deliver to 
the City Clerk all such books, records and documents. Any such 
officer or person failing to deliver such books, records or documents 
as required by. this Section, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction. thereof, shall be fined not less than One Hundred 
Dollars nor more than Five Hundred Dollars, or imprisoned not 
exceeding six months, or both, in the discretion of the court. 


§ 102. Oaths of Office.—The members of the Council, be- 
fore entering upon the duties of their respective offices, shall each 
take the oaths prescribed by the laws of this State for State of- 
ficers. Every other person elected or appointed to any office under 
this Act or under any ordinance of the Council, except clerks and 
laborers, shall, before entering upon the duties of his office, take 
and subscribe said oaths, together with such other oaths as may 
be required by ordinance. The Clerk of the Court of Common 
Pleas shall notify all persons elected by the Council of their elec- 
tion. If any person elected to any office in the said City shall for 
ten days after receiving notice of election, fail to take such oaths 
and give such bonds, with security, as may be required by law or 
ordinance, he shall be considered as having declined said office and 
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the same shall be deemed vacant and such vacancy shall be filled 
according to the. provisions of this Act. 


§ 103. Official Bonds.—Except in the case of officers whose 
bonds are specially provided for by this Act, the Council in fixing 
the salary of any officer, clerk or employee of the City, shall 
determine whether such officer, clerk or employee shall give bond 
and the amount or penalty thereof. All officers required by this 
charter to give bond, and all officers, clerks and employees of whom 
bond is required by the Council, shall, before entering upon their 
respective duties, give bond with surety to be approved by the 
Council, conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties 
of their respective offices, which bond, unless otherwise specially 
provided by this Act, shall be payable to the said City, and in such 
penalty as the Council may by ordinance prescribe. The Council 
shall accept as surety on any such official bond only a good, solvent, 
surety or fidelity company authorized to do business in this State. 
The Council may provide that the premium on any such bond shall 
be paid by the City. The sureties on the bond of any such officer 
shall be equally liable for the acts of any deputy or deputies of 
such officer as for those of such officer himself. Unless specially 
provided in this Act, all such bonds shall be filed with and preserved 
by the City Clerk. ; 


§ 104. City Officers or Employees not to be Interested 
in City Contracts, Etc.—Acceptance of Passes.—No member 
of the Council, nor the City Manager or any other officer or 
employee of the City shall be directly or indirectly interested, other- 
wise that in behalf of the City and in his official capacity, in any 
contract, job, work or service with or for the City, nor in the 
profits or emoluments thereof, nor in the expenditure of any money 
on the part of the City other than his fixed compensation. Any 
contract with the City in which a member or members of the Coun- 
cil, or the City Manager or any other City Official or employee 
is interested in violation of the provisions of this Section, may 
be declared void by the Council; or where two or more members 
of the Council are so interested, such contract may be avoided at 
the suit of any citizen. No member of the Council, the City 
Manager, or any other officer or employee of the City shall accept 
any gift, frank, free ticket, pass, reduced price or reduced rate 
of service, from any person, firm or corporation operating a public 
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utility or engaged in business of a public nature within the City, 
or from any person known to him to have or to be endeavoring 
to secure a contract with the City; but the provisions of this Section 
shall not apply to the transportation of policemen or firemen in 
uniform or wearing their official badges, when the same is or may 
be provided for by the ordinance. 


§ 105. State Laws Applicable.—All general laws of the 
State, applicable to municipal corporations now existing or here- 
after enacted and which are not in conflict with the provisions of the 
Act or with ordinances or resolutions hereinafter enacted by the 
Council pursuant to authority conferred by this Act shall be ap- 
plicable to the said City: Provided, however, That nothing con- 
tained in this Act shall be construed as limiting the power of the 
Council to enact any ordinance or resolution not in conflict with the 
Constitution of the State or with the express provisions of this 
Act. 


§ 106. Ordinances not Repealed, Unless Inconsistent.— 
All ordinances and resolutions in force at the time of the taking 
effect of this Act not inconsistent with its provisions shall continue 
in force until amended or repealed. 


§ 107. Boards and Commissions.—The Council may at the 
request of the City Manager appoint Boards or Commissions, to 
be composed of such number of citizens regardless of sex as the 
Council may deem expedient, to act in an advisory capacity in 
conjunction with any one or more of the departments created or 
authorized hereby. The members of all such boards or commis- 
sions shall serve without compensation. 


§ 108. Removal of Board Members.—The members of 
all boards and commissions, whose members are by this Act elected 
or appointed by the Council, may be removed by the Council at 
any time for malfeasance or for failure or neglect to perform any 
of the duties of their respective offices or positions. 


§ 109. Pension Funds.—The Council of said City shall have 
authority to establish a fund or funds for the relief or pension of 
persons in the classified service of said City; to receive gifts, de- 
vises, and bequests of money or property for the benefit of such 
fund or funds; to make contributions of public moneys thereto 


on such terms and conditions as it may see fit; and to make rules 
15—A. & J. R. 
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and regulations for the management, investment and administration 
of such fund or funds. 


§ 110. Portions of Act Independent.—If{ any clause, 
sentence, paragraph, or part of this Act shall for any reason be 
adjudged by any Court of competent jurisdiction to be invalid, such 
judgment shall not affect, impair or invalidate the remainder of said 
Act, but shall be confined in its operations to the clause, sentence, 
paragraph or part thereof directly involved in the controversy in 
which such judgment shall have been rendered. 


*§ 111. This Act shall become effective upon the approval of 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Permit the Killing of Bear at any and all Times 
in This State. 


Section 1. _No Closed Season on Bear.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: It shall be 
lawful for any person to kill any bear at any and all times in this 
State, and any closed season now provided by law for the killing 
of bear, is hereby repealed. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith be, and the 
same are-hereby repealed. : 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 2549 of the Code of Laws, 1922, 
so as to Further Define the Change from Co-Basal to 
Basal and the Per Cent of Change of Textbooks. 


Section 1. Sec. 2549, Code, 1922, Vol. III, Amended— 
Change of Textbooks Further Defined.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend Section 
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2549 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, by striking out 
the words “as far as practicable” in subdivision five (5) of said 
Section, and amend further by adding at the end of said Section 
the following provisos: “Provided, That a change from a co-basal 
to a basal constitutes a change within the meaning of this Act: 
Provided, further, That the change of the textbooks adopted under 
the provisions of this Act shall be and refer to the volume of such 
books and not to the title,’ so that said Section as amended shall 
read as follows: 


(Section 2549) The State Board of Education shall have power: 
(1) To adopt rules and regulations not inconsistent with the laws 
of the State for its own government and for the government of 
the free public schools. (2) To prescribe and enforce rules for 
the examination of teachers. (3) To prescribe a standard of 
proficiency before County Boards of Education, which will entitle 
persons examined by such board to certificates as teachers. (4) 
To prescribe and enforce the course of study in the free public 
schools. (5) To prescribe and enforce the use of a uniform series 
of textbooks in the free public schools of the State; to enter into 
an agreement with the publishers of the books prescribed, fixing 
the time of prescription and the price above which the books shall 
not be retailed during the period of prescription and a rate of dis- 
count at not less than which the books shall be furnished by the 
retail dealers in this State; to require the publishers, in the dis- 
cretion of the Board, to establish in each county one or more 
depositories of their books within the State, at such place or places 
as the Board may designate, and where such books may be obtained 
without delay; and to exact of the publisher, a bond in the sum of 
not more than Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, conditioned for 
the faithful performance of the agreement, and with a penalty of 
Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars for each violation of the agreement, 
the form and execution of the bond to be approved by the Attorney 
General of the State, which agreement and bond shall be deposited 
with the State Treasurer, all recoveries thereon to go into the 
State Treasury for school purposes: Provided, That the State Board 
of Education shall not have power, without permission of the 
General Assembly of the State, to change a textbook within five 
years from the date of its adoption except for violation of the 
agreement entered into by its publisher with the State Board of 
Education, for which cause it may be changed by the said Board: 
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and, Provided, further, That not more than twenty-five per cent. 
of the exchangeable books used in the first, second and third grades, 
and not more than twenty-five per cent. of the exchangeable books 
used in the fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh grades, and not more 
than twenty-five per cent. of the exchangeable books used in the 
high school grades, as designated by the State Board of Education, 
shall be changed at any one adoption. Every change of the text- 
book adopted for any subject or grade shall be based on at least 
one reason to be assigned for the change by the State Board of 
Education in writing, and the vote of the Board making such 
change shall be recorded in the minutes of said Board, and shall be 
taken on a roll call, said roll call to be recorded in said minutes. 
The meetings of the State Board of Education at which textbooks 
may be adopted, shall be public; and it shall be unlawful for any 
teacher drawing public school money to use any book not prescribed 
by the State Board of Education; (6) to grant State teachers’. 
certificates and to revoke them for immoral or unprofessional con- 
duct, profanity or evident unfitness for teaching. (7) To review 
on appeal an order revoking a county certificate. (8) To award 
scholarships created by the General Assembly in the institutions of 
learning in whole or in part supported by the State: Provided, That 
a change from a co-basal to a basal constitutes a change within the 
meaning of this Act: Provided, further, That the change of the 
textbooks adopted under the provisions of this Act shall be and 
refer to the volume of such books and not to the title. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act be, 
and the same are hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Require all State Constables, Sheriffs, Rural 
Policemen and Cther Officers of this State in Seizing 
Property Connected with the Violation of the Prohibi- 
tion Law to Turn Same Over to the County Authorities 
for Disposition as Herein Provided for. 


Section 1. Disposition of Articles Seized by Officers 
in Enforcement of the Prohibition Law—Sale of Articles not 
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Needed by County—Procedure in Pickens County.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
When any State Constable, Sheriff, Rural Policeman or other of- 
ficer, seizes paraphernalia, liquor, or any other article connected 
with the manufacture of intoxicating liquor such officer ‘shall 
destroy the mash and still and distillery plant and all liquor shall 
be destroyed as now provided by law, and shall deliver to the 
Supervisor, or County Commissioners, of the said counties any 
sugar, meal, fruit jars and other supplies which may be useful to 
the County chaingang, or the County Home which may have been 
seized in the enforcement of the Prohibition Law. In case any 
property as above be seized cannot be used by the county, he shall 
advertise and sell it before the Court House door, and deposit the 
proceeds with the County Treasurer: Provided, That in Pickens 
County all intoxicating liquor seized shall be destroyed when 
seized and where seized, and a report of the amount seized, and 
the time when and the place where be filed with the Clerk of Court 
within five days from the seizure thereof. 


§ 2. Penalty on Officer for Violation.—Any officer who 
fails to comply with the provision of this Act shall be subject to 
a fine, or imprisonment, in the discretion of the Court. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts inconsistent with this Act are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize all Incorporated Cities and Towns: 
to Regulate Auction Sales of Personal Property Within 
Their Respective Limits. 


Section 1. Municipalties May Regulate Auction Sales of 
Personalty—Proviso.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That all incorporated cities and 
towns in this State be, and they are hereby, authorized and em- 
powered to regulate by proper form of ordinance the holding and 
conducting of all auction sales of personal property within the 
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respective incorporate limits of said cities or towns, and to pro- 
vide appropriate penadties for the violation of all such ordinances: 
Provided, however, This Act shall not apply to auction sales made 
in conformity with the orders or decrees of courts of competent 
jurisdiction, or sales made by Railroad or Express Companies. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Section 2188 of the Civil Code of Laws, 
1922, Relating to Bond and Oath of Office of Probate 
Judges, so as to Increase the Bond of Probate Judge 
for Marion County. 


Section 1. Sec. 2188, Code, 1922, Vol. III, Amended— 
Bond of Probate Judge of Marion County.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend 
Section 2188 of the Civil Code of Laws, 1922, by adding at the end 
of said Section the following proviso: Provided, That the Probate 
Judge for Marion County shall enter into a bond in the sum of 
Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars, so that said Section, as 
amended shall read as follows: 

Section 2188. Judges of Probate before receiving their commis- 
sions shall take the Constitutional oath of office and the several 
additional oaths required of such officers by Sections (734) and 
(735) and shall enter into bond, conditioned for the faithful dis- 
charge of the duties of the office, which shall be duly executed, ap- 
proved, certified, recorded and filed, as prescribed in Chapter XVIII, 
Article 1. The bonds of the Judges of Probate for Charleston, 
Spartanburg and York Counties, respectively, shall be in the sum of 
Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars; for Williamsburg County in 
the sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars; for Horry County, 
Two Thousand Five Hundred ($2,500.00) Dollars; for Edgefield 
County, Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars; for Greenwood 
County and McCormick County, Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dol- 
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lars, and for all the other Counties, respectively, Five Thousand 
($5,000.00) Dollars. They shall qualify within thirty days after 
the election is declared: Provided, That the Probate Judge for 
Marion County shall enter into a bond in the sum of Fifteen 
Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Transfer the Child Placing Bureau to the State 
Board of Health and to Define its Powers and Duties. 


Section 1. Child Placing Bureau Transfered to State 
Board of Health—Powers.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Child Placing 
Bureau of the State of South Carolina, heretofore operating under 
the State Board of Public Welfare, is hereby transferred to the 
State Board of Health and is authorized to place out in free family 
homes for adoption, destitute,: delinquent, neglected and dependent 
children committed to their care, and defective and otherwise 
handicapped children, committed to their care shall be placed in 
such. institutions as are provided by the State for their care as may 
appear advisable for the best interest of the child. 


§ 2. Duties of Investigation—of Supervision.—The Child 
Placing Bureau in placing out destitute, neglected, dependent or 
delinquent children in private families shall safeguard the welfare 
of each child by a thorough investigation of each applicant, the 
home and its environment; and shall personally and adequately 
supervise each child until the child receives legal adoption or at- 
tains legal age. 


§ 3. Records to be Kept.—The Child Placing Bureau of 
the State Board of Health shall keep a record containing the names, 
ages and former residence, occupations and character, so far as is 
known, of the parents of children coming under its supervision, 
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the dates of reception, placing out and adoption of children, 
together with the name, occupation and residence of the person 
with whom the child is placed; the date and cause of any removal to 
another home; and a brief history of each child until it shall have 
reached the age of 18 years, or shall have been legally adopted or 
discharged according to law. 


§ 4. To Act as Guardian—May Consent to Adeption.— 
The Child Placing Bureau of the State Board of Health shall be 
the guardian of the persons of all destitute, dependent, neglected or 
delinquent children who are committed to their care and shall, as 
soon as practicable, place said child or children in private homes, 
either temporarily or as members of families, and, where such action 
is deemed proper and desirable and does not conflict with any re- 
tained legal rights of natural parents, may consent in loco parentis 
to their legal adoption. 


§ 5. Introduction of Children into State Regulated.— 
That no person, agency or institution shall bring or send into this 
State, from another State, Territory or Country, any child and 
leaving it, place it in a foster home or procure its adoption without 
the person so bringing or sending the child shall first notify the Child 
Placing Bureau of the State Board of Health of their intention 
so to do, and shall before bringing said child into this State obtain 
from the Bureau a certificate stating that such home is in the 
opinion of the Bureau, a suitable home for the child, and such 
certification shall state the name, age and personal description of 
the child, and the name and address of the person with whom the 
child is to be placed, and shall furnish satisfactory evidence that 
said child is not incorrigible or of unsound mind or body, and such 
other information as may be required by the Bureau, and that they 
will remove any such child who becomes a public charge or who in 
the opinion of the Bureau becomes a menace to the community 
prior to its adoption, or of legal age. The person bringing or 
sending the child into the State shall report at least once each year, 
and such other times as the Bureau shall direct, as to the location 
and well being of the child so long as it shall remain in the State 
and until it shall have reached the age of 18 years or shall have 
been legally adopted. 


§ 6. May Investigate for State Institutions.—The Child 
Placing Bureau of the State Board of Health shall act as a 
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Bureau of Investigation and may be used by State institutions in 
investigating all applications for admission and dismissal of chil- 
dren. 


§ 7. Removal of Child from Mother to be Reported— 
Exception.—All private individuals, including midwives, physi- 
cians, nurses and hospitals and the officers of all private institu- 
tions, as well as agencies and organizations, who shall remove a 
child within six months after its birth from its natural mother, 
shall report to the Child Placing Bureau the names and addresses 
of the parents of the child and names and addresses of the persons 
with whom said child is left, unless the person removing said child 
from its natural mother knows of his or her own knowledge that 
said child was born in wedlock, and was not removed from its 
mother because of immoral surroundings. 


§ 8. Violation of Act or False Statements a Mis- 
demeanor.—Any person who shall violate any of the provisions 
of this Act, or who shall make any false statements or reports to 
the Child Placing Bureau with reference to the matters contained 
herein and any parent or guardian, or person receiving a child who 
shall give a false name or address to the Child Placing Bureau 
shall, upon conviction be guilty of a misdemeanor, and be punished 
by fine or imprisonment or both at the discretion of the Court. 


§ 9. Not Applicable to Near Relatives.—That the pro- 
vision of this Act shall not apply to persons related by blood or 
marriage to such child or children within the sixth degree. 


§ 10. Act (1924, XXXIII, Stats., 1190), Repealed.— 
That Act No. 728, at page 1190, of the Acts of 1924, and all other 
Acts or parts of- Acts inconsistent with this Act are hereby re- 
pealed. 


§ 11. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend Sub-section (B) of Section 4 of Article 
2 of an Act Entitled ‘An Act to Raise Revenue for the 
Support of the State Government by the Levy and 
Collection of a Tax Upon Income,’ Approved October. 
12th, 1926. 


Section 1. Act (1926, XXXV, Stats. 1.), Amended— 
“Net Taxable Income” of Public Service Corporations.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That subsection (b) of Section 4 of Article 2 of an Act entitled 
“An Act to Raise Revenue for the Support of the State Govern- 
ment by the Levy and Collection of a Tax upon Income” be 
amended as follows: By striking out the words “interest paid or 
accrued and” between the word ‘That’ and the word “rentals,” 
so that said subsection, when so amended, shall read as follows: 

“(b). The basis of ascertaining the net income of every corpo- 
ration engaged in the business of operating a steam or electric 
railroad, express service, telephone or telegraph business, or other 
form of public service, when such company is required to keep 
records according to the standard classification of accounting of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, shall be the ‘net operating in- 
come’ of such corporation as shown by their records kept in ac- 
cordance with that standard classification of accounts, when their 
business is wholly within the jurisdiction of this State, and when 
their business is in part within and in part without the State their 
net income within the jurisdiction of this State shall be ascertained 
by taking their gross ‘operating revenues’ within this State, in- 
cluding in this gross ‘operating revenues’ within the jurisdiction of 
this State the equal mileage proportion within the jurisdiction of 
this State of their interstate business and deducting from their 
gross ‘operating revenues’ the proportionate average of ‘operating 
expenses,’ or, ‘operating ratio,’ for their whole business, as shown 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission standard classification of 
accounts. From the net operating income thus ascertained shall be 
deducted ‘uncollectible revenue,’ and taxes paid in this State for 
the income year, other than income taxes, and the balance shall 
be deemed to be their net income taxable under this Act: Provided, 
That rentals may be deducted from gross operating revenues in the 
event that they have not been deducted by the above provisions.”

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Provide a 
Pension Fund for Confederate Veterans and, Their 
Widows and to Provide for the Distribution Thereof,” 
Known as ‘Act No. 152 of the Acts of 1923, so as to 
Provide for the Appointment of Members of the Honor 
Roll and to Further Provide for the Distribution of a 
Pension Fund for Confederate Veterans, and to Fix 
the Duties, Compensation of Boards of Honor, and the 
Probate Judges in the State. 


Section 1. Act (1923, XXXIII, Stats., 229), Amended 
—Confederate Pensions.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: Amend an Act entitled “An Act 
to Provide a Pension Fund for Confederate Veterans and their 
Widows and to Provide for the Distribution thereof,” known as Act 
No. 152 of the Acts of 1923, and insert in lieu thereof the follow- 
ing: 

Section 1. That there shall be, and there is hereby created an 
Honor Roll of Confederate soldiers, sailors and others who, in the 
State Militia performed actual services in the Confederate States 
Army or Navy, who did not desert the services of this State or the 
Confederate States, who are residents of this State, and the widows 
of such who were married prior to 1900 and is a resident of this 
State. 

Section 2. The necessary expenses of administering the provi- 
sions of this Act shall be paid out of the amount appropriated for 
pensions. In the event of the death of a soldier, sailor or militiaman, 
the amount which would have been paid to him shall be, for that 
year only paid to his widow or the party defraying the funeral ex- 
expenses of the deceased pensioner: Provided, further, That in the 
event of the death of the widow of a Confederate Veteran, who is a 
bona fide pensioner, the amount which would have been paid to her 
shall be, for that year only, paid to the party defraying the funeral 
expenses. 

Section 3. - All applications for enrollment from year to year 
shall be made to the Board of Honor in the County in which the ap- 
plicant resides. 

Section 4. The Board of Honor.in each of the several counties 
of the State shall consist of three (3) Confederate Veterans and 
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for two years from January Ist, 1926; the several County Boards 
as now constituted shall constitute the County Boards of Honor. 
The term of office of such County Board of Honor shall be two (2) 
years and such Honor Board shall be elected at a called meeting of 
the veterans to be held at the County Seat of the respective counties, 
said meeting to be held in December and to be held once in every 
two years. Any vacancies in the Board to be filled in the same man- 
ner at a meeting to be called by the Chairman of the Board. That 
the names and addresses of the members of such Boards so elected 
shall be communicated to the Comptroller ‘General of the State not 
later than November Ist of the year of election and prior to com- 
mencement of their terms of service. Such.County Boards shall 
report to the Comptroller General of the State, between January Ist 
and January 15th of each year, a complete list of all bona fide pen- 
sioners for that year, said list to contain the names of pensioners, 
and addresses, and in the case of a widow, the name of her deceased 
husband. The decision of the County Board of Honor in granting 
or refusing enrollment shall be final. The members of the County 
Board of Honor shall be paid Two ($2.00) Dollars per day for not 
more than five days in each year, and be reimbursed for all necessary 
and proper postage and advertising, and ten cents per mile for each 
mile actually travelled in the discharge of their duties. The Judge 
of Probate in each County shall be the Clerk of the Board of Honor 
in his County and he shall disburse all amounts sent to him by the 
Comptroller General for those on said roll, for the County Board 
or otherwise, and he shall receive for his services twenty-five cents 
for each disbursement under this chapter. He shall keep a complete 
list of all enrolled, the amount paid or payable to each, and receipt 
from the pensioner for all such payments. In the event of the death 
of one enrolled and there being no widow to receive the decedent’s 
allotment, he shall pay the same to the one paying his funeral ex- 
penses, and likewise in the case of the death of a widow: Provided, 
That in case of disability of any member of said Board of Honor 
he shall have the right to select a son of a Veteran to serve in his 
stead. 


Section 5. That any sailor or soldier, a bona fide resident of the 
State for two years, who served in the Confederate States, Army or 
Navy, or who in the State Militia performed actual service, and 
who did not desert the service of the State of South Carolina, or 
of the Confederate States, or the widow of such soldier, sailor or 
militiaman, shall be entitled to enrollment, provided that the widow 
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of soldiers, sailors or militiamen, shall be qualified under Section 1 
of this Act, and was living with her husband as his faithful wife 
at the time of his death. As soon as practicable after the appropria- 
tion has been made each year by the General Assembly, the Comp- 
troller General of the State shall apportion to each county a pension 
fund in proportion as the number of white pensioners in said county 
bears to the total number of pensioners in the entire State, then it 
shall be the duty of the several County Boards of Honor to classify 
all soldiers, sailors or militiamen as pensioners in their respective 
counties into two classes to be known as Class A and B, as the re- 
spective County Board of Honor may deem best and fix the amount 
the various pensioners in each class shall receive. When any Con- 
federate Veteran, whose widow shall be entitled to a pension, shall 
die, it shall be sufficient for such widow to prove her relationship 
and that she was living with! him as his faithful wife at the time of 
his death, in order to entitle her to a pension as the widow of such 
veteran. That any pensioner entering the Confederate Home shall 
be limited to Fifty ($50.00) Dollars. 

Section 6. The Secretary of the Historical Commission is hereby 
required to give full information as to the services in the Army or 
Navy of any soldier, sailor or militiaman as same appears on the 
Confederate rolls, when requested. 

Section 7. That all records in regard to pensioners now and 
hereafter existing shall be by the ones in control or in possession 
thereof immediately turned over to the Comptroller General of the 
State. 

Section 3. The sum of Seven Hundred and Fifty Thousand 
($750,000.00) Dollars is hereby appropriated for the purpose of 
paying allotments to those on said Honor Roll and all other expenses 
provided for in this Act. 

Section 9. That the Comptroller General shall be; and hereby 
is, authorized to employ a Pension Clerk at a salary not exceeding 
Twenty-four Hundred ($2,400.00) Dollars per annum, to assist him 
in discharging the duties herein placed upon his office. 

Section 10. The Pension Board of the State of South Carolina 
is hereby abolished and all Acts in reference thereto and inconsistent 
with this Act, be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 


§ 2. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap~ 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the State Highway Commission td 
Condemn Lands Within Certain Municipalities for 
Highway Purposes. 


Section 1. Right of Condemnation by State Highway. 
Commission Within Municipalities.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That wherever 
the State Highway Commission is required by law to build roads 
within, through, or via towns or municipalities, the said Commission 
is hereby authorized and empowered, through its proper representa- 
tives or agents, to condemn lands necessary for the right-of-way 
and for the construction of such roads. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
-of this Act be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 


_§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Addition to State Highway 
System of Four Miles of Read in Williamsburg County. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That upon the passage of this Act the follow- 
ing described road, in Williamsburg County, approximately four 
miles in length, shall be, and is hereby, added to and made a part of 
the State Highway System, as described in Section 1 of the “Pay- 
As-You-Go” Act, to wit, No. 731, of the Acts of 1924, approved 
March 31st, 1924, that is to say, a road leaving State Highway No. 
41, at Warren McFadden’s place going through the lands of J. P. 
Gamble, passing the Lewis gin house, by the Holloman place, thence 
into Greeleyville, where it connects with State Highway No. 261. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Protection of the Forests in 
South Carolina: To Create and Establish a State Com- 
mission of Forrestry, Etc. 


Section 1. State Commission of Forestry—Appointment 
—Qualifications.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That there is thereby created and estab- 
lished a State Commission of Forestry to consist of five (5) mem- 
bers, each of whom shall be a resident of this State and shall be 
appointed by the Governor. Of this Commission two members shall 
be practical lumbermen, one member shall be a farmer who is a land 
owner, one member to be selected and appointed from the public at 
large, and one of whom shall be the President of Clemson Agricul- 
tural College. 


§ 2. Basis of Selection—-Terms—Expenses—Meetings 
—Secretary.—The members of said Commission shall be selected 
and appointed with reference to their knowledge of and interest in the 
forests of the State and the products derived therefrom. Of the 
said Commission one member shall be apointed to serve one year; 
one member for two years ; one member for three years ; one member 
for four years; and thereafter one member shall be appointed an- 
nually: Provided, however, That the member of the Board as repre- 
sented by the President of Clemson Agricultural College shall con- 
tinue a member of the Board as long as he retains his office as 
President of said Clemson Agricultural College. The members of 
said Commission shall be paid their actual expenses while in attend- 
ance upon the meetings of the Commission, or while going to and 
from the said meetings. The members of said Commission shall 
from their number select a Chairman whose duty shall be to call 
the Commission together as often as the public interests and need 
demand. The place or places of the meetings shall be designated 
by the Chairman, who shall likewise designate a place for the head- 
quarters of the State Forester. The State Forester, hereinafter 
provided for, shall serve as Secretary of said Commission and shall 
be custodian of the books, records, and papers of said Committee, 
which he shall keep at the headquarters designated by the Commis- 
sion. 


§ 3. Duties—Reports.—It shall be the duty of the Com- 
mission provided for-herein to inquire into and make an annual re- 
port to the General Assembly upon the forest conditions in South 
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Carolina, with reference to the preservation of forests, the effect of 
the destruction of forests upon the general welfare of the State, and 
other matters pertaining to the subject of forestry and tree growth, 
including recommendations to the public generally as to re-foresta- 
tion. It shall take such action and afford such organized means as 
may be necessary to prevent, control and extinguish fires, including 
the enforcement of any and all laws pertaining to the protection of 
the forests and woodlands of the State, and may apply such parts 
of the forests reserve funds hereinafter provided for as may be 
necessary in providing methods of fire control. 


It shall give such advice, assistance and co-operation as may be 
practical to private owners of land and to promote, so far as it may 
be able, a proper appreciation with the public of the advantages of 
forestry and the benefits to be derived from forest culture and 
preservation. 


It shall co-operate with the Federal Government in the Distribu- 
tion of funds allotted to the State for forestry purposes and shall 
assist in the enforcement of all laws pertaining thereto, it shall have 
the control of the expenditure of all funds as hereinafter provided 
for. 


§ 4. State Forester.—The Commission, at its first meeting, 
if practicable, but in all events as soon as possible shall appoint and 
employ a State Forester, who shall be a technically trained forester, 
with at least two years experience in technical and practical and 
administrative work and shall fix his compensation. The State 
Forester shall be charged with the duty of enforcing all provisions of 
this Act, and perform all such other duties as shall be directed by the 
Commission and shall be charged with the direction of all matters 
relative to forestry as authorized by the provisions of this Act, sub- 
ject, however, to the supervision and control of the Commission. 
The said State Forester may be removed by the Commission, if he 
is, or in the opinion of the Commission becomes for any cause un- 
suitable or incompetent. 


§ 5. Contributions.—The State Treasurer is hereby au- 
thorized to receive contributions from any source merely for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Act and also to re- 
ceive any funds, provided by the Federal Government for the same 
purpose; and all of such funds shall be disbursed by the State 
Treasurer upon warrants drawn by the State Commissioner of 
Forestry as herein created and establishd. 
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§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith be, and 
the same are hereby repealed. 


§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Define the Liability of Banks Doing Business 
in This State When Receiving for Collection any Check, 
Note or Other Negotiable Instrument. 


Section 1. Rights of Banks in Forwarding Items for 
Collection—Proviso.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: Any bank, banker or trust company 
hereinafter called bank, organized under the laws of, or doing 
business in this State, receiving for collection or deposit any check, 
note or other negotiable instrument drawn upon or payable at any 
other bank, located in another city or town, whether within or with- 
out this State, may, at its own option, forward such instrument for 
collection directly to the bank on which it is drawn, or at which 
it is made payable, and such method of forwarding direct to the 
payer shall be deemed due diligence, nor shall it be deemed negli- 
gence for such collecting bank to accept from the bank upon which 
such instrument is drawn, or at which it is payable, its draft upon 
any other bank, and the failure of such payer bank, because of its 
insolvency or other default, to account for the proceeds thereof, 
shall not render the forwarding bank liable therefor: Provided, 
however, Such forwarding bank shall have used due diligence in 
other respects in connection with the collection of such instrument. 


§ 2. Items Sent for Collection a Trust Fund—Lien.— 
All items sent by a bank, whether located within or without the 
State of South Carolina, to a bank in South Carolina for collection, 
are hereby declared to be a Trust Fund, and shall be a prior lien on 
any unassigned assets of such collecting bank. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 4. This Act shall become effective upon its Spero by the 
Governor.

AN ACT Relating to the Payment of Annual License Fees. 
by Dealers in Motor Vehicles, and the Use of Motor 
Vehicles Owned by Dealers. 


Section 1. Annual License of Dealers in Motor Vehicles 
License Plates—Misuse of Plates.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Every dealer in 
motor vehicles in this State shall pay to the State Highway Depart- 
ment in lieu of all other State, municipal and County licenses, an 
annual license fee of Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars, except motor- 
cycle dealers, who shall pay an annual license of Fifteen ($15.00) 
Dollars, for the first make of vehicles, and an additional license fee 
of Twenty ($20.00) Dollars for each other make of motor vehicles. 
sold by such dealer. The State Highway Department shall furnish 
license plate for each make of car sold by said dealer. Extra dealer 
plates shall be issued to licensed dealers upon application of said 
dealer for an annual license fee of Twelve ($12.00) Dollars each. 
License plates issued to a dealer shall be used exclusively upon cars. 
belonging to the licensed dealer and in usual course of said business.. 
There shall be no replacement plates issued covering lost or stolen 
dealer plates. Where a dealer plate is found being used on indi-- 
vidually owned motor vehicles the registration of such plate shall 
be. revoked and the plate returned to the Highway Department. 
Any employee of the Highway Department shall have the right to- 
take up, recover or repossess such revoked license plate. 


§ 2. Applicable to Dealers in Used Cars.—The provi-- 
sion of this Act shall apply to dealers in used cars. 


§ 3. Dealers to Furnish Information.—Every dealer in 
this State shall furnish any official or employee of the State High-- 
way Department with information as to the date of sale or acquisi- 
tion of any car handled by such dealer upon application for such 
information. 


§ 4. Operation of Dealers Car Without Display of 
License Plate a Misdemeanor.—Any person or persons operat- 
ing any motor vehicle owned by a licensed dealer on or along or 
across any public road, street or highway of this State without at 
all times displaying proper license plate as issued by the State- 
Highway Department, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor,. 
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and, upon conviction, fined not less than Ten ($10.00) Dollars, nor 
more than ‘Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars, or imprisonment for 
fifteen days. 


§ 5. Repealing Clause—Proviso—Rights of Municipa- 
lity.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are here- 
by repealed: Provided, however, Nothing in this Act shall be con- 
strued so as to prevent any municipality from collecting annual 
privilege license tax. 


§ 6. Effective.—This Act shall become effective January first, 
1928.

AN ACT to Amend Section 496, of Chapter 9, Vol. 2, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, so as to Exempt 
Magistrates and Constables from the Provisions There- 
of in Certain Cases, in Orangeburg and Williamsburg 
Counties, Chester, Bamberg, Colleton Counties. 


Section 1. Sec. 496, Code, 1922, Vol. II, Amended 
Magistrates and Constables in Certain Counties Allowed 
Fees in Bad Check Cases.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend Section 496, of 
Chapter 9, Volume 2, Code of Laws, South Carolina, 1922, by add- 
ing at the end therof the following proviso: “Provided, However, 
That the Magistrates and Constables in Orangeburg, Colleton, Wil- 
liamsburg, Chester and Bamberg Counties are authorized in cases 
of violations of the worthless check law to charge and receive from 
the defendant, each a fee of One ($1.00) Dollar, when prosecu- 
tions in such cases are discontinued, by settlement or compromise,” 
so that when so amended said Section shall read: 

“Section 496. It shall be unlawful for any salaried magistrate in 
this State to receive any compensation for his services in criminal 
causes other than his salary, or to receive for his own use any 
portion of his constable’s fees or salary in any criminal causes what- 
soever, whether said causes are actually tried, compromised, or 
transferred for investigation to the Court of General Session. Any 
Magistrate who shall violate the provisions of this Section shall be 
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deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction thereof, shall 
be fined not less than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars and not more than Two 
Hundred ($200.00) Dollars, or imprisonment not less than thirty 
(30) days and not more than six (6) months, or both fine and im- 
prisonment at the discretion of the Court: Provided, however, That 
the Magistrates and Constables in Orangeburg, Colleton, Williams- 
burg, Chester, Bamberg Counties are authorized in cases of violations 
of the worthless check law to charge and receive from the defendant 
the following fees: Magistrates One ($1.00) Dollar and Consta- 
bles One ($1.00) Dollar, and mileage as provided in Section 5757, 
Volume 111, 1922, Code, when prosecutions in such cases are dis- 
continued, by settlement or compromise.”

Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII, Stats., 11521), Amended 
—Open Season on Deer.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That Section one of an Act entitled 
“An Act to Provide for an Open Season on all Domestic Game, 
Birds and Animals,” approved March 26, 1924, be, and the same is 
hereby amended by striking out the words “September Ist to Jan- 
uary 15th” on line five (5) of Section one of said Act and insert- 
ing in lieu thereof the words, “August 15th to January Ist, in- 
clusive,” so that when so amended said Section shall read as fol- 
lows: . 

Section 1. That the open season for hunting Domestic Game, 
Birds and Animals, in South Carolina, shall be from Thanks- 
giving Day to March Ist, inclusive, except that deer, bucks, only, 
may be hunted from August 15th to January Ist, inclusive; and, 
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. that Racoon, Opossums and Foxes may be hunted from September 
Ist to March Ist; Provided, Between September Ist and Thanks- 
giving Day rabits may be hunted without firearms and squirrels 
may be hunted without dogs. 


§ 2. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
be, and the same are, hereby, repealed. 


§ 3. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Expenditure of Highway Funds 
to Control Water and to Prevent Water from Injuring 
the Highways, and to Authorize Reimbursement Con- 
tracts Therefor. 


Section 1. Plans for Water Control to Lessen Cost of 
State Highway.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That whenever it occurs in the construc- 
tion or repair of any highway now in the State system (or which 
may hereafter be added thereto by legistative enactment) that a 
third less may be expended by the State in conjunction with other 
funds hereinafter provided for for the approach to or the crossing of 
any waterway, creek or river, by the building of a dam, levee or 
other facility for controlling water, or constructing ditches or water- 
ways or doing some other thing to control water, it shall be lawful 
for the Engineering Department of the Highway Department, in its 
discretion, to estimate the cost of the repair or the construction of 
the necessary bridge, viaduct or other approach, together with that 
part of the highway immediately affected thereby, said estimate to 
be based upon the cost without such water controlling device, and 
for the Highway Department to allot to or reimburse, or to enter 
into contracts looking to that end as provided in the law of this 
State, on account of the building of such highway immediately af- 
fected by such approach, and the approach and the construction 
of such water controlling device as the Highway Department may 
plan, such reimbursement or reimbursement agreement or allotment 
to be made to any County, municipality or other agency in the sum 
of two-thirds of the estimated cost of the structure and the highway 
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immediately affected thereby without such water controlling device, 
upon such County, municipality or other agency entering into such 
bond as the State Highway Department may consider as surety 
for the completion of the whole project as planned by the State 
Highway Department ; and the word agency shall be constructed to 
mean any person, firm or corporation complying with the terms of 
this Act. 


§ 2. Conditions of Expenditure of State Highway Funds. 
—That it shall be lawful for the State Highway Department, in 
its discretion, to expend as provided herein upon such project, wheth- 
er it be the immediate approach or bridge or highway immediately 
affected thereby, or said water controlling device, the said two- 
thirds of the amount estimated.as necessary to cross said waterway, 
creek or river without such water controlling device; and the said 
structure and all parts thereof shall be made according to plans 
and specifications approved by the State Highway. Department; 
and the remainder of the cost of the entire project of the bridges 
or approach or both the water controlling device and that part of 
the highway immediately affected thereby shall be borne by the 
County or municipality in which the project may be located, and 
any other contributors, including the Federal Government, that may 
see fit to donate or appropriate money therefore. 


§ 3. Contracts Binding—Reimbursements.—That any 
agreement by others than the State Highway Department shall be 
valid and binding when signed by such person, firm or corporation as 
may agree to donate or appropriate funds for such project, the 
signing by the executive officers of a private corporation or a 
municipality of a County shall be a sufficient execution of the agree- 
ment to bind the same; and reimbursement -agreements by the State 
Highway Department shall be as now provided by law and accord- 
ing to the requirements of the Statute law of force at the time of 
the execution thereof. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Prevent the Fraudulent Operation of Slot 
Machines and Coin Receptacles, and to Provide Penal- 
ties for the Violation Hereof. 


Section 1. Use of Slot Machine Without Deposit of 
Proper Coin a Misdemeanor.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That any person who 
shall operate, or cause to be operated, or who shall attempt to 
operate, or attempt to cause to be operated any automatic vending 
machine, slot machine, coin-box telephone, or other receptacle de- 
signed to receive lawful coin of the United States of America in 
connection with the sale, use or enjoyment of property or service, 
by means of slug or any false, counterfeited, mutilated, sweated or 
foreign coin or by any means, method, trick or device whatsoever 
not lawfully authorized by the owner, lessee or lincensee of such 
machine, coin-box telephone or receptacle, or who shall take, obtain 
or receive from or in connection with any automatic vending machine, 
slot machine, coin-box telephone or other receptacle designed to re- 
ceive lawful coin of the United States of America in connection 
with the sale, use or enjoyment of property or service, any goods, 
wares, merchandise, gas, electric current, article of value, or the 
use or enjoyment of any telephone or telegraph facilities or service, 
or of any musical instrument, phonograph or other property, without 
depositing in and surrendering to such machine, coin-box telephone 
or receptacle lawful coin of the United States of America to the 
amount required therefor by the owner, lessee or licensee of such 
machine, coin-box telephone or receptacle, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and, on conviction, be punished by a fine or imprison- 
ment, in the discretion of the Court. 


§ 2. Sale, Etc., of any Device for Fraudulent Opera- 
tion of Slot Machines a Misdemeanor.—That any person who, 
with intent to cheat or defraud the owner, lessee, licensee or other 
person entitled to the contents of any automatic vending machine, 
slot machine, coin-box telephone or other receptacle, depository or 
contrivance, designed to receive lawful coin of the United States of 
America in connection with the sale, use or enjoyment of property or 
service, or who, knowing that the same is intended for unlawful 
use, shall manufacture for sale, or sell or give away any slug, 
device, or substance whatsoever intended or calculated to be placed 
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or deposited in any such automatic vending machine, slot machine 
coin-box telephone or other such receptacle, depository, or contri- 
vance, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on conviction, shall be 
punished by a fine, or imprisonment, in the discretion of the Court. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect upon the approval by the 
Governor.

Health Officer, Etc, in Spartanburg County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That an 
Act entitled “An Act to Provide for a Health Officer, a Sanitary 
Inspector and a Public Health Nurse for Spartanburg County, and 
Prescribe their Duties,” approved the 19th day of March, A. D., 
1925, be, and the same is hereby, repealed. 


§ 2. Duties Devolved.—That the duties heretofore required 
of the County Health Officer as provided in said Act be devolved 
upon thé Spartanburg County Hospital and the Board of Hospital 
Trustees, and the Board of Hospital Trustees are hereby authorized 
and empowered to proceed with the discharge of said duties in con- 
nection with their powers and duties in the general management of 
the Spartanburg County Hospital. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. ;

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: Amend Section 82 of Vol. 2, Code, 1922 by 
adding after word “Fruit” on line 3 thereof, the words “Wild 
Flowers, Cultivated Flowers, Shrubbery.” 

§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Provide for 
Voting by Persons Absent from Their Voting Precinct 
During any Primary Election,’? Known as Act No. 540, 
of the Acts of 1924, so as to Provide for Absent Voters 
who are Ill at the Time of Election; and to Provide 
for the Counting of all Ballots Mailed in up and to the 
Time of the Result Declared. 


Section 1. Act (1924, XXXIII, Stats. 922), Amended— 
Voting at Primaries by Absentees—Count of Ballots Re- 
ceived up to Meeting of Executive Committee.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Amend an 
Act entitled “An Act to Provide for voting by persons absent from 
their voting precincts during any Primary Election,” known as Act 
No. 540 of the Acts of 1924, by striking out all of Section 1 of said 
Act, and inserting in lieu thereof the following, to be known as Sec- 
tion 1: 

“Section 1. Any person being a qualfied voter of this State when 
absent on account of sickness from his or her voting precinct or 
who on account of sickness cannot go in person to his or her voting 
precinct during any Primary Election may vote as hereinafter provid- 
ed for.” 

Amend further by adding a new Section to said Act, to be known 
as Section 9-A, as follows: 
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“9-A. Any ballot mailed in to a person’s precinct may be received 
and counted up and to the time when the Executive Committee 
meets to declare the result, said Executive Committee receiving such 
ballot and counting it with the others. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor. 


Note :—The above Act, ratified at the close of the 1926 Session 
of the General Assembly, was not approved by His Excellency, Gov- 
ernor McLeod, nor was it returned to the House in which it originat- 
ed at the 1927 Session.

AN ACT Relating to Damages from Defective Highways so 
as to Provide for the Bringing of Actions and the Pay- 
ment of Damages for Injuries for Damages Sustained 
Upon the Highways of the State Subsequent to the 21st 
Day of March, 1924. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: Whereas, a State system of hard surface roads 
was created by Act No. 731 of the General Assembly of South 
Carolina, 1924, approved .March 21, 1924, wherein and whereby it 
was directed that the State should thereafter construct and maintain 
certain roads in this State, as State Highways, which Act relieved 
the counties of the necessity of maintaining and up-keeping these 
roads, And 


Whereas, Prior to that time all persons injured on county roads 
by reason of negligent repairs or defect of said roads, had a cause 
of action against the county charged with the up-keep of said road, 
And 

Whereas, Through inadvertence a provision was not inserted in 
the Act creating the State Highway System of hard surface roads 
authorizing suits against the State Highway Department for injuries 
or damages sustained by persons on account of defects or negligent 
repair of said roads, And 
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Whereas, By Act 189 of the General Assembly of South Carolina, 
1925, approved April 14, 1925, this defect was remedied after the 
passage of said Act, and authority was given to persons sustaining 
injuries through a defect or negligent repair of any road, ferry, 
causeway or bridge under the control and supervision of the State 
Highway Department, but there existed a period of time between the 
21st day of March 1924, and the 14th day of April, 1925, when a 
person had no cause of action against either the counties or the 
State Highway Departmen on account of injuries or damages sus- 
tained on roads in the State Highway System, And 


Whereas, Several persons were injured between the time when the 
State Highway System of roads was created and the time when 
authority to sue the State was granted by the aforesaid Act: 


Section 1. Damages for Injuries Received Since March 
21, 1924 from Defects in State Highways or Through In- 
strumentality of State Highway Department—Actions—. 
Venue—Payment of Judgments.—Any person who, since the 
21st day of March, 1924, shall have received injury in his person 
or damage to his property through a defect or negligent repair 
of any road, ferry, causeway or bridge, or by reason of collision 
with any truck or other instrumentality under the control and super- 
vision of the State Highway Department of South Carolina, may 
recover in an action against the State Highway Department of 
South Carolina, the amount of actual damage sustained by him by 
reason therefor. The said suit or action shall be brought against 
the State Highway Department in its official name, and said action 
shall be brought and tried in the county in which said injury or 
damage occurred. Any judgment recovered shall be paid by the 
State Highway Department of South Carolina out of its general 
funds. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor. 


Note :—The above Act, ratified at the close of the 1926 Session 
of the General Assembly, was not approved by His Excellency, Gov- 
ernor McLeod nor was it returned to the House in which it originat- 
ed at the 1927 Session.

AN ACT to Make Appropriations to Meet the Ordinary Ex- 
penses of the State Government for the Fiscal Year 
Beginning January 1, 1927, and to Provide for a Tax 
Sufficient to Defray the Same, and for Borrowing 
Money. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: For the fiscal year beginning January 1, 1927, the 
following sums of money, if so much be necessary, be, and the 
same are hereby, appropriated out of the State Treasury to meet the 
ordinary expenses of the State government as hereinafter appro- 
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priated, and there is hereby levied upon all the taxable property in 
the State a sufficient number of mills, not to exceed 5 mills, to be 
determined by the Comptroller General from the assessment of prop- 
erty therein, together with all other income or available revenue 
of the State to raise the sums herein appropriated, and the Comp- 
troller General shall notify the County Auditors of the number 
of mills which he finds necessary to raise the appropriation.

County Board of Commissioners to issue salary vouchers to County 
Treasurer and County Superintendent of Education unless this 
provision is carried out as herein provided. 


§ 2. The commutation road tax shall be the sum of Two. 
($2.00) Dollars for Abbeville County. That in Abbeville Township 
the public cotton weigher shall be elected as is provided in Section 
3317, Volume 3, Code of Laws of South Carolina, and shall be sub- 
ject to Sections 3318, 3320 and 3321 of Volume 3, Code of Laws of’ 
South Carolina. 


§ 3. That the sum of two thousand dollars is hereby appro-- 
priated, if so much be necessary, for the Abbeville Memorial Hos- 
pital of Abbeville County for the benefit of charity patients received 
therein. That said amount shall be paid out upon vouchers as other 
claims against the County: Provided, That it shall appear by proper- 
proof that the claim is bona fide and really for the benefit of charity- 
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patients: Provided, That the charity claims shall be itemized and 
sworn to by the Hospital authorities and a commission consisting of 
Dr. C. H. McMurray, M. R. Syfan and Mrs. Owen Speed. 


§ 4. That so much as may be necesary is hereby appropriated 
for the repair of the Sheriff’s car, for gasoline and oil therefor, 
while same is being used by the Sheriff or his Deputies in the dis- 
charge of the duties of the office on the criminal side of the Court: 
Provided, That this expenditure shall not exceed Nine Hundred 
($900.00) Dollars. That this amount shall only be paid out on 
itemized statements: And, Provided, Before any of same is paid 
out the Sheriff and his deputies on the first day of each month file 
with the Supervisor an affidavit that the claim for gasoline and oil 
has been used only in the discharge of the Sheriff’s office on the 
criminal side of the Court, and that none of said gasoline or oil 
paid for out of said money has been used in the discharge of duties 
on the civil side of the Court. 


(A) Out of the taxes of this levy the County Treasurer is hereby 
required and directed to pay the items hereinabove set forth to the 
person entitled thereto and out of the balance remaining on hand 
from said levy and other income of the County, the Supervisor and 
Treasurer shall pay the other current expenses of the County. The 
fiscal year of the County Supervisor and County Treasurer and 
County Auditor shall end on July Ist of each year. 


§ 5. That there is hereby added to the system of improved 
highways the road leading from the Cherokee Ferry topsoil road to 
the Harpers Ferry. 


§ 6. The commutation road tax to be Two ($2.00) Dollars 
instead of One (1) Dollar.

surety bonds for all deposits in such sum as shall make the said 
deposits safe, and the premium or premiums therefor, unless other- 
wise provided in the bid or depository agreement, shall be paid by 
the County Treasurer from County funds, unless the deposits consist 
of special funds, in which event such premium or premiums shall be 
charged to that fund. 
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§ 3. The County Commissioners are hereby authorized and 
required to construct that section of road from Salley to the Orange- 
burg line, to connect with the Orangeburg end of the road, connect- 
ing with Springfield-Columbia Highway, and to make appropriate 
reimbursement agreements therefor, said road being in the State 
system and leading out of Salley, bearing toward Columbia, and 
Orangeburg, and being two or three miles longer thereabout.

§ 10. That no bill or claim shall be paid or approved unless 
the same shall be itemized and state fully, under oath, what it is for 
giving the kind or quality of the thing or commodity which it repre- 
sents, in addition to the amount and time furnished. 
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§ 11. That the Auditor and Treasurer are authorized and 
empowered to levy and collect a sufficient amount provided by law, 
to raise sufficient money to meet and pay the amounts appropriated 
by law for Aiken County for the year of 1927; and if the levy herein 
provided shall be either excessive or deficient, they shall raise or 
reduce said levy to meet the appropriations herein made, taking into 
account all other funds, on hand for the purpose. No money shall 
be spent otherwise than as herein specifically authorized, and none of 
these items shall be enlarged upon or construed as directory or 
changed, but are mandatory and inclusive and entire, and any un- 
expended balance shall be carried over to the ordinary County fund: 
Provided, If the Delegation shall at any time during the year file 
with the Clerk of Court and the Auditor and County Commissioners: 
a written authority, the levy shall be made in accordance therewith, 
and any balance that may be owing may be taken care of by renewal 
of loans or borrowing and paying said loans. 


§ 12. That the County Treasurer of Aiken County shall ask 
for and receive bids from banks (Aiken County Banks being given 
preference) for interest on deposits to the credit of the said County 
in such bank or banks as shall make the best terms for same and for 
County loans: Provided, That such bank or banks shall give a 
surety or surety bonds in a company or companies approved by the 
said County Treasurer to cover any loss on account of said deposit : 
Provided, further, That if the Treasurer find it impracticable to 
obtain said surety bonds from such bank or banks, he may divide the 
deposits and loans in such shares and in such banks as may offer 
the best terms and furnish such bond or bonds or other valid securi- 
ties and collateral. A notice shall be inserted in one or more news- 
papers published in said County, or sent to the banks of said County 
for bids on said deposits. 


§ 13. That no money shall be borrowed by the County or in- 
terest paid on same for a longer period than the collection of taxes 
makes it necessary to yield sufficient money to pay the same, and no 
note in excess of the sum appropriated, owing or borrow, as pro- 
vided by law, shall be made by the Commissioners. 


§ 14. That the sum hereinabove appropriated shall only be 
used if so much be necessary, and when not otherwise provided 
salaries and expenses shall be paid monthly: Provided, That ex- 
penses shall not be paid except upon sworn itemized statements of 
same. 
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§ 15. A special tax of one-half (1/2) mills shall be levied on all 
taxable property of Aiken County for expenditure by the County 
Board of Education, as a special fund, for the purpose of aiding 
and building school houses, or securing State aid on buildings, or 
for other educational purposes. 


§ 15-A. Beginning with the year 1927 (that-is, effective on 
the approval of this Act), the County Auditor of Aiken County, 
with the County Board of Education of Aiken County, is hereby au- 
thorized upon receiving the written request to do so of the local 
Board of Trustees of any district, to reduce the levies existing in 
the various school districts to an amount sufficient to run the school 
for the length of time required under existing law, and to provide 
for any additional length of time that any local board of trustees 
of such district may deem wise and best. And any district whereby 
law the control and management of any school therein is confined to 
a Board composed of more members than the three School Trustees 
of said School District, then the written concurrence of a majority of 
the whole of such Board so constituted shall be necessary before said 
Auditor and Board of Education of Aiken County shall make any 
decrease in the levy in said District, and it shall be the duty of the 
Superintendent of Education to ascertain from such local boards 
in his County what reduction can be made without injury to the 
school, any State law to the contrary notwithstanding. 


§ 16. That the County Superintendent of Education is required, 
if proof is made to him, that any valid obligation rests upon any 
School District in the County for money borrowed for such school 
and actually used for school purposes in the District, to call the at- 
tention of the Trustees to that fact, and if it is not paid in ten days 
thereafter, he is required to cause the Auditor of the County to put 
on a sufficient levy in that district to pay said obligations, and the 
Auditor is required to put said levy on to be collected, the same to 
be paid out on the order of the Superintendent of Education. The 
County Commissioners are hereby required to make in addition to 
other reports now required by law, an annual statement or report 
showing fully the financial condition of the County, showing all out- 
standing bonds or indebtedness of the County, and make copies 
thereof to the members of the General Assembly from Aiken County. 


§ 17. That the alterations of the 1926 Supply Bill filed with 
the Clerk of Court are hereby ratified. 
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§ 18. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 19. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That a tax is hereby levied upon all taxable 
property in the County of Cherokee for county purposes for the 
fiscal year commencing January 1, 1927, for the amounts and for 
the purposes hereinafter stated, respectively, that is to say: 


§ 2. For all County purposes Eleven (11) mills to be ex- 
pended as follows, if so much be necessary:

§ 3. As soon as the total amount of property for taxation has 
been ascertained for the year 1927, the Auditor and Treasurer are 
hereby directed to make such additional levy or levies, for the year 
1927, sufficient to raise ample funds to pay interest on the bonded 
debt of said County and to retire such bonds as may fall due, and 
sufficient funds to take care of all sums provided for in this Act. 


§ 4. The Sinking Fund Commission is hereby authorized to 
borrow such funds as they may deem necessary to pay interest or 
retire bonds, should they have no funds to meet the same, to be re- 
paid when taxes are collected. 


§ 5. School District No. 10, sixteen (16) mills as follows: In- 
terest and sinking fund for Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) 
Dollars bonds, one (1) mill; interest and sinking fund for Thirty 
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Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars bonds, one and one-half (114) mills 
special for general school purposes, thirteen and one-half (1314) 
mills. 


§ 6. The County Supervisor and Board of County Commis- 
sioners are hereby authorized to borrow such sum or sums of moneys 
as may be necessary to properly finance said county, and other ob- 
jects herein provided for in anticipation of the collection of taxes 
and pledge the same as security therefor: Provided, That they do 
not exceed the amounts herein appropriated and the levy made here- 
in. The fiscal year of the Supervisor’s office shall begin January 1, 
and end December 31. 


§ 7. The County Board of Education is hereby authorized and 
directed to pay any and all interest necessary to pay teachers of the 
county salaries they are employed for when forced to discount their 
school claims, said funds to be paid from the County Board Fund. 


§ 8. One-half of one (1) mill is hereby levied upon all the real 
and personal property in School District No. 10, to be used for the 
support and maintenance of the Carnegie Free Library, said tax 
to be collected by the County Treasurer as other taxes are collected 
and the Treasurer of said County is hereby directed on the first day 
of January, 1928, to turn over to the Treasurer of said library said 
tax collected, and thereafter every three months as the balance of 
said tax is collected; said fund to be used exclusively for the main- 
tenance and support of said library. 


§ 9. The Sheriff of Cherokee County shall be paid seventy- 
five (75¢) per day for dieting each prisoner in the county jail, and 
shall receive the fees provided by law for doing constable work for 
each of the two Magistrates in the City of Gaffney. The Court 
crier, jury boy and bailiffs shall be paid a per diem of three ($3.00) 
dollars for the actual number of days served. The fee for holding 
post mortem examinations shall be five ($5.00) Dollars for each ex- 
amination. The County Board shall employ a county physician or 
physicians, whose duties shall be prescribed by the said board and 
whose compensation shall be fixed by the said board, not exceeding 
the amount herein appropriated. 


§ 10. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed 
to turn over to the Sinking Fund Commission of Cherokee County 
all moneys collected by him to retire bonds and to pay interest on 
same, and the Sinking Fund Commission is hereby directed out of 
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said moneys to pay all interest that may fall due from time to time 
on all bonds issued by the County at any time, and to retire all bonds 
that may become due from time to time. 


§ 10-A. That the County Auditor shall receive returns in the 
following places: Goucher, Antioch, Kings Creek, Exells, Saratts, 
and the Cotton Mills of Cherokee County. The places and dates of 
such returns shall be advertised in each County paper for one week 
only. 


§ 11. The actual working of the chaingang shall be under 
the direct supervision and management of the County Supervisor. 
It shall be his duty to employ and discharge the Superintendent 
and other employees connected with the chain gang: Provided, 
However, That before any employees or help is secured or any dis- 
charged same must meet with the approval and sanction of the 
County Board of Township Commissioners. When differences arise 
between the Superintendent and Commissioners a majority vote of 
the Commissioners shall control. 


§ 11-A. Provided, That the rural mail carrier shall notify the 
County Road Supervisor when a bad place occurs in any mail road 
and the said Supervisor shall send someone to fix same. 


§ 12. That the Supervisor is hereby forbidden from incurring 
any indebtedness against the County in excess of Fifty ($50.00) 
Dollars without having first the approval of the Board of County 
Commissioners on the records in the Supervisor’s office, and any such 
claim or indebtedness so incurred shall not be binding on the part 
of the County, except in the case of feed for stock, and rations 
for convicts. That when the County Commissioners deem it nec- 
essary they can advertise for bids on supplies purchased for the 
County, and award the order to the lowest bidders, this being left 
at their discretion. 


§ 13. Should any Section of this Act be declared unconstitu- 
tional the remaining section shall remain and be of full force and 
effect. 


§ 14. In anticipation of the collection of taxes the County Board 
of Education is hereby authorized to borrow a sum not exceeding 
Four Thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars, for the purpose of contribut- 
ing to new school buildings and to pay for the attendance of stu- 
dents attending the High Schools in Gaffney and Blacksburg, same 
to be repaid when taxes are collected. 
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§ 15. Any violation of any of the provisions of this Act shall 
be, and the same is hereby, declared to be criminal offense and 
punishable, upon conviction, in the discretion of the Court and after 
conviction shall subject the offending party to suspension and dis- 
charge from office. 


§ 16. It shall be the duty of the Supervisor and the County 
Commissioners to keep the cross country roads in good condition 
and they are hereby required to do this. In order that this work may 
be more effectively done, the Supervisor is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to use a section of the county chain gang for so much time 
as may be necessary to go over the said roads from time to time to 
place the said roads and bridges thereon in good condition. The 
Supervisor and County Commissioners are specifically required to 
carry out the provisions of the Act of the General Assembly of 
1925 relating to the R. F. D. Routes in Cherokee County. In case 
a bridge is needed on any of the said cross country roads and par- 
ticularly any portion of same used as mail routes, the said Supervisor 
and County Commissioners are hereby required to erect such a 
bridge there as the circumstances and conditions in their judgment 
require. The Clerk to the Board of County Commissioners of Cher- 
okee County, is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to make 
an audit and check any county office of Cherokee County, when 
directed to do so by the County Commissioners, and said officer of 
such office to be checked or audited shall render to said Clerk of the 
County Commissioners any information and help that the Clerk may 
deem necessary to assist in checking said office: Provided, That 
any officer who fails to render such assistance to Clerk shall be re- 
ported to the Board of County Commissioners and his salary shall 
be withheld until such duty has been performed. : 


§ 17. All State Constables Commissioned by the Governor 
and paid by Cherokee County are specifically placed, with their cars, 
under the jurisdiction and direction of the Sheriff of Cherokee 
County who shall perform such duties as the said Sheriff shall direct, 
and all property seized in connection with the violation of the prohi- 
bition law by the Sheriff, or Constables shall be sold by the Sheriff, 
and the proceeds of such sale shall be turned into the County Treas- 
urer ; except sugar, meal or utensils that may be used by the chain- 
gang, jail or poor house. 


§ 18. The Governor shall appoint four rural policemen upon 
the recommendation of the Sheriff of Cherokee County. Said rural 
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policemen shail be able bodied men, of good habits, not addicted to 
the use of alcoholic liquors or drugs, and shall be subject to removal 
by the Governor for just cause. Said rural police shall be under the 
control and direction of the Sheriff and receive a salary of One Hun- 
dred and Ten ($110.00) Dollars per month. One of the said police 
shall reside in Cherokee Township. 


§ 19. Three (3) mills are hereby levied on all the real and 
personal property in the Blacksburg Centralized School District 
created by Act No. 306 of the Acts of the General Assembly of 1925 
to be used by the Trustees of said district for the maintenance of the 
High School located in said district, and the special levies now being 
levied in school districts Nos. 1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 8 and 9 shall be reduced 
three (3) mills: Provided, That the Auditor and the Treasurer of 
Cherokee County shall make such increase or decrease as called for 
in this Section as may be directed by a majority of the Cherokee 
County Delegation. 


§ 20. The County Commissicners are hereby directed to pay 
over to the Chairman of the local Red Cross Society of Cherokee 
County the sum of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, the same to be 
expended by said Chairman with the approval of C. W. Hanes and 
J. N. Lipscomb in the support and maintenance of the charity bed or 
beds in the city hospital for worthy and needy patients. 


§ 21. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Provide for 
the Levy of Taxes for School and County Purposes for 
the Year 1927, and to Direct the Expenditure Thereof 
for Cherokee County,” so as to Eliminate the Following 
Provision in Section 2 of Said Act, ‘Sheriff as Con- 
stable for 2 Magistrates, $1,200.00.”

§ 3. The County Treasurer is empowered to borrow in anticipa- 
tion of the taxes levied, so much money as may be necessary to 
pay the authorized expenses of the County, and to refund past in- 
debtedness of the County: Provided, It shall be borrowed upon the 
request of the County Board of Directors with the approval in writ- 
ing of a majority of the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 4. The levy hereinabove named for the purpose of meeting 
the obligations of the County for certain specific purposes shall be 
devoted only to the specific purposes for which levy is made, and in 
case the levies hereinabove provided shall result in the raising of 
more funds than may be necessary for the specific purpose indicated, 
then any such surplus shall be actually determined by the County 
Treasurer, and applied by the County Board of Directors as a pay- 
ment upon the present outstanding general indebtedness of the 
County. In case the assessed value of the property in said County 
amounts to more, after the action of the Board of Assessors, the 
Board of Equalization, the Tax Commission, and the Board of 
Review, or such authorities as may be charged by law with the duties 
of assessing and equalizing the value of property, than is sufficient

to raise the amount appropriated under the levy herein made, includ- 
ing any revenue derived from any source, or if it be that the amount 
appropriated for any purpose is or will not be actually required, 
then the County Auditor, by and with the consent of a majority of 
the Legislative Delegation, may reduce the levy to such rate as he 
finds necessary to raise the taxes no more than the amount of the 
appropriation herein made or more than the amount actually re- 
quired: Provided, That in the event it should be found that the 
amount appropriated for any specific purpose is more than is neces- 
sary, the County Board of Directors shall have the right, upon the 
approval of the majority of the Legislative Delegation, to apply such 
surplus to other necessary County purposes: And, Provided, fur- 
ther, That the County Board of Directors shall have the right to 
exceed the appropriation herein made for specific purposes, but no 
further than is authorized, in writing, by a majority of the Legisla- 
tive Delegation ; and in no case to an amount in excess of the con- 
tingent fund herein provided. 


§ 5. All County Officers shall furnish the office of the County 
Board of Directors a written requisition for all supplies needed. 


§ 6. The Board of Trustees of each School District of the 
County is hereby required to submit to the County Board of Educa- 
tion on or before the first day of August of each and every year a 
tentative budget, showing the obligations contracted for during the 
next ensuing fiscal school year, as well as the funds in sight with which 
to pay the same; and if it appears that the contracts call for a greater 
outlay of money than the income, then, and in that case, the County 
Board of Education is hereby empowered and instructed and di- 
rected to require the said Board of Trustees to so amend their budget 
as to keep their expenditures wholly within their receipts. 


§ 6-A.. That the County Board of Directors of Chester County 
is hereby authorized and required to employ a sufficient number of 
auditors or accountants, if more than one be necessary, to audit the 
books, vouchers, records, and everything pertaining to the official 
duties of the following offices of Chester County: Clerk of Court, 
Auditor, Treasurer, Superintendent of Education, Sheriff, Judge of 
Probate, and the County Board of Directors. The said audit shall 
begin with January Ist, 1921, in all those offices whose terms begin 
with January Ist, and on July 1, 1921, in all those offices whose 
terms begin July Ist, unless in the discretion of the accountants, with 
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the approval of the County Board of Directors, these last named of- 
fices shall be audited from January 1, 1921. That there shall be a 
thorough audit and the report of same shall show, in addition to the 
things usually shown in such reports, the amounts of the fees re- 
ceived each year by the officers.above named, which are in addition 
to their salaries, shall show the amount of uncollected taxes each 
year, and the amount of nulla bona taxes, each year, during the said 
period, and shall show whether or not the above named officers are 
keeping their offices and the records thereof as required by law. 
That the audit shall begin as soon as practicable after the approval of 
this Act by the Governor, and continue until the time of the audit, 
and the report shall be made to the first session of the Grand Jury 
convening after the completion of the audit. 


That the County Board of Directors are hereby authorized and 
empowered to borrow such a sum of money as may be necessary not 
to exceed Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars, for the purpose of 
defraying the cost and expenses of the said audit, and are hereby em- 
powered and authorized to execute their note or notes for the repay- 
ment of the sum of money so expended and for the interest thereon 
at a rate not to exceed six per cent., which shall be a legal and valid 
obligation of Chester County, and shall run for such length of time 
as the County Board of Directors may fix, not to exceed two years, 
and they shall have authority to pledge the full faith and credit of the 
County for the repayment of same. 


The County Board of Directors may in their discretion have the 
office of every Magistrate in the County audited, and if the same is 
done, pay for it in the manner hereinabove set forth. 


§ 6-B. That the County Board of Directors shall, during the 
year 1927, employ an architect to draw plans and specifications, and 
make estimate of the cost of such additions to the Court House as 
in their judgment may be necessary for the proper fire protection of 
the records of Chester County, and to furnish such other additional 
room for the records of the County and room for the orderly and 
proper dispatch of the business of the County as may be necessary, 
all of said additions to be fire-proof. These plans and specifications 
to be reported to the Grand Jury at their session during the fall term 
of the Court of General Sessions, for their consideration. ‘That the 
County Board of Directors are hereby authorized and empowered 
to borrow a sufficient sum of money for the purpose of defraying the 
cost and expense of the said plans and specifications, and are hereby 
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empowered and authorized to execute their note or notes for the re- 
payment of the sum of money so expended, and for the interest 
thereon at a rate not to exceed six per cent., which shall be a legal 
and valid obligation of Chester County, and shall run for such length 
of time as the County Board of Directors may fix, not to exceed two 
years, and they shall have authority to pledge the full faith and 
credit of the County for the repayment of same.

§ 2. The Auditor of Chesterfield County is directed, authorized 
and empowered to levy a tax of 4 mills, or as many mills as may be 
necessary upon all the taxable property of Chesterfield County for 
the purpose of retiring bonds and paying interest and sinking fund 
on County’s indebtedness and two and one-half (21%) mills, or as 
many mills as may be necessary for school purposes to be applied as 
follows: ; 

(1) Tuition as provided in the 6-0-1 Law. 

(2) To guarantee teachers’ salaries sufficient to run all the schools 
for one month, in addition to the six (6) months provided for by the 
State. 

(3) Building Aid and General Board purposes. 

(4) To guarantee teachers’ salary for 7th, 8th, and 9th month in 
such schools as levy a 15 mill tax. 


§ 3. That the various cotton weighers in Chesterfield County 
shall receive twelve cents per bale for each bale of cotton weighed 
by them, one-half to be paid by the seller, and the other half to be 
paid by the buyer. 


§ 4. The County Commissioners are hereby required to keep 
a separate account covering the various items of the Supply Bill, and 
not to exceed in expenditure or contract the amount herein provided 
for each item except upon the advice and consent of a majority of the 
Delegation. . 


§ 5. For the purpose of meeting current expenses and taking 
care of past indebtedness the County Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer are hereby authorized and empowered to renew notes, or 
to borrow money, and to secure the payment of said loan, or loans, 
and to pledge the taxes of 1927, or any uncollected taxes as security 
for such loan or loans. The said officers are to obtain said loans and 
renewals of notes at as low a rate of interest as possible, and if the 
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County Attorney and a majority of the Delegation deems it advisable 
they may advertise for bids on such loans: Provided, That no 
money shall be borrowed or notes renewed until the entire Delega- 
tion shall have been consulted and written consent given by a ma- 
jority of said Delegation. It shall be sufficient for the County 
Treasurer and the Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners 
to sign such notes, or note, to borrow money provided the said 
Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners is given permis- 
sion to do so by a majority vote of the County Commissioners as 
shown in their minutes. 


§ 6. In salaries or compensations where not specifically stated 
in this Bill, it shall not exceed salary schedule in effect January 1, 
1926. The salaries for: road work shall in no case exceed the 
schedule of salaries paid by the State Highway Department for 
similar work, and all roads built or reconstructed by the County shall 
be standard width, which is thirty (30) feet in cuts and twenty-six 
(26) feet in fills. The salary of the Road Supervisor shall not 
exceed Twenty-five Hundred ($2,500.00) Dollars. 


§ 7. All funds in the hands or coming into the hands of the 
County officers belonging to Chesterfield County shall be deposited 
in such bank or responsible banking institutions as will pay not less 
than three (3%) per cent per annum on all daily balances: Pro- 
vided, That a balance of not exceeding Four Thousand ($4,000.00) 
Dollars may be maintained and kept at any Bank for checking pur- 
poses without interest. 


§ 8. That the calling of physicians for the inmates of the 
County Home and the prisoners on the chaingang shall be left en- 
tirely to the discretion of the Superintendent of the County Home 
and the Superintendent of the chaingang, respectively, and all bills 
by physicians for professional services rendered the said County 
Home and chaingang and all accounts for medicines for said institu- 
tions shall be itemized and presented to the said Superintendents, 
respectively, for approval before the County Board of Commis- 
sioners shall order same paid, and said claims, when properly ap- 
proved, as herein provided, shall be paid monthly. 


§ 9. That the supervisor of roads shall divide the County into 
two divisions, and keep at least one maintenance crew on each divi- 
sion until the twenty thousand dollars designated as Cross Country 
Road Funds are spent, and the said Supervisor of Roads shall re- 
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quire daily reports of the foreman of said maintenance crews of the 
work done by the crews, respectively. 


§ 10. That if the Grand Jury deems it expedient during the 
year 1927, to have an audit of the books of the various offices of 
Chesterfield County, the Board of Commissioners is authorized and 
required to expend from the ordinary funds of the County for said 
purposes a sum not exceeding Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars 
and said audit shall be under the supervision of the Grand Jury or a 
committee thereof. 


§ 11.. The County Board of Education is authorized and em- 
powered to appoint a Truant Officer, who shall receive a salary of 
One Hundred and Twenty-five ($125.00) Dollars per month, to be 
paid out of the school fund upon a warrant or order of the County 
Superintendent of Education for the faithful discharge of his duties 
as such officer, whose duty it shall be, chiefly, to enforce all of the 
compulsory attendance school Jaws of this State, as provided in Sec- 
tion 2739 to 2753 inclusive, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, 
Volume 3, and Section 239, Paragraph 117, Code of Laws, 1922, 
Volume 2, shall possess all of the powers and authority vested in 
Truant Officers by law. That in addition to the duties imposed on 
the Truant Officer, he shall take a complete census of all dogs in 
Chesterfield County, and the names of the owners of each dog, and 
said Truant Officer shall report same to the County Treasurer and 
Auditor, who shall charge. said dogs to the proper owners on his 
books any time before the taxes are paid.

§ 12. No law enforcement officer or magistrate shall handle 
any checks for collection where warrants have been issued for ar- 
rests. 


§ 13. The County Treasurer and County Superintendent of 
Education are hereby required to keep the funds of all school dis- 
tricts in a separate account and the Superintendent of Education 
shall notify each Board of Trustees in the respective school districts 
the amount available for each school district for each school year

before any teacher shall be employed by the Trustees. In order that 
there shall not be any deficit in the running expenses in any school, 
the County Auditor, on the written request of the County Board of 
Education and County Treasurer, shall Hevy a sufficient millage to 
care for such expenses. 


§ 14. That there is hereby appropriated from the road and bridge 
fund of the County Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) to be used 
to replace or construct a creosote bridge at the McManus Bridge: 
Provided, Lancaster County agrees to furnish a like amount in the 
project; and should this be agreed upon, the said bridge shall be 
designed, located and constructed by the County Boards of Commis- 
sioners.

The Supervisor and Treasurer are hereby authorized to borrow 
money in anticipation of collection of taxes for the year 1927, not to 
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exceed Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) Dollars for ordinary County 
Purposes, and also Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars 
more to pay interest on highway bonds, if it shall become necessary. 
Any remainder of the 1926 appropriation shall be diverted to ap- 
propriation for 1927. The Supervisor shall not spend in excess of 
any amount appropriated for any item, and he shall keep acurate 
records and book accounts of all expenditures and contracts for ex- 
penditures in accordance with the classification and items as appear 
in this Act. 


§ 2. Any note or obligation given for an amount exceeding the 
total authorization shall be null and void unless authorized in writing 
by a majority of the Clarendon Delegation in the General Assembly. 
No County officer charged with disbursing the funds herein provided 
shall expend or contract to spend under any general item any sum 
greater than the amount for each general item being appropriated 
without the consent of a majority of the members of the Clarendon 
Representatives in the General Assembly. Any violation of this 
provision is hereby declared a malfeasance in office and such officer 
shall be subject to removal by the Governor upon recommendation 
of a majority of the Delegation. He shall be liable on his official 
bond for all sums expended or contracted to be spent in excess of 
the appropriation without first getting the consent of a majority of 
the Delegation as hereinbefore provided. 


§ 3. The County Treasurer of Clarendon County, upon written 
request from a majority of the School Trustees of any School Dis- 
trict in said County, endorsed by the Superintendent of Education 
of the said County, be, and he is hereby, authorized and empowered 
in anticipation of taxes for the year 1927, and also in anticipation of 
the collection of the uncollected taxes for past years, to borrow for 
ordinary school purposes in such school districts an amount not ex- 
ceeding eighty-five (85%) per centum of the amount that will be 
raised by the tax levy for the year 1927 and the amount due on 
account of said uncollected taxes, at a rate of interest not to exceed 
eight (8%) per centum per annum, and as security for the payment 
of said loan’ or loans to pledge the taxes to be collected for such 
school district for said years: Provided, That the proceeds arising 
from the authority herein given shall be used solely for the payment 
of ordinary school expenses in keeping schools open in the respective 
school districts in said County until said schools can realize from the 
collection of taxes. 
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§ 4. All purchases of property or supplies of any nature, 
ordinarily purchased within the county, for the use of the county of 
the value of $50.00 or more, shall be made only after ten days’ no- 
tice inviting bids, said notice being posted on the bulletin board in 
front of the Court House door, and all bids received pursuant to 
such notice shall be considered and acted upon by the full board of 
County Commissioners in open meeting. 


§ 4-A. The money to be received from Sumter County, $24.- 
000.00, in settlement of the indebtedness of Sumter County to 
Clarendon County by reason of the bonded debt of that portion of 
Clarendon County annexed to Sumter County, shall be used by the 
County Treasurer in payment of the One Thousand ($1,000.00) 
Dollars, retainer fee, to N. B. Barnwell, Esq., in the Curtis & Sanger 
case, hereinabove appropriated, unless the same shall been previously 
paid from other funds, and any past due indebtedness of the County 
of Clarendon and any balance remaining thereafter in the hands of 
the Treasurer shall be used for the ordinary expenses of the County. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

§ 2. The County Board of Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer of Colleton County are authorized and empowered to 
borrow a sum of money not exceeding Eighty-five Thousand ($85,- 
000.00) Dollars, from any source, and for that purpose the County 
Board of Commissioners together with the County Treasurer are 
hereby authorized and empowered ‘to execute the necessary and 
proper obligation or obligations of Colleton County and pledge the 
taxes that may be collected for the year 1927 for the payment of the 
same; said obligation or obligations not to draw a rate of interest 
larger than six per cent. (6%) per annum; and said County Board 
of Commissioners and County Treasurer are hereby authorized and 
empowered, in their discretion, to borrow the said sum of money or 
any portion thereof from time to time as the need may arise from 
the Sinking Funds belonging to Colleton County; and in the event 
that the said Board of County Commissioners and County Treasurer 
should decide to borrow from the Sinking Fund Commission, then 
and in that event, the County Board of Commissioners shall execute 
and deliver to the County Treasurer the note or notes of Colleton 
County for said funds as borrowed, which note or notes shall pledge 
the taxes to be collected during the year 1927 for the purpose of 
guaranteeing the repayment of said funds to the said Sinking Funds. 
In the event that the County Board of Commissioners and the County 
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Treasurer should decide to borrow from the Sinking Funds; then and 
in that event, the rate of interest on said loans shall not exceed five 
per cent (5%). 


§ 3. The County Board of Commissioners are authorized to 
expend any balance that may remain of the above levies to supply 
any deficiencies in the several items of appropriation. The County 
Board of Commissioners are hereby prohibited from drawing any 
warrant upon the County Treasurer to be paid, out of any of the 
several funds especially appropriated for any purpose other than 
that for which the same shall have been appropriated ; and it shall 
be unlawful for the County Treasurer to pay any such inhibited 
warrant. It shall be unlawful for the County Board of Commis- 
sioners to create by contract, expressed or implied, any obligation 
against the County, which, with the obligations then existing and 
chargeable to any particular item of the appropriation, shall ex- 
ceed the amount specifically appropriated therefor: Provided, That 
in case of emergency, with the written consent of the County Legis- 
lative Delegation, the requirement may be dispensed with. Should 
the County Board of Commissioners and County Treasurer violate 
the provisions of this Section the official or officials so offending shall 
be held responsible upon his official bond. 


§ 4. The County Board of Commissioners shall not pay more 
than Five ($5.00) Dollars for physician’s examination in lunacy 
proceedings. There shall be no Magistrate’s charge in such lunacy 
proceedings. The item above of $350.00 for county attorneys shall 
be in full for all legal services to be rendered during the year 1927 
by the county attorneys. 


§ 5. That should Colleton County be unable, because of the 
failure to promptly collect its taxes, or because of the postpone- 
. ment of the time of the payment of taxes, to pay promptly when 
due, any of its outstanding promissory notes authorized by law, 
and for which said taxes have been pledged in payment, then the 
officials of said County who are authorized and empowered and 
required to borrow money, may borrow sufficient amount of money 
as may be necessary to pay said notes, bearing a rate of interest not 
greater than rate in original note, and payable at such time or times 
as said officials may estimate will be necessary for the collection 
of a sufficient amount of taxes to pay the same. That the same 
taxes as were pledged for the payment of the original notes shall

be pledged for the payment of the new notes. The County Treasur- 
er is hereby authorized to use any funds which may arise from the 
collection of taxes unpaid for past years which have not already 
been pledged to supplement tax levy above provided for, and he 
may likewise use for said purposes any funds which may come into 
his hands as a result of recoveries on official bonds. In the event 
that said funds shall not be necessary to supplement funds raised by 
taxation as hereinabove provided, then the County Treasurer is 
hereby authorized and empowered to apply the said funds or any por- 
tion thereof which may be available to the reduction of the past 
indebtedness notes of said County.

from the funds appropriated for roads, bridges and maintenance. 


§ 7. The County Board of Directors shall purchase all supplies 
through competitive bids, by giving notice through County News- 
papers at least fifteen (15) days prior to said purchases. 


§ 8. The fees for issuing tax executions shall be divided equally 
between the County Auditor and the County Treasurer. 


§ 9. The County Auditor is hereby authorized and directed 
to levy one (1) mill on all property in Darlington County, the same 
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to be known as County Board of Education Fund, to be paid out 
upon the warrant of the County Superintendent of Education. The 
County Auditor shall levy one-half (14) mill, same to be known as 
High School Aid, to be paid out upon the warrant of the Superin- 
tendent of Education, to be used by the Superintendent of Educa- 
tion to aid the weak High Schools in Darlington County.

§ 2. The County Treasurer and County Commissioners are 
hereby empowered to borrow during the current year 1927 to the 
extent of the tax levy, if so much be necessary, upon their joint 
note or notes, empowered to pledge, as security for such money 
borrowed and interest thereon, the taxes for the year 1927. 


§ 3. That the County Auditor and County Treasurer are here- 
by required and authorized to collect five ($5.00) Dollars per 
head from all persons liable for road work as Commutation Tax. 


§ 4. That the Sheriff shall be allowed the sum of One ($1.00) 
Dollar on account of expenses upon each uncollected tax execution 
returned by him to the County Treasurer under the provisions of 
Section 1198, Volume 1, Code of Laws of South Carolina 1912: 
Provided, That his return on each shall, in addition to complying 
with the provisions of said Section, show by affidavit the effort made 
and the number of miles traveled in the endeavor to collect said tax. 


§ 5. In case any moneys specifically appropriated for any part 
of the foregoing purposes are not expended, the same shall be held 
by the County Treasurer, and become part of the funds applicable 
to ordinary County purposes, and may be used to meet any deficiency 
in any other appropriation herein made. 


§ 6. That the County Auditor shall levy upon all taxable 
property within School District No. 18, at Summerville, two (2) 
mills for school purposes, and that the Treasurer is hereby authoriz- 
ed and required to collect said tax for the benefit of said district. 


§ 7. The County Treasurer of the County is authorized, 
directed and required to turn, over to the Sheriff of said County all 
executions arising from road defaulters, at the same time and in the 
same manner as all other executions are delivered, and that the 
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said Sheriff be allowed the same fees for services as are now allowed 
to the Magistrates. He is also hereby directed and required to 
keep the funds derived from Commutation Tax separate from other 
funds and to apportion same equally as possible among the several 
road districts. 


§ 8. That One Thousand Two Hundred Fifty ($1250.00) 
Dollars of the amount supplied for the poor shall go to the Sum- 
merville Infirmary for the purpose of taking care of the sick or 
poor. 


§ 9. That all moneys derived from gasoline tax shall be used 
to supplement any moneys herein provided for to retire highway 
bonds, or for the purpose of cross country roads. 


§ 10. That on and after the passage of this Act the chain gang 
in Dorchester County shall divide their forces equally, one force 
or gang to operate above Four Hole Swamp in the two road dis- 
tricts continuously ; that each County Director who now has super- 
vision over his respective district shall have supervision and con- 
trol over the chaingang while said chaingang is operating or 
working in their said respective districts ; and the said County Direct- 
ors are hereby required and directed to visit the said chaingang while 
the said chaingang is operating in their districts at least once each 
day. E. H. Hutchinson is hereby appointed Chairman of the Board 
of Directors of Dorchester County at a salary of Twenty-four Hun- 
dred ($2400.00) Dollars per annum; his duties shall be the same 
as required of other Supervisors in this State; the said Chairman 
of the Board of Directors shall devote his entire time to the duties 
of that office, and shall be required to furnish bond as required by 
law for all Supervisors in this State.

§ 11. There shall be appointed in the place of E. H. Hutchin- 
son, resigned, another director for the Board of Directors of Dor- 
chester County such director so appointed on the Board of Directors 
for Dorchester County to be known as Director of the Summer- 
ville District, L. R. Murray, of Summerville, South Carolina, is 
hereby designated and appointed as member of the Board of Direc- 
tors for Dorchester County. The said L. R. Murray is to have 
general supervision and directorative powers over the said district 
known as the Summerville District; the compensation therefor to

§ 4. In further addition to the above levies, the said County 
Board of Commissioners is authorized and required to make such 
levies as may be necessary in Johnston, Pine Grove, Pickens and 
Wise Townships, in said county, to pay the interest on railroad bonds 
issued by and now outstanding against said townships, and they are 
authorized and required to borrow such sums of money as may be 
necessary to pay the interest as it matures, and to: pledge the taxes 
so levied as security therefor. 


§-5. The jailor of said County shall receive fifty-five cents 
each per day for dieting prisoners, and fifty cents as a return fee for 
such prisoners, and three hundred dollars, to be paid out of the 
funds for ordinary County purposes, to be in full payment of 
fees and salary, except such further fees as may be paid to him 
by the Sheriff for special services. The Court Crier and Bailiffs 
shall receive two dollars per day for each day’s service in atten- 
dance upon Court. : 
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§ 6. The Board of Trustees of Edgefield School District are 
authorized and empowered to pay the salaries of the teachers of 
the public schools for said district for the year 1927; and they are 
authorized to borrow the money and to pledge the taxes to be rais- 
ed by the levies for the said school district for school purposes for 
the year 1927, for the payment of same; and likewise the 
County Treasurer is authorized and empowered to borrow money 
sufficient to pay in cash the salaries of the teachers in other public 
schools of the county, and to pledge the taxes for school purposes 
as security for such loan.

§ 2. That Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) herein appro- 
priated for County Health Officer is contingent upon the State 
appropriating sufficient funds to continue the Health Units in the 
several Counties in the State; this appropriation being supplemental 
thereto, shall not be available unless such appropriation is made by 
the State: Provided, furthcr, That the physician to be employed shall 
be a graduate of a regular, reputable medical college and skilled in 
hygienic and sanitary science; said physician shall be designated 
County Health Officer, and shall perform all such duties as may 
be imposed upon him by the Sanitary laws of the State; and shall 
discharge all the duties of County Physician; and that a trained 
public health nurse shall be employed who shall devote her whole 
time to public work in Fairfield County, and such other workers as. 
may be found necessary and desirable, to properly carry out a public 
health program: Provided, further, That as far as possible a medical 
inspection of all school children in Fairfield County shall be made 
by the physician in charge, and that all Trustees and principals shall 
give every assistance in carrying out the program: Provided, further, 
That this appropriation is contingent upon the full compliance with 
the provisions of this Section. 


§ 3. The Board of County Commissioners are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to borrow the sum of Forty Thousand 
($40,000.00) Dollars for ordinary County purposes, and for road 
work for the year 1927, at the lowest rate of interest obtainable, and 
are also authorized and empowered to pledge the ordinary County 
levy, for the year 1927, as security therefor. The said board is. 
further authorized to pledge the levy herein provided for maintenance 
of the county chaingang as security for a loan sufficient to maintain 
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said chaingang for the current year: Provided, That if the failure 
to collect taxes or other unforeseen exigencies should render it neces- 
sary, the amount of the loans above authorized may be increased to 
the amount of the levy, but in no case shall the Board exceed the levy 
by contract, expenditures or otherwise. The full faith and credit of 
the County is pledged for the payment of the loans herein authorized. 


§ 4. That in the negotiation of the said loans provided for 
in Section 3, and in order to obtain the lowest possible rate of in- 
terest thereon, the County Supervisor and all other County officials 
are hereby authorized and directed to give to the bank making the 
said loans the exclusive right to the deposit of all County and 
public funds: Provided, Such bank shall be required to give adequate 
security for such deposits. 


§ 5. That upon the delivery by the County Treasurer to the 
Sheriff of exccutions against delinquent taxpayers, the Sheriff shall 
immediately levy the said executions upon any property of the 
delinquent taxpayer, and shall cause the same to be advertised and 
sold as provided by law for the satisfaction of the said executions, 
and he shall within three months from the date when said execu- 
tions are delivered to him make settlement with, and pay over to 
the County Treasurer all moneys collected by him thereon, and he 
shall at the time deliver to the Treasurer such executions as he 
may have returned nulla bona a list of which shall be published by 
the Treasurer as in the next Section is provided. 


§ 6. That all executions for delinquent taxes, which have here- - 
tofore been delivered by the County Treasurer to the Sheriff and 
which are now in the hands of the Sheriff for collection, shall be 
immediately levied by him upon any property of the delinquent tax- 
payer which can be found, and upon such as are found to be un- 
collectible, he shall within sixty (60) days after the approval of 
this Act make his nulla bona returns, and deliver the same back to 
the County Treasurer who shall thereupon cause a list of same to 
be published in one issue of some newspaper circulating in Fairfield 
County or in lieu of such publication in the newspaper, he shall 
publish a list of said delinquents and the amounts due by them 
respectively for taxes, by posting the same in typewritten form on 
the Court House door. The reasonable legal charges for the publica- 
tion of said list not exceeding Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars, if pub- 
lished in some newspaper shall be paid by warrant drawn by the 
County Board upon any funds not otherwise appropriated. 
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§ 7. That all warrants drawn on County funds shall specify on 
what funds they are drawn and no warrant shall be drawn on any 
fund otherwise than as specified in this Act, except by consent of 
the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 8. If, owing to the non-payment of taxes, caused by exten- 
sion of time for payment of taxes, or otherwise, there shall not 
be sufficient funds available for the full payment of the notes 
executed by the County Board to secure the loans for the year 
1927, then in that case, the County Board is authorized to renew 
such note or notes for any balance or balances which may be due 
and unpaid, and for such time as funds may become available for 
the payment of the same. 


§ 9. That the commutation tax shall be expended on the County 
roads in the manner now provided by law. 


§ 10. That in the event a tax collector shall be appoimted by 
the authority of any other Acts of the Legislature, then the duties 
imposed upon the Sheriff by Sections five and six of this Act shall 
be devolved upon said tax collector. 


§ 11. Any surplus remaining over from collection of taxes of 
previous years shall be used toward meeting the appropriation for 
the current year, and in case there should be sufficient surplus the 
Auditor may proportionately reduce the levy herein provided for. 


§ 12. The Board of:County Commissioners shall make no ex- 
penditures or incur any liability therefor on account of the conduct- 
ing of any farming operations on the Poor House Farm, but may 
rent the same out without expense to the County. 


§ 13. The Superintendent of the County Chaingang shall not 
in any event exceed the amcunts herein provided for the mainten- 
ance of the County Chaingang, except upon written authority from 
the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 14. The Contingent Fund herein provided for being for the 
purpose of supplementing such other appropriations as may be neces- 
sary, the same shall not be expended without the consent of a major- 
ity of the Legislative Delegation. 


§ 15. The Superintendent of Education shall devote six days. 
out of the week to the duties of his office. 
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§ 16. The County Superintendent, or Board of County Com- 
missioners, is hereby authorized to pay the sum of Three Hundred 
($300.00) Dollars for the employ of clerical help for the purpose of 
keeping the account books for the said County Chaingang, said sum 
to be charged against expenditures of said chaingang, so that the cost 
thereof may be separate and distinguished from other expenditures ; 
and said Board is further authorized to pay to the Superintendent 
of said County Chaingang a monthly salary of One Hundred and 
Twenty-five ($125.00) Dollars, effective April 1, 1927. 


§ 17. In the event the County Superintendent or Board of 
County Commissioners shall deem it advisable, said Superintendent 
or Board of Commissicners are hereby authorized to abolish one 
of the road working gangs and in lieu thereof shall be authorized 
to purchase modern road working machinery, paying one-half of 
the cost of said machinery out of the appropriation of Five Thou- 
sand ($5,000.00) Dollars made for the upkeep of said gang, and 
use the balance of said appropriation for the purpose of maintaining 
said machinery for the current year and said Superintendent or Board 
is further authorized to execute and deliver a, note for the balance 
of the purchase price of said machinery, payable one year after 
the date therecf with interest thereon at a rate of interest not ex- 
ceeding six per cent, in making such purchase said Superintendent 
or Board shall not exceed the sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) 
Dollars in the purchase of said machinery and maintenance thereof 
for the balance of the year 1927. 


§ 18. That for the year 1927 the County Auditor shall not levy 
the special two mill tax provided for under an Act of the General 
Assembly approved the 24th day of February, 1921, entitled “An Act 
to Abolish the County Chaingang in Fairfield County.” 


§ 19. ‘That upon unanimous consent of the County Delegation, 
said Delegation may direct the Auditor to levy an additional one 
mill tax upon all of the taxable property in Fairfield County, if same 
should become necessary for County purposes, and, or in the event, 
said Delegation can secure the co-operation of the Federal and State 
Government in establishing a Farm Marketing Bureau. 


§ 20. In the event any appropriation herein made shall be more 
than is actually necessary, or in case the ordinary levy shall produce

They are hereby also authorized, empowered and di- 
rected to contract with such public accountant or accountants as they 
may deem competent and qualified, at such salary or compensation 
as they may fix, the same to be paid out of the funds herein appropri- 
ated for miscellaneous contingent. 
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§ 3. That the Miscellaneous Contingent Fund provided for 
in this Act shall not be expended except with the written consent of 
a majority of the County Delegation. 


§ 4. The County Commissioners of Georgetown County are 
hereby authorized and empowered, and hereby constituted, the only 
officers to borrow any money needed to defray expenses of said 
County Government, and to execute a note or notes to secure such 
loan or loans, and are authorized and empowered to pledge the taxes 
to be collected for the year to pay said note or notes. The said of- 
ficials are to obtain as low a rate of interest as they are able to se- 
cure. All notes given by the County Board of Commissioners shall 
be signed by the Chairman and countersigned by the Clerk of said 
Board: Provided, That no loan shall be negotiated or made as 
herein authorized without the written consent of a majority of the 
legislative delegation: Provided, That nothing contained herein 
shall be construed as in any manner affecting or restricting the provi- 
sions of an Act passed at the 1927 session of General Assembly, 
said Act being Clerk of Senate No. 249—signed by the Governor on 
March 14, 1927. 


§ 5. The Board of County Commissioners shall employ a 
janitor for the Court House and shall fix his duties. The said 
janitor shall hold his position and work under the direction of said 
Board. 


§ 6. The County Farm Demonstration Agent, County Home 
Demonstration Agent and County Nurse shall each file on the last 
day of each month, in the office of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, a full report of his or her actions and doings as such county 
agents, and no pay warrant shall be issued to them, or either of them, 
before the filing of such report as herein provided. 


§ 7. That all fees, fines and moneys not otherwise provided 
shall go into the Ordinary County Fund. 


§ 8. That all county officers herein specified, together with the 
County Game Warden, shall make a complete report of all fees, 
fines and moneys received and disbursed by each officer to the delega- 
tion in the General Assembly from Georgetown County for the year 
ending December 31, 1927: Provided, That these reports shall be 
furnished not later than January 10, 1928, and without further 
notice. Said reports shall be considered public information to be 
used for the best interest of the County. 
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§ 9. The County Commissioners of the said County are hereby 
authorized, empowered and directed to assign to the County officers: 
the quarters to be used by them in the Court House or other build- 
ings. 


§ 10. The Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners 
and the Clerk of the said Commissioners shall furnish to each mem- 
ber of the County Delegation of Georgetown County a statement of, 
all acts and doings of the Board of Commissioners up to and in- 
cluding the 31st day of December, 1927, giving a full detailed state- 
ment of the appropriation of each separate item and how and to 
whom paid, together with an estimation of what the Board will re- 
quire for the succeeding year: Provided, That these reports shall be 
furnished not later than January 10th of each year and without 
further notice. ; 


§ 11. The amounts herein appropriated for Deputy Sheriff, 
Deputy Clerk, Health Unit, Home Demonstrator and Farm Demon-. 
strator shall be paid in monthly payments. 


§ 12. The amount herein appropriated for roads, bridges and’ 
ferries in the aggregate amount shall include the road tax and the 
two (2¢) cent gasoline tax, except so much of the two (2¢) cent 
gasoline tax as is especially provided for in this Act. 


§ 13. The Clerk of the County Commission of Georgetown 
County shall at the end of each month render to each member of 
the County Delegation of Georgetown a statement of all warrants 
issued during the previous month, to whom paid, and the amount 
of each warrant, and a copy shall also be posted on the Court House 
and a copy furnished to each newspaper if they desire to eHeuel: 
same free of cost. 


§ 14. All executions for nonpayment of poll and road tax in 
Georgetown County shall be turned over by the Treasurer to the 
Sheriff, and the Sheriff shall collect same. For such services he 
shall receive a fee of One ($1.00) Dollar on every execution col- 
lected, together with the usual mileage, all of which shall be collected 
from the delinquent taxpayer. The Sheriff shall swear out a war- 
rant for all delinquents who refuse or neglect to pay the taxes for 
which he may have executions. 


§ 15. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

The County Auditor is hereby directed to levy an additional one 
(1) mill levy upon all the taxable property within Greenville County, 
to be collected by the same officers and in the same manner as other 
State, County and School taxes are now collected, the proceeds of 
this tax to be used for the payment of non-residential tuition to cer- 
tain schools in said County, as provided for in the 6-0-1 School Law, 
and to provide County Building Aid to the various School Districts, 
to be allotted by the County Board of Education in accordance with 
the provisions contained in the Statutes at large of South Carolina. 

That the subdivisions under any item of this Act may be diverted 
by the Supervisor with the consent of the Supervising Auditor and 
a majority of the County Delegation, to any other subdivision under 
the same item where it is necessary to meet a deficiency in such sub- 
division, that the appropriation of any one item shall not be affected: 
Provided, however, That Sections b and c of Item 1, and all sections 
of Item 3 shall be excepted from the provisions hereof. 

That all able-bodied male persons between the ages of 21 and 50 
years, both inclusive, in the County: of Greenville, during the year 
1927, shall pay a commutation road tax of $2.00 subject to the 
exemptions, provisions and penalties prescribed in Act No. 146, 
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approved February 27, 1917, and payable at the same time other 
taxes are payable. 

The Clerk of Court is hereby charged with the entire custody and 
control of the Court House Building and all appurtenances thereto ; 
he is authorized and directed to allow to the Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court residing in the City of Greenville, the use of such 
office room as may not be needed for the use of the County as a 
matter of public convenience. 

It és especially provided herein that out of Item 4, there shall not 
be paid exceeding two (2) bailiffs and one (1) Court Crier at any 
term of the Common Please Court of General Sessions, not exceeding 
one (1) bailiff and (1) Court Crier for any term of the Greenville 
County Court, and it is provided further, that the jury child shall be 
paid from this item; and further that the Court Crier shall act as 
bailiff when not otherwise engaged. 

The appropriations herein provided for shall not in any case be 
exceeded and any contracts which may be made and which will in 
any manner provide for the expenditure of funds in excess of those 
provided for herein shall not be binding upon Greenville County, and 
it is specifically provided that any person selling supplies to the 
County is charged to ascertain in advance, as to whether or not the 
proceeds in the County for that purpose have been exhausted.

The Sheriff, Deputy Sheriffs and all other peace officers except 
Magistrates and Constables, shall turn into the County Treasurer all 
federal fees paid to them for attendance upon Federal Courts, and 
it shall be the duty of said officers to apprehend escaped convicts and 
no reward shall be allowed on account thereof. 

The appropriation in Item 3, subdivision c, Charity Patients in 
Hospital, $15,000.00, shall be expended by the Charities and Correc- 
tions Commission of Greenville County for charity patients in the 
Greenville City Hospitals, and shall be paid out on the approval of 
the Commission. The Commission is authorized to commit charity 
patients to the said Greenville City Hospital and the Commission is 
hereby charged to notify the said Hospital when the fund is ex- 
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hausted and any patient remaining after receiving notice will be at 
the expense of the hospital or the patient’s family. The salary of the 
Charities and Corrections Commission shall be $500.00 per annum 
and that of the chairman, $200.00 per annum, both of said items to 
be paid out of Item 10.

§ 2. That all sums of money recovered by the County in the 
suit of the County against R. A. Ellison, Treasurer, shall be used by 
the County Board of Commissioners for the purpose of protecting 
the equity of the County in property which the said R. A. Ellison 
may own and for such County purposes and County Highway pur- 
poses as the Delegation or a majority thereof may hereafter designate 
in writing to the County Board of Commissioners. 
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§ 3. That all amounts not necessary for the maintenance of 
County Highways derived from the three mills maintenance tax levy 
and all surplus from the gas tax, after paying interest on the paving 
bonds, is hereby appropriated for the purpose of finishing the road 
from Coronaca to Cokesbury and the construction of the road from 
Callison to Bradley.

service to keep roads in good condition in all parts of the County as 
outlined above just as far as it is possible to do so economically. 


§ 4. A levy of two (2) mills is hereby made on all taxable 
property in School District No. 18, in Greenwood County, to be 
paid to the Trustees of the Greenwood High School, and to be used 
for paying, for the Greenwood High School Building. This levy is 
made on account of funds lost in the failure of the Commercial 
Bank.

§ 7.° The Clerk of the County Board is hereby authorized and 
required to publish quarterly a statement of all expenditures by Su- 
pervisor and the Commissioners and he is hereby authorized and 
required to publish the amount of each appropriation quarterly -that 
has not been spent and on the failure of the Clerk to publish as 
herein required his salary shall be reduced from Three Hundred 
($300.00) Dollars to One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars.

AN ACT to Provide for the Levy of Taxes for Ordinary 
County and Road Purposes, and for School Purposes, 
for the Year 1926-27, and to Provide for the Expendi- 
ture Thereof in the County of Lancaster. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That a tax is hereby levied on all of the 
taxable property of Lancaster County for county, road afd school 
purposes for the fiscal year commencing January 1st, 1927, for the 
amounts and for the purposes hereinafter stated, that is to say: 


Item 1. For Ordinary County Purposes, four and one-half mills 
(4%4) : for interest on Cheraw and Chester railroad bonds 
and for sinking fund, One-half mill: for Roads and Bridges, 
six mills: for past indebtedness, two mills. For paying in- 
terest on money to be borrowed for current expenses, One- 
half mill: Provided, That any surplus from said interest re- 
quirements shall go to the Ordinary County fund; for in- 
terest on bonds issued in 1915 for past indebtedness and for 
Sinking Fund for same, three-fourths mill; for paying in- 
terest on permanent bridge bonds issued under Acts of 1924 
two and one-half mills; for County aid on school building 
fund one-half mill; for repayment of Sinking Fund used 
on Court House and office building one-half mill; for re- 
payment of money borrowed to furnish office building and 
Court House one-half mill. For the payment of interest, 
and to create Sinking Fund for the bonds issued in aid of the 
Charleston, Cincinnati & Chicago Railroad, the following lev- 
ies are hereby made; in Pleasant Hill Township one-half 
mill; in Gills Creek Township three-fourths mill and in Cane 
Creek Township one mill. The County Board of Commission- 
ers are hereby authorized to use all funds to purchase and 
retire bonds of said township. Treasurer of said County is 
hereby required to keep all funds in his hands for the retire- 
ment of township, county and school bonds, on deposits with 
some reliable bank or banks of Lancaster County at inter- 
est.

§ 4. That the County Superintendent is hereby authorized and 
empowered to borrow not exceeding ninety per cent of taxes for 
school purposes estimated for the year 1927, for the purposes of 
paying salaries of teachers and other school purposes, to pledge a 
tax levy for school purposes for the year 1927, for the payment: of 
same.

§ 3. Provided, That the County Commissioners be, and are 
hereby, authorized to borrow by sealed competitive bids, after written 
notice to all banks in Marion County, an amount not exceeding the

There is hereby levied on all the taxable property of Marlboro 
County one mill to provide funds to pay the the appropriations in this 
Section: Provided, That any surplus shall be prorated to school dis- 
tricts that have their funds tied up in the Peoples National Bank. 


§ 2. The appropriations made in this Act are intended to be 
the maximum amounts to be expended for the purposes specified. 
The Board of County Highway Commissioners and all other officers 
of Marlboro County are requested and directed to be economical in 
the expenditure of all public funds, and to keep expenses below the 
appropriations when practicable and consistent with public require- 
ments, In no case shall the expenditure exceed the appropriation for 
any purposes: Provided, That the Contingent Fund may be used to 
pay necessary expenses for which no appropriation is made, and for 
unavoidable expenses in excess of the appropriation for any pur- 
pose. In no case shall more than ten per cent of the Contingent 
Fund be used for any purposes. The Supervisor, County Highway 
Commissioners and County Treasurer shall be liable, in proportion 
to the salaries which they receive, for any funds paid out in excess 
of the appropriations provided in this Act. No officer, agent or em- 
ployee of Marlboro County shall contract any debt for any purpose 
in excess of the appropriation for that specific purpose or for any pur- 
pose for which no specific appropriation is made, without authority 
from the Board of County Highway Commissicners, any such officer, 
agent or employee shall be personally liable for any such debt con- 
tracted. 
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§ 3. The Board of County Highway Commissioners and 
Treasurer .of Marlboro County are hereby authorized to borrow 
such sum of money as may be necessary to pay and retire any notes 
that may be outstanding. The said Board and Treasurer are also au- 
thorized and empowered to obtain new loans in anticipation of the 
collection of taxes for the year 1927 for the purpose of carrying on 
the business of the County during the year of 1927, and may pledge 
the 1927 taxes for payment of said loan or loans: Provided, The 
total amount of money borrowed in anticipation of, and to be paid 
out of, the 1927, taxes shall not exceed $70,000.00. Before ne-

§ 2. In addition to the amounts hereinabove appropriated, all 
sums returned to the County from the State gasoline tax (estimated 
for the year 1927 at $7,000.00) shall be expended for the construction 
and maintenance of roads not in the State Highway System; except 
such of said funds as may be pledged to the Highway Department 
on reimbursement contracts. 
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§ 3. In anticipation of the collection of taxes for the fiscal 
year 1927, the County Board of Commissioners and Treasurer of 
McCormick County are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow 
on note or notes executed in the name of McCormick County by 
the Supervisor and Treasurer thereof whatever sum or sums of 
money may be necessary to meet the expenditures above provided 
for, and to pledge as security for the same the County taxes for the 
said year. The said County Board of Commissioners and Treasurer 
shall borrow the said sums at the best rate of interest obtainable 
and from any available source. The South Carolina Sinking Fund 
Commission, if it have funds available for such purposes, may make 
the aforesaid loan to McCormick County upon such terms as may 
be agreed upon between the said Commission and the Board of 
County Commissioners of said County. The amount borrowed 
shall not in any event exceed the revenues to be received from the 
taxes and other sources for the year 1927.

§ 10. That the County Board of County Commissioners are 
hereby declared to be the financial agents of McCormick County and 
when any officer of the County desires new equipment, or supplies, 
or replacement or extraordinary service in connection with his 
office, he shall file his request in writing, with said Board of Com- 
missioners and obtain the consent of a majority of said Board be- 
fore ordering the purchase of new equipment, or supplies, or re- 
placement, or extraordinary service, and no officer of the county 
shall have any authority to make contracts of purchase or other

§ 2. The sum of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars is here- 
by appropriated for the purpose of erecting a building and installing 
a public toilet and lavatories in the City of Newberry: Provided, 
This amount shall not be available unless and until the City of New- 
berry shall provide a suitable lot and supplement this appropriation 
with a sufficient amount to erect a building and install the necessary 
furnishings and fixtures to carry out the purposes of this Act at a 
total cost of not less than Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, and 
the City of Newberry to furnish janitor services for same. 


§ 3. The sum of Five Hundred Eighty-five ($585.00) Dollars, 
if so much be necessary, is hereby appropriated for the year 1927, 
out of the road and bridge fund for one-half of the cost of a ferry- 
man at Strothers, Shelton and Blairs, to be paid out of the appropria- 
tion for roads, bridges and ferries, and the other one-half of the 
cost thereof to be paid by Fairfield County in accordance with an 
agreement between the Delegation of Newberry and Fairfield Coun- 
ties. 
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§ 4. The sum of Four Hundred and Twenty ($420.00) Dollars, 
if so much be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of the road and 
bridge fund for ferryman at Holly’s Ferry for the year of 1927. 


§ 5. The sum of Two Hundred and Forty ($240.00) Dollars, 
if so much be necessary, is hereby appropriattd out of the road and 
bridge fund for the establishment, maintenance and operation of a 
ferry across Broad River at or near Peak, for the year 1927: Pro- 
vided, however, That a like sum for such purpose is furnished by 
Fairfield County. , 


§ 6. The sum of Seven and 30/100 ($7.50) Dollars, if so much 
be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of road and bridge fund 
for the maintenance and operation of the ferry at Old Town across 
Saluda River for the month of January, 1927: Provided, however, 
That a like sum for such purpose is furnished by Saluda County. 


§ 7. Every three months the Highway Commission shall adver- 
tise for at least two issues in one or more of the newspapers pub- 
lished in the Town of Newberry for bids, based on delivery at the 
Court House, unless otherwise specified, for all implements and sup- 
plies of whatever kind which may be needed for the County, and each 
and every office thereof, including supplies, equipment and all pur- 
chases whatever for the Commissioners, Sheriff, Clerk of Court, 
Treasurer, Auditor, Judge of Probate, Magistrates, for the poor- 
house, chaingang, road and bridges and for every other purpose, 
which advertisement shall set forth the articles and approximately 
the amount thereof to be purchased and the contract of purchase 
shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder for a period of 
three months: Provided, however, In case of emergency, the High- 
way Commission may make purchase for the County where the cost 
thereof does not exceed Fifty ($50.00) Dollars, and for such purpose 
a majority of the Highway Commission shall certify on the claim 
therefor the necessity thereof: And, Provided, further, In case of - 
emergency an advertisement as hereinabove provided may be inserted 
at any time, but all contracts for the purchase of supplies shall be 
in accordance with the provisions of this Section and no bill, account 
or claim of any kind whatsoever against the County shall be paid 
unless previously contracted for by such competition, or by the High- 
way Commission in case of certified emergency. No supplies shall 
be bought or expenses incurred by any county officer or employee 
except by the consent of the Highway Commission unless otherwise 
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provided by law. The Highway Commission shall have the right 
to reject any and all bids. 


§ 8. The County Highway Commission is hereby authorized to 
allow the Sheriff seventy (70) cents per diem for dieting of prisoners 
when the number of persons for any one day does not exceed fifteen; 
but when the number per day exceeds fifteen, then there shall be 
allowed for dieting the sum of only sixty (60) cents per day for 
each prisoner above the number of fifteen. 


§ 9. That the Sheriff may, in his discretion, appoint a jailor 
at a salary within his discretion, but not to exceed Ninety ($90.00) 
Dollars per month and uniform; the said Jailor may be vested by 
the Sheriff with the power to make arrests now possessed by Special 
Deputy Sheriff, to be exercised under the discretion of the Sheriff 
and also to appoint a Special Deputy Sheriff to be known as a Motor- 
cycle Officer who shall be paid a salary of One Hundred Fifty 
($150.00) Dollars per month, which salary shall include all expenses 
for the operation and maintenance of his motorcycle. 


§ 10. That no salary provided for Special Deputy Sheriff shall 
be continued, if the Grand Jury of said county finds it necessary in 
the discharge of the duty imposed upon them by law, to present said 
officer for failure to discharge the duties imposed upon them by Jaw, 
unless and except in the event that the Court fails to act upon such 
presentment of the Grand Jury, after investigation, the Legislative 
Delegation, by a majority vote, may pass a Resolution continuing the 
payment of said salaries, if in their judgment, the Grand Jury was 
misinformed or mistaken as to the facts set out in the presentment: 
Provided, That if a majority of the Legislative Delegation from said 
county reach the conclusion that said Special Deputy Sheriffs have 
been remiss in their duties, and the good order of the county requires 
their discontinuance, then, in that event, a majority of said Legisla- 
tive Delegation may direct the Sheriff to appoint other Special Deputy 
Sheriffs in their stead who shall be subject to the same laws, regula- 
tions and provisions as set out above. 


§ 11. The Head Bailiff of the Court, and the Court Crier, each 
shall receive Five ($5.00) Dollars per day and other Bailiffs Three 
($3.00) Dollars per day for each day’s service for the fiscal year 
1927. 
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§ 12. The Sheriff and Special Deputies to Sheriffs shall be 
allowed railroad fare, bus fare, and automobile expense if necessary 
and actual expenses while traveling without the County in the dis- 
charge of their official duties. 


§ 13. The Sheriff shall receive ten (10) cents for entering 
each tax execution returned nulla bona, and ten (10) cents for each 
nulla bona return on tax executions. 


§ 14. A\ll salaries herein provided shall be for the fiscal year 
1927, and shall be paid monthly. 


§ 14-A. That the $1.25 collected for dog tax in Newberry 
County, shall go to the County Treasury to be used as ordinary 
County funds, and the Treasurer shall not receive any portion there- 
of, 


§ 15. The Probate Judge of Newberry County who is to dis- 
charge the duties of Master in and for the said County, shall receive 
as compensation for his service, both as Probate Judge and Master, 
such fees, charges, compensation, commissions and costs allowed to 
said Probate Judge and Master prior to the time when a salary for 
said Probate Judge in lieu of commissions, costs and fees was fixed 
by the General Assembly. The said Probate Judge is, and shall not 
be required to pay over to the County Treasurer any moneys re- 
ceived by him as fees, costs, charges and compensation for the year 
1927, but all such moneys shall be retained by him for his services. 
In the event that any such moneys have been paid over by the Pro- 
bate Judge to the County Treasurer, the same shall be refunded to 
the Probate Judge by the Treasurer. In addition to the fees and 
costs herein allowed to the said Probate Judge for his services, be- 
ginning January 1, 1926, the said Probate Judge shall be entitled 
to retain and hold one-half of the marriage license fees; the other 
half of said marriage license fees he is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to expend for the erection and construction of book racks 
and shelves in the office. The fee for marriage license in Newberry 
County shall be One and 50/100 ($1.50) Dollars. 


§ 16. The Highway Commission for Newberry County is here- 
by authorized, in its discretion, to use any money available for the 
construction, and maintenance of highways, to secure Federal Aid 
for the same purpose, and balance funds heretofore set apart to 
secure Federal Aid which have not been used for said purpose. All 
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of the funds used to secure Federal Aid shall be expended in the 
construction of such roads and bridges as may be agreed upon by the 
County Highway Commission and the State Highway Commission. 


§ 17. The Highway Commission of Newberry County is hereby 
vested with the power, in its discretion, to discontinue or abolish the 
chaingang. In the event the chaingang is discontinued or abolished, 
the convicts shall be sent to the State Penitentiary. 


§ 18. That all revenue and income accruing to the County of 
Newberry in 1927 from other sources than from the taxes herein pro- 
vided, shall be used for meeting the appropriations herein made, with 
the exception of the proceeds arising from the sale of C. N. and L. 
Bonds by the several townships. 


§ 19. That the County Auditor and the County Treasurer of 
Newberry County are hereby authorized, empowered, directed and 
required to levy upon all of the taxable property in the County of 
Newberry for the year beginning January 1, 1927, a sufficient tax 
" levy to raise a sufficient sum of money to pay any and all appropria- 
tions made herein, which said tax levy shall be applied exclusively 
to the appropriations herein made, for the county purposes and not 
otherwise. , 


§ 20. The revenue provided in and by the two preceding Sec- 
tions shall be applied ratably to the items of appropriations herein 
made. 


§ 21. The County Board of Education is authorized and 
directed to pay from the school fund of the county for the school 
year beginning January 1, 1927, the sum of not more than Fifteen 
Hundred ($1,500.00) Dollars to be paid out monthly on account of 
the salary and expenses of the Home Demonstration and Girls’ Club 
Work in Newberry County for the fiscal year 1927, the amount hav- 
ing been fixed by the Legislative Delegation of the County. The 
County Board of Education is authorized and empowered to borrow 
the amount necessary for the purpose herein stated, and to pledge 
as payment thereof the taxes for school purposes to be levied and 
collected for the year 1927. The County Board of Education shall 
have supervision of the said work and the Demonstrator shall report 
to the said Board as said Board shall require. 


§ 22. That in addition to the levy hereinbefore provided for 
a special tax of one and one-fourth (114) mills is hereby levied on 
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all taxable property in the County of Newberry for the fiscal year 
beginning January 1, 1927, the amount produced by said levy to be 
used exclusively for the maintenance and upkeep of the roads, 
bridges and ferries of said County. 


§ 23. In anticipaticn of the collection of County taxes for the 
fiscal year 1927, the County Treasurer and Chairman of the High- 
way Commission are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow 
from the Sinking Fund Commission, or elsewhere if it can be ob- 
tained at a cheaper rate of interest, for ‘ordinary County! purposes 
and road maintenance a sum not to exceed Eighty Thousand ($80,- 
000.00) Dollars, but in the event the said) sum of money, or part 
thereof, cannot be obtained from the Sinking Fund Commission, 
then, in that event, the said County Treasurer and Chairman of the 
Highway Commission are hereby authorized and empowered to 
borrow from other sources an amount not exceeding that already 
named at a rate of interest not exceeding six per cent. (6%) per 
annum, and shall give their official note or notes therefor. Said 
amount so borrowed shall be used respectively for current expenses 
and road maintenance purposes only for the fiscal year beginning 
January 1, 1927, in the same manner as the taxes herein authorized 
to be used. The tax levy for ordinary county purposes for the 
fiscal year 1927, and the special levy for road maintenance herein 
levied shall stand pledged for the payment of said note or notes. 
The above sum to include the sum of Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) 
Dollars authorized to be borrowed by an Act heretofore passed at 
this Session of the General Assembly. 


§ 24. A special levy of one (1) mill for the fiscal year beginning 
January 1, 1927, is hereby levied, and directed’ to be collected, on all 
the real and personal property of Newberry County returned for 
taxation for the exclusive purpose of assisting weak and needy 
schools and encouraging local community activity is bettering the 
said class of schools in said County and for building school houses 
and for furnishing the same therein; the money produced by said 
levy to be placed to the credit of the County Board of Education of 
the County and to be disbursed by said Board. It is expressly en- 
acted, however, that before any such fund shall be expended in any 
school district of the County, the Board of Education, shall have 
placed in its hands for the people of said school district, from volun- 
tary contributions, a sum equal to the amount to be expended by the 
Board ; and said Board shall have satisfactory evidence that at least 
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three-fourths (34) of the amount due in said school district for poll 
tax for the year 1926, and at least three-fourths (34) of the amount 
due in said school district for dog license for the year 1927 has been 
paid. The County Board of Education is directed to make a full 
and complete report of the moneys expended by it as provided herein 
to the Legislative Delegation of the County prior to the convening 
of the next General Assembly. The County Board of Education is 
authorized, empowered and directed to borrow from time to time 
such amount or amounts as shall be deemed necessary by said Board 
to carry out the purposes and provisions herein made, and to execute 
their note or notes for such loans, and the interest thereon, and to 
pledge as security for such loan or loans the levy herein made: Pro- 
‘vided, That the total amount of said loans shall not exceed the 
amount of taxes to be realized from said levy, that the interest to be 
paid shall not exceed seven per centum (7%) per annum, and that 
the County Treasurer shall approve any loan made hereunder. The 
levy provided for in this Section may be increased for the purposes 
herein set forth, if the County Board of Education of Newberry 
County shall deem such increase to be necessary: Provided, That 
a majority of the Legislative Delegation of the County consent 
thereto in writing; and in the event such increase of the said levy 
shall be determined upon, it shall thereupon be the duty of the 
County Auditor of Newberry County after notice given him to do 
so by the County Board of Education, and the Legislative Delegation 
to enter such increased levy in the manner required by law, and it 
shall thereupon be the duty of the County Treasurer of Newberry 
County to make collections of such increased levy. 


§ 25. For the purpose of assisting in the enforcement of law 
and order in the Town of Whitmire and the vicinity thereof, which 
at present is impossible because the officers of Union County have no 
authority to go into Newberry County, and the officers of Newberry 
County have no authority to go into Union County in the discharge 
of their respective official duties, in the event the Governor of the 
State shall appoint and commission a State Constable, or officer of 
the State, to aid in the enforcement of law and order in the vicinity 
mentioned, and in the event the said officer has conferred upon him 
proper authority to enforce the law of the State in the two counties 
mentioned, which said Constable, or officer, is to be appointed upon 
the recommendation of the Senator. from Newberry County, the 
Highway Commission is hereby authorized, empowered and directed 
to pay out of the Miscellaneous Contingent fund the sum of not ex- 
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ceeding Eight Hundred Twenty-five ($825.00) Dollars, to help pay 
the salary and expenses of guch State Constable, or officer, so ap- 
pointed by the Governor, the amount to be paid for said purpose to 
be fixed by the Legislative Delegation of Newberry County, but not 
to exceed the sum herein appropriated, the said sum to be paid to 
the State Constable, or officer, in monthly installments: Provided, 
That payments shall be discontinued by said Highway Commission 
at any time when notice to said Commission to discontinue the same 
is given by a majority of the Legislative Delegation of Newberry 
County. The said officer is to perform the duties of Magistrates’ 
Constable for Whitmire, and shall receive the salary provided for 
such Constable, and in the event that the power and duties conferred 
upon him as a State Constable are taken from him by the Highway 
Commission as above provided, then such officer, or some other per- 
son named in his stead, shall continue to hold and discharge the duties 
of Magistrates’ Constable at Whitmire and receive only the salary 
provided therefor. , 


§ 26. That the Chairman of the Highway Commission and 
the County Treasurer of Newberry County be, and they are hereby, 
authorized and ‘empowered to borrow on the credit of Newberry 
County a sum not exceeding Eighteen Thousand ($18,000.00) Dol- 
lars to be used for the purpose of building and improving a road 
known as the Bush River Road. That the said Chairman of the 
Highway Commission and the County Treasurer are authorized to 
make and deliver their promissory note or notes for the amount of 
money herein authorized to be borrowed by them at a rate of interest 
not exceeding six per cent. (6%) per annum and discount, and power 
and authority is hereby given to said officers to pledge the credit of 
the County for the funds herein specifically mentioned for the pay- 
ment of the amounts of said notes and interest thereon, and said of- 
ficers are hereby authorized to renew from time to time said notes. 


§ 27. The Act of the Highway Commission and the County 
Treasurer of Newberry County in borrowing and expending the sum 
of Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars in hard-surfacing about 
one-half mile of road in the Town of Prosperity be, and the same is 
hereby, approved, ratified and confirmed ; that any and all obligations 
and renewals thereof executed, or to be executed, are hereby ratified 
and made legal in every respect, and authority is conferred upon the 
said officials for that purpose, and they are empowered to pledge the 
credit of the County to that end. That the reimbursement funds due 
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to Newberry County by the State Highway Commission under the 
Act commonly known as the “Pay-As-You-Go” Act shall first be 
applied to the payment of the loan herein authorized to be made, and 
if said amount is not sufficient to pay the note or notes and interest 
thereon as they mature, then the Auditor of Newberry County is 
hereby authorized to levy on all taxable property in Newberry County 
an amount sufficient to pay the balance due and interest on said loan. 


§ 28. The County Highway Commissicn is hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed to pay from the Miscellaneous Contingent 
fund, hereinbefore provided for, any and all claims against the 
County, payment of which is barred because of failure of the holders 
thereof to present the same heretofore in due time when it appears to 
said Commission that said claims are just and proper claims against 
the County: Provided, That the amount so used, as directed herein, 
shall not exceed the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars. 


§ 29. It shall be the duty of the County Highway Commission 
before letting or making any contract or contracts for permanent 
road building and permanent road improvement and the building of 
bridges and culverts for such permanent road building to advertise 
for at least once a week for two successive weeks in a newspaper 
published in Newberry County for bids for such road building and 
road improvement, which advertisement shall set forth approximately 
the quantity, class and grade of improvement to be done and shall 
state the road to be improved. 


§ 30. That the Chairman of the Highway Commission and the 
County Treasurer shall advertise in two issues of the County papers 
and one issue of a daily paper before placing any loan herein au- 
thorized, requesting bids for the interest on said loan or loans, and 
interest on said loan or loans shall not exceed six per cent. (6%) 
per annum. 


§ 31. That the County Treasurer is hereby authorized, directed 
and empowered to pay to the Carlile Courtenay Home the necessary 
maintenance charges for such children of Newberry County as mav 
be inmates of said Home, the same to be paid from the Miscellaneous 
Contingent fund of said County. 


§ 32. The Probate Judge shall receive as compensation, to be 
paid out of the pension fund allotted to Newberry County, for his 
services as Clerk for the Board of Honor, and for distributing the 
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said pension fund, ten (10) cents for each enrollment and ten (10) 
cents for each disbursement. 


§ 33. That the Chairman of the Highway Commission and the 
Treasurer of Newberry County be, and they are hereby, authorized 
to borrow on the credit of the County a sum not to exceed Eleven 
Thousand ($11,000.00) Dollars under reimbursement agreement 
with the State Highway Commission, the proceeds of which loan are 
to be used to straighten the Belfast and Vaughanville Road. The 
said Chairman of the Highway Commission and the County Treas- 
urer are authorized to make and deliver their promissory note or 
notes for said amount herein specified at a rate of interest not ex- 
ceeding six per cent. (6%) per annum, and to renew said note or 
notes from time to time as is necessary. 


§ 34. The chairman of the Highway Commission and_ the 
County Treasurer are authorized and directed to execute and deliver 
a renewal of the note for Twenty-one Thousand ($21,000.00) Dol- 
lars and interest, which was executed and became due during 1925; 
and if they have heretofore executed and delivered a renewal of the 
same, their act in so doing is hereby ratified, confirmed and declared 
legal. 


§ 34-A. That the County Auditor of Newberry County is here- 
by authorized and directed, upon the request of the County Superin- 
tendent of Education, to make a sufficient levy upon all the property 
of the County to insure the compliance of the County as a unit for 
the administration of the law providing for a seven months’ term, 
commonly known as the 6-0-1 school law. 


§ 34-B. For the purpose of assisting in the enforcement of 
law and order in the Town of Chappells and the vicinity thereof, 
which at present is impossible because the officers of Greenwood, 
Saluda and Laurens Counties have no authority to come into New- 
berry County, and the officers of Newberry County have no authority 
to go into Greenwood, Saluda and Laurens Counties in the discharge 
of their official duties, in the event the Governor shall appoint and 
commission a State Constable, or officer of the State, to aid in the 
enforcement of law and order in the vicinity mentioned, and in the 
event the said officer has conferred upon him proper authority to 
enforce the law of the State in the four counties mentioned, which 
said State Constable, or officer, is to be appointed upon the recom- 
mendation of the Senator from Newberry County, the Highway 
Commission is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to pay

appropriated, the said sum to be paid to the State Constable, or of-

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Orangeburg County Highway Com- 
mission shall apportion according to mileage of township roads of 
the respective townships to the various townships in the County, 
according to provisions of Act of 1921, the commutation tax col- 
lected in each township, and the sum of Eight Thousand ($8,000.00) 
Dollars to be used by the Township Commissioners in the County for 
the construction, maintenance and repair of township roads as de- 
fined in said Act of 1921: Provided, That any balance unexpended 
at the end of any fiscal year by any Township Commissioner will not 
revert to the general county fund, but be retained to the credit of 
such township and be used in such township the following year, for 
the purpose aforesaid.

Commission may purchase such material and supplies, goods, wares 
and merchandise as they may be in immediate need of at a private 
sale ; in such case it shall be so stated in the voucher.

AN ACT to Provide for a Levy of Taxes for Richland County 
for School and County Purposes for the Year 1927, 
and to Direct the Expenditure Thereof. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That there is hereby levied upon all taxable prop- 
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erty in the County of Richland, a tax, of seven (7) mills on the 
dollar, if so much be necessary, for ordinary County purposes, which, 
together with all further sums available for ordinary County pur- 
poses, shall be used for the payment of all items hereafter stated: 
Provided, That all salaries herein appropriated shall be paid in equal 
monthly installments, and the total of such other items than salaries 
shall be expended only if so much be necessary: Provided, However, 
That all contracts for implements and supplies of whatever kind be 
purchased under the terms of this Act only upon competitive bids 
each month after advertisement for at least one week previous 
to the letting of such contract in at least four issues of a daily 
paper published in Columbia, which advertisement shall set forth 
the article and the approximate amount or number thereof to be 
purchased, and the said contract of purchase shall be awarded to 
the lowest responsible bidder for the period of one month: Pro- 
vided, Further, That in case of emergency the Supervisor may pur- 
chase without competitive bids where the cost thereof does not ex- 
‘ceed One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars: Prozwded, Further, That no 
bill, account or claim against the County shall be paid unless con- 
tracted for by such competition or purchased by the Supervisor in 
the above mentioned cases of emergency, and unless the claim, be 
filed for audit within thirty days from the furnishing of the sup- 
plies, or in all cases within thirty days from the time a cause of ac- 
tion arises against the County. In addition to the above levy there 
is hereby levied on all taxable property in Richland County a tax 
of three (3) mills for school purposes, the proceeds from which to 
be divided between the City of Columbia and the County of Rich- 
land in proportions of sixty per centum to the City of Columbia, 
and forty per centum to the County of Richland.

The-money is to be used, if so much be necessa- 
ry, by the Columbia Hospital of Richland County for the treatment of 
charity patients, both white and colored, and for the purchase of 
medicine for charity patients, both white and colored.

The 
head of any office shall furnish the County Treasurer with a list of 
said employees in his office, designating whether they occupy the 
position of Deputy or Clerk, as well as the salary of the said Clerk 
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or Deputy is entitled to receive, and notify the County Treasurer of 
any change. 


§ 5-a. All funds now available or to become available by the 
liquidation of the Columbia Savings Bank and Trust Company, and

§ 2. That all fees, fines and moneys not otherwise provided for 
shall go into the ordinary County fund: Provided, That the County 
Commissioners shall pay to each of the men who operate the tractors 
and scrapes in their respective districts an amount not exceeding 
$65.00 each per month: Provided, further, That if in any district 
the two men who operate the tractors and scrapes do not give reason- 
ably good service, they, or either of them, may be dismissed by the 
County Board of Commissioners, upon the request or recommenda-

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scrapers provided for, and to pledge the taxes of 1927 and the com- 
mutation road tax for 1927 in payment thereof. 


§ 4. That the above accounts shall be kept separate and dis- 
tinct and expended only for the purposes for which appropriated: 
Provided, No bill or claim shall be approved or paid unless the same 
shall state fully, under oath, what it is for, giving the kind or quality, 
of the thing or commodity which it represents, in addition to the 
amount and time when furnished. Any note or contract made by

same. A notice shall be inserted in one or more local newspapers, 
‘or sent to the banks of the County for bids on said business for the 
“year: Provided, That the bank or banks receiving such deposits 
‘shall give a surety bond sufficient to save the County of Saluda 
harmless of any loss it may sustain, the amount of bond to be fixed 
by the Treasurer of said County. 


§ 7. That all County officers herein specified, together with the

§ 4. Any surplus which shall accrue to the County from the 
gasoline tax in excess of the sums provided for in Items 1, 16 and 
18 of Section 3 of this Act, shall be held by the County Treasurer 
as a separate road and bridge fund: Provided, That upon the written 
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approval of a majority of the York Delegation to the General As- 
sembly, filed with the County Treasurer, the said surplus or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, shall be used for roads and bridges 
not now in the State Highway System. 


§ 5. The Supervisor and County Commissioners are hereby re- 
quired to purchase all implements and supplies for the chaingang 
and County Home in such quantities and on such terms as will 
guarantee the lowest price and be most advantageous to the county 
and for this purpose the County Supervisor and County Commis- 
sioners, in their discretion, shall contract upon competitive bids 
each quarter, with the lowest responsible bidder for all implements 
and supplies for the chaingang and County Home, after advertise- 
ment for at least one (1) week in not more than four (4) news- 
papers published in the county previous to letting such contract: 
Provided, That the County Supervisor and County Commissioners 
shall have the right to reject any and all bids. The Supervisor and 
County Commissioners are hereby required to keep a book called 
“File Book of Claims,” and in it shall be entered all claims presented 
for payment. This book shall be kept so as to show (1) Claim 
‘Number, (2) Date of Filing, (3) To whom Claim belongs, (4) 
Nature and Amount of Claim, (5) Amount allowed and on what 
account. This book shall be open for inspection by the Grand Jury 
and the public, and it shall be the duty of the Supervisors within 
two (2) weeks after the first day of July and January, respectively, 
to publish one time in some newspaper which is published in the 
county, and which will give the largest publicity thereto, at a cost 
not exceeding sixty ($60.00) dollars, an itemized statement of all 
claims allowed during the preceding six (6) months, and it will 
be that which is done in strict conformity to the law governing 
same. 


§ 6. For ordinary County purposes the County Commissioners 
are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow a sum not ex- 
ceeding Sixty Thousand ($60,000.00) Dollars, if so much be neces- 
sary at a rate of interest not exceeding six per cent., and to pledge 
the ordinary County tax levy to secure same. 


§ 7. The County Treasurer is hereby authorized to transfer 
any unexpended balance of the several funds on hand at the end of 
the fiscal year 1926 and not otherwise appropriated to the fiscal year 
1927, and shall be paid out only on the written consent of a majority 
of the Delegation. 
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§ 8. The Legislative Delegation may in their judgment have 
the books of all the County officials audited and they are author- 
ized to pay for same out of any unexpended balances in the County 
Treasury. ; 


§ 9. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act Incorporating 
Piedmont and Northern Railway Company,” Approved 
the 24th Day of February, A. D. 1911. 


Whereas, A Concurrent Resolution was passed by a two-thirds 
vote of each House of the General Assembly, allowing the introduc- 
tion of this Bill, therefore, 


Section 1. Act (1911, XXVII Stats., 373), Amended— 
Powers of Piedmont and Northern Railway Co.—Capital 
Stock.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That an Act entitled “An Act Incorporating Pied- 
mont and Northern Railway Company,” approved the 24th day of 
February, A. D. 1911, known as Act No. 214 of the Acts and Joint 
Resolutions of the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina 
of 1911, be, and the same is hereby amended as follows: By strik- 
ing out Section 2 and inserting in lieu thereof the following to be 
known as Section 2: 


“Section 2. That the said railway company is authorized to con- 
struct, maintain and operate a line or lines of railway, with one or 
more tracks, to be operated by electricity or other motive power, 
beginning at some point on the North Carolina line, and extending 
thence into, across or through the following Counties: York, Chero- 
kee, Spartanburg, Greenville, Anderson, Abbeville and Greenwood, 
or any of them, and by or through the villages, towns, and cities 
situate in said counties, or any of them, and to the Georgia State 
line. That said railway company is further authorized to build, con- 
struct, maintain and operate its main line of railway and other 
lines of railway connecting therewith, into, across or through such 
other counties and to such other points, in this State, and into, 
across or through such other State or States as may be selected by 
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said corporation, and said company is authorized to construct and 
maintain such sidetracks, turnouts, switches, industrial tracks and 
such other operating appliances and structures as may be found con- 
venient. And for this purpose it shall have the right and power, 
from time to time to change the guage of its tracks and to cross 
roads, streets and highways, and to construct and maintain culverts, 
trestles and bridges over and across the streams and water sources 
in its route, providing that in crossing any navigable stream or 
water course, said corporation shall provide draw bridges for the 
convenience of boats navigating the same. And said corporation 
shall have the right to cross, at grade, over or under any other 
railroad or railway now constructed, or that may hereafter be con- 
structed, subject to the laws, rules and regulations with respect to 
same. And the said corporation shall have the right and power 
to erect and maintain such depots, stations, warehouses, elevators, 
compresses, wharves, docks, yards and terminals, and other neces- 
sary and convenient establishments and structures along or near 
its line of railway for the accommodation of passengers and freight, 
and shall be entitled to charge and collect reasonable compensation 
for storage, dockage, wharfage, lighterage, and all labor and service 
incident thereto, and that said corporation shall have the right and 
power, in connection with its railway, or otherwise, to own, operate, 
or make traffic arrangements, and agreements with one or more lines 
of steamboats, ferries, ferry boats, or other vessels for the trans- 
portation of passengers and freight, and may charge and collect 
reasonable fares and tools therefor; and it may construct, maintain, 
and operate along its right of way and extending into the villages, 
towns and cities through or near which it may pass, lines of railway, 
telephone, telegraph and electric power transmission, with all suit- 
able poles, towers, fastenings and appliances therefor, and shall be 
entitled to charge and collect reasonable fares or tolls for all mes- 
sages and for furnished: Provided, however, That said corporation 
shall nct be entitled to extend said lines along the streets of any 
village, town or city of this State without first securing the consent 
of the municipal authorities.” 

Amend further by striking out the period at the end of Section 6 
and inserting in lieu thereof a semicolon, and adding after said semi- 
colon the following: “and may be exercised in any other State to 
the extent and in the manner prescribed by the law of such State,” 
so that said Section when so amended, shall read as follows: 

“Section 6. Said Corporation shall have the right to enter upon 
the lands of other persons or corporations for the purpose of mak- 
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ing surveys, laying out and locating the route or routes for its 
railways, street railways, power transmission, telephone or tele- 
graph lines and for its various structures, and shall have the right to 
condemn lands for its depots, stations, warehouses, terminals, yards 
and structures, and rights of way for its lines of railways, street 
railway, power transmission, telephone and telegraph, of such width 
as may be determined upon by said railway company, not exceeding 
one hundred feet on either side of the center; with the right, how- 
ever, to protect the said railway and line or lines of wires from trees 
situate on and near said right of way. The power of condemnation 
thus vested in said corporation shall be exercised in the same man- 
ner and to the same extent as prescribed by the statutes of this 
State, and particularly by Article IX of Chapter L, of the Civil Code 
of South Carolina and the Acts amendatory and supplemental there- 
to; and may be exercised in any other State to the extent and in 
the manner prescibed by the laws of such State.” 

' Amen further by striking out Section 9 and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following to be known as Section 9: 

“Section 9. That the amount of the total authorized capital stock 
of the corporation shall be two hundred thousand (200,000) shares 
and may be issued from time to time in such number of common 
and preferred shares, or of either, with the preferred shares having 
such nominal or par value, or without any nominal or par value, 
and divided into such classes and having such preferences, powers, 
conditions and limitations attached thereto, all as may from time to 
time be recommended by the Board of Directors and approved by 
at least two-thirds (2/3) in amount of each class of the stockholders 
of the corporation having voting power at a meeting of said stock- 
holders duly called for that purpose; that the common shares of 
said capital stock shall include the common shares now outstanding 
and shall have no nominal or par value; that both the common and 
preferred shares of said capital stock may be disposed of by the 
Board of Directors from time to-time and in each amounts 
and for such consideration and upon such terms and conditions as 
the Board of Directors may deem advisable; and that whenever 
the issued capital stock of the corporation is increased by the is- 
suance of additional capital stock for cash the common stockholders 
of record shall be given the preference of taking such increase in 
proportion to the amount of stock owned by them as such ownership 
may appear from the records of the corporation: Provided, That 
said corporation may from time to time, and as often as may be 
deemed advisable, increase its authorized capital stock or amend its 
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charter in other particulars in the manner and form prescribed by 
the General Statutes of the State of South Carolina and all amend- 
ments and Acts supplemental thereto upon the payment to the State 
of the fees prescribed by law.” 


§ 2. That this Act shall be held and deemed to be a public Act 
and shall go into effect immediately upon its approval by the 
Governor.

Governor of South Carolina to Receive as Trustee and 
Disburse Certain Funds to the National Guard of South 
Carolina Which are now in Possession of the Secretary 
of War of the United States. 


Whereas, It has been duly made known to the proper authorities 
of this State, that the Secretary of War of the United States has, 
in his possession, as trustee, certain moneys known as “other funds” 
which had been collected for their own use and benefit by certain 
National Guard organizations that were broken up as units for or as 
the result of service in the World War, and have not been recon- 
stituted ; and 


Whereas, It further appears that the Secretary of War, as trustee, 
desires to turn over to a substitute trustee, duly authorized by this 
State, such portion of the said funds as equitably belongs to the 
National Guard of this State, now, therefore, 


Section 1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Governor is hereby authorized to re- 
ceive stich funds as trustee, and to distribute them upon the advice 
of the Adjutant General of the State of South Carolina, for the 
benefit of the National Guard of the State of South Carolina, in 
such manner as their judgment shall dictate. 


§ 2. This Resolution shall go into effect immediately upon its. 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for Borrowing Money to Meet Certain 
Obligations of the State and for the Payment of Cer- 
tain Salaries, Wages and Expenses Due Officers and. 
Employees of the State. 


Section 1. State Finance Committee may Borrow—Notes 
—Security.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the State Finance Committee be, and they 
are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to borrow on the 
credit of the State at a rate of interest not to exceed the legal rate, 
so much money as they may deem necessary to repay any indebted- 
ness of the State which may become due on or before April 13, 1927, 
and to provide sufficient funds to carry out the provisions of this 
Act. The said Finance Committee are further authorized and em- 
powered to issue notes or other obligations of the State for the money 
so borrowed, and to pledge as security for the repayment of said 
notes or obligations any revenue or income of the State to be collected 
or collectible during the year 1927, and to pledge the full faith and 
credit of the State for the same. 


§ 2. State Treasurer to Pay Salaries, Etc.—-That the State 
Treasurer is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to pay the 
salaries, wages, and allowances of all officers and employees of the 
State, all County Auditors and Treasurers for the month of March 
1927, and all travel expenses due any officer or employee for the 
fiscal year 1927, up and until April 1, 1927, the pay and mileage of 
all members of the General Assembly for the Session of 1927 and 
the salaries and wages of all clerks and attaches of the General As- 
sembly for the Session of 1927 up to and including the 31st day of 
March, 1927, the said salaries and wages to be paid upon warrants 
of the Comptroller General, and the Comptroller General is hereby 
authorized and directed to issue such warrants. The payment of the 
salaries and wages herein provided shall be made on the basis of the 
1926 Appropriation Act. 


§ 3. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
be, and the same are, hereby repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Section 1. State Penitentiary to Borrow.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Board 
of Directors and the Superintendent of the State Penitentiary be, 
and they are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow the sum 
of Eight-five Thousand ($85,000.00) Dollars, if so much be neces- 
sary, at a rate of interest not to exceed six (6%) per cent. per 
annum for the purpose of permanent improvements by them at the 
present Penitentiary plant in the City of Columbia. 


§ 2. Notes.—That the loan shall be secured by note or notes 
to be executed by the Board of Duecors: and the Superintendent of 
the State Penitentiary. 


§ 3. Security.—That in order to provide for the payment of 
the loan with interest, the Board of Directors and Superintendent 
of the State Penitentiary are authorized and empowered to pledge a 
sufficient amount of the revenue accruing to the State Penitentiary 
from the sale of manufactured products and farm products, the 
returns of convict labor, or any and all revenue from any other 
source whatsoever, and the said Board of Directors and the Sup- 
erintendent are hereby authorized and directed to pay annually a 
sum equal to one-fourth (1/4) of the principal sum of the loan, 
plus all interest due until the loan is paid in full: Provided, That the 
first annual payment shall be made not later than one year from the 
date on which loan is made and ensuing annual payments on the 
same date thereafter.

Section 1. Appropriation for Statue of Wade Hampton 
—Condition.—That the sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars 
be, and the same is hereby, appropriated for the purpose of employing 
a sculptor to make a satisfactory life size statue of Wade Hampton 
to be placed in the Statuary Hall, Washington, D. C., the said sum 
of money to be available when a like sum of money shall be subscribed 
by citizens of South Carolina or other states. 


§ 2. Commission.—That a commission consisting of the 
Governor, the Secretary of the Historical Commission, the President 
of the United Daughters of the Confederacy of South Carolina, the 
Commander-in-Chief of the United Confederates Veterans of South 
Carolina and the State Superintendent of Education be, and the same 
are hereby created a Commission to solicit subscriptions and to carry 
out the provisions of this Resolution.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Provide for the Investigation of 
the South Carolina State Highway Department. 


Whereas, The Governor, in his Inaugural message, recommended 
an investigation of the State Highway Department; and 


Whereas, The South Carolina State Highway Commission, in re- 
gular monthly session held on the 19th day of January, 1927, 
unanimously requested a thorough investigation of the State High- 
way Department; Now, therefore, 


Section 1. Committee for Investigation of State High- 
way Department.—Be it resolved by the General Assembly of 
the State cf South Carolina: That a Committee be, and the same is, 
hereby created and authorized with full power and authority to con- 
duct a full and complete investigation of the South Carolina State 
Highway Department from its formation to date. 


§ 2. Appointment—Organization.—That the said Com- 
mittee shall be composed of five members, three of whom shall be 
appointed by the Governor, one by the President of the Senate from 
the membership of the Senate, and one by the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives from the membership of the House of Representa- 
tives. The said Committee, when appointed, shall elect a Chairman 
and Secretary. 


§ 3. Powers and Duties.—This Committee shall have access 
to all records of the State Highway Department, as well as those 
of any other Department or branch of the State Government. The 
said Committee shall also have power and authority to summons, 
subpoena and examine witnesses and to administer oaths, and in so 
doing, said Committee shall have all the rights and powers that are 
exercised in the courts of this State. Said Committee is especially 
directed and empowered to examine all accounts and the status of 
all funds of the Highway Department and to examine and report 
upon the status of all reimbursement, contracts, and the manner in 
which Highway funds are being expended for Highway purposes in 
the several Counties of the State, and to examine into any other 
matters appertaining to the State Highway Department, or its opera- 
tions, from its inception to the present time. 


§ 4. Employment of Help —Per Diem of Committee— 
Expenses of Witnesses— Funds from Which Expenses are 
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to be Paid—Limit.—That the said Committee shall have authority 
to employ stenographic help, special accountants, and any other ne- 
cessary help. The members of this Committee shall receive $10.00 
per day and actual expenses while in the discharge of duties herein 
devolved upon them; and each witness shall be paid actual expenses, 
to be fixed by the Committee: Provided, That all expenditures under 
this Act shall be made from the funds of the State Highway Depart- 
ment and that said expenditures shall not exceed the sum of Twenty- 
five Thousand ($25,0000.00) Dollars. 


§ 5. Report.—That this Committee shall immediately, upon 
completing its investigation, make a full and complete report of its

memorials to the Men and Women of the State of South Carolina

is hereby amended by adding on line 2 of Section 2 of said Joint 
Resolution, after the word “funds” the words “or real estate,” so 
that said Section when so amended shall read as follows:

Section 1. Amendment to Art- VIII, Sec. 8, Constitution 
Proposed—Tax Exemption of Manufactories in Orangeburg 
and Florence Counties.—Be it resolved by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That Article VIII, Section 8, of the 
Constitution of South Carolina, 1895, be amended by inserting at 
the end thereof the following: Provided further, That the General 
Assembly shall have the power to extend the provisions of this Sec- 
tion to all manufacturing establishments, with a capital of not 
less than Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars, and employing 
not less than fifteen (15) people, ful time, desiring to locate in 
the Counties of Orangeburg and Florence, so as to exempt such 
establishments from County taxes, except for school purposes, for 
five years from the date of establishment.

A JOINT RESOLUTION a Joint Resolution to Propose an 
Amendment to Article VIII of the Constitution by Add- 
ing Thereto a Section to be Known as Section 14, Pro- 
viding for the Extension of the Corporate Limits of the 
City of Greenville. 


Section 1. Amendment to Art. VIII, Constitution Pro- 
posed—Limits of City of Greenville.—Be it resolved by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Article 
VIII, of the Constitution be amended by adding thereto a section 
to be known as Secticn 14, reading as follows: 


“Section 14. It shall be lawful to extend the corporate limits of 
the City of Greenville, from time to time, so as to include any adjacent 
territory, whether the said adjacent territory be in whole or in part 
an incorporated municipality under the plan hereinafter set forth. 
All such portions of the territory annexed to the City from time to 
time (whether such portions be contiguous or separated by other 
lands) as may belong wholly to cotton mills or other industrial cor- 
porations shall constitute a separate district, hereinafter referred to as 
the “Industrial Zone: Provided, That in order to enter such indust- 
rial zone each such corporation shall have a locally invested capital of 
at least Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, and shall provide and 
maintain its own streets, sidewalks, street lights, sewers and water 
supply. ‘The lands owned by any such corporation within the present 
city limits may enter or re-enter such industrial zone at any time by 
the consent of the City Council, Commissioners or other governing 
body of said City; and any lands owned or previously owned by such 
a corporation in any portion of said city, as enlarged from time to 
time, may cease to be a portion of such industrial zone, if such con- 
sent be given. Said industrial zone shall be entitled to not more 
than one-fourth of the total number of aldermen, commissioners or 
other representatives in the City Council or other governing body. 
Said industrial zone and all property taxable therein shall be exempt 
from municipal taxation (a) to pay any portion of the present bonded 
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indebtedness of said city, except the bonds of the par value of 
Eighteen Thousand Five Hundred ($18,500.00) Dollars issued in 
aid of Atlanta and Charlotte Air Line Railroad, the bonds of the 
par value of Fifteen Thousand Five Hundred ($15,500.00) Dollars, 
issued in aid of Greenville and Laurens Railroad, and the bonds 
of the par value of Two Hundred and Fifty Thousand ($250.000.00) 
Dollars, issued for the purpose of the purchase, enlargement and 
permanent equipment of the present City Hospital; (b) to pay for 
local improvements including streets, water and sewerage, in other 
parts of the City; (c) to pay for water, lights and services in caring 
for streets, sewerage and the disposal of garbage in other parts of 
the City. All property taxable in said industrial zone shall bear its 
proper proportion of all city taxes for general purposes and of all 
liability for bonds subsequently issued by said city, except as in this 
Act otherwise provided. There shall be, and is hereby committed 
to each of the various corporations at any time constituting said in- 
dustrial zone the exclusive control and full responsibility for the 
construction, maintenance and lighting of all buildings, streets, side- 
walks, alleys parks, and other public places and of all water mains 
and pipes, lateral sewers, and other local improvements lying wholly 
within its boundaries and the other parts of the city shall not be 
responsible for any part of the cost thereof, or for any other liability 
in connection therewith: Provided, That where any street, sidewalk, 
alley, park or other public place abuts the property of any such in- 
dustrial corporation it shall bear its proportionate share of the cost 
of constructing, maintaining, improving and lighting the same, and 
of all water mains, pipes and lateral sewers therein. There shall 
be and is hereby committed to the portions of said city not included 
in such industrial zone the exclusive control of and full responsibility 
for the construction maintenance and lighting of all streets, sidewalks, 
alleys, parks and other public places, water mains, pipes, lateral 
sewers and other improvements therein and said industrial zone shall 
not be responsible for any part of the cost thereof or for any other 
liability in connection therewith. Such portions of the entire city 
so enlarged from time to time, as are not included in said industrial 
zone may be subdivided into districts and vested with such powers, 
control and responsibility regarding streets, local improvements, 
et cetera, and exempted, in whole or in part, from such taxes or 
other obligations concerning such local improvements in such manner 
and to such extent as may be prescribed from time to time by 
action of the City Council, Commissioners, or other governing body, 
if confirmed by a majority of the votes cast by the qualified electors 
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residing within the present city limits and by a majority of the votes 
cast by the qualified electors residing within the area so annexed to 
the city from time to time; or if neither cast a majority of ballots 
against such action. All real and personal property taxable within 
the entire city, as so enlarged from time to time, shall be assessed, 
for the purpose of municipal taxation only, upon a just equal and 
uniform basis by a Board of Commissioners or assessors to be ap- 
pointed as may be provided by law. Except by consent of the cor- 
porations directly concerned or by consent of a majority of the in- 
dustrial corporations constituting the industrial zone, no business 
license or occupation tax exceeding Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars 
per annum shall be imposed upon any corporation in said industrial 
zone to take effect prior to the year 1950. The State and City Boards 
of Health shall have all powers and authority over the said in- 
dustrial zone and over all other portions of the entire city, as so en- 
larged from time to time, with which they may be vested now or here- 
after over the territory comprised within the present city limits. 
Nothing contained herein shall be deemed to affect taxation of liability 
of any property within said industrial zone, or any other portion of 
said city, as so enlarged from to time, for any present or future in- 
debtedness of the Greater Greenville Sewerage District; or to pre- 
clude any right of the city, county or state to condemn property in 
any part of the city, as so enlarged from time to time, or to charge 
against abutting property owners the cost of street or other local im- 
provements, or any portion thereof. The annexation provided for by 
this Act shall become complete and effective upon the adoption and 
ratification of this amendment: Provided, That no postponement of 
such adoption or ratification shall necessitate the holding of another 
election as to any territory once voted into the city. Subsequent 
elections may be held from time to time to determine the question of 
enlarging still further the corporate limits of said city, and all terri- 
tory so annexed from time to time, shall be subject to the provisions 
hereof.

AN ACT to Authorize the County Board of Commissioners 
of Abbeville County to Borrow Five Hundred and Fifty 
($550.00) Dollars for School Purposes for Sharon 
School District No. 20, in Abbeville County, and to 
Provide for the Payment of the Same. 


Section 1. Loan from State Sinking Fund Commissionj 
to School District No. 20, Abbeville County, Authorized.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund of the State of 
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South Carolina are hereby authorized to lend to the County Board 
of Commissioners of Abbeville County out of the funds in their 
hands the sum of Five Hundred and Fifty ($550.00) Dollars, to 
be used for school purposes for Sharon School District No. 20, in 
Abbeville County. 


§ 2. Terms—-Payment.—That said loan shall be for the 
space of four years and shall bear interest at the rate not exceed- 
ing six per cent., payable annually, and there is hereby levied a 
special tax of one-half of one mill on the dollar on all taxable prop- 
erty in Sharon School District No. 20, of Abbeville County, for 
the period of four years or until said loan is paid, for the purpose 
of repaying said loan. That the proceeds of said levy shall be paid

Section 1. Bonds of Abbeville County Validated.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the acts and proceedings heretofore done and taken by the 
Board of County Commissioners, County Supervisor or other 
officers of Abbeville County for the purpose of authorizing the is- 
suance of highway notes or bonds of said County in the sum of

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of Salley School District 
in Aiken County, to Order and Hold an Election for 
the Purpose of Issuing Coupon Bonds of the Said School 
District, the Proceeds Thereof to be Used for the Pur-, 
pose of Paying Past Indebtedness and for Other School 
Purposes in Said District. 


Section 1. Bond Election in Salley School District, Aiken 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Trustees of Salley School District in 
Aiken County be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered 
to issue and sell coupon bonds of the said School District in an 
amount not exceeding Four Thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars, as they 
may deem necessary, the proceeds of such bonds to be applied for 
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the purpose of paying past indebtedness and other school purposes 
as the said Trustees may deem advisable: Provided, however, That 
a majority of the qualified electors of said School District voting 
thereon at an election to be held as hereinafter provided shall vote 
in favor of the issuance of said bonds. 


§ 2. Conduct of Election.—That for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether or not the school bonds shall be issued as pro- 
vided in Section 1 hereof, the said Trustees of said School Dis- 
trict shall order an election to be held at such place or places in 
said School District as may be designated by the said Trustees, at 
which election only the qualified voters residing in said School 
District shall be allowed to vote; and said Trustees shall give notice 
of such election by insertion of such notice immediately preceding 
such election for three weeks in a newspaper published in said 
School District, which notice shall designate the timé and place or 
places at which the election will be held, and the said Trustees shall 
appoint the managers of said election, receive the returns and de- 
clare the result. 


§ 3. Ballots.—The said Trustees shall have printed and pro- 
vided for the use of the voters a sufficient number of ballots which 
shall be placed at the voting place or places, on which shall be printed 
the words, “For the issue of Four Thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars 
school bonds,” and the words, “Against the issue of Four Thousand 
($4,000.00) Dollars school bonds.” The elector voting for the 
issue of bonds shall strike out the words, “against the issue of Four 
Thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars school bonds,” and the elector voting 
against the issue of bonds shall strike out the words, “for the issue 
of Four Thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars school bonds.” 


§ 4. Terms of Bonds.—That if a majority of the votes at 
such election shall be in favor of the issuance of the bonds, the 
said Trustees shall issue the bonds, or so much thereof as they 
may deem advisable, which bonds shall mature at not more than 
ten (10) years from date thereof, as may be determined upon by 
said Trustees. The said bonds so issued shall bear a rate of in- 
terest not exceeding six (6%) per cent. per annum, payable semi- 
annually and shall be payable both principal and interest, at such 
place as the said Trustees may prescribe therein. The said bonds 
may be sold by said Trustees at private sale, either with or without 
advertisement for bids thereon, at the discretion of said Trustees, 
but no sale shall be made for less than par. 
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§ 5. Execution.—That said bonds shall be signed by the Trus- 
tees of said School District and the engraved or lithographed signa- 
tures of said Trustees upon the coupons attached to the said bonds 
shall be a sufficient signing thereof. 


§ 6. Tax Exempt.—That the said bonds of this issue shall be 
exempt from all State, County, Municipal: and School taxes. 


§ 7. Tax for Payment—Sinking Fund.—It shall be the 
duty of the County Officers of Aiken County, charged with the 
levy and collection of taxes, to levy and collect annually upon all 
taxable property in said School District, a tax sufficient to raise 
a sum sufficient to pay the interest on said bonds as same become 
due, and to create a Sinking Fund to pay the principal of said bonds 
at maturity. The said fund so created shall be kept separately and 
distinct from all other funds and be used solely for the purpose 
for which collected.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Exempt Certain Manufactories 


in Aiken and Barnwell Counties from County Taxes 
for a Period of Five Years. - 


Section 1. Tax Exemption of Manufactories in Aiken 
and Barnwell Counties.—Be it resolved by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That any and all manufactories 
desiring to locate in the Counties of Aiken and Barnwell with a 
capital stock of not less than Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) 
Dollars, shall be exempt from all County taxes except for school 
purposes, for five years from the time of their establishment. 


§ 2. Adjudication of Right to Exemption.—That the 
County Auditors, respectively, of Aiken and Barnwell Counties 
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shall be the judges of whether or not any particular manufactory is 
within the provisions of this Joint Resolution, with the right on the 
part of the County or the manufactory to appeal to the Circuit 
Court thereon. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 4. That this Resoluticn shall take effect immediately upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Acceptance and Organization! 
and Operation of the Aiken Hospital and the Financing 
of the Same. 


Section 1. Trustees of Aiken Hospital—Terms—Re- 
moval.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That a Board of Trustees consisting of three, one 
by the County Commissioners, one by the City Council and Mayor 
of Aiken, or a majority thereof, and the other by the donors, be 
appointed for a term of three years to receive the Aiken Hospital 
and to run the same, under such rules and regulations as they may 
make for its government: Provided, however, For the first term,. 
R. L. Gunter, from the City, and George E. Leitner, from the 
County, together with the trustee from the donors, shall be the 
first three trustees, unless they fail or refuse to accept the trust, 
and when the trustees meet to organize, they shall draw their terms 
and they shall hold for one, two and three years, so that thereafter 
an appointment shall be made every year, trustees to be removed 
only for cause. 


§ 2. Powers of Trustees.—That the trustees shall have full 
power to make such rules and regulations as will be ample and.ef- 
fective to run the Hospital; to fix rates and fees and collect them; 
to receive donations and to use them in the operation of said 
Hospital; to sue as well as to contract upon such matters as may 
be essential to the proper management of the institution: Provided, 
however, Before the trustees accept said institution, they shall, for 
a nominal sum, have some proper arrangement as to the term for 
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which the institution shall be committed to the trustees and their 
successors in office. 


§ 3. Official Title of Trustees.—Said trustees shall be styled 
as Aiken County Hospital Trustees, by which name they may act. 


§ 4. Funds for Operation of Hospital.—That said trustees 
shall have the power to draw on the County Treasurer for the year 
1927 as much as may be necessary to open and operate said Hos- 
pital, for the fiscal year 1927, to wit: From May 1, 1927, to May 
1, 1928, not exceeding the sum of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) 
Dollars. 


§ 5. Rules—Records.—That the said trustees shall formulate 
their rules for charges and benefits so that the rich and the poor 
may be accommodated, and that a record be kept of receipts and 
expenditures, open to inspection by the grand jury, solicitor, 
County Delegation, or any committee from the donors. 


§ 6. Hospital to be as Nearly Self-sustaining as possible 
—Report to Delegation.—That the trustees shall try to make the 
institution as nearly self-sustaining as possible, and shall report their 
vicws in this regard to the Aiken Delegation on the opening of the 
1928 General Assembly, together with any balance that may remain 
on hand from appropriations and donations, fees or other charges. 


§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately on its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Payment by: Aiken County of 
Certain Road and Bridge Bonds, Issued by Hawthorne, 
Ellenton, Silverton, Kathwood, Downer, and Blooming- 
dale School Districts of Aiken County, Dated July 1, 
1920, for the Purpose of Erecting a Steel Bridge Across 
the Savannah River at Sand Bar Ferry, and to Establish, 
Build and Maintain a Highway Leading from Said 
Sand Bar Ferry to Ellenton in Aiken County, South 
Carolina, and to Relieve Said Districts as Such from the 
Payment Thereof, and to Provide how any District, or 
Part Thereof, may Contribute its Share of the Fund 
Under Certain Conditions. 
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Whereas, under and by virtue of an Act of the General As- 
sembly of this State approved March 12, 1920, entitled: 


“An Act to Authorize the Holding of an Election in Hawthorne, 
Sleepy Hollow, Ellenton, Silverton, Kathwood, Downer and Bloom- 
ingdale School Districts, of Aiken and Barnwell Counties, on the 
Question of Issuing Coupon Bonds Aggregating $65,000.00, for the 
Building of Permanent Roads and Bridges, and also to Aid in the 
Building of a Steel Bridge Across the Savannah River at Sand 
Bar Ferry, for the Use of the People in Said Districts and the 
General Public, and to Elect Seven Commissioners to Administer 
and Expend the Said Funds and to Define Their Duties, Powers 
and Terms of Office, and to Create the Said Territory Into a Body 
Politic and Corporate, to be Known as ‘Sand Bar Ferry and Ellen- 
ton Road District.’ ” 


The said school districts, except Sleepy Hollow, voted in favor 
of the issuance of said bonds in elections held in said districts on 
April 8, 1920; and, 


Whereas, the said Hawthorne, Ellenton, Silverton, Kathwood, 
Downer and Bloomingdale School Districts of Aiken County, pur- 
suant to the election held within their respective limits, as aforesaid, 
on the Ist day of July, 1920, issued bonds known as permanent 
road and bridge bonds of the said several districts, in the aggregate 
amount of $62,100.00, due and payable forty years from date with 
the option and right on the part of the said school districts to re- 
deem the said bonds issued by them respectively, if they so de- 
sire, at the end of twenty-five years from the date thereof; and, 


Whereas, a tax has been annually levied and collected on the 
property in the said school districts since the said bonds were is- 
sued, to pay the interest thereon and to provide for a sinking fund 
with which to pay the said bonds at their maturity; and, 


Whereas, the said bridge and road constitute public property, 
open at all times for the use and convenience of the public in gen- 
eral, it is but right and fair that the County of Aiken as a whole 
should bear the burden of paying the costs for the construction and 
maintenance of the said bridge and road; and they have increased 
the value of the taxable property in said section of Aiken County, 
now, 


Section 1. Tax in Aiken County for Payment of Road 
Bonds of School Districts—Provisos.—Be it enacted by the 
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General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County 
Auditor for Aiken County shall levy annually, commencing with the 
year of 1927, on all the taxable property, real and personal, in Aiken 
County, a tax sufficient to pay the interest due on the bonds is- 
sued by said school districts and to provide for a sufficient sinking 
fund to retire said bonds at maturity. The said taxes so levied 
to meet the payment of the said bonds shall be collected by the 
Treasurer of Aiken County at the same time and in the same man- 
ner as other taxes are collected. ‘The Treasurer of Aiken County 
shall pay out of the moneys so collected, the annual interest ac- 
cruing on said bonds and the balance remaining shall be added to 
the sinking fund already accumulated in his hands, and held by 
him as a sinking fund for the payment of the said bonds on their 
maturity, on the same terms and conditions as are provided in the 
said Act of March 12, 1920. And the said taxes shall be so levied 
and collected annually each year hereafter until the said bonds are 
paid and retired: Provided, Should any part of said school dis- 
tricts leave Aiken County before the payment of all the said bonds 
in full, that is, while any of said bonds, or any part thereof, are 
outstanding, the district which, or whose part leaves said County 
shall reimburse the County of Aiken for its pro’ rata of the sums 
contributed by Aiken County to the sinking fund (both principal 
and interest), and thereafter the said district so leaving said County, 
in whole or in part, shall pay its own share of said levies as originally 
planned in an Act creating the bonds, and Aiken County shall no 
longer relieve said district of any part thereof of said levy, any 
statute or limitation to the contrary notwithstanding; and should 
such district refuse to contribute to the extent of such reimburse- 
ment all the machinery provided in the original Act shall be avail- 
able and the Auditor shall levy and the Treasurer collect the said 
sums, any limitations or attempted changed status to the contrary 
notwithstanding ; and for any sum not collected an action may be 
maintained in any court of competent jurisdiction, and for the cost 
thereof, Aiken County being fully subrogated for any sums so 
contributed: Provided, further, That hereafter no special levy shall 
be made in said Hawthorne, Ellenton, Silverton, Kathwood, Downer 
and Bloomingdale School Districts as school districts, to pay the 
said bonds or the interest thereon, except in so far as the levy 
herein provided for, which shall apply to said school districts as 
well as all other portions of Aiken County, so as to make the en- 
tire County bear the burden of paying off the said bonds and the 
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interest thereon as they become due and payable. In all other re- 
spects the said Act of March 12, 1920, shall remain in full force 
and effect, and this Act shall in no wise be construed as affecting 
the validity of the said bonds. 


§ 2. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Board of Trustees of Fairfax 
School District No 44, of Allendale County, to Borrow 
a Sum of Money not Exceeding Eighteen Thousand 
($18,000.00) Dollars, for the Purpose of Completing 
School Building at Fairfax, and to Provide for the Levy 
of a Tax to Retire Said Loan. 


Section 1. School District No. 44, Allendale County, to 
Borrow.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Board of Trustees of Fairfax School 
District No. 44, of Allendale County, is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to borrow a sum of money not exceeding Eighteen Thou- 
sand ($18,000.00) Dollars, at a rate of interest not exceeding six 
per centum per annum, for the purpose of paying the balance due 
or to become due to the contractor or contractors for the erection 
and completion of its new school building at Fairfax, in said Dis- 
trict. 


§ 2. Notes.—That said Board of Trustees and the Treasurer 
of Allendale County are hereby directed, authorized and empowered 
to execute and deliver to the lender or lenders of such money a note 
or notes for such amount as shall be borrowed under the provisions 
of this Act, payable in six consecutive yearly payments, with in- 
terest from date of said notes at a rate not exceeding six per centum 
per annum, and said Board of Trustees is hereby directed, author- 
ized and empowered to pledge irrevocably to such lender or lenders 
the full faith and credit and taxing powers of said School District 
and particularly so much of the taxes levied in said District for 
said term of years, as security for the repayment of such amount as 
may be borrowed under the provisions of this Act, and the interest 
thereon. 
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§ 3. Tax for Payment.—That in order to provide for the 
payment of said note or notes there is hereby levied an annual tax 
of ten (10) mills, if so much be necessary, upon all of the taxable 
property of said Fairfax School District No. 44, of Allendale 
County, which tax shall be a first lien on said property as are other 
taxes on same. This tax levy shall be made for the years 1927, 
1928, 1929, 1930, 1931 and 1932: Provided, That this levy shall be 
reduced after the year 1927 in the same proportion to the annual 
payments made on said indebtedness and interest. The entire pro- 
ceeds of this tax levy shall be paid annually on the principal and 
interest of the note or notes given to secure said loan until said loan 
is paid in full, with interest, at which time the said tax shall no 
longer be levied. It shall be the duty of the Auditor of said Al- 
lendale County to levy the said annual tax, as herein provided, on 
all of the taxable property in the said Fairfax School District No. 
44, and it shall be the duty of the County Treasurer of said County 
to collect the tax so levied as other taxes are collected by law. 


§ 4. Deposit of Proceeds of Loan—Disbursement.— 
That the amount so borrowed shall be deposited with said County 
Treasurer to be expended upon the warrant or order of said Board 
of Trustees for payment of the balance due or to become due to’ 
such contractor or contractors for the erection and completion of 
said school building ; and the balance, if any, to be expended as such 
Board of Trustees may direct. 


§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 6. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize Allendale Centralized High School 
District to Borrow Money on Serial Notes Subject to 
Approval of the Qualified Electors in Said District, and 
to Provide for the Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Election in Allendale Centralized High School 
District on Loan.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
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State of South Carolina: That the Trustees of Allendale Centralized 
High School District are hereby authorized and directed to borrow the 
sum of Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars, if so much be: 
necessary, for the payment of past or current indebtedness created, 
or to be created, in building and equipping the high school building 
in said district, for losses sustained by reason of the failure of banks 
wherein funds of the said district are deposited, and for other pur- 
poses ; and said trustees are authorized and directed to issue negoti- 
able notes of said district for such amount as may be so borrowed: 
Provided, however, Before said money shall be borrowed and notes 
issued therefor said trustees shall first submit the question to the 
qualified electors of said school district at an election to be held as 
hereinafter provided. 


§ 2. Notice—Managers—Result.—That the Trustees of 
Allendale Centralized High School District shall order an election 
to be held at the usual voting places in said district, after first giving 
notice thereof by publication in some newspaper having circulation 
within said district for at least two weeks prior to said election; 
that said trustees shall appoint the managers of said election and 
provide sufficient ballots therefor, and, upon the returns of said 
managers, shall declare the result of said election. 


§ 3. Terms of Notes.—If the result of said election be in 
favor of borrowing said money, then, said trustees shall proceed 
to borrow the same and issue the notes of said school district there- 
for in denominations of Four Thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars each, 
payable serially, that is, one note each year until said loan shall 
have been paid in full, which said notes shall bear interest at a rate 
not exceeding six (6%) per cent. per annum, payable annually or 
semi-annually. 


§ 4. Use of Proceeds.—That the proceeds of said loan shall 
be placed to the credit of said school district, and shall be paid out 
by said trustees only for the purposes in this Act provided. 


§ 5. Execution of Notes—Form.—That said notes shall be 
signed by the Chairman of the Board of Trustees of said school 
district, attested by the Secretary of the Board, countersigned by 
the Superintendent of Education and Treasurer of Allendale 
County, and approved by the delegation to the General Assembly, 
but the interest coupons need not be authenticated other than by the 
facsimile signature of said officials. That said notes shall be exempt 
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from all State, County, school and municipal taxes, and shall be in 

substantially the foilowing form:

AN ACT to Authorize the County Board of Commissioners 
of Allendale County to Issue Bonds for the Purpose 
of Retiring Past Indebtedness and to Provide for the 
Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Bond Issues by Allendale County——-Terms— 
Execution.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the County Board of Commissioners of Al- 
lendale County be, and is hereby, authorized and empowered to issue 
negotiable coupon bonds of Allendale County in the aggregate prin- 
cipal amount of not exceeding One Hundred Thirty-five Thousand 
($135,000.00) Dollars. The said bonds shall be of such denomina- 
tion and bear such rate of interest not exceeding six (6%) per 
centum per annum, payable semi-annually, as the Board of County 
Commissioners may in their discretion determine. The said bonds 
shall become due and payable serially, the first not earlier than four 
(4) years from date of issue, and the last to mature not later than 
twenty (20) years from date of issue: Provided, That all of such 
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bonds shall be issued not later than one (1) year from the date of 
the passage of this Act. The number and amount of bonds to 
mature in any one year and the form of said bonds, and all details 
of the issue, is left to the discretion of the County Board of Com- 
missioners, except that the amount of principal and interest to 
become due and payable each year in which it is provided that the 
principal sum is to be retired shall be approximately the same, and 
Provided, further, That during the first four years none of the prin- 
cipal sum is to be paid, but only interest as determined and provided 
herein, and Provided, further, That the form, maturities of the bonds 
and the details of the issue shall first be approved in writing -by the 
Legislative Delegation from Allendale County, duly filed with the 
Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners. The said bonds shall 
be signed by the Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners 
and the County Treasurer of Allendale County, and the said coupons 
shall be lithographed or facsimile signatures of said Chairman, and 
shall be payable within or without the State as the said Commis- 
sioners may determine. 


§ 3. Use of Proceeds—Sale of Bonds—The proceeds aris- 
ing from the sale of the said bonds are to be used by the County 
Board of Commissioners in retiring the present past indebtedness 
and interest thereon of Allendale County, amounting to approxi- 
mately at this time One Hundred and Thirty-four Thousand 
($134,000.00) Dollars. The funds herein provided for shall be 
used only for the specific purpose stated: Provided, further, That 
the County Board of Commissioners of Allendale County be, and 
is hereby, required to advertise for competitive bids in some news- 
paper circulating in Allendale County, which notice shall state the 
time when, and place where, said bids will be opened and considered, 
and the said Board of Commissioners shall have the right to reject 
any or all bids. The successful responsible bidder shall hold the 
funds arising from the sale of said bonds to be paid out only on 
warrants issued by said County Board of Commissioners as funds 
are required to meet the past indebtedness referred to in this Act. 


§ 4. Payment.—tThe full faith, credit and resources of Allen- 
dale County are hereby pledged to secure the payment of the princi- 
pal and interest of all bonds issued under this Act as the same 
severally become due. The County Auditor of Allendale County is 
hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable prop- 
erty of Allendale County a tax sufficient to pay the principal and 
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interest on the said bonds, as they respectively fall due, and the 
County Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to collect said 
tax and apply it to said purpose, and the taxes herein authorized 
to be levied and collected are specially pledged to pay the principal 
and interest on the said bonds as they respectively mature. 


§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Colleton County Line by Way of the Town of Ehrhardt, 
Known as Highway Number (36), and to be Provided 
for the Payment of the Same and to pay the Obliga- 
tions Heretofore Constructed for Loans Made for the 
Construction of Said Road or in Connection with the 
Construction of the Same, and Payment of a Certain 
Sum of Money to the Denmark Chamber of Commerce. 


Section 1. Bamberg County to Borrow—Amount—Pur- 
poses—Notes.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: ‘The Board of County Commissioners of 
Bamberg County, consisting of the Supervisor and the two County 
Commissioners, or a majority thereof, are hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed to borrow the sum of Sixty-three Thousand 
Five Hundred ($63,500.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary, to 
be used in the construction and building of a highway from the

($30,000.00) Dollars, to Enable Such School Districts 
as May be in Arrears, to be Placed on a Cash Basis, to 
Provide Tax Levies to Secure Such Loan and Methods 
by which Districts may Avail Themselves of its Pro- 
visions. 


Section 1. Barnwell County to Borrow—Amount—Pur- 
pose—Custody of Funds Borrowed.—Be it resolved by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That upon the 
taking effect of this Act, that the County Directors of Barnwell 
County are hereby authorized, directed and empowered, upon a 
petition of the County Board of Education, to borrow at not ex- 
ceeding eight (8%) per centum interest, a sum not exceeding Thirty 
Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars, or as much thereof as may be neces- 
sary, to put upon a cash basis such school district or districts as 
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may in fact as well as in the discretion of the County Board of Edu- 
cation be in arrears. Notwithstanding any other or similar limits 
contained in any special Act or general Act making special pro- 
vision on or about the subject matter of any general or special Act. 
The County Treasurer is hereby made the custodian of this bor- 
rowed fund, which shall be disbursed as other school funds are now 
disbursed.

On the second Tuesday in April, 1927, the qualified electors of 
Barnwell School District No. 45, of Barnwell County, shall elect 
from among their number five Trustees of said School District as 
hereinafter provided. One of the said Trustees shall serve for one 
year, one for two years, one for three years, one for four years, 
and one for five years. The Trustees elected shall decide by lot the 
term of office of each, whether for one, two, three, four or five 
years, at their first meeting after such election, and on the second 
Tuesday of April every year thereafter there shall be one Trustee 
elected for the term of five years. 
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§ 2. Conduct of Election—Proviso.—The County Superin-

That upon the taking effect of this Act, that the County Commis- 
sioners of Barnwell County are hereby authorized, directed and em- 
powered, upon a petition of the County Board of Education, to 
borrow, at not exceeding eight (8%) per centum interest, a sum 
not exceeding Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars, or as much 
thereof as may be necessary, to put upon a cash basis such School 
District or Districts as may in fact as well as in the discretion of 
the County Board of Education be in arrears. Nothwithstanding 
any other or similar limits contained in any special Act or General 
Act making special provision on or about the subject matter of any 
general or special Act. 


§ 2. Disbursements—How.—This fund so raised shall be 
carried in the County Superintendent of Education’s office as ‘“‘The 
Fund for Schools in Arrears,’ and shall be disbursed in the follow- 
ing manner: Whenever the Trustees of any School District in 
arrears shall, upon a proper showing and petition to the County 
Board of Education, show the amount of its arrearage, the County 
Board of Education shall, in its discretion, pay such arrearage in 
the manner as now provided by law: Provided, however, That ad- 
ditional school taxes be levied in such District as hereinafter pro- 
vided.

AN ACT to Authorize the Establishment of a Consolidated 
High School and the Erection of a High School Building 
for the Following School Districts of Barnwell County: 
Dunbarton School District No. 12: Meyers Mill School 
District No. 54; Columbia School District No. 43; Upper 
Richland School District No. 26; Sand Hill School Dis- 
trict No. 37; Joyce Branch School District No. 52; to 
Create Said District a Body Corporate and Designate, 
Trustee Therefor: To Authorize Issuance of Bonds for 
the Purpose of Erecting and Equipping a School Build- 
ing Therefor: and to Provide for the Payment of' 
Principal and Interest of Said Bonds. 


Section 1. Dunbarton High School District, Barnwell 
County.—-Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Dunbarton School District No. 12; 
Meyers Mill School District No. 54; Columbia School District No. 
43; Upper Richland School District No. 26; Sand Hill School Dis- 
trict No. 37; Joyce Branch School District No. 52, all of Barnwell 
County, as now constituted, are hereby declared to be a High School 
District, that is to say, a body corporate, and the trustees, as 
hereinafter provided for, are hereby declared to be the High School 
Board of Trustees, and as such are hereby authorized to establish 
a Central High School for the six school districts, in the town of 
Dunbarton, and the High School, when so established, shall be en- 
titled to all the privileges and benefits of high schools approved and 
accredited by the State Board of Education, and shall be known 
and designated as the Dunbarton High School District. 


§ 2. Trustees.—The Board of Trustees for the Dunbarton 
High School District, as hereby established, shall consist of seven 
(7) members, two (2) of whom shall be members of the, Board 
of Trustees of Dunbarton School District No. 12, and the re- 
maining five (5) shall be chairmen of the respective Boards of 
Trustees of each of the other Districts, comprising the said High 
School District. The Board of Trustees of the said High School 
District shall, within thirty days after the approval of this Act, 
by the Governor, meet and organize, by electing a chairman and a 
secretary-treasurer. 


§ 3. Powers of Trustees—Bond Issue.—The High School 
Board of Trustees shall be, and hereby is, vested with the power 
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to do all the acts necessary or adapted to the establishment and 
maintenance of a high school, and to that end may purchase land 
and erect and equip a high school building or buildings; and for the 
purpose of providing a fund for such purchase of land and the 
erection and equipment of a high school building or buildings, may, 
notwithstanding any other or similar limits contained in general 
or special Act or any Act making a special provision in or about 
the subject matter of any general Act, issue and sell certain bonds 
of the High School District to an amount not exceeding Twenty- 
two Thousand ($22,000.00) Dollars: Provided, That this Act shall 
not be deemed or held to intend or, purport to authorize the issuance 
of bonds in excess of any limit imposed by the Constitution of this 
State. 


§ 4. No Plat Required.—lIt shall not be necesary to make 
and file a plat of the said School District as a prerequisite to the 
issuance of said bonds. 


§ 5. Execution of Bonds—Terms—Sale.—Such bond shal] 
be signed by the chairman and clerk of the High School Board of 
Trustees, and if a corporate seal shall have been adopted it shall be 
affixed thereto ; and such bonds may pledge the full faith and credit 
of the High School District; may have coupons for the payment of 
interest attached; which coupons may be executed by facsimile 
signature of chairman and clerk; may contain provisions for regis- 
tration of principal only, or of principal and interest; that said 
bonds shall be in denominations of One Thousand ($1,000.00) 
Dollars, and shall bear interest at a rate not to exceed six (6%) 
per cent per annum, to be payable annually or semi-annually as 
may be determined ; that no part of such bond issue shall run longer 
than twenty-two years from the date of issue, and One Thousand 
($1,000.00)' Dollars thereof shall be retired each year after the 
same shall have been issued; and shall be sold at not less than par. 
The bonds may be sold by the said Trustees at private or public 
sale, with such advertisement for bids thereon as in the discretion 
of the said Trustees may be advisable. 


§ 6. Tax for Payment.—For the purpose of retiring the said 
bonds as they mature and to pay the interest as it becomes due, the 
Auditor and Treasurer of Barnwell County are hereby authorized 
and directed to levy and collect an annual tax upon all the taxable 
property in said High School District sufficient to pay said principal 
and interest of said bonds. 
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§ 7. Tax Exempt.—That said bonds shall be exempt from ail 
State, County, School and Municipal taxation. 


§ 8. Levies Uniform—Proviso.—That all lawful levies for 
maintenance and all lawful levies for bonds for the High School 
only shall be at the same uniform rate on the assessed valuation 
of each and all of the common school districts federated or con- 
solidated as a High School District: Provided, That nothing in this 
Act shall be construed as changing in any way the present levies 
in the several common school districts for the support of the ele- 
mentary schools or bond issues; nor shall anything in this Act be 
construed as destroying the corporate existence or entity of the 
common school districts. 


§ 9. Portions of Act Independent.—That in case any por- 
tion or provision of this Act shall by a Court of competent jurisdic- 
tion be held unconstitutional, the validity of the remaining portions 
of the said Act shall in no wise by construed cr held to be impaired 
hereby, but such remaining portions shall be and remain in full 
force and effect, and shall be deemed and held to be a valid and 
complete Act.

AN ACT to Consolidate the Town of Beaufort and Town 
of Port Royal in Beaufort County, and to Enlarge the 
Area Thereof into a Municipality to be Known and 
Designated as “Greater Beaufort,” and to Provide for 
an Election on the Question of Consolidation. 


Section 1. Consolidation of Beaufort and Port Royal— 
Greater Beaufort.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the municipalities of Beaufort and 
Port Royal, in the County of Beaufort, in the event that the election 
hereinafter provided for shall be in favor thereof. are hereby com- 
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bined and consolidated into one municipality to be known as “Greater 
Beaufort.” 


§ 2. Limits of Greater Beaufort.—Greater Beaufort shall 
have the following territorial limits and bounds, and shall comprise 
the following area: that is to say, beginning at the confluence of 
Beaufort River and Battery Creek its western boundary line shall 
extend along and up to Battery Creek and Jericho Creek in a 
northerly direction to a point where the last named creek is crossed 
by the boundary line of the present town of Beaufort; thence in 
a northerly and easterly direction along the present boundary line 
of the town of Beaufort until the same strikes Beaufort River; 
thence down and along said Beaufort River to starting point. 


§ 3. Governing Body—Offices—Ordinances.—That the 
present governing body of town of Beaufort, or such body as shall 
be governing at the time of the election hereinafter provided for 
be, and it is hereby constituted the governing body of Greater Beau- 
fort, and the officers thereof shall hold office until their successors 
have been duly elected and qualified. The forms of government, 
officers and ordinances of the town of Beaufort are hereby declared 
to be the form of government and ordinances applicable to Greater 
Beaufort.. All ordinances relating to the government of the present 
town of Port Royal shall continue in force and be applicable to 
the present territorial limits of the town of Port Royal until the 
same are repealed or modified by ordinance or ordinances duly passed 
by the governing body of Greater Beaufort. 


§ 4. Election on Consolidation.—That the question of con- 
solidating the town of Beaufort and the town of Port Royal shall 
be submitted by the respective municipalities to the qualified electors 
thereof and to the qualified electors residing within the area pro- 
posed to be included in Greater Beaufort and not now comprised 
within the territorial limits of either of said towns at, an election for 
that purpose on the second Tuesday in August of the present year, 
1927. The governing body of the town of Beaufort shall make 
suitab!e provision and arrangement for the electors residing in the 
territory last above named for voting. The respective governing 
bodies of the said towns shall make suitable provision and provide 
the necessary ballots for the qualified electors of the said towns to 
register their votes at said election. The rules and law governing 
the holding of elections in the towns shall be effective and prevail 
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therein. In the outlying district the law effective in general elections 
shall prevail except as herein modified. The governing body of the 
town of Beaufort shall appoint the managers for the outlying dis- 
trict, and, in addition to receiving and canvassing the returns of 
the election held within the present corporate limits of the town of 
Beaufort, shall receive and canvass the returns of the election held 
in outlying district and shall declare the results of said election. 
The governing body of the town of Port Royal shall receive and 
canvass the returns and declare the result of the election held 
within the present limits of the town of Port Royal. At said elect- 
ions the following form of ballots shall be used: ‘In favor of the 
consolidation of the towns of Beaufort and Port Royal.—‘‘Yes.”— 
“No.” Those electors voting in favor of the consolidation shall 
deposit a ballot with the word ‘‘No” erased thereon. ‘Those electors 
voting against the consolidation shall deposit a ballot with the 
word “Yes” erased thereon. In the event that the vote in the 
three territorial areas above described be in favor of the consolida- 
tion, then the said towns are consolidated and the territorial limits 
and bounds of Greater Beaufort are fixed and declared to be as 
herein established. 


§ 5. Offenses Pending Consolidation.—All offenses and 
violations of the ordinances of the respective towns occuring prior 
to the declaration of the result of the elections and not theretofore 
disposed of by the laws shall be triable by and before the governing 
body of Greater Beaufort, and all fines due either of said towns 
are declared to be due and payable to Greater Beaufort. 


§ 6. Bonded Debts.—The bonded or other debt of the re- 
spective municipalities shall continue to be the debt upon the pro- 
perty situate within the present respective territorial areas of the 
said municipalities.

Section 1. Berkeley County to Borrow—Terms—Notes 
—Use of Proceeds—Proviso.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County Board 
of Commissioners of Berkeley County are hereby authorized and 
directed to borrow from any available source, at the lowest rate 
of interest obtainable and not to exceed seven (7) per cent. per 
annum, the sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars with in- 
terest payable semi-annually, or annually, as the said Board may 
determine, the principal to become due and payable in four in- 
stallments, the last to be payable in not exceeding four years from

AN ACT to Create an Investigating Committee for Berkeley 
County, and to Confer upon it Certain Powers. 


Section 1. Committee of Investigation for Berkeley 
County—Appointment—Organization—Duties—Powers— 
Compensation—Time for Investigation—Auditor.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
There is hereby created for the County of Berkeley a Committee of 
Investigation to be composed of three (3) men from Berkeley 
County, to be appointed by the Governor upon the recommenda- 
tion of a majority of the Legislative Delegation from said County. 
It shall be the duty of the said Investigating Committee to or- 
ganize by the election of one of its members as chairman, and by 
the appointment of a secretary either from among their own num- 
ber, or some one suited for this purpose not a member of the said 
Committee. It shall be the duty of the said Investigating Com- 
mittee to investigate all of the county offices of Berkeley County, 
to ascertain whether or not business affairs of the county entrusted 
to the county officers have been faithfully discharged in accordance 
with law, to determine the financial status of the various offices, 
to check the various vouchers showing the disbursements of public 
funds, to determine whether or not public funds have been kept, 
or paid, in the manner and method provided by law, and whether 
or not the proper vouchers have been taken showing the disburse- 
ments, and in all these matters to make records of their findings, 
audit, and conclusions, and to file the same with the Clerk of the 
Court in triplicate form within four (4) months from the approval 
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of this Act. To this end the said Investigating Committee shall 
have the power to summons witnesses, administer oaths, take testi- 
mony, and to punish for contempt as ordinarily conferred upon 
bodies of this character in this State. It shall also have the power 
to fix compensation for its secretary to employ such auditors, or 
expert accountants, as in its judgment is actually necessary for the 
proper accomplishment of the work devolved upon it under the 
provisions of this Act, and of the duties herein imposed. It shall 
in each instance fix the compensation to be paid to such employees 
and within the limits of the appropriation herein provided for, draw 
its warrant, duly signed by the Chairman and the Secretary, upon 
the Treasurer of Berkeley County, who shall pay the same out 
of funds in his hands not otherwise appropriated. For every day 
actually engaged in performance of their duties the members of the 
said Investigating Committee shall receive a per diem of Six 
($6.00) Dollars, this to include their expenses. For the purpose 
of defraying the expenses of this investigation, the sum of One 
Thousaria ($1,000.00) Dollars is hereby appropriated out of any 
funds in the hands of the Treasurer not otherwise appropriated, 
or collected for any special purpose under any special provision 
of law. If in the judgment of a majority of the Legislative Dele- 
gation from Berkeley County the time limit for concluding the 
investigation herein provided for, and making report of the same is 
too short, the same may be extended upon the written agreement 
and consent of a majority of the said Delegation, duly filed in the 
office of the Clerk of Court of said County. In the event that 
there is recommended to the Governor as one of the said Com- 
mittee an expert auditor, or accountant, as a member of the said 
Committee, it shall be proper for the other members of the Com- 
mittee to fix for such expert auditor, or accountant, such additional 
compensation per diem as in their judgment is proper and just 
under all of the circumstances.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Suspend the Provisions of Act 
No. 142 at Page 200 of the Acts of 1921, Entitled “An 
Act to Prohibit Animals from Running at Large Within 
This State.’ In so far as Same Relates to a Certain 
Portion of Berkeley County, for a Term of Ten Years. 


Whereas, It has been made to appear that, on account of boll 
weevil conditions and the general depressed financial situation pre- 
vailing, especially in the lower part of the State, the people re- 
siding in that portion of Berkeley County Hereinafter set out .have 
not been able to dispose of their livestock at an advantageous price, 
or to make necessary provisions for taking care of their livestock, 
although they have exerted their efforts in an attempt to provide 
for same, and although in a large portion of the said county 
formerly known as the free range section ample provision has 
made for either taking care of or disposing of the livestock, and 
it has been made further to appear that if these people are forced 
to put their stock upon the market at present it would be a great 
sacrifice to them and a virtual taking of their property, and under 
the present law said people will be forced to make such sacrifices 
or to flagrantly violate the statute laws of this State, now therefore, 


Section 1. Act (1921, XXXII, Stats. 200), Amended— 
Suspended in Portion of Berkeley County—Proviso.—Be it 
Resolved by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the provisions of this Act No. 142, at page 200, of the Acts 
of 1921, entitled ‘““An Act to prohibit animals from running at 
large within this State,” be, and the same are hereby suspended in 
so far as same relates to all that territory in Berkeley County lying 
east of right of way and fence formerly known as the line fence, 
‘and running from the Santee River at a point near St. Stephens 
and extending to the Cooper River at a point near Cordesville, for 
a period of ten years: Provided, That any party or parties owning 
lands within the territory embraced in the terms of this resolution

Section 1. Bond Issue by Berkeley County—Amount— 
Purposes.——Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Highway Commission of Berkeley 
County be, and they are hereby authorized and empowered to issue 
and sell not exceeding the sum of Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) 
Dollars of bonds of said Berkeley County for the purpose of con- 
structing a Highway beginning at St. John’s Baptist Church in the 
County of Berkeley to what is known as Cooper’s Store on the 
old State Road leading from Charleston to Columbia, and the sum 
of Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars is hereby appropriated 
for constructing said road; and for constructing a road from what 
is known as “Big Camp Bridge” by property of J. A. Clark, thence 
in a westerly direction crossing old Monck’s Corner road at or 
near W. K. Cross’ place; thence to place of business of J. P. Cross 
(or Cross Bros.) by Bradwell’s intersecting with Highway from 
Pinopolis to old Cross Graded School, the sum of Fifteen Thou- 
sand ($15,000.00) Dollars is hereby appropriated. 


§ 2. Terms.—That said bonds shall be in such denominations, 
and shall mature at such time or times as the Highway Commis- 
sion may determine, Provided, That none of said bonds shall run 
for a longer period than thirty (30) years.

Provided, That the said Chairman shall enter into a bond in the 
sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, conditioned for the 
faithful performance of duty and the proper expending of the said 
money. That the highway commissioners be, and they are hereby, 
authorized and required to borrow the said sum of One Thousand 
($1,000.00) Dollars and place same in the said Peoples’ Bank as 
hereinbefore required, and that the same shall be expended from 

_ time to time throughout the year 1927 upon the roads and bridges 
in the said Eutaw Parish.

AN ACT ito Create and Confirm a High School District in 
Berkeley County to be Known as Cross High School 
District; Appointing Trustees Therefor; and Making 
Other Provisions in Relation Thereto. 


Section 1. Cross Hill High School District Created—Use 
of Building.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That School Districts Numbers Thirteen (13), 
Fourteen (14), Fifteen (15), and Seventeen (17) in Berkeley 
County, South Carolina, as now constituted, are hereby declared 
to be a High School District ; that is to say, a body corporate; and 
the Trustees, as hereinafter provided for, are hereby declared to be 
the High School Board of Trustees for such High School District, 
which shall be known at Cross High School District and as such 
are hereby authorized to use and continue to use the new school 
building, recently erected, at or near Cross, S. C., as a central high 
school for said four (4) school districts; and to maintain a central 
high school thereat hereafter for said four (4) school districts. 


§ 2. Privileges of District.—That such central high school 
in said Cross High School District shall be entitled to all of the 
privileges and benefits of high schools approved and accredited by 
the State Board of Education. 


§ 3. Trustees.—That the Board of Trustees for Cross High 
School District composing Districts 13, 14, 15, and 17, respectively, 
shall consist of five (5) members, namely, J. P. Cross, who shall be 
chairman; M. B. Smith, P. K. Ulmer, W. J. Spiers and J. A. Clark, 
who are hereby constituted and appointed such Chairman and 
Trustees of the said High School Board and who shall hold such 
office for a term of three (3) years from and after the approval 
of this Act, and until their successors are appointed and qualified ; 
such appointment to be made by the County Board of Education for 
Berkeley County, subject to the approval of the majority of the 
delegation in the General Assembly. 


§ 5. Powers of Trustees.—That the Board of Trustees of 
said Cross High School District, thus constituted, shall have charge 
of all matters appertaining to the said high school and the conduct 
thereof. 
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§ 6. Formation of District Confirmed.—That all Acts 
done heretofore in connection with the creation of said central high 
school district, or Cross High School District, be, and hereby are 
confirmed and validated. 


§ 7. Election of Successor of Chairman.—That upon the 
expiration of the term of office of J. P. Cross.as Trustee and Chair- 
man ‘of the Board of Trustees for said Cross High School District 
his successor shall be elected by a majority vote of the chairmen 
of the boards of trustees of the said four (4) school districts herein 
consolidated. 


§ 8. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
repealed to the extent of the inconsistency herewith only.

AN ACT Extending the Territorial Limits of the Town of 
Monck’s Corner, Berkeley County. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
‘of South Carolina: The following area shall be comprised within 
the corporate limits of the town of Monck’s Corner, Berkeley 
County, in this State. All the territory situate, lying and being 
within the following limits and bounds, that is to say: On the north 
the corporate limits shall extend one (1) mile north of the center 
of said town, which shall be regarded as the point at the intersect on 
of the Main Street, or the Pinopolis Public Road with the railroad 
track of the Atlantic Coast Line Railway Company. The said 
northern boundary line shall be a line drawn directly east and west 
across the said railroad track one (1) mile north of the center, and 
shall extend in an easterly direction until it intersects the Coastal 
Highway, and in a westerly direction until it intersects the western 
boundary line as hereinafter established. The eastern boundary 
line, or limit, of the said town is the Coastal Highway ; the southern 
boundary line extends one (1) mile on the said railroad track south 
of the center of the said town and is fixed by a line crossing said 
railroad track at said point running east and west, on the east until 
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it intersects the said Coastal Highway, and on the west until it 
intersects the western boundary line as hereinafter established ; the 
western boundary line is a line which runs in a northerly and 
southerly direction and parallel to the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
track and crosses the Pinopolis Public Road, on the east side of and 
at a point fifty (50) feet of the residence of Ben Levy’s on prop- 
erty how owned by Russell Williams and McKnight, and extends 
north and until it intersects the northern boundary line as herein 
established, and extends south until it intersects the southern 
boundary line as herein established. Within the area herein 
designated the said municipality shall have, exercise and enjoy all 
the rights and privileges now enjoyed by it within its present terri- 
torial limits, and shall have and enjoy all the rights and privileges 
now or hereafter conferred upon towns and municipalities in this 
State of its class. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
repealed.

AN ACT Relating to the Finances of Calhoun County. 


Whereas, On February 12th the County of Calhoun had on deposit 
in the St. Matthews National Bank the sum of Thirty Thousanu 
($30,000.00) Dollars approximately, and a like sum on deposit in 
The Home Bank at St. Matthews at the same time, and 


Whereas It became necessary, in the judgment of the Board of 
County Commissioners, the Supervisor, the Treasurer, and the mem- 
bers of the Legislative Delegation from said County, in order to 
protect the County against serious loss, with which it was then 
threatened on account of such deposits, to loan the sum of Six Thou- 
sand ($6,000.00) Dollars, Four Thousand ($4,000.00) Dollars to a 
Mortgage Company to be formed at the instance of The Home 
Bank and Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars to a Mortgage Com- 
pany to be formed at the instance of the St. Matthews National 
. Bank; now, therefore, 
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Section 1. Loan by Calhoun County Ratified.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
the action of the County Board of Commissioners of Calhoun County 
and the Treasurer, in agreeing to the loan to the said Mortgage 
Companies the sum of Six Thousand ($6,000.00) Dollars, and upon 
such terms and conditions as shall be agreed to by such officers, be, 
and the same is hereby ratified and confirmed, and the ‘Treasurer 
of Calhoun County and the Board of Commissioners authorized to 
make such loan, without interest, the said obligation to have such 
maturity as shall be agreed to by said officers; the method of repay- 
ment to be left entirely in the discretion of the Treasurer and the 
County Board of Commissioners, and they are authorized to make 
any agreement in respect to such loan as in their judgment will be 
for the best interest of Calhoun County. 


§ 2. County to Borrow.—In order to replace the funds here- 
inabove authorized to be loaned, the County Board of Commis- 
sioners of Calhoun County and the Treasurer of Calhoun County 
are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow the sum of Six 
Thousand ($6,000.00) Dollars at a rate of interest not exceeding 
seven (7%) per cent., and to become payable in not exceeding two 
(2) years. The full faith and credit of Calhoun County is hereby 
pledged to secure the payment thereof. 


§ 3. Tax for Payment—Proviso.—The Auditor of Calhoun 
County is hereby authorized and directed to levy an amount of tax, 
and the Treasurer to collect the same as other taxes are collected, 
as will be sufficient to retire the said loan and interest thereon, as 
the same shall mature, in accordance with the terms hereof. The

Section 1. Tax Exemption of Manufactories in Charles- 
ton and Richland Counties.—Be it resolved by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That any and all manu- 
factories desiring to locate in the Counties of Charleston and Rich- 
land, with a capital of not less than One Hundred Thousand ($100.- 
000.00) Dollars, and employing fifteen (15) or more men for full- 
time work, shall be exempt from all county taxes, except for school 
purposes, for five years from the time of their establishment. 


§ 2. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. That this Resolution shall take effect immediately upon 
its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Issuance of Bonds by the City 
Council of Charleston for the Replacement of Funds 
Heretofore Used fer Purposes Other than Those for 
which the Taxes Represented Thereby were Levied and 
Collected, and for the Payment of the Cost of Laying, 
Extension, Repair and Maintenance of Drains, and the 
Costs of Street Improvements; to Provide for the Pay- 
ment of Said Bonds; and to Provide a Penalty for the 
Diversion of the Proceeds of Said Bond from the Pur- 
poses for Which Issued. 


Section 1. City of Charleston to Issue Bonds—Purpose— 
Form.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the City Council of Charleston is hereby authorized to 
issue bonds not exceeding in the aggregate the amount of Seven 
Hundred Twelve Thousand ($712,000.00) Dollars, the proceeds 
thereof to be used for the following purposes, to wit: The replace- 
ment of funds heretofore used for purposes other than those for 
which the taxes represented thereby were levied and collected; the

payment of the cost of laying, extension, repair and maintenance 
of drains; and the costs of street improvements; the amount thereof 
so issued to be issued as a whole for said purposes, and not in 
separate issues for each purpose; and the form of the said bonds 
need not state the amount of the portion of the issue applicable to 
each purpose. 


§ 2. Terms.—The said bonds shall be in denominations of 
' One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each, shail be issued as coupon 
bonds, payable to bearer, and may be registered as to principal with 
the Treasurer of the City of Charleston. They shall bear interest 
at a rate not exceeding five and one-half (5%4) per centum per 
annum, payable semi-annually. They shall be serial bonds, that is 
to say, they shall mature in annual series or installments, each con- 
sisting of one or more bonds, the first of which annual series or 
installments shall mature not later than four years after the date 
of issue, and the last not more than twenty years after said date of 
issue. 


§ 3. Use of Proceeds.—The proceeds of the sale of said 
bonds shall be deposited with the Treasurer of the City of Charles- 
ton as a special and separate fund, and applied solely to the fol- 
lowing purposes: 

(a) Not to exceed One Hundred Fifty-eight Thousand ($158,- 
000.00) Dollars shall be applied to the replacement of the Commis- 
sioners of Public Schools Fund. 

(b) Not to exceed Sixty-five Thousand ($65,000.00) Dollars 
shall be applied to the replacement of the New Bridge Fund. 

— (c) Not to exceed Forty-seven Thousand ($47,000.00) Dollars 
shall be applied to the replacement of the Sewer Bond Fund. 

(d) Not to exceed One Hundred Sixty-three Thousand ($163,- 
000.00) Dollars shall be applied to the drains fund account. 

(e) Not to exceed One Hundred Eighty-four Thousand ($184.- 
000.00) Dollars shall be applied to the street improvement accounts. 

(£) Not to exceed Ninety-five Thousand ($95,000.00) Dollars 
shall be applied to the payment of the roadway paving, curbing and 
drains in and on the public street known as Murray Boulevard. 

Any surplus remaining of the proceeds of the sale of said bonds 
shall be deposited in the sinking fund hereinafter provided. 

Observance of the provisions of this Section shall not affect the 
validity of said bonds. 
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§ 4. Tax for Payment.—There shall be levied and collected 
annually upon all taxable property in the City of Charleston a 
direct annual tax sufficient to create a sinking fund for the payment 
of said bonds at maturity and for the payment of the interest upon 
said bonds as it becomes due, said tax to be levied and collected as 
other city taxes. 


§ 5. Assessments on Murray Boulevard.—All assessments 
against property abutting on Murray Boulevard which may be col- 
lected by the City of Charleston under the abutting property law 
shall be deposited with the City Treasurer as part of the sinking 
fund hereinbefore provided, and shall be used for no other purpose. 


§ 6. Diversion of Bond Funds a Misdemeanor—Penalty. 
—The diversion of any of the proceeds of said bonds from the pur- 
poses for which deposited with the City Treasurer shall be a mis- 
demeanor for which the Mayor and the City Treasurer shall be 
liable, and which shall be punishable upon conviction by imprison- 
ment for not less than one year nor more than five years, and a fine 
of not less than $1,000.00 nor more than $5,000.00, both or either, 
in the discretion of the Court, and the diversion of all or any part 
of any sinking fund established for the payment of the principal 
and interest of any such bonds shall likewise be a misdemeanor for 
which the Mayor and the City Treasurer shall be liable, and which 
shall be punishable upon conviction by imprisonment for not less 
than one year nor more than five years, and a fine of not less than 
One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars nor more than Five Thousand 
($5,000.00) Dollars, both or either, in the discretion of the Court. 


‘§ 7. Execution of Bonds.—The said bonds shall be signed 
by the Mayor and the City Treasurer, attested by the Clerk of 
Council under the corporate seal of the City of Charleston, and the 
interest coupons attached to said bonds shall be signed with the 
facsimile signature of the City Treasurer lithographed or engraved 
thereon. 


§ 8. Sale.—The said bonds shall be sold after such advertise- 
ment thereof as may be directed by the City Council of Charleston 
in the ordinance authorizing the issuance of the same. 

§ 9. Tax Exempt.—The said bonds shall be exempt from all 
State, County and municipal taxes. 


§ 10. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are here- 
by repealed. 
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§ 11. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT Relating to Magistrates in the County of Charles- 
ton. 


Section 1. Ministerial Magistrates in City of Charleston 
—Powers—Salaries—Constables.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That there shall be three 
Ministerial Magistrates in the City of Charleston, who shall have 
the same powers and duties as Ministerial Magistrates in said City 
now have. That each of said magistrates shall receive a salary of 
Eighteen Hundred ($1,800.00) Dollars per annum; and they shall 
each have the power to appoint a Constable, who shall receive a 
salary of Nine Hundred ($900.00). Dollars per annum. That noth- 
ing herein contained shall affect the position or office of the Judge 
of the Civil and Criminal Court of Charleston, in the City of 
Charleston. 


§ 2. Bonds of Magistrates—Powers of City Recorder— 
Judge of Civil and Criminal Court—Police Court.—The 
Magistrates of the City of Charleston shall each enter into a bond 
to the State with sureties in the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) 
Dollars. The Recorder of the City of Charleston is hereby clothed 
with all the powers, duties and jurisdiction of the Judge of the Civil 
and Criminal Court of Charleston, in the City of Charleston, except 
that he shall not receive any additional compeisation and shall not ° 
have the authority to appoint a constable. In case of disability, 
inability from any cause, absence from the State, death or resigna- 
tion of the Judge of the Civil and Criminal Court of Charleston, his 
place shall be filled until such disability or inability has been re- 
moved, or until the return of said Judge or until his successor has 
been appointed and qualified, by the Recorder of the City of Charles- 
ton, and in case of the disability, inability or absence from the State 
of both said Judge and Recorder, then the Governor shall appoint 
some person learned in the law to temporarily fill the place. such 
person to serve without compensation, unless compensated by said 
Judge or Recorder. In the absence of the Recorder of the City of 
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Charleston owing to sickness or unavoidable cause, the police court 
of said City shall be held by the Judge of the Civil and Criminal 
Court of Charleston, and in case, and only in case, of the absence 
of said Judge, owing to sickness or other unavoidable cause, shall 
such police court be held by one of the Magistrates of said County, 
to be designated by the Mayor of said City or by one of the Alder- 
men thereof, designated by said Mayor. 


§ 3. Magistrates in County Outside City—-Location— 
Salaries—Constables.—The Magistrates of the County of Char- 
leston outside the City of Charleston shall be located as follows: 
One at or near Ten Mile Hill in the said County of Charleston, 
who shall receive a salary of Fifteen Hundred ($1,500.00) Dol- 
lars per annum, and whose jurisdiction shall be limited to the ter- 
ritory included in St. Philip’s and St. Michael’s Parish and First St. 
James Goose Creek Parish, and he shall have the power to appoint a 
Constable who shall receive a salary of Six Hundred ($600.00) 
Dollars per annum; one in the Parish of St. Andrew’s, who shall 
receive a salary of Twelve Hundred ($1,200.00) Dollars per annum, 
and he shall have the power to appoint a Constable who shall receive 
a salary of Three Hundred Sixty ($360.00) Dollars per annum; 
one in Second St. James Goose Creek Parish; one on Edisto Island ; 
one on Wadmalaw Island, two on John’s Island, one on James Is- 
land; one on Sullivan’s Island; one in the Town of Mt. Pleasant ; 
one at Awensdaw Bridge, on Awensdaw Creek, which divides the 
Parish of St. James Santee from Christ Church Parish; one in 
Christ Church Parish, to be located at or near Seven Mile Store; 
one at McClellanville; two in St. Paul’s Parish, one of whom shall 
be located at or near Meggett, and one at Adam’s Run, on or at 
Warrens Cross Roads, whose jurisdiction shall include all territory 
of Charleston County, to the North of the Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road, and bounding on the East on a line running due North from 
Rantowles to the Dorchester County line, and West by the Edisto 
River. The Magistrates for the County of Charleston, outside the 
City of Charleston, and except the Magistrate at Ten Mile Hill and 
the Magistrate in St. Andrew’s Parish, shall each receive a salary 
of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars per annum, and the Constables 
of such Magistrates shall each receive a salary of Two Hundred 
Fifty ($250.00) Dollars per annum. 


§ 4. Payment of Salaries—Statement Required—Oath 
—Penalty for False Swearing—Extra Constables.—That the 
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salaries of the Magistrates and Constables in Charleston County 
shall be paid monthly, and before any Magistrate shall be entitled 
to the compensation provided by law, he shall at the end of each 
month make a statement under oath and file the same with the Clerk 
of Court of Common Pleas showing the number of warrants issued 
by him during the entire month, giving the names of parties and 
offenses charged, and the disposition of each case, if tried, whether 
convicted or acquitted, and if convicted, the sentence of the Court, 
and further declare under oath, administered by the Clerk of Court 
of Common Pleas as follows: “I, ....... ccc cece cece eens 
Magistrate of the County of Charleston, do solemnly swear that 
since the receipt of my commission as Magistrate bearing date of 


su big at ca delanet c2uek ut vin ao aetiolitigs & , day of........... cece eee eee ey 1 have 
not compromised any case brought before me, except the State 
ACAINSt a wsang Ae vats oe Gavan ieer eeu’ (stating the nature of 


the compromise), and that I have deposited all the costs, fines, etc., 
received, with the Treasurer of Charleston County, so help me, 
God”: Provided, further, That any one swearing falsely to the 
foregoing shall upon conviction be punished as is now provided by 
law for the punishment for perjury. Each Magistrate in said 
County is authorized to appoint an extra Constable if any of them 
deem necessary for the collection of delinquent poll taxes. Said 
Constable shall be allowed for his services the sum of Twenty-five 
cents for each poll collected which sum shall be charged against the 
delinquent in the same manner as Treasurer’s costs and penalties are 
charged. 


§ 5. Provisions of Chap. VI, Code of Civil Procedure not 
Affected.—This Act in no way alters the provisions of Chapter VI 
of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1922, Volume 1, relating to 
Civil and Criminal Court of Charleston, or any of the provisions 
thereof. 


§ 6. Any Acts or parts of Act inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Require the Contractors, Owners and Other Per- 
sons Erecting Buildings or Making Improvements on 
Their Property in the City of Charleston, to Have 
Their Building Permits Endorsed by the County 
Auditor and in the County of Charleston to Have Build- 
ing Permits Issued by the Auditor and to Prescribe the 
Penalty for Violation Thereof. 


Section 1. Building Permits in City of Charleston to 
be Endorsed by County Auditor.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: It shall be unlawful 
after the passage of this Act for any contractor, owner or other 
person to proceed with the building or the repairing of any building 
in the City of Charleston, without having his building permit from 
the City of Charleston endorsed by the County Auditor of Charles- 
ton County, provided the cost of the building or the improvements 
shall amount to more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars. 


§ 2. Permits for Buildings Outside City.—lIt shall be un- 
lawful after the passage of this Act, for any contractor, owner or 
other person to erect any building or repair any building outside 
the City of Charleston and in the County of Charleston where such 
erection of any building or repair of any building will exceed Five 
Hundred ($500.00) without having secured a permit therefor from 
the County Auditor of Charleston County. 


§ 3. Penalty for Violation.—Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion violating the provisions of this Act shall be subject to a penalty 
of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars therefor to be recovered by the County 
Treasurer of Charleston County, in the Magistrates Courts of the 


said County. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Cooper River Ferry Commission 
to Borrow Money. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Cooper River Ferry Commission is 
authorized and empowered to borrow money from time to time, not 
in excess of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars for a period not to 
.exceed six (6) months and to give a note or notes therefor, for the 
purpose of operating expenses in anticipation of collections from 
tolls. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 3. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the County Treasurer of Charleston 
County to Borrow Money for the Purpose of Making up 
the Deficit in Special Funds Caused by the Failing of 
Certain Banks and to Provide for Paying the Same. 


Section 1. Charleston County to Borrow.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
County Treasurer of Charleston County is hereby authorized and 
directed to issue notes for and on behalf of the County to make up 
the deficit or deficits created in any and all special funds held by the 
said Treasurer on deposit in any bank or banks which have closed 
and caused thereby a shrinkage in the said Special Funds. 


§ 2. Payment.—That the County officers of Charleston 
County, charged with the levy and collecting of taxes, are hereby 
authorized and directed to collect taxes for the purpose of paying 
the said notes, in the same manner and way as is provided in the 
Act or Acts establishing or.creating the said funds,-and to continue 
with the said levy and collection until the whole indebtedness, both 
as to principal and interest, is paid. 
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§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Sanitary and Drainage Commission 
of Charleston County is hereby authorized to construct and repair 
the sewers and drains at Chicora Place in the County of Charleston, 
upon the request to them in writing by ten (10) of the freeholders 
residing thereat, and upon the payment in advance of a sufficient 
amount by the said freeholders to cover the estimate as made by the 
said Sanitary and Drainage Commission for the work specified by 
the said freeholders.

AN ACT to Provide for a Bond Issue for the Township of 
St. James Santee in the County of Charleston, not Ex- 
ceeding in Amount One Hundred and Twenty-five 
Thousand Dollars, to Secure a Railroad into and 
Through the Same, and to Provide for the Creation of 
a Commission in Connection Therewith and Define its 
Powers and to Provide for a Sinking Fund Therefor, 
and Also for an Election to Determine the Same. 


Section 1. Election on Bond Issue Ky Township of St. 
James, Santee—Terms—Sale.—Be it enacted by the General 
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Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That. the Board of 
County Commissioners of Charleston County be, and are hereby, 
authorized and empowered to issue coupon bonds of the Township 
of St. James Santee in said County not exceeding in amount One 
Hundred and Twenty-five Thousand ($125,000.00) Dollars, payable 
to bearer, in denominations of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars and 
One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each respectively, bearing a 
rate of interest not exceeding six (6) per centum per annum, pay- 
able semi-annually, for a term not exceeding thirty years; and the 
St. James Santee Commission herein created is hereby authorized 
and empowered to sell or dispose of the same at such time or 
times, and in such manner as they may deem best, for the pur- 
poses hereinafter set forth: Provided, That the question of issuing 
said bonds shall be first submitted to the qualified electors of the 
said St. James Santee Township at such times as the St. James. 
Santee Commission shall designate. 


§ 2. Notice — Managers — Electors — Hours.—The said 
election shall be held after a notice thereof published once a week 
in a newspaper in said county for three weeks prior to said election, 
and all qualified voters in the Township of St. James Santee in 
Charleston County shall be entitled to vote at such election. The 
said Board of County Commissioners shall appoint managers for 
each precinct in said Parish as constituted, who shall take the usual 
oath of managers of general elections in this State. The polls shall 
open at 8:00 A. M. o’clock and close at 4:00 P. M. o’clock. 


§ 3. Ballots.—AIl persons voting in said election shall cast 
a ballot with the words plainly written or printed thereon: “In 
favor of the issue of bonds—Yes.” Those opposed said issue shall 
cast a ballot with the words plainly written or printed thereon: 
“Against the issue of bonds.” The manager of such election shall 
declare the results and make certified returns thereof to the County 
Supervisor. 


§ 4. Execution of Bonds.—If a majority of the ballots cast 
at such election are in favor of said issue of bonds, upon the filing 
of said returns, the Supervisor is authorized to issue coupon bonds 
in said amount, said bonds to be signed by the County Supervisor 
of Charleston County, attested by the Chairman of St. James 
Santee Commission, and sealed with a seal to be adopted by the 
said Commission and to be used by them or it in the execution of 
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said bonds and like important papers, and the lithographed signature 
of the Supervisor and of the Chairman of the said Commission shall 
be a sufficient signing of the same. 


§ 5. “St. James Santee Commission”—Personal—Chair- 
man—Term—Powers.—That Richard M. Lofton, John H. 
Graham, John Y. DuPree, H. T. Morrison and James A. Lofton 
all of Charleston County, be, and they are hereby created and con- 
stituted a commission to be known as “St. James Santee Commis- 
sion,” whereof Richard M. Lofton shall be Chairman. They shall 
be commissioned by the Governor and shall hold office until their 
successors are nominated and appointed as hereinafter provided. 
Their term of office shall be four years and their successors shall 
be appointed by the Governor on the recommendation of a majority 
of the Senators and Members of the Legislature from Charleston 
County. They shall have the power to adopt a seal, to make such 
contracts for the sale of said bonds or other disposal of the same 
or such part thereof as may be necessary in their judgment to effect 
the purpose of their creation. They shall have the power to con- 
tract with any railroad corporation duly chartered under the laws 
of the State of South Carolina, to construct, erect and maintain a 
railroad from a point in Berkeley County, in or through the Town- 
ship of St. James Santee, in or through the Town of McClellansville 
in said Township, and for that purpose shall have the right either 
to pay over to the railroad corporation the net proceeds of the sale 
of the said bonds in full or in part, and in such installments as they 
see fit, or else to deliver the said bonds in part or in whole to such 
railroad corporation, when and in their judgment such proportion 
of the railroad has been completed as the part of cash or bonds shall 
properly represent: Provided, however, That they shall reserve at 
least fifty per centum of the cash or bonds and not pay over or 
deliver the same until the completion of the said proposed rail- 
road, its acceptance by the Railroad Commission and when and 
only when adequate traffic arrangements have been concluded be- 
tween the said Commission and the said railroad corporation. 


§ 6. Disposal of Bonds—of Proceeds.—The said bonds 
shall be turned over to the said St. James Santee Commission to be 
sold by them for cash, at not less than par or disposed of by them 
as above provided in the preceding section. If sold, the proceeds 
of the sale of all or such of them as may be sold shall be placed 
with the County Treasurer of Charleston County by the said Com- 
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mission, and shall be by him kept separate and distinct from all 
other funds, and be paid out only on the order of the said Com- 
mission, signed by its Chairman and attested by the other mem- 
bers of the Commission, or a majority thereof. 


§ 7. Payment.—That there shall be levied annually upon all 
the taxable property in the Township of St. James Santee, Charles- 
ton County, by the County Auditor a sufficient sum to pay the in- 
terest coupons on said bonds as they shall fall due, and also a suff- 
cient sum annually to create a sinking fund sufficient to retire all 
of said bonds at maturity thereof, which said fund shall be placed 
on deposit at interest in some reliable savings institution or bank. 


§ 8. Said bonds to be exempt from State, County and Municipal 
taxation. 


§ 9. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 10. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize Isle of Palms, Inc., to Change the 


Locations of Certain Streets, Avenues, Boulevards and/ | 
or Roads on the Western Portion of the Isle of Palms 
or Long Island, in Charleston County, South Carolina, 
and to Change such Locations, so that the Locations of 
Certain Streets, Lanes, Ways, Crossings, Drives and 
Avenues as shown on a Certain Plat of the Said Por- 
tion of Said Island shall be Substituted for and take 
the Place in Every Respect of Said First Mentioned 
Streets, Boulevards, Avenues and/or Roads. : 


Whereas, heretofore, Long Island Improvement and Construc- 
tion Company, a corporation under the laws of the State of South 
Carolina, and being at that time the owner of a certain portion of 
Long Island or Isle of Palms, in the County of Charleston, South 
Carolina, conveyed to Palm Beach Company a portion of said 
Island so owned by reference to a plat which is recorded in R. M. C. 
Office for Charleston County in Plat Book D, at page 178, which 
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plat shows certain streets, roads, boulevards and/or avenues as set 
out thereon; and, 


Whereas, said Long Island Improvement and Construction Com- 
pany subsequently conveyed the remainder of said property so 
owned by it to James Sotile, who thereafter conveyed one lot of 
such remainder to Prudential Realty Corporation by reference to 
a second and different plat made by Dawson Engineering Com- 
pany, dated April 9, 1914, and recorded in the R. M. C. Office of 
Charleston County in Plat Book C, at pages 95 and 96, which plat 
shows a different layout of streets, roads, boulevards and/or avenues 
from that shown on the said plat, recorded in Plat Book D, at page

Whereas, thereafter Isle of Palms, Inc., being the owner of the 
western end of said Island, conveyed certain lots thereon to Law- 
rence M. Pinckney, Inc., by deed recorded in the R. M. C. Office 
for Charleston County in Book Z-31, at page 126, by reference to 
a plat copy by Ravenel & Rhett, which copy plat is not recorded 
and which copy plat as far as it is completed shows the same lay- 
out of lots, roads, boulevards, streets and/or avenues as is shown 
on the plat recorded in Plat Book C, at pages 95 and 96 herein- 
above referred to; and, 


Whereas, said Isle of Palms, Inc., also mortgaged inter alia the 
western portion of said Island to Lawrence M. Pickney by mort- 
gage recorded in the R. M. C. Office aforesaid in Book C-34, at 
page 258, by reference in part to said plat recorded in Plat Book 
C, at pages 95 and 96, and in part by indirect reference to said plat 
recorded in Plat Book D, at page 178; and, _ 


Whereas, confusion has resulted as to the layout of streets and 
lots as shown on said three plats and as to the streets, roads, boule- 
vards, avenues, and/or lots platted with reference thereto; and, 


Whereas, all of the said portion of the Isle of Palms lying to 
the west of Seventh Street or Seventh Avenue as shown on all 
three of said plats above recited, has become by sundry mesne con- 
veyances the property respectively of the Isle of Palms, Inc., and 
Lawrence M. Pinckney, Inc.; and, 


Whereas, the said Isle of Palms, Inc., has prepared a plat of a 
new subdivision of the western end of the said Island running west 
from Seventh Street or Seventh Avenue showing streets, lanes, 
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ways, crossings, drives and avenues laid off differently from the 
roads, streets, boulevards and/or avenues laid off on the three 
’ plats hereinabove referred to, which plat of said new proposed sub- 
division shows Seventh Street or Seventh Avenue, as it is laid off 
on all of the said plats hereinabove referred to (the location of 
Seventh Street or Seventh Avenue being the same on all of said 
plats) and shows said other avenues, lanes, ways, crossings and 
drives, giving equally convenient means of ingress and egress and 
of access to the property to the east of Seventh Street or Seventh 
Avenue as it is shown on the plats first hereinabove referred to, 
which new subdivision eliminates the confusion as to the location 
of streets, roads, boulevards, avenues and/or lots arising as afore- 
said, and which new subdivision by reason of being adapted to 
the terrain and to the contours of the Island will produce streets, 
avenues, lanes, ways, crossings and drives more advantageous for 
travel by the public than the streets, avenues, roads and/or boule- 
vards shown on the two recorded plats and the copy plat by Ravenel 
& Rhett above referred to; and, 


Whereas, said Isle of Palms, Inc., is contemplating the recording 
in the Office of Register of Mesne Conveyances for Charleston 
County, of the said plat showing said new proposed subdivision and 
containing language reciting that the streets, lanes, ways, crossings, 
drives and avenues shown thereon are by said recording to be dedi- 
cated to the public as streets; and, 


Whereas, the said Isle of Palms, Inc., and said Lawrence M. 
Pinckney, Inc., desire the consent of the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina for authority to substitute the streets, lanes, © 
ways, crossings, drives, and avenues as laid out on the plat of 
said new subdivision of said western end of the said Island, running 
west from said Seventh Street or Seventh Avenue, for the streets, 
roads, avenues, and/or boulevards appearing on the two plats here- 
tofore referred to, and recorded in the R. M. C. Office for Charles- 
ton County respectively in Plat Book D, at page 178, and in Plat 
Book C, at pages 95 and 96, and the said copy plat of Ravenel & 
Rhett, so that said portion of the said Island west of said Seventh 
Street or Seventh Avenue as aforesaid, shall be governed by and 
be subservient to only the locations of the streets, lanes, ways, cross- 
ings, drives and avenues appearing on the new proposed plat which 
are to take the place of and be substituted in every respect in lieu 
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and stead of the streets, roads, boulevards and/or avenues ap- 
pearing on the first three plats above recited; and, 


Whereas, said Isle of Palms, Inc., in connection with the said new 
subdivision is in process of developing said Island and is spending 
substantial sums of money upon it, with a view to making it a 
modern beach resort, and of causing summer homes to be built 
upon it, thereby increasing its taxable value, and consequently in- 
creasing the taxes which will be received from it, and giving rise 
to general public benefits from the development of such a resort, 
which results will come about to a greater extent and with a greater 
consequent increase in the taxes to be collected, if the confusion 
as to streets, roads, boulevards and/or avenues hereinabove re- 
ferred to is removed, and if the change herein referred to be made; 
now, therefore, 


Section 1. Streets Etc., on Isle of Palms Re-Located— 
Plat Adopted—Exceptions.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That its consent and 
authority are hereby granted to the said Isle of Palms, Inc., to 
change the locations of the streets, roads, boulevards and/or avenues 
on that portion of the said Island in the County of Charleston, 
South Carolina, known as Long Island or the Isle of Palms, lying 
west of Seventh Street or Seventh Avenue on the three plats first 
hereinabove referred to, from the locations now occupied by said 
streets, roads, boulevards and/or avenues as shown on the two plats 
respectively recorded in the R. M. C. Office for Charleston County 
in Plat Book D, at page 178, and in Plat Book C, at pages 95 and 
96, and in the said copy plat by Ravenel & Rhett, and the locations 
of the said streets, roads, boulevards and/or avenues shall be 
changed ; so that the locations of the streets, lanes, ways, crossings, 
drives and avenues as shown on the plat of the new proposed sub- 
division of said portion of the said Island lying west of Seventh 
Street or Seventh Avenue as aforesaid, shall be substituted for and 
shall take the place in every respect of the streets, roads, boule- 
vards and/or avenues as they now appear on the two recorded 
plats and the copy plat by Ravenel & Rhett above referred to, and 
so that said portion of the said Island west of Seventh Street and 
Seventh Avenue as aforesaid, shall be governed by, and be sub- 
servient to, only the locations of the streets, lanes, ways, cross- 
ings, drives and avenues appearing on the new proposed plat as 
soon as the mortgages under the mortgagees from Isle of Palms, 
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Inc., to Lawrence M. Pinckney, hereinabove referred to, or his 
assignee, shall have indicated by an instrument, recorded in the 
R. M. C. Office for Charleston County, his or its consent to the 
change of locations and substitution of streets, roads, boulevards, 
avenues, lanes, ways, crossings, and/or drives herein provided for, 
or as soon as the said mortgage shall have been satisfied of record; 
and as soon as there shall have been filed for record by the said Isle 
of Palms, Inc., in the office of the Register of Mesne Conveyances 
for Charleston County, South Carolina, the said plat showing the 
new proposed subdivision hereinabove referred to with an en- 
dorsement thereon reciting that the streets, avenues, lanes, ways, 
crossing and drives as shown thereon are dedicated to the public as 
soon as the mortgagee under the mortgage from Isle of Palms, 
Charleston County, S. C., as subdivided for the Isle of Palms, Inc., 
by Rex G. Fuller, A. I. A., Architect, Charleston, S. C., December, 
1926,” a blueprint of which plat without such endorsement as to 
dedication has been filed in the office of the Secretary of State and 
shall be recorded therein in Miscellaneous Record Book 1905, at 
page 600, which filing and recording is only for the purpose of 
identification and shall not of itself be taken to constitute a dedica- 
tion of any portion of the property shown thereon: Provided, how- 
ever, That there is excepted from the operation of this Act an area 
described as “Right of Way 100 feet wide” as it actually is located 
as it is shown on the said plat recorded in Plat Book C, at pages 95 
and 96, whereon it is shown extending from the western end of 
said Island beginning from the north side of a red line shown on 
said plat as Charleston-Isle of Palms Traction Company’s tracks, 
and extending eastward along the north or back ‘beach of said 
Island to Seventh Street, and provided that until the said plat by 
Rex G. Fuller, hereinabove referred to, be recorded in the R. M. 
C. office for Charleston County, S. C., with the endorsement re- 
citing dedication as hereinabove provided, the streets, roads, boule- 
vards and/or avenues, hereinabove referred to, shall remain located 
as they now are, and, Provided, further, That in the change of the 
locations of the streets, roads, boulevards and/or avenues as here-

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Boulevard” and on the said plat recorded in Plat Book C, at pages 
95 and 96, and on the said copy plat by Ravenel & Rhett, and on 
a further plat of a certain portion of said Island lying east of 
Seventh Street or Seventh Avenue hereinabove referred to, and 
recorded in the R. M. C. office aforesaid in Plat Book D, at page 
179, as “Atlantic Avenue,” is not affected hereby in any of its 
extent to the east of Seventh Street or Seventh Avenue, as shown on 
the plats hereinabove referred to or on any of them, but shall be 
and remain as a public street or road throughout its extent east 
of said Seventh Street or Seventh Avenue as shown on said plats, 
or any of them.

AN ACT to Amend an Act Entitled “An Act to Amend and 
Renew Charter of St. Peter’s Church, Charleston, Ap- 
proved 9th Day of December, 1849, and all Acts 
Amendatory Thereto, so as to Provide for the Re- 
organization of Said Church.” 


Section 1. Vesting of Corporate Powers of St. Peter’s: 
Church, Charleston—Powers.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That from the passage 
of this Act, all the corporate powers, rights, privileges and property 
then belonging to the Corporation of St. Peter’s Church, Charleston, 
shall be vested in the persons then acting as Vestry and Wardens 
of the said Church; and the said Vestry and Wardens, and their 
successors in office forever, be and they are hereby declared to be 
a body corporate in deed and in law, under the name and title of 
St. Peter’s Church, Charleston; and by the said name shall have 
perpetual succession ‘of officers and members, and a common seal, 
with power to alter, change, break, and make new the same, as often 
as may be deemed expedient ; and the said Corporation shall be able 
and capable in law to purchase, have, hold, receive, enjoy, possess 
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and retain to itself in perpetuity, or for any term of years, any 
estates, godds, chattels, lands or tenements of what kind or nature 
soever, not exceeding the value of Sixty Thousand Dollars; and 
to sell, alien or lease the same or any part thereof, or to grant or 
convey any interest or right in the same, or any part thereof, as they 
shall think proper, and may, by the said name sue and be sued, 
implead and be impleaded, answer and be answered unto, in any 
Court of this State. 


§ 2. Vestrymen and Wardens—Reorganization.—All the 
temporal interests and affairs of this Church shall be governed and 
controlled by seven vestrymen and two wardens, to be elected an- 
nually on Easter Monday; the election to be held by such persons as 
shall be appointed by the Vestry; and no person shall be eligible 
to the office of Warden or Vestryman unless he be a member of the 
congregation, and be contributing to the support of the Church; and 
in case of any failure to make an election, the Vestry and Wardens 
then in office shall hold over until a new election, and shall have 
the power to fill any vacancy or vacancies by the election of such 
person or persons as they may think suitable without restriction, 
and the persons so elected shall have all the powers of vestrymen 
and wardens of said church and shall hold office until a new election 
by the congregation. That upon approval of this Act the vestry 
and wardens of said church then holding office and exercising the 
duties thereof, be authorized and directed to give notice, to be 
published in one of the newspapers of the City of Charleston once 
a week for three successive weeks ; that a place within said City, and 
on a day and at an hour fixed by said officers at least three weeks 
from the last day of said publication an election will be held for the 
election of a new vestry and wardens of said church and for the 
reorganization thereof, and that at said election and reorganization 
all communicants of the Episcopal Church, who are residents of the 
City of Charleston and of legal age, of both sexes, who shall have 
signed a written declaration to be prepared by said vestry and 
wardens then in office, that they do each of them, by such signature, 
become members of said congregation under the terms of this 
amendment, and the said members shall thereby become members 
of said congregation without forfeiting his, her‘or their membership 
in any other congregation or congregations of which they may be a 
member or members, and the election by them at said meeting of a 
new vestry and wardens shall constitute the reorganization of said 
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church in all respects and with all the powers of a vestry and 
wardens elected under said amended charter of said church. 


§ 3. Assessments on Pews.-——The said vestry and wardens 
shall have power to make such assessments upon the pews as they 
shall see fit; and if any pew-holder shall. refuse or neglect to pay 
the sum at which any pew shall be assessed, for more than six 
months after such assessment shall have been made, then it shall 
be lawful for the said vestry and wardens, or a majority of them, to 
let out, hire or sell the said pew for the purpose of paying the 
assessment in arrear, as aforesaid. 


§ 4. Powers of Corporation—Merger.—The corporation 
hereby created are hereby vested with all the powers and authorities 
which are vested in any Episcopal Church in this State. That the 
said corporation when so reorganized shall, in addition to all of the 
powers hitherto possessed by them, have the power to rebuild the 
church building or buildings at the place where the same stood pre- 
vious to the burning down of the same, or to merge the said cor- 
poration with any other corporation of an Episcopal Church in the 
said City: Provided, That the name of St. Peter’s shall be preserved 
in such merger, either as the whole of or a part of the name of said 
new corporation; and that upon said merger all the missionary and 
trust fund now possessed by said St. Peter’s Church, Charleston, 
and all other property, real or personal, thereto belonging, shall be 
vested in said new corporation resulting from said merger in all 
respects as though said new corporation had been the original cor- 
poration of said St. Peter’s Church, Charleston. That the members 
of said corporation who have participated in such election shall re- 
main members of said corporation of St. Peter’s Church, ‘Charles- 
ton, until a congregation is organized under the terms of said 
amended charter, to which this Act is an Amendment or until a 
merger shall be completed with any other Episcopal Church in the 
said City. 

§ 5. Public Act.—This Act shall be deemed a public Act, and 


as such shall be recognized in all judicial proceedings. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 


§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That all sums received by Charleston County 
after January Ist, 1928, by way of reimbursement or repayment 
from the Federal Government, State, City or other sources for all 
sums expended or which may hereafter be expended in the con- 
struction of roads, bridges and drainage in said county, shall be set 
aside by the County Treasurer and added to the Sinking Fund pro- 
viding for the retirement of $1,500,000.00 in bonds authorized by 
Act No. 853 of the Acts of 1924; and after the retirement of the 
said bonds, and when the said Sinking Fund shall no longer be 
necessary, then and thereafter to go into the general Charleston 
County fund to be used for general County expenses.

and to Pledge the Faith and the Credit of the Town of 
Gaffney for the Payment Thereof and to Guarantee the 
Payment of the Same for and in the Name of the Said 
Town of Gaffney. 


Whereas, Under an Act of the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina, entitled “An Act to authorize the corporate authori- 
ties of the towns of Gaffney and Woodruff, and the cities of Chester 
and Georgetown to levy assessments upon abutting property for the 
purpose of paying for permanent improvements on streets and side- 
walks, or streets or sidewalks, immediately abutting such property,” 
being Act No. 329 of Statutes at Large of South Carolina, 1914, the 
town of Gaffney was authorized and empowered to levy an assess- 
ment upon abutting property for the purpose of paying for perma- 
nent improvements on streets and sidewalks, or streets or sidewalks, 
immediately abutting such property; and 


Whereas, Provision was not made therein for the issuance of 
certificates of indebtedness evidencing the deferred installments of 
assessments so laid. 


Section 1. Town of Gaffney to Issue Paving Certificates 
—Sale or Pledge—Use of Proceeds.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the town 
of Gaffney, Cherokee County, South Carolina, is hereby authorized 
and empowered to issue certificates of indebtedness showing amounts 
of money due to said town by property owners as deferred pay- 
ments or installments upon such assessments and to sell any of such 
certificates of indebtedness or to borrow money by pledging any of 
them as ‘collateral security for the payment of such debt or debts, and 
‘in either event of sale or collateral pledge of such certificates, or any 
of them, to pledge the faith and credit of said town for the payment 
thereof, and to guarantee the payment of same for and in the name 
of said town. All installments and interest collected on said assess- 
ments, whether paid in advance or otherwise, shall be kept in a sink- 
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ing fund for the purpose of paying off certificates and interest 
thereon as same shall become due.

Magistrates in Cherokee County.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: There 
shall be in Cherokee County three (3) Magistrates, two (2) of 
whom shall reside in the city of Gaffney and one at Blacksburg, 
and the jurisdiction of the Magistrates residing in the city of Gaffney 
shall be, not only in Limestone Township and the city of Gaffney, 
but in any other place in said County, and neither of said Magis- 
trates residing in the city of Gaffney shall be restricted to any part 
of said city.

voted for.

306 of the Acts of 1925, so as to Provide for the Filling 
of any Vacancy that Might Occur in Said Trustee. 


Section 1. Act (1925, XXXIV Stats., 672), Amended— 
Trustees in Blacksburg Consolidated High School District. 
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—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: Amend Section 2 of an Act entitled “An Act to authorize the 
establishment of a centralized high school,” known as Act No. 306 
of the Acts of 1925, by striking out all of Section 2 and inserting 
in lieu thereof the following: 


Section 2. The High School Board of Trustees as herein pro- 
vided shall consist of seven (7) members, one from each of the said 
respective school districts. They shall serve for periods of four 
(4) years or until their successors in office shall be elected or ap- 
pointed and qualified. These several trustees shall be elected by 
the qualified electors of their respective districts at elections to be 
held in each of said districts on the first Tuesday in May, 1927, 
and each succeeding two (2) years thereafter. On the first Tuesday 
in May, 1927, there shall be one trustee elected from each of the 
following school districts: No. 3 Hopewell, No. 4 King’s Creek, 
No. 5 Broad River, No. 8 Holly Grove, to serve until the general 
election in 1930, at which time trustees shall be elected to serve for a 
term of four (4) years: Provided, further, That the present trustees 
shall serve as follows: J. L. Hancock for No. 9, Blacksburg; W. R. 
Hambright for No. 1, Antioch; S. A. Moss for No. 6, Buffalo, until 
the next general election, when an election shall be held in each of 
these three districts for the purpose of electing trustees in their 
place to serve for a term of four (4) years. Such election shall 
be held at the call of the County Board of Education, who shall 
appoint the managers for each district. Said elections shall be held 
subject to the law of this State governing general elections, and only 
qualified electors shall participate in same. As soon as practicable 
after said elections, the said High School Board shall meet at the 
call of the County Superintendent of Education for the purpose of 
organization. The trustee elected from school district No. 9, com- 
monly known as Blacksburg School District, shall be Chairman of 
the Board of High School Trustees: Provided, further, That until 
the said Board of School Trustees shall be elected and qualified the 
present High School Board as now constituted shall remain in office 
and discharge the duties of said Board: Provided, further, That in 
the event of a vacancy on said Board, the Board of High School 
Trustees shall fill such vacancy by the election of a member of the 
School Board from the district in which such vacancy occurs.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the sale of bonds of Cherokee County for 
Highway purposes by the Board of County Commissioners for said 
County on the 8th day of March, 1927, aggregating ‘Twenty-nine 
Thousand Four Hundred ($29,400.00) Dollars, maturing, Nine 
Thousand Four Hundred ($9,400.00) Dollars, on January Ist, 
1937; Ten Thousand on January Ist, 1938 and Ten Thousand 
($10,000.00) Dollars on January Ist, 1939, said bonds being in de- 
nominations of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each, except one 
of said bonds which shall be for Four Hundred ($400.00) Dollars

Chester County to Borrow—Amount—Pur- 
pose.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the County Board of Directors of Chester County 
is hereby authorized, directed and empowered to borrow Fifty 
Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, if so much shall be necessary, to be 
used for the construction of a bridge over Broad River near the 
present Fish Dam Ferry on the Calhoun Highway. 


§ 2. Conditions of Loan.—That this sum of Fifty Thou- 
sand ($50,000.00) Dollars shall be borrowed only upon condition that 
Union County shall contribute a like sum of Fifty Thousand ($50,- 
000.00) Dollars towards the construction of this bridge and upon 
the further condition that the State Highway Commission shall enter 
into reimbursement contracts with Chester and Union Counties for 
the repayment of this money under the terms of the present law 
governing such reimbursement contracts. 


§ 3. Notes.—The notes or bonds issued by the Board of 
Directors of Chester County evidencing and securing the indebted- 
ness authorized by this Act, shall mature in such installments and 
shall be payable at such times and places as'shall be fixed by the 
Chester County Board of Directors in the exercise of its discretion 
under the authority hereby given. These bonds or notes shall 
further be issued under the terms and conditions set forth in 
Sections 2, 3, and 4 of a certain Act entitled “An Act to Provide for 
the Construction of Highways in the State Highway System pur- 
suant to Reimbursement Agreements between the State Highway 
System and Counties or Road Districts, to Authorize the Issuance 
of County Bonds and Road District Bonds for said Purpose and to 
Provide for the Payment of said Bonds and to Provide for the 
Creation of Road Districts.”. 


§ 4. Pledge of Reimbursements.—The Chester County 
Board of Directors is hereby authorized and directed to pledge such 
reimbursement payments hereinafter becoming due from the State 
Highway Commission as security for said notes or bonds for the 
building of the Broad River Bridge, as in its judgment and discretion 
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may be necessary, such reimbursement payments not having been 
heretofore otherwise pledged.

AN ACT to Create a Rural Police System for Chester 
County, Declaring the Duties and Providing for the 
Compensation of the Members of the Rural Police Com- 
mission and for the Appointment and Compensation of 
the Rural Policemen. 


Section 1. Rural Police System for Chester County.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That a Rural Police System is hereby created for the County of 
Chester which Police System shall consist of a Supervisory Com- 
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mission of three members and two Rural Policemen to be chosen 
by the said Commission. 


§ 2. Rural Police Commission.—The Rural Police Com- 
mission for Chester County shall consist of three (3) qualified elec- 
tors of the County of Chester, one of whom shall reside at or near 
the City of Chester and the other two shall be residents of the 
County. These Commissioners shall be appointed by the Governor 
upon the recommendation of a majority of the Chester County 
Legislative Delegation, and shall serve for a period of two (2) 
years, or until their successors are appointed and qualified. When 
‘so chosen and commissioned, these three Commissioners shall 
organize by the election of a Chairman from one of their number 
and the election of a Secretary also to come from one of their 
number, _ 


§ 3. Compensation of Commission.—The Rural Police 
Commission for Chester County shall receive as compensation for 
their services an annual appropriation of Twenty-five ($25.00) Dol- 
lars, and an additional allowance for traveling expenses in no case 
to exceed Ten ($10.00) Dollars per year per member—all of which. 
shall be paid out of the Contingent fund of Chester County. 


§ 4. Policemen—Discipline—Co-operation.—The Rural 
Police Commission for Chester County shall, upon their organiza-- 
tion (which shall not be later than May lst, 1927), select two (2) 
competent Rural Policemen. When selected, these Rural Policemen 
shall be the Rural Policemen for Chester County, and shall co-- 
operate with the Sheriff and other law-enforcement officers of the 
County in every way, and shall be commissioned by the Governor 
as provided by law for officers of the law. The Rural Police Com- 
mission shall be directly responsible for the discipline and the proper 
discharge of the duties of the Rural Policemen, and shall co-operate 
with the Sheriff in the enforcement of all law. 


§ 5. Duties of Policemen.—The general duties of the said 
Rural Policemen shall be to patrol the roads, when not otherwise: 
engaged, to quell all disorders, to enforce the prohibition and game- 
laws, to attend all large picnics or public gatherings, and generally 
to apprehend any violator of the law, and to give assistance to the: 
Sheriff and Magistrate’s Constables when called upon to do so. 
And they are hereby given all authority for making arrests, searches: 
and seizures as is now possessed by Constables and Policemen. 
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§ 6. Appointment of Policemen—Removal—Powers of 
Commission.—The Rural Police Commission herein created shall 
have the exclusive power of appointing and removing for cause any 
and all Rural Policemen and may remove, without cause, if in their 
judgment their services are not needed; and they may employ for | 
all or any part of the year, and in conjunction with the Legislative 
Delegation fix the salary, expenses and allowances of the Rural 
Policemen, and shall make all rules and regulations for their govern- 
ment, and shall determine upon all matters relative to the conduct 
of the Rural Policemen not inconsistent with any of the other pro- 
visions of tHis Act. 

§ 7. Reports of Policemen.—That the Rural Police must 
make a weekly written report to the Rural Police Commission of 
all their actions and doings, including all arrests, fines or bonds 
taken and places visited, and any other report requested by the 
Rural Police Commission. 

§ 8. Reports of Commission.—The Commissicn shall make 
a report of the actings and doings of the Rural Policemen to the 
Grand Jury of Chester County upon the convening of the Court of 
General Sessions in March of each year, which report shall cover 
all of the actings and doings of the Rural Policemen and the Com- 
mission for the year previous. 

§ 9. Payment of Policemen.—That the Rural Policemen 
shall be paid by the County Board of Directors by proper warrant 
out of the funds provided for the same and on the written order of 
the Chairman of the Rural Police Commission. 

§ 10. Bonds of Policemen.—That the Rural Policemen shall 
all be required to give bond in such an amount as may be required by 
the Commission, not to be less than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dol- 
lars, the premiums to be paid by the County. 

§ 11. Duties and Powers of Other Peace Officers not 
Affected.—Nothing herein contained shall be construed as limit- 
ing or abridging the powers and duties of the Sheriff of Chester 
County, his Deputies or the Magistrates’ Constables appointed ac- 
cording to existing law. 

§ 12. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 

§ 13. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Board of Trustees of School District 
No. 1, of Chester County are hereby authorized to issue coupon 
or serial bonds of said District in an amount not exceeding Forty 
Thousand ($40,000.00) Dollars, maturing not later than forty 
years after the date thereof, bearing interest at a rate not exceeding 
five per cent. per annum, payable annually or semi-annually.

and to Appoint Trustees Therefor, to Authorize the Is- 
suance of Bonds for the Purpose of Erecting and 
Equipping Said School Building and to Provide for the 
Levying and Collection of Taxes to Pay the Interest 
upon Said Bonds and the Principal Thereof, to Provide 
for the Holding of an Election to Determine Whether 
Said Bonds shall be Issued and Whether Said Cen- 
tralized High School District Shall be Formed. 


Section 1. “Salem Centralized High School District,’’ 
Clarendon County, Authorized.—Be it enacted by the General

declared to be a High School District to be known as “Salem, Cen-

AN ACT to Provide for the Establishment and Maintenance 
of a County Police System for Colleton County. 


. Section 1. County Police in Colleton County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
there is hereby established for Colleton County a County Police 
System, consisting of one Chief County Policeman and two assistant 
County Policemen. 


*'§ 2. Chief.—That F. H. Beach is hereby designated and con- 
stituted Chief County Policeman, and he shall hold and exercise 
the duties of said office for the term of one (1) year from the date 
of his commission and until his successor is elected and qualified as 
hereinafter provided, unless he be sooner removed under the terms 
and authority of this Act. That the successors to said F. H. Beach, 
as Chief County Policeman, shall be appointed by the Governor 
upon the recommendation of a majority of the delegation in the 
General Assembly from Colleton County. 


-.§ 3. Assistants.—That C. H. Strickland and H. M. Reeves 
are hereby designated and constituted assistant County Policemen for 
Colleton County, each of whom shall hold and exercise the duties 
of said office for a term of one (1) year from the date of their 
commissions and until their successors are appointed and qualified 
as hereafter provided, unless sooner removed under the terms and 
authority of this Act. That the successors to said assistant County 
Policemen shall be appointed by the Governor upon the recom- 
mendation of the Chief County Policeman. 


Removal.—That the Chief County Policeman and the 
assistant County Policemen, or any of them, shall be removed from 
office by the Governor at any time his removal from office may be 
requested by a majority of the delegation in the General Assembly 
from Colleton County, with or without cause. That the assistant 
County Policemen, or either of them, shall be removed from office 
by the Governor at any time their removal from office is requested 
by the Chief County Policeman, with or without cause. 


§ 5. Official Bonds.—That the Chief County Policeman and 
the assistant County Policemen shall each before entering upon the 
duties of his office enter into bond with good surety to be approved 
as to form and sufficiency, as sheriff’s bonds are approved. payable 
to Colleton County, in the sum of Seven Thousand Five Hundred 
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($7,500.00) Dollars for the Chief County Policeman, and Five 
Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars for each of the assistant County 
Policemen, and conditioned for the faithful performance of his 
duties and for such damages as may be sustained by reason of his 
malfeasance in office or abusing his authorities, said bond to be filed 
with and kept by the Clerk of Court. 


§ 6. Duties.—That the assistant County Policemen shall at 
all times be subject to the order, jurisdiction and control of the Chief 
County Policeman, and shall perform their duties under his super- 
vision and direction. That the County Police system herein pro- 
vided for shall co-operate in the performance of official duties with 
the sheriff, magistrates and constables of the County, it not being 
the intent of this Act to relieve the sheriff, magistrates, constables 
or other police officers of the County from the diligent performance 
of the duties devolving upon them by law. 


§ 7. Powers.—That the jurisdiction of said County - Police- 
men to make arrests for the violation of the criminal laws of this 
State or to perform any of their official duties under the law shall 
extend over the entire County of Colleton, and they shall have 
authority upon view of any crime to arrest without warrant, and 
in pursuit of the criminal to enter houses or break therein, in Col- 
leton, and shall have authority to summon the posse comitatus to 
assist in making arrests or enforcing the law, and any citizen who 
shall fail to respond or render assistance when so summoned or re- 
quested, shall be guilty a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction shall 
be punished by imprisonment for not more than thirty days or a 
fine of not more than one hundred dollars. 


§ 8. General Duties.—The general duties of asid County 
Policemen shall be to patrol the roads when not otherwise officially 
engaged, quell all disorder, enforce all laws, particularly traffic and 
prohibition laws, apprehend all violators of the law, prevent crime 
and disorder, detect and prosecute for violation of criminal law, make 
arrests upon their own initiative as well as upon complaint, and serve 
warrants, that the rural police force shall have issued, and they are 
hereby given all authority to make arrests, searches and seizures as 
are now possessed by sheriffs, constables and policemen; that the 
policemen shall remain on duty at night when necessary or circum- 
stances suggest the propriety thereof to prevent crime or to make 
arrests. That where an arrest is made without warrant, the person 
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arrested shall be forthwith carried before the nearest magistrate, 
or to the County Jail, and the case disposed of according to law. 
The chief rural policeman is hereby empowered and directed to 
store all seized property, including intoxicating liquors, and any and 
all other property seized in enforcing the laws, in such suitable 
place or places as he may select, pending the disposition of it as 
now provided by law, and the chief rural policeman is hereby desig- 
nated as the proper officer to sell such property as seized by the rural 
police, as now provided by law, for sale. 


§ 9. Oath.—Each of said policemen, before receiving his 
commission, shall in addition to the oath of office required by law, 
take and subscribe to the following oath of affirmation, to wit: “I do 
further solemnly swear, or affirm, that during the term of office 
as policeman I will study the Act creating my office and prescribing 
my duties, and will endeavor to inform myself of the criminal laws 
of this State, both statutory and common law pertaining to my 
duties, and will be alert and vigilant to enforce the same, and to de- 
tect and bring to punishment every violation of the same within my 
county, and will conduct myself at all times with due consideration 
to all persons and will not impose upon the weak or ignorant. So 
help me, God.” 


§ 10. Compensation of Chief — Contingent Fund — 
Equipment.—That the Chief County Policeman shall receive a 
salary of One Hundred Fifty ($150.00) Dollars per month, payable 
monthly, and in addition thereto, an allowance for traveling ex- 
penses of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars per month, same to be paid each 
month along with his salary. That in addition to said salary and 
traveling expenses, the sum of not exceeding Four Hundred ($400.- 
00) Dollars per year shall be paid the said Chief County Policeman 
as a contingent fund to be used by him in his discretion in enforcing 
the criminal laws and performing the duties of his said office. That 
the said Chief County Policeman shall be furnished and provided 
with, at the County’s expense, two motorcycles, with side cars, same 
to be selected and purchased by him, and he shall be allowed not 
more than Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars per year for the oper- 
ation and upkeep of same, said motorcycles to be used by the Chief 
County Policeman or by his assistants under his direction in the per- 
formance of their official duties. That the cost of operating and 
maintaining said motorcycles shall be paid to the Chief County 
Policeman each month at the same time and in the same manner 
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his salary is paid, upon presentation of a verified and itemized state- 
ment of the amount thereof. 


§ 11. Pay of Assistants.—That each of the assistant County 
Policemen shall receive a salary of One Hundred and Twenty-five 
($125.00) Dollars per month, payable monthly. 


§ 12. Uniforms.—That the Chief County Policeman and the 
assistant County Policemen shall each be furnished every year at 
the County’s expense, two complete Policeman’s uniforms, with 
police hats or caps, and a suitable badge, same to be selected and 
purchased by the Chief County Policeman, and said policemen shall 
always wear their uniforms when on traffic duty, and their badges 
always when on duty. That said uniforms, caps and badges shall be 
surrendered to the Chief County Policeman by the assistant County 
Policemen upon their resignation or removal from office, and the 
Chief County Policeman shall make like surrender to the County 
upon his resignation or removal from office. 


§ 13. Payment of Salaries Etc.—That the salaries of said 
County Policemen and the other items of expense hereinbefore pro- 
vided for shall be paid as herein provided by the County Treasurer 
of Colleton County as the salaries of other County officers and 
claims against the County are paid and out of the moneys to be ap- 
propriated for the purpose in the county supply bill. 


§ 14. That this Act shall go into effect immediately upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Confirm the Charter of the Town of Cottage- 
ville in Colleton County, and to Provide for an Election 
of Town Officers. 


Section 1. Charter of Town of Cottageville Confirmed.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the municipal charter heretofore granted to the town of 
Cottageville in the County of Colleton be, and the same is hereby 
confirmed and that said charter is hereby made perpetual. 
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§ 2. Election Commissioners.—In order for the town of 
Cottageville to hold a municipal election, the said town not having 
been functioning under its charter, J. Hampton Cone, A. V. Willis 
and S$. W. Adams, are hereby appointed Commissioners of Elec- 
tion for said town for the purpose of enrolling voters and of pro- 
viding for holding an election just as soon as practicable. That said. 
Board of Election Commissioners hereby named will serve only for 
the holding of one general election for town officers in the said 
town, and after the said election has been held the said Board of 
Election Commissioners shall have no further duties under this 
Act. 


§ 3. Registration of Electors.—That said Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners after one week of public notice by posting signs 
in three public places in the town of Cottageville shall open books 
of enrollment for voting in the municipal election and shall keep 
said books open for a period of two weeks, which period shall ex- 
pire one week before the date set for the election. That all citizens 
of the town of Cottageville, both male and female, twenty-one years 
of age and over, who have resided continuously in said town for a 
period of four (4) months prior to the election shall be entitled to 
enrollment and that after said voters have been enrolled all who 
have registered with the said Board of Election Commissioners will 
be entitled to vote in the election for town officers without proving 
any other qualifications. 


§ 4. Conduct of Election.—That the said Board of Election 
Commissioners shall give three weeks due public notice by posting 
signs in three conspicuous places of the date of the holding of said 
election, and that on said date a General Election for election of all 
town officers, as now provided by law, shall be held, said election 
to be conducted under the general law governing municipal elections, 
except as herein modified. B. H. Willis, T. M. Reeves and Mrs. 
P. O. Willis are hereby named as Managers of said Election, and 
if for any reason either should fail to serve, the vacancy may be 
filled by the remaining two or one, as the case may be, and such ap- 
pointment shall be valid in every respect. That the Managers of the 
election shall certify the result, and the officers selected shall qualify 
as such immediately. 


§ 5. Election Hereunder Valid—Qualifications of Off- 
cers.—That any election held hereunder shall be legal and binding 
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and the officers elected, upon their qualifications, shall become the 
officers of the town of Cottageville. All citizens of the town of Cot- 
tageville, who may have resided in the town of Cottageville for 
four (4) months shall be eligible for election for the offices of the 
town, 


§ 6. Special Election—Future Election, Ete.—This is a 
special Act made necessary in order to elect officers for the town of 
Cottageville and after the election provided herein has been held, 
the said town shall hold all future elections and conduct its affairs 
under the general statutory laws of South Carolina governing 
municipal corporations, 


§ 7. Provisions of this Act to Govern.—lIn so far as the 
same may apply to the special election hereinabove ordered, the 
general statutory law of the State which may be in conflict with the 
above provisions, shall not apply. 


§ 8. Term of Officers.—The officers elected under this Act 
shall hold office for a period of one year, or until their successors 
in office shall have qualified. The successors in office shall hold 
office for such term as is provided uder the laws of the State of 
South Carolina. 


§ 9. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its aera 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Repeal an Act Entitled “An Act Relating to 
Magistrates and Constables, Their Powers, Duties, 
Jurisdiction, Salaries, Etc., in Colleton County” Known 
as No. 744 of the Acts of 1926, and to Provide for the 
Appointment of Magistrates in Colleton County and to 
Establish Magisterial Courts in Said County. 


Section 1. Act (1926, XXXIV, Stats. 1480), Repealed— 
Magistrates in Colleton County.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That an Act entitled 
“An Act Relating to Magistrates and Constables, Their Powers, 
Duties, Jurisdiction, Salaries, Etc., in Colleton County” known as 
No. 744 of the Acts of 1926 be and the same is hereby repealed. 
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§ 2. Magistrates.—There shall be appointed by the Governor, 
as now provided by law nine (9) Magistrates for the County of 
Colleton to be selected as follows: One for Broxton Township, one 
for Warren Township, one fore Bells Township, one for former 
Magisterial District known as Red Bank District, one for Sheridan 
. and Glover Townships, one for Fraser Township, one for Blake and 
Lowndes Townships, one for Heyward Township and one for 
Walterboro. 


§ 3. Duties and Powers.—That said Magistrates shail per- 
form all the duties now imposed by law upon Magistrates and shall 
’ be vested with the powers now particularly provided for Magistrates 
in the State of South Carolina. 


§ 4. Jurisdiction.—The jurisdiction of said Magistrates shall 
extend to any portion of Colleton County, the territorial arrangement 
above named being for the selection of the Magistrates and not to 
limit the jurisdiction of any of said Magistrates. 


§ 5. Residence—Proviso.—The Magistrates appointed here- 
under shall reside in the territories named in section 2 of this Act 
but: Provided, However, That where a Magistrate conducts his 
business in territory different from that in which he resides and 
spends the bulk of his working time in said district, then said per- 
son shall be eligible as Magistrate for the district in which he con- 
ducts his business and spends the bulk of his working time. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 


§ 7. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Road Commission of Colleton County to Borrow not 
Exceeding Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars for 
the Purpose of Constructing and Building Certain Roads 
in the Said County and to Provide for the Payment of 
the Same. 


Section 1. Colleton County to Borrow—Purpose—Terms 
of Notes.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of — 
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South Carolina: That the Colleton County Road Commission of 
Colleton County is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to 
borrow such sum as in its judgment it may deem necessary, not 
exceeding Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars, to be used in the 
completion and construction of the following highways: 

1. The County Highway leading from within the Town of 
Smoaks to its intersection with the Charleston and Augusta High- 
way near Green Pond Church. 

2. The County Highway leading from Blue House and running 
by way of White Hall to its intersection with the Walterboro-Com- 
bahee Highway, East of the Combahee Bridge. 

The said loan shall be secured by coupon notes in denominations 
to be fixed at the discretion of the said Colleton County Road Com- 
mission and shall bear interest at a rate not to exceed ‘six (6%) 
per cent. per annum. That the said notes in the aggregate not ex- 
ceeding Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars, shall mature in such 
installments and shall be payable at such time and place as shall be 
fixed by the said Colleton County Road Commission in the exercise 
of its discretion and the authority hereby given.

AN ACT to Provide for the Redistricting of Broxton School 
District No. 6, of Colleton County. 


Whereas, In May 1926, Folk School District No. 29, Rice Patch 
School District No. 6, Cedar Branch School District No. 39, Ashton 
School District No. 28, Weimer School District No. 21 and Polk 
School District No. 54, and Hill School District No. 31, all of 
Colleton County, were consolidated into one school district known as 
Broxton School District No. 6, after due proceedings, by the County 
Board of Education of Colleton County ; and 


Whereas, Certain of the said school districts at that time, had bonds 
outstanding and others of said school districts had no bonds out- 
standing ; and 


Whereas, The said consolidated school district has proved unsat- 
isfactory and now desires to be redistricted into its former com- 
ponent parts, in such manner that each of the old school districts 
which had bonds outstanding might assume the sole burden thereof 
without letting any part thereof fall on the school districts which 
had no bonds outstanding, Therefore, 


Section 1. Broxton School District No. 6, Colleton 
County Redistricted into Component Parts.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Brox- 
ton School District No. 6, of Colleton County, the same being the 
consolidated school district aforementioned, be, and hereby is, re- 
districted into its former component parts, (the parts of the several 
districts to be the same area and boundaries as they were before the 
said consolidation became effective), to wit: Into Folk School Dis- 
trict No. 29, Rice Patch School District No. 6. Cedar Branch School 
District No. 39, Ashton School District No. 28, Hill School District 
No. 31, Weimer School District No. 21, and Polk School District 
No. 54. 


§ 2. Trustees for Restored Districts.—That the County 
‘Board of Education shall appoint three school trustees for each of 
the several respective districts and arrange their term of office to 
expire at the same time that the terms of office of other appointive 
trustees expire, and the successors of said trustees so appointed shall 
thereafter be appointed as other trustees of the various school dis- 
tricts of this State are directed to be appointed under the general 
school law. 
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§ 3. Allocation of Funds and Debts—Taxes.—That the 
County Treasurer, the County Auditor and the County Superinten- 
dent of Education of Colleton County are hereby appointed and 
commissioned to investigate and allocate to each of the several re- 
spective school districts their portion of any surplus fund which 
may be on hand, or any indebtedness which may be due, by the 
said consolidated district when this Act becomes effective; said 
allocation to be on the basis of and in proportion to the value of 
taxable property assessed in the said several districts.

That any accumulation of sinking funds which may have accumulat- 
ed to the credit of any of the several districts for the retirement 
of the said bonds shall be allocated to and become the property of the 
said respective school districts.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the County Supervisor 
and the County Board of Commissioners of Colleton 
County to Obtain by Gift, Purchase or Condemnation 
Rights-of-Way for so Much of the Highway Known as 
the Coastal Highway as Lies Within the Limits of Colle- 
ton County as Provided and Specifically Designated in 
Section 5 of an Act Passed by the General Assembly at 
the Regular Session of 1926, Approved by the Governor 
on the 12th Day of March, 1926, and Appearing in the 
Printed Acts of Said Session as No. 755, at Page 1491, 
and to Provide for the Payment of the Expenses There- 
of. 

Section 1. Colleton County to Acquire Rights-of-Way 
for Coastal Highway—Condemnation.—Be it enacted by the 
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General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County 
Supervisor and the County Board of Commissioners of Colleton 
County are hereby authorized and empowered to acquire by gift, 
purchase or condemnation, such rights-of-way as may be needed and 
required by the State Highway Department for the building and 
construction of so much of the highway known as the Coastal High- 
way as lies within the limits of Colleton County, as provided and 
specifically designated in Section 5 of an Act passed by the General 
Assembly at the regular session of 1926, and appearing in the print- 
ed Acts of said session as No. 755, at page 1491, and all jurisdiction 
and powers needed for such purpose are hereby conferred upon said 
County Supervisor and the County Board of Commissioners of 
Colleton County. 


§ 2. Expenses.—That any necessary expenses incurred in 
carrying out the provisions of this Act shall be paid by the County 
Supervisor and the County Board of Commissioners out of such 
fund as may be applicable to such purpose. 


§ 3. Widening Existing Streets—Limit in Walterboro.— 
That the said County Supervisor and the County Board of Commis- 
sioners are hereby empowered and directed in securing rights-of-way ° 
for the Coastal Highway in the incorporate limits of any and all 
towns in Colleton County to extend the rights-of-way of the present 
road to the necessary width by securing an equal amount of land for 
said right-of-way on each side of the present road; except where 
brick buildings may be involved the said right-of-way may be secur- 
ed on either side of the present road as in the judgment of the 
County Supervisor and the County Board of Commissioners may 
appear to be most practicable.

Levy, if Any, Desired to Extend the School Term, and 
to Repeal Any Tax Now in Force in Excess of that Re- 
quired,’”? Approved March 30, 1925, so as to Limit Levy 
and Further Provide for the Payment of Salaries. 


Section 1. Act (1925, XXXIV, Stats., 194), Amended— 
Limit on Tax—Use of Funds.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That Section one of an 
Act entitled “An Act to provide for a levy of a sufficient Tax to 
Pay the Salaries of School Teachers in Colleton County for Two 
months, and to Provide for an Election in all School Districts of 
Said County to determine the Amount of Levy, if any, Desired to 
Extend the School term, and to Repeal and Tax now in Force in Ex- 
cess of that Required,” approved March 30, 1925, being Act No. 136 
of the Acts of 1925, be and the same is hereby amended by adding at 
the end of said Section the following: “Provided, However, That 
said levy shall not exceed seven (7) mills per annum. But in the 
event a seven (7) mills levy should prove insufficient for the pay- 
ment of teachers’ salaries for the period of two months, as afore-

AN ACT to Authorize the Establishment of a Centralized 
High School, and the Consolidating of Certain School 
Districts Into a High School District; to Create Said 
District a Body Corporate and Provide Trustees There- 
for, and to Provide for an Election for the Purpose of 
Voting Certain Mills for High School Purposes. 


Section 1. Lamar High School District of Darlington 
County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That Lamar School District No. 6, Quietude 
School District No. 3, Newman Swamp School District No. 4, 
Philadelphia School District No. 20, and Lynches River School 
District No. 24, of Darlington County, as now constituted, in the 
event that the election hereinafter provided for shall be in favor 
thereof, are hereby declared to be a High School District; that is 
to say, a body corporate, and the Trustees as hereinafter provided 
-for are hereby declared to be the High School Board of Trustees, 
are hereby authorized and directed to establish a central high school 
for the five (5) school districts, in the town of Lamar, and the high 
school, when so established, shall be entitled to all the privileges 
and benefits of high schools approved and accredited by the State 
Board of Education, and shall be known and designates as the 
Lamar High School District. 


§ 2. Board of Trustees.—The Board of Trustees for the 
Lamar High School District, as hereby established, shall consist of 
five (5) members, and the chairmen of the respective Boards of 
Trustees of each of the districts comprising the said High School 
District shall be members of said Board. The Board of Trustees 
of the said High School District shall within thirty (30) days after 
the approval of this Act by the Governor meet and organize, by 
electing a chairman and a secretary-treasurer. The terms of office 
of the respective members of the said High School Board shall be 
co-terminal with his term of office as a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the District from which he comes, and shall hold and 
continue in office until his successor shall have been duly qualified 
as provided by law. 


§ 3. Powers of Trustees.—That the High School Board of 
Trustees are hereby authorized and empowered to do any and all 
things necessary for the establishment, equipment and maintenance 
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of a high school, and are especially empowered to purchase lands, 
erect, or otherwise provide a building, and equip the same for the 
use of the said school. - 


§ 4. Estimate of Funds Needed—Election on Consolida- 
tion and Tax Levy—Conduct of Election Separate Vote in 
Districts—Effect of Election.—It shall be the duty of the present 
chairmen of the Boards of School Trustees of the districts above 
named to meet and determine what, in their judgment, will be the 
maximum annual levy upon the property in the proposed high school 
district necessary for the execution of the provisions of this Act, 
and to file their estimate with the County Auditor. Thereupon it 
shall be their duty, and ex officto they are constituted a commission 
for that purpose, to order an election upon the question of consoli- 
dating the said school districts into a centralized district, and upon 
the question of levying the amount of tax as estimated by them to 
be necessary for the purposes of this Act and to that end they shall 
provide voting places in one (1) or more of the said school dis- 
tricts as shall be agreed upon and determined by them, and shall 
give notice of the time and place of the election, and shall provide 
necessary ballots, appoint the managers, and declare the result of 
the said election. The ballots shall be substantially in form as fol- 
lows: “In favor of Centralized High School and the levy of not 
exceeding... eeeeeeeeeeeeeeenees Mills—““Yes”—“No.” Those voting 
in favor of centralization and the levying of the tax shall deposit a 
ballot with the word “No” erased thereon. Those voting against 
centralization and the levying of the tax shall deposit a ballot with 
the word “Yes” erased thereon. The ballots shall show the maxi- 
mum number of mills as estimated by the said Commission to be 
necessary for the execution of the provisions of this Act. At such 
election only qualified electors in the school districts shall be allowed 
to vote, and the rules governing general elections in this State shall 
prevail. In the event that the said election shall be in favor of 
centralization and the levying of a tax, the said districts are de- 
clared to be centralized and the board established as provided herein. 
Within the limits of the estimate there shall be levied upon the tax- 
able property situate within the said high school district, the amount 
to be determined each year by the board of trustees of the said 
high school district, there shall be levied an amount for high school 
purposes by the Auditor of Darlington County, and the same shall 
be collected by the Treasurer of Darlington County as other taxes 
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are collected: Provided, however, Upon written request of a ma- 
jority of the Board of Trustees of any District, for a separate vote 
in said district filed with the commission, or with any person desig- 
nated by it to serve as its clerk or secretary, it shall be the duty of 
said commission to hold such election accordingly. In the event 
that a majority of the qualified electors in any such district voting 
as a separate voting place in such district, vote against such con- 
solidation, then such district shall not be included in such central- 
ized high school; but the remaining districts voting in favor there- 
of shall and are declared to be a centralized high school, whose 
Board of Trustees shall consist of as many members as there are 
School Districts so centralized for said purpose and who shall be 
elected in the same way and have the same powers and duties pre- 
scribed herein for the Board of five (5) members. 


§ 5. Consolidated District May Borrow.—That the said 
High School Board of Trustees are empowered to borrow against 
the tax herein authorized to be levied, upon notes executed by the 
Board, to carry out the provisions of this Act and the full faith, 
credit and taxable resources of the said school district are pledged 
to secure the payment of any moneys so borrowed as well as the 
interest thereon. That the high school levy now on in any district 
above named is repealed, only, however, in the event of consolida- 
tion under any of the provisions hereof. 


§ 6. Grammar Grades.—That the several schools herein 
shall take care of their grammar grades; that is to say, up to and 
including the seventh grades in their respective schools, and that no 
child or student from any of the outlying school districts herein, 
shall be eligible to enter the Grammar School at Lamar, and that 
the outlying districts or schools herein shall not teach any higher 
grade than the seventh. 


§ 7. Duties of Superintendent.—That the Superintendent 
of the High School shall have general supervision over all gram- 
mar schools in the said consolidated district. 


§ 8. Opening of High School.—That in the event of the 
establishment of the said Centralized High School District, the said 
High School shall not be open for work prior to the beginning of 
the school year 1927-1928. 


§ 9. Property of School District No. 6.—The present 
school buildings and lands of Lamar School District No. 6 shall 
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remain the separate and distinct property of Lamar School District 
No. 6, but nothing herein contained shall prevent the High School 
Board from contracting with the Board of Trustees of Lamar 
School District No. 6 for the use by the High School District of 
such of the buildings and equipment as may not be needed by said 
District No. 6 in its Grammar School work. Nor shall this Act 
be construed to prevent the Board of Trustees of Lamar District 
No. 6 from leasing or conveying upon sufficient consideration, of 
which said Board is to be the judge, of any of the property of said 
District not needed for use in the Grammar School grades. 


§ 10. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of Any School District 
in Darlington County to Borrow Sufficient Funds to Pay 
Past Indebtedness, and to Provide for the Levy of a 

Tax to Retire the Said Loans. 


Section 1. Any School District in Darlington County 
May Borrow—Purpose—Use of Proceeds—Disbursement.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the trustees of any school district in Darlington County 
are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow whatever sums may 
be necessary to pay their past indebtedness, and to use the proceeds 
thereof to pay the same and to pledge as security therefor the taxes 
authorized to be levied by this Act, the proceeds of any loan or 
loans obtained by any school district under the provisions of this 
Act shall be deposited with the Treasurer of Darlington County and 
shall be paid out by him for the purposes herein stated on warrants 
signed by the Board of Trustees of said school district or school 
districts as other school funds are paid out and that the money or 
loans obtained under the provisions of this Act by any school dis- 
trict in Darlington County shall be used solely and exclusively for 
the purpose of paying the past indebtedness and no other. 
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§ 2. Payment of Loans.—That in school districts now hav- 
ing levies under the provisions of an Act entitled “An Act to author- 
ize the Trustees of any School District in Darlington County to 
Borrow Sufficient Funds to Pay Past Indebtedness, and to Provide 
for the Levy of a Tax to Retire the Said Loans,” approved February 
8, 1923, the principal of the loans made hereunder shall mature in 
the years 1929, 1930, and 1931 in approximately equal installments 
for each year, but the interest shall be payable semi-annually, or 
annually, from date as may be determined by the Board of Trustees. 
In districts having no levies under the provisions of said Act the 
principal sums borrowed under the provisions hereof shall be pay- 
able in five (5) equal, successive, annual installments from the date 
of the said note with interest payable semi-annually, or annually, 
as may be determined by the Board of Trustees. It shall be the duty 
of the Board of Trustees of any school district borrowing money 
under the provisions of this Act and the County Auditor of Darling- 
ton County, and they are given authority and power for that pur- 
pose, to determine and fix a tax levy upon the property in any such 
school district sufficient to retire the interest, or interest and princi- 
pal, maturing in any one year. Upon the amount of such levy 
being determined and fixed as herein provided, it shall be the duty 
of the Auditor to levy annually upon the property in any such school 
district a tax sufficient to meet the maturities of the obligations 
executed under the provisions hereof, and it shall be the duty of 
the County Treasurer to collect the taxes so levied as other taxes are 
collected. 


§ 3. Applicable Only to Present Indebtedness.—This 
Act shall be effective and operative only to authorize the levy and 
collection of taxes to pay past indebtedness existing at the time of 
the approval of this Act.

Pay the Same. 


Section 1. Bonds of Town of Dillon Validated.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the election held in the Town of Dillon, in Dillon County, on 
the eighteenth day of June, One Thousand Nine Hundred and 
Twenty-six, and all acts and proceedings done or taken in or about 
the calling, holding or determining of the result of said election, or 
in or about the registration of voters for said election, are hereby 
legalized and validated, notwithstanding any defect in said acts or 
proceedings.

AN ACT to Authorize the Establishment of a Consolidated 
School District and the Purchase of a Site and the Erec- 
tion of a School Building for Bermuda School District 
No. 17 and High Hill School District No. 24, to be 
Known as Bermuda School District No. 17, to Create 
Said District a Body Corporate and Appoint Trustees 
Therefor, Authorize the Issuance of Bonds for the Pur- 
pose of Purchasing a Site and Erecting a Building and 
Provide for the Levy and Collection of Taxes to Pay the 
Interest upon the Said Bonds and The Principal There- 
of. 


Section 1. Consolidated Bermuda School District No. 17, 
Established.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That Bermuda School District No. 17, and 
High Hill School District No. 24, of Dillon County, are hereby 
consolidated under the name of Bermuda School District No. 17. 


§ 2. Commission of Trustees Revoked—Appointment of 
Trustees.——The commission of the members of the boards of 
trustees of said district are hereby revoked and the County Board of 
Education is authorized to commission three (3) trustees for the 
said Bermuda School District No. 17 herein created, who shall hold 
office for the term now provided by law. 


§ 3. Powers of Trustees—Bond Issues.—That the said 
Trustees shall be, and hereby are, vested with the power to do all 
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acts necessary or adapted to the establishment and maintenance of a 
school and to that end may purchase lands, and erect and equip a 
school building and for the purpose of providing the funds for such 
purchase of land and erection and equipment of a school building 
may, notwithstanding any other or similar limits contained in any 
general or special Act or any Act making a special provision in or 
about the subject matter of any general Act, issue and sell the bonds 
of the school district to an amount not exceeding eight per centum 
of the assessed valuation of the taxable property therein: Pro- 
vided, That this Act shall not be deemed or held to intend or pur- 
port to authorize the issuance of bonds in excess of any limit imposed 
by the Constitution of this State. 


§ 4. Execution of Bonds—Form and Provisions.—Such 
bonds shall be signed by the Chairman and Clerk of the School Board 
of Trustees, and if a corporate seal shall have been adopted it shall 
be affixed thereto and such bonds may pledge the full faith and 
credit of the school district; may have coupons for the payment of 
interest attached, which coupons may be executed by the facsimile 
of the Clerk; may contain certain provisions for registration of 
principal only or of principal and interest, and may otherwise be in 
such form; shall mature at such time or times not exceeding twenty 
years from the date thereof and shall bear interest at such rate, not 
exceeding six per centum per annum, payable semi-annually, as the 
School Board of Trustees shall determine and shall be sold at not 
less than par. 


§ 5. Tax for Payment of Bonds.—Notwithstanding the 
limitations contained in any general or special Act or any Act mak- 
ing a special provision on or about the subject matter of any general 
Act, there shall be levied in each year after the issuance of any such 
bonds by any district and continuing so long as any of said bonds 
shall be unpaid and outstanding, a tax upon all the taxable property 
in such district sufficient to pay the interest upon all said bonds and 
to create a sinking fund sufficient to provide for the payment of 
the principal as and when the same shall mature, which tax shall be 
levied by the County Auditor or in such other manner as may be 
provided by law, and collected by the County Treasurer, or such 
other officer as may be provided by law, in the same manner and at 
the same time as other taxes in the County are levied and collected. 


§ 6. Bonds Tax Exempt.—tThat said bonds shall be exempt 
from State, County and Municipal taxation. 
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§ 7. Portions of Act Independent.—That in case any por- 
tion or provision of this Act shall by a Court of competent jurisdic- 
tion be held to be unconstitutional, the validity of the remaining por- 
tions shall in no wise be construed or held to be impaired thereby, 
but such remaining portions shall be and remain in full force and 
effect and shall be deemed and held to be a valid and complete Act.

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Carolina: That the sale of the notes of Fairfield County for road 
purposes by the Highway Commission for said County, on the 15th 
day of November, 1926, aggregating $285,000.00, maturing $15,-

000.00 March 1, 1932, and $44,000.00 March 1, 1933; said notes be- 
ing in denomination of One Thousand Dollars each, dated December 
1, 1926, and bearing interest from date at the rate of five per cent.

Section 1. School District No. 11, Fairfield County, to 
Borrow.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Trustees of Jenkinsville School District 
No. 11, Fairfield County, are hereby authorized and empowered to 
borrow not exceeding Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars, at a 
rate of interest not exceeding seven (7%) per centum per annum, tor 
the purpose of erecting a suitable school building at a suitable place 
to be determined by the Board of Trustees of said School District. 
The said notes or bonds shall be issued in not less than two years from 
the date of the passage of this Act, and the last of the said notes 
or bonds shall mature in not less than fifteen (15) years from the 
date of issuance, and shall mature in such amounts that the debt 
with the annual interest due will be retired in approximately fifteen

§ 2. Payment.—That in order to provide for the payment of

to Provide Necessary Funds by Levy of Taxes. 


Section 1. Fairfield County to Purchase Lots.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That 
the Supervisor of Fairfield County, upon written consent of the 
Senator and at least one-half of the Legislative Delegation in Fair- 
field County, is hereby authorized, directed and empowered to pur- 
chase from the present owners, for the use of Fairfield County, the 
following two pieces of property situate in the City of Winnsboro, 
County of Fairfield. 


First, the rectangular lot of land together with improvements 
thereon, lying, being and situate immediately in rear of the Court 
House in the City of Winnsboro, commonly known as the “Law 
Range.” Also, all of that lot, piece or parcel of land together with 
improvements thereon, lying, being and situate in the City of Winns- 
boro, County of Fairfield, and described as follows: 


Second, all of that lot now owned by J. B. Doty, lying, being and 
situate in the City of Winnsboro, County of Fairfield, and State of 
South Carolina, on which is located a warehouse now used by the 
County of Fairfield. 


§ 2. Price—Improvements.—The Supervisor shall pay not 
in excess of Five Thousand Five Hundred ($5,500.00) Dollars for 
these two pieces of property and he is further authorized and directed 
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to expend the sum of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars additional 
in the renovating, improving and equipping the present building 
known as the “Law Range,” so as to render it fit and suitable for 
County Offices. 


§ 3. Loan Authorized—Notes.—That in order to carry out 
the terms of this Act, the County Supervisor of Fairfield County is 
hereby authorized, directed and empowered to borrow the sum of 
Eight Thousand Five Hundred ($8,500.00) Dollars if so much shall 

‘be necessary, and to give his notes to evidence this indebtedness. 
For the payment of these notes together with interest thereon which 
shall not exceed the rate of six per cent per annum, payable annually, 
the full faith, credit and taxing power in Fairfield County is hereby 
irrevocably pledged. The notes evidencing this indebtedness shall be 
in three equal annual installments, with the interest payable as afore- 
said. 


§ 4. Tax for Payment.—In order to raise the necessary 
revenue to meet the installments both principal and interest as they 
shall become due, the County Auditor of Fairfield County is hereby 
authorized and directed to levy the sufficient taxes upon the taxable 
property of Fairfield County, to pay these installments within the 
three years-as above set forth. The Treasurer of Fairfield County 
shall collect these taxes as all other taxes and it shall be kept and 
held by him in a separate fund solely for the purpose of paying the 
indebtedness authorized by the terms of this Act. 


§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize an Election in Fairfield County on 
the Question of a Levy for Maintenance of the Chain- 
gang Therein. 


Section 1. Election in Fairfield County on Levy of Special 
Tax for Maintenance of Chaingang.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That in con- 
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templation of the County of Fairfield entering into a road district, 
or districts, as authorized to be created by an Act entitled “An Act 
to Provide for the Construction of Highways in the State Highway 
System Pursuant to Reimbursement Agreements Between the State 
Highway System and Counties, or Road Districts, to Authorize the 
Issuance of County Bonds and Road District Bonds for said Pur- 
pose and to Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds and to Provide 
for the Creation of Road Districts,” Approved 12th March, 1926, 
and applying the gasoline tax, as provided in Section 4 of said Act 
for the purpose of paying the interest on any bonds issued and sold 
thereunder, such tax now being used in whole or in part for the main- 
tenance of the chaingang in said County, to the end that an expres-- 
sion of the qualified electors may be had as to an additional levy not 
exceeding three (3) mills on the taxable property of said County 
for the purpose of maintaining the chaingang, an election shall be 
held in said County upon such date as may be designated by the 
Commissioners of Election hereinafter named, after two weeks. 
published notice of such election, at which election two separate and 
distinct ballots shall be furnished, on one of which shall be printed 
“For additional levy—‘Yes,’” and on the other “For additional 
levy—‘No,’” and those in favor of said levy shall cast the ballots 
with the word “Yes” thereon and those opposed the ballots with the- 
word “No” thereon. 


§ 2. Conditions of Levy.—The said levy shall not be au- 
chorized or made unless a majority of the votes so cast shall be in 
favor thereof, and unless Fairfield County shall form a road district, 
or districts, with one or more other counties, but of the conditions. 
herein stipulated shall be fulfilled the Auditor of said County shall 
enter said levy. 


§ 3. Commissioners of Election—Managers—Pay— 
Vacancies.—That S. R. McMaster, P. M. Dees and A. R. Smarr 
are hereby named and appointed as Commissioners to hold said elec- 
tion, with power to appoint the managers thereof, receive the returns, 
canvass the same and declare the result, filing their declaration of 
the result and all the records of such: election in the office of the 
Clerk of Court for Fairfield County within ten days after the hold- 
ing of such election. The Commissioners to serve without compen- 
sation, and the managers to receive One Dollar ($1.00) per diem. 
Any vacancy in the Commissioners by death, or otherwise, may be: 
filled by the Legislative Delegation for said County. 
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§ 4. Hours of Election.—That the polls at said election shall 
open at eight (8) o’clock A. M. and‘close at four (4) o’clock P. M. 


§ 5. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the County Highway Commission 
of Fairfield County to Borrow $135,000.00 to Improve 
Certain Roads on the State Highway System; to Pro- 
vide for Reimbursement Contract with the State High- 
way Commission; to Levy a Tax to Pay the Interest 
Thereon and to Pledge the Credit of Fairfield County 
for the Payment of Loan Hereby Authorized. 


Section 1. Fairfield County to Borrow.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That upon 
written request of the entire legislative delegation, the County High- 
way Commission of Fairfield County be, and it is hereby, authorized 
and empowered to borrow a sum of money not exceeding One Hun- 
dred Thirty-five Thousand ($135,000.00) Dollars, if so much be 
necessary, at a rate of interest not to exceed six per centum (6%) 
per annum, payable annually, and to be due in such installments and 
at such times as the County Highway Commission in its discretion 
may decide. 


§ 2. Use of Proceeds.—That the money realized from said 
loan shall be expended in completing the State highway from 
Winnsboro to the village of Milford, and in completing State High- 
way No. 161 to the Chester County line, and for building not ex- 
ceeding one mile of hard-surface road from the city limits of Winns- 
boro southward through the Winnsboro mill village: Provided, 
however, That the County Highway Commission may, with the ap- 
proval of the County Delegation, postpone the building of any of 
said roads until such time as they may determine. 


§ 3. Condition of Loan.—That this loan is contingent upon 
the County Highway Commission entering into a satisfactory reim- 
bursement agreement and contract with the State Highway Com- 
mission whereby the revenue accruing to Fairfield County shall be 
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pledged as security to pay the indebtedness hereby authorized. This 
contract and agreement shall bé approved by a majority of the 
Legislative Delegation from Fairfield County before the loan hereby 
authorized shall be made. 


§ 4. Tax for Payment.—That should the loan hereby au- 
thorized be made upon the conditions herein specified the County 
Auditor of Fairfield County shall levy upon all the taxable property 
in Fairfield County, a tax which shall be sufficient, not to exceed one 
(1) mill, to pay the interest on the money so borrowed, which tax 
shall be levied annually for the purpose of paying this interest until 
_ the principal of the loan shall have been repaid through the reim- 
bursement agreement to be entered into with the State Highway 
Commission. 


§ 5. Credit of County Pledged.—While the County High- 
way Commission of Fairfield County is hereby directed to arrange 
such loan so as to be retired by the revenue coming to Fairfield 
County under the terms of the reimbursement contract, nevertheless 
the full faith, credit and taxing power of Fairfield County are hereby 
irrevocably pledged for the payment of the loan hereby authorized. 


§ 6. All Acts cr parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed.

AN ACT to Provide for the Killing of Dogs Having Rabies 
and Dogs which Have Been Bitten by a Rabid Dog and 
Dogs Which Have Killed or Injured any Sheep or Other 
Livestock: To Provide Compensation to Owners of 
Livestock so Injured and to Further Prescribe for the 
Disposition of the Dog License Tax in Fairfield County. 


Section 1. Killing of any Dog in Fairfield County, Hav- 
ing Rabies, Ete.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That any magistrate in Fairfield County, 
South Carolina, on proof that any dog has rabies or has been bitten. 
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by a rabid dog or any dog which has killed or worried any sheep or 
other livestock shall order such dog to be killed. 


§ 2. Appraisal of Damages to Livestock from Dogs.— 
It shall be the duty of any Magistrate of Fairfield County, on the 
application of the owner of any sheep, lambs, or other livestock, 
which shall hereafter be killed or wounded by dogs (not his own), 
to issue a summons to three discreet persons, who are qualified voters, 
two or whom may act, who, being legally sworn, shall go forthwith 
on the premises where such sheep, lambs, or other stock may be, and 
examine into the facts and justice of the claim, and appraise the 
‘amount of damages sustained by the owner. Such damages shall 
not exceed the assessed value of said sheep, lambs, or other stock, 
and when said sheep or other stock not in possession of said owner 
at the time of assessment the damage shall be the assessed value of 
the sheep, lambs or other stock of like grade and quality in the com- 
munity where such sheep, lambs or other stock are killed or crippled. 
Said appraisers shall return an accurate statement under their hands 
to a magistrate who, if it appears that such sheep or other stock were 
killed or crippled by dogs not belonging to the owner of said sheep or 
other stock, shall approve the said return by endorsing the same, and 
shall forward all the papers to the Clerk of Fairfield County who 
shall receive the same and present them to the County Supervisor 
at their next meeting ; but the summons appraisement and other pro- 
ceedings before the Magistrate required by this Section, may be 
dispensed with in all cases where the owner of such sheep, lambs or 
such stock, or his agent shall produce before the County Supervisor 
proof satisfactory to them of the amount of his damage and his 
right to the benefit of this Section, and upon such proof of the 
County Supervisor shall enter in their book an allowance of such 
damages, providing the same be not in excess of the assessed value 
thereof. 


§ 3. Payment by County Supervisor.—That when the dam- 
age for the killing or injuring of any sheep or livestock under the 
terms of this Act shall have been fixed as herein provided the 
County Supervisor shall issue their voucher for such amount, pay- 
able to the person or persons suffering such damage: Provided, 
That said amounts shall be disposed of as is now provided by law. 


§ 4. Repealing Clause.—Any Act or part cf any Act incon- 
sistent with any portion of this Act is hereby repealed to the extent 
of its inconsistency with this Act. 
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§ 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the 
Governor.

500.00) Dollars for school and school improvement purposes of said 
District for such length of time as the said Board may deem neces- 
sary.

in the Erection of a School Building in Said Town; and

Section 1. Issue of Bonds by Town of Pamplico—Pur- 
poses.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Town of Pamplico, Florence County, 
South Carolina, be, and is hereby, authorized to issue Five Thou- 
sand ($5,000.00) Dollars of coupon bonds, the proceeds of Three 
Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars of said bonds to be used for the pur- 
pose of refunding the present outstanding indebtedness of the Town 
of Pamplico incurred by said Town for aiding in the erection of a 
school building in said Town; and the proceeds of Two Thousand

ballots as to the Two Thousand Dollars town hall bonds there shall 
be printed or written “For the issue of Two Thousand Dollars Town 
Hall Bonds—Yes—No,” and the voters voting in favor of each. is- 
sue shall strike out the word “No,” and those voting against each 
issue shall strike out the word ‘Yes” on said ballots. 


§ 4. Terms of Bonds.—If a majority of the voters shall vote 
in favor of each issue there shall be issued by the said Town of 
Pamplico the said bonds which shall have such serial maturities, be 
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in such denominations, bear such rate of interest not exceeding six 
(6%) per cent per annum, payable semi-annually, and be payable 
at such place, as may be fixed by Town Council. 


§ 5. Effect of Result of Election.—In the event that a 
majority of votes are cast against the issuance of either of said is- 
sues of bonds for the purpose above mentioned, and there shall be a 
majority of votes in favor of the issuance of bonds for one of said 
purposes, then Town Council may, if it so elects, issue bonds for 
the amount and purpose as approved at said election, irrespective of 
the failure of the election to be in favor of said other issue. 


§ 6. Tax for Payment.—There shall be levied and collected 
annually upon all taxable property in the Town of Pamplico an 
amount sufficient to pay the interest on said bonds as it becomes due 
and to pay the principal of said bonds as it matures.

Section 1. Act (1921, XXXII Stats. 599), Amended— 
Charter of City of Florence.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of Scuth Carolina: Amend an Act entitled “An 
_ Act Relating to the Incorporation of the City of Florence,” known 
as Act No. 307 of the Acts of 1921, by striking out of said Act 
Section 2 and inserting in lieu thereof the following, to be known as 
Section 2 of said Act: 


Section 2. The governing body of said city shall be a City Coun- 
cil, composed of a Mayor and four Councilmen, all of whom shall be 
elected at large. A general municipal election shall be held on the 
first Tuesday in May, in the year 1927, at which a Mayor and four 
Councilmen shall be elected ; the Mayor elected therein to hold office 
for four (4) years; the two Councilmen elected therein who re- 
ceive the highest number of ballots in the primary election held be- 
fore such general election, to hold office for a term of four (4) 
years, and the two Councilmen elected therein who receive the next 
highest number of ballots in the primary election held before such 
general election to hold office for a term of two (2) years. There- 
after an election for Mayor shall be held on the first Tuesday in May 
every fourth year; and an election for two (2) Councilmen shall be 
held on the first Tuesday in May évery second year: Provided, That 
after the expiration of the terms of office of the two (2) Councilmen 
elected for two (2) years in the election held on the first Tuesday 
in May, 1927, their successors in office shall be elected for a term of 
four (4) years. If any vacancy occurs in the City Council and the 
same be for an unexpired term of six (6) months, or more, the same 
shall be filled by a special election, but in. case the vacancy is for a 
less period than six (6) months, it shall be filled by an appointment 
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made by a majority of the Council: Provided, however, That a 
vacancy arising from a recall as hereinafter provided shall be filled 
only by an election. 

The Mayor shall receive a salary of Twelve Hundred ($1,200.00) 
Dollars per annum, payable monthly, and each of the Councilmen 
shall receive a salary of Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars per year, 
payable monthly: Provided, The salary herein provided for the 
Mayor and Councilmen shall supersede the salary heretofore fixed 
in the Act of 1921.

Penalty on Unpaid School Taxes in City of 
Florence—Collection.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
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the State of South Carolina: That when the school taxes and as- 
sessments, or any portion thereof, charged against any property or 
party on the tax books of the City of Florence for the current fiscal 
year shall not be paid on or before the 31st day of December, the 
City Clerk and Treasurer of the City of Florence shall proceed to 
add a penalty of one per cent on the city tax books as to the school 
taxes and assessments charged against any party or property on such 
city tax books, and shall collect the same ; and if the said school taxes, 
assessments and penalties are not paid on or before the first day' of 
February next thereafter, an additional penalty of one per cent shall 
be levied by the City Clerk and Treasurer, and shall be collected by 
him ; and if said school taxes, penalties and assessments are not paid 
on or before the first day of March next thereafter, an additional . 
penalty of five per centum shall be added by the City Clerk and 
Treasurer on the city tax books, and shall be collected by him; and 
if the said school taxes, penalties and assessments are not paid on or 
before the fifteenth day of March next thereafter, the City Clerk 
and Treasurer shall issue his tax execution for the said school taxes, 
penalties and assessments against the defaulting taxpayer, according 
to law.

AN ACT Creating a Commission for the Purpose of De- 
termining the Advisability of Placing Florence County 
on a County Unit Basis or a Partial County Unit Basis in 
the Financing and Administration of the Educational 
Affairs and Matters of Said County; to Make Ap- 
propriation for County Superintendent of Education, 
Building Fund, Interest on Borrowed Money, County 
Board Fund, and a Tax Levy to Finance the Same. 


Section 1. Commission in Florence County—Purpose— 
Duties.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: ‘That for the purpose of determining the advisa- 
bility of placing Florence County on a unit basis, or partial unit basis, 
for the administration of its educational affairs and matters, there 
is hereby created a Commission consisting of the Chairman of each 
of the school district Boards within the County, of which Commis- 
sion the County Superintendent of Education shall be the chairman, 
and which Commission shall meet on the call of the chairman, 
canvass and discuss the matters, formulate their decisions and 
recommendations, commit the same to writing and deliver same to 
the Legislative Delegation for action thereupon at the next, or some 
subsequent meeting of the General Assembly.

Section 1. Proceedings in Connection with High Hill

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the County Commis- 
sioners of Georgetown County to’ Renew and Issue 
Notes and Bonds to Meet the Emergency Arising from 
the Closing of the Bank Depositories of the County 
and Otherwise to Finance the County Government and 


Schools. 


Whereas, it is necessary to meet the emergency arising from the 
fact that school and county funds of the County of Georgetown are 
on deposit in banks in the said County; and, 
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Whereas, the aforementioned banks in Georgetown County have 
suspended business ; and, 


Whereas, the County Commissioners have collateral security for 
the safekeeping and repayment of funds on deposit in the said banks ; 
and, 


Whereas, the said collateral security cannot be immediately con- 
verted into cash; therefore, 


Section 1. Georgetown County may Borrow—Renewals. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: The Board of County Commissioners of Georgetown 
County be, and hereby is, authorized and empowered to renew such 
notes as are now outstanding, from time to time as may be neces- 
sary, and to issue notes or bonds of the County in such amounts and 
at such times as may be necessary to carry out and complete such 
contracts aS are now outstanding, and to renew said notes from 
time to time as they mature. 


§ 2. Terms of Obligations.—That the said notes or bonds 
shall be payable to bearer, bearing a rate of interest not to exceed 
six (6%) per centum per annum, and shall be payable in such man- 
ner and at such periods as may be determined by the Board of 
County Commissioners. 


§ 3. Use of Collections on Deposits.—AlIl payments re- 
ceived by the County in the way of dividends or disbursements from 
the closed banks hereinbefore referred to, on the deposits of the 
County therein, and all collections obtained on the securities held 
for such deposits, shall be applied to the payment of the notes or 
bonds issued under the provisions of this Act. The moneys re- 
ceived as dividends, and, or, from collateral securities, shall be ap- 
plied on the notes, or bonds, given for the specific purpose for which 
such funds were raised and held on deposit in the said banks. 


§ 4. Execution ‘of Obligation.—Al!l notes or bonds issued 
in pursuance of the provisions of this Act shall be signed by the 
Chairman and Clerk of the Board of County Commissioners of 
Georgetown County and the seal of said County shall be affixed to, 
or impressed on, said notes or bonds, and any interest coupons at- 
tached thereto shall bear the facsimile signatures of such officers. 


§ 5. Terms—Sale.—That the notes, or bonds, issued under 
the provisions of this Act shall be issued in such denominations of 
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multiples of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars as may be determined 
by the Board of County Commissioners and may be made payable 
serially, as may be determined by the Board of County Commis- 
sioners. Such notes or bonds, shall be sold for not less than par, 
in such manner and under such terms and conditions as may to the 
Board of County Commissioners appear to be in the best interests 
of the County. Such notes, or bonds, and all the coupons that may - 
be attached thereto, shall constitute a pledge of the credit of George- 
town County, and a lien upon all of the property therein.

§ 7. Deposit of Proceeds.—The proceeds of the sale of the 
aforesaid notes or bonds shall be deposited as now provided by law 
for the deposit of funds of the County of Georgetown. 


§ 8. Conditions of Issue of Obligations for School Pur- 
poses.— With the unanimous approval of the Georgetown County 
Legislative Delegation, the Board of County Commissioners are 
hereby authorized and empowered to issue notes or bonds, additional 
to those hereinabove provided for, to an amount not exceeding Sixty 
Thousand ($60,000.00) Dollars, the proceeds of which shall be used 
exclusively for the support of the schools of the County, for the 
1926-1927 term. The terms and conditions of such bonds shall be 
fixed by the said Board of County Commissioners.

Section 1. Plantersville Consolidated School District to 
Borrow—Purpose.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the County Board of Education 
of Georgetown County be, and they are hereby authorized, directed 
and empowered to borrow for and in the name of the Plantersville 
Consolidated School District, consisting of school districts of 
Plantersville, Millbrook, Arundel and Snow Mill, a sum of money 
not to exceed Six Thousand ($6,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of 
building and equipping a school building for this consolidated dis- 
trict. This money shall be expended by the County Board of Edu- 
cation and the Trustees of the respective school districts.

Education of Georgetown County to Borrow the Sum 
of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars for the Purpose 
of Building and Equipping a School Building Therein 
and for Other School Purposes, and to Provide for the 
Payment of the Money so Borrowed. 


Section 1. Loan for Oak Grove Consolidated School Dis- 
trict—Disbursement.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
‘he State of South Carolina: The County Board of Education of 
Georgetown County be, and they are hereby, authorized, directed 
and empowered to borrow for and in the name of Oak Grove Con- 
solidated School District of Georgetown County a sum of money 
not to.exceed Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars for the purpose 
of building and equipping a school building for the said School Dis- 
trict. This money shall be expended by the County Board of Edu- 
cation and the Trustees of the said School District. 


§ 2. Terms of Notes—Tax for Payment.—The note or 
notes evidencing the indebtedness herein shali be in such amount 
and due at such times as the said County Board of Education and 
Trustees of said District may determine, not exceeding ten (10) 
years, and shall bear interest from the date thereof at a rate of 
interest not to exceed six (6%) per cent. and a tax sufficient to meet 
these installments, both principal and interest, as they shall become 
due, shall be levied annually by the County Auditor of Georgetown 
County on all the taxable property in these School Districts con- 
stituting the consolidated Oak Grove School District. 


§ 3. Credit of District Pledged.—The indebtedness herein 
authorized shall constitute a valid obligation of the Oak Grove 
Consolidated School District as now composed, and the full faith, 
credit and taxing power of this consolidated school district counter; 
signed by the County Board of Education. 


§ 4. Deposit of Proceeds of Loan—Disbursement.—The 
County Treasurer of Georgetown County shall deposit the money 
borrowed under the authority of this Act in a special fund to be 
paid out upon a warrant of the Board of Trustees of the Oak Grove 
Consolidated School District countersigned by the County Board of 
Education. 
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§ 5. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 6. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Amend Article 8, Section 8, of 
the Constitution of South Carolina, 1895, Authorizing 
Greenville and Sumter Counties to Exempt Manufactur- 
ing Establishments from County Taxes for Five Years, 
and to Provide for a Vote Thereon. 


Section 1. Amendment to Art. VIII, Sec. 8, Constitu- 
tion, Proposed—Exemption of Maufactories from County 
Taxes in Sumter and Greenville Counties.—Be it resolved by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That Article 
8, Section 8, of the Constitution of South Carolina, 1895, be 
amended by adding at the end thereof the following: 


“Provided, further, That the General Assembly shall have the 
power to extend the provisions of this Section to all manufacturing 
establishments with a capital of not less than Twenty-five Thou- 
sand ($25,000.00) Dollars desiring to locate in the County of 
Greenville and the County of Sumter. 


§ 2. Submission to Electors.—That the question of adopting 
this amendment to the Constitution shall be submitted to the quali- 
fied electors of this State at the next general election for represen- 
tatives to the General Assembly. For this vote on said amendment 
there shall be furnished a sufficient number of ballots, the following 
words plainly written or printed thereon: “Amendment to Section 
8, Article 8, of the Constitution authorizing the Legislature to ex- 
empt from county taxes manufacturing establishments desiring to 
locate in Greenville County and Sumter County—‘‘Yes” or “No.” 
Those voting in favor of said amendment shall erase the word “No” 
on said ballot; those voting against said amendment shall erase the 
word “Yes” on said ballot. 


§ 3. This Resolution shall be effective immediately upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide the Method of Extending the Corporate 
Limits of the City of Greenville: To Authorize the 
Division of said City into Districts; to Apportion Among 

‘such Districts the Control of and Responsibility for 
Streets, Water Supply, Sewerage and Other Matters; 
to Exempt Certan Districts in Whole or in Part from 
the Costs of Some or all such Matters; to Provide for’ 
an Assessment of Property Subject to Taxation in Said 
City, and to Limit the Amount of License Taxes which 
may be Impesed upon Certain Corporations Therein. 


Section 1. Election on Extension of Limits of City of 
Greenville—Petition—Conduct of Election—Effect.—Be it 
enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That an election may be held at any time hereafter to be determine 
whether the corporate limits of the City of Greenville shall be ex- 
tended to include all the land within a circle with a radius of two 
and one-half miles, with the County Court House as the center. 
That upon the submission to the City Council of Greenville of a 
petition signed by a majority of the freeholders of the territory 
which it is proposed to annex, praying that an election be ordered, 
to see if such territory shall be included in said City, the said City 
Council shall order an election after not less than ten days public 
advertisement. That at such election the qualified voters of the 
municipality shall vote in boxes provided for that purpose in Ward 
1, at or near Rush Block; Ward 2, at or near Ottaray Hotel; Ward 
3, at Police Station; Ward 4, at or near Phillips Store; Ward 5, 
at or near Stringer’s Drug Store; Ward 6, at or near Highland 
Auto Company, and the qualified electors of the territory proposed 
to be annexed shall vote in separate boxes to be provided for that 
purpose within the territory proposed to be annexed, said boxes to 
be at the following places in the territory proposed to be annexed: 
Cherokee, on Augusta Road; Park Place, at or near Batson’s 
Store; Overbrook, at or near Ashmore’s Store on old Spartanburg 
Road; San Souci, on Buncombe Road; City View, on Woodside 
Avenue; Easley Bridge Road, at or near Brown’s Store; Laurens 
Road, at or near Spearman’s Market. If a majority of the votes 
cast by the qualified electors of the town, and of the territory pro- 
posed to be annexed, each aggregated separately, shall be each in 
favor of annexation, or if neither give a majority against annexa- 
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ton, then the Council shall publish the result of said election and 
declare the annexed territory a part of said City, and shall file a 
notice with the Secretary of State describing the new boundaries 
of said City; and that such annexation shall be effected upon the 
basis hereinafter set forth. 


§ 2. Industrial Zone.—That all such portions of the territory 
annexed to the city from time to time (whether such portions be 
contiguous or separated by other lands) as may belong wholly to 
Cotton Mills or other industrial corporations shall constitute a 
separate District, hereinafter referred as the “Industrial Zone:” 
Provided, That in order to enter such industrial zone each such cor- 
poration shall have a locally invested capital of at least Fifty Thou- 
sand ($50,000.00) Dollars, and shall provide and maintain its streets, 
sidewalks, street lights, sewers and water supply. That the lands 
owned by any such corporation within the present city limits may 
enter or re-enter such industrial zone at any time by consent of the 
City Council, Commissioners, or other governing body of said city; 
and that any lands owned or previously owned by such a corpora- 
tion in any portion of said city, as enlarged from time to time, may 
cease to be a portion of such industrial zone, if such consent be 
given. That said industrial zone shall be entitled to not more than 
one-fourth of the total number of Alderman, Commissioners or 
other representatives in the City Council or other governing body. 


§ 3. Exemption of Industrial Zone.—That said industrial 
zone, and all property taxable therein, shall be exempt from muni- 
cipal taxation; (a) to pay any portion of the present bonded in- 
debtedness of said city, except the bonds of the par value of 
Eighteen Thousand Five Hundred ($18,500.00) Dollars, issued in 
aid of Atlanta and Charlotte Air Line Railroad, the bonds of the 
par value of Fifteen Thousand Five Hundred Dollars issued in aid 
of Greenville and Laurens Railroad, and the bonds of the par 
value of Two Hundred and Fifty Thousand ($250,000.00) Dol- 
lars issued for the purpose of the purchase, enlargement and perma- 
nent equipment of the present City Hospital; (b) to pay for local 
improvements, including stteets, water, and sewerage, in other parts 
of the city; (c) to pay for water, lights, and services in caring for 
streets, sewerage and the disposal of garbage in other parts of the 
city. 
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§ 4. Control of Streets, Etc.—Taxation.—That there shall 
be and is hereby committed to each of the various corporations at 
any time constituting said industrial zone the exclusive control of 
and full responsibility of the construction, maintenance and light- 
ing of all buildings, streets, sidewalks, alleys, parks and other public 
places and of all water mains and pipes, lateral sewers, and other 
local improvements lying wholly within its boundaries, and that the 
other parts of the city shall not be responsible for any part of the 
cost thereof, or for any other liability in connection therewith: 
Provided, That where any street, sidewalk, alley, park or other 
public place abuts the property of any such industrial corporation 
it shall bear its proportionate share of the cost of constructing, main- 
taining, improving and lighting the same, and of all water mains, 
pipes and lateral sewers therein. That all property taxable in said 
industrial zone shall bear its proper proportion of all city taxes for 
general purposes and of all liability for bonds subsequently issued 
by said city, except as in this Act otherwise provided. 


§ 5. Streets, Etc., not Within Industrial Zone—Districts. 
—That there shall be and is hereby committed to the portions of 
said city not included in such industrial zone the exclusive control of 
and full responsibility for the construction, maintenance and lighting 
of all streets, sidewalks, alleys, parks and other public places, water 
mains, pipes, lateral sewers, and other improvements therein, and 
that said industrial zone shall not be responsible for any part of the 
cost thereof or for any other liability in connection therewith. That 
such portions of the entire city, so enlarged from time to time, as 
are not included in said industrial zone may be subdivided into dis- 
tricts, and vested with such powers, control and responsibility re- 
garding streets, local improvements, et cetera, and exempted, in whole 
or in part, from such taxes or other obligations concerning such 
local improvements in such manner and to such extent as may be 
prescribed from time to time by action of the City Council, Com- 
missioners, or other governing body, if confirmed by a majority of 
the votes cast by the qualified electors residing within the present 
city limits and by a majority of the votes cast by the qualified elec- 
tors residing within the area so annexed to the city from time to 
time; or if neither cast a majority of ballots against such action. 


§ 6. Assessments.—That all real and personal property tax- 
able within the entire city, as so enlarged from time to time, shall 
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be assessed for the purpose of municipal taxation only, upon a just, 
equal and uniform basis by a Board of Commissioners or assessors, 
to be appointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of the 
City Council or other governing body of said City, the number to 
be determined by the City Council or other governing body. 


§ 7. Business License Taxes.—That, except by consent of 
the corporations directly concerned or by consent of a majority of 
the industrial corporations constituting the industrial zone, no busi- 
ness license or occupation tax exceeding Five Hundred ($500.00) 
Dollars per annum shall be impgsed upon any corporation in said 
industrial zone to take effect prior to the year 1950. 


§ 8 Boards of Health.—That the State and City Boards of 
Health shall have all powers and authority over the said industrial 
zone and over all other portions of the entire city, as so enlarged 
from time to time, with which they may be vested now or hereafter 
over the territory comprised within the present city limits. 


§ 9. Sewerage District not Affected.——-That nothing con- 
tained in this Act shall be deemed to affect taxation or liability of 
any property within said industrial zone, or any other portion of 
said city, as so enlarged from time to time, for any present or future 
indebtedness of the Greater Greenville Sewerage District; or to 
preclude any right of the city, county or State to condemn property 
in any part of said city, as so enlarged from time to time, or to 
charge against abutting property owners the cost of street or other 
local improvements, or any portion thereof. 


§ 10. When Annexations Effective.—That the annexa- 
tion provided for by this Act shall become complete and effective 
upon the adoption and ratification of an amendment to the State 
Constitution authorizing the same: Provided, That no postpone- 
ment of such adoption of ratification shall necessitate the holding 
of another election as to any territory once voted into the city. That 
subsequent elections may be held from time to time to determine 
the question of enlarging still further the corporate limits of said 
city, and that all territory so annexed from time to time shall be 
subject to the provisions of this Act. 


§ 11. Ail Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 
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§ 12. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Change the Rate of the Levy from Twenty-one to 
Twenty-six Mills. 


Section 1. Act (1923, XXXIII Stats., 675), Amended.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That Section 3 of an Act entitled “An Act to Provide for the 
Establishment of a new School District in Greenville County and to 
authorize the levy and collection of a Local Tax therein,” known as 
369 of the Statutes at Large, S. C. 1923, so as to change 
the rate of the levy from Twenty-one to Twenty-six Mills, be, and 
the same is hereby amended as follows: by striking out on line 18 of 
the said Section the words “twenty-one mills” and inserting in lieu 
thereof the words “twenty-six mills,’ so that when so amended the 
said Section shall read as follows: 

(Section 3) In addition to the rights, powers and privileges pro- 
vided for school districts by the Constitution and general school 
law of South Carolina, the said district shall have the power to levy 
and collect a tax upon the assessed value of all real and personal 
property returned in said school districts, subject to the following 
provisions : 

The Board of Trustees of said school district shall at any time 
previous to the first day of June of each year hold a meeting for the 
following purposes: (A) To decide whether a special tax, in ad- 
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dition to the school tax provided by the Constitution and general 
laws of South Carolina, shall be levied for the purpose; (B) Of 
paying the interest on school bonds to be issued in said district; (C) 
of providing a sinking fund for the retirement of such bonds; (D) 
for the building, furnishing and improvement of school houses, for 
the payment of teachers’ salaries, for incidental expenses, and for 
all purposes necessary for the maintenance of schools in said dis- 
trict: Provided, however, That the special tax herein provided for 
shall not exceed twenty-six mills on the assessed valuation of all 
taxable property in said school district.

School District No. 27, Greenwood County to 
Borrow—Note.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the

13, Greenwood County, are hereby authorized and empowered to 
borrow a sum of money not exceeding Five Thousand ($5,000.00) 
Dollars at a rate of interest not exceeding six (6) per cent. per 
annum for the purpose of retiring and paying in 1928 bonds of 
School District No. 13, Greenwood County. The loan shall be 
secured by note executed by the Trustees of said School District 
No. 13, and the Treasurer of Greenwood County, and one-fifth to 
be repaid annually. 


§ 2. Payment.—That in order to provide for the payment of 
the loan there is hereby levied an annual tax of two (2) mills upon 
all of the taxable property of the said School District No. 13, Green- 
wood County. The entire proceeds of this special two (2) mill levy 
shall be paid annually on the principal and interest of the note given 
to secure the loan until the said loan is paid in full with interest, at 
which time the tax shall no longer be levied. It shall be the duty 
of the Auditor of Greenwood County to levy the special two (2) 
mill tax annually on all of the taxable property of the said School 
District No. 13, Greenwood County, and the duty of the County 
Treasurer of said County to collect the tax so levied as other taxes 
are collected by law. 


§ 3. Deposit of Proceeds of Loan—Disbursement.—That 
the amount borrowed shall be deposited with the County Treasurer 
to be expended upon the warrant or order of the proper school. 
officials for the purposes mentioned in this Act. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provi- 
sions of this Act are hereby repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval.

Section 1. Reimbursement Agreements with Greenwood

into, and now existing between the State Highway Commission and 
the County of Greenwood, and all reimbursement certificates of in- 
debtedness issued, or to be issued, by the State Highway Commis-

AN ACT Authorizing School District No. 18, Greenwood 
County, to Purchase, Own, Operate and Control Bailey 
Military Institute as a Boarding School or Junior 
College for Boys, or for Other School Purposes. 


Section 1. School District No. 18, Greenwood County 
May Acquire, Etc., Bailey Military Institute—Condition.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That School District No. 18, Greenwood County, be and it 
hereby is, authorized and empowered to purchase, own, operate and 
control Bailey Military Institute at Greenwood, S. C., as a boarding 
school for boys or a Junior College, or both, or for general school 
purposes, and for such purposes the Board of Trustees of School 
District No. 18, Greenwood County, may make such contracts for 
the purchase, operation and maintenance of the same as may by 
the Board of Trustees be for the best interest of the said school and 
the said School District. 


§ 2. Purchase Price Notes—Lien.—That the said Board 
of Trustees of School District No. 18, Greenwood County, may is- 
sue the serial notes of the said School District bearing interest at 
not more than six per centum (6%) per annum, payable annually, 
payable over a series of years, not more than twenty years, for the 
purchase price of the said property, and such other property as may 
be deemed advisable by the said Board of Trustees to purchase, 
which said notes shall not constitute an indebtedness against the 
school district, but shall constitute a lien upon the property purchased 
by the said School District.

‘to be legal in all respects, and any bond or bonds, to an amount not 
exceeding eight (8%) per cent. of the assessed valuation for taxa- 
ation of property in said School District (inclusive of bonds of said 
District already issued and outstanding, if any) issued or to be is- 
sued by the Trustees of said School District pursuant to said elec-

AN ACT to Amend the Charter of Savannah River Electric 
Company. 


Whereas, A Concurrent Resolution was passed by a two-thirds 
vote of each House of the General Assembly allowing this Bill for 
a special charter to be introduced, now, therefore, 


Section 1. Charter of Savannah River Electric Company 
Amended.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the charter heretofore granted to Savan- 
nah River Electric Company by Secretary of State be and the same 
hereby is amended so that the provisions of this Act shall constitute 
the charter of the said Savannah River Electric Company in lieu 
and instead of the provisions of the charter heretofore granted by 
the Secretary of State. 


§ 2. Corporate Name—Powers.—That Savannah River 
Electric Company is hereby made and declared to be a body politic 
and corporate under the name and style of “Savannah River Electric 
Company” with its principal place of business and principal office 
at Greenwood, in the County of Greenwood, State of South Caro- 
lina, with the powers and for the purpose of manufacturing, pro- 
ducing, generating, buying, selling, supplying, leasing, letting, stor- 
ing, accumulating, transmitting, and distributing any and all types 
of electricity, electric current, power or energy for light, heat and/or 
power and for any other uses and purposes for which the same may 
be adapted, and to acquire, buy, sell; lease, transfer, convey and 
dispose of water rights, flowage rights, easements, land and other 
property, real and personal, and to make, build, construct, erect, 
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lay down, acquire, buy, lease, sell, transfer, convey, maintain and 
operate power plants, reservoirs, waterworks, systems, dams, canals, 
tunnels, culverts, flumes, conduits, mains and other pipes and ap- 
pliances for the purpose of manufacturing, producing, generating, 
transmitting and distributing or aiding in the manufacturing, pro- 
ducing, generating, transmitting and distributing of electricity; also 
to build, erect, construct, maintain, lease, buy, sell and transfer 
poles, wires, transmission lines, towers, cables, telephone wires, 
substations, transformers, mill buildings, power houses, machine 
shops, stores, buildings, railroads, tramways and to execute and do 
all other work and things necessary or convenient for obtaining, 
storing, furnishing, selling, delivering and distributing water for the 
creation, maintenance and development of hydro-electric or me- 
chanical power and/or for any other purposes of the company or 
any branch of said business, and to do and transact any and all 
things incidental to or connected with any of the purposes afore- 
said. ° 


§ 3. Powers, Etc.—That said Savannah River Electric Com- 
pany shall have perpetual succession, may sue and be sued and may 
adopt a common seal and alter the same at will, may change its 
name, its principal place of business and its principal office, and 
may prescribe the mode of transferring its shares of stock, may also 
make contracts, lend money, acquire and transfer property, both real 
and personal, including shares of stock and securities in other cor- 
porations, possessing the same powers in such respects as individuals 
now enjoy, may make by-laws and all rules and regulations deemed 
expedient for the management of its affairs not inconsistent with 
the Constitution and laws of this State and of the United States, 
and may alter and amend the same from time to time, may lend and 
borrow money for the purpose of carrying out the objects of its 
charter, and may make and endorse and issue notes, bonds and other 
evidences of debt, and may secure the payment of obligations by 
mortgage or mortgages or deed of trust on all or any of its prop- 
erty or franchises then owned and thereafter to be acquired, and 
shall also be generally vested with all the rights, powers, privileges 
and franchises conferred by the laws of this State on corporations. 


§ 4. Condemnation.—That the said Savannah River Elec- 
tric Company shall have the power to condemn any and _ all 
lands, property, water, riparian or other rights or easements or any 
other interest necessary to the construction, erection, operation and 
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maintenance of its power plants, dams, reservoirs, and lines and for 
generating, accumulating, storing and transmitting electricity and 
power, and for any other purpose whatsoever incidental to or con- 
nected with the construction, erection and operation of its plants, 
dams, reservoirs and transmission lines: Provided, That condemna- 
tion shall be had and compensation provided for by the institution 
and prosecution or proceedings in the manner provided for in 
Article X of Chapter LII of the Civil Code of South Carolina, 
1922, and amendments thereto providing for securing to railroads 
a right of way in this State; and in addition and without limitation 
of the foregoing shall have all the rights, powers and privileges con- 
ferred upon telegraph and telephone companies under Sections 1 to 
9, both inclusive, of Chapter LIII of the Civil Code of South Caro- 
lina, 1922, and amendments thereto. 


§ 5. Leases, Consolidations, Etc.—That said company shall 
also have power to lease, sublease, purchase or otherwise acquire, 
sell, transfer and convey or otherwise dispose of, merge or con- 
solidate its capital stock, franchise and property and charter powers 
with those of any other public utility or other company or com- 
panies operating under the laws of this or any other State, and to 
enjoy, use and operate the franchises, plants, electric current, power 
and property of any such company or companies; and any such com- 
pany or companies are hereby authorized to lease, sell and convey 
to or merge and consolidate their capital stock, charter powers, 
franchises, plants and property with the said Savannah River Elec- 
tric Company on such terms and conditions as may be agreed upon 
by a majority of the stockholders thereof given power to vote with 
reference thereto. 


§ 6. Dams.—That the said Savannah River Electric Com- 
pany is hereby granted permission by the State of South Carolina 
to erect, construct, and maintain in and/or across Savannah River 
and its tributaries a dam or dams, and may erect, buy, sell or lease 
any dam or dams, power plant or power plants for the purposes set 
forth and described in this charter, said dam or dams may be erected, 
built and constructed and maintained at any points along the said 
river and/or its tributaries in McCormick County and/or at any 
points along the said river and/or its tributaries. 


§ 7. Capital Stock.—That the capital stock of the said 
Savannah River Electric Company may be increased and/or changed 
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from a maximum of Five Hundred Thousand Dollars to such max- 
imum as a majority of the stockholders with voting power with 
reference thereto may from time to time determine, upon the pay- 
ment to the Secretary of State of the regular fee required by law 
for the increase of capital stock. The said Savannah River Electric 
Company may call in the stock heretofore issued, and may issue 
one or more classes of capital stock with or without nominal or par 
value, with such designations, preferences and restrictions, if any, 
and voting powers or restrictions or qualifications thereof as shall 
be fixed and expressed in such by-laws as it may hereafter from 
time to time adopt in reference thereto. Preferred capital stock 
without nominal or par value, if desired, may be made subject to 
redemption, in such manner at such time or times, and at such price 
or prices, may be given such preferences as to assets upon dissolu- 
tion or winding up of the corporation, whether voluntary or in- 
voluntary, may be given the right to receive such accumulated or 
non-accumulated dividends quarterly, half yearly or yearly, and pay- 
able as a whole or in part before any dividend shall be set aside 
or paid on the common stock; may be authorized to be issued in 
more than one series of the same class; may be given full or quali- 
fied voting rights; may be convertible in shares of common or pre- 
ferred stock with or without nominal or par value and may have 
such other preferences, designations, rights, privileges and powers 
and be made subject to such other restrictions, limitations and 
qualifications as shall be stated and prescribed or provided for by 
the by-laws of the said corporation or any amendments thereto; and 
the said Savannah River Electric Company shall have the right and 
power by its by-laws to make such provisions in reference to the 
issue of its stock with or without nominal or par value as is deemed 
expedient. 

The corporation may dispose of its authorized shares without par 
value for such consideration as may be fixed by the stockholders 
at a meeting duly called for that purpose, or by the board of 
directors when acting under general or special authority granted 
by the stockholders, or under the general authority conferred by 
the charter or certificate of incorporation or amendments thereof. 
Any and all shares without nominal or par value issued for the con- 
sideration prescribed or fixed in accordance with the provisions of 
this Section shall be fully paid and not liable to any further call or 
assessment thereon, nor shall the subscriber or holder be liable for 
any further payment. 
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§ 8. Provisions of Act Constitute Charter.—That all of the 
provisions of the charter heretofore granted by the Secretary of 
State to Savannah River Electric Company be and the same are 
hereby repealed and the provisions of this Act be and the same 
hereby are substituted as and for and is hereby declared to be the 
charter of the said Savannah River Electric Company. 


§ 9. Shares of no Par Value.—In any case in which the 
law requires that the par value of the shares of stock be stated in 
any certificate or paper, if shares without nominal or par value are 
issued it shall be stated in respect of such shares that such shares 
are without par value; and whenever the amount of stock author- 
ized or issued is required to be stated, the number of shares author- 
ized or issued shall be stated, and it shall also be stated that such 
shares are without par value. For the purpose of the taxes pre- 
scribed to be paid on the filing of any certificate or other paper re- 
lating to corporations, and of franchise taxes prescribed to be paid 
by corporations, but for no other purpose, such shares shall be 
taken to be of the value of $100.00 per share unless it shall be shown 
to the satisfaction of the proper officer that such shares are of 
another and different value than $100.00 per share, in which event 
such shares shall be taken to be of a par value equivalent to such 
other or different value as so shown. 


§ 10. Provisions of Statute Applicable.—That all of the 
provisions of the statute laws of the State of South Carolina ap- 
plicable to business corporations, with all of the rights, powers and 
privileges therein conferred are hereby declared to be applicable to 
this charter insofar as such laws are not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act. 


§ 11. Public Act—Effective—Proviso.—That this Act is 
hereby declafed to be for a public purpose and shall go into full 
force and effect upon its approval by the Governor: Provided, That 
in the event actual construction of a hydro-electric power plant as 
herein authorized is not commenced within five years from the ap- 
proval of this Act, the said charter may be annulled by any Court of 
competent jurisdiction upon application by the Attorney General 
of the State after six months’ written notice to the corporation that 
unless such construction work is begun within a stated time, ap- 
plication for such annullment will be made by the Attorney General.

Hampton and Furman in said County. 


§ 2. Use of Funds—Refund.—The Supervisor of Hampton 
County is hereby authorized to top-soil said road and pay for the 
same out of any funds available for that purpose, including the gas 
tax allotted to said County, which said sums of money shall be re- 
funded to such account when the tax herein levied is collected. 


§ 3. Levy and Collection of Tax.—The Auditor and Treas- 
urer of Hampton County is hereby authorized and directed to make 
the levy hereinabove referred to and collect said tax as other taxes 
are collected. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the Gover- 
nor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Liquidating of the Past Indebt- 
edness of the County of Hampton. 


Section 1. Hampton County to Borrow—Amount—Pur- 
pose.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the County Supervisor of Hampton County be, and 
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he is hereby authorized, and directed to borrow upon the notes of 
the County of Hampton a sum of money not exceeding Twenty-six 
Thousand ($26,000.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary, for the 
purpose of liquidating and paying the past indebtedness of Hampton 
County. 


§ 2. Notes.—That said notes shall be signed by the Supervisor 
of Hampton County, and by the County Treasurer, and the seal 
of the County thereunto affixed and attested by the Clerk of the 
Board of County Commissioners. Such notes shall be in series, 
maturing each year, the last of said notes to mature not exceeding 
five years, and shall bear interest from their date at the rate of not 
exceeding six per centum per annum, payable annually. They may 
be made payable within or without the State of South Carolina and 
shall be exempt from all State, County, school or municipal taxes. 


§ 3. Tax for Payment.—For the purpose of paying the 
principal and interest of the aforesaid notes, it shall be the duty of 
the County Auditor of Hampton County to assess and levy annually 
until said notes are paid on all taxable property of said county a tax 
sufficient to pay the principal and interest of said notes, as such 
principal and interest shall fall due, and the taxes collected annually 
from such assessment and levy shall be held by the County Treasurer 
in a segregated fund and shali be applied to no purpose whatsoever, 
except as herein set forth. 


§ 4. Credit of County Pledged.—The full faith, credit and 
resources of the County of Hampton, as well as the proceeds of 
the assessment and levy herein provided shall be deemed to be 
pledged for the prompt payment of the principal and interest of 
such notes.

Section 1. Bond Issue by School District No. 15, Hamp- 
ton County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the Board of Trustees of Hampton 
School District No. 15 of Hampton County, South Carolina, be, and 
they are hereby, authorized and directed to issue and sell Five 
Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars of serial coupon bonds of said School 
District for the purpose of completing, erecting and equipping of 
a high school building in said School District now under contract 
for construction, or under construction. 


§ 2. Terms.—The said serial coupon bonds shall be issued 
in such denomination as said Trustees shall determine, and shall 
bear interest at a rate not exceeding six per cent. per annum, pay- 
able semi-annually.

Section 1. Bond Issue by School District No. 99, Horry 
—Amount—Purpose—Terms—Execution.—Be it enacted by 
the General’ Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
Trustees of Aynor School District No. 99, Horry County, be, and 
they are hereby, authorized and empowered to issue and sell coupon 
bonds of said School District, payable to bearer in such denomina- 
tions and in such amounts as they may deem necessary not exceed- 
ing Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) Dollars, and bear interest at a 
rate not exceeding six (6) per cent. per annum, payable annually or 
semi-annually, at such time as they may deem best.

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That the six (6) High Schools already established in Horry County 
shall compose the High Schools of said County, and the said districts 
shall bear the namés and numbers given below, and shall be composed 
of the common school districts as hereinafter described. 

No. 1 High School District, Conway or Burroughs School shall be 
composed of the following school districts, as a high school district, 
to wit: Inland District No. 1, Evergreen District No. 2, Savannah 
Bluff District No. 14, Burroughs District No. 19, Good Hope Dis- 
trict No. 23, Cedar Grove District No, 24, Hickory Grove District 
No. 32, Juniper Bay District No. 55, Homewood School District 
No. 68, Maple District No. 69, Poplar District No. 70, Shell Dis- 
trict No. 71, Four Mile District No. 74, Virgo District No. 75, 
Toddsville District No. 76, Salem District No. 81, Red Hill District 
No. 83, Baxter District No. 85, Brownway District No. 89, Pawley

96. 

No. 2 High School District, Loris or Simpson Creek School, shall

§ 2. Organization and Direction.—The High School of 
each High School District in Horry County shall be organized and 
directed in the following manner: 

As soon as convenient after passage of this Act the patrons of 
each High School District, after due notice, shall meet at their re- 
spective school houses, and elect one man or woman for the School 
District, who shall be a member of the High School Board of Ad- 
visors of that High School District in which the school is located: 
Provided, That this board of advisors shall meet at the high school 
of their respective districts, and organize by selecting one of their 
number chairman, another clerk. A majority of the said Board 
shall constitute a quorum to transact business. The Board of Trus- 
tees hereinafter provided for shall make report to the Board of 
Advisors as to the needs and as to the conditions of the high school. 
The Board of Advisors shall consider ways and means of operating 
the High School and make such recommendations to aid or guide 
the Trustees as it deems proper. The Board of Trustees shall pre- 
pare a statement of the expected needs of such high school district 
including incidental expenses, transportation, and such other ex- 
penses as are necessary to the successful operation of said High 
School ; and expenses incurred by the payment of any salaries above 
“the schedule of salaries provided by the 6-0-1 law; and transmit to 
the County Auditor such statement and the County Auditor is hereby 
authorized and directed to charge a sufficient levy against the taxable 
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property of the High School District to produce the amount needed: 
Provided, further, That after the first year the meeting of the 
Advisors shall be held annually, at the call of the High School Board 
of Trustees. 


§ 3. Trustees.—The County Board of Education shall appoint 
five. (5) Trustees for each High School District, with the same 
qualifications and powers as now provided by law for Trustees of 
the Common School Districts of the County, or State, for the terms 
of one, two, three, four and five years—the term of one member 
to expire annually ; as each term expires the County Board of Edu- 
cation shall appoint a successor for five (5) years: Provided, That 
the County Board shall have authority to fill vacancies: Provided, 
further, That in District No. 1, three (3) of the Trustees shall be 
selected from the Board of Trustees of Burroughs School. 


§ 4. County Tax for Teachers’ Salaries.—That the County 
Auditor shall levy on all taxable property in the County, annually, 
a sufficient amount not to exceed two (2) mills to pay high school 
teachers’ salaries for the eighth and ninth months as permitted under 
and according to the 6-O-1 law. 


§ 5. Additional Districts—At any time it is desired to 
organize additional High School Districts in Horry County, the 
party or parties proposing such new District shall give due notice 
_of such intention by advertising in the public prints of the County 
for three (3) weeks of the proposed territory to be incorporated into 
a High School District and the date at which they will lay their 
claims before the County Board of Education, and any and all 
parties interested shall be heard, if the County Board of Education 
approves such petition, the same shall have no force and effect until 
the same has been heard by the State Board of Education, and has 
had the approval of a majority of the total membership of the State 
Board of Education. 


§ 6. Transfer of Pupils—High School Districts not 
Liable for Debts of Local Districts.—When, in the interest of 
economy, and for the convenience of pupils, the High School Board 
of Trustees deem it expedient to transfer pupils from their High 
School District to some other High School District in Horry Coun- 
ty, or in South Carolina, they shall, after determining such matter, 
arrange for the proper transfer or payment of the funds allotted to 
such pupils to the High School District which they are authorized 
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to attend: Provided, That this organization of High School Dis- 
tricts, as provided in this Act, in no way binds the High School 
Districts to become responsible for any debts heretofore contracted, 
now owing, or that may hereafter be contracted by any of the local 
or common school districts. 


§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act-are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 8. This Act shall take effect on July Ist, 1927.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Little Pee Dee 
River Bridge Board, as now Constituted and Exist- 
ing under an Act Relating to the Building of a; 
Toll Bridge Across Little Pee Dee River, Approved 
March 16th., 1926, to Borrow the Sum of Four Thou- 
sand Nine Hundred and Fifty ($4,950.00) Dollars for 
the Purpose of Paying the Deficit in the Construction of 
a Bridge and Approaches Thereto Across Little Pee 
Dee River at Potato Bed Ferry. 


Section 1. Little Pee Dee Bridge Board to Borrow— 
Notes—Renewals—Guarantee.—Be it enacted by the General © 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Little Pee Dee 
Bridge Board, as constituted and existing under ‘‘An Act to Author- 
ize the Counties of Horry and Marion to maintain and build a toll 
bridge, etc.,” be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered to 
borrow on its note, or notes, a sum not exceeding Four Thousand 
Nine Hundred and Fifty ($4,950.00) Dollars at such rate of interest 
and maturities as it may deem expedient, and to renew the same from 
time to time as occasion may require; such note, or notes, or any 
renewals thereof shall be signed by the Chairman of Little Pee Dee 
River Bridge Board and countersigned by the Clerk of the Board. 
When the Little Pee Dee River Bridge Board shall have issued any 
note, or renewals thereof, under the authority herein given, the 
Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners of the County of 
Marion and the Chairman of the County Commissioners of the 
County of Horry, in the names of their respective Counties, are 
authorized and directed to jointly and severally guarantee the pay- 
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ment of the same: Provided, That the amount herein authorized to 
be borrowed shall be used exclusively for the payment of the deficit 
incurred in the building of the said River Bridge pursuant to the 
aforesaid Act. 


§ 2. Payment.—That the said note, or notes, executed under 
authority of Section 1 of this Act, shall be paid in the same manner

AN ACT to Authorize the Establishment of a Centralized 
High School and the Erection of a School Building 
for Gray School District No. 3, and Pine Level School 
District No. 11 of Jasper County, to Create Said Dis- 
trict a Body Corporate and Appoint Trustees Therefor, 
to Authorize the Issuance of Bonds for the Purpose 
of Erecting Said Building and Provide for the Levy 
and Collection of Taxes to Pay the Interest upon 
Said Bonds and the Principal Thereof. 


Section 1. High School District in Jasper County.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That Gray School District No. 3 and Pine Level School District No. 
11, of Jasper County, as now constituted, are hereby declared to be 
a high school district, that is to say a body corporate, and the trustees, 
as hereinafter provided for, are hereby declared to be the High School 
Board of Trustees, and as such are hereby authorized and empowered 
to establish a central high school for the two districts at such place 
as shall be selected by the Trustees, subject to the approval of the 
County Board of Education, and the consolidated high school, when 
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so established, shall be entitled to all the privileges and benefits of 
tural centralized high schools approved and accepted by the State 
Board of Education. 


§ 2. Trustees.—That the County Board of Education for 
Jasper County shall appoint three trustees, not more than two trus- 
tees shall be named from any one of said school districts, and shall 
hold office for a term of two years, and until their successors are 
appointed and qualified. 


§ 3. Powers of Trustees—Bond Issue.—That the High 
School Board of Trustees shall be, and hereby is, vested with the 
power to do all acts necessary or adapted to the establishment and 
maintenance of a high school and to that end may purchase lands, 
and erect and equip high school building and for the purpose of pro- 
viding the funds for such purchase of land and erection and equip- 
ment of a high school building may, notwithstanding any other or 
similar limits contained in any general or special Act or any Act 
making a special provision in or about the subject matter of any 
general Act, issue and sell bonds of the high school district to an 
amount not exceeding Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars: 
Provided, That this Act shall not be deemed or held to intend or pur- 
port to authorize the issuance of bonds in excess of any limit imposed 
by the Constitution of this State. 


§ 4. Execution of Bonds—Terms.—Such bonds shall be 
signed by the Chairman and Clerk of the High School Board of 
Trustees, and if a corporate seal shall have been adopted it shall be 
affixed thereto and such bonds may pledge the full faith and credit 
of the high school district; may have coupons for the payment of 
interest attached, which coupons may be executed by the facsimile 
signature of the Clerk; may contain certain provisions for registra- 
tion of principal only or of principal and interest, and may otherwise 
be in such form; shall mature at such time or times not exceeding 
forty years from the date thereof and shall bear interest at such rate, 
not exceeding six per centum per annum, payable semi-annually, as 
the High School Board of Trustees shall determine and shall be sold 
at not less than par. 


§ 5. Tax for Payment.—Notwithstanding the limitations 
contained in any general or special Act or any Act making a special 
provision on or about the subject matter of any general Act, there 
shall be levied in each year after the issuance of any such bonds by 
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any district and continuing so long as any of said bonds shall be un- 
paid and outstanding, a tax upon all the taxable property in such 
district sufficient to pay the interest upon all said bonds and to create 
a sinking fund sufficient to provide for the payment of the principal 
as and when the same shall mature, which tax shall be levied by the 
County Auditor or in such other manner as may be provided by law, 
and collected by the County Treasurer, or such other officer as may 
be provided by law, in the same manner and at the same time as 
other taxes in the County are levied and collected. 


§ 6. Levies Uniform.—That all lawful levies for the mainten- 
ance and lawful levies for bonds shall be at the same uniform rate 
on the assessed valuation of each of the two districts co-operating. 


§ 7. Bonds Tax Exempt.—That said bonds shall be exempt 
from State, County and Municipal taxation. 


§ 8. Portions of Act Independent.—That in case any por- 
tion or provision of this Act shall by a Court of competent jurisdic- 
tion be held to be unconstitutional the validity of the remaining por- 
tion shall in no wise construed or held to be impaired ‘thereby, but 
such remaining portions shall be and remain in full force and effect 
and shall be deemed and held to be a valid and complete Act. 


§ 9. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

of the State of South Carolina: That whereas under an Act of the 
General Assembly entitled “An Act to Provide for the Past In- 
debtedness of Various School Districts of Kershaw County,” ap-- 
proved the 15th day of March, 1926 (Acts 1926, page 1567), the: 
County Board of Directors of Kershaw County were directed,. 
under Section 1 of said Act to borrow the sum of Ten Thousand. 
($10,000.00) Dollars, to be repaid in two annual installments, and 
the Auditor of Kershaw County was directed to levy a tax on the: 
property in said County sufficient to pay said note in two annual 
installments, and, whereas, under Section 2 of said Act, the said 
Board of Directors were directed to order the Treasurer of Kershaw 
County to set aside out of the general County fund the sum of 
Seven Thousand ($7,000.00) Dollars as the schools’ share of the: 
Treasurer’s shortage as shown by an audit made by W. S. Sweeney

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Carolina: That the County Board of Directors of Kershaw County, 
South Carolina, are hereby empowered and directed to borrow not 
exceeding Forty-two Thousand ($42,000.00) Dollars, at the best 
obtainable rate of interest, at such time or times as the County Board 
of Education of Kershaw County, South Carolina, may determine 
and request in writing, and the said Board of Directors are au- 
thorized and directed to pledge the credit of the County of Ker- 
shaw, South Carolina, therefor and to execute to the lender the 
note or notes of the said County for the amounts so borrowed. 


§ 2. Security.—That any and all amounts due or paid to the 
schools of Kershaw County, or to said’ County for school purposes,

AN ACT to Authorize the Board of Trustees of DeKalb, 
School District No. 19, of Kershaw County, S. C. to 
Issue Bonds of said District in the Sum of Two Thou- 
sand ($2,000.00) Dollars, or Notes of said District in 
Like Amount, for School Purposes in said District. 


Section 1. Bond Issue by School District No. 19, Ker- 
shaw County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
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of South Carolina: That the Board of Trustees of DeKalb School 
District No. 19, of Kershaw County, be, and are hereby, authorized 
and empowered to issue and sell coupon bonds of said District in 
the sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars for erecting school 
buildings, purchasing equipment and for maintaining schools in 
said District. 


§ 2. Terms of Bonds.—That any bonds issued pursuant to 
this Act shall mature not more than ten years from the date hereof 
and shall bear interest at not exceeding six (6%) per cent. per 
annum, payable annually; that such bonds may be payable in series 
or at some fixed date and shall be in such denominations as the 
said Board of Trustees may determine. 


§ 3. Execution.—That such bonds shall be signed and exe- 
cuted by the Trustees of DeKalb School District No. 19: Provided, 
That any coupons attached thereto may be signed with the litho- 
graphed or facsimiled signatures of the Chairman and Secretary 
of the said Board of Trustees. 


§ 4. Tax for Payment.—That there shall be levied and col- 
lected annually, upon all the property in said District, by the of- 
ficers of Kershaw County charged with the levy and collection of 
taxes, a tax which shall be adequate and sufficient to meet the in- 
terest upon any bonds issued hereunder and to pay the principal of 
same as they mature. 


§ 5. Sinking Fund.—That any sinking fund arising under the 
provisions of this Act shall be securely invested by the Trustees 
of said District, with the consent in writing of the Superintendent 
of Education of said County to the investments made by them.

19, of Kershaw County, if they deem it advisable so to do, may, in 
lieu of issuing and selling bonds of said District, as provided above, 
borrow the sum of Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars at a rate 
of interest not exceeding six (6%) per cent. per annum, and shall 
execute the note of said District payable in five (5) annual install- 
ments on the Ist day of May of each year until the same is paid in

AN ACT to Establish a Rural Police System for Kershaw 
County, to Define Their Duties and Powers and Fix 
their Compensation. 


Section 1. Rural Police for Kershaw County—Appoint- 
ment—Control.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: There is hereby established in Kershaw 
County a Rural Police System for said County, to be composed of 
four (4) Rural Patrol Officers, to be appointed by the Sheriff of 
Kershaw County to serve under his direction at large in Kershaw 
County. 


§ 2. Selection from Townships—Qualifications—Term. 
— That the said four (4) Patrol Officers shall be selected one each 
from certain Townships in said County, as now exists in the elec- 
tion of the County Board of Directors, and the said four (4) 
Townships in Kershaw County as is now established for the County 
Government Townships shall also be known as the Rural Police 
District. That each of said Patrol Officers so appointed shall be 
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able-bodied men of good habits, of known courage, coolness and 
discretion, and who are not addicted to the use of alcoholic liquors 
or drugs, and who shall hold their office for one year from the 
date of their appointment, subject to removal by the Sheriff of said 
County. 


§ 3. Direction and Control—Reports—Jurisdiction.— 
The Sheriff of Kershaw County shall have direction and control 
of said Patrol Officers in all matters connected with their police 
duties, and he shall assign to each of said Patrol Officers to the 
township in which he shall work each month; and he shall meet 
with them at least once a week to confer and advise with them 
and see that they are alert and informed as to their duties and are 
enforcing the laws throughout the County. Said Patrol Officers 
shall make a weekly report to the Sheriff of their work, and the 
Sheriff shall, twice a year, report to the Grand Jury on the ac- 
tivities of said Police System; a copy of each report shall be filed 
with the Board of Directors to be kept on file for public inspection. 
The said Patrol Officers shall work together and co-operate with 
the Sheriff of Kershaw County in suppression of crime: Provided, 
however, That the jurisdiction of all said officers to make arrests 
for the violation of the criminal laws of this State committed in 
Kershaw County shall extend over the entire County. 


§ 4. Duties of Policemen.—That it shall be the duty of 
said Patrol Officers under the general direction and control of the 
Sheriff to patrol the entire county, especially the rural districts, and 
to prevent or detect and prosecute all violations of the criminal law, 
making arrest for any suspected crime, whether upon view or im- 
mediate information or complaint, and report their acts and doings 
and all known or suspected violations of the law to the Sheriff once 
a week and they shall, at each term of Court of General Sessions, 
whenever so required by the Solicitor, presiding Judge, or Grand 
Jury, appear before them, or either of them, to be by them advised, 
instructed and charged in respect to their duties and questioned as 
to all conditions of lawlessness in the county. 


§ 5. Further Duties.—That said Patrol Officers shall patrol 
the entire district for which they are respectively appointed at least 
twice a week and do patrol duty in the district assigned to other 
patrolmen, when, in the judgment of the Sheriff, it is thought ad- 
visable, remaining on duty at night when occasion and circumstances 
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suggest the propriety thereof; to prevent or detect crime or to 
make an arrest, and they shall always be on duty not less than ten 
(10) hours each day, except when granted occasional indulgence 
or leave of absence by the Sheriff. They shall frequent railroad 
depots, stores and other places of a public character where dis- 
order is probable or vagrants may be loafing or alcoholic liquors are 
sold or used. They shall, as often as practicable, ride by houses 
that are off the public highway and in lonely parts of the county, 
especially such as are without male protectors, and they shall use 
every means to prevent or detect, arrest and prosecute for breach 
of the peace, drunkenness, obscene or profane language, or boisterous 
conduct, or the discharge of firearms on the public highway or at 
any public place or gathering, carrying weapons contrary to law, 
hunting, fishing, or otherwise trespassing on lands without the per- 
mission of the owner or manager thereof, gambling, vagrancy or 
setting out fires, cruelty to animals or children, violation of the 
child labor laws, as well as any and all violations of the criminal 
law. 


§ 6. Compensation—Equipment.—That each of said Patrol 
Officers shall be paid an annual salary of Fifteen Hundred ($1,- 
500.00) Dollars, payable monthly, said salary to be paid on a war- 
rant of the Board of Directors out of the funds of the County. 
Said warrants to be paid by the County Treasurer: Provided, That 
each of such patrolmen shall provide himself with a policeman’s 
billet, a badge and such firearms as will be prescribed and approved 
by the Sheriff. 


§ 7. Oath—Copy of Act to be Supplied.—That each of 
said Patrol Officers, before receiving his commission, shall, in ad- 
dition to the oath now prescribed by Section 26 of Article [III of 
the Constitution, and by Section 650, Volume I, Code of Laws of 
1912, take and subscribe to the following oath or affirmation, to- 
wit: I do further solemnly swear, or affirm, that during my term 
of office as Patrolman I will study the Act creating my office and 
prescribing my duties, and will endeavor to inform myself of the 
criminal laws of this State, both statutory and common law, and 
will be alert and vigilant to enforce same, and to detect and bring 
to punishment every violation of the same within my county, and 
will conduct myself at all times with due consideration to all per- 
sons, and will not impose upon the weak and ignorant. So help me, 
God! That a copy of said Act and oath of office, in a convenient 
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pocket pamphlet, shall be furnished by the Sheriff to each patrol- 
man in the county. 


§ 8. Bond.—That each of said Patrol Officers shall, before 
entering upon the duties of his office, enter into a bond with good 
. security, to be approved by the County Board of Directors and the 
Clerk of Court, payable to the County, in the sum of One Thousand 
($1,000.00) Dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance of 
his duties, and for such damages as may be sustained by reason of 
his malfeasance in his office, or abusing his authority, and it shall be 
the duty of the Sheriff and Grand Jury of the County to investigate 
promptly any complaint made against such patrolmen for neglect 
of duty, or for misuse of power, said bond to be filed with and 
kept by the Clerk of the Court: Provided, however, That the 
County shall be liable or pay for the premium of said bond.

That no voucher shall be so signed and countersigned, except upon 
the authority of a majority of said Board duly entered in its minutes. 


§ 5. Meetings.—The said Board of Trustees shall meet at 
such times as it may designate, and be subject to the call of the 
Chairman to meet at such other times as said Chairman may deem 
necessary. 


§ 6. Powers of Board.—The said Board of Trustees shall 
have authority over all the school buildings and equipment of said 
school district, the purchase of supplies therefor, the employment 
and dismissal of the Superintendent and other teachers and em- 
ployees for the schools therein and the compensation to be paid 
them, the length of the school terms and the course of study therein, ° 
and the rules and regulations governing said school: Provided, That 
the said Trustees may not do any act in conflict with the general 
laws of this State regulating the management of schools of a similar 
class. 


§ 7. Annual Tax.—The said Board of Trustees is hereby au- 
thorized to levy an annual tax of not more than nine mills on all of 
the property within said school district for the support of the 
schools therein, and a tax of not exceeding six mills for interest on 
bonds and to create a sinking fund therefor, and said Board shall 
notify the County Auditor annually, in writing, not later than the 
first day of July in each year of such levy; and the County Auditor 
is hereby directed to levy such tax on all of the property within said 
school district. 


§ 8. Collection of Tax — Disbursement. — The County 
Treasurer of Lancaster County shall collect said tax as other taxes 
are now collected by law, and shall hold said tax, together with any 
other funds that are now, or may become available, to the credit 
of said school district, and shall pay the same out only upon the 
vouchers of the said Board of Trustees, signed by its Chairman 
and countersigned by its Secretary. 


§ 9. Duties of County Treasurer — Compensation — Re- 
ports.—The County Treasurer of Lancaster County, shall, ex- 
officio, be clerk and Treasurer of said School District ; he shall keep 
all funds now on hand or hereafter collected for said school district 
separate from all other funds and on deposit in some reliable bank 
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or banks of said county, and shall not pay out said funds except as 
directed in Section 8 of this Act. The said Board of Trustees shall 
pay said Treasurer for such services an annual sum, not in excess 
of Three Hundred Dollars, to be paid in monthly installments. The 
said Treasurer shall publish in some paper in said county, at least 
once in each calendar year, a statement of the amount collected for 
the credit of said school district and an itemized statement of dis- 
bursements made by him, and upon his failure to do so shall forfeit 
his salary for the year in which he fails to publish such statements. 


§ 10. Compensation of County Auditor.—The Auditor of 
Lancaster County shall be paid by said Board of Trustees, for his 
services in levying the tax herein provided for, the sum of Fifty 
Dollars annually. 


§ 11. Registration of Electors.——The Superintendent of 
Education of Lancaster County shall provide for the registration of 
all qualified electors in said school district three weeks before every 
election for school trustees for said school district hereinafter pro- 
vided for, by furnishing to the Clerk and Treasurer of said Board, 
two registration books, in one of which shall be registered the names 
of all qualified electors of said district resident in Cane Creek Town- 
ship, and in the other of which shall be registered the names of all 
qualified electors of said district resident in Gills Creek Township, 
applying for registration; and said books of registration shall be 
closed one day before every election hereinafter provided for. 


§ 12. Election of Trustees.—The Superintendent of [du- 
cation for said County shall provide for the election of five qualified 
electors residing in said school district as school trustees for said 
school district to hold office for the term of two years and until their 
successors are elected and qualified; the first of said election to be 
held on the first Tuesday in May in the year of 1928, and at the 
same time every two years thereafter ; such elections to be held under 
the same rules and regulations as are now provided by law for the 
conduct of primary elections held in this State, and the County 
Superintendent of Education shall appoint the managers of said 
election, and the expense of said election shall be paid out of the 
general fund of said district upon the approval of the County 
Superintendent of Education and the Board of Trustees. 


§ 13. Voting Places—Ballots.—That said County Super- 
intendent of Education shall provide for two voting places for said 
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election in said school district and the necessary number of ballots 
to be voted; one of said voting places to be at the County Court 
House, at which place shall vote all qualified voters of said district 
registered as residents of Gills Creek Township, and the other of 
said voting places to be held on the street or road known as “Mid- 
way’ near the Lancaster Cotton Mills in said county, at which place 
shall vote all qualified voters of said district registered as residents 
of Cane Creek Township; the said books of registration provided 
for in Section 11 of this Act being furnished the managers of said 
election at said respective places. 


§ 14. Election Returns—Second Election in Event of 
Failure to Elect by Majority Vote—Further Elections.— 
The Managers of said election shall certify in writing to the County 
Superintendent of Education the names of the five persons voted 
for at such election, each of whom received a majority of the votes 
cast, and such five persons shall be commissioned by the said County 
Superintendent of Education as Trustees for said school district 
for a term of two years: Provided, That if no person receives a 
majority of the votes cast at said election or if any number of the 
persons voted for less than five, receive less than a majority of the 
votes cast, then the County Superintendent of Education shall pro- 
vide for another election at the same places and under the same 
regulations at which election the persons receiving the highest num- 
ber of votes cast at the preceding election only shall be voted for; 
and the managers of said election shall certify to the County Super- 
intendent of Education the names of the persons receiving the 
majority of the votes cast in said election, and the County Super- 
intendent of Education shall commission the persons so elected as 
Trustees of said school district: Provided, further, That if the whole 
number of five trustees be not then elected that said Superintendent 
of Education shall provide for further elections until said five trus- 
tces shall be elected by a majority of the votes cast at said election: 
Provided, further, That said elections shall be held one week apart. 


§ 15. Candidates for Trustee.—Any person desiring to be: 
come a candidate for election as such school trustee shall enter his or 
her name with the County Superintendent of Education not less 
than five days before the first election herein provided for and if, 
upon investigation, the said Superintendent of Education finds such 
person to be a qualified elector of said school district, his or her 
name shall be placed on the ticket to be voted at said election. 
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§ 16. Notice of Election.—The County Superintendent of 
Education shall give public notice in some paper published in said 
district of every first election held under the provisions of this Act 
once a week for two weeks preceding such election. 


§ 17. Vacancies in Office.—That upon the disqualification 
or removal by death or otherwise of any trustee so elected, the 
County Superintendent of Education shall commission some quali- 
fied elector of said school district to fill out the unexpired term of 
such disqualified or removed trustee, such appointment to be made 
on the recommendation of a majority of the Legislative Delegation 
of said County. 


§ 18. School Funds.—That all funds now on hand or here- 
after collected by taxes or otherwise for said school district shall be 
credited to the general funds thereof and disbursed as herein di- 
rected. 


§ 19. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 


§ 20. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Issue of not Exceeding Thirty 
Thousand Dollars ($30,000.00) of Bonds by Heath 
Springs School District No. 38 of Lancaster County for 
School Purposes. 


Section 1. Bond Issue by School District No. 38, Lan- 
caster County—Purpose—Amount—Terms.—Be it enacted by 
the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That for 
the purposes of erecting a school building or buildings, equipping 
the same and for. general school purposes, the Board of Trustees of 
Heath Springs School District No. 38, Lancaster County, in the 
State of South Carolina, is hereby authorized to issue serial bonds 
of said School District in an amount not exceeding Thirty Thousand 
($30,000.00) Dollars, maturing not later than thirty (30) years 
after date and bearing interest at a rate not exceeding six (6) per 
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cent. per annum, payable annually or semi-annually, as the said Board 
of Trustees may determine. 


§ 2. Election on Issue.—That before any bonds shall be 
issued under the provisions of Section 1 of this Act, the question of 
issuing the same shall be first submitted by the said Board of Trus- 
tees to the qualified voters residing in said School District ; that the 
said trustees shall give notice of the time and place of such election 
by at least two (2) weekly publications in a newspaper published 
in the County of Lancaster, and by posting notices in at least three 
(3) public places in the said School District: Provided, That the 
said election shall not be held until thirty (30) days after the ap- 
proval of this Act. The said trustees shall appoint the managers of 
such election, receive the returns and declare the result. 


§ 3. No Petition or Plat Required.—No petition for the 
holding of such election or the making and filing of the plat of such 
School District shall be required as a prerequisite to the holding of 
the said election or the issuance of said bonds. 


§ 4. Ballots—Effect of Election.—The said trustees shall 
have printed, and provide for the use of the voters, a sufficient num- 
ber of ballots, which shall be placed at the voting place and on which 
shall be printed the words: “For the Issue of School Bonds” and 
the words: “Against the Issue of School Bonds,” and the elector 
voting for the issue of school bonds shall strike out the words

§ 6. Tax Exempt.—That the said bonds shall be exempt from 
the State, County and Municipal taxes. 

Tax for Payment.—lIt shall be the duty of the county 
officers of Lancaster County, charged with the levy and collection of 
taxes, to levy and collect annually upon all the taxable property in 
said School District, a tax sufficient to pay the interest on the bonds 
issued under the provisions hereof, and to create a sinking fund for 
the payment of the principal of the said bonds, as the same shall 
mature.

County; to Create Said District a Body Corporate and 
Appoint Trustees Therefor; to Authorize the Issue of 
Bonds for the Purpose of Erecting Said Building and 
Provide for the Levy and Collection of Taxes to Pay the 
Interest on Said Bonds and the Principal Thereof. 


Section 1. Indian Land High School District, Lancaster 
County—Authorized.—Be it enacted by the General Asssembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That Barbersville School District 
No. 1, Pleasant Valley School District No. 2, Belair School District 
No. 3, Osceola School District No. 4 and Van Wyck School District 
No. 5, in Lancaster County, as now constituted, are hereby declared 
to be a High School District, to be known as Indian Land High 
School District; that is to say, a body corporate, and the Trustees 
as hereinafter provided for are hereby declared to be the High Schoo! 
Board of Trustees, and as such are hereby authorized and empowered

§ 5. Conduct of Election.—That said election shall be held 
at such time and places within each of said districts as shall be de- 
termined by the High School Board of Trustees, at which election 
only the qualified voters residing in each of said School districts 
shall be entitled to vote; and said trustees shall give notice of such 
election by at least two publications of such notice in a newspaper 
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published in said County, and by posting notices in three public

appoint three managers of such election in each of said districts and 
receive the reports and declare the results. 


§ 6. Ballots.—The said Trustees shall have printed and pro- 
vided for the use of the voters a sufficient number of ballots which 
shall be placed at the voting places on which shall be printed or 
written the words “For the Consolidated High School District,” and 
the words “Against the Consolidated High School District,” and the 
electors voting for the consolidation shall strike out the words 
“Against the Consolidated High School District,” and the electors 
voting against the consolidation shall strike out the words “For the 
Consolidated High School District,” and said trustees shall also 
furnish sufficient number of ballots which shall be placed at the vot- 
ing placed on which shall be printed or written the words ‘‘For the 
Issue of Consolidated High School Bonds,” and the words “Against 
the Issue of Consolidated High School Bonds,” and the electors vot- 
ing for the issue of said bonds shall strike out the words “Against 
the Issue of Consolidated High School Bonds,” and the electors vot- 
ing against the issue of said bonds shall strike out the words “For 
the Issue of Consolidated High School Bonds.” 


§ 7. Effect of Election.—I{ a majority of the votes cast at 
such election in each of at least four of said districts shall be in favor 
of the consolidation and of the issue of the bonds, said trustees shall 
issue the bonds, or so much thereof as they may deem advisable.

Laurens County to Borrow——Payment of In- 
debtedness.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the County Treasurer and Supervisor of 
Laurens County be, and they are hereby, authorized to borrow the 
sum of One Hundred Forty Thousand ($140,000.00) Dollars, said.

($115,000.00) Dollars, which said amount was borrowed under an 
Act entitled “An Act to Authorize the County Treasurer and Super-. 
visor of Laurens County to borrow an Amount Not Exceeding One 

‘Hundred Fifteen Thousand ($115,000.00) Dollars for the purpose: 
of Building and Maintenance of Cross Country Roads in Laurens 
County, and to Provide for the Payment of Same.” Approved

§ 2. Use of Balance of Loan.—That the remaining Twenty-: 
five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars herein authorized to be bor- 
rowed under Section 1 of this Act shall be used by the Laurens 
County Highway Commission for expenses of road work during the. 
year 1927 and if said amount is already borrowed, then the said sum: 
shall be used for retirement of said notes. 


§ 3. Notes.—That the Supervisor and Treasurer of Laurens. 
County are hereby authorized to issue notes of Laurens County in 
such amounts and for such maturity dates as within their discretion 
will be advantageous. Said notes herein authorized to be executed! 
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shall be borrowed at the lowest rate of interest obtainable, and should 
any funds be borrowed and notes executed for the purposes of carry- 
ing out the intent and purposes of this Act, then the execution of _ 
said notes is hereby ratified and confirmed and made valid obliga- 

tions against Laurens County. 


§ 4. Pledge of Reimbursements.—That the reimbursement 
funds due Laurens County by the State Highway Commission for 
soft surface roads shall be pledged for the retirement of the loan 
herein authorized to be made and if the amount received by Laurens 
County from this source is not sufficient to pay the notes and in- 
terest as they become due, the Auditor of Laurens County is hereby 
authorized and directed to levy annually upon all the taxable prop- 
erty of Laurens County an amount sufficient to pay the amount due 
and interest on said loans as they mature and the County Treasurer 
is authorized to collect said taxes as other taxes are collected. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon. its approval 
by the Governor.

A JOINT RESOLUTION to Permit the Laurens Trust Com- 
pany to Bring Suit Against the City of Laurens for the 
Recovery of Overpaid Taxes for the.

Whereas, The Laurens Trust Company, a corporation, paid to the 
City of Laurens through error, during the years of 1921, 1922 and 
1923, the sum of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars in City Taxes 
in excess of the amount actually due by the Laurens Trust Company 
of the City of Laurens; therefore, 


Section 1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the Laurens Trust Company, a cor- 
poration, be and is hereby authorized and empowered to bring suit 
against the City of Laurens for the recovery of Three Thousand 
($3,000.00) Dollars, being the amount paid by the Laurens Trust 
Company to the City of Laurens, in taxes, for the years 1921, 1922 
and 1923, the said amount being overpaid taxes which was paid 
through error by the Laurens Trust Company. 
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§ 2. This Resolution will take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Create an Investigating Committee for Lee 
County, and to Confer upon it Certain Powers. 


Section 1. Committee of Investigation for Lee County— 
Appointment-——Duties—Powers—Compensation—Expenses. 
—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That there is hereby created for the County of Lee a 
Committee of Investigation to be composed of three (3) men from 
Lee County, to be appointed by the Governor upon the recommenda- 
tion of a majority of the Legislative Delegation from said County. 
It shall be the duty of the said Investigating Committee to organize by 
the election of one of its members as chairman, and by the appoint- 
ment of a secretary either from among their own number, or some 
one suited for this purpose not a member of the said Committee. 
It shall be the duty of the said Investigating Committee to investi- 
gate all of the county offices of Lee County, to ascertain whether or 
not business affairs of the County entrusted to the County officers 
have been faithfully discharged in accordance with law, to determine 
the financial status of the various offices, to check the various vouch- 
ers showing the disbursement of public funds, to determine whether 
or not public funds have been kept, or paid, in the manner and 
method provided by law, and whether or not the proper vouchers 
have been taken showing the disbursements, and in all these matters 
to make records of their findings, audit, and conclusions, and to file 
the same with the Clerk of Court in triplicate form within four (4) 
months from the approval of this Act. To this end the said In- 
vestigating Committee shall have the power to summons witnesses, 
administer oaths, take testimony, and to punish for contempt as 
ordinarily conferred upon bodies of this character in this State. It 
shall also have the power to fix compensation fer its secretary to 
employ such auditors, or expert accountants, as in its judgment is 
actually necessary for the proper accomplishment of the work de- 
volved upon it under the provisions of this Act, and of the duties 
herein imposed. It shall in ‘each instance fix the compensation to 
be paid to such employees and within the limits of the appropriation 
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herein provided for, draw its warrant, duly signed by the Chairman 
and the Secretary, upon the Treasurer of Lee County, who shall 
pay the same out of funds in his hands not otherwise appropriated. 
For every day actually engaged in performance of their duties the 
members of the said Investigating Committee shall receive a per 
‘diem of Six ($6.00) Dollars, this to include their expenses. For the 
purpose of defraying the expenses of this investigation, the sum of 
One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars is hereby appropriated out of 
any funds in the hands of the Treasurer not otherwise appropriated, 
or collected for any special purpose under any special provision of 
law. If in the judgment of a majority of the Legislative Delega- 
tion from Lee County the time limit for concluding the investigation 
herein provided for, and making report of the same is too short, the 
same may be extended upon the written agreement and consent of 
a majority of the said Delegation, duly filed in the office of the Clerk 
of Court of said County. In the event that there is recommended 
to the Governor as one of the said Committee an expert auditor, or 
accountant, as a member of the said Committee, it shall be proper 
for the other members of the Committee to fix for such expert audi- 
tor, or accountant, such additional compensation per diem as in their . 
judgment is proper and just under all of the circumstances. 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the 
Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower School Districts Nos. 
2, 5, and 22 in the County of Lee to Hold an Election 
on the Question or Whether or not They shall Join and 
Consolidate Themselves into a School District or Con- 
solidate with any Other School District. 


Section 1. Election in Certain School Districts of Lee 
County on Consolidation.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: The School Trustees of 
School Districts Nos. 2, 5 and 22 in Lee County, each is hereby au- 
thorized, empowered and directed to call an election at such time as 
may be necessary and proper for the purpose of allowing each of 
said school districts to vote on the question of whether they shal! 
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consolidate into one school district or join with some other school 
district in consolidation. The said trustees shall arrange for the 
election by giving notice, appointing managers, preparing ballots, 
and making necessary arrangements to hold such an election, at 
which election only the qualified electors in said school district shall 
be allowed to vote. 


§ 2. Effect of Election.— After such election is held and the 
result declared, if the same be in favor of the three (3) schools here- 
in being consolidated, then the County Board of Education shall pro- 
vide to consolidate the same, or if at such election held one or more 
of said school districts shall vote to consolidate with some other school 
district, then the County Board of Education may proceed to carry 
into effect the w?sh of the majority of the said voters but in no 
event shall the County Board of Education of Lee County place any 
one or more of said school districts with any school except such as 
shall be expressed by a majority of the voters in the election held 
hereunder. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the County Board of Education of 
Lee County to Call an Election for the Purpose of 
Selecting all Trustees in the Several School Districts of 
Said County, Fixing the Term of Office for Trustees, 
Fixing the Day of Such Election and Providing for 
the Conduct of Same. 


Section 1. School Trustees in Lee County—Petitions for 
Elections—Terms of Trustees—Conduct of Elections.—Be 
it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
The number of school districts and the trustees of the several school 
districts in Lee County shall be as now constituted and provided for 
by law, except as may be altered or changed under an election to be 
held as provided for in this Act. The County Board of Education 
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for Lee County is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to call 
an election to be held on the first Saturday of May, 1927, in each 
school district of Lee County when it shall have received a petition 
requesting an election to be held in one or more districts for the pur- 
pose of selecting trustees: Provided, That said petition shall be 
signed by one-fourth of the patrons of the school making such re- 
quest. The County Board of Education shall appoint the trustees, 
after the election herein provided, for terms of years in their discre- 
tion, based upon the votes received by the trustees in any election 
held hereunder. Any or all qualified electors only shall have the 
right to vote at any election held hereunder in the district in which 
he or she resides. The term of office of any Trustee selected under 
the provisions of this Act shall not be less than one year and not 
more than five (5) years. The Superintendent of Education for 
Lee County shall give at least ten days’ notice of any election to be 
held hereunder in three public places in the school district to be held 
at the several school houses in the school districts, appoint managers 
and furnish a sufficient number of ballots to be voted thereat ; to re- 
ceive the returns in writing, file the same in his office as a public rec- 
ord, declare the result and notify the persons elected as Trustees, as 
provided for in this Section. 


§ 2. Future Elections.—That on the first Saturday in May 
of each year after the election of 1927 and each one year thereafter, 
there shall be held an election to fill the vacancy of any retiring Trus- 
tee: Provided, The same is ordered in compliance with Section 1 of 
this Act. 


§ 3. Certain Contracts Void.—It shall be unlawful for any 
Board of Trustees as now exists in said County to contract with any 
school teachers for a period longer than May 1, 1927, and any con- 
tract made by any school trustee with teachers to teach in any of the 
schools of said County shall be null and void after the first Saturday 
in May, 1927, unless the same be ratified and confirmed by the Board 
of Trustees elected, as provided for in this Act. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Appointment of a Police Com- 
mission for Lee County and Define its Duties and the 
Duties of the Rural Policemen. 


Section 1. Police Commission for Lee County.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina. 
There is hereby created a Police Commission to consist of three (3) 
members to be appointed by the Lee County Legislative Delegation 
or a majority thereof from the County at large. The said County 
Delegation shall elect and designate one of the three members so ap- 
pointed to be the Chairman of the said Commission. 


§ 2. Members not to be Candidates for any Office.—No 
member of the Police Commission shall run for a political office or 
stand for election to a political office while a member of the said 
Commission. In the event a member of the Police Commission 
stands for election to a political office, he shall at once tender his 
resignation to the Lee County Legislative Delegation. and if he does 
not so tender it, he shall be summarily removed by the Lee County 
Legislative Delegation. 


§ 3. Control of Rural Police.—The Police Commission shall 
make such rules and regulations for the rural policemen of Lee 
County as it may seem fit. The said Commission shall have com- 
plete power and control over the rural policemen of Lee County at 
all times and shall direct the activities of the said rural policemen as 
they see fit. 


§ 4. Discharge of Policemen.—The Police Commission shal! 
have full authority at any time it may deem proper to discharge any 
or all of the rural policemen for the County of Lee. The rural 
policemen shall have the right to appeal when discharged to the Lee 
County Legislative Delegation and the Lee County Board of Com- 
missioners. The Lee County Legislative Delegation shall sit with 
the Lee County Board of Commissioners and hear, determine, and 
pass upon the merits of the appeal from the Lee County Police Com- 
mission and their decision shall be final. Any appeal from the Lee 
County Police Commission shall be filed with the said Commission 
within five days from the discharge of the policemen who takes ex- 
ception to his discharge. The filing of appeal and pending the hear- 
ing of the appeal the rural policemen who shall have been discharged, 
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shall not hold office or exercise any of the duties of the office of a 
rural policemen. 


§ 5. Chief of Rural Police.—The Lee County Police Com- 
mission shall have the power to elect and designate from the four 
rural policemen as now constituted, if they deem best, a chief of rural 
police. In the event the Police Commission desire to increase the 
salary of the Chief of police they may do so: Provided, The in- 
crease of salary is not in excess of Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars per 
month, 


§ 6. Duties of Chief.—The Chief of rural policemen shail! at 
all times keep in touch with the chairman of the rural police Com- 
mission and be ready at all times to carry out his instruction or the 
constructions of the said Commission. 


§ 7. Appointment of Policemen.—The rural policemen for 
Lee County shall be appointed as now provided for by law. 


§ 8. Salaries of Commission—Removal.—The salary of 
each police Commissioner shall be the sum of Five ($5.00) Dollars 
per month to be paid out of the general fund and shall hold office 
for one year from the date of appointment or until their successor 
shall be appointed and qualified: Provided, however, That the Lee 
County Legislative Delegation may in their discretion discharge any 
or all of the said Commissioners. 


§ 9. Powers of Chief—Co-operation with Other Peace 
Officers.—That the assistant rural policemen shall at all times be 
subject to the order, jurisdiction, and control of the Chief Rural 
Policeman, and shall perform their duties under his supervision and 
direction. That the County Police Commission herein provided for 
shall co-operate in the performance of official duties with the sheriff, 
magistrates and constables of the County, it not being the intent of 
this Act to relieve the sheriff, magistrates, constables or other police 
officers of the County from the diligent performance of the duties 
devolving upon them by law. 


§ 10. Powers of Policemen.—That the jurisdiction of said 
rural policemen to make arrests for the violation of the criminal laws 
of this State or to perform any of their official duties under the law 
. shall extend over the entire County of Lee and they shall have au- 
thority upon view of any crime to arrest without warrant, and in 
pursuit of the criminal to enter houses or break therein in County, 
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and shall have authority to summon the posse comutatus to assist in 
making arrests or enforcing the law, and any citizen who shall fail 
to respond or render assistance when so summoned or requested, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction shall be punished 
by imprisonment for not more than thirty days or a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars: 


§ 11. Duties.—The general duties of said County policemen 
shall be to patrol the roads, when not otherwise officially engaged, 
quell all disorder, enforce all laws, particularly traffic and prohibition 
laws, apprehend all violators of the law, prevent crime and disorder, 
detect and prosecute for violation of criminal law, make arrests upon 
their own initiative as well as upon complaint, and serve warrants ; 
and they are hereby given all authority to make arrests, searches and 
seizures as are now possessed by sheriffs, constables and policemen ; 
that the policemen shall remain on duty at night when necessary or 
circumstances suggest the propriety thereof to prevent crime or to 
make arrests. That where an arrest is made without warrant, the 
person arrested shall be forthwith carried before the nearest Magis- 
trat, a warrant of arrest procured, and the case disposed of accord- 
ing to law. 


§ 12. Arrests—Search Warrants.—The rural policemen for 
Lee County shall have the right, privilege and power to serve any 
warrant which may be issued in Lee County based upon his affidavit. 
Warrants shall be issued by the Magistrates of Lee County upon the 
affidavit of any of the rural policemen when based upon information 
and belief without setting out the source of the information. This 
Section shall apply to both search warrants and arrest warrants. 


§ 13. Oath of Policemen.—Each of said policemen, before 
receiving his commission, shall, in addition to the oath of office re- 
quired by law, take and subscribe to the following oath of affirma- 
tion, to wit: “I do further solemnly swear, or affirm, that during © 
the term of office as policemen I will study the Act creating my of- 
fice and prescribing my duties, and will endeavor to inform myself 
of the criminal laws of this State, both statutory and common law 
pertaining to my duties and will be alert and vigilant to enforce the 
same, and to detect and bring to punishment every violation of the 
same within my County and will conduct myself at all times with 
due consideration to all persons and will not impose upon the weak 
or ignorant. So, Help Me, God.” 
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§ 14. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith be, and 
the same are hereby, repealed. 


§ 15. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the County Treasurer of Lee County, 
South Carolina, to Borrow the Sum of Nine Thousand, 
Two Hundred, Eighty One and 75/100 ($9,281.75) 
Dollars for the Purpose of Retiring Past Indebtedness 
and to Provide for the Levy of a Tax to Retire Said 
Loan. 


Section 1. Lee County to Borrow—Notes.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
County Treasurer of Lee County, State of South Carolina, is hereby 
authorized and empowered to borrow a sum of money not exceeding 
Nine Thousand Two Hundred Eighty-one and 75/100 ($9,281.75) 
Dollars, at a rate of interest not exceeding six per cent. per annum, 
for the purpose of retiring past indebtedness of Lee County, South 
Carolina. The loan shall be secured by note or notes executed by the 
County Treasurer of Lee County, South Carolina. 


§ 2. Tax for Payment.—That in order to provide for the 
payment of said note, or notes, there is hereby levied an annual tax, 
of a sufficient number of mills, upon all the taxable property of Lee 
County, South Carolina, and the entire proceeds of said levy shall 
be paid annually on the principal and interest on the said note, or 
notes, given to secure the loan until said loan is paid in full with 
interest, at which time the tax shall no longer be levied. It shall be 
the duty of the Auditor of Lee County to make the levy herein pro- 
vided for and it shall be the duty of the County Treasurer of Lee 
County to collect said tax so levied as other taxes are now collected 
by law, and said tax shall be kept separate from other taxes and dis- 
bursed as herein provided. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Ratify, Confirm and Amend the Charter of 
Lexington Water Power Company and to Repeal Acts 
Numbers 837 and 838 Approved 23rd March, 1926, 
Relating to Said Charter. : 


Whereas, The Secretary of State on the 1st day of July, 1903, upon 
compliance by the corporators with the requirements of law regulat- 
ing the formation of corporations, including full payment of charter 
fees fixed by law, issued a certificate of incorporation to the Lexing- 
ton Water Power Company, Creating it a corporation for the pur- 
pose of developing, transmitting, and selling electric power; buying 
and selling land, and for other purposes as set out in said charter ; 
- and, 


Whereas, The General Assembly of the State of South Carolina 
by Act of February 22nd, 1904, XXIV, Statutes, p. 657, authorized 
and empowered the said company to construct a dam or dams across 
the Saluda River in Lexington County at or near Dreher’s or Rauch’s 
Shoals, or both, or at other points on their own land, across said river ; 
now, therefore, 


Section 1. Amended Charter of Lexington Water Power 
Company Confirmed.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That said charter granted by the 
Secretary of State to Lexington Water Power Company on the lst 
’ of July, 1903, as amended by Act approved 22nd of February, 1904, 
XXIV Statutes, page 657, be, and the same is hereby ratified, con- 
firmed and made valid to the same extent as if the same had been 
granted and amended by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina in full compliance with all provisions of the Constitution 
of South Carolina. 


§ 2. May Construct Dams—Condemnation—Proviso.— 
That the right, power, privilege and authority to construct and 
maintain a dam or dams of such height and design as said Lexington 
Water Power Company may see fit, in and across Saluda River, in 
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Lexington County, at a point at or near Dreher’s Shoals, Long’s 
Shoals or Bear Creek, or in two or all of them, or at any other point 
or points on said river.in Lexington Count,y be, and the same is 
hereby, granted to and conferred upon the Lexington Water Power 
Company, together with the right, power and privilege to acquire by 
purchase or condemnation proceedings all lands which may be over- 
flowed by the construction and maintenance of such dam or dams as 
may be constructed and maintained under the authority and power 
of this Act, or may be within the flood area of such dam or dams, 
and also all other lands used or useful in the construction and main- 
tenance of said dam or dams, and any reservoir or reservoirs caused 
thereby or connected therewith provided that in constructing such 
dam or dams proper fishways and sluices shall be constructed and 
maintained over said dam or dams, so as to allow for the passage 
across same of migratory fish. 


§ 3. Method of Condemnation.—That the power of con- 
demnation of lands subject to be overflowed or used or useful in 
the construction and maintenance of the dam or dams herein au- 
thorized, or any reservoir or reservoirs caused thereby or connected 
therewith shall be exercised in the same manner as now provided by 
the law of this State for the condemnation of lands for railway, canal, 
turn-pike or telephone purposes, except that upon final determina- 
tion, of the condemnation proceedings title in fee to all lands so con- 
demned shall thereupon be vested in Lexington Water Power Com- 
pany, its successors and assigns. 


§ 4. Acts (1926, XXXIV Stats., 1606 and 1608), Re- 
pealed.—That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith, and 
particularly Acts Numbers 837 and 838 approved 23rd of March, 
1926, be and the same are hereby repealed.

Said Loan. 


Section 1. School District No. 66, Lexington County to 
Borrow—Amount—Interest—Purpose—Notes.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the 
Trustees of Chapin School District No. 66, of Lexington County, 
are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow a sum of money not 
exceeding Thirty-six Hundred ($3,600.00) Dollars, at a rate of in- 
terest not to exceed seven (7) per centum per annum for the purpose 
of paying past indebtedness of said school district. This loan shall 
be secured by five (5) notes in the sum of Seven Hundred Twenty 
($720.00) Dollars each, payable in one, two, three, four and five 
years after date, the said notes to be signed by the trustees of said 
school district and the Treasurer of Lexington County. 


§ 2. Tax for Payment.—That in order to provide for the 
payment of said notes with interest thereon as they become due, the 
Auditor of Lexington County is hereby authorizel and directed to 
levy a tax upon all of the taxable property within said district su- 
fficient to pay the principal and interest of the said notes, until the 
said loan has been paid in full with interest, at which time the taxes 
shall no longer be levied. It shall be the duty of the Auditor of the 
said County of Lexington to levy the said tax annually upon all of the 
taxable property of the said School District No. 66, and the duty of 
the County Treasurer of said County to collect the tax so levied as 
other taxes are collected by law. 


§ 3. Deposit—Disbursement.—That the amount borrowed, 
as provided for in this Act, shall be deposited with the County Treas- 
urer of Lexington County to be expended upon the warrant or order 
of the trustees of said school district.

District No. 66, and Fairview School District No. 27, of Lexington 
County, each be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered to 
fix annually a sufficient levy upon all of the taxable property within 
their respective districts, and the County Auditor is hereby required 
to enter such levy or levies upon the tax books of said County, and

Section 1. School District No. 27, Lexington County to 
Borrow—Notes.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the

Whereas, The Secretary of State, on the Ist day of July, 1903, 
upon compliance by the corporators with the requirements of law 
regulating the formation of corporations, including full payment of 
charter fees fixed by law, issued a Certificate of Incorporation to 
Lexington Water Power Company, creating it a corporation for the 
purpose of developing, transmitting and selling electric power, buy-

Whereas, Said charter was ratified, confirmed and amended by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina by Act of Febru-

Section 1. Charter of Lexington Water Power Company, 
as Amended, Confirmed.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina as follows: Said charter granted by 
the Secretary of State to Lexington Water Power Company on the 
Ist day of July, 1903, as amended by Act approved February 22, 
1904, and by Act approved February 21, 1927, is hereby ratified, 
confirmed and made valid to the same extent as if the same had been 
granted and amended by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina in full compliance with all the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion of South Carolina.

AN ACT to Provide for Rural Policemen for Marlboro 
County, to Prescribe Their Duties and to Fix Their 
Compensation. 


Section 1. Rural Police in Marlboro County—Election 
. —Qualifications—Term.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of South Carolina: That on some convenient date 
between the first day of January and the first day in April of each 
year, to be fixed by the Supervisor of Marlboro County, the County ° 
Supervisor, together with the Legislative Delegation and the Sheriff 
of Marlboro County, shall meet together at some convenient place 
and elect four rural policemen, who shall be able-bodied men of 
- good habits, known courage, coolness and discretion, and free from 
the use of alcoholic liquors or drugs. Each of these rural police- 
men shall hold his position for a term of one year, unless sooner 
removed. 


§ 2. Duties.—It shall be the duty of said rural policeman, 
under the general direction and control of the Sheriff of Marlboro 
County, to patrol and police Marlboro County, and to prevent, de- 
tect and prosecute the violation of the criminal laws of South Caro- 
lina, including the laws against running at large of cattle, hogs or 
other animals; plowing in the public roads, breaches of the peace, 
drunkenness, use of obscene language, boisterous conduct, or the 
discharge of firearms on the public highways, or at any public place 
or gathering; carrying unlawful weapons; manufacturing, storing, 
transporting or selling alcoholic liquors; gambling, vagrancy, setting 
out fire, violation of the game and fish laws; failure to obtain auto- 
mobile license ; exceeding speed limits; failure to dim lights, or other 
unlawful or dangerous acts by automobile drivers; cruelty to 
chidren or animals; the keeping of any house or resort of ill repute, 
which may be detrimental to the morals of the community; viola- 
tion of the Child Labor Laws, and the violation of any and every 
law which is detrimental to the peace, good order and morals of the 
County or any part thereof. 
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§ 3. Duties and Powers.—Said rural policemen shall patrol 
the entire County at least once a week by sections assigned to each 
by the Sheriff. They shall frequent railroad depots, stores and other 
public places where people congregate, or disorder is probable, or 
vagrants or suspected criminals may be loafing, or alcoholic liquors 
sold, given away or drunk. They shall as often as practicable ride 
by houses that are off the public highway, and in lonely parts of the 
county, especially such as are without male protectors. They shall 
‘also investigate complaints and violations of any law made to them 
by citizens of the County, and shall endeavor to ferret out and ap- 
prehend the violators. They shall also act on their own initiative 
in detecting crime, and shall have authority to arrest without war- 
rant when there is danger of a law violator escaping before a’ war- 
-rant can be secured, or when they have knowledge or prompt in- 
formation or complaint of a freshly committed crime. They shall 
have the right to summon the posse comitatus to assist in enforcing 
the laws, and in arresting violators or suspected violators thereof, 
and any citizen who shall fail to respond and render assistance when 
sc summoned or called upon, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, 
upon conviction, shall be punished by imprisonment for ten days, 
or by a fine of not less than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars, and not 
more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars. When an arrest shall 
be made without warrant, the person arrested shall be immediately 
carried before the Magistrate and a warrant of arrest procured, and 
disposed of as the Magistrate shall direct. 


§ 4. Compensation—Equipment—Reports.—The | salary 
of each of said rural policemen shall be One Hundred Twenty-five 
($125.00) Dollars per month, payable monthly by the County Treas- 
urer upon the warrant of the Board of Highway Commissioners out 
of the funds appropriated for that purpose. The Board of High- 
way Commissioners shall furnish to each of the said rural police- 
men a proper uniform; said policemen shall provide themselves 
with such arms as shall be prescribed by the Board of Highway 
Commissioners; said policemen shall furnish their own means of 
locomotion, and shall bear the expenses incidental to their services. 
Each claim for salary of said rural policeman shall have attached 
thereto a statement from the Sheriff of Marlboro County that the 
said policeman has discharged his duty according to law under the 
direction of the Sheriff, and no claim shall be paid without such 
statement being attached. Each rural policeman shall hold himself 
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subject to the orders and direction of the Sheriff, and shall report 
to the Sheriff his acts, and all known violators and suspected viola- 
tors of law in his territory at least twice a week, and oftener if re- 
quired by the Sheriff. 


§ 5. Location—Speed Officer.—The rural policemen shall 
be located at such places as the Rural Police Board may designate: 
Provided, That the rural policeman designated as speed officer shall 
provide himself with locomotion as other rural policemen and shall 
alternate in performing the duties of rural policeman and speed 
officer. 


§ 6. Bond—Oath.—Each of the said rural policemen shall, 
before entering upon the discharge of his duty, enter into a bond in 
the sum of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, with sufficient . 
surety to be approved by the Board of Highway Commissioners, 
conditioned for the faithful performance of his duties, and for the 
payment to the County and to any person or corporation all damages 
that they, or any of them, may sustain by reason of his malfeasance 
in office or abuse of discretion; and shall, in addition to the oath 
of office prescribed by the Constitution, take the following oath: “T 
solemnly swear that during my term of office of rural policeman, I 
will study the Act creating the office and prescribing my duties, and 
be alert and vigilant to enforce the criminal laws of the State and 
will conduct myself at all times with due consideration to all persons, 
and will not be influenced by personal bias or prejudice, and will not 
become intoxicated during my term of office. So help me God.” 


§ 7. Speed Officer.—That the rural police board of Marlboro 
County, consisting of the public officers of the County above named, 
shall have the right to designate one of the said policemen to be a 
speed officer. especially charged with the duty of detecting violations 
of the traffic speed laws, and shall have the power and be under the 
duty of providing such officer with a motorcycle. 


§ 8. Removal of Policemen.—The above named Board, 
composed of the County Supervisor, the legislative delegation and 
the Sheriff, shall have the right to remove from office any of the said 
rural policemen at any time for taking part in politics in his own 
behalf or in behalf of anybody else, or for any other just and proper 
cause, according to the best dicretion and judgment of the men 
composing said Board. The purpose of this action is to invest the 
said rural police board with complete power and authority to remove 
any of the said rural policemen at any time the said rural policeman 
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may fail in his duties according to the judgment and discretion of 
the said rural police board. 


§ 9. Confiscated Property.—That when the Sheriff or rural 
policemen in the discharge of their duty, shall seize any goods, sup- 
plies or other articles of value used or to be used in the manufacture 
of liquor in violation of the prohibition law such goods, supplies or 
other articles of value so seized shall be delivered to the County 
Commissioners to be used in the support of the chaingang or sold 
and the proceeds of which shall be turned over to the County Treas- 
urer and placed in the general funds of the County. 


§ 10. That all Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 


§ 11. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Permit the Town of McColl to Issue Bonds in 
the Sum of Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00). Dollars to 
Pay Past Indebtedness. 


Section 1. Bond Election in Town of McColl—Petition 
—Voters—Notice.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That upon the petition! for that purpose 
from a majority of the freeholders of the Town of McColl, in Marl- 
_ boro County, as shown by its tax books, the Town Council of the said 
town of McColl is authorized and empowered to order a special 
election upon the question of issuing bonds to fund the indebtedness 
of Twenty ‘Thousand Dollars, existing on the part of the said town, 
and heretofore incurred for street improvements; at which election 
all such persons as are qualified under Section 13 of Article 11 of the 
Constitution of 1895 of this State shall be entitled to vote; and the 
said Town Council shall give four weeks’ notice in some paper pub- 
lished in Marlboro County as to the time, place, and purpose of said 
election.

Tuition Fees in Marlboro County of High 
School Pupils from Other Districts—Provisos.—Be it enacted 
by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: Any 
pupil in any school district of Marlboro County enrolled from out- 
side of the high school district shall be liable to a fee, or charge of 
Nine ($9.00) Dollars per month for each month in excess of six 
months: Provided, That there is no accredited high school in the .

is not sufficient funds in said district in which the pupil resides to 
pay the fee for the enrollment in the high school district, the Auditor 
of Marlboro County is hereby authorized and empowered to levy a 
sufficient tax on the property in said school district in which said 
pupil or pupils, reside, to meet the requirement of Nine ($9.00).

Section 1. McCormick County may make Reimburse- 
ment Agreement—Highway to be Constructed.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the County Commissioners of McCormick County are hereby 
authorized to enter into a reimbursement agreement with the State 
Highway Commission for the construction of seventeen and one-half

Section 1. Bush River Centralized High School District

of South Carolina: That Bush River School District No. 43, Tran- 
wood School District No. 47, Smyrna School District No. 44, Dom- 
inick School District No. 41, Tabernacle School District No. 50, 
Reederville School District No. 42, Jalapa School District No. 48, 
and Kinards School District No. 49, in Newberry County as now 
constituted, are hereby declared to be a high school district under 
the name of Bush River Centralized High School; that is to say, a 
body corporate, and the trustees as hereinafter provided for are hereby 
declared to be the High School Board of Trustees, and, as such are

Section 1. Highway Commission of Newberry County. 
May Sell Railroad Stock—All Necessary Powers Granted.— 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South Caro- 
lina: That the Highway Commission of Newberry County be and 
is hereby authorized and empowered to negotiate for, and make sale 
of all shares of stock in the Columbia, Newberry and Laurens Rail- 
road Company as may be held, or owned, by Newberry County, or 
any township, or other political subdivision thereof, including taking 
all necessary and proper steps to have new certificates of stock 
issued by said corporation pursuant to the provisions of Sections

Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds and for the 
Application of the Proceeds of the Sale Thereof.” 


Section 1. Orangeburg County May Issue Bonds in Anti- 
cipation of Reimbursement Payments.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The Orange- - 
burg County Highway Commission may issue bonds of the County 
of Orangeburg in anticipation of the receipt of moneys which the 
State Highway Commission is directed by Section 3 of Act No.

Terms—Sale.—The said bonds shall be issued by or under the 
direction of the Orangeburg County Highway Commission. Bonds 
shall not, however, be issued under this Act unless the Senator and 
the majority of the Representatives representing Orangeburg County 
in the General Assembly shall have approved in writing the issuance 
of the bonds in the amount proposed to be issued. The said written 
approval may or may not impose terms and conditions to be observed 
by the Orangeburg County Highway Commission in issuing the 
bonds. The bonds shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding six per 
centum per annum, payable semi-annually, and shall mature net later 
than twenty-five years after the date of the bonds. The bonds shall 
be signed by the Chairman and the Clerk, respectively, of the Orange- 
burg County Highway Commission, and shall be issued in such form 
and denomination as the said Commission may determine. The 
bonds shall be sold for not less than par and accrued interest. In 
fixing the time or times of maturity of the bonds, the Orangeburg 
County Highway Commission shall consider the probable amounts 
and times of payment by the State Highway Commission of the re- 
imbursement moneys in anticipation of which the bonds are issued, 
and shall endeavor to so fix the times of maturity of the bonds that 
the levy of property taxes will not be necessary in order to pay the 
principal of the bonds. All reimbursement moneys in anticipation 
of the receipt of which bonds shall have been issued under this Act 
are hereby pledged for the payment of the principal of said bonds. 


§ 4. Payment.—The full faith, credit and taxing power of 
Orangeburg County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the punctual 
payment of the principal and interest of said bonds as such principal 
and interest may become due. The County Auditor of Orangeburg 
County is hereby authorized and directed to levy annually on all tax- 
able property in Orangeburg County a tax sufficient to pay said prin- 
cipal and interest as they respectively become due, and the County 
Treasurer of Orangeburg County is hereby authorized and directed 
to collect such tax and apply it to said purposes.

AN ACT to Authorize the Board of County Commissioners 
of Richland County, South Carolina, to Borrow not 
Exceeding One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dol- 
lars for the Purpose of Completing the Bridge Across 
the Congaree River, at the Foot of Gervais Street, in 
the City of Columbia, South Carolina, and to Provide 
for the Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Richland County to Borrow—Amount—Pur- 
pose.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Board of County Commissioners of the 
County of Richland, be, and they are hereby, authorized, empowered 
and directed to borrow not exceeding the sum of One Hundred 
Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars, for the purpose of completing the 
bridge across the Congaree River, at the foot of Gervais Street, in 
the City of Columbia, South Carolina. 


§ 2. Conditions of Loan.—That the amount authorized to 
be borrowed shall be borrowed at such time or times, and in such 
amount or amounts as may be requested by the Richland County 
Permanent Roads Commission, created and existing by virtue of an 
Act of the General Assembly approved March 18, A. D. 1925, and 
known as Act No. 436, Acts of 1925, page 843, and no amount shall 
be borrowed unless and until requested by the said Permanent Roads 
Commission. 


§ 3. Notes.—That the amount or amounts so borrowed shall 
be secured and evidenced by notes of Richland County, to be dated 
at such time or times as the Board of County Commissioners may 
determine, and shall bear interest at not exceeding five and one-half 
(5%) per cent. per annum. Said notes to be in such form and 
payable at such time and place as said Commissioners may determine. 


§ 4. Maturities—Execution.—That any note or notes issued 
in pursuance of this Act shall mature at such time or times as said. 
Board of County Commissioners may determine, provided that none 
of said notes shall run for a longer period than three years from the 
date of said notes respectively. Said notes shall be signed by the 
Supervisor of Richland County and countersigned by the Clerk of 
the said Board of County Commissioners and the seal of the said 
County Board of Commissioners shall be impressed thereon: Pro- 
vided, That if said notes are issued in printed coupon form the 
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facsimile signatures of said Supervisor and Clerk may be printed or 
lithographed on the coupons. 


§ 5. Sale—Disbursement of Proceeds.—That the said 
notes shall be sold by the said Board of County Commissioners for 
not less than par and accrued interest, and the proceeds arising from 
said sale shall be deposited with the County Treasurer and paid out 
by him only for the purpose mentioned in Section 1 of this Act and 
only upon the order of the Board of County Commissioners of Rich- 
land County, approved by the said Richland County Permanent Roads 
Commission. 


§ 6. Payment.—That the full faith, credit, resources and tax- 
ing powers of Richland County are hereby irrevocably pledged for 
the payment of the said notes and the Auditor arfd Treasurer of the 
said County are authorized and directed to make a sufficient levy to 
pay the principal and interest of the said notes, as they severally be- 
come due, but the said levy shall be suspended in the event the re- 
imbursements coming to Richland County from the South Carolina 
Highway Department under the Act of the General Assembly of 
South Carolina of 1924, being Act No. 731; Acts of 1924, page 1193, 
are sufficient to pay said notes and interest, in which event the said 
County Treasurer is directed to pay said notes and interest from the 
said reimbursements so coming to Richland County. 


§ 7. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 


§ 8. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Validate Certain Elections held December 30, 
1926, in Richland County upon the Question of Annex- 
ing Certain Territory to the City of Columbia. 


Section 1. Certain Elections on Annexation to City of 
Columbia Validated.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That certain elections held in Rich- 
land County on December 30, 1926, upon the question of annexing 
the territory hereinafter described to the City of Columbia, be, and 
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the same are hereby declared legal and binding elections notwith- 
standing any irregularities which may have occurred in the ordering 
or holding of said elections, and the said territory is hereby declared 
to be a part of the said City of Columbia. 


§ 2. Territory Annexed.—That the said property is more 
particularly described as follows: “All that tract of land adjoining 
the City of Columbia having the following general description: 
Starting at a point at the Southeastern intersection of Lower Street 
and Harden Street, running in a Southeasterly direction until it inter - 
sects with Altee Street, thence turning and running in an Easterly 
direction along Altee Street to Fifty Avenue (Shandon Annex), 
thence along said Fifth Avenue to the intersection of Oft Road to 
the Southern boundary of lands formerly of Frank Sims, thence turn 
and running in a Southeasterly direction to the Milford Road, thence 
turning and running along Milford Road, thence turning and running 
along Milford Road in a Northeasterly direction to the Garner’s 
Ferry Road, thence turning and running along said Garner’s Ferry 
Road, Southeasterly direction to the Eastern boundary of lands now 
or formerly.of M. C. Heath.

AN ACT to Exempt from County and School Taxes Certain 
Property of the Columbia Stage Company, and to Em- 
power Corporate Authorities to Exempt such Property 
from Municipal Taxes. , 


Section 1. Property of Columbia Stage Company Exempt 
from County and School Taxes.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That all property, real 
and personal, owned by the Trustees of the Columbia Stage Com- 
pany of Columbia, South Carolina, and used, or the income from 
which is used, exclusively for cultural and educational purposes, shall 
be exempt from all County and School taxes. 


§ 2. City Taxes.—That the corporate authorities of the City 
of Columbia, South Carolina, be, and they are hereby, empowered, 
in their discretion, to exempt said property, in whole or in part from 
municipal taxes. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith be, and 
the same are hereby repealed. 

§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval: 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Exempt from County and School Taxes Certain 
Property of the Main Street Methodist Church, Colum- 
bia, S. C., and to Empower the Municipal Authorities 
of the City of Columbia to Exempt same from Municipal 
Taxes. 


Section 1. Property of Main Street Methodist Church 
Exempt from County and School Taxes.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That all prop- 
erty real and personal, owned by the Main Street Methodist Church 
in the City of Columbia and used, or the income of which is used, 
or the income of which is used, for religious, missionary, or charita- 
ble purposes, shall be exempt from all County and school taxes, in- 
cluding the taxes assessed against the said property for the year 1926, 
and if the 1926 taxes have been collected they shall be refunded, or 
if uncollected, they shall be marked off of the said tax books. 


§ 2. City Taxes.—That the corporate authorities of the City 
of Columbia be, and they are hereby empowered, in their discretion, 
to exempt said property from municipal taxes. 


§ 3. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the School Commissioners of the 
School District of the City of Columbia to Order and 
Hold an Election for the Purpose of Issuing Coupon 
Bonds for School Purposes. 


Section 1. Bond Election in School District of City of 
Columbia.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the School Commissioners for the School 
District of the City of Columbia, County of Richland, State of South 
Carolina, be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered to issue 
and sell coupon bonds of said School District in the sum of not ex- 
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ceeding Five Hundred Thousand ($500,000.00) Dollars, in such 
sums as they may deem necessary for the purpose of acquiring addi- 
tional property, erecting or enlarging building, or buildings, and 
purchasing equipment for public schools in said school district, or for 
paying any indebtedness incurred for said purposes: Provided, 
That a majority of the voters of the said school district, voting 
thereon at an election to be held as hereinafter provided shall vote 
in favor of issuing said school bonds. 


§ 2. Conduct of Election.—That for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether or not school bonds shall be issued as provided in Sec- 
tion 1, the said School Commissioners of the School District of the 
City of Columbia shall order an election to be held at such place or 
places in the School District as may be designated by the School 
Commissioners, in which election only voters residing in the school 
district, and who produce their registration certificates and offer 
proof of payment of all taxes for the previous year, shall be allowed 
to vote, and said School Commissioners shall give notice of such 
election; such notice shall appear at least twice before such election 
in a newspaper published in said district. Said notice shall desig- 
nate the time and place or places at which the election shall be held, 
and the said School Commissioners shall appoint the managers of 
the said election, receive the returns, and declare the result. 


§ 3. Ballots.—That the School Commissioners shall have 
printed and provided for the use of the voters a sufficient number of 
ballots, which shall be placed at the voting place, or places, on which 
shall be printed the words, “For the Issue of School Bonds,” and 
the words, “Against the Issue of School Bonds,” and the voter voting 
for the issue of the bonds shall strike out the words “Against the 
Issue of School Bonds,” and the voter voting against the issue of 
bonds shall strike out the words “For the Issue of School Bonds ” 


§ 4. Terms of Bonds—Sale.—That ‘if a majority of the 
votes cast at said election shall be in favor of issuing bonds, said 
School Commissioners shall issue the bonds either as serial or bonds 
of straight maturity, which shall run for a period of not exceeding 
forty (40) years from the date thereof, and the School Commis- 
sioners shall sell the bonds at not less than par and shall use the pro- 
ceeds arising from said sale for the uses and purposes mentioned in 
said Section 1 hereof: Provided, That the bonds so sold shall not 
bear a rate of interest in excess of six per cent per annum, payable 
annually or semi-annually and at such times and places as the said 
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School Commissioners may prescribe: And, Provided, That said 
bonds may be sold in installments as deemed advisable by said School 
Commissioners. 


§ 5. Execution.—That said bonds shall be signed by the Chair- 
man of the Board of School Commissioners for the City of Columbia 
and countersigned by the Secretary: Provided, That the signatures 
of the Chairman and Secretary shall be lithographed or engraved. 
upon the coupons attached to said bonds and such lithographed < or 
engraved signatures shall be sufficient signing thereof. 


§ 6. Tax Exempt.—That the said bonds so issued shall be 
exempt from taxation for State, County and Municipal purposes. 


§ 7. Tax for Payment—Sinking Fund.—That it shall be 
the duty of the County Officers of Richland County, charged with the 
assessment and collection of taxes, by the direction of the School 
Commissioners of said School District, to levy and collect such a tax 
annually upon all property, real or personal, within the School Dis- 
trict of the City of Columbia as will raise a sum sufficient’ to 
pay the interest’ on all bonds issued in pursuance of this 
Act, and also a sum sufficient to provide a sinking fund 
for the retirement of said bonds at maturity. And that on 
or by the first day of May, after issuing of said bonds, and annually 
thereafter, it shall be the duty of the County Treasurer to make a 
statement to the School Commissioners of the School District of the 
City of Columbia, showing the amount of money he has collected on 
said taxes, and he shall turn over to the Treasurer of the Board of 
School Commissioners, upon the warrant of the School Commis- 
sioners, any sum remaining in his hands after the payment of the 
interest due on said bonds, and it shall be the duty of the School 
Commissioners as soon as practicable thereafter to invest said money 
in some safe security or securities, to be approved by them, for the 
benefit of the sinking fund provided for in this Act, and keep the 
same invested as far as possible, until the maturity of said bonds, or 
until they shall be redeemed, according to law, and the School Com- 
missioners shall have the right, in case any sums so held by them 
should be too small for the purpose of investing in approved securi- 
ties, to deposit the same in some banking institution in the savings 
department at the best rate of interest obtainable until such time as 
the amount so obtained shall be practicable for a permanent invest- 
ment at a better rate of interest. 
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§ 8. Bond of Treasurer of School Board.—That the said 
School Commissioners of the School District of the City of Columbia 
shall require the Treasurer of said School Board to give a bond in 
some reliable surety company, to be approved by them, in such an 
amount as will protect the said sinking fund in their hands, the 
premium of which shall be paid by the said School Commissioners 
from the funds coming.into their hands from the County Treasurer. 


§ 9. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith be and 
the same are hereby repealed, and this Act shall become of force im- 
mediately upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Close a Certain Public Road over the Tracks of 
the Southern Railway Company South of the City of 
Columbia, Known as Palmetto Mills Road and to Au- 
thorize the County Commissioners of Richland County 
and the Southern Railway Company to Eliminate all 
Crossings over Southern Railway and Prevent Travel. 
over all such Crossings on Said Public Road. 


Whereas, the County of Richland, by its duly constituted authori- 
ties, and Southern Railway Company, by its duly constituted authori- 
ties, have agreed upon the building of an underpass on a new road, 
known as Altee Street Extension, running from South Bull Street, 
in a Southern suburb of the City of Columbia, to the Fair Grounds 
Road near the State Fair Grounds; and 


Whereas, as part of the said agreement and as a consideration for 
the division of the cost of the same, it has been agreed to close a 
certain road running from South Bull Street to the Fair Grounds 
Road, lying north of the proposed Altee Street Extension, from a 
point where it comes upon the right of way of Southern Railway on 
its northeastern side. near the Palmetto Cotton Mills, to a point fif- 
ten feet southwest of a track serving the Palmetto Cotton Mills, and 
lying adjacent thereto. 


Section 1. Road in Richland County Closed.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the portion of the road known as the Palmetto Mills Road, 
leading from South Bull Street in the Southern part of the City of 
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Columbia, to the Fair Grounds Road, over the lines of the Southern 
Railway Company near the Palmetto Cotton Mills, south of the City 
of Columbia, be, and the same is hereby, forever closed from a point 
where the said road comes upon the right of way of the Southern 
Railway Company on its northeastern side to a point fifteen feet 
southwest of where the said road leaves a side track serving the 
Palmetto Cotton Mills. 


§ 2. Travel may be Prevented.—That the Board of Com- 
missioners of Richland County and the Southern Railway Company, 
either or both, be, and they are hereby, authorized to take out all 
crossings and prevent all travel over the said crossing and the por- 
tion of road hereinabove closed in the same manner as if the same 
had never existed. 


§ 3. That all Acts or parts of Acts conflicting herewith be, 
and the same are hereby repealed. 


§ 4. This Act shall take effect from the date of approval by 
the Governor. :

AN ACT to Authorize the Board of County Commissioners. 
for Richland County to Borrow not Exceeding Five 
Hundred Thousand ($500,000.00) Dollars for the Pur- 
pose of Building Hard Surface Roads in the County of 
Richland, and to Provide for the Payment Thereof. 


Section 1. Richland County to Borrow—Use of Pro- 
ceeds.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Board of County Commissioners of the 
County of Richland, be, and they are hereby, authorized, empowered 
and directed to borrow, not exceeding the sum of Five Hundred 
Thousand ($500,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of hard-surfacing 
the following roads in Richland County, to wit: The Old Camden 
Road, from the City limits of the City of Columbia to the point 
where said road intersects with the paved road leading to Camp Jack- 
son; the Monticello Road commencing at a point where said Monti- 
cello Road leaves the Winnsboro Road, near the Town Hall in the 
Town of Eau Claire, and proceeding on said Monticello Road for 
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a distance of five miles; Olympia Avenue commencing at the limits 
of the City of Columbia and proceeding to Bluff Road, thence on 
said Bluff Road for five miles. Any fund remaining on hand to 
be reported to the Richland County Delegation and to be used for 
hard-surfacing such other road, or roads, as may be designated by 
a majority of said delegation. 


§ 2. Time of Borrowing.—That the amount authorized to be 
borrowed shall be borrowed at such times as may be requested by the 
permanent roads commission of Richland County, created and ex- 
isting by virtue of an Act of the General Assembly approved March 
18th, 1925, and known as Act No. 436, Acts of 1925, page 843, and 
no amount shall be borrowed until requested by said permanent 
roads commission. 


§ 3. Bond Issue.—That the amount so borrowed shall be 
secured by bonds of Richland County to be dated at such times as 
the Board of County Commissioners may determine and shall bear 
interest at not exceeding five and one-half (514) per centum per 
annum. Said bonds to be in such form and payable at such place 
as said Commissioners may determine. 


§ 4. Maturities of Bonds—Execution.—That the bonds is- 
sued in pursuance of this Act shall mature in equal annual install- 
ments of Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, commencing not 
later than January 1, 1932. Said bonds shall be signed by the Su- 
pervisor of Richland County and countersigned by the Clerk of the 
Board of County Commissioners, under the seal of said Board of 
County Commissioners: Provided, That the signatures of said of- 
ficials may be printed or lithographed on the coupons of said bonds. 


§ 5. Sale—Handling of Proceeds.—That the said bonds 
shall be sold by the Board of County Commissioners for not less than 
par and accrued interest and the proceeds arising from said sales 
shall be deposited with the County Treasurer and paid out by him 
only for the purposes mentioned in Section I' of this Act, and only 
upon the order of said Richland County Permanent Roads Commis- 
sion, which Commission shall have and they are hereby given, full 
power and authority to take complete charge of the hard-surfacing 
of the roads mentioned in Section 1 hereof, with full power to make 
all necessary contracts for carrying into effect the provisions of this 
Act: Provided, That no contracts shall be made for the hard-sur- 
facing of any road in excess of Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dol- 
lars per mile. 
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§ 6. Payment—Conditions of Bond Issues.—That the full 
faith, credit, resources and taxing powers of Richland County are 
hereby irrevocably: pledged for the payment of said bonds, and in- 
terest thereon, and the Auditor and Treasurer of Richland County 
are authorized and directed to make a sufficient annual levy upon 
all the taxable property in the County to pay the interest and principal 
of said bonds as they severally become due, but the said levy shall be 
suspended in case any reimbursements coming to Richland County, 
under the Act of the ‘General Assembly of 1924, being Act No. 731, 
Acts of 1924, page 1193, together with one-half of the amount re- 
ceived by the County from the gasoline tax, shall be sufficient to pay 
said bonds and interest: Provided, The bonds herein authorized to 
be issued shall not be issued until the same shall be approved in writ- 
ing by a majority of the Richland County Delegation in the General 
Assembly and said approval filed with the Clerk of Court of Rich- 
land County: Provided, further, That the Richland County Delega- 
tion by a majority vote may authorize the issuance of any portion of 
the bonds provided for in the Act at such times as in their discretion 
they may deem advisable, the total amount not to exceed-the amount 
provided for in this Act. 


§ 7. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent hereof, are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 8. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of Certain State 
Highways, and for that Purpose to Incorporate the 
Capital Highway District, Provide for the Issuance and 
Payment of Bonds of Said District and of the Counties 
Composing Said District, and Confer Certain Powers 
and Duties upon the State Highway Commission and 
Other State Officers and upon Counties and County 
Officers in Said District. 


Section 1. Capital Highway District Created.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: The 
territory embraced in the Counties of Richland, Lexington and 
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Saluda is hereby constituted a highway district and political sub- 
division of this State, and the inhabitants of said territory are hereby 
constituted a body politic and corporate. The corporate name of 
said highway district shall be Capital Highway District, and by that 
name said highway district may sue and be sued. 


§ 2. Board of Commissioners.—Except as herein otherwise 
provided, the corporate powers and duties of said highway district 
shall be exercised and performed by a Board of Commissioners to 
be known as the Board of Capital Highway Commissioners. The 
said Board shall be composed of six (6) members, to be appointed 
by the Governor, two for each of the Counties above named. Each 
member shall be a resident of the County for which he is appointed, 
and shall be appointed upon the recommendation of a majority of 
the members of the Delegation for such County in the General As- 
sembly. The terms of office of the members of said Board shall 
end when their duties under this Act shall have been fully per- 
formed. Vacancies in their number caused by death, resignation 
or otherwise shall be filled by appointment in the same manner as 
the original appointments. 


§ 3. Chairman—Secretary—Employees—Seal.—The said 
Board of Commissioners shall appoint one of its members as Chair- 
man and one of its members or any other competent person as 
Secretary of the Board; and may appoint or employ attorneys and 
other persons whose services may be deemed by the Board to be 
necessary or useful in carrying out the provisions of this Act. The 
members of the Board shall serve without compensation, except for 
their actual expenses, but persons appointed or employed by the 
Board, as aforesaid, who are not members of the Board, shall re- 
ceive such compensation as may be fixed by the Board. The Board 
shall adopt a corporate seal for said highway district. 


§ 4. Reimbursement Agreements.—The Capital High- 
way District and the State Highway Commission of South Carolina 
are hereby authorized and directed to enter into an agreement 
whereby said district shall agree to advance to the State Highway 
Commission the moneys necessary to construct the highways here- 
inafter described, including the necessary bridges along the routes 
and the bridge specifically mentioned herein, and whereby the State 
Highway Commission shall agree to construct said highways and to 
reimburse and repay said district for the moneys so advanced, in 
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the same manner as is provided by Sections 3 and 6 of the Act 
entitled “An Act to Provide for a System of hard-surface, top-soil 
and other dependable types of Highways in this State, to define and 
describe said roads, and to provide funds for construction, for 
maintenance and for reimbursements to counties in certain cases,” 
approved March 21, 1924, as amended, in respect to agreements for 
the reimbursement of a county or counties for roads thereafter con- 
structed by a county or counties except as herein otherwise pro- 
vided. The State Highway Commission shall reimburse and repay 
said district as aforesaid in annual installments to be agreed upon 
beginning not more than one year after the completion of said high- 
ways, and ending not more than eighteen years after the date of 
said agreement. For the purposes of said Act and this Act each 
highway or section of highway constructed pursuant to said agree- 
ment shall be considered as having been constructed by the County 
in which it is situated, and the amount of money advanced by said 
district pursuant to said agreement shall be considered to be the 
cost and value of said highways or sections of highways as of the 
dates of completion thereof. The State Highway Commission and 
said district shall have all powers necessary to enable them to carry 
out the provisions of said agreement. The State Highway Com- 
mission shall reimburse and repay said district as aforesaid out of 
the funds authorized by said Act, approved March 21, 1924, as 
heretofore amended, to be used for the construction of a State 
Highway System. So much of said funds as may be necessary for 
the purpose of making such reimbursement is hereby pledged irre- 
vocably for said purpose, except moneys needed in order to carry 
out valid rembursement agreements heretofore entered into pursuant 
to said Act. This pledge is hereby made a part of the contract be- 
tween said district and the holders of the bonds hereinafter referred 
to. The moneys required by said agreement to be paid to said dis- 
trict by way of reimbursement, and also all moneys received by the 
State Highway Commission as interest on deposits of moneys ad- 
vanced to it by said district, shall be paid by the State Highway Com- 
mission to the State Treasurer of South Carolina, and shall be re- 
ceived and held by the State Treasurer on behalf of said district, 
and applied as hereinafter directed to the payment of bonds issued 
under this Act. 


§ 5. Highways to be Paved.—The highways to be con- 
structed pursuant to said agreement and under the terms of this Act 
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shall be hard-surfaced roads as defined in the said Act approved 
March 21, 1924, as amended; and the following described highways 
are the ones that shall be constructed, together with the necessary 
bridges along the same, namely: From intersection with State High- 
way No. 12 in New Brookland southeasterly over State Highway 
known as No, 2 through the town of Cayce to the Calhoun County 
line; from said State Highway No. 2 south of Dixianna over the 
present State Highway through Swansea; State Highway No. 12 
from south end of the new Gervais Street Bridge over the Congaree 
River at Columbia through New Brookland, Lexington, Leesville 
and Batesburg to the Aiken County line south of Hibernia; State 
Highway No. 39 commencing at the Edgefield County line south- 
west of the town of Ward, thence through Ward, Ridge Springs, 
Hibernia, Batesburg, and Leesville to join State Highway No. 12 in 
Leesville on the north side of the Southern Railway Company’s 
tracks; from Greenwood County line over State Highway No. 24 
through Saluda to connect with State Highway No. 39 in Batesburg 
on the north side of the Southern Railway Company’s tracks; from 
the Richland County line on State Highway No. 2 through Chapin to 
the Newberry County line; from Lexington Railway Station to a 
point at or near the proposed site of a dam over Saluda River to be 
constructed for the Lexington Water Power Company, thence to 
State Highway No, 2 at or near Ballentine in Richland County, and 
also from a point at or near said dam site through Irmo to State 
Highway No. 2 in Richland County; from the end of the pavement 
on State Highway No. 3, in Richland County, to Wateree River 
Bridge on said Highway; the Monticello Highway in Richland 
County; in addition to said highways and the necessary bridges 
thereon there shall be constructed a suitable permanent bridge over 
Broad River and Columbia Canal on State Highway No. 2 in Rich- 
land County. That the construction herein authorized shall proceed 
practically simultaneously in all of said counties. 


§ 6. Bond Issues.—Whenever, after said agreement has been 
made, the State Highway Commission shall request the Board of 
Capital Highway Commissioners to advance a specified sum of 
money pursuant to said agreement and shall state that said sum 
is estimated to be necessary within the next ensuing six months for 
the construction of highways pursuant to said agreement, the Board 
of Capital Highway Commissioners shall have the power, and it 
shall be the duty of said Board, to issue forthwith negotiable bonds

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of said district in an aggregate principal amount equal to the sum so 
specified. The said bonds, when awarded and executed as provided 
in Section 7 of this Act, shall be turned over to the State Treasurer, 
who shall on behalf of said district, countersign the bonds, deliver 
them to the purchaser or purchasers thereof, collect the purchase 
price and forthwith place to the credit and order of the State High- © 
way Department or Commission, by means of said purchase price, 
the sum requested by the State Highway Commission as aforesaid. 
Any premium obtained upon the sale of said bonds may be expended 
by the Board of Capital Highway Commissioners by draft or war- 
rant on the State Treasurer for the purpose of paying expenses 
incident to the sale of the bonds, including the expenses of advertis- 
ing the sale, printing the bonds, procuring the assistance and opinion 
of attorneys and other expenses. Any part of the premium not so 
used, together with all accrued interest received from the purchase of 
the bonds shall be held by the State Treasurer and applied as herein- 
after directed to the payment of interest on said bonds. 


§ 7. Terms of Bonds—Execution—Delivery—Sale.—— 
The said bonds shall be of the denomination of One Thousand ($1,- 
000.00) Dollars each. They shall be issued as coupon bonds, pay- 
able to bearer, but may be issued with the privilege to the holder of 
having them registered as to principal in his name on books of a 
bank or trust company appointed by said district or by the State 
Treasurer as bond registrar or transfer agent of the district, and the 
principal thus made payable to the registered holder subject to such 
conditions as the district may prescribe. Bonds so registered in the 
name of the holder may thereafter be registered as payable to 
bearer, and made payable accordingly. The bonds shall bear in- 
terest at a rate not exceeding five (5%) per centum per annum, pay- 
able semi-annually. They shall be serial bonds, that is to say, 
each separate issue of bonds shall mature in annual series of install- 
ments, each consisting of one or more bonds, the first of which 
annual series or installments shall mature not more than four years 
after the date of the issue, and the last not more than twenty years 
after said date of issue. In fixing the amount of said annual install- 
ments of principal, the Board of Capital Highway Commissioners 
shall consider the probable amounts applicable to the payment of 
said bonds to be received each year from sources other than prop- 
erty taxes, and shall endeavor to so arrange the time of maturity 
of said bonds that the levy of property taxes will not be necessary 
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in order to pay the principal or interest of said bonds, but non- 
observance of this provision shall not affect the validity of said 
bonds. The principal and interest of said bonds may be made pay- 
able within or without the State of Sowth Carolina, and in gold 
coin or such other medium of payment as may be indicated on the 
face of the bonds. The bonds shall be signed by the Chairman of 
said Board of Commissioners and the corporate seal of said district 
shall be affixed to or impressed on the bonds and attested by the 
Secretary of the said Board; but the coupons to be attached to said 
bonds need not be authenticated otherwise than by facsimile signa- 
ture of such Chairman who is in office on the date of said bonds. 
The delivery of bonds so executed shall be valid nothwithstanding 
any changes in officers or seal occurring after such execution. The 
said bonds shall be sold by said Board of Commissioners upon sealed 
proposals after publication of notice of such sale one or more times 
at least fifteen days before such sale in a newspaper of general 
circulation in the State of South Carolina, and also in a 
financial paper published in New York City or Baltimore which 
regularly publishes notices of the sale of municipal bonds. The 
bonds shall be awarded to the highest bidder at not less than par 
and accrued interest to the date of delivery thereof. The said Board 
of Commissioners shall require the bidders to deposit with their 
bids cash or a certified check for not less than two (2) per centum 
of the face amount of the bonds bid for, to secure the district 
against any loss resulting from the failure on the part of the bidder to 
comply with the terms of the said bid. The said Board shall have 
the right to reject all bids and to re-advertise the bonds for sale. 


§ 8. Payment of Interest.—The principal and interest of all 
bonds issued under this Act shall be paid on behalf of said district 
by the State Treasurer, or by a bank or trust company acting for the 
State Treasurer, from funds directed by this Act to be used for said 
purpose. 


§ 9. Tax for Payment.—Except as is otherwise provided 
herein, there shall be levied on all taxable property in the Capital 
Highway District an annual tax ad valorem sufficient to pay the 
principal and interest of all bonds issued under this Act, as such 
principal and interest become due. The said tax shall be annually 
levied by the Comptroller General of South Carolina and collected 
by the County Treasurers of the several counties in said district, 
at the same time and in the same manner that State taxes are levied 
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and collected. Each of said County Treasurers shall collect the tax 
in his County and pay the same to the State Treasurer in the manner 
and within the time provided by law for the payment of State taxes 
to the State Treasurer. The said annual tax shall, however, be re- 
duced in each year by the amount of other moneys, actually in the 
hands of the State Treasurer at the time the tax for such year is 
required to be levied, which are applicable to the payment of said 
principal or interest then due or falling due in such year; and said 
tax shall be entirely suspended for such year in case such other 
moneys on hand and applicable as aforesaid are sufficient to pay 
said principal and interest then due or falling due in said year and 
remaining unpaid. ‘There shall be applied to the payment of the 
principal of said bonds and to the reduction of said property tax, 
all moneys paid by the State Highway Department to thc State 
Treasurer by way of reimbursement to said district pursuant to the 
agreement made as provided in Section 4 of this Act. There shall 
be applied to the payment of the interest on said bonds and to 
the reduction of said property tax, the following described moneys, 
viz.: (a) That portion of the gasoline tax which is directed by 
Section 11 of the above mentioned Act, approved March 21, 1924, 
as heretofore amended, to be distributed to the counties in said dis- 
trict, except such part thereof as may have been already pledged 
for payment of interest on bonds issued or in process of being is- 
sued. After the agreement referred to in Section 4 of this Act 
has been made, the State Treasurer shall set aside for the payment 
of said interest so much of said portion of the gasoline tax as will 
enable him to have on hand at all times, as nearly as may be possible, 
an amount equal to the interest which will fall due during the next 
ensuing twelve (12) months on said bonds. The remainder of said 
portion of the gasoline tax shall be distributed to said counties, 
respectively, in the same proportions that the original amount would 
have been distributed, if nothing had been so set aside. 

(b) All interest received by the State Treasurer on deposits of 
moneys received by him pursuant to this Act. 

(c) All other moneys received by the State Treasurer pursuant 
to this Act which are not specifically required or authorized by 
this Act to be applied to some other purpose. 

It is the intention of this Act that all bonds issued hereunder shall 
be direct and general obligations of said district, payable primarily 
from said property tax, which, however, shall be reduced or sus- 
pended as hereinbefore provided. 
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§ 10. Tax Exempt.—All bonds issued under this Act shall 
be exempt from all State, County, Municipal and School taxes in 
this State. 


§ 11. Expenses of Board.—So much of the expenses of the 
Board of Capital Highway Commissioners as cannot be paid by 
means of the premiums received upon the sale of bonds as provided 
in Section 6 shall be paid by said Board from contributions from 
the several counties comprising said district, each county to con- 
tribute towards said payment in the same proportion that the last 
preceding assessed valuation of taxable property in said county 
bears to the aggregate amount of the assessed valuation of all of 
said counties. The said payments shall be made out of the gasoline 
tax apportioned to said counties after setting aside the amount of 
said gasoline tax required by Section 9 to be set aside for the 
payment of interest, or if said gasoline tax shall be insufficient, from 
any other county funds applicable to road purposes. 


§ 12. Borrowings in Anticipation of Taxes.—In anticipa- 
tion of the collection of the property tax authorized by Section 9 
of this Act, the State Treasurer shall have power to borrow money 
temporarily on the credit of said district, at a rate of interest not 
exceeding six per centum per annum, for the purpose of paying 
any installments of principal or interest of said bonds which is due 
or to become due within two months. 

Negotiable notes of said district shall be issued by the State 
Treasurer for the money so borrowed. Such notes shall be signed 
in the name of said district by the State Treasurer and counter- 
signed by the Comptroller General. They shall mature within one 
year after they are issued, and shall be paid out of the property tax 
levied or to be levied for the year in which they are issued or out 
of moneys authorized by Section 9 of this Act to be applied to the 
reduction of said tax. 


§ 13. Separate Agreements by Counties.—At the option of 
the Board of Capital Highway Commissioners created by this Act, 
the agreement authorized and required by this Act to be made by and 
between the Capital Highway District and the State Highway Com- 
mission may be made by the three counties enumerated in Section 1 
on the one hand, and the State Highway Commission, on the other 
hand, so that said counties acting by said Board of Commissioners, 
shall jointly agree to advance the moneys necessary to construct the 
highways and bridges herein provided for, and the State Highway 
Commission shall agree to reimburse and repay said counties for the 
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moneys so advanced. If said agreement shall be made as provided 
in this Section all of the provisions of all other Sections referring to 
said district shall be construed as referring to said counties, collec- 
tively, and all powers and duties given or attempted to be given by 
this Act to said district shall be deemed to be given to said counties, 
collectively, to be exercised and performed by said Board of Com- 
missioners, and all things authorized or required by this Act to be 
done on behalf of said district shall be done on behalf of said 
counties, collectively, and all bonds and notes issued under this Act 
shall be issued in the names of said three counties, as joint obligations 
of said counties, and shall be payable in the manner and from the 
funds provided by this Act for the payment of district obligations 
and the property tax levied pursuant to Section 9 shall be levied at 
an equal and uniform rate on all taxable property in said counties, 
collectively. The said Board of Commissioners is hereby authorized 
to adopt a seal to be known as the seal of said Board, which seal 
shall be affixed to or impressed on bonds issued under this Section, 
in lieu of the seal of said district. 


§ 14. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act be, and the same are hereby repealed to the extent of 
such inconsistency. 


§ 15. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Board of School Commissioners 
of the School District of the City of Columbia to Buy, 
Sell, Own, Possess and Trade in Real Estate. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Board of School Commissioners of the 
School District of the City of Columbia be, and they are hereby 
authorized to buy, sell, own, possess, trade in and convey any and 
all real estate in the same manner and to the same extent as any 
private corporation. 


§ 2. That this Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Abolish Certain Roads and Railroad Grade 
Crossings in the County of Richland on Property of 
Georgia Industrial Realty Company and to Provide for 
an Underpass to be Constructed by Southern Railway 
Company and the Donation of a Right of Way for Road 
Purposes from Said Underpass to Take the Place of 
Said Roads and Crossings so Abolished. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
. of South Carolina: That all roads or parts of roads lying on that 
certain tract of land, the property of Georgia Industrial Realty 
Company, situate in Richland County near the station of Royster, on 
the Southern Railway, containing approximately four hundred 
eighty-six acres, being more fully described in a deed from John 
H. Bollin, Trustee, to Georgia Industrial Realty Company of date 
May 27th, 1916, and recorded in Book of Deeds BK at page 321 in 
the office of the Clerk of Court for Richland County, be, and the 
same are hereby abolished and discontinued, together with the rail- 
road grade crossings of said roads with said railroad, and the right 
cf all persons, firms and corporations to use said roads and grade 
crossings be, and the same are hereby forever barred; conditioned 
upon the construction by the Southern Railway Company of an 
underpass of sufficient width for the passage of vehicles, near the 
eastern boundary of said tract of land, and near a creek known as 
Hampton Creek where a trestle now exists under the said Southern 
Railway, together with the donation by the said Georgia Industrial 
Realty Company to the County of Richland of a right of way from 
said underpass to the nearest feasible point on the road known as the 
Bluff Road, such right of way to be of a standard width. 


§ 2. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed.

County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
South Carolina: That the Trustees of Batesburg School District 
No. 18, Saluda County, be, and they are hereby empowered and di- 
rected to determine, annually, a tax necessary to be levied each 
year upon the taxable property in said district for the support of 
schools therein, not exceeding a twelve (12) mills levy in any one 
year. 


-§ 2. Levy.—That on or before the first day of July of each 

year, the Trustees of said Batesburg School District No. 18 shall 
serve upon the Auditor of Saluda County written notice of the 
number of mills fixed by them to be levied, under the provisions of

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Trustees of Bates- 
burg School District No. 18, Saluda County, to Order 
and Hold an Election for the Purpose of Issuing Coupon 
Bonds of Said School District, the Proceeds Thereof 
to be Used in Erecting and Equipping School Buildings 
in Said District. 


Section 1. Bond Election in School District No. 18, 
Saluda County.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
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State of South Carolina: That the Trustees of Batesburg School 
District No. 18, Saluda County, be, and they are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to issue and sell coupon bonds of said 
district. payable to bearer, in an amount not exceeding Nine Thou- 
sand Three Hundred and Sixty ($9,360.00) Dollars, in such de- 
nominations as said trustees may deem advisable, and which shall 
mature within twenty (20) years from date of issue, shall bear 
interest not exceeding six (6%) per cent. per annum, payable an- 
nually, or semi-annually, both principal and interest to be paid at 
such place as said trustees may designate and which bonds may be 
sold either at private or public sale for the best prices obtainable, 
and the proceeds thereof to be used for the purpose of erecting and 
equipping school buildings in said district: Provided, however, 
That a majority of the qualified electors of said school district, vot- 
ing thereon at an election to be held as hereinafter provided, shall 
vote in favor of the issuance of said bonds. 


§ 2. Execution of Bonds.—That said bonds shall be signed 
by the trustees of said school district, the lithographed signature of 
said trustees upon the coupons attached to the said bonds being a 
sufficient signing thereof. 


§ 3. Conduct of Election.—For the purpose of determining 
the issue of bonds, as aforesaid, the trustees of said school district 
shall order an election to be held at such place or places in said 
district as may be designated by such trustees, on the question of 
whether such bonds shall be issued or not, in which election only 
qualified electors residing in said school district shall be allowed 
to vote; that said trustees shall give prior notice of the time and 
place of said election for at least ten (10) days by publication of 
the same in some newspaper having circulation within said district. 
and by posting such notice in three (3) public places therein. That 
said trustees shall furnish proper form of ballot, appoint the man- 
agers of said election, receive the results of the managers so ap- 
pointed and declared the result thereof. 


§ 4. Effect of Election—Use of Bond Funds.—If a major- 
rity of the votes cast in said election be in favor of the issuance of 
bonds, said trustees shall issue and sell the same as hereinabove 
provided, and the proceeds derived therefrom shall be deposited 
with the Treasurer of Saluda County, shall be receipted for by 
said Treasurer and shall be paid out by him, for the purposes afore- 
said, upon warrant of the trustees of said district as provided by 
law for the expending and accounting for all other public funds. 
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§ 5. Tax for Payment.—That it shall be the duty of the 
County officers of Saluda County, charged with the levy and collec- 
tion of taxes, to levy and collect annually upon all taxable property

AN ACT Providing for the Levying of a Tax of Two Mills. 

for County Road Purposes in Any of the School Dis- 

. tricts of Saluda County, and for the Expenditure 
Thereof. 


Section 1. Elections on Special Road Tax in School Dis- 
tricts of Saluda County—Petitions.—Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the County 
Auditor of Saluda County is hereby authorized to levy, and the 
Treasurer to collect annually a tax of two mills upon all of the 
taxable property in any school district in Saluda County, to be used 
by the County Board of Commissioners on County roads in the said 
school district: Provided, That the question of levying the said 
two mill tax be first submitted by the governing body of the county 
to the qualified electors in the said school district and receive a 
majority vote of the electors voting at said election; that at least 
ten days’ notice of the time and place of holding said election shall 
be given in a newspaper having a circulation in the said district and 
by posting in at least three conspicuous places in the said school 
district a notice of the time and place of the holding of the said 
election. The County Board of Commissioners of the said county 
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shall appoint the managers, prepare the ballots, canvass the returns 
and declare the results; and, Provided, further, That no election 
shall be held upon the question of levying said tax unless there-be 
filed with the County Board of Commissioners of said county a 
petition requesting the same signed by at least one-third of the 
qualified electors residing in the school district in which the election 
is desired to be held. 


§ 2. This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the 
Governor.

No. 1, Saluda County, to Borrow a Sum of Money not

Section 1. School District No. 1, Saluda County to Bor- 
row.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the Trustees of School District No. 1, Saluda 
County, are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow a sum of 
money not exceeding Seven Thousand ($7,000.00) Dollars at a rate 
of interest not exceeding eight (8%) per cent. per annum for the 
purpose of erecting, or completing, school buildings in said School 
District. The loan shall be secured by note executed by the Trus- 
tees of Saluda School District No. 1, and the Treasurer of Saluda 
County. 


§ 2. Pledge of Tax.—That in order to provide for the pay- 
ment of the loan the Board of Trustees of said Saluda School Dis- 
trict No. 1 and the Treasurer of Saluda County are hereby author- 
ized, empowered, and directed to pledge such portion of the existing 
special school tax levy of said District as will be sufficient to pay 
annually all interest due on the loan and One Thousand ($1,000.00) 
Dollars on the principal sum, and the Treasurer of Saluda County 
is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to make annual 
payments on interest and principal of the loan as provided in this 
Section. 


§ 3. Disbursement of Proceeds of Loan.—That the amount 
borrowed shall be deposited with the County Treasurer to be ex- 
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pended upon the warrant, or order, of the proper school officials 
for the purposes mentioned in this Act. 


§ 4. That all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the County Highway 
Commission of Saluda County to Build and Construct 
a Certain Road and Bridges in Said County, with Au- 
thority to Borrow Sufficient Funds to Complete the 
Same. 


Section 1. Saluda County Highway Commission to Con- 
struct Road—Routes—Place of Beginning Construction— 
Materials.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: The County Highway Commission of Saluda 
County be, and it is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to 
construct a top-soil highway, commencing at what is known as the 
B. L. Caughman Old Home Place or the Town of Saluda or any 
other point between these two points on the highway leading from 
Batesburg to Saluda. Either route they adopt shall go as near as 
may be found practicable to J. A. Ridgell’s store, by way of or near 
Nazareth Methodist Church to Cloud’s Creek, thence from said 
creek to the Daniel Harmon Cross Roads: Provided, That the ac- 
tual construction shall begin at Saluda Court House, The said 
road to be as near straight as possible from point to point and to 
be constructed as other sand and clay highways are constructed in 
said County. 


§ 2. Funds for Construction.—In order to provide funds for 
the construction of said road, the County Highway Commission of 
Saluda County is hereby authorized and empowered to use such 
funds as are now available and, any surplus needed for the com- 
pletion of said road, it is hereby authorized and empowered to bor- 
row the same, issue its note or notes for the payment of the money 
so borrowed; said note or notes to be retired as soon as sufficient 
funds are provided for same. 
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§ 3. Time of Beginning Work.—The road hereinabove pro- 
vided for shall be commenced to be constructed not later than six 
(6) months from the signing of this Act by the Governor. 


§ 4. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize the Saluda Highway Commission 
of Saluda County, S. C., to Enter into a Reimbursement 
Agreement with the State Highway Commission to 
Construct a Certain Soft Surface Highway in Saluda 
County and to Provide for the Issuance of Bonds for 
Said Purpose under Act No. 559, of the Acts of 1926, 
and to Provide for the Maintenance of Same by the 
State Highway Commission. 


Section 1. Saluda County make Reimbursement Contract 
—Highway to be Constructed.—Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Saluda County 
Highway Commission, of Saluda County, is hereby authorized to 
enter into a reimbursement agreement with the State Highway Com- 
mission for the construction of nine (9) miles of soft surface road 
in Saluda County, beginning at the town of Saluda, S. C., and from 
thence by the most practical route, to be determined by the State 
Highway Engineer, to the Edgefield County line at a point prac- 
tically in the direction of Limestone, S. C. 


§ 2. Bond Issue to Provide Funds.—That the Saluda 
County Highway Commission of Saluda County, is authorized to 
provide funds for the construction of the road described in Section 
1 hereof, by the issuance of bonds under the terms and conditions 
provided for in Sections 2 and 3 of Act No. 559 of the Acts of 
1926, approved the 2nd day of April, 1926. 


§ 3. Road Added to State System for Maintenance— 
Proviso.—The South Carolina State Highway Commission is here- 
by given the right and power to add the road described in this Act 
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to the State System of Highways for maintenance when the same 
shall have been constructed by the County of Saluda: Provided, 
That the cost of construction of the road shall be paid by Saluda 
County, and shall not increase the percentage cost of the State 
Highway System in the several Counties of the State as originally 
determined by the State Highway Department. 


§ 4. Payment of Bonds.—The full faith, credit and taxing 
power of Saluda County are hereby irrevocably pledged for the 
punctual payment of the principal and interest of bonds to. be 
issued hereunder as such principal and interest become due. The 
County Auditor of Saluda County is hereby authorized and directed 
to levy annually on all taxable property in said County a tax suffi- 
cient to pay said principal and interest as they respectively become 
due, and the County Treasurer of Saluda County is hereby author- 
ized and directed to collect said taxes and apply it to said purpose. 
But the moneys received by the County from the State Highway 
Department by way of reimbursement under the agreement or agree- 
ments above referred to shall be applied to the payment of said prin- 
cipal and reduction of said tax. It is the intention of this Act that 
all-bonds issued hereunder shall be direct and the general obligations 
of Saluda County, payable primarily by means of said property tax. 


§ 5. Provisions of Act Cumulative.—This Act shall not be 
construed to be inconsistent with or as repealing any other Act or 
Acts authorizing the issuance of bonds or other obligations for the 
purposes for which bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, but 
shall be held and construed to be cumulative therto. Saluda County 
may, at its option, issue bonds either under this Act, or under any 
other Act applicable to the County. 


§ 6. All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 


§ 7. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

AN ACT to Authorize Saluda County Highway Commission 
to Issue Bonds in Anticipation of the Receipts of 
Moneys to be Paid to Saluda County by the State High- 
way Commission under Reimbursement Agreements 
made Prior to the Second Day of April, 1926, and to 
Provide for the Payment of Said Bonds and for the 
Application of the Proceeds of the Sale Thereof. 


Section 1. Bond Issue by Saluda County—Use of Pro- 
ceeds—Conditions of Issue.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: Saluda County Highway 
Commission may issue bonds of the County of Saluda in anticipation 
of the receipt of moneys which the State Highway Commission of 
South Carolina has by agreement made with the County of Saluda 
under Section’ 6 of Act No. 731, Acts of 1924, prior to April 2, 
1926, agreed to pay to the County of Saluda by way of reimburse- 
ment for the cost of constructing State Highways or bridges in the 
County of Saluda. The proceeds of the sale of said bonds shall 
be placed in a special fund and used only for the purpose of con- 
structing or improving public roads or bridges in the County of 
Saluda or for the payment of indebtedness heretofore or hereafter 
incurred for said purpose. No bonds shall be issued under this 
Act in anticipation of the receipt of moneys heretofore pledged for 
the payment of indebtedness now outstanding, unless the bonds are 
issued for the purpose of paying such outstanding indebtedness. 
The aggregate principal amount of bonds issued by Saluda County 
under this Act shall not exceed the total amount of the moneys in 
anticipation of the receipt of which the bonds are issued, as esti- 
mated by the State Highway Department. 


§ 2. Procedure for Issue—Terms of Bonds—Execution 
—Sale.—The said bonds shall be issued pursuant to a resolution 
or resolutions adopted by the Saluda County Highway Commission, 
in whose name the bonds are issued. Before bonds are issued under 
this Act by Saluda County Highway Commission they shall procure 
the written consent of a majority of the Legislative Delegation rep- 
resenting Saluda County in the General Assembly, which written 
consent may prescribe such conditions for the issuance of the bonds 
as they may deem advisable. The said bonds shall bear interest at a 
rate not exceeding six (6%) per centum per annum, payable semi- 
annually, and shall mature not more than twenty-five years after 
the date of the bonds. The bonds shall be signed by the Chairman 
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and Clerk of the Saluda County Highway Commission, and shall 
be issued in such form and denomination as the Saluda County 
Highway Commission may determine. They shall be sold by the 
Saluda County Highway Commission for not less than par and 
accrued interest. In fixing the time or times of maturity of the 
bonds, the Saluda County Highway Commission shall consider the 
probable amounts applicable to the payment of said bonds to be 
received each year from sources other than property taxes, and shall 
endeavor to so arrange the time of maturity of said bonds that the 
levy of property taxes will not be necessary in order to pay the 
principal of said bonds. 


§ 3.. Credit of County Pledged—Tax if Necessary.—The 
full faith, credit and taxing power of Saluda County are hereby ir- 
revocably pledged for the punctual payment of the principal and 
interest of said bonds as such principal and interest become due. 
The County Auditor of Saluda County is hereby authorized and 
directed to levy annually on all taxable property in Saluda County a 
tax sufficient to pay said principal and interest as they respectively 
become due, and the County Treasurer of Saluda County is hereby 
authorized and directed to collect such tax and apply it to said 
purposes. But the moneys received by Saluda County from the 
State Highway Commission in anticipation of the receipt of which 
the bonds were issued shall be applied to the payment of the prin- 
cipal of said bonds and to the reduction of said tax. It is the 
intention of this Act that all bonds issued hereunder shall be direct 
and general obligations of Saluda County payable primarily by 
means of said property tax. 


§ 4. Powers Granted by Act Cumulative.—All Acts and 
parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed.

Section 1. School District No. 33, Spartanburg County to 
Borrow—Notes.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the Trustees of Woodruff School 
District No. 33, Spartanburg County, be, and they are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to borrow a sum of money not exceeding 
Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of building 
or furnishing a school building or buildings in said School District. 
The loan shall be secured by note or notes to be executed by the 
Trustees of said School District and the Treasurer of Spartanburg 
County.

AN ACT to Validate “An Act to Authorize Inman School 
District No. 26, to Borrow not Exceeding Fifty Thou- 
sand Dollars, Etc.,”’ and to Authorize the County Board 
of Spartanburg County to Borrow not Exceeding Two 
Hundred Thousand Dollars for General School Pur- 
poses, Etc,”” Designated as Act No. 893 of the Acts of 
1926, Approved March 23, 1926, in so far as the same 
Relates to the Borrowing of Two Hundred Thousand 
Dollars by the County Board of Spartanburg County. 


Section 1. Act (1926, XXXIV Stats. 1687), Validated 
as to Spartanburg County.—Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the State of South Carolina: That the Act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of South Carolina entitled, “An Act to 
authorize Inman School District No. 26, to borrow not exceeding 
Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars and to issue obligations of

ficial position; he shall deliver the original copy to the person from 
whom the said money or thing of value has been received, one 
duplicate copy to the Clerk of Court for Spartanburg County and 
shall keep one duplicate copy for his records.

Spartanburg County to make Conveyance to 
City—Conditions.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina: That the County Board of Spartan- 
burg County be, and it is, hereby authorized and directed to execute 
in the name and on behalf of Spartanburg County, a deed convey- 
ing to the City of Spartanburg an easement for street purposes 
over a strip twenty feet in width of the County’s lot in the City 
of Spartanburg, fronting on Bobo Street in said city. Said strip 
to be of a uniform width of twenty feet and to extend completely 
across the Bobo Street frontage of said lot, on condition that the

AN ACT to Authorize Spartanburg County to Issue Bonds 
and to Provide for a Tax to Pay the Bonds. 


Section 1. Bond Issue by Spartanburg County—Amount 
—Purpose.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
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of South Carolina: The County Board of Spartanburg County 
is hereby authorized to issue bonds of Spartanburg County in an 
aggregate principal amount not exceeding Eight Hundred Thou- 
sand ($800,000.00) Dollars, the proceeds of which bonds shall be 
used by the Spartanburg County Board for one or more of the 
following purposes, namely, for building and repairing public roads, 
buildings and bridges, maintaining and supporting prisoners, paying 
jurors and County officers, for litigation, quarantine, and court ex- 
penses, for ordinary County purposes, to support paupers, and to 
pay past indebtedness, which purposes may be détermined by said 
County Board either before or after the issuance of the bonds. 


§ 2. Terms of Bonds—Execution.—The said bonds shall 
be of the denomination of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each. 
They shall bear interest from their date at a rate not exceeding four 
and three-quarters per centum (434) per annum, payable semi- 
annually. They shall be serial bonds maturing in annual series or 
installments of one or more bonds each, the first of which series 
or installments shall be due and payable not more than one year 
after the date of the bonds and the last not more than twenty years 
after such date. Such annual series or installments may be equal 
or unequal in amount, but none shall be greater than twice the 
amount of any previously maturing series or installment. The prin- 
cipal and interest of the bonds may be made payable within or with- 
out the State of South Carolina and in such medium of payment as 
may be indicated on the face of the bonds.

' Company a Corporation to Construct, Maintain and 

Use a Logging Railroad Bridge or Trestle Across 
Wateree River. 


Section 1. Sumter Hardwood Company May Erect 
Bridge—Proviso.— Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
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the State of South Carolina: That the Sumter Hardwood Com- 
pany, a corporation under the laws of the State of South Carolina, 
with its principal place of business in the City of Sumter in said 
State, be and it is hereby authorized and empowered to construct, 
maintain and use-a logging bridge or trestle across Wateree River at 
or near Sumter landing about six miles above the State Highway 
Bridge Crossing on said river on State Highway No. 3 leading from 
Sumter to Columbia, S. C.: Provided, The same shall be con- 
structed, maintained and used in such manner as shall be approved 
by the proper officers of the War Department of the United States 
of America. ‘ 


§ 2. Term Permitted.—That the said bridge or trestle shall 
be maintained and used for a period not exceeding ten (10) years 
from the date of the approval of this Act.

AN ACT to Authorize and Empower the Supervisor and 
Treasurer of Union County to Borrow $145,000 for 
the Construction of Bridges Over Broad River Near 
Fish Dam Ferry and Tyger River Near Rodgers Ferry. 


Section 1. Union County to Borrow——Purpose.—Be it en- 
acted by the General Assembly of the State of South Carolina: 
That the Supervisor and Treasurer of Union County are hereby 
authorized, empowered and directed to borrow a sum of money not 
exceeding $145,000.00 to be used for the following purposes to 
wit: 

(a) So much thereof as may be necessary for the construction of 
a bridge over Broad River at or near Fish Dam Ferry between 
Chester and Union Counties. 


(b) So much thereof as may be necessary to build a bridge over 
Tyger River at or near Rodgers Ferry. 


§ 2. Notes—Interest—Tax for Payment, if Necessary. 
—That this loan be evidenced by notes of Union County which shall 
bear interest at a rate not exceeding six per cent. which interest 
shall be paid out of the gasoline tax allocated to Union County by 
the State Highway Commission. The full faith, credit and taxing 
power of Union County is hereby pledged for the payment of these

Election on Giving of Notes of Pickney Town- 
ship.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: That the County Advisory Board and the County Treas-

the State of South Carolina: That the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of Williamsburg County is hereby authorized to issue bonds 
of said County in an aggregate principal amount not exceeding 
Sixty Thousand ($60,000.00) Dollars, for the purpose of funding 
or paying notes or other temporary indebtedness now outstanding, 
issued or incurred by said County for any one or more of the pur- 
poses enumerated in Section six of Article ten of the Constitution 
of South Carolina. None of said bonds shall be issued, however, 
unless approved as to amount by a written instrument signed by a 
majority of the members of the Delegation of said County in the 
General Assembly and filed with the Clerk of the Board of County 
. Commissioners. The amount of bonds to be issued, shall not exceed 
the amount of the principal of, and accrued interest on, the indebted- 
ness to be paid or funded by means of said bonds. 


§ 2. Terms of Bonds—Execution—Sale.—The said bonds 
shall bear interest at a rate not exceeding six per centum per annum, 
payable semi-annually. They shall be serial bonds, maturing in 
annual series or installments of one or more bonds each, the first 
of which series or installments shall be due and payable not more 
than one year after the date of the bonds, and the last not more 
than thirty (30) years after such date. Such annual installments 
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may be equal or unequal in amount, but none shall be greater than 
twice the amount of any previously maturing series of installments 
in case the bonds are divided into two or more separate issues, bear- 
ing different dates of issue, each issue shall mature in accordance 
with the foregoing provisions, without regard to the times of ma- 
turity of the other issue or issues. The principal and interest of 
the bonds may be made payable within or without the State of South 
Carolina, and in such medium of payment as may be indicated on 
the face of the bonds.

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of School District No. 2, 
York County, to Borrow a Sum of Money not Exceeding 
Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars and to Provide the 
Levy of Tax Necessary to Retire Said Loan. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the Trustees of School District No. 2, of 
York County, are hereby authorized and ‘empowered to borrow a 
sum of money not exceeding Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars 
at a rate of interest not exceeding six (6%) per cent per annum for 
the purpose of paying a debt owed by said District. The loan shall 
be secured by note, or notes, executed by the Trustees of said 
School District No. 2 and the Treasurer of York County. 


§ 2. That in order to provide for the payment of said note, or 
notes, there is hereby levied an annual tax sufficient to pay the in- 
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‘terest and principal of said loan, on all the taxable property of the 
said school district. The proceeds of this tax shall be applied an- 
nually on said note or notes given to secure the loan until said loan 
is paid in full with interest, at which time the tax shall be no 
longer levied. The note or notes, shall be made so that One Thou- 
sand ($1,000.00) Dollars and interest shall be paid each year for 
ten (10) years, at which time all principal and interest shall have 
been paid.

AN ACT to Authorize the Trustees of Certain School Dis- 
tricts in York County to Borrow as Follows: No. 2 not 
Exceeding Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, and 
Nos. 20 and 40 not Exceeding Five Thousand ($5,000.- 
00) Dollars Each, and to Provide for the Levy of a Tax 
Upon the Property of the Respective School Districts to 
Retire the Loans. 


Section 1. School Districts No. 2, No. 20 and No. 40, York 
County to Borrow.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of South Carolina: That the Trustees of School District No. 
2, of York County, are hereby authorized and empowered to bor- 
row a sum of money not exceeding Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) 
Dollars, the Trustees of School District No. 20, of York County, 
and the Trustees of School District No. 40, of York County, are 
hereby authorized and empowered to borrow each a sum of money 
not exceeding Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, the interest rate 
on said loans not to exceed six (6%) per cent. per annum, and 
the proceeds of said loans to be used for paying the indebtedness of 
the respective School Districts. The loans shall be evidenced by 
bonds or notes executed by the Trustees of the respective School 
Districts and by the Treasurer of York County. 


§ 2. Tax for Payment.—That in order to provide for the 
payment of said bonds, or notes, there is hereby levied upon the 
taxable property of the respective School Districts an annual tax 
sufficient to pay the principal and interest maturing in such year. 
The said bonds, or notes, shall run for a period of not longer than 
ten (10) years from date of issue, and such as are issued under 
the provisions of this Act shall be issued not later than one (1) 
year after the approval of this Act and shall mature serially in such 
amounts as the respective boards of School Trustees may deter- 
mine.

AN ACT to Provide for the Construction of State Highways 
in York County Pursuant to Reimbursement Agree- 
ment Between York County and the State Highway 
Commission, and to Provide for the Issuance and Pay- 
ment of Bonds and Notes of York County for that Pur- 
pose. 


Section 1. Reimbursement Agreement Validated—-Bond 
Issue.—Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: The reimbursement agreement dated March 2, 1927, 
heretofore entered into by and between York County and the State 
Highway Commission of South Carolina, whereby York County 
(acting by the York County Permanent Road Commission) has 
agreed to advance One Million ($1,000,000.00) Dollars to the State 
Highway Commission for the construction of State Highways in 
York County, and whereby the State Highway Commission has 
agreed to reimburse York County for the moneys so advanced, is 
hereby validated and confirmed, and the said agreement shall be 
carried out in accordance with the provisions of Section 3 of Act 
No. 559, of the Acts of 1926, except that the bonds to be issued 
for the purpose of raising the moneys to be so advanced shall be 
issued pursuant to this Act, instead of pursuant to said Act No. 559 
of the Acts of 1926. 


§ 2. Terms of Bonds.—For the purpose of raising the moneys 
to be advanced to the State Highway Commission under said agree- 
ment, the York County Permanent Road Commission (hereinafter 
called the Road Commission) is hereby authorized to issue negoti- 
able bonds of York County in the aggregate principal of One Mil- 
lion ($1,000,000.00) Dollars. The said bonds shall be of the de- 
nomination of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars each. They shall 
be dated April 1, 1927, shall bear interest from their date at a 
rate not exceeding five (5%) per centum per annum, payable semi- 
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annually on April 1st and October Ist, and shall mature and be pay- 
able in installments of the following amounts on the following dates 
respectively, viz.: Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars on April 
1, 1936; Forty Thousand ($40,000.00) Dollars on April 1, 1937; 
Forty-five Thousand ($45,000.00) Dollars on April 1, 1938; Fifty 
‘Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars on April 1, 1939; Fifty-five Thou- 
sand ($55,000.00) Dollars on April 1st in each of the years 1940 
to 1943, inclusive; One Hundred and Thirty Thousand ($130,- 
000.00) Dollars on April 1st in each of the years 1944 to 1947, in- 
clusive, and One Hundred and Five ($105,000.00) Dollars on 
April 1, 1948, each of said installments of bonds being equal in 
amount to an installment of reimbursement moneys payable at least 
three (3) months earlier by the State Highway Commission to 
York County under the terms of the reimbursement agreement re- 
ferred to in Section 1 of this Act. 


§ 3. Form of Bonds——Execution—Delivery.—The said 
bonds shall be issued as coupon bonds, payable to bearer, but may 
be issued with the privilege to the holder of having them registered 
as to principal in his name on the books of York County kept in 
the office of the County Treasurer, and the principal thus made 
payable to the registered holder, subject to such conditions as the 
Road Commission may prescribe. Bonds so registered in the name 
of the holder may thereafter be registered as payable to bearer and 
made payable accordingly. The principal and interest of the bonds _ 
may be made payable within or without the State of South Carolina, 
and in gold or such other medium of payment as may be indicated 
on the face of the bonds. The bonds shall be signed by a majority 
of the members of the Road Commission, and countersigned by 
the County Treasurer, but the coupons need not be authenticated 
otherwise than by a facsimile signature of the County Treasurer 
of York County who is in office on the date the bonds bear. The 
seal of York County shall be affixed to or impressed upon each 
bond. The delivery of the bonds shall be valid notwithstanding any 
change in officers or seal occurring after the execution of. the 
bonds. 


§ 4. Sale—Use of Proceeds—Of Interest on Deposits.— 
The said bonds shall be sold by the Road Commission upon sealed 
proposals after publication of notice of such sale one or more times 
at least ten days before the sale in a newspaper of general cir- 
culation in the State of South Carolina, and also in a financial 
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paper published in New York City or Baltimore. The bonds shall 
not be sold for less than par and accrued interest. Immediately 
upon receipt of the proceeds of the sale of said bonds the Road Com- — 
mission shall pay to the State Highway Commission, out of said 
proceeds, the sum of One Million ($1,000,000.00) Dollars, pursuant 
to the said reimbursement agreement. Any premium received upon 
the sale of the bonds, together with any interest received by the 
State Highway Department from any depository, or depositories, 
of said principal sum of One Million ($1,000,000.00) Dollars, pend- 
ing its expenditure for the construction of said roads, shall be paid 
over to the Permanent Road Commission of York County and may 
be used by the Road Commission for the payment of expenses in- 
curred in issuing the bonds, including expenses of advertising the 
sale, printing the bonds, procuring the opinion and assistance of 
attorneys, and similar expenses, or for the purpose of acquiring 
rights of way necessary for the construction of the highways for 
which the bonds are issued. Any part of the premium not so used, 
together with all accrued interest paid by the purchaser of the bonds, 
shall be applied to the payment of interest on the bonds. 


§ 5. Credit of County Pledged—Tax.—The full faith, 
credit and taxing power-of York County are hereby pledged for the 
punctual payment of the principal and interest of all bonds issued 
under this Act, and said bonds shall be direct and general obligations 
of York County, payable primarily by means of the property tax 
herein provided for. The County Auditor of York County is hereby 
authorized and directed to levy annually on all taxable property in 
York County a tax sufficient to pay said principal and interest as they 
respectively fall due, and the County Treasurer is hereby authorized 
and directed to collect said tax and apply it to said purpose. But 
all moneys received by York County from the State Highway De- 
partment by way of reimbursement under the agreement above re- 
ferred to shall be applied to the payment of the principal of said 
bonds and to the reduction of said tax, and the said moneys are 
hereby pledged for said purpose. 


_ § 6. Borrowings in Anticipation of Tax.—In anticipation 
of the collection of the property tax authorized by Section 5 of this 
Act, the County Treasurer and the County Auditor of York County 
may, with the approval of either the Road Commission or the County 
Board of Commissioners of York County, borrow money tempora- 
rily on the credit of the County, at a rate of interest not exceeding 
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six (6%) per centum per annum, for the purpose of paying any in- 
stallment of principal or-interest of said bonds which shall be due 
or to become due within two months. Negotiable notes of York 
County shall be issued by the County Treasurer and County Auditor 
for the money so borrowed. Such notes shall be signed by the 
County Treasurer and County Auditor. They shall mature within 
one year after they are issued, and shall be paid out of the property 
tax levied or to be levied pursuant to Section 5 of this Act for the 
year in which they are issued, or out of moneys authorized by 
Section 5 to be applied to the reduction of said tax. 

§ 7. Right of Way—Condemnation—Purchase Price.— 
The Road Commission shall have power to purchase, condemn or 
otherwise acquire lands and rights of way for the construction of 
the highways for which said bonds are issued, in the same manner 
as County Boards of Commissioners are now authorized by law to 
purchase, condemn and otherwise acquire lands and rights of way. 
For the purpose of acquiring said lands or rights of. way the 
Road Commission may issue notes of York County in anticipation of 
the receipt of any moneys which the State Highway Commission 
has by agreement made with York County pursuant to Act No. 731 
of the Acts of 1924, as amended, agreed to pay to said County by 
way of reimbursement, provided such moneys shall not have been 
previously pledged for the payment of indebtedness of York County. 
The said notes shall be executed in the manner herein provided for 
the execution of bonds and shall be payable primarily from taxes 
to be levied and collected in the same manner as taxes for the pay- 
ment of bonds, which taxes shall, however, be reduced by the amount 
of reimbursement moneys actually received, in anticipation of the 
receipt of which the notes were issued. 

§ 8. Repealing Clause—Powers Cumulative.—A!l Acts 
and parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed. 
This Act shall not, however, be construed to be inconsistent with 
or as repealing any other Act authorizing the issuance of bonds or 
notes for the purpose for which bonds and notes are hereby author- 
ized to be issued, but shall be held and construed to be cumulative 
thereto. York County may, at its option, issue bonds or notes 
either under this Act or under any other Act applicable to the 
County. ; 

§ 9. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of the State 
of South Carolina: That the property of all Hydro-Electric Power 
Companies now constructing hydro-electric plants within or partly 
within McCormick County, South Carolina, or which may hereafter 
construct hydro-electric plants within said County, shall be exempt 
from all county taxes except for school purposes for a period of 
five (5) years from the date of the completion of any such hydro- 
electric plant. 


§ 2. This resolution shall be effective immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

ber of teachers employed in the public schools of his county, the num- 
ber of pupils under each with their average attendance, the length of 
term of such employment, and the salary paid under the 6-0-1 law.
